That ſight increaſed their com- 
aſſion and their compaſſion called vp their care; ſorhat lifting his feete abouc his 
BL mnkdog greatdeale of ſalt water come out of his mouth, they layd himypon 

x5 ſome oftheir garments,andfell ro rub and chate him, till theybrought himto reco- 
uer both breath the ſeruant,and warmth the companion of living. Ar length ope- 
ning his eyes, he gaue a great groan,(a doleful note but a pleaſant dittie)for by that, 


they found nor onely lite, but Wk of life inhim, They therefore continued on 


their charitable office,vnril(his ſpirirs being well returned, )he (withoutſo muchas 


20 thanking them for their paines) gate vp, and looking round abour to the vttermoſt 
limits ofthis ſight , and crying vpon 'the name of Pyrocles, nor ſeeing nor hearing 
cauſe of comfort, what (ſaid he )and ſhall Mu/idorusliue after Pyrocles deſtruction? 
therewithall hee offered wilfully to caſt himſelfe againe into the ſea :aſtrange ſighr 
tothe ſhepheards,tro whom it ſeemed, that beforeb 

25 ſaucdhislite, andnow comming to his life, ſhouldbea cauſe to procure his deaths 

; ** buttheyranne vntohim, and pulling him back (then too feeble for them ) by force 

ſtickled that vnnaturall fray, I pray you (ſaid he ) honeſt men,what ſuch right haue 

you in me,as not to ſuffer mero do with my ſelfe what I liſt and whatpollicie haue 
you to beſtowe a benefite where it is counted an iniury? They hearing him. ſpeake 

; 30 in Grecke (which was their naturall language) became the more tender hearted to- 

wards him; and conſidering by his calling, and looking, thatthe loſle of ſome deare 


friend was great cauſe of his ſorrow; tolde him, they were _ men that were. 


bounde by courſe of humanitie to preuent ſo greata miſchiete; and thatthey wiſhe 
him, ifopinion of ſome bodies periſhing bred ſuch deſperate anguiſh in him, thar 
35 he ſhould be comforted by his own proote,who had lately eſcaped as apparant dan- 
ger as any might be. No,no(faidhe)it isnotfor me.to atrend ſo higha bliſſefulnes: 
bur ſince you take care of me, I pray you find meanes that ſome Barke may be pro- 


uvided,that wil go out of the hauen, that if it be poſſible we may find the bodie farre 


farre too precious a food for fiſhes : and for the hire(ſaid he)I haue within this caſ- 
40 ker,of value ſufficient tocontentthem. Cla/ws preſently went to a Fiſherman , 8& ha- 


uing agreed with him,8& pronided ſomeapparell for the naked ſtranger , heimbar- | 


ked,8& the Shepheards with him:andwere no ſooner gone beyond the mouth ofthe 

| hauen,but that ſome way into the ſea they might diſcerne(as it were)a ſtaindofthe 
waters colour,8& by times ſome ſparkes & ſmoke mounting thereout.

They ſteared therefore asneare thither-ward asthey could:but when they came 1o 
near as their cies were ful maſters of the obie&t,they ſaw a fight ful of piteous ſtrige- 
neſle; a ſhip,or ratherthe carkas ofthe ſhip, or rather ſome tew bones of the carkas, 5 
hulling there,partbroken,part burned, patt drowned: death hauing vſed more than 
one dart to that deſtruftion. Abour ir floted great ſtore of very rich things,and ma- 
ny cheſtes which might promileno leſſe , And amidlt the precious things werea 
number of dead bodies which likewiſe didn&rvnly teſtifie both elements violence, 


| bur thar the chiefe violence was growne of humane inhumanity : for their bodies 10 


were full of griſly wounds ,and their bloud had(as it were) filledthe wrinkles ofthe 

ſeas viſage: which it ſeemed the ſea would not waih away,thar it might witneſle it is 

not alwaies his faulr,when we condemne his crueltie. In ſurme;a defcate,where the 

conquered kept both field and ſpoile : a ſhipwrack without ſtorme or ill footing:and 

a walt of fire in the midſt of the water. I5 
But a little way off they ſaw the maſt, whoſe proude height now lay along ; like a 

widdow hauing loſt her make of whom ſhe held her honour: bur vpon the malt they 


 fawayong man (atleaſt ifhee were aman ) bearing ſhew ofabour 18, yeares of age, 
' whoſate( as on horſebacke ) hauing nothing vpon him bur his ſhirt , which being 


wrought with blew filke and gold; hada kind ofreſemblance tothe ca : on which 20 
the {un (thenneare his Weſterne home) did thoote fome of his beames. Hishaire 
(which the young man of Greece vſed to wearevery long) was ſtirred vp and downe 
with the wind , which ſeemedro haue aſport to play with it, as the ſeahad tokifle 
his feere;himſelfe full of admirable beaurie,ſer foorth by the ſtrangeneſſe both of his 


| feareandgeſture: for,holding his head vp full ofvnmoued maieſtic,he helda ſword 2 


aloftwith his faire arme,which often he waucd about his crowne ,asthough he wold 
threatenthe world ihar extremitie , But the fiſhermen, when they came fo neare 
him, that it wastime to throwe out arope, by which ho!d they might draw him, 
their ſimplicity bred ſuch amaſement, and their amaſement ſuch ſuperſtition , that 
(afluredly thinking it was ſome God begotten berweene Neprune & Perus , that had 30 
made all this terrible ſlaughter) as they went vnderfaile by him held vp their hands 
and made their praters, VVhich when 24u/idorus ſaw,though he werealmoſt as much 
rauiſhedwith ioy,as they with aſtoniſkment, he leapt to the Mariner, and tooke the 
cord outofhis hand and(faying,doeſt thou liue,and artwell > who anſwered , thou 
canſttell beſt, ſince moſt ofmy well being ſtands inthee ,) threwe ir out, butal- 35 


- xeadietheſhippe was paſt beyond Pyreches : and therefore Au/idorws could doeno 


more bur perſwade the Marinersto caſt about againe , afſuring them thathe was 
bur a man, although of moſt deuine excellencies , and pronuſing great rewards fur 
their paine, | 

And nowthey were alreadie comevpon the ſtaies; when one of the ſailers deſcri- 4.0 
eda Galley which came. with failes and oares directly in the chaſe of them; and 
ſreightperceiued it was a wel knowne Pirate , who hunted not only for goods but 

for bodies of men , which heemploicd cither to be his Galley ſhues , ortoſel] ar 
the beſt market. Which when the Maiſter vnderſtood, he commaunded foorthwith _ 
to ſet on all the canuaſle they could , and flichomeward , leauing in that ſortpoore 43

Bycthat opinion ſoone ceaſed, when he ſaw the gallie ſetting vpon another ſhippe, 


which held long and ſtrong fight with her: forthen he began atreſh to fearethe lite 


10 of his friend, & ro with well to the Pirates whom before he hared ,leaft in their ruine 
 hemight periſh, Bur the fiſhermen made ſuch ſpeede into the hauen , that they ab- 
ſented his eyes from beholding the iſſue: where being entred, he could procure nei- 
rherthem nor any other as thento pur themſelues into the ſea:fo that being as ful of 
ſorrow for being vnable to do any thing, as voide of counſell how to do any thing, 
I 5 befides,thar ficknefſe grewſomething vpon him, the honeſt ſhepheards Srrephon & 
_ Clarws(who beingrthemſelues true friends,didthe more pertely iudge the juſtneſle 
of his forrow)aduiſchim,that he ſhould mitigate ſomwhatof his woe, ſince he had 


gotten an amendment in fortune, being come from aſſured perfivaſionot his death, 


ro haue no cauſe to diſpaire of his life : as one that had lamented the death of his 
- 20 theepe,ſhould after know they were but ſtraied, would receiue pleaſure though rea- 
dily he knew not where to find them, rs © Og | : 
 Nowlir(faid chey)thus for our ſelues it is; Weare in profeſſion but ſhepheards, 
and in this countricot Laconia little better then ſtraungers ,and thercforencither in 
Skill, nor ability of power greatly to ſtead you. But what we can preſent vnto you 


25 is this: Arcadia,of which countrie we are, 1s buta little way hence; and even vpon'*

40 ſon rodil:gree: and therefore ( detraying the Mariners with a riag beſtowed vpon 
them ) they rooke their iourney rogether through Loconias Clarus and Strephon by 
courſe carying his cheſt for him, #/7dorus only bearingin his countenance euident 
markes ofa ſorrowful mind ſupported witha weake bodie, which they perceiuing, 
and knowing that the violence of forrovw is not at the firſtto be ſtrinen withall : (be- 


5 ing like a mighty beaſt, ſooner tamed with following, than ouerthrowne by with 


,  ſtanding)they gaue way vnto it for that day andthe next; never my him, Ci- 
ther with a«king queſtions, or finding fault with his melancholie, bur rather ficting 


to his dolor dolorous difcourles of their owne andother folks misfortune , YVhich

ſpeeches, though they had nor a lively entrance to his ſences ſhut vp in ſorow , yer 
like one halte » os he tooke hold of much of the marters ipoken vnto him, fo as a 
man may ſay, ere forowwas aware , they made his thoughts beare away ſomething 
els beſide his own ſorow , which wrought ſo in hint, thar at length he grew content 
'to marketheir ſpeeches, then to maruell atſuch wit in fſhepheards,after to like their 5 
company and laſtly to vouchſafe conference : ſo that the third day after,in the time 
that the morning did {trow roſes & violets in the heauenly floore againſt the com- 
ming of the Sun,the nightingales(ſtrivingone with the other which could in moſt , 
dainty varictie recount their wrong cauſed ſorow)made them pur off their fleep,8 | 
riſing from vnder a tree(which thatnight had bin their 5 9" went onthcir 10 5 
iorney, which by and by welcomed Muſidorus eyes { wearied with the walled ſoile bs. 
of Laconia) with delightfull proſpets . There were hilles which garniſhed their 
proud heights with ſtately trees : humble valleis, whoſe baſe eſtate ſeemed comfor- 
red with retreſhing of filuer rivers: medowes,cnameld with allfortes ot ey-pleaſing 
floures:thickers,which being linedwith moſt pleaſant ſhade,were witneſled fo too, x5. 
by the cherefull depoſition of many wel-tuned birds: ech paſture ſtored with ſheepe 
feeding with ſober ſecuritie, while the pretie lambes with bleating oratorie craued b 
the dams comfort: here a ſhepheards boy piping, as though he ſhould neuer be old: 
there ayong ſhepherdeſle knitting and withall{inging,and it ſeemedthat her voice 
comforted her hands to worke, and her hands kept time to her voices mulick, As 20 
for the houſes of the country (for many houſes came vnder their eye ) they were all 
fcattered,no two being one by th'ocher,8& yetnor ſo far off as that it barred murtuall 
fuccor :aſhew,as it were,of an accompanable ſolitarines,& of a ciuil wildnes. Ipray 
you (ſaid M/idorws,then firſt vnſealing his long ſilent lips) what countreyes be thele 
we paſſe through,which are ſo diuers inſhewe,the one wanting no fiore, th'other 25 
having no ſtore but ofwant. | 

The country ( anſwered Claims) where you were caſt a ſhore, and now are paſt 
through,is Laconia, notſo poore by the barrennes of the ſoyle ( though in it lelte 
not paſling fertill) as by a ciuill warre, which being theſe two yeares within the 
bowels of that eſtate, betweene the gentlemen and the peaſants (by them named 3o 
Helots) hath in this forte as it were disfigured the face of nature,and made it ſo vn- 
holpitall asnow you haue found it: the rownes neither of the one fide nor the 0- 
ther, willingly opening their gates toſtrangers, nor ſtrangers willingly entring tor 
fearcofbeing miſtaken. 

But this countrie(where now you ſet your foot) is Arcadia: &even hard by is the 35 
houſe of Xa/ander whither we leade you : this country being rhus decked with peace, 
&(the child of peace)good husbandrie. Theſe houſes youlee ſo ſcattered ate of men, 
as we two are, tharliue ypon the commoditie of their ſheepe: and therefore in the 
diuifioofthe Arcadian eſtate are termed ſhepheards;a happy people,wanting litle, / 
becauſe they deſire not much. What cauſe then ſaide 44u{idorws,made you venter to 40 
leaue this ſweet life, and put your ſelfe in yonder wipleaſant and dangerous realme? 
Guarded with ponertie (anſwered Strephon) and guided with loue , But now (faid 
Clains) ſince it hath pleaſed you to aske any thing of vs whoſe baſenes is ſuch as the 
very knowledge is darknes : geuevs leaue to know ſomething of you , andof the 
yong man you ſo much lament, that at leaſt we may be the better inſtrutedroen- 45 
forme Kalandey,and he the better know how to proportion his entertainment, A/u- 

fidorws(according tothe agreement betweene Pyrocles & him to alter their names) 
anſiycred,that he called himſelfe Palladizs and his friend Daiphantus; but till I haue 
| . him 
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25 plying him to Muſiaorus, Strephon priuately tol

{ him againe (ſaid he) I am indeed nothing;andtherefore my ſtorie is ofnothing, his 
entertainment (lince ſo good a man hes) cannot be fo low as I account my cltate:

5 They percctuedhe was norwilling ro open himſelfe further ,and therefore with- 
out further queſtioning brought him to the houſe;aboutwhich they might ſee(with ” 


firconfideration both ofthe aire,the proſpe&t,and the nature ofthe ground)all ſuch 
neceſlarie additions to a great houſe, as might well ſhew, Kalandey knew that prout- 
ſion is the foundation of hoſpitalitie,& thrift the fewell of magnificence.The houſe 
Io itſclfe was builtof faire and ſtrong ſtone , nor affetingſo much any extraordinarie 
kind of fineneſſe,as an honourable repreſenting of a firme ſtatelineſſe. Thelights, 
doores and ſtaires;rather directed tothe vic of the gueſt,thentothe eyeof the Arti- 


ficer;&yeras the onechieflic heeded,ſo the other not negleed; each place hand-! 


ſome withoutcuriolitic,and homely withoutlothſognneſle ; not ſo dainty asnot ro 


I5 be trode one;nor yerflubbered vp with good felowthip;all more laſting than beau-_ | 


tiful,bur that the conſideration of the exceeding laſtingneſle made the eye belecue 
it was exceeding beautitull, The ſeruants not ſo many. in number , ascleanly in ap- 
parell, and cruiceable in behauiour,teſtifyingeuen intheir countenances,that their 
maiſter tooke aſwell care tobe ſerucd, as of them that did ſeruc. One of them was 


20: forthwith ready to welcome the thepheards, as men, who though they were poorc, 


their maiſter greatly fauored; and vnderſtanding by them, that the young manwith 


chem was to be much accounted of, for thatthey hadſeen tokens ofmore then com- 


mon greatneſle, how ſocuer now eclipſed with fortune :he ran tohis maiſter , who 
/ came preſently forth,andpleaſantly poo? ſhepheards, but eſpecially ap- 
dhim all what he knew of him, and 

particularlic that he found this ſtraunger was loth to beknowne. | 
No faid Xa/andey({peakingaloud)lamno Heraldto enquire ofmenspedegrees, 
irſufficeth me if Pknow their vertues ; which (if this young mans face be nor afalle 
witneſſc)do berterapparethis mind,thE you haue done his body. While he was thus 


30 ſpeaking,there came aboy,ini{hew like a Marchats prentiſe,who taking Strephom by | 


the fleeue,deliuered him aletter, written iointly both to him and Claius from Vra- 
nia: whichthey no fooner had read, but that with ſhort leaue-taking of Kalender 


' {whoquickly gueſſedand ſmiledat thematter) andonce againe(though haſtily) re- - 
commending the yong man vnto him, theywent away, leauing 24u/idorws euen loth 


35 topart withthem, for the good conuerſationhe had of them, andobligation he ac- 
counted himſelte tied in vnto them: and therefore , they deliuering his cheſt vnto 
him,he opened it, and would haue preſented them with twoverie rich iewels, bur 
theyabſolutely refuſedthem, telling him,that they were morethen enough rewar- 


ded in the knowing of him,& withour harkening vnro a reply (like men whoſe harts 


40 diſdained all deſires but one)gat ſpeedily away , asif the letterhad brought wings 
to make them flie, Bur by that {1ght Xa/azaey ſoone indged,that his gueſt was ofno 
meane calling; & therfore the more reſpectfully entertzining him, 4u/idors found 
his fickneſle (which the fight,the ſea,and late trauell had layd vpon him) grow great- 
lie ;ſothat fearing ſome Paaine accident , he delivered the cheſt ro Xa/andexr,which 

45 was full of moſt precious ſtones,gorgeouſlic and cunningly ſer in diverſe maners, 
deſiring him he would keep thoſe trifles ,and if he died, he would beſtow ſo much 
of it as was needfull , ro find out andredeeme a young man, naming himſelfe Daj-

| But Xalender ſceing him faint more and more , with carefull peed conueyed him 
tothe moſt commodious lodging irhis houſe : where being poſleſt with an cx» 


treame burning feuer , he continued ſome while with no great hope of life: bur 


vouth ar length got che victorie of (ickneſle , fothatinſixe weeks the excellencie of 
his returnedbeautic was a credible Embaſſador ofhis health, to the greatioy of Xa- 5 
{ander; who, as.inthis time he had by certaine friends of his \thatdwelr neare the 
ſeain Mefſenia, fer forth aſhip and a galley to ſeeke and ſuccour Daiphantus: {o at 
homedid he omit. nothing which he thought might either profire or gratific Pal- 
Ladits. 

| For, hauing foundinhim (beſides his bodily gifts beyond the degree of admira- to 
tion) by daylie diſcourſes, which he delighted himfelte ro haue with him , a mind of 
moſt excellent compoſition (a piercing wit quite voydot oſtentation high erected 
thoughts ſeated in a heart of coutelie, an eloquence as ſweet in the vttering, as ſlow 
to come'to the vttering, a behauiour lo noble;as gave a maieſtic ro adueriitic: and 
all ina man whoſe age could not be aboue one and twentie yeares) the goodolde 15 
man waseuen enamioured with a fatherlie love towards him, or rather became his 
feruant by the bonds ſuchvertue laid ypon him; once, he acknowledged himſclte fo 
to be,vy the badge of diligent attendance, 

Bur Palladjushauing gotten his health, & only ſtaying thereto be inplace,where 
he might heare anſwere of the ſhips ſet forth, Kalander one afternoone led him a- 20 
broad to awell arrayed ground he had behind his houſc, which hc thoughtro ſhew 
him before his going, as the place himſeltemore then in anic other delighted. The 
backſide of the houſe was neither field, garden, nororchard; or rather itwas both 
field, garden , andorchard: for as ſoone as the deſcending of the ſtaires had deliuc- 
redthem downe , they came intoaplace cunningly ſer with trees of the moſt raſt- 25 
pleaſing fruits: but ſcarcely they had taken that into their conſideration , but that 
they were ſodainly ſept into a delicate greene; of each ſide of the greene a thicker, 
and behind the thickets againe new beds of flowers which beingvnder the trees, 
the trees were tothema Pauillion,and theyto the crees a Mofaicall loore:-fothar i it 
ſeemed tharArte therein would needs be delighttull,by counterfeyting his enemic' 3O 
Errour,:nd making order in confuſion. 

Inthe middeſt of all the place was a faire pond, whoſe ſhaking chriſtall was aper- 


| fe&mirrour to all the other beauries , ſothat it bare ſhew ofrwo gardens; one in 


decde | the other in ſhadowes :and in one ofthe thickets was a fine fountaine made 
thus : AnakedYenmwot white marble, wherin the grauer had viedfuch cunning,that 35 
the natural blew veines of the marblewere tramed infit places,to fer forth the beau- 
tifull veynes ofher bodie. Ather breaſt ſhe had her babe <Hereas, who ſeemed (ha- 
ving begunto ſucke) to leaue that, to looke vpon her faire eyes , which\ſmiled atthe 
babes follie,meane white the breaſt running, Hard by was a houſe of pleaſure built 


: for aſommerretirin ;gplace,whither Kalanaer leading him, he ftounda ſquare roome 49 


full ofdelightfull pictures, made by the moſt excellent workeman of Greece, There 
was Diarawhen Aeon ſaw herbathing , in whoſe cheeks the.Painter had fet ſuch a 
colour, as was mixt betweenefhame and difdaine zand one ofher fooliſh Nymphs, 
who weeping,and withall Jowring, one might ſeerhe workman meant to ſet forth 
reares of anger. In another table was _A7alanta; the poſture of whoſe limmes was fo. 45 
linely ex preſſed, that ifthe eyes were the only judges, as they be the only ſecers, one \ 
wold haue ſworn the very picture had run, Beſides many mo,as of Helens Omphate, | 
Jole: but in none of them all beautie ſeemed to ſpeake ſomuch as in alarge table, 
which 
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which contained a comely old man,with a Ladie of middle age, but of excell&r beay- 
tie,and more excellent would haue bene deemed,bur thatthere ſtood between them 
ayoung maide, whoſe woniderfulneſſe tooke away all beautie fr6 her,bur that which 

it might ſccme the gaue her backe againe by her verie ſhadow. Anduch ditterence, 
(being knowne thar it did indeed counterteira perſon living) was there betweene 

_— herandallthe other,though Goddeſſes, that it feemed the skill of the Painter beſto- 
wedon the other new beautie, but that the beauty ofher beſtowed new skill ofthe 

_ Painter. Thoughhe thought inquiſitiueneſle an'vacomely gueſt,he could norchooſe 

| - butaske whothewas , that bearing ſhew of one being in deed , conld with naturall 
10 gifts gobeyondthe reach of inuention, Kalanaer anſwered,that it was made by Ph;- 
- taclea,the younger daughter ofhis Prince, who alſo with his wife were contained\in 
that Table: the Painrer meaning to repreſentthepreſent condition of the young La- 
dic,who ſtood watched by an oucr-curious eyeot hgr parents; and that he woule al-' 

ſo hauedrawne her eldelt ſiſter, eſteemed her marcizfor beautie, in her ſhepheardiſh 

15 attize , but that the rude clowne her gardian woulggerlufter itz neither durſt he aske 
leaue of the Prince for feare of ſuſpition . Pal{aazze perceined that the marter was 
wrapt vp inſome ſecrecie, and therefore would for modeſtie, demaund no further : 
bur yet his countenance could notbut with dumbe eloquence defire it: Which K4- 
lanaer perceiuing,well, ſayd he,my deare gueſt , I know your mind, and I will fatishe

the queſtion,but I will diſcouer vnto you, aſwell that wherein my knowledge is com- 
mon with others, as that which by extraordinarie means is delivered vnto me : kno- 
wing ſo much in you (though notlong acquainted) that I] ſhall find your cares faith- 
full treaſurers, So then fitting downe in two chaires , and ſometimes cafting his eye

This countric Arcadia among all the prouinces of Greece,hatheuer bene had in 


| ſingular reparation : partly for the ſweetneſle of the aire,and other naturall benefits, 


' butprincipall'y for the well tempered mindes of the pople, who (finding tha: the 
ſhining title of glorie,ſomuch affeCted by other nations,doth indeed help licle ro the 
30 happineſlc of life ) are the only people, which as by their iuſtice and prouidence giue 
neicher cauſe nor hope to their neighbours toaunoy them, ſoarerhey nor ſtirred 
* wirhfalſepraiſe totrouble others quier, thinking it aſmall reward for the waſting of 
their owne lives inraucning ,that their poſteritic ſhold long after {ay,they haddone 
{o, Evenche Maſes fſeeme to approue their good determination, by choottng this 
35 countrie for their chicte repairing place, and by beſtowing their perteCtions fo 
largelynere , that the very ſhepheards have their fancies lifted to ſo high conceits, 
as the learned of other nations are content both to borrow their names, and imitate

Here dwelleth and raignerh this Prince(whoſe picture youſce)by name Baſiliws. 2 
40 Prince of ſufficient skill ro gouerne ſoquict a countrie, where thegood minds of tie 
former Princes had ſerdowne go0d lawes,&the well bringing vp ofthe people doth 
ſerue as a molt ſure bond tohold thE.Bur to be plaine with you, he excels in nothing 
ſo much, as in the zealous loue of his people,whereinhe dothnor onely paſle all his 
own fore-goers,butas [ think all the Princes liuing. Wherot the cauſe is,that though 
45 heexceednor inthevertues which get admiration as depth of wiſedome , height of 
courage and largenefle of magnificence, yet is he notable in thoſe which ſtirre afte- 
&ion,as truth of word ,meckneſſe,curteſte, mercifulnefle,and liberality. -

daughter to the king of Cyprus , ofnotable beauric,as by herpiQure youſee : a wo- 
man of great wit,and'intruth of more princely vertues than her husband; of moſt 
ynſpotred chaſtitie , butof ſo working amind, and ſovehement ſpirits , as aman 
may BY. it was bappie ſhe tooke a good courle , for otherwiſe it would haue bene 
terrible. | | 

Of theſe two are brought tothe world two daughters, ſobeyond meaſure excel- 
lentin all the gifts allotted to reaſonable creatures, that, we may thinke they were 
borneto ſtiew , that nature is no ſtepmother to that ſexe, how much ſoeyer ſome 
men(ſharp-witted only in euill ſpeaking) haue ſought ro diſgrace them, The elder 
is named Pamela; by many men not deemed inferiour to her iſter: for my part,whE 10 
I marked the both,me thought there was(if at leaſt ſuch perfeftions may receiue the 
wordof more)more {weetneſſe in Philocles,but more maiecſty in Pamela:me thought 
loue plaid in Philocleaseyes,and threatned in Pamelas: me thought Philocleas beau- 
tic only perſwaded, but ſo-perſwaded as all hearts muſt yeeld : Pamela beautic vied 


'violence,and ſuch violence as no heart could reſiſt : and itſeems that ſuch proporrti- 15 


on is betweene their minds: Philoeles fo. baſhfull , as though her excellencics had 
ſtolne into her before ſhe was aware; ſo humble, that ſhe will pur all pride out of 


countenance; in ſumme, ſuchproceeding as will ſtirre hope, but teach hope good 
maners. Pamela of high thoughts , who auoyds not pride with notknowing her ex- 


cellencies,but by making that one of herexcellencies go be voyd of pride; her mo- 20 


thers wiſedome ,greatneſſe , nobilitie , but (if I can gueſſe aright) knit with a more 
conſtant temper.Now then,our Be/iliws being ſo publikelic happie as tobe a Prince, 
and ſo happic in that happineſle as to be a beloued Prince,and fo in his private bleſ- 
ſed as to hane ſoexcellent a wife and ſo over excellent children, hath of late taken a 
courſe , which yet makes him more ſpoken of than all theſe bleſſings. For , having 25 
made a iourney to Delphos,and ſafely returned, within ſhort ſpace he brake vp his 
Court, and retired himſelfe,his wife & children into a certain forreſt hereby,which 
he calleth his deſert ; wherein ( beſides a houſe appointed for ſtables.and lodgings 
for certaine perſons of meanecalling, who doal] houſhold ſervices) he hath buil- 
ded twofine lodges:in the one of them himſelfe remaines with his yonger daughter 30 
Phyloclea , which was the cauſe ney three were matched togetherin this picture, 
without hauing any ather creature liuing in that lodge with him. 

PRE it be ſtraunge, yetnorſo ſtraunge, as the courſe he hath taken 


_ -withthe Princeſle Pamel/a,whom he hath placed inthe other lodge : but how thinke 


you accompanied?truly with none other but one Dametas, the moſt arrant doltiſh 35 
clowne,thar I thinke euer was without the priuiledge of a bable,with his wife 2/o, 
and daughter Mop/a, in whom no witcan deuiſe any —_ wherein they may plea- 
ſure her,but toexerciſc her patience,and to ſerue for a foyle of her perfeQtions. This 


' Jowriſh clowne is ſuch, that youneuer ſaw ſoilfauoured a viſar ; his behauiour ſuch, 


that he is beyond the degree of ridiculous; and for his apparell,cuen aTwould wiſh 40 
him: <Mſ his wife, ſo handſome a beldame,that onely her face and her ſplay-foote 


hate madeher accuſed for a witch; only one good point ſhe hath,that ſhe obſerves 
 decorum, having a froward mind in a wretched body. Between theſe two perſonages 


(whonever agreedin any humour, butin diſagrecing)is iſſued forth miſtreſſe 2top- 


 ſaafirwomanto participate of both their perfeQions: but becauſe apleaſant fellow 45 


my acquaintance ſer fo-th her praiſes in verſe, will only repeat them , and ſpare 
mine ownetongue,ſince ſhe goes for a woman. Theverſes are theſe, which I haue 
ſoofren cauſedto be ſung,that I haue them withour booke: :

Now truly hauing madetheſe deſcriptions vntoyou, me thinks you ſhould ima- 
gine that I rather faine ſome pleaſantdeuiſe,then recounta truth,that a Prince(not 
baniſhed from his owne wits) could poſſtblie make ſo vnworthiea choife Buttrulic 
(deare guelt)ſo it is , that Princes whoſe doings. haue bene often ſmoothed with 
20 good ſucceſſe)thinke nothing fo abfurd,which they cannot make honourable, The 
beginning of his creditwas by the Princesſtraying our of the way, on time he hun« 
ted, where meeting this fellow, and asking him the way, and o falling into other 
queſtions,he found ſome of his anſweres(asa dog ſure ithe could fpeake,hadwir ee 
nough todeſcribe hiskennell) notvnſenſible, andallvttered with ſuch rudeneſle, 
25 which he interpreted plainneſſe (though there be great difference berweene them) 
that Ba/ilizs conceiuing a ſodaine delight , rooke him to his Court , with apparant 
ſhew of his good opinion: where the Mo Courticr had no fooner taken the 
Princes mind,but that there were ſtraight reaſons to confirme the Princes doing,8 . 
ſhadowes of vertues found for Dametas, His filence grew wit, his bluntneſle integri- 
30 tie,his beaſtlie ignorance vertuous ſimplicitie : and the Prince(accordingrto thena- _ 
ture of great perſons, in loue with that he had done himſelfe)fancied, that his weak- 
neſſe with his preſence would much bee mended. And fo like a creature of his 
owne making,heliked him more and more; and thus hauing firſt ginen him the of- 
fice of principall heardman;laſtly,ſince hetooke this ſtrange determination,he hath 
35 in amanerputthe life of himſelfe and his children tnto his hands.VV hich authoriry 
(like too great a ſaile for ſo ſmall a boat)doth fo ouer-ſway poore Dametas,that if be- 
fore hewere a good foole in achaber,he might be allowed itnow in a comedy:lo as 
I doubt me(l feare me indeed)my maſter will in the end (with his coſt) find,that his 
office is not to make men ,butto vſe men as men are ,no more then a horſe willbe 


» 42 taught to hunt, oran afle tomannage. But in ſooth I am afraid I haue given your*-. 


cares too great a furfer, with the groſſe diſcourſes of thatheauy peece of fleſh. Bur 
the zealous griefe I conceiue toſce ſo greatanerrour in my Lord, hath made me bc- 
ſtow more words, then I confeſle ſo baſe a ſubieR deſerueth, | Br 
Thus much now that I haue told you, is nothing more then in effe@t anie Arca- 
45 dian knowes,Butwhat moued him to this ſtrange ſolirarineſſe,hath bene imparted 
(as Ithinke)buttoone perſon living, My ſelfe can conieure,and indeed more then 
coniecure by this acctdentthat I will tellyou: Ihaue anonly ſonne , by name C/z- 
tophon, who's now abſent , preparing for his owne mariage, which | meanc ſhortly 
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ſhalbe here celebrared.This ſonne of mine ( while the Prince kept his Court) was 
ofhis bed chamber; now ſince the breaking vp thereof, returned home, and ſhew- 


| edme(amongother things he had gathered ) the copie which hee had taken of a 


letter: which when the Prince had read, he had laid in a windowe, preſuming no 
body durſt looke in his writings: but my ſonne nor only tooke a time to reade ir,but 5 
to copie it. Intruth Iblamed C/izophox for the curioſitic, which made him breake 
his dutic in ſuch a kind, whereby kings ſecrets are ſubie& to be reuealed: but ſince it 


 wasdone, I was contentto take ſo muchprofite, as to know it. Now here is the let- 


rer,thatI euer ſince for my good liking, haue caried about me: which before I reade 
vnto you, I muſt rell you from whomir came. Itis anoble-man of this countrie,na- 10 
med Philanax, appointed by the Prince, regent inthis time of his retiring,8& moſt 
worthy ſoto be: tor, there liuesno man, whoſe excellent witte more ſimplye im- 
braceth integritic, beſides his wifained loue to his maiſter, wherein neuer yet 
any could make queſtion , fauing whether he loued Baſi/zz orrhe Prince better : a 


» rare teinper,while moſt men cither ſeruile-ly yeetd toall apperites,or withan obſti- x 5 


nateauſteritie looking to that they fantie good,ineffe negle the Princesperſon. 
This then being the man, whome of all other(and moſt worthie) the Prince chicfe- 
Iyloues, irſhould ſeeme (for morethen the letter I have notto gheſle by) that the 
Prince vpon his returne from Delphos, (Philanax then lying ſick) had written vnto 
him his determination , riſing (as euidently appearcs) vponſome Oracle he had 20 
there recciued: whereunto he wrote this an{were. 


Philanax his letter to Baſilius. 


Moſt redoubred and beloued Prince, if as well it had pleaſed youat your going 
toDelphos as now,to haue yſed my humble ſeruice , both I ſhould in better ſeaſon, 2. 


. andto better purpoſe haue ſpoken : and you ( ifmy ſpeech had prevailed) ſhould 


haue been atrhis time, as no way more indanger, ſo much more in quietnes; I 
would then haue ſaide,that wiſedome andertue be the onely deſtinies appointed 


to manto follow , whence we ought to ſeeke all our knowledge , ſince they be ſuch 


guides as cannot faile ; which, beſides their inward comfort,do leade fo direct a way 30 
of procceding, as cither proſperitie muſt enſue; or ,if the wickedneſle of the world 


 ſhouldoppreſle ir, itcannever be ſaid, that euil happenethto him, whofalles ac- 


companied with vertue: I would then haue ſaid, the heauenly powers to be reue- 
renced,and nor ſerched into; & their mercies rather by praiers to be ſought, then _ 
their hidden counſels by curiofitie . Theſe kindes of ſoothlayings (lince they haue 35 
leftvs in our ſelues ſufficient guides) to be nothing but fancie,wherein there muſt 
either bevanitic, orinfalliblenes, 8 ſo, cichernot to bereſpeCted, ornotto be pre- 
uenred.But ſince it is weakeneſſe roo much to remember what ſhould haue beene 
done, andtharyour commaundement ſtrercherh to know what is to be done , I do 
(moſt deare Lord)with humble boldnes ſay, thatthe manner of your determinari- 40 
ondoth in no fort better pleaſe me, then the cauſe of your going. Theſe thirtie 
yeares you haue ſogouecrned thisRegion , that neirher your Subic&ts haue wanted 
iuſtice in you,nor you obedience in them; and your neighbours haue found you ſo 
hurtleſly ſtrong, that they thought jt better to reſt in your friendihip, then make / 
new trialof your enmitie. If this then haue proceededout of the good conſtitution 45 
of your ſtate, and outof a wiſe prouidence,, generallyto prevent all choſe things, 
which might encomber your happines : why ſhould you now ſecke new courſes, 
ſince your ownexample comforts youto continue , & that it isto me moſt certaine 
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though it pleaſe yon nottorell me the verie words of the Oracle)thatyet no deſtiny 
nor influence whatſoeuer,can bring mans wit toa higher point,than wiſdome and 
goodneſle?Why (hold you depriue your ſolfof gouernmenr;for teare of loſing your 
goucrnment , like one that [hould kill himſelfe tor feare of death?Nay rather it this 

' 5: Oracle be to be accounted of,arme vp your courage the more againſt it:tor who wil 

- ſticke tohim that abandons himſelte; let your ſubiects haue you in their eyes; ler 

them ſeethe benefits of your iuſtice dayly more & more; and ſo muſt they needs ra- 
ther like of preſent ſureties then vncertaine chaunges, Laſtly, whether your time 
call you to liue or die,do both like a Prince. Now tor your ſecond refolution;which 

to 1sto ſuffer no worthy Prince to be a ſutertocither of your daughters,but while you 
live to keepe them both vnmaried, 8, as it were, tokillthe ioy ofpoſteritie, which 
in your time you may enioy , moued perchance by a miſ-underſtood Oracle : what 
ſhall I ſfay,jfthe affection ofa father to his owne children, cannot pleadſutficientlie | 
againſt ſuchfancies ? once certaine it is, the God which is God otnature , doth ne- | | 

I5 uer teach vnnaturalneſle: and euen the ſame mind holdI touching your baniſhing 
them from companie leaſt, [ know not what ſtrange loues ſhould follow, Certain- 

+ liefir,in my Ladies your daughters, nature promiſerh nothing but goodneſle, and | 
their education byyour fatherly care hath bene hitherto ſuch , as hath bene moſt _ | 
fit to reſtraine all euill; giving their mindsyertuous delights,and not grieuingthem | 

20 for want of well ruled libertie . Now to fall to a fodaine ſtraightningthem,what can 
1tdo bur argue ſuſpition,athing no more vnplealant,then vnſure,for the preſeruing 
of vertue. Leaue womens minds , the moſt vntamed that way of any: ſee whether a 
cagecan pleaſe abird?or whether a dog grow not fiercer withtying ?what doth iea- 
loufie, bur ſtirre vp the mind to thinke , what it is from which they are reſtrained?

Laſtly , for the recommending lo principall a charge ofthe Princeſle 
30 Pamela (whoſe mind goes beyond the gouerning of manic thouſands ſuch )to 
ſuch a perſon as Dametas is ( beſides thac the thing in it ſelfe is ſtrange) it comes of 
a verie euill ground, that ignorance ſhould be the mother of faithfulnefſc;Onozhe 
cannot be good that knowes not why he is good, but ſtands fo farre good as his tor- 
tune may keepe him vnaſlayed : but comming once to that, his rude fimplicitie is ei- 
| 35 ther eaſily changed}, orealily deceiued: and ſogrowes that tobe\the laſt excuſe of 
his fault,which ſeemed to haue bene the firſt foundation ofhis faith. Thus farre hath

By the contents of this letter you may perceive, thatthe cauſe of all, hath bene + 
the vanitie which poſlefſeth many, who (making a perpetuall mifion of this poore | 
baiting place of mans life) are deſirous roknow the certaintie of things tocome; N 
45 wherein there is nothing ſocertaine as ourcontinuall vncertaintie. But what in 
particular points the Oracle was, in faith I know not; neither (as you may ſee by 
one place of Philanaxlctrer) he himlelte diſtinftlyknew.Bur this experience ſhewes 
vs,that Baſilius iudgement,corrupted with a Princes _ ne,hath ratherheard then 
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followed the wiſe(as I rake it)counſell of Phi/anax. For having left the ſterne ofhis 
gouernment , with much amazement to the people, among whom many ſtraunge 
bruits are receiued for currant, andwith ſome apparance of danger in reſpect ofthe 
valiant Hmphialus his nephew,8& much enuying the ambitious number of the No- 
bilitic againſt \2h1/anax,ro ſee Philenax fo aduanced, though (to {peake {implie) he 5 
deſerue more thenas many of vs as there be in Arcada: the Prince himſelfe hath 
hidden his head, inſuch fort as I rold you, not ſticking plainely to confeſle, that he 
meansnot (while he brearhes) rhar his davghters ſhal haue any husband, but keepe 
them thus ſolitary with himzwhere he giues no other body leaue to viſite him atany 
timebura certaine Prieſt who being excellent in poetrie, he makes him write our 10 


 ſuchthings as he teſt likes, he being no lefle delightfull in conuerſation, then necd- 


full for deuorion, and about twenty ſpecified ſhepheards,in whom(ſome tor exerci- 
ſes,and ſome tor Eglogs)he taketh greater recreation, 

And now you know as much as my felfe: wherein it Thaue heldyou over long, 
lay hardly the faultvpon my olde age which inthe verie diſpoſition of it is talka- 15 
tive:whether it be(ſaid he {miling)that nature louesto exerciſe that part moſt, which 
isleaſt decayed,and that is our tongue: or, that knowledge being the onlie thing 
whereof we poore olde men can brag, we cannot make itknowne bur by vtterance: . 


or, that mankind by all meanes ſecking to eternize himſelte ſomuch the more, as 
heis neare his end, doth irnotonely. by. the children that come ofhim, but by 20 


ſpeeches andwrirings recommended tothe memorie of hearers & readers . And 
yetthus much I will ſay for my felfe , thatl havenot laid theſe matters, cither ſo 0+ 
penly or largelyto anie as toyour ſelfe: ſomuch(ifI mich failenot) do Ifee in you, 
which makes me both loue and truſt you, Neuer may he be old,anſwered Pallaaine, 


\ that dothnorreuerence that age, whoſe heavineſſe , if it waic downe the frayle and 25 


ficſhlic ballance, ras much litts vp the noble and ſpirituall part; and well mighr 
you hane alleagedanather reaſon, thattheir wiſedome makes them willing topro- 
fireothers, AndthathaueT receiued of you,neuer to be forgotten, but with vngrate- 
fulneſſe.Burt among many ſtrange conceits you told me , which haue ſhewedeffects 
in your Prince , trulycuen the laſt, thathe thould concciue ſuch pleaſure jin thep- 35 
heards diſcourſes,yould not ſeeme the leaſt vnto me,fauing that you tol&me at the 
firſt, thatthis countrie is notable in thoſe wits, and that indeed my ſelfe hauing 
bene broughtnotonly torhis place , but to my lite by Srrephon and C/aiws, in their 
conference found wits as might better become fuch ſhepheards as Homey ſpeaks 
of, thatbe gouernours of peoples,then ſuch Senators'who hold their Councel in 35 
aſheep-cote.” For them two (ſaid Kalandey) eſpecially Claims , they are beyond the 
reſt by ſomuch,as learning commonly doth adde to nature; for, hauingnegleRed 
their wealth inreſpect of their knowledge, they haue not ſo/much impaired the 
meaner, as they betteredthe better.

| © are ourſhepheards tuch,as(I heare) they be 1n other countries; butthey are the ve- 
rie owners ot the ſheepe, to which either themſclues looke , ortheirchildren giue 
dayly attendance, And then truly, it would delightyou vnder ſometree,or by ſome 
*$5 rivers ſide(whentwo or three of them meet together ) to heare their rural] Muſe, 
'  howpretilic it will, deliuer out, ſometimes ioyes, ſometimes lamentations , ſome- 
times chalengings one of the other , ſometimes vnder hidden formes vttering ſuch 
- matters, as otherwiſe. they durſt not deale with. Then haue they moſt commonlie

ſome neceſſary bulineſle he had preſently to diſpatch. Which they accordingly did, 
for ſbme few dayes torcing thEſelues to let no change appeare, but though they fra-

plant was tranſported vnto them, being a Gentleman indeed moſt rarely accom- 
plithed,excellently learned, but withour all vaine glorie: friendly,withoutfactioul- 
neſl>; valiant, foas for mypart, Ithinktheearth hath no man that hath done more 


. heroicall a&ts then he 3 how ſocuer now of late the fame flies of the two Princes 
\of Theſſalia andeHMacedon, and hath long done of our noble Prince _Amphralue ; 


who indeed, in ourparts is onely accounted likely ro match him: bur I ſayfor my 
part, I thinxeno man for valour of mind,and abilitie of body to be preferred, if e- 
qualled to Axgalus; andyert fo valiant as he never durſt do any body iniurie : in be- 
hagiour fome will ſay euer fad , ſurelyſober, and ſomewhat giuen to muſing, 
bur never vncurteous; his word euer led by his thought , and followed by his 45 
deed; \rather liberall then magnificent, though the one wanted nor, and the

45 that Demagora5 (full of proudioy ) thought to receiuethe giftof herſelfe the with 
words of reſolute refuſal (though with teares ſhewing ſhe was ſorie ſhe mult refuſe) 
aſſured her mother, ſhe would firſt be bedded in her graue, then wedded ro Deme-\. 
goraa, The chaunge was no more ſtraunge, then Ny WP rothe mother : who, \. 
5 \ 
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being dererminately (leaſt I ſhould ſayof a great Lady wilfullic) bent to marie her 
to Demagoras, triedall wayes which awirtie and hard-hcarted mcther could vie, vp- 
pon ſo humble adaughter ; in wh the only reſiſting power was louc.But the more 
the aſſaulted, the more ſhe taught Partbepiato defend; and the more Partheniade- 
\ fended, the more ſhe made her mo ef abſtinite inthe aſſault: whoarlength fin- 5 
ding , thar ©rgalwe ſtanding betweene them , was it that moſt eclipſed her affe- 
&ion from ſhining vpon Demagoras, ſhe ſought all meanes how to remoue him, 
ſo muchthe more as he maniteſted himſelfe an vnremoueable ſuter to her daugh- 
cer: firſt, by employing him jn as many dangerousenterpriſes,as cuerthe cuill ſtep- 
mother /azo recommended to the famons Herewles: but the more his vertue was 10 
tried, the morepure itgrew, while all the thin p+ ſhe did ro overthrow him,did ſer 
him vp vpon the height of honour; enough to haue moued herheart , eſpecially 
© aiman cueric way ſo worthic as C/rga/ws: but ſhe ſtrugling againſt all reaſon, 
| becauſe ſhe would haue her will, and ſhewher authoritic in marching her with De- 
magoras , the more vertuous Argal/zs was, the more ſhe hated him, thinking her- 
felte conquered in hisconqueſts,and therefore ſtill imploying him in more & more 
dangerous attempts : in the meane while, ſhe vſcd all extremities poſſible vpon her 
faire daughter, to make her giue ouer her ſelfe ro her diretion. But it was hard to 
iudge, wherher he indoing,or ſhe in ſuffring ſhewed greater coſtancy of affection: 
for.as to Argalzs the world ſooner wanted occaſions, then he valour togo through. 20 
| them :ſoro Parrhenia,malice ſooner ceaſed, then her vnchanged patience. Laſtly, 
by reaſons , Demagor a: and ſhe would haue made away Arga/w4; but he with pro- 
uidence and courage ſopaſt ouer all, that the mother rooke ſuch a ſpitefull griete ac 
it, that her heart brake wirhall, and ſhe died, 
Bur then, Deragoras aſſuring himſelfe , that now Parthenia was her owne ſhe 25 
 wouldneuerbe his, and receiving as much by her owne determinate anſwere , not 
more defiring his owne happingſle,then enuying Argalus, whome he ſaw with nar- 
row eyes,cuen ready to enioythe perfection of his delires , ſtrengthening his con- 
ceit with all the miſchicuous counſels which diſdained loue , and enuious pride 
could giue vnro him; the wicked wretch (taking a time that CLrga/us was gone to 30 
his countrie |to fetch ſome of his principall friends tro honour the mariage, which 
Parthenis had moſt ioyfullic conſented vnto) the wicked Demagoras (I ſay) defiring 
jr 19087 with her, with vnmercifull force(her weake armes invaine reſiſting)rubd 
all ouer her face a moſt horrible poylon: the effe whereof was ſuch , tharneuer 
leaper lookt more vgly then ſhe did : which done, hauing his men and horſes ready, 35 
departed away in ſpite of her ſeruants, as ready to reuenge asthey could be,in ſuch 
an vnexpected miſchiefe.Bur the abhominableneſle of this fa&t being come tomy 
L:! Xalander,he made ſuch means,both by our kings interceſſion, and his owne, that 
- , byrheKing &Senate of Lacedzmon,Demagor a4 was vpon paine of death baniſhed 
thecountrie:whohating the puniſhment, where he ſhould haue hated the fault, 40 
ioyned himſelte,with all the powers he could make, vnto the 7Hc/ots, lately inrebel- 
lion againſt thatſtate: and they(glad ro haue a man of ſuch authoritic among them) 
madetim their General: &vnder him haue committeddiuerſc the moſt ourragious 
villanics,that a baſe multitude( full of deſperate reuenge)can imagine, 
| Butwithin awhile after this pitifull fat comirred vpon Parrhenia, Argalus retur- 45 
ned(poore Gefitleman)hauing ler faire image inhis hart, & already promiſing his 
eyesthe vttermoſt of his felicitiewhen they(no body elſe daring to tell it him) were * 
che firſt mefſengersto themſelues of their owne misfortune. I meane notto ae 
| | | paſtions 
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paſhons with telling you the griefe of both , when hee knew her,for at firſt he did 
not,nor at firſt knowledge couldpoſſibly hauevertues aide ſo ready, as not cuen_ 
| weakely to lament the loſle of ſuch a iewell , ſo much the more , as that skiltull men 
in thatart aſſured itwas vnrecouerable: bur within a while, truth of loue (which ſtill 

5 . held the firſt face in his memorie) avertuous conſtancie, and cuen a delightro bee 
conſtant, faith giuen, and inward worthineſle ſhining through the touleſt miſtes, 
cooke {0 full hold ofthe noble Arga/zs,that nor only in fuch comfort which witty ar- 
guments may beſtow vpon adueriitie , but cuen with the moſt abundant kindnefle 
that an eye rauithed louer can exprefle , he laboured both to drive the extremiry of 


10 ſorrow from her, andto haſten the celeration of their mariage: whereunto he vn- 


fainedly thewed himſelte no lefle cherefully carneſt,then ifſhe had neuer bene diſin- 
herited of that goodly portion,which nature had ſo liberally bequeathed vnro her: & 
for that cauſe deterred his intended reuenge vpon Demagoras, becauſe he might con- | 
tiaually be in her preſence;ſhewing more humble ſeruiceableneſle,and toy to con- 
x5 tenther,then ever defore. | | #->f 

Bur as he gauethis rare example,not to be hoped for of any other,but of another 
Argalas:(0 oh the other {1de,the rooke as ſtrange a courſe in afteion: for, where ſhe 
deſtred toentoy him, more then toliue;yerdid ſhe ouerthrow both her owne delire 
and his, and in no ſort would yeeld ro marry him; with aſtrange encounter of loucs 
20\attects, andefieRts , that he by an affectionſprong from exceſliue beautic , ſhould 
delight in horrible foulneſle; & ſhe,of a vehement deſire to haue him,ſhould kindly 
build a refolutianneuer to haue him:for truth is,thatſoin heartſhe loued him,as the 
couldnor find in herheart he ſhould be tied to what was vnworthy ot his prefence. 
Truly Sir, a very good Orator might haue a faire field rovie eloquenee in, it he 
a5 did burtonly repeate the lamentable,and truly affeionared ipceches,while he con- 
iured her by remembrance ofher affetion,& true oathes of his owne affection,nort 
to make him ſo-vnhappie.as to thinke he had not only loſt her face, but her hartzthar 
\ her face, when itwas faireſt, had benebutas a marſhall, rolodge the loue of her in 
. his mind;which now was ſowellplaced,as itneededno further helpeot any outward 
30 barbinger:beſeeching her,euen with teares,to know, that his louewas not ſo ſuper- 
ficiall, as toigono further then the skin;zwhichyernow to him was molt faire, f nce 
itwashers:how could he be ſovngraretull.,as toloue her theleſle for that which ſhe 
had only recciued for his ſake ? that heneuer beheld ir,burt therein he law the loue-.

But Argalas with a moſt heauic hart ſtill purſuing his deſire, ſhe fixt ofmindto 
auoid further intrearie,and to fly all company;which(eucn of him)grew vnpleaſant 
wnto herzonenight ſhe ſtole away:but whither, as yet is vnknowne, or indeede what 


is becomeofher. 


| Argalus ſoughtherlong, andin many places: at length (diſpairing to find her, 5 
andthe more he deſpaired , the more enraged) wearie of his life , bur firſt deter- 
mining to bee reuenged of Demagoras , hee went alone diſguiſed into the chicte 


many of his ſouldiers, he could delay his furieno longer for a fitter time: but ſetting = 
ypon him, in deſpightof a great many that helped him , gaue him diuerſe mortall 10 
wounds, and himſelfe (no queſtion) had bene there preſently murthered , bur that 
Demagoras himſclte deſired hee might be keptaliuvez perchaunce with intention to 


cameſoonerthen he lookt for;yetha uing had leiſure to appoint his ſucceſſor,a yong 


he ſhould haue ſuffered death for having \laine the kings Nephew : but him hee 
named, who atthattime was abſent , making roades vpon the Lacedemonians, but 
being returned, thereſt ofthe He/ofs , for the grear liking they conceiued of that 
yong man,eſpecially becauſe they had none among themſclues tro whom the others 
would yeeld, were contentto follow Demagoras appointment, And well hath it ſuc- 20 
ceded with them,he hauing ſince done things beyond the hope of the yongeſt heads, 

of whom I ſpeake the rather,becauſe he hath hitherto preſerued -2rgalws aliue,vn- 
der pretence to hane him publiquelie, and with exquiſite rorments executed, 


/\ after the ende of theſe warres ,of which, they hope for a ſoone and proſperous 


ſue. ST. + 
And hehath likewiſe hitherto kept my youn : Lord Clitophonaliuc , who ( to re- 
deeme his friend)went with certaine other noble men of Laconia,and forces gathe » 
ref by them , to befiege this young and new ſuccefior : bur hee iſſuing our (tothe 


' wonder of all men) defeated the Zaconrans, flue many ofthe noble men, and tooke 


Clitophon priſoner, whom with much a doc he keepeth aliue: the Helors being villa- 30 
noufly cruel;but he tempereth them ſo ſometimes by following their humor ,ſome- 
tires by ſtriuing withit, that hitherto heehathſaued both heir liues, but in diffe- 
rent eſtates; Argalus being kept in a cloſe and hardpriſon, C/ztophoy at ſome liberty, 
And now Sir,though(tofay the truth ) we can promiſe our ſclues litle oftheir ſafe- 


the loſle of my Lords ſonne,and the cauſe thereof: which, though it wasnotnecel 
farie to C/ztophons caſe,to be ſo particularlie told,yet the ſtrangeneſſe of it, mademe 
thinke it would not be vnplefant vnto you. . | E 
Palladius thanked him greatly forir,being euen paſſionatly delighted with hearing 
ſoſtraungean accident, ofaknight ſo famous ouer the world,as Argalzs,with whom 40 
ie had himſelfe a long defire to meete : ſohad fame powred anoble emulation in 
him towardshim, | A 
Burt thE(wellbethinking himſelfe) hecalled for armour,defiring them to prouide 


| himofhorſe & guide andarmedallfauing the head, he wet vp to Kalander, whom he 
found lying vpon the ground, hauing cuer ſince baniſhed both fleepe and foode , as 5 


enemies tothe mourning,which paſſion perſwaded him was reaſonable. But Pal- 
Jodias rayſed him vp, ſaying vnto him : No more, no more ofthis , my Lord Xa/en- 
der;|lctvs labour tofinde, before wee lament the loſſe :you knowe my ſelfe miſle

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one,who though he be not my ſonne, I would difdaine the fauourof life after him: 
burtwhilethere is hope left, letnorthe weakeneſſe of ſorrow, make the ſtrength. of- 
 ithanguith: take comfort, and good: ſucceſſe will follow. And with thoſe words, 
comtort ſeemedto lighten in his eyes, andthat in his face and geſture was painted 
5 / victoric. Once, Ka/anders ſpirits were {o reuiued withall,that(receiuing ſome fuſte--- |} 
- / nance,andtaking alittle reſt)he armed himſelfe, andthoſe few of his ſeruants he had | | | 
left vnſent,andſo himſelfe guided Pa//adiwsto the place vpon the frontiers ; where _ | 
already there were aſſembled betweene three & four holed men,all well diſpoſed 
(for Kalanaers ſake)to abide any perill: but like men diſuſed with a long peace,more 
10 determinate to do, then skilfull how to do :luſtie badies,and braue armours ; with 
ſuch courage.as rather grew ofdeſpiling their enemies, whom they knewnot, then 
of any confidence for any thing which in themſel ues they knew ; but neither cun- 
ning vſe of their weapons,nor artſhewed in their marching,or in camping. Vhich 
Palladzus loone perceiuing , hee delired to vnderſtand (as much as could be deliue- 
15 redvnto him) theeſtare of the Helops., vj 
And he was anſiveredby a man well acquainted with the affaires of Laconia, 
that they were akindof people , who hauing bene of old, freemen and polleflioners, | 
the Lacedemontens nad conqueredthem,andlaid , not only tribute,but bondage vp.;; | 
pon them:whichthey had long bornextill oflatethe Lacedemonians through greedis | 
20 neſſe growing more heauic then they could beare,and through contemprleſle care-. 
fuil how to make them beare, they hadwwith a generall conſent (rather ſpringing by 
the g2ncralnelſe of the cauſe , then ofany artificial praiſe) ſer themſclues in 
ar:acs ,and whetting their courage withrevenge , and grounding their reſolution 
vpon difpaire, they had proceeded withvnlooked-for ſucceſle hauing already taken | 
25 diuerſe Townes andCaſtel3,with the {laughter ofmany of the gentrie;forwhomno | | ut 
ſexnoragecould be accepted for anexcule. And that although atthe firſt they had 
fought rather with beaſtly fury , then any ſouldierly diſcipline, praftiſe had nowe 
made them comparable tothe beſt of the ! acedemontans and more of late theneuer; 
by reaſon , firſt of Demagerea great Lord, whohad made himſelte of their party, 
39 and\ince his death,ofanother Captaine they had gotten,who had brought vp their 
ignorance, and brought downe their furie, ro ſuch a meane of good gouernment, 
and withall led them o valourouſly,that(beſides the time wherein C/tophon was ta- 
ken ) they had the better in ſome other great conflicts: in ſuch wiſe,that the eſtate 
of Lacedemon had ſent vntothem,offering peace with moſt reaſonable and honou- 
35 rable conditions.Palladius hauing gottE his generall knowledge ofthe party againſt 
whom,as he had already of the party for whom he was to fight, he wentro Kalandey, 
and told him plainly that by plaine force, there was ſmall apparance of helping C/z- 
eophonr but ſome deuice was to be taken in hand,whercin no leſle diſcretion then va- 
lourwas to bevſed. : Ys | _ 
40 Whereupon,the counſell of the chiefe men was called, and at laſt, this way Pal- 
ladizs (who by fome experience, but eſpecially by reading Hiſtories, was ac- 
quainted with ftratagemes ) inuented, and was by all the reſt approoued: that 
all the men there ſhould drefle rhemſelues like 'the pooreſt forte of the people 
in CArcad/a, hauing nobanners, bur blouaic ſhirtes hanged vpon long ſtaues, 
45 with ſome bad bagge-pipes in ſtead of drumme and fite, their armour they{hould 
aſwell as might bee, cover, or at leaſt make them looke ſo ruſtilie,, and ill fayour- 
* redlyas might well become ſuch wearers; and this the whole number ſhould do, 
_ ſauing two hundred of the beſt choſen Gentlemen ,*for courage and ſtrength, 
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| whereof Paladins himſclfe would bee one, who ſhould haue theirarmes chayned, 
' and be putin cartes like priſoners . This being performed according tothe agree- 
| ment, they marched on towards the towne of Cardamla where Clitophon was Cap- 


raine; 4g £406, come two houres before Sunne-ſet within vieweof the walles, the . 


| Helots alreadie deſcrying their number , and beginning to ſound the Allarum, they 
ſent acunningfellow (ſo much the cunninger as thathe could maske it vnder rude- 
neſfſe ) who with ſucha kind of Rhetorike,as weeded our all lowers of Rherorike,de- 
livercd vntothe Helors aſſembled together, that they were countric people of Arca- 


' |dia,no lefle oppreſſed by their Lords, and no leſle deſirous of libertiethen they,and 


therefore had putthemſelues in the field, and had already (beſides agreatnumber 
flaine) rakennine or ten ſcore Gentlemen priſoners whom they had there well and 
Hait chained. Now becauſe they had no ſtrong retiring place in C7rcadta, and were 
notyetofnumber cnough to keepe the field againſt their Princes forces.they were 
cometothem for ſuccour; knowing that dayly more and more of their qualitie wold

flocke vnto them, but that in the meane time, leaſt their Prince ſhould purſue them 11 


or the Lacedemonian King & Nobility(for the likeneſle of the cauſe ) tall vpon them, 
they delired that ifthere were not roome enough for them inthe towne,, that yer 

they might encampevnder the walles, and for ſurety hauetheir priſoners(who were 
uch men as were cucrable to make their peace)kept within the rowne.,

|. The Helots made but aſhort colultatio, being gladthat their coragion had ſpread 


_ | 3eſelfe into Arcadzs, and making account that ifthe peace did not fall out betweene 


them and their King,rhatit was the beſt way to ſethire inall the parts of Greece; be- 
| greedineſle to haue ſo many Gentlemen in their hands , in whoſe raun- 
omes they already meant to haue a ſhare; to which haſt of concluding, two things 
wel helped;the one,thattheirCaptaine withthewiſeſt of them,was atthar time £ 
ſent abour cofirming or breaking the peace with the ſtate of Lacedemon:the ſecond, 
that ouer many good fortunes began to breede a proude reckleſnefſlein thE:rherfore 
ſending toviewthe Campe,and finding that by their ſpeachthey were _4rcadians, 
with whom they had had no warre, neuer ſuſpeQtinga priuate mans credit could 
haue gathered ſuch a force, andthar all other rokens witneſſed them to bee of the 
loweſt calling (beſides the chaines vpon the Gentlemen ) they graunted not onely 
Teaue for the priſoners , but for ſome others of the companie , andto all , rhar they 
might harbour vnder the walles. So opened they the gates, and received inthe 
carts; which being done, and Pa/ladizs ſeeing fit time , hee gauethe figne, and

ſhaking off their chaines (which were made with ſuch arte, that though they 35 


ſeemed moſt ſtrong and faſt, he that ware them might cafilic looſe them ) drewe 

their ſfwordes hidden in the carte, and ſoſetting ypon the ward, madethem to flye 

citheir from the place, or from their bodies , and ſo giucentrie to all the force 
frhe uareoadians before the Helots could make anic head to reſiſt them. 


Butthe Helo} being men hardened againſt daungers, gathered (as well as they 40 


could) together in the marker place, and thence would haue giuen a ſhrewd 
welcometo the ©Areadians , but that Pa/adims ( blaming thoſe that were ſflow,hart- 
ning them that were forward, but eſpecially with his owne exampleleading them) 

ade ſuch an impreiſion into the ſquadron of the Helots,that at firſt the great body 
chem beginning to ſhake and ſtagger zatlength, euery particular bodie recom- 
mended theproreCtion of his life to his feete . Then Ka/ander criedto go to the pri- 
ſon, where he thought his ſonne was , but Paladiue wiſht him (firſt ſcouring the 
ectes)to houle all the Helors,and makethemſclues maiſter of the gates, 


. | | But 
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© Butexethat could bee accompliſhed ,the Helors\ had gottennewheart,and with 
diuers ſorres of thot from corners of ſtreetes, and houſe windowes, galled them 
which courage was come vntothem by the returne of their. Capraine, whothough 
he brought not many with him(hauing difperſt molt ofhis companies to other of 
5 hisholds)yer meeting a greatnumber running out of the gate,not yet poſleit by the 
Arcadrens, he made them turne face,and with banners diſplayed, his Trumper giue 
the lowdelt re{timonic he could of his returne;zwhich once heard,the reſt of the He- 
lots which were otherwiſe ſcattered , bent thitherward , with a new lite of reſolu-. 
rion: as it their Captaine had beenaroote, ont of which (as into branches ) their' 


. To courage had ſprong. Then began the tight to grow molt ſharpe , &the encounters 


of more cruell obſtinacie, The Arcadians fighting to keepe that they hadwonnezthe* 
Helots to recouer what they had loſt. The Arcadans ,as in an vnknowneplace , ha- 
uing no ſuccour but in their hands; the Helors, as 1n their owne place fighting for 
their liuings,wiues & children, There was victoric and courage againſt reuenge 8& 

15 diſpaire: ſafety of both ſides being nootherwiſe tobe gotten, but by deſtruction. | 
Ar lengrh,the left wing ofthe Arcadians began to looſe ground; which Palladites 


' feeing, he ſtraight thruſthimſelfe with his choiſe bandagainſtthe throng that op-" 
prefied them, with ſuch an ouerflowing of valour, thatrhe Caprtaine of the Helots / 


(whoſe cies ſoone judged of that wherewirh chemſclues were governed ) fawe that 
20 healone was worth al the reſt of the Arcadzans. VWhich he fo wondred at,that it was 
\. hardto fay, whether he more liked his doings,or miſliked the efteCts of his doings: 
bur determiningthar vpon that caſtthe game lay , and diſdaining to fight with Ty 
otner,ſought only to ioyne with him: which minde was no lefle in Pallad;us,hauing 
calily marked, that he was asthe firſt mouer of all the other hands, And fo their 

25 thoughts meeting in one point, they conſented (though not agreed) to tric each 0- 
thers fortune : and ſo drawing themſelues to be the vtrermoſt of the one {1de , they 
began a combat, which was 4 much inferior tothe batraile innoiſe and number, as 
itwas ſurpaſſing it in brauerieof fighting,& (as itwere)delightfulterriblenes. Their: 
courage was guided with skill, and their skill was armed with courage; neither did 

30 their hardineſſe darken their wit,nor their wit coole their hardineſle: borh valiant, 
as men deſpiſing death; both confident, as vnwonted to be ouercome yet doubttul 

by theirpreſent feeling,and reſpeCfull by what they had alreadie ſeene. Their feete 
ſtedie,their hands diligent, their eyes watchfull,and their harts reſolute , The partes 


either not armed,or weakly armed,were well knowne , and according to the know-= 


35 ledge ſhould haue bene ſharply viſited,butthart the an{were was as quick as the ob-- 
ietion . Yet ſome lightning ; the ſmart bred rage, and the rage bred fmarr againe: 


till both ſides beginning to wax faint, andrather deſirous to die accompanied, then” 
hopefull ro liue victorious, the Captaine ofthe He/ots with a blow ,whoſe violence 


grew of furie,not of ſtrength,or of ſtrength proceeding of turie, ſtrake Pal/adizs vpo 

o the ſide of the head, that he reeled aſtonied : and withall the helmer fell oft , he re- 

maining bare headed: bur orherof the: Areadtens were readie to thield him from 
any harme mightriſe of thatnakedneſſe. FN 

But little neededir, forhis chiefe enemie in ſteed of purſuing that aduantage, 

kneeled down,oftering todeliuer the pomimel of iis ſword, in toke of yelding,with- 

45 aſpeaking alowd vnto him, that he thought it more liberty to be his priſoner, then 

any others General. Pa//ad;usſtiding vpo himſelt,& miſdoubring ſome cratt, &the 

Helets(that were nexttheir captain)waucring between looking for ſome ſtratagem, 

or fearing tret0;whar,ſaid the captain, hath Paladixs forgots the voice of Daiphitme?

made as many amaZedas ſaweor heard of it : and of the Arcadjan ide the good old 
Kalander ſtriving more then his old age could atchiue, was newly taken priſoner, 
But in deedethe chiefe _ ofthe fray was the night, which with her black armes . 
pulled their malicious ſights one fromthe other.But he that tooke Kalander,meant 
nothing leſſe thento ſaue him, but onely ſo long, as the Capraine might learne the 10 
| enemies ſecrets; towards whom he led the old Gentleman , when he cauſed the re- 
| treit to be ſounded: looking for no other deliuerie from that captivirie, but by the 
| painfull gay of all paive : when, whom ſhould he ſeenexr to the Captaine 
| (with good tokens how valiantlyhe had fought that day againſt the ©4rcad/ans)bur 
| his ſonne Clitophon? But now. the Captaine had cauſed all the principall Helors x5; 
| robe aſſembled, aswellto deliberate what they had todo, asto receive ameſſage 
'from the Arcadians; Among whom Paladins vertue(belides the loue Kalander bare 
| him) hauing gorten principall authoritie, hee had perſwaded them to ſecke rather 
by parley to recouer the Father and the Sonne, then by the ſworde :fince the good- _ 
mes ofthe Caprtaine afſuredhim that way to ſpecde,and his value(wherewith he was 20 
'fof old acquainted) made him thinke anyother way dangerous. This therefore was 
done in orderly maner,giuing them to vnderſtand , that as they came bur to deliuer 
-litophon , ſo offering toleaue the footing,they alrcadic had inthe towne, to goe a- 
way withour any further hurt, ſo as they mighthaue the father and the ſonne with- 
out raunſome deliuered, Which conditions being heard and conceiued by the He- 2 , 
lots, Daiphantus perſwaded them without delay to acceptthem. For firſt (ſaid he) 
ſince the ſtrife iswithinour owne home, if you looſe, you looſe all that in this life 
. eanbedearevnto you: if you winne , itwill be a bloudie vitorie withno profit, but 
the flattering in our ſeJues that ſame bad humourof reuenge. Beſides , it is liketo - 
ſtirre Arcadiavpon vs, which now,. by vling theſe perſons well, may be brought to 30 
 fome amitie. Laſtly,bur eſpecially,leaſt the king & nobilitic of Laconia (withwhom 
now we haue made a perfect peace) ſhould hope by occaſion of thisquarrel to ioyn 
/"n Arcadians withthem , and ſo breake off the profitable agreement alreadic con- 
luded. In ſumme,as in all deliberations(waying the profit of the good ſuccefle with 
the harme ofthe cuil ſucceſſe)you ſhall finde this way moſt ſafe and honorable. 35 
| The Helets as much moucd by his authoritie, as perſwaded by his reaſons, were 
' content therewith, VVhereupon, Palladiwe tooke order that the Arcadians ſhould 
preſently march out of the towne,taking with them their priſoners, while the nighr 
with muruall diffidence might keepe them quiet, and ere day camethey might bg 
well on of their way, ahd ſo old tho accidents whichin late enemies, alooke, a 40 
word.,or aparticularmans quarell might engender.- This being on both ſides con- 
cluded on,Celander and Clitophow,who now(with infinite ioy did knowe each other) 
came to kiſle the hands and feete of Daiphentws: Clitophon telling his father, how 
| 111 gry (not without danger to himſclfe) had preſerued him from the furioug 
malice ofthe Helors: andeuen that day going to conclude the peace (leaſt in his ab- 45 
fence he mightreceiuc ſome hurt) he had taken him 1mm his companie, and geven 
him armour, vpon promiſe he ſhould rake the part of the Helots; which he had in 
this fight performed, litle knewing that it was againſt his father; bur(ſaid Clitophon) 
| "1 here.

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here is he, who { as a father) hathnew begotten me, and ( a5 aGod ) hath ſaued me 
from many deathes, whichalready layed hold on-me: which Ka/ander withrteares of 
ioy acknowledged(belides his owne deliuerance) onely his benefite . But Daiphan- 
ts, who loned doingwellfor irſelfe , and notfor thankes, brake off thoſe ceremo- 

5 nies, dcliring toknow how Patadius ( tor lo hecalled Muſidores) was come ints 
that companie, and what his preſent eſtare was;zwhereofreceiuing a briefe declara- 
tion of Kzlender he ſent him word by Clirophon, that he ſhould notasnow come vn- 
to him, becauſe he held himſelfe not fo ſure a maiſter of the Helots mindes , that he 
would aduenture him in their power , who was fo well knowne with an vnfriendly 

10 ui ur that he deſiredhim to returne with Xa/ander whither alſo he with 
in tew dayes ( having diſpatched himſelfe of the Helors ) would repaire« Kalander 
would ncedes kiſle his hand againe for that promiſe, proteſting he wouldeſteeme 
his houſe more bleſſed then a temple ofthe gods, if ir hadonce receiued him, And : 
then deſiring pardon for Arga/us, Daiphantms aſſured them that he would diebuthe 

would bring him (though till then kept in cloſepriſon,indeede for his ſafety,the He- 

tots being lo animatedagainſt him as elſe he could nor haue ljued)and ſo raking their 

leaue of him, Ka/azder, Clizophon , Palladiua andthe reit of the Arcadzaens ſwearing | 

that chey would no further inla any ſort moleſtthe He/ots,they ſtraight way marched 118-1 

out of the rowne , carying both their dead and wounded bodies with them; andby + . 
20 morning were alrcady withinthe limits of Arcadze. i | | 

The telots ofthe other {ide ſhutting their gates,gaue thEſeluesto bury their dead, 

to cure their wounds, and reſt their wearied bodies: till (the next day beſtowing the 

checrefull vſc of the light vpon them) Daiphantus making a generall conuocation 

ſpake vitothem in this maner , We are firit(fayd he)tothanke the Gods, that ( fur- 

2's therthen wee hadeither cauſe to hope; orrealonto ——— deliveredvs out 
ofthis gulte of daunger , wherein we were already ſwallowed. For all being loſt, 

- (had they not direfted, my returne ſo iuſt as they did it had bene too late to reco- 
uer that, which being had, wee couldnort keepe . And had Inothappened toknow 
one of the principallmen among them,by which meanes thetruce began betweene 

30 vs,you wax eaſily conceiue, what litle reaſon-we haue to thinke,but that either by 
ſome ſupply out of Arcadia, or from the Nobilitie of this Country(who would haue 
made fruits of wiſedome grow out of this occaſion ) we ſhould haue had our power 
turned toruine,our pride to repentance and ſorrow . But now the ſtorme , as itfell, 
{vit ceaſed: and the error committed}, in retaining Clizophon morehardly then his 

35 age orquarrel deſerued becomes atharply learned experience,to vie in other times

Laſtly a forgetfulneſle decreed of all what is paſt , they ſhew- 


 ingthemſclues glad to haueſo valiane men as youare, ioyned with them, ſothar 


youare totake mindes of peace, {incethe cauſe of warre is finiſhed; and as you ha- 5 
cd them before like oppreſiours, fonow toloue them as brothers; torake care of 
theireftate becauſe it is yours, and ts labour by vertuous doing , that the poſteri- 

tic may not repent your ioyning, But now one.

rable admiration ofall. For being now well viewed to haue no haire on his face, 
to witneſſe him a man , who had done a&ts beyond the degree ofaman, and to 35 
looke with a certaine almoſt baſhfull kinde of modeſtie, as ifhe feared the eyes 
of men, who was vninooued with fight of the moſt horrible countenances + 
of death; and as if nature had miſtaken her worke to haue acHearſes heart 
in aCpids bodie: All that beheld him{ and all that might behold him, did be- 


holdhim) made their eyes quicke meſſengers to their minds, that there they had 40 


ſeenethe vttermoſt that in mankind mightbeſeene . The like wonder Palladime had 
before ſtirred, bur that Dezphantus,as younger and newer come, had gottennowthe 
 aduantage in the moyſt and fickle impreſſion of eye-fight .

have beeae. Tryall whereof came within two dayes after: forthe Kings of Lace- 
demon having fer out ſome Galleys , vnderthe charge ofone of their Nephewes, 
to ſcowre the Sza ofthe Pyrates , they metwithvs , where our Caprtaine wanting 
men , was driuento arme tome of his priſoners, withpromile of hbertie for well 
20 fighting: among whom I was one ,and being boorded by the Admirall , it wasmy 
fortune to kill Earyleonthe Kings Nephew : butinthe end they preuailed, andwe

being laidinthe iayle of Texaria,with ſpeeciall hate to me forthe death of Eury/con, 

25 the popular fort ofthattowne conſpired with the Helots, and fo by nightopened 
them the gates; where entringand Lilling all of the gentle and rich fation, forho- 
neſtie ſake brake open allpriſons,and ſo deliuered me : and I mooued with grateful- 
neſſe,and encouraged with careleſheſle of life fo behaued my {elfe in fome conflicts 
they had within dayes, thatthey barbarouflie thinking vnſen(tble wonders of

; 8s manner. Butall the coſt beſtowed did not ſo much enrich, nor all rhe fine 5 


eckines ſomuch beaurifie, nor allthe daintie deuiſes ſo much delight as the faire- 
neſle of ?arthenia, the pearle ofall the maides of Mantineas: who as ſhe went tothe 
Temple tobe maried,her eyes themſelues ſeemed a temple, wherein loue and beau- 


. tie were married: her lips though they were kept cloſe with modeſtfilence , yet with 


aprety kind of naturall fwelling,they ſeemed ro invite the gueſts that lookt on them, 
her cheekes bluſhing , and withall when ſhe was ſpoken vnto , alictle ſmiling, were 
Iike roſes , when their leaues are with a little breath ſtirred: herhaire being laicd ar 
the full length downe her backe, bare thew as ifthe voward fayled, yer that would 
conquer. Daiphantus marking her,o /upiter ({aid he ſpeaking to Palladius) how hap- 
pens it,that beaurtie is onely confined ro Arcadia? Bur, Palladixs not greatly atten- 
ding his ſpeech, ſome daics were continued in the ſolemnizing the marriage,with 
all conceipts that might deliuer delight to mens fancies. 

| Burſuch a chaunge was growne in Darphantns,that(as ifcheerefulneſle had bene

. redioufneſſe,& good entertainement were turnd to diſcourteſic ) he would ener ger 


himſelfe alone,though alnoſt when he was in company,he was alone,ſo little atten- 
tipn he gaueto any that ſpake vnto him :euenthe colour and figure of his face be- 
ganto receiue fomealteration;which he ſhewed lictle to heede: but euery mornin 
Meaty acre abroad, either tothe garden, or to ſome woods towards the defert,ic 
ſeemed his onely comfort was to be without a comforter'. Bur long it could not be 
hid from Pa/adius., whom true loue made ready tomarke,and long knowledge able 25 
to marke and therefore being now growne weary of his abode in Arcadiz, hauing 
informed himſelfe fully ofthe ſtrength and riches of the country, of the nature of 
the people, and maner of theirlawes :and ſeeing the court couldnot beviſited,pro-

| hibiredroallmen, bur to certaine ſhepheardiſh people , he greatly deſired ſpee- 
W returne to his ownecountric, after the many mazesof fortune he hadtroden. 30 


vt percciuing this great alteration in his friend, hethought firſt co breake with 
himthereof; and then to haſten his returne ;z whereto he Found himbur ſmally en- | 


lined: whereupon one day wag him alone with certaine.graces and countenan- 
: ces, as ifhe were difpuring with the trees , began in this manner to ſay vnto him: 


| Amindwell trained and long exerciſed in vertue (my {weete and worthie coſin ) 
doth not eaſily chaunge any courſe it onicevndertakes, bur vpon well grounded and 
well waied cauſes. Forbeing witnefle to jtſelfe of his owne inward good it findes 
nothing without itoffo high a price, for which it ſhould be altered. Euen the very 
countenance and behauiour of ſuch a man doth ſhew forth Images of the ſame con- 
ſancy,by maintaining aright harmonie betwixt it andthe inward good,in yeelding 40 
ir ſelf: ſutable to the vertuous reſolution of the mind. This ſpeech I dire&t-royou 
(noble friend Pyrocles) the excellencie of whoſe mind and well choſencourſe in ver- 
rue, ifI donor ſufficiently know , hauing ſeene ſuch rare demonſtrations of it,it is 
my weakeneſle, and not your vnworthineſſe, butas in deede Iknow it, and knowirig 
it moſt dearely loue both it, and him that hathit; ſomuſt Incedes ſay,that ſince our 45 
late comming intothis countrie,l haue marked in you, I willnot ſay an alteration , 
bur arelenting truly and aflacking ofthe maine career,you had ſo notably begun & 
almoſt performedzand thar in ſuch ſorr,as I cannot find ſufficient reaſon in my great

| loue toward you how toallow it; for (to leaue off other ſecreter arguments which 


my acquaintance with you makes me eafilie find) this in efte& ro any man may be. 


\maniteſt, that whereas you were wont inall places you came, to giue your ſelte ve- 
hemently to the knowledge of thoſe things which might better your mind; to ſecke 
5 the familiaritie otexcellent men in learning and ſouldicrie:andlaſtly,topur all thele 
things in praQtiſe both by continuall wiſe proceeding,and worthie enterpriſes,as 0c- 
ca(ion fell for them; you now leaue all theſe things vadone: you ler your mind tall a- 


ſleepe:belideyour countenance.roubled(which ſurely comes nor of vertue)for ver- 


tue like the cleare heaue is without clouds) & laſtly you ſubieCt your ſelfe to ſolitari- 
19 nes,the lic enemy,that doth molt ſeparate a man from well doing. Pyrocles mind was 
al this whileſo fixed vpon another deuorion,that he no more attentiuely marked his 
friends diſcourſe,thenthe child that hath leaue to play,markes the laſt part of his le(- 
{on;or the diliger Pilot in a dangerous tEpelt doth attEd the vnskiltull words of apat- 


ſinger: yer the very ſotind hauing imprinted the generall points of his ſpeech inhis\ 
I5 hart,pierced with any mitlike of fo deerely an eſteemed tried, 8& deſirous by degrees 


to bring him to a gentler conſideration of him ,with aſhamefaſt looke ( witnetling 
he rather could nothelpe,then did notknow his fault)anſwered him torhis purp ole. 
Excellent Mu/idorue , inthe praiſe you gaue me inthe beginning of your ſpeech |, I 
ealily acknowledge the force of your good will vnto me; tor neither could you haue 
20 thought ſo well otme, ifextremitie ofloue had nor made your judgement partial, 
nor you could haue loued me fo intirely , it you had not bene apt romake lo great 
(choughvndeſerucd)iudgements of me; andeuen ſo multI fayro thoſe imperteCti- 
ons,to which though I haue euer through weaknes beneſubiect, yer youby the day- 
ly __ of your mind haue of late binableto looke intothem, which betore you 


25-couldnot diſcerne;{othatthechange youſpeake of, falles not out by my impairing, - 
but by your bertering . And yet vnder the leaue of your better judgement, I mult ' 


needes ſay thus m uch iny deare cofin, that find not my ſelfe wholic to be condem- 


ncd,becaue I do not with continuall vehemency folow thoſe knowled ges,which you 

call the bettering of my mindzfor both the mind it ſelfe muſt(like other things)ſom- 
30 times bevnbent, or elſe it wil be either weakned,or broken: And theſeknowledges, 

as they arc of good vſe,ſo are they notall the minde may ſtretch ir ſelfe vnto : who 

knowes whether I feedenot my minde with higher thoughts > Truely,as I know not 

all the particularities, ſo yer I ſee the bounds ofall theſe knowledges : but the work- 

ings of the mind I find much more infinite, then can be led vnto bythe eic,or imagj- 
35 nedby any,rhat diſtrat their thoughts without themſelues, = , 

And in ſuch contemplation, oras I thinke more excellent, Ienioy my folitari- 
neſſe; & my ſolitarines perchance,is the nurſe of theſe coremplarions. Eagles we fee 
flie alone; & they are but ſheepe,which alwayes heard together;condemnenot ther. 
fore my mind ſometimes to enioy ir ſelfe; nor blame nor the raking of ſuch times as 

40 ſerue mol? fit for it. And alas, deare Muſidorous, it Ibee ſadde, who knowes better 


then youthe juſt cauſes I haueof ſadneſſe? And here Pyrocles ſuddenly ſtopped, . 


like a man vnſatisfied in himſelfe , though his wit might well have ſerued to have 

_ fatisfied another. Ando looking with a countenance , as though hee deſired hee 

| ſhould know his mind without hearing him _ , and yer deſirous to ſpeake, 
45 tobreath out ſome part of his inward euill, ſending againe new bloud to his face, he 
continued his ſpeech inthis manner . And Lord (deare colin , faid he ) doth not 
the pleaſantneſſe of this place carry in itſelfe ſufficient reward tor any time loſt in ir? 

| Doyounor ſec how all things conſpire together ro make this countriea heauenly

dwelling? Doyounorſeethe grafle , how.incolour they excell the Emeralds, euery 


one ſtriving topaſſchis fellow, and yettheyareall keptofan equall height? And fee 
| younotthereſt of theſe beautifull lowers, cach of which would-reqyire a mans wit 


to know, & his life to expres?Do nor theſe ſtately trees ſeeme to maintaine their flo- 
riſhing old age with the only happineſle of their ſear,being clothed with a continual 5 
ſpring, becauſe no beautic hereſhouldeuer fade? Dothnot the aire breath health, 
whichthe birds(delighttul both to eare and eye)do dayly folemnize with the ſweete 
conſent of their voices?Is not eucry Ecchothereof a perfect Muſicke?& theſe freſh & 
dclightfull brookes how ſlowly they flide away, as loth to leaue the- company of fo 
many things ynited in perte&tion? & with how {iveete a murmure they lament their 10 
forced departure? Certaincly,certainely,cofin,it muſt needs be that ſome Goddeſle 
inhabiteth this Region, who is the ſoule of this ſoyle: for neither is anicleſle 
then a Goddeſſe, worthie to be ſhrined in ſuch a heape ofpleaſures :nor anie leſſe 
then a Goddefle could haue made irſo perfett aplorte of the celeſtiall dwellings. 
Ando ended witha deepeligh , rewtully caſting his eye vpon CH#s/idorws as more 15 
deſirous of pitic then pleading. But HMuſidorms had ill this while held his looke + 
fixed vpon Pyrecles countenance; and withno leſfle louing attention marked how 
his words proceeded from him: but in both theſe he perceined ſuch ſtrange diver- 
ities ,thart they rather increaſed newdoubrs , then gaue him ground toſcttleanie 
judgement : for beſides his eyes ſometimes euen great with tearesghe oft changing 20 
of his colour with akindet ſhaking vnſtayedneſle ouer all his body, he might jec-in 
\his countenance ſome great determination mixed with feare;and might perceiue in 
him ſtore ofthoughts, rather ſtirred then digeſted; his words interrupted continu- 
ally with ſighes (which ſerueg as aburthen tocach ſentence) and the tenor of his 
ſpeech (though of his wonted phraſe)not knit together to one conſtant end, butra- 25 
rdiſlolued in iſelfe , as the vehemency ofthe inward paſſion preuailed : which 
made Msſidorus frame his aunſwere neareſt to that humor, which ſhould ſooneſt 
put out the ſecret. For having inthe beginning of Pyrocles ſpeech which defended 
his ſolitarines,framed in his minda replic againſt it,in the praiſe of honourable acti- 
on, in ſhewing that ſuch akind of contemplation is but a glorious title to idleneſſe; 30 
that in ation a man didnot onely better himſelte but benefit others; that the gods 
would nothaue delivered a ſoule into the body, which hath armes and legges, only 
| inſtruments of doing, butthat it were intended the mind (hould imploy them, 


/ andthat the mind ſhould beſt know his owne good or euill by praiſe, which 
| knowledge was the onely way tolincreaſe the one, and corre theother: beſides 35 
| many other arguinentes , which the plentifulneſle of the matter yeelded to the 


ſharpeneſle of his wit. When hee found Fyroclesleauethat , and fall into ſuch an 
affected praiſing of the place, hee left it likewiſe,and ioyned with him therein: be- 
cauſe he found him in that humor vtrer more ſtore of paſſion; and enen thus kind- 
y embracinghim, hefaid:Your words are ſuch (noble cofin )ſoſveetlyand ſtrong- 40 
handledin thepraiſe of folitarineſle, as they would make me likewiſe yeeld my 
elte vp into it, but thatthe ſame words make me know, it is more pleaſant toenioy 
the companie of him thatcan ſpeake ſuch words, then by ſuch words to be perfwa- 
ded ro follow ſolitarineſſe. Andeuen ſo dol giue youleaue (ſweete Pyrocles ener to 
defend ſolitarineſie, ſo long as ro defend it, youcuer keepe companie. ButImar- 
| hellattheexceſſiue praiſes you giuetothis country; in truth it is not vnpleaſanr: bur 
yer if you would returne into_Maredon, you ſhould either ſee many heauens, or 
IF thisno morethen earthly. And euen Tempe in my Theſfal/a (where you and

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Ito my great happineſle were brought vp together) is nothing inferiour vnto ir, | 
Bur Ithinke you will make mee fee, that the vigor of your wit can thew it fel{e in 
any ſubiect: or elſe-you teede ſomerimes your ſolitarineſie with theconceipts 6f the 
Poets, whoſe hberall pennes can as eaſily trauaile ouer mountaines , as molehils; 
ando like well diſpoſed men, ſet vp euery thing tothe higheſtnorezeſpecially when | 
they put ſuch words in the mouthes of one of theſe fantaſtical mind-intected people, 


that children & Muſitians call Louers. This word, Louer, did no lefſe pierce poore 
Pyro: les ,then the rigateune of mulicke toucheth him thar is ficke of the 7 arantula. 


' There was not one part of his body, that did not feele a ſudden motion , while his

hart with panting,ſeemed ro daunce tothe fonnd of hat word, yet after ſome pauſe 
(liftingyvp his eyes alittle fromthe ground, and yertnot daring to place thein inthe 
eyes of Muſidori Yarmed with titevery countenance of the poore priſoner arthe 
barre, whoſe anſwer isnothing burguiltie: with much a do he brought foorth rhis 
queſtion. And alas, ſayd he, deare cofin, what if I be not ſo muchthe Poet (the tree- 
dome of whote pencan exerciſcirſelfe in any thing ) as even that miſerable ſubis& 
of his cunning , whereof you ſpeake ? Now the etcrnall Gods forbid { Mainely crved 
out CHu/idors:) that eucr my care ſhould be poyſoned with ſocuill newes of you. 
O let me neuer know thar any baſe afte&tion ſhould get any Lordſhiy in your 
thoughts.Bur as he was ſpeaking more,Ka/ander came, and brake oft their d ifcourſe j 
with inuiting them to the hunting ofa-gooely ſtagge, which being harboured ina 
wood thereby, he hoped would make them good ſport, and driue away ſome part of 
Daiphantus melancholy , 'They condiſcended, and fo going to theirlodgings , tur- 


nithed themſclues as liked them,Daiphantus writing a tew words which heletr ſealed... '

Then went they together abroad, the good Ka/ander.cntertaining them with plea- 
ſanr diſconriing, how well he loued the ſport of hunting,when he was a yong man, 
how much'in the compariſon thereofhe diſdained all chamber delights, tharrhe 
Sunne( how greata tourney ſoeuer he had to make ) could\neuer prevent him with. 
earlinefle, nor the Moone (with her ſober countenance) diflwade him tram war-- 
ching till midnight for the deares feeding. O, ſaydhe, youwill neuer liueto my age, 
without you keepe your ſelues in breath with exercife,and in heartwith ioytulneſle: 
roo much thinking doth conſume theſpirits, and oft it falles out, that while one 
thinks too much of his doing, he leaues to doe the efte of his thinking. Then 
ſpared he not to remember, how much Arcadia was chaunged ſince his youth: 
activitic and good fellowſhip being nothing in'the price it was then heldin, 
but according to the nature of the old growing world, ſtill worſe and worſe. Then 
would he tell chem ſtories of ſuch gallantsas he had knowne : and ſowith pleafant 


company beguiled the times haſt , and ſhortned the wayeslengrh,till they came to

the tide of the wood, where the hounds were in couples ſtaying their comming,bur \. 
witha whining accent crauing libertie : many ofthem in colour and markes fore- 
ſembling, that it ſhewed they were of one kind. The huntſmen handſomely ar- 
tired in their greene liueries , as though they were children of Summer , with | 
ſtaues in their hands to beare the guilrlefle earth , when the houndes were ar a 
fault, and with hornes abouttheir neckes, to ſoundan alarum vpon a fillie fugi- 
tine, The hounds were ſtraight-vncoupled, and ere long the Staggethoug'it it 
better to truſt tothe nimbleneſle ofhis feete , then to rhe {lender fortification of his” 
lodging: bur euen his feete, betraied him; for howſoeuer theywent, they them- 
ſelues vtered themſelues to the ſent of their enemies;who one taking it of another, 
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| beſtowed him ſelte liberally among them that had killed him, Dazphantm was miſt, 


| for whoim Palladzus carefully enquiring , nonewes could bee giuen him, but by 20 
| one that{ayd, he thoughthee was returned home; for that hee markthim, inthe

and ſometimes beleening the | windes aduertiſements , ſometimes the view of 


- (their faithfull counſellers ). the huntſmen , with open mouthesthen denounced 


warre, when the warre was already begun . Their crie being compoſed of ſo well 
ſorted mouthes, that any man would perceiue therein ſome kind of proportion, 
bur the $kiltull woodmen did find a muſicke. Then delight and varietic of opinion 5 
drew the horſemen ſundrie wayes; yet cheering their houndes with voyce and 
horne , kept ſtill ( as it were ) together. The wood ſeemed to conſpire with them a- 
gainſt his owne citizens,diſperſing their noiſe through all his quarrers,and euen the 
Nimph Eccholeft to bewaile the loſle of Narcias , and became ahunter, Butthe 
Stagge was in the end ſo hotly purfued , that ( leaving his flight ice was driuet: co 10 
make courage of diſpaire; and{oturning his head, made the hounds (with change of 
ſpeech ) to teſtifie rhat he was at abay :as if trom hot purſuite of theiz enemy, they 
were ſuddenly come toa pantry: | : 
But Kalander (by his $kill of coaſting the countrey)was a mong the firſt that came 
in to the beſieged Dere; whom when ſome otthe younger fort would hauc kil- 15 
led with their ſwordes , he would not ſuffer: but with a Crofle-bow ſent a death to 
the poore beaſt, who with teares ſhewed the vnkindneſle he tooke of mans cruel!tie. 
But by the tine that the whole company was afſembled,and that the Stagge had 


| chicfe ofthe hunting, take a by way, which might leade to Kelanders houſe, That an- 

| rvere forthe timeſatisfying \ and they hauing perfourmed all duties,as well for the 

| Stagges funerall,as the hounds triumph, they returned: ſome talking of the fatneſle 

| ofthe Deares body;ſome of the faireneſle of his head; ſome ofthe hounds cunning; 25 


| \ſomeof their ſpeedezand ſome of their cry: till comming home(about the time thar 


\the candles begin to inherit the\Sunnes office) they found Dajphantm was not to be 
found. VVhercat Pa{adiws greatlymaruelling, and a day or two paſling, while nei- 
ther ſearch nor inquirie could helpehim to knowledge , at laſt he lighted yponthe 
letter, which Pyroc/es had written before hee went a hunting, and left in his (ſtudy a- 30 
mong other of his writings, The letter was directed to Paladzres himſelte,and contai- 
ned theſe words. | 
|. My onely friend, violence of loue leades me into ſuch a courſe, whereof your 
knowledge may much more vexe you,then helpe me. Therefore pardon my.concea- 

ing it from you,ftnce, it I wrong,you, itis inthe reſpe&T beare you'. Returne into 35 
T heſfalia, Ipray you, as full of good fortune, as Iam of detire: and it Ilive, will in 
ort time follow you; it I die,loue my memory. 

- | This was all,and this Pal/ad;us read twile or thriſe ouer, Ah(faid he)Pyrocles whar 
meanesthisalteration?what haue I deſerued of thee.,to be thus baniſhed of thy coti- 
ſels?Herctofore Ihaue accuſed the ſea,codEned the Pyrars,& hated my cuilfortune, 40 
that fevridel me of thee;but now thy ſelf is the ſca,which drownes my comfort, thy 

{lfis the Piratthatrobs thy ſeltefrome: thy own wil becomes my euil fortune, The 
turned he his thoughts toall formes of gheſles that might light vypon the purpoſe 

= courle of Pyroc/es:for he was not'ſo ſure by his words, that it was loue, as he was 
oubrful where the loue was.One time he thought, ſome beautic in Laconie had lay- 45 

cd holdof his cies; another time he feared ,;that it might be Parthenias excellency, 
which had brokEthe bands of al formerrefolurio;but the more he thought, rhe more 

he knew not what to thinke,armics of obieCti6s rifing againſt any accepted opinion, 
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Then as carefull he was what to do himſelfe: at length determined , neuer to 
leaue ſeeking him, rill his ſearch ſhould be either by meeting accompliſhed, or by 
death ended, Therfore(for allthe vnkindneſſe bearing tender reſpe&,that his friends 
ſecret determination ſhould be keprfrom any ſuſpition in others)hewent to Ka/an- 

5 der,and told him, that he hadreceiued a meſlage from his friend , by which he vn- 
derſtood he was gone backeagaine into Zaconia,aboutſome matters greatly impor- 
ring the poore men,whoſle protetionhe had vndertaken,and that it was in any fort 
fic Be him, to follow him, bur in ſuch priuate wiſe , asnotro be knowne, and that 

- therefore he wouldas then bid him farewell: arming himſelfein a blacke armour, _ 

Io ascithera badge, or prognoſtication of his mind: and taking onely with him good 
ſtore of money, and a tew choice jewels , leauingthe greateſt number ofthem, and | 
molt of his apparell with Ka/anaey: which he did partlyto giuethe more cauſe to Ka- 
landey toexpett their returne,and fo to be the leſle curiouſly inquiſitiue after them: / 
and partly ro leaue thole honourable thanks vnto him, for his. charge and kind- 

15 neſfle, which hee knew hee would no other way receiue . The'good olde man 
hauing neither reaſon to diſlwade, nor hope to perſwade, receiuedthe things , with 
minde ofa keeper, not of an owner zbut before he went, deſired he might haue the 

; happineſle, fully co know what they were: which he ſayd,he had cuer till then de- 
layed,fearing to be any way importune :butnow he could nothe ſo much an enemy 

20 tohis deſires as any longer to impriſon them in ſilence; Palladzres rold him,that the 
matter was not ſo ſecret, butthatſo worthie afrienddeſeruedrhe knowledge, and 
ſhould hauc itas ſoone as he might ſpeake with his friend : without whoſe conſent 
(becauſe their promiſe bound him otherwiſe) hecould not reueale it:butbad him 
hold for moſt aſſured , that ifrhey liued butawhile,he ſhould find, that they which 
. 25 barethenames of Daiphantus and Palladius , would giue him and his cauſe tothinke 
, bis noble courtelie well imployed. Kalender would preſſc himno further, but deſt- 
* ringthat hee might haue leaue to goe, or at leaſt to ſendhis ſonne and ſeruants 

with him,Pa//adius brake off all ceremonies, by telling him; his caſe ſtood ſo,that his . 

greateſt fauour ſhould be in making leaſt a do of his parting . Wherewith Ka/ander 
3o knowingitto be more cumber then curreſie,to ſtriue abſtained from further vrging 
him,butnot from hartic mourning the loſle of foſweere a conuerſarion. 

Onely C/irophon by vehement importunitie obtained ro goe with him, to come 
againe to Dazphantis, whom hee named and accounted his Lord . And in ſuch 
private guiſe departed Palladius , rouge hauing a companion to talke withall, 

35 yettalking much more with vnkindneſle. And firſt they went toCMantinea;whereof 
becauſe Parthenia was , he ſuſpeted there might be ſome cauſe of his abode. Bur 
finding there nonewes of him, hee went to Tege4, Ripa, Eniſpe , Stimphalus , and\. 
Phenews famous for the poiſonous Stygian water,anglthrough al the reſt of Arcadia, 
making their eyes, their cares, and their tongues ſerue almoſt for nothing, but 

40 that enquirie , But they could know nothing burrhar in none of thoſe places he 
was knowne , And ſo wentthey,making oneplace ſucceedeto another , inlike vn- 
certainty to their ſearch, many times encountring ſtrange aduentures, worthy tobe 
regiſtred in the roules of fame 3. but this may notbe omitted. As rhey paſtin aplea- 
fantvalley(ofcither ſide of which high hils lifred vp their beetle-browes,as it they 

45 would ouer lookethe pleaſantneſſe of their vnder-proſpett ) they were by the dain- ' 
tineſle of the place,& the wearineſſeof themſelues, invited to light from theirhorſes; 

and pulling off their bits,thatthey might ſomthing refreſh their mouthes vpon the 
oral ( which plentifully grew, brought vp vnder the care of thoſe well ſhading

trees) they themſclues layed them downe hard by the murmuring muſicke of cer- 
caine waters,which ſpoutedout ofthe {ide of the bils and in the bottome of the val- 
lie made of many ſprings a pretie brooke , like a common-wealth of many families: 
bur when they had a while! harkened to the perſwaſion of fleepe, they roſe, and 
walkt onward in thatſhadie place,till C/zcophon eſpicd a peece of armour,and not far 5 
oft another peece : and ſothe ſight of one peece teaching him to looke.for more, he 
at length found all, with head-peece and ſhield, by the device whereof , which was 

| heſtraightknew it to be the armour of his coſin,the 
noble 4mphiatus.Wherup0(tearing ſome inconuenience hapned vnto him)he told 
both his doubt and cauſe of doubt to Paladins, who ( confidering thereof) 106 
thought beſt to make no longer ſtay , bur to follow on: leaſt perchance ſome vio- 
lence were offered to ſo worthie a Knight, whom the fame ofthe world Teemedtoſer 
in ballance wicthany Knight liuing , Yet with a ſudden conceipt,hauing long borne 
great honour tothe name of Amphialws, Paliadims thought beſt rotake that armour, 
thinking thereby tolearne by them that ſhould know that armour, ſome newes 15 
of Amphialws , and yet not hinder him in the ſearch of Dai/phantw too . So he by 


| rhehelpeofClirophon quickly put onthat armour , whereof there was no one peece 
| wanting,though hackedin ſome places,bewraying ſome fight not long ſince paſſed. 
| -Ir was fomething too great,bur yet ſerued wel inough. And ſo getting on their hore 
| ſes, they trauelled but a little way, when in opening of the mouth of the valley 20 
| intoafaire field, they. met witha coach drawne with foure milke-white horſes fur- 
; niſhedall in blacke, withablackea More boy vpon euery horſe, they all apparelled 
| inwhice,the coach ir ſelfe very richly furniſhed in blacke and white.B 
| could come fo neare as to difcerne what was within , there came running ypon 
; themaboue adoſenhorſemen, who cried to them to yeeldethemſelues priſoners, 2 5 
| or elſe they ſhould die. But Paadiue not accuſtomed to graunt ouer the poſ- 
| ſeſſion of himſelfe ypon ſo vniult titles, with ſworde drawne, gaue them ſo rude 
| anaunfivere, thatdiuerſe of them neyer had breath toreply againe: for being well 
| backtbyChrophon,andhauing an. excellenthorſe vnderhim,when he was ouerpreſt 
| by ſomeghe auoided them,Q&ere th'other thoughtof ir,puniſhed in him his fellowes 30 
| faults:-andſoeicher with cunning or with force, orxather with a cunning force, 
| Ieftnone of them either liuing,or able to make his life ſerue to others hurt. Which 
| | being done; he approched the coach , aſſuring the blacke boies they ſhould haue no 
| hurt, who were elfc ready to hauerun away, and looking into the coach, he found

| inthe oieenda Lady of grear beautie & ſuch a heautic,as ſhewed forth the beames 35 


| bothof wiſedome and good nature, bur all as much darkned, as mightbe,with ſor-

| he) Iperceiue you miſtake me: 1am aſtranger in theſe parts, ſer ypon ( withour any 

5 cauſe giueE by me)by ſome of your ſeruants,whom becauſe Ihave in my iuſt defence 
evill entreated, I came to make my excuſe to you, whom ſeeing ſuch as I do, 1 finde 
greater cauſe,why I ſhould craue pardon of you. When the ſaw his face,& heard his 
{peech,ſhelooked out of the coach ,& _— her men,ſome flaine,ſome 1 ying vnder

Among the reſt,or rather before the reſt, was the Lord 7hiloxenw,fonne & heire 

to the vertuous noble man Timotbers :-which Timotheus was a man both in power, 


- 40 riches,parentage,and(which paſſed all theſe) goodnes, and ( which followed all 


theſe)loue of the people,beyond any of the great men of my count. ie . Now this 
ſonne of his, I'mult ſayrruly,not vnworthie of ſuch a father, bending himſelfe by all / 
meanes of ſeruiceablenesto mee, and ſerting forth of himſelfe ro win my fauour, 
wan thus farre of mee, that in truth I leſſe miſliked him then any of the reſt : which 
45 in ſome proportion my countenance deliueredvnto him. Though 1 muſtproreſtic 
-., wasaverie falſe embaſſadour, if irdeliueredatall any affeQtion, whereot my heart 
* was vtterlyvoid, I as then eſteeming my ſelfe borne to rule, and thinking foule 
-ſcornewillinglytoſubmir my ſeltero be ruled. D | 
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But whiles Philoxenu in good ſort purſued my fauour , and perchance nou- 
riſhed himſelfe with ouer much hope, becauſche found I did in ſome ſort ac- 
'knowledge his valew , one time among the reſt he brought with him/a deare 


{friend of his . With that ſhe looked vpo the picture before her, &ſtraight ſighed,8 


ſtraight teares followed, asif the [dole of dutie oughtto be honoured with ſuch ob- 5 
lations , and.chen her ſpeach ſtaied the tale, hauing brought her tothat looke , but 
thatlooke having quite puther out of her tale . But Palladixs greatly pitying 1o 
ſweere a forrow in a Ladie, whom by fame he hadalreadyknowne & honoured, 
beſought tor her promiſe ſake , ro pur filence fo long vnto her moning , ill 
ſhe had recounted the reſt of this ſtory. Why ſaid ſhe, this is the picture of Ampbia- 10 
luswhat need I ſay more toyou?whareare is ſo barbarous but hath heard of Amphi- 
alus? who tollowes deeds ofanmesh ut euery where findes monumers of Amphialus? 
who is;curteous, noble, liberal, but he that hath the example betore his eyes of Am- 
phialwiwhere are al heroicalparts,but in Amphialu2O Amphialus I would thouwere 
[not ſo excellent,or I would I-chought thee not/ſo excellent, and yer would I not 15 
[that I would fo: with that ſhe wept againe rill he againe ſoliciting the concluſion 

| of her ſtory: Then mult you (ſaid ſhe) know the ſtory of Amphialus: for his will 

is my life,his life my hiſtory : and indeed in what can Ibetteremploic my lips then 

in ſpeaking of {mphialus? Xx 

| This Knight then whoſe figure youſec, burwhoſemind can be painted by no- 20 
thing,burby their true ſhape of vertue, is brothers ſonne to Ba/ilrrs King of Arcadia, 
and inhis childhoodeſteemed his heire: till Baſlzws in; his old yeares marrying a 
'yong anda faire Ladie, hadof her thoſe wwodaughters, ſo famous for their perfe- 
ion in beautie : which pur by their yong cofin trom that expetarion. ; 

| Whereupon his mother(a woman of a haughtie hearr, being daughter tothe King 25 
' of Argos.cither diſdaining,or fearing,that herſonne ſhould live vnderthe power of 

| Baſiltus ſenthim tothat Lord Timorhens ( betweene whom and her dead husband 
[there hadpalſed ſtraight bands of mutuall hoſpitalitic, to be brought vp in compa- 
[nie with his ſonne Philoxenus. | 

| Ahappie reſolution for Amphialus , whoſe excellentnature was by this meanes 49 
{trainedon\with as good education, as any Princes ſonne inthe world could haue, 
{which otherwiſe it is thought his mother ( farre vnworthie of ſuch a ſonne) would 
[not have giuen him. The good Timerhens no lefle louing himthen his own fonne, 

| well they grew in yeares 3 and ſhortly occaſions fell aptly totrice Amphralus , and all 

| occaſions were but ſteppes for himtoclime fame by. Nothing was fo hard, but 35 
{his valour ouercame: which yer ſtill he ſo guided with truevertue , that although 
[no man was inour parts ſpoken of but he for his manhood , yet, as though.therein 
{heexcelled himſelfe, he was commonly called the curteous Amphialus.,, An end- 
leſſething ir were for meto tell, how manic aduentures (terrible tobe ſpoken of) he 


latchieuved: what monſters, what Giants, what conqueſts of countries, ſometimes 40 


vling policie, ſometimes force, bur alwaies vertue well followed, and but followed 
by Philexenus : betweene whom,and him, ſo faſt a friendſhip by education was knit, 
thart at laſt Ph:loxenw having no greater matter toimploy his friendſhipin , then to 
winne megtherein defired,8& had his vttermoſt furtherance: to that purpoſe brought. = 
he him ro my court, where truely I may iuſtly witnefſe with him, that what his wit 45 
icould conceiue ( and his wit can conceiue as farre asthe limits of reaſon ſtretch) 
was all diretcd to the ſetting forward the ſuite of his friend Phzloxenws: mine cares 
could heare nothing from him,but touching the worthineſle of Philoxenu , m_

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thegreat happineſle it would bevnto me ro haue ſuch a husband ; withmaniear- 
ments,which God knowes , I cannot well rememberbecaule I did not much be- 
leeue.

5. wanne me forhimſelfc: if atleaſt (with that ſhe ſighed) he would account it a win- 
ning, for bis fame had ſo framed the wayro my mind , that his preſence fo full of 
bcauric,ſweernes, & noble conuerſation, had entred there before he vouchſafed to: 
call for the keyes. O Lord , how did my ſoule hang at his lippes while he ſpake! O 
when he in feeling maner would deſcribe the loue of his friend, how wel(thoughr1)

it become thy name to be ſubſcribed to his letter ? what ſhould 1 faie ? nay , what 
15 ſhould Lnorfſaie(noble Knight)who am not aſhamed nay am delighted thus to ex-' 
preiſe mine owne paſſions? = Wk) £21000 | 
Dayes paſt, his cagerneſle forhis friend neuer decreafed,my affetion to him euer - 
increaſed. Atlengrth,in way of ordinarie curteſie,] obtainedof him (who ſuſpeted 
no ſuch marrer)this his picture, the only Amphialus, I feare that I ſhall ever enioy: 
29 and growen bolder, or madder,or bolde with madneſle, I diſcouered my afte&tion 
ynto him. Bur, Lord,I ſhall neuer forger,how anger and curteſie, at one inſtant ap- 
peared in his eyes, when he heard that motion : how with his bluſh he taught me _ 
thame. In ſumme, he left nothingynaſlayed,which might diſgrace himſelf,to grace... 
his friend ;in ſweet termes making me receiue a molt reſolute refuſall of himſelfe.| 
25 Burwhen he found that his preſence did far more perſwade for himſelfe, then his 
ſpeech could do for his friend, he left my court: hopng thar forgettulneſſe ( which 
commonly waits vpo abſence)would make roome for his friend: ro whom he would 
not vtrerthus much (Lrhinke) for a kinde feare nor to grieue him , or perchaunce .

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had bene here ſtayed: and by and by called him to fight with him, proteſting that 
one of them two thould die: you may eafily indge how ſtrange it was ro Amphralus, 
 whoſchartcould accuſe ir ſelf of no fault, but too much afteQti6 rowardhim, which 
* he(refuling tofight with him)wouldfaine haue made Philoxenwe vnderſtand,but(as 
my ſeruant ſince rold me)the more Amphzalus wentback,the more he followed, cal- 
ling him Traytor,& coward,yert neuer telling the cauſe of this ſtrange alreratio.Ah 
 Philoxenm(ſaid £Amphialu)Uknow Iam no Traytor, & thou well knoweſt I am no 
; coward: but I pray thee content thy ſelfe with this much, &letthis ſarisfic thee, that 
LHoue thee,finceI beare thus much of thee, buthe leauing words drew his ſword && 
- gaue Amphialus a great blow or two,which bur for the goodnes of his armor would ,g; 
haue ſlaine him: and yer fo far did Amphialus containe himſelfe,ſtepping afide, and' 
faying to him:VVell Philoxenus,&rihus much villany am I content to put vp,not any 
longer for thy ſake(whomT haue no cauſe to loue,fince thou doſt iniurie me, &wilt 
not tell me the cauſe ) bur for thy vertuous fathers ſake, to whom I am fo much 
bound.l pray thee go away,& conquer thine owne paſſions , & thou ſhalt make me x 
ſoone yeeld to be thy ſeruant.But he would not attend his words, bur ſtill ſtrake ſo 
fiercely at Amphia/zs,that in theend (nature prevailing aboue determination ) he 
was faine to defendhimſelfe, & withall ſoto offend him,that by an vnlucky blow the 
 porePhiloxenus fel deadathis feetzhauing had timeonly to ſpeak ſome words, where 
by Amphialus knew it was for my ſake : which whE Amphialme fawhe forthwith gaue 29 
ſuch rokensof true-felt forow;that as my ſeruant ſaid,no imagination could coceiue 
greater wo. But thatby and by , an vnhappie occaſion made Umphialue paſſe him- 
felfe in ſorrow : for Philoxenw was but newly dead , when there comes to the ſame 
place,the aged &vertuous Timetheus, who (hauing heard of his ſonnes ſodaine and 
paſhonate manner of parting from my Court) had followed him as ſpeedily as he 25 
could; bur alas not ſo ſpeedily but thathe found him dead before he could onerrake 
him . Though my heart be nothing bur a ſtage for Tragedies; yer I muſt confeſle, 
it is cuen vnable to beare the miſerable repreſentation thereof: knowing Amphialus 
& Timothews as I haue done. Alas what ſerrow, what amaſement, what ſhame was 
in Amphisizs, when he ſaw his deere foſter father, find him the killer of his onely 3o 
fonne? In my heart I know,he wiſhed mountaines had lainevpon him,tokeep hin 
from that mecting,As for Timothews,ſorrow of his ſonne &(Ithink nant tes 
- | kindneſſe of _Hmphzaire lo deugured his vitall ſpirites, thatableto fy no more but 
' Cimphialws,,_Amphialas, have I heſanke tothe earth,andpreſently died. 
|  Butnotmytongue,though daily yſed ro complaints; nonor if my heart (which 25 
is nothing bur ſorrow) were turned to tongues, durſt it vnder-take to !hew the vn- 
ſpeakablenes of his griete. Bur{(becauſc this ſerues ro make you know my fortune) 
he threw away his armour, cuen this which you haue now vpon you , which ' 
at the firſt ſight I vainly hoped, he had pur on againe ; and then (as aihamedof 
thelight)he ranne into thickelt of the woods, lamenting , and euen cryingout ſo 40 
pirifully.that my ſeruant, (though of a fortune not vſcd ro much rendernefſe) could 
| notrefraine weeping when he told it me, He once ouertooke him, but _Hmphialus 
drawing his ſword , which was the onely part of hisarmes ( God knowes to what 
urpoſc)he carried about him.,threatned to kill him if hefollowed him, and withall 
ba him deliuer this bitter meſſage,that he wel inough found, I was the cauſe of all 45 
this miſchicfe: and that if I were a man, he would go ouer the world tokill me: but 
bad me aſſure my ſelfe, that of all creatures in the world, he. moſt hated me. Ah 
._* firknight(whoſecares I think by this time are tired with the rugged wayes of theſe

misfortunes) now weigh my caſfe,ifatleaſt you know when loue is . For this cauſe 


haue I left my countrey,putting in hazard how my people will in time deale by me, 
aduencuring what perils or diſhonors mightenſuec, onely to follow him , whopro- 
claimeth hate againſt me , & to bring myneck vntohim,it thatmayredeeme my 

5 treſpaſle and aflwage his furie. Andnow lir(faid ſhe) you haueyour requeſt, I pray 
| yonrake painesto guide me tothe next rowne ,thatthere I may gather ſuch of my 
company againe,as your valor hath lefrme, Pa/adiws willingly codiſcended: bur ere 
they began ro gphere came Clztophon, who hauing bene ſomething hurt by one of 
them,had purſued him a good way :atlengrh ouertaking him,and ready to kil him, 
10 vnderſtood they wereſeruants to the faire Queene Helen, and that the cauſe of this 
enterpriſe was fornorhing, but romake Amphralus priſoner , whom they knew their 
 miſtreſle as 1-08 ſhe concealed her ſorrow, nor cauſe of her ſorrow fr6 no body. 

| ButClitophon(veric fory for this accident)came back to comfort the Queene,hel-

haueleft any in you towards me) and for the remembrance of your old carefull fa- 
ther (it you canremember him that forget your elte,) laſtly for Pyroc/es owne ſake 
(who is now vpon the point of falling orriſing) to purge your lelfe ofthis vile infe- 
&ion , otherwiſe giue me leaueto leaue off this name of friendf(hip , as an idle title 

15 of athing which cannot be,where vertue isaboliſhed, Thelength of theſe ſpeeches 
before had not ſo much cloyed Pyrocles, though he were verie impatient of long de- 
liberations, as this laſt farewell othim he loued as his own life,did wound his ſoule, 
For thinking himſelfe afflited ; he was the apter to conceiue vnkindneſle deeply : 

in ſo much, that ſhaking his head,8& deliuering ſome ſhew of teares,he thus vttered 

20 his gricfes. Alas (ſaid he) Prince 2u/idorws, how cruellie you deale with me; ifyou 
ſeeke the victorie, take it, and if ye liſt the triumph; haue you all the reaſon of the 
world,and with me remaine all the impertections; yetſuch as I canno more lay fr 
me, then the Crow can be perſwadedby the Swan to' caſt off all his blacke Gerkbn, 

- Burtruly you deale with me hike a Phylition, that ſeeing his Patient in a peſtilent fe- 
35 uer,ſhould chide him in ſteed of miniſtring helpe, andbid him be fickeno more ; or 
| ratherlike ſuch a friend, thatviſiting his friend condemned to perperuall priſon, & 
loden with grieuous fetters,ſhould wil him to ſhake off his fetters,orhe wold leaue 


him. Iam ficke,and ficke tothe death ; I am priſoner, neither is there any redreſſe, 


but by her to whom I am a flaue. Now if you liſt, leaue him that loues you in the 
zo higheſt degree : Butremember cuerto carie this with you,that you abandon your 
friend in his greateſt extremitie, Fa 
And herewith thedeepe wound of his loue wry Ry 0h afreſh with this new 
vnkindneſſe, began as it were tobleedagain,in ſuch ſort thathe was vnable to beare 
| tranylonger,but guſhing out abundance of teares , & croſſing his armes ouer his 
5 wofull heart ,.he ſunke-downe to the ground:whichlodaine trance went foto the 
heartof Mu/idorae, that falling downe by him, and kiſſing the weeping eyes of his 
friend,he beſought him notto make account of his ſpeech; which ifit had bin ouer- 
vehement, yetwas it to be borne withall, becauſe it came outofaloue much more 
vehement ; that he hadnot thought fancie couldhaue receiued ſodeepe a wound: 
o bur now finding in him the force of it, he would no further.contrarie it, bur em- 


ploy allhis ſeruice to medicine it, in ſuch ſort as the nature of it required. But even 
this kindneſſe made Pyrocles che more melt in the former vnkindnefle, which his - 


_ manlike teares w21l ſhewed, withafilent looke vponMuſidorw, as who ſhould 


ſay, Andis itpoflible that Muſidorxs ſhould threaten to leaue me? And this ſtrooke 


45 Muſidorms minde and ſenſes o dumbetoo,that for griefe being not able toſay anie 
thing, theyreſted with their eyes placed one vpon another , in ſuch ſort, as might 


well paintoutthe truepaſſion of vakindneſleto beneuer aright, butberwixtthem.- 


that moſt dearely louc, 
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And thus remained they atime ;tillat length Muſidorws embracing him, faid, 
and will you thus ſhake off our friend ? Ir is you that ſhake me off (ſaid P3rocles) 
being for my vaperfetineſl; vnworthy of your friendſhip, Burtthis(ſaid Cuſidorw) 
ſhewes you more vnperfe&,to be cruell to him,that ſubmits himſelfeynto you; bur 
ſince you are vnperfect (ſaid he ſmiling) it is reaſon you be gouerned by vs wiſe and 5 
perfect men, And that authoritie will I begin to take vpon me, with three abſolute 
commardements : thefirſt,that you increaſe not your euill with further griefes:the 
ſecond,that you loue her with all the powers of your mind: and the laſt commande+ 
mentſhall be, you command metro do what ſeruiceT can towards the attaining of 
your deſires. Pyroc/es heart wasnotſo oppreſled with the two mighty paſſions of 16 
loue and vnkindnefle, but thatit yeelded ro ſome mirthat this commandement of 
Muſidorms ghathe ſhould loue: fo that ſomething clearing his face fromhis former 
ſhewes ofgriefe: Vell (ſaid he)deare cofin, I ſee by the well choofing of your com- 
mandements, thatyou are farre fitter to be a Prince than a Counſeller,and therfore 
I amreſolued to imploy all my endeuour to obey you, with this condition, that the 5 
commandementsye command me to lay vpon you,ſhall onely be;that you continue 
roloue me,& looke ypon my imperfeCtions with more affection then iudgement, 
Loue you? (laidhe)alas,how can my heart be ſeparated from the true embracing of 
rears! (4 it buſt, by being too full of it? Bur(ſaid he)letvs leaue off theſe flowers 
of new begun friendſhip zand now I pray you againetell me, but tellitme fully, o- 20 
mitting nocircumſtance,the ſtorie of your affections, both beginning, and procee- 
ding aſſuring your ſelfe,that there is nothing ſo.great, which I will feareto do for 
you,nor nothing ſo ſmall, which I will di{daine to do for you. Let metherefore re- 
cciue acleare vnderſtanding,which many times we miſſe,while thoſe things we ac- 
count\ſmall,as a ſpeech,or a looke are omitted, like as a whole-ſentence may faile of 25 
his congruitie by wanting one particle. Therefore betweene friends all muſt be laid 
open,nothing being ſuperfluous nor tedious. You ſhal be obeyed(fſaid|Pyrocles)and 
hereare we in as fit a lace for it as may be; for this arbor no body offers to come 
into but my ſelte,[ viing itas my melancholy retiring place, and therefore. that re- 
ſpe is borne vnto it; yet it by chaunce any thould come, ſay that you area ſeruant 25 
ſent from the Queene of the Amazons to ſeeke me, & then let me alone for the reſt. 
So fate they downe, and Pyrocles thus ſaid, Kel 

Colin ({aid he)then began the fatall onerthrow of all my liberty,when walking a- 


mong the pictures in Ka/znders houſe, you your ſelte deltuered vnro me what you 


| had vnderſtood of Philocles, who much reſembling(though I muſt ſay)much ſurpaſ- 35 


ſing) the Lady Ze/mane,whom ſo well Iloued : there were mine eyes infeted, and 
at your mouth did I drinke my poyſon. Yet alas,fo ſweet was it vnto me,thar I could 
not be contented, till Ka/ander had made it more and more ſtrong with his declara- 
tion, Which the more I queſtioned , the more pitie I conceiued of her vnworthie 
fortune : and when with pitie once-my heart was made tender,according to the apt- 49 
neſſe ofthe humour,it receiuedquickly.a cruell impreſſion of that wonderfull paſſi- 
on , whichto be defined is impoſſible, becauſeno words reach tothe ſtrange nature 
of it; they only know it, which-iinwardly feele it, it is called lone.

35 daughters,andtherefore fearing leaſt any publike dealing ſhould rather increaſe her 
captiuitie,then further my loue; Loue (the refiner of inuention) had put in my head 


thus to diſguiſe my ſelf,that vnder that maskeI might(if it were poſlible)ger acceſle).

to bearethe countenance of an Amazon, Therefore in the cloſeſt maner I could,

' 5 ther ſinaller Lodge, bur of like tathionz wherethe gracious Pamelaliuerh : ſothat 
the Lodge ſeemethnotvnlike a taire Comer, whoſe taile ſtretcheth it ſelf to-aſtarre 


of leſle grearneſle. | 
So Gymecta her ſelfe bringing me. to my lodging , anon after I was inujted and 


| brought downe to ſup with them in the garden, aplacenot fairer in naturall orna-_ 


10 ments,then artificial inuentions:where,in a bankerting houſe among certaine plea- 
ſant trees, whoſe heads ſeemed curled with the wrappings about of vine-branches. 
The table was ſerneere toan excellent water-worke; for by the caſting of the water 
in moſt cunning maner , it makes (with the ſhining of the ſunne vpon it) a perfe&t 
rain-bow,not more pleaſant tothe eye then to the mind,ſoſenfibly ro ſee theproofe 

I5 ofthe heauenly /ris. There were birds alſo made lo finzly, that they didnort onlyde- 
ceiue thelight with their figure, burthe hearing with their ſongs, which the wate- 


rie inſtruments did make their gorge deliter. Thetable at whichwe fate was round, | 


which being faſt to the floore whereon we fate, andthat deuided from the reſtof” 
-__ the buildings (with turninga vice , which Baſilzus at firſt did to make me ſport) the 
29 table,and we about the table did all turne round, by meanes of water which ran vn- 
der, andcaried itabout as a mill. Butalas, what pleaſure diditto me, to make di- 
uerſe timesthe full circle round abour,fince Philoctea (being alſo ſet) was cariedill 
in equall diſtance from me,and thaton!y my eyes did ouertake her? which when the 
table was ſtayed, and webegan'to feed , dranke much more eagerly of her beautie, 

25 thenmy mouth did of anyotherliquor. And ſo was my common ſence deceiued- 
(being chieflic bent to her) tharas I dranke the wine, and withall ſtole alooke on 
her, me ſeemedI raſtedherdeliciouſnieſſe, Bur alas, the one thirſt was much more 
inflamed then the other quenched. Sometimes my eyes would lay themſelues o- 
| _ pen toreceiueallthe darts ſhe did throw, ſometimes cloſe vp with admiration,

35 ſathat my ſences delights beingtoo ſtrong for any other reſolution, did eyen looſe 
"rhe reines vntothem : hoping, that (going tor a woman)my lookes would paſle , ei- 
ther vamarked, or valuſpected. | _ | 
Now thus [ had (as me thought) well playd my firſt act , aſſuring my ſelfe., that 
vnder that diſguiſement, I ſhould find oportunitie to reueale my lelte to the owner 

40 of my heart.But who wold thinke it poſſible (thoughlT feeleit true) that in almoſt 
cight weekes ſpace I haueliued here (hauing no more companie butherparents, 
and I being familiar,as being a woman,and wartchtull, as being a lover)yet could ne- 
uer find oportunitie to haue one minutes leaſure of private conference : the cauſe 
whereof is as ſtrange, as the effects are to me miſerable. And(alas)this it is. 

45 Acrtthe firſt fightthat Ba/ilizs had of me(l thinke Cupidhaving headed his arrowes 
with my misfortune) he was ſtriken(taking me to be ſuch as I profeſſe)with great at- 
fection towards me,which ſince is growne toſucha doting loue, thatrill Iwas faine 
to get this place , ſometimes to retire vnto freely ) I was even choked with his 
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tediouſneſſe.You neuerſawe foureſcore yeares daunce vp and downe moreliuely in 
ayoung lower: now, as fine in his apparell, as.if he would make me in love with a 
<loake: and verſcforverſe with the ſharpeſt-witted Louer in Arcadia. Do younor | 
thinke that this is a fallet of wormewood , while mine eyes feed ypon the Ambroſia 
of Philocleas beauitic. Butthis is not all; no,this is nor the worſt; for he (good man) 5 
| were calie enough tobe dealt with: but,as Ithinke, Loue and miſchicfe having made = 
a wager, which thould haye moſt power in me , hauc ſet Gynecia alſo on ſuch a tire 
towards me, as will neuer(l feare)be quenched but with my deſtruction. For ſhe(be- 
inga woman of excellentwir, andot ſtrong working thoughts) whether ſhe ſuſpe- 
| ed me by my ouer-vehemet ſhewes of afteEion to Philoclea(which love forced me 10 
| ynwiſely tovtter,while hope of my maske fooliſhly encouraged me) or that ſhe hath 
| taken ſome other marke of me, thatT am not a woman : or what divell it is hath re- 
 uealed itynto her, know not; but ſoit is,that all her countenances, words, and ge- 
ſtures,are cuen miſerable portraitures ofa deſperate afteCtion, VV herby a man may 
learne ,that theſe auoydings of companie, do but make thepaſſions more. violent, 15 
when they meere with hit ſubiects. Iruly itwere anotable dimbe ſhev of Cupids 
kingdome,to fe: my eyes (languiſhingwith ouer-vehement longing) dire& them- 
| felues to Phyluclea:& Ba/ilire as bulie about me as a Bee, and indeed as cumberſome; 
| making ſuch vehemen: ſuits ro me, who neither could if Iwould , norwould if I 
| could, helphim: while the terrible wit of Gynecza, caried withthe beere of violent 26 
 Joue,runnes through vs all. And fo icalous is ſhe of my loueto her daughter, that 1 
could neuer yet begin to open my mouth to the vnenitable Phz/octea , but that her 
vnwiſhed preſence gaue my tale a concluſion, before it had a beginning. And ſurely 
| ifT benotdecciued, I fce ſuch ſhewes of liking, &( it I be acquainted with paſſions) 
of almoſt a paſſionate liking in theheauevly rhi/oclea,towards me ,thatI may hope 25 
her eares would not abhorre my difcourſe. And for good Baſilzws,he thought it beſt 
to hauc lodged vs rogether,but that the crernall hatefulneſle of my deſtinie made 
Gynecias icalouſic ftop that, and a!l other my bleflings, Yer muſt I confeſle,thar 
one way her loue doth me pleaſure; for ſince it was'my fooliſh fortune , or vnfor- 
runate follie , tobe knowne by her, that keeps her from bewraying me to Baſilr. 30 
Andthus (my Muſidorws) you haue my tragedie played vnto you by my ſelfe,which | 
| Tpraythe gods may not indeed prooue atragedie, And therewith he ended, making 
| afullpoinrof aheartic ſigh. bs | 
| Muſidorus recommended to his beſt diſcourſe , all which Pyroc/es had told him. 
/ | Burtherin he found ſuch intricateneſſe,that he could ſeeno way to leade him outof 35 
the mazezyet perceiuing his afte&tis ſo grounded,thar ſtriving againſt it, did rather | 
anger then heale the wound, and rather call his friendthip in queſtion then giue 
place toanie friendlic tounſell, Well (aid he) dearecoſin, fince it hath pleaſedthe | 
gods to mingle your other excellencies with this humour cf loue, yet happie it is, 
thatyour loue is imployed vpon fo rare a woman: for certainely, a noble cauſe doth 40 
caſe much a grieuous caſe. Butas ititands now , nothing vexeth me, as that I can-

Zelmane returned tothe lodge,where(inflamed by Philoclea watched by Gynects, 
and tiredby Baſi/;s){he was like a horſe,defirous ro runne , and miſerably ſpurred, 
burſo ſhort raind, as he cannot ſtirre forward: Ze/manelought occaſion to ſpeake 


with Phloclea; Baſilites with Zelmane; & Gynecia hindered them all, If Philoclea hap- 


nedto ſigh (and igh ſhe didoften) as if that ſigh were to be wayted on, Zelmane 
ſighed allo;whereto Baſilizes and Gyneeraloone made vp toure parts of ſorrow, Their 


aftection increaſed rheir conuerfation; and theirconverſation increaſed rheir affe- | 


Ction.The reſpect borne bred due ceremonies 3 but rhe afteCtion ſhined ſo through 
them,that theceremonies ſeemed not ceremonious, Zelzaneseyes were(like chil- 
dren before ſweet meate)cager,but fearefull of their ill-pleafing gouernors. Time 


in oneinſtant, ſeeming both thorr, and long vnto them: ſhort, in the pleaſingneſle | 


of ſuch preſence :long,in the ſtay of their deſires, 

Burt Ze/mane failed not to intice them all many times abroad, becauſe the was de- 
firous her friend M»/idorus (neere whomofpurpolethe led them) might havefull 
ſight ofthem. Sometimes angling toa litle riverneere hand,which tor the moiſture 
it beſtowed ypon rootes of ſore flourithing trees , :was rewarded with theirſha- 
dow. There would they ſit.down , and pretie wagers be made betweene Pamela and 
Philoclea,which could ſooneſt beguile filly fiſhes, while Zelmaneproteſted rat the 


fit pray for them was hearts of Princes. She alſo had an anplc in her hand;but the ta-, 


ker was ſoraken,that ſhehad forgotten taking . Baſi/ius in the meane time would be 
the cooke himſe!te of what was ſo caught, and Gyneczalititill, but with no ſtilipen- 
fiuenefle. Now the broughtthem toſce aſceled Doue , who the blinder ſhe was, 


the higher ſhe ſtraue . Anothertime a Kite, which hauing a gut cunning]y pulled 


out of her,and ſo let flie,cauſed all the Kites inthat quarter, who (as oftentimes the- 


world is deceiued) thinking her proſperous,when in deede ſhe was wounded, made 

the poore Kite finde,that opinion of riches may well be dangerous.

So 
that leſtly ſhe(Ithinke)hauing in mind to make the fame of her beautie an oratour 

30 forher to Amphialw,(perſwading her ſelte perhaps , that it might fall out in him,, , 
as it doth in ſome that haue delighttull meat before them,8& haue no ſtomack to ir, --- 
before other folks praiſe it)the tooke the aduantage one day vpon 7 halantwsvncon-

| ſincereturnedhome ) with more gratefulnefle then good fortune defended . Bur 
therein Fortune had borrowed witz for in deede ſhe was not comparable to Arteſia; 
not becauſe ſhe was a good deale elder (for time had not yet bene able to impoue- 
riſth herſtore thereot)bur an exceeding red haire with ſmall eyes, did ( like 1}l com;- 
panions) diſgracethe other aſſembly ofmoſt commendable beauties. - | 
Next after her was borne the counterfait of the princeſle of Eli, a Ladie that 
taught the beholdersno other pointof beautie , but this, -thatas lyking is not al- 
| waiesthechild of beautie,ſo whatſoeuer liketh is beautifull ; for inthar viſage there 
 wasneither maieſtic, [grace, fauour, nor faireneſle; yet ſhe wantednor a ſeruant 40 
that would have made hercfairer then the faire Arteſia .

 Afterherwas the goodly Artaxis, great Q.of Armenia, a Lady vpon whom na- 
ture beſtowed,and well placed her moſt delightfull colours ; and withall, had pro- 45 
portioned her without any fault quickly to be diſcouered by the ſenſes, yer altoge- 
. ther ſeemed not to make vp that harmony, that Cupiddelights in,the reaſon whereof 
| mightſceme a manniſh countenance, which oucrthrew that louely fweereneſſe,the 
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nobleſt power of womankindefarre fitter to preuaile by parley then by batrel], 
Ofa farre contrary conſideration was the repreſentation ofher thar next follow- 

ed,which was Erona Queene of Zicia, who though of ſo browne a haire , as no man 
Fhould haue iniuried it ro hauecalled it black; and that in the mixture of her cheeks 
the white did ſo much ouercome the redde(though what was was very pure) that ir 
..cameneare to paleneſle, andthat her face was athoughtonger thenthe exatt Sym- 
metrians perhaps would allow; yet loueplaid his part fo well in euerie parte, that ic 

- caught holdofrhe judgement, betore itcould judge, makingir firſt loue , and after 
acknowledge it faire, for there was a certaine delicacic , which in yeelding conque- 

10 red;and with a pitifull looke made one finde cauſe to crauehelpe himſelfe, 

After hercame two Ladies,ofnoble , but not of royall birth: the former was na- 
med Baccha,whothoughvery faire,& of a fatnes ratherto allure, thento miſlike,yer 
her breaſts ouer-familiarly laid open, with amade countenance abour her mouth, 
berween ſimpring and ſmyling , her head bowed ſomewhat downe,ſcemed ro lan- 

15 guiſhwith ouer-much idleneſle, and with an inuiting looke caſt vpward; diſſwadeg 
with roomuch perſwading,while hope might ſeem to ouer-run defire.... j 
The other(whoſe name was written Zewcippe)was ofa fine daintineſle of beauty, 
her face carying in ita ſober {implicitie;like one thar could do much good, & meanc 
nohurt, her eyeshauing in them ſuch a cheerefulneſle,asnarure ſeeined ro finjle in 
20 them: though her mouth and cheekes obeyed to that pretie demurenelle which the 
more one markte, the more one would judge the poore ſoule apt to beleceucy arid 
therefore the more pitie todeceiue her. | | - 
Next camethe Queene'of Laconz4,one that ſeemed borne'in the confines of beau- 
ties kingdome: forall her lineaments were neither perfeCt poſleſſioners thereof, nor 
25 abſolute ftrangerstherero:but ſhe was a Queene and therefore beautifull. 
| Burſhe thar followed, conquered in deed with being conquered;and might wel 
have madeall the beholders wait vp6 her triumph, while her lelte were led captiue. f Wl 
It was the excellently-faire Queene Helen,whoſe Jacinth hairecurled by nature, bur þ 
intercurled by art{like a fine brooke through golde ſands) had a rope of fairepearle, 
30 whichnow hiding,now hidden by the haire, didas it were play at fait and looſe, cach 
with other,murually giuing 6c recceiuing richneſle.In her face fo much beauty & ta- 
vour expreflcd, as if He/ex had not bene knowne, ſome would rather haue judged it 
the paintersexerciſe,toſhew what he could do, then the conterfaiting of any liuing | 
patterne: forno faulrthe moſt fault-finding wit could haue found, it it werenor, that 
tothe reſt of the body the face was ſomewhat too little : but that little was fucha 
ſparke of beauty,as was able to enflame a world of loue : for euery thing was full of a 
choice finenciſe,that ifit wanted anything in maiecſtic, it ſupplied it with increaſe 
in pleafurezand ifat thefirſt it ſtrake not admiration, it rauithed with delight, And 
no indifferent ſoule there was,which if it could refiſt from ſubieCting ir ſelf ro make 
40 ithis princeſſe.that would nor long to have ſuch a playfellow. As torherattire, it 
was coſtly & curious, though the looke (fixt with moreſadneſle then it ſeemedna-. _ 
ture had beſtowedto any that knew her fortune)bewraied,that as ſhe vſcd thoſe or- | 
naments,not for her ſelfe, but ro prevaile with another , ſoſhefeared that all won!ld 
not ſerue.Ofa farrediffering(though eſteemed equal)beautie , was the faire Yarthe- 
45 nia,whonext waited on Arteſizs triumph, though'farre better ihe might have fic in 
the throne. For in her euery thing was goodly,8 ſtately; yet fo, thatit might ſeeme 
that great-mindednes was but the auncient-bearer to the humblenes. For her grear 
graic cye,whichm ghtſceme full of her own beaurie:a large , and exceedingly taire 
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forchead,with all the reſt other face and body,caſt in the mould of Noblenefle was 
yet ſoattired,as might ſhew, the miſtres thought it either not to deſerue , or not to 
neede any exquiſitedecking, hauing no adorning but cleanlineſſc;zand fo farre from 
all art, that ir was full ofcareleſneſle : vnlefle that careleſneſſe ir ſelfe (in ſpight of it 
ſelfe) grew artificiall. But Baſizz couldnor abſtaine from praiſing Parthenia, as the 5_ 
perfett pifture ofa womagly vertue, andwiuely faithfulneſle : telling withall Zel- 
mane how he had vnderſtood,that when in the court of Lacoz7a, her picture (main- 
tained by a certaine Syc/onian Knight) was loſt, through want rather of valour, then 
juſtice: herhusband(the famous Argalus) would in a chafe haue gone & redeemed - 


' | itwithanewtriall, Butſhe (more ſporting then ſorowing for her vndeſerued cham- 10 
. | pion)toldherhusband,ſhe deſired to be beautifull in no bodies eye bur his ; and 


| that ſhe would rathermarre her faceascuill as euer itwas, then that itſhould be a 
| cauſeto make Arga/us put on armour , Then would Baſilizs haue tolde Ze/mane

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'| plaid theprince, andcammandedas many hartsas the greateſt Queene there di 


thatwhich the already knew,of the rare triall of that coupled afteion : bur the 
next picture madetheir mouthes giue place to their eyes.

| Thustalked Baſile with Zelmane, np to make any matrer ſubieC ro ſpeake of 


 1withhis miſtreſſe, while Phalantus in this pompous maner,brought Arteſia with her 


 gentlewomen into one Tent, bywhich he had another : where they both wayted 40 
who would firſt ftrike ypon the ſhield , while Ba/#/zzs the Tudge appointed ſticklers 
{and trumpets,to whom the other ſhould obey.Bur none that day appeared, nor the 
;next,til alreadie it had conſumed haltfe his allowance of light; but then there came 
ina knight,proteſting himſelfe as contrarie to him in mind , as he was in apparell. 


* [For Phalantus was allin white, having in his baſes, andcapariſon imbroidered a wa- 45 
; \ving water: at each {ide whereof he had nettings caſt ouer , in which were divers 


fiſhes naturally made,and ſopretily, that as the horſe ſtirred, the fiſhes ſeemed to 
ſtriue,and leape inthe net, 
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Bur'the other knight by name Neſtor by birth an Arcadia, &in afteQion yowed 
to thefaire Shepherdeſſe,was all in black, with fire burning both vpon his armour 
and horſe.His impreſa in his ſhield,was a fire made of A this word, More 
eaſie, and more ſweete, Butthis hote knight was cooled with afall,which arthe third 
5 courſe herecciued of Phalaniw, leauing his picture to keepe companie with the o- - 
F<. ther of the ſameſtampe; he going away remedileſly Fas at his rebuke. The next 
was Polycetes greatly eſteemed in CAreadja, for deedes he had done in armes : and 
+ much ſpoken of for the honourable louc he had long borne to Gywecia 3; which Ba- 
folins himſclfe was content,not onely to fi uffer, but to be delighted with ;zhe carried 
10 itinſo honourable and open plainneſle,ſetting to his loueno other marke, then to 
do her fairhfull ſeruice . Butneither her faire picture, nor hisfaire running, could 
warranthim from ouerthrow,and her from becomming as then the laſt of Arteſ7as 
vitorics :athing Gynec#as vertues would little haue recked at anothertime, nor 
then , if Ze[mane had notſeene it.But her champion went away aſmuchdiſcomfor- 
15 ted,as dilcomfited. Then Telamon for Polexens and Enrilion tor Elpine , and Leow 
for Zoana; all braue Knights,all faire Ladies , with their going downe , lifted vp the 
ballance ofhis praiſe for aQiuitie,and hers for faireneſle; 
Vpon whoſe loſle as the beholders were talking , there comes into the place 
where they ranne,a ſhepheard ſtripling (for his height made himmorethen a boy, 
20 andhisface would not allow him a man)brown of complexion (whether by nature 
or by the Sunnes familiaritie)but verie louely withall; forthe reſt ſo perfeQtly pro. 
portioned. that Nature ſhewed, ſhce doth not like men, whoſlubber vp matters of 
meane account. And well might his proportion be iudged; for he had nothing vp6 
him bura paire of ſloppes , andvpon his bodiea Gote-skinne, which he caſt ouer 
25 his ſhoulder,doing all things with ſopretie agrace, that it ſeemed ignorance could 
not make him do amiſle,becauſe he had a hartto do well, holding in his right hand 
along ſtaffe,and ſo comming with a looke full of amiable fierceneſle , as in whom 
choller could not take away the ſweetneſſe, he came towards the king, and makin 
areuerence(which in him was comely becauſe it was kindly.) My liege Lord (ſaid } 
+ 30 he)Ipray you heare a few words; for my heart will breake if I ſay not my minge to 
you, I ſec here the picture of Yrani«, which (I cannor tell how, norwhy) theſe men. 
when they fall downe, they ſay,is not > faire as yonder gay woman. But prayGod, 
I may neuer ſee my old mother aliue, if I think ſhe be any more match to Yyan;s, 
 "thenaGoarte istoafine Lambe; or then the Dog that keepes our flock athome, is 
35 like your white Greyhound,that pulled downe the Staggelaſt day. | 
And therefore I pray youler me be dreſt as they be,and my hart gines me, I ſhall 
rumble him on the earth :for in deede he mightaſwel ſay,that a Coullip is as white 
as a Lillie : orels I carenot,let him come with his great ſtatfe, and I with this in my 
hand, and vou ſhall ſcewhat Icandoto him , Baſitjus ſaw itwas the fine ſhepheard* 
49 Lalw, whom once he had aforehim in Paſtorall ſportes, and had greatly delighred 
in his wit fuli of pretie ſimplicitie , and therefore laughing at his earneſtneſle, he 
bad him be content, ſince he ſaw the pictures of ſo great Queenes , were faine to 
follow their champions fortune. But Z/ws (euen weeping ripe) went among the 
reſt, longing to ſee ſome bodie that would reuenge Yranias wrong ; and praying 
45 hartily for cuery bodie that ran againſt Phalantms,then beginning to feele poverty, 
that he could not ſet him ſelfe to that triall. Burt by and by, euen when the Sunne. 
(like anoblehart)began to ſhew his greateſt countenice in his loweſt eſtate, there 
camein a Knighr,called Phebilws,a Gentleman of that countrey, for whom hatefull 
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fortune had borowed the dart of loue,to make himmiſerable by the ſight of Philecles 
| For hehadeuEfr6her infancie loued her, & was ſtrike by her before the was able ro 
| know whatquiuer of arrowes her eyes caried;but he loued & diſpaired; & themore 
| hediſpaired,the more he loued.He ſaw his own vaworthineſſe,and therby made her 
|| excellencie haue more terrible aſpe& vpon him:he was ſo ſecrettherin,asnor daring 5 
| tobe open, thatronocreature he euer ſpake of it but his hart made ſuch ſilent com-

(butherſelfe ) ſhould bee avowed achampion for Phzloclea: in ſomuch that ſhee ; 
wiſhrhis ſhame, till ſhe ſaw him ſhamed: for atthe ſecond courſe heewas ſtriken x5 
quire fro out of the ſaddle, ſo full of griefe,andrage withall, that he wold faine with 
the ſword haue revenged it: butthar being contrary to the order ſer downe, Baſile 
wold notſuffer;ſorhatwiſhing himſelf inthe bortomeof the earth,he went his way, 
leauing Zelmaneno leſle angry with his loſſe, then ſhee would haue bene with his 
victory. For ifthe thought before a riuals praiſe would haue angred her, her Ladies 20 
diſgracedid make her much more forget whar ſhe then chought, while that paſſion

; . modeſt diſcontentment. Butthenight commanded truce forthoſe ſports,and Fha-

But the night meaſuredbythe ſhort ell of fleepe, was ſoone paſt ouer, and the 
| | next morning had giuen the watchfull ſtars leaue to rake their reſt, when a trum- 
| | petſummoned Ba/ilizs to play his Ludges part: which hedid , taking his wife and 
| daughters withhim ; Zelmane hauing lockt her gore, fo as they would not trouble 39 , 
| hertorthatrime:for already there was a Knightin the field , ready to proue Helen 
| | of Corinth had recciued great iniury, both by rhe erring iudgement'otthe cha- 
| | lenger, andthe vnlucky weakeneſle of her former detender. The new Knight

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amazed with this ſight, and fearc having ſuch poſſeſſion in the faire Philoc/es , that 
her bloud durſtnoryer tocometo her face,to take away the name ofpaleneſſe from 
her moſt pure whiteneſle , Zelmazekneeled downe,andpreſenting the Lyons head 
vato her : Onlic Ladie(ſaid ſhe)here ſee you the puniſhmerofthar vnnaturall beaſt, 
which contrarieto his own kind, would haue wronged Princes bloud, guided with 5 
ſuch rraiterous eyes,as durſt rebell againſt your beautie.Happie am I,& my beautic 
both (anſivered the fweere Philocles then bluſhing, for Feare had bequeathed his 
roome to his kinſman Baſhfulneſſe) thatyou excellent Amazon,were thereto teach 
him good maners. Andeuen thanks to that beautie (anſwered Ze/mane) which can 
giueanedge tothe blunteſt ſwords. There Philocles told her father how it hadhap- x6 
ned: bur as ſhe had turned hereyes in her tale to Zelmane,ihe perceiued ſome bloud - 
vpon Zelmanes ſhoulder, ſothat ſtarting with the louely grace of pitic, ſhe ſhewed

Therefore 15 
with an humble piercing-cye , looking vpon Pamela, as it I had rather bene con- 
demnedby her mouth, then highly exalted by the other, turning my ſeltero Mopſa, 
but keeping mineeye where it was: Faire Mopſa ({aidI) well do I find by the wile 
knitting together of your anſivere, that any diſputation I can vie is aſmuch too 
weake, as I vaworthy. I find my loue ſhalbeproued no loue,withoutT leaue to loue, 20 
being toovnfita veſſel in whom ſo high thoughts ſhould be engraued. Yet ſince 
the Loue I beare you, hath ſo ioyned it ſelf to the beſt part ofmy life,as the one can 
notdepart,but thatthe other will follow, before I ſeeke to obey you in making my 
Laſt paſſage, let me know which is my vnworthineſle,cither of mind,eſtate, or both? = 
Meopſewas about to ſay,in ncither; for her heart I thinke tumbled with overmuch 25 
kindneſſe, when Pame/awith a more fauourable countenance then before {finding 
how aptI wasto fallinto deſpaire) rold me , I might therein haue auniwered my 
ſelfe ; for beſides that it was graunted me, that the inward teeling of opſaes per- 


' fectionshad greatly beautified my minde, there was none could denie, but that 


my minde and bodie deferued great allowance. But Dorzes (faid ſhe ) you muſt be 30 
ſofarre maiſter of your loue,as to conſider ,that {incethe indgement of the world 
ſtands vpon matter of fortune,and that the ſexe of womankind of all other is moſt 
bound to haue regardfull eye tro mens judgements, it is nor for vs to play the Philo- 
ſophers,in ſecking out your hidden vertues:{incethat, which in a wiſe Prince would 
be counted wiſedome , invs will be taken for alight-grounded aftetion : ſo is not 35 
onething,one,done bydiuers perſons. There is no man in a burning feuer feeles fo 
great contentment in cold water greedilyreceiued ( which as ſoone as the drinke 
ceaſeth,the ragereneweth)) as poore I found my ſoule refreſhed with her ſweetly 
pronounced words; and newly, and more violently againeenflamed, afſoone as the 
had cloſedyp her delightfull ſpeech,with no lefle well graced ilence , But remem- 40 
bringin my ſelfe,that aſwell the Souldicr dieth which itandeth ſtill,as he that gives 
the braueſt onſet: and ſeeing that tothe making vp of my fortune, there wanted 
nothing ſo much as the making knowne of mine eſtate, with a face wellwitnefling 
how'deeply my ſoule was poſſeſſed, and with the moſt ſubmiſſive bchauior, that a 
thralled heart could expreſſe,cuen as my words had bene roo thicke for my mouth, 45 
atlength ſpake to this purpoſe : Alas, moſt worthie Princeſle ( {aid I) and do not 
then your owne ſweet words ſufficiently teſtifie , that there was neuer man could

had ofhis ſilly ſucceſſour. And yer if in his forefight he could haue ſeene fo much, |:

CArcadia Arcadia was the place prepared to be the ſtage of his endlefſe ouer- E 
throw, Arced/awas,(alas wel might Iay itis)the charmed circle, where all his ſpi- 15 | 
rits for cuer ſhould be bs » For Aces (&no whereels) did his infetedeyes + 
| make his mind know,what power heautly beautic hath tothrow it down to helliſh E 
agonies.Here;here did he ſce the Arcadia Kings eldeſt datighter, in whs he forth- Bo 
with placedſoall his hopes of ioy ,& ioyfull partsof his heart, that he left in himſelf N 
nothing,buta maze of longing,& a dungeon of ſorrow. But alas, what can ſaying 20 | 
make them beleue,whom lſecing cannot perſwade? Thoſe paines muſt befelt before S 
they can be vnderſtood;no outward vtterance can command aconceipt. Such was - 
as then the ſtare ofthe king, as it was notime by dire meanesto ſeeke her, And S: 
ſuch wasthe ſtate of his captiued will, as he could delay notime of ſeeking her, &

Pardon therefore 
moſt cxceller Princeſle,ifI cur off the courſe of my dolorous tale,fince if I bevnder- 35 
ſood, I haue ſaid enough forthe defence of my baſeneſle; and for that which after 
might befalto that patterne of ill fortune, (the matters are too monſtrous for my 
capacitie)his hatefull deſtinies muſtbeſt declare their owne workmanſhip. 

Thus hauing deliuered my tale inthis perplexed manner; to the endthe Prin- 
ceſſe might iudge that he meant. himſelfe , who ſpake ſofcelingly; her aunſvere 49 
was both ſtrange, and in ſome reſpet comfortable. For would youthinke it ? ſhee 
hath heard heretofore of vs both, by meanes ofthe valianc Prince Plangus, and par- 
ticularly of our caſting away:which ſhe(following mine owne ſtile) thus delicately 
brought foorth:You haue told (ſaid ſhe) Dorwe,apretie tale; but you are much de- 
cciued inthe latter end of it.

5 ir, But for Mwidorus{{aid I)I perceiue indeed you hauecither heard or read the ſto- 
ry ofthatvnhappy Prince; for this was the verie obiction , which that pecreleſle 
Princeſle did makevnto him , when he ſought to appeare ſuch as he was before her 
wildome : andthusas Ihaucreadit fairewritten in the certainticof my knowledge 
he might anſiverc her, that indeed the ſhip wherin he came, by a trealon was peri- 

20 ſhed,and therefore that Plargws might eaſily be deceiued : but that he himſelfe was 
caſt ypon the coaſt of Lacone , where hee was taken vp bya couple of thepheards, 
who liued in thoſe dayes famous; for that both louing one faire maide, they yer re- 
mained conſtant friends ; one of whoſe ſongs not long lince was ſong before you by 
the ſhepheard Lemos, and brought dy them to a noble-mans houſe, neere Manci-

they ſolong had vſed to make their owne appetites , ſhould now be the reducer of 
them into order.But ſo ſoone as-ſome fewe (butin deedenorable ) examples, had 


thundered aductic into the ſubicCts hearts; he ſoone ſhewed,nobaſcneſſe of ſuſpi- 
tion,nor the baſeſt baſeneſle of enuy,could any whit rule ſuch aRuler. Butthen (hi: 
ned foorth in deede all loue among them, when an awfull feare , ingendred by iu- 3 
ſtice, did make that louemoſtlouely : his firſt and principall care being ro appeare 
vnto his people,ſuch as he would haue them be,andtobe ſuch as he appeared; ma- 
king his lifethe example of his lawes , and his lawes as it were, his axioms ariſing 
out of his deedes.. So that within ſmall time he wanne aſtngular loue inhis people, 
and engraffed ſingular confidence, For how could they chooſe but Joue him, whom 10 


they found fo truely ro louerhem?He euen in reaſon diſdaining,that they that haue 


charge of beaſtes,thould loue theircharge ,andcare tor them; andthat he that was 
ro gouerne the moſt excellent creature, ſhouldnor louc fo noble a charge', And 
therefore, where moſt Princes (ſeducedby flatterie tobuild vpon falſe grounds of 


gouernment) make themfelues (as it were) anotherthing tromthe people; and fo 15 


count it gaine wharthey get fromthem: and (as if itwere two counter-ballances, 
thar their eſtate goes hieit when the people goes lowelt ) by afallacie of argument 
thinking themſelues moſt Kings,when'the ſubject is moſt bafcly ſubieted:He con- 
rrariwile,vertuoutly and wiſely acknowledging , that he with his people made all 
but one politike bodie,whereof himſelfe wasthe head; cuen ſo cared forthem, as-29 
he would for his ownelimmes :neuer reſtraining their libertie, without ir ſtretched 
tolicentiouſneſle,nor pulling from them their goods, which they found were not 
imploycdto the purchaſe ofa greater good : but in all his actions ſhewing a de- 
lightin their welfare, broughtthatto paſle,thatwhile by forcehe rooke nothing, by 
theirlouche had all, In ſumme (peercteſle Princefſc)I might as eably ſer down the 25 
whole Arte of gouernement;,as to laie before your eyes the picture of his procee- _ 
dings. But in ſuch ſort he flourithed inthe fiveete comfort of doing much good, 
when by an occaſion of leauing his countrey,he was forced to bring toorth his ver- 
ruc of magnanimirie,as before he had done ofiuſtice. 


He had onely one ſiſter;a Ladie (leſt I ſhould tooeaſllie fall topartiall praiſes of 20 


her)of whom itimaybe iuſtlyſ{aid, rhat ſhe was no vnfit branch to the noble ſtocke 
wherof ſhe was come. Her he had giuen in mariage to Dorj/aus Prince of T beſſalia, 
not fo much to makea friendihip,as to confirme the friendſhip betweene their po- 
ſeritie, which betweene them, by the likeneſle of vertue, had beene long before 
made: for certainly; Dori/aus,couldneed no amplifiers mouth for the higheſtpoint 


_ ofpraiſe, VVho hath notheard (ſaid Pamela) of the valiant, wife, and iult Dorilaws, 


© whoſevnripe death doth yer(fo many yeares fince)draw teares from vertuous eyes? 
Aud in deede,my farher is wont to ſpeake of nothing with greater acmiration,then 
ofthenorable friendſhip(a rarething in Princes,more rare betweene Princes (that | 
ſoholily was obſerued ro the laſt of thoſe twoexcellentmen, But (faidſhe ) go on I 40 
ray you. Dorilaus (ſaid he)hauing married his fiſter,had his marriage in ſhort time 
bleit { for ſoare folke wonetofaie, how vahappie ſocuer. the children after grow) 
witha ſonne , whom theynamed Aduſidorm : of whome I muſt needes firſt ſpeake 
before I come to Pyrocles ; becauſe as he was borne firſt, ſo vpon his occaſion grewe: 
(as I may faic accidentally) the others birth, For ſcarcely. was uſidorus made par- 
taker ofthis oft-blinding light/, when there were found numbers of Southſayers, 
who affirmed ſtrange & incredible things ſhould be performed by thatchild; whe- 
ther the heauens atthattime liſted ro play wich ignorant mankind, or that flatterie 
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| be ſopreſumptuous,as euen at times to borrow the face of Divinitie.But certainly, 
ſodid the boldnefle of their affirmation accompanie the grearneſle of what they 
did afhrme(cuen deſcending to parricularities, what kingdoms he ſhold overcome) 
thatthe king of Phyygia (who ouer-ſuperſtitioufly thought himlſclte touched in the | 
matter)ſ{ought by force ro deſtroyrhe infant,topreuent his after-expeCtations : be- 
cauſe a skiltul man(hauing compared his natiuiry with thechild) ſo rold him . Foo- 
lith man, either vainly fearing what was not to be feared,or nor conſidering that if ic 
were a worke of the ſuperiour powers , the heauens art length'are never children. 
Bur fo he did, and bythe aid of the Kings of Lyaza and Crete(ioining together their 
armies) inuaded Theſſa/za , and brought Dorzlawsto ſome behind-hand of fortune, 
when his fairhtwl friend and brother Exarchuscame ſo mighti!yro his ſuccour, thar 
with ſome enterchanging changes of fortune , they begat of a iuſt war, the/beſt 
child,pcace . In which time Eyarchus madea croflemariage allo with Doxilars his (i- 
ſter,audihortly lefrher with child of the famous Pyxrocles, drivento returneto the 
I5 detence'of his owne countrie, which in his abſence\{ helped with fome of the ill 
contented nobtlitie)the mighty King of Thrace and his brother, King of Pannonia, 
had inuaded: The ſucceſle of thofe warres was too notableto be vnknowne to your 
eares,to which it {cemes all worthic fame hath gloricroco 
Dorilaws(valiantly requiting his friends helpe ) ina great bar 


ile depniued of litey/ f 


29ghisoblequies being nomore ſolemnized by the teares of his partakers, then the 


bloud of his cnimies; with fo piercing a forrow to the conſtant heart of Euarchs, 
that the newes of his ſonnes birth could lighten his countenance with no ſh&wot 
comfort,although all che comfortthat might bein achild,truth ir ſelf in himi forth- 
with deliuered. For what fortune onely ſourhſayers foretold of Maidorrs, that all ' 
25 men might ſee prognotiticated in Pyroc/es, both Heauens & Earth gining tokens of 
the comming forth ofan Heroicall vertue, The ſenatchoule of theplaners was at 
no time ſo ſer, for the decreeing of perteCtion ina man, as at that tiine all folkes $kil- 
full therein did acknowledge : only loue was threatned & promiſed co him, & lo to 
his coufin,as boththe tempeſt & hauen of their beſt yeares. Buyas death may haue 


30 preuented Pyrocles ſo vuworthineſſe muſtbe the death of Mufidorws. 


.» Butche mother of Fyroctes ( ſhortly after her child birthydying, was cauſe that 
Enarchus recommended the'careof his onelyſonne to his4iſter ; doing itthe rather 
. becauſe rhe warre continuedin cruell heat, betwixt him/and.thoſe cuill neighbours 
ofhis.In which meancTtime thoſe young Princes (the/onely comforters of that ver- 
25 tyous widow)grewe on fo, that Pzrocles taught admiration tothe hardeſtconceits: 
Muſidorus ( perchaunce becauſe among his tubie&ts) exceedingly beloued : and by - 
the good order of Earchus ( well pertormed byhis lifter) they were fo brotight vp, 
that all the ſparkes of vertue, which nature had kindledin them, were ſo blowne to 
 Eiueforthrheir vtcermoſt heat, that juſtly irmay be affirmed, they enflamed the at- 
40 tections of all that knew them. Foralmoſtbefore they couldpertedtly ſpeake, they 
began to receiue conceits not vaworthie of the beſt ſpeakers : excellent deuiſes be- 
ing vicd,to make cuen their ſports profitable; images of barrailes, and fortificatios 
being then deliuered to their memorie,which after,cheir ſtronger iudgemctrs might 
diſpence,the delight of ralgs being converted tothe knowledge of allthe ſtories of 
worthie Princes both to mouethem to do nobly,and teach them how to do nobly; 
the beautic of vertue ſtill being ſet before their eyes, andthat taught them with far - 
morediligent care,then Grammaricall rules, their bodies exercited in all abilities, ' 
both of doing and ſuftering,and their minds hs BA by degrees with daungers, 
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and in ſumme,all bent tothe making vp of princely mindes:no ſeruile feare vſed to- 
wards them,nor any other violent reſtraint , bur flu asto Princes: fothata habite / 
of commaunding was naturalized in them, & therefore the farther from Tyrannie: 
Nature hauing done ſo much forthem in nothing, asthat irmade them Lords of 
truth,whereon all theother goods were builded. _ 

Among which nothing lio much delight to recount, as the memorablefriend- 
ſhip that grew berwixt the two Princes,fuch as made them more like therythe like- 
nefſcof all other vertues , and made them more neere one to the other, then the 
neerencs of their bloud could aſpire vnto; which I thinke grew the faſter, andthe 
faſter was tied betweene them, . by reaſon that Muſiderus being elder by three or 19 
foure yeares, it wasncither ſo great a difference in age as did 2. away the delight 
inſocietie,and yet by the difterence there was taken away the occaſion of childith 
contentions; till they had both paſt over the kumourof ſuch contentions, For Py- 
rocles bare reuerence full of loue to Auſidorus , and CHnſidorus had a delightfull of 
loue in Pyrocles. Mnſidorus , what he hadlearned cither for bodice or minde,would 15 
teach itto 7'yrocles 3and Pyrocles was fo glad tolearneofnone, as of Muſidorns: till 
P3rocles , being cometo ſixreene yearesof age,heſcemed foto overrun his age in 

rowth,ſtreagth,andall things following it, that nor Muſigorus ,no nor any man li- 

uing(I thinke)could petarme any action.,cither on herte,or foote,more ſtrong]y,or 
deliver that ſtrengrh more nimbly,or become the celiucric more gracetully, or im-,20 
ployallmoreverruoufly, Which may well ſeeme wonderfull : bur wonders arcno 
wonders in awondertull fubiet. | 

At whicfi time , vnderſtanding that the King Exarchus, after ſo many yeares 
warre,andthe conqueſt of all Pannonie and almoſt Thrace, had now broughtthe 
concluſion of all to the fiege of B:zantmm(to the railing of whichſiege great forces 25 
were made) theywould needesfall co thepraGiſe of thoſe vertues , which they be- 
fore learned. And therefore the mother of Muſiaorws nobly pnogouer herowne 
aftes to her childrens good (fora mother ſhee was in eftet tothem both) the 
rather thatthey might helpe her beloued brother,they brake off all delayes ;z which 
Muſidorus for his part thought alreadie had deyoured too:much of his good time, 30 
bur hat he had once graunted a boone ( before he knew what it was ) to his deere 
friend Pyrocles; that he would neuer ſeekethe aduentures of armes, vnrill he might 
go with him : which hauing faſt bound his hart (a rue flaue to faith) he had bid a 
tedious delay of following his owne humour for his triends ſake , til now being 
both ſent for by Ewarchus , and finding Pyrocles able euery way to go tharow with 35 
that kinde of life,he was as deſirous for his fake,as for his owne, toenter intoit. So 
therefore preparing a nauie,that they might golike themſelucs, and not only bring . 
the comfortof their preſence , but of their power to their deere parent Ewarchus,. 
they recommended themſelues to the Sea , leauing the ſhore of Theſ7a/ia full of 
reares and vowes; and were recciued thereon with ſo ſmooth and ſmiling a face,as 40 
if Neptanc had as then learned fallely rofawneon Princes. The winde was like a fer- 
uant, wayting behind them ſoiuſt , that they might fill the failes as they liſted; and 
the beſt ſaylers ſhewing themfelueslefle coucrous of his liberalitie , ſo tempered 
ic, thatthey all kept together like a beaurifull locke , which fo well couldobey their 
mailſters pipe: without ſometimes, to delight the Princes eyes, fometwo or three 45 


> ofthemwouldſtriue,who could)cither by the cunning © well ſpending the windes 


breath, or by the aduantageous building of their mouing houſes). leaue their fel- 
lowes behind them inthe honour of ſpeede: while the two Princes had leafure

toſcethepraftiſe of that,which before they had learned by bookes : to confiderthe 
art of catching the winde priſoner, ro no other end, but torunne away with itz to 
ſec how beaurie, and vie can ſo well agree together, that of all the trinckets,where - 
with they are attired,there is not one bur ſerues to ſome neceſlarie purpoſe. And 
5 (oLord)to fee the admirable power and noble effects of Loue, whereby the ſee- 


ming infenſible Loadſtone,with a ſecret beautie(holding the ſpirit of iron in it)can | 
draw that hardharted thing vnto it,and(like a vertuous miſtreſle.) notonelymake - 


itbow itſelfe,but with it make it aſpire to ſo high a Loue, as of the heauenly Poles; 


and thereby tobring forth the nobleſt deedes, that the children of the. Earth can 


10 boaſt of. Andſothe Princes delighting their conceits with confirming their know- 


ledge, ſeeing whereinthe Sea-diſcipline differed from Land-ſernice, they hadfor a + 
day and almoſt a whole night,as pleaſing entertainment , as the falfeſt hart could 


givetohim he meanesworlt to, 
But by thatthe next morning began a little tro make a guilden ſhewe of a good 


15. meaning,there aroſe even with the Sunne, availe of darke cloudes beforchis tace, 


which ſhortly (like inke powred into water)had blacked over all the face of heauen; 
preparing (as it were) a mourntull ſtage for a Tragedie tobe played on. For foorth- 
with the windes began to ſpeake lowder, and as in a tumultuous kingdom, to think 
themſclues fitteſt inſtruments of commaundement and blowing whole ſtormes 


20 ofhaile and raine vpon them, they were ſooner in daunger, then they could almoſt 


bethinke themſelues of change, For then the traiterous Seabegan to ſwell in pride 
againſtthe afflicted Nauic, vader which (while the heauen fauoured them) ithad 
layne ſocalmely,making mounraines of it ſelfe, ouer which the rofſed and tortring 
ſhip ſhould clime,to be ſtreight carried downe againeto apit of helliſh darkneſle; 

25 with ſuch cruellblowes againſt the ſides of the ſhip(thatwhich way ſo cuer it went, 
_ wasſtillin his malice ) that there was leftneither power to w ,nor way toeſcape. 
And ſhortly had it ſo difſeuered the louing companie , which the day before had 
rarried together,that moſt of them never met againe ,but were ſwallowed vp in his 
 neuer-ſatisfied mouth. Some in deede (as fince was knowne ) after long wandring 
30 returned into The//alia; other recouered Bizantium , and ſerued Euareh in his 
warre, But in the ſhip wherein the Princes were (now left as much alone as proud 


Lords be when fortune failes them ) though they employed all induſtrie ro ſane 


themſelues,yer whatthey did was rather for duetic tonature, then hope to eſcape. 
 Soouglyadarkneſle,as if itwould prenent the nights comming, vſurped the dayes 
35 right «which accompanied ſometimes with thunders,alwayes with horrible noyſes 
of the chafing windes) madethe maſters and pilots ſo aſtoniſhed, rhat they knew 
not howto direct, and ifthey knew,they could ſcarcely (when they direCted) heare 
their owne whiſtle. For the ſea ſtraue with the windes; which ſhould be loweer, 
and the ſhrouds ofthe ſhip with a ghaſtfullnoiſe ro thern that were in it, witneſled, 
40 that their ruine was the wager of the” others contention, and the heaven roaring 
out thunders the more amazed them, as hauing thoſe powers for enimies. Cer- 
tainlythere is nodaunger carries with it more horror, then that which growes in 
thoſe floting kingdomes . For that dwelling place is vnnaturall to mankind, and 
then the terribleneſſe of the continual motion, the deſolation of the far-being trom 


+ 45 comfort, the eyc andtheearc having ougly images euer before it;, doth fill vexe 


the mind.cuen when itis beſt armed againſtit.. But thus the day paſt(ifrhat might 

be called a day) whilethe cunningeſt mariners were ſo conquered by the ſtorme; as 

they thought it beſt with ſtriken ſailes ro yeeld to be go ucrned by it: the valianreft

feeling inward diſinayedneſle,and yet the fearfulleſt aſhamed fully to ſhew ir ſeeing 
thatthe Princes ( who were topart from the greateſt fortunes) did intheircoun- 
tenances accuſe no point of feare , but encouraging them to co what might be 
done (putting their hands to eucrie moſt painfull office?) taught them atone in- 
ſtanc to promiſe themſclues the beſt, and yet to deſpiſc the worlt, Bur ſo were 3 
they carried by the tyrannie of the winde , and the treaſon of the Sea, all that 
ihe which theelder it was, the more wayward it ſhewedit iclfe rowardsthem : 
illche next morning(knowneto be a morning better by the houre-glaſle, then by 
the day clecreneſſe) having runne fortune as blindly, as it felfe euer was painted, 
leſt the concluſion ſhould not aunſivere tothe reſt of the play , they were driven 10 
vponarocke: which hidden with thoſe outragious waves, did, as itwere, cloſely 
diſſemble his cruell minde.rtill with an vnbelecued violence {but to them that haue 
eriedir) the {hipranne vpon it zand ſeeming willinger to periſh then ro have her 
courte ſtayed, redoubledher blowes , till ſhee had broken her ſelte in peeces; and 
as it were tearing out her owne bowels to ſeedethe ſeas greecineſle , jefr nothing 15 
within it, but deſpaire of ſafcric , and expectation of a lothſome end , There was 
tobe ſcene the diverſe maner of mindes jindiſtrefie : ſome late vpon the top of the 
poupe weeping and wailing , tillthe ſea ſwailowed them ; ſome one more ableto 
abide dcath,then fearc of dcath, cut his owne throate to prevent drowning z fome 
rayed, and there wantednot of then which curſed, as it the heauens couldnot 20 
more avgrie then they were, Bura monſtrous crie begotten of manie roaring

voices, was able to infect with fearc a mindge that had not preucnted it with the 


wer Oz reaſon, - 

But the Princes vſing the paſſions of fearing euill, and deſiring roeſcape, onely 
toſerue the rule of vertue,not to aband$ ones ſelf, lept toaribbe of the ſhip, which 25 
broken from his ſcllowes., floted-with more likelyhood ro do ſervice, then any o- = 
ther limme of that ruinous bodiez vpen which there had gotten alreadie two bre- 
thren, well knowne ſervaunts of theirs z and ſtreight my foure were caried out of 

ſight, inthat huge riſing of the ſea, from thereſt of the ſhip . But the pecce they 
' wereon ſinking by little and little vnder them-,-not able toſupport the weight of , > 
ſo manic ,the brethren (the elder whereof was Lexcrppme , the yonger Nelſus) (he- 
wedthemſclues right faithfull and gratefull ſeruaunts voto them ; grarefull (I aic) 
for this cauſe : Thoſe two gentlemen had bene taken prifoners in the great warre 
the king of 7 hrygia made vpon Theſſ«lia, inthe time of CMaſiaorms his infancie;and 
hauing beenefoidjnto another countrie ( though peace fell after betweene theſe 
' Realimes )couldnot be deliuered , becauſe of cheir vaiour knowne , but fora farre 
greater ſumme ,then citherall theirfriends were able, or the Dowager willing to 
make,jn refpe&t of the great expences herlſelte and people hadbeere put to inthote 
warres3 and ſo had they1cmained inpriſon about thirteene yeares , when the two 
young Princes(hearing ſpeachesvoftheir good celerts ) found meanes both by ſel- ,,- 
lingall the Iewels they hadoof great price, and by giuing vndcer their handes great 
eſtares when they ſhould come to be Kings ( which promiſes their vertue promt- 
ſed for them ſhould be kept ) ro getſo much treaſure as redeemed them from cap- 
tivitic. This remembred,and kindly remembred by theſc two brothers, perchance 
helped bya naturall ductic ro their Princes biood , they willingly left holde of the , 
boord , committing themſclues tothe ſeas rage, avd euen when they meantto die, * 
themſelues praying for the Princes lives . Ie is true , that neither the paine nor 
daunger, ſo moucd the Princes hearts as the tendernetle of that louing part , _

froth ploric,hauing ſo few lookers on; far from hope of reward fince themſelues 
were lure toperith, 


Butnow of all the royall Nauie they lately had, they had left but one litle pecce 


of oneſhip , whereon they kept themlelues in all truth, hauing enterchanged their 
5 cares, while cither caredtor other,cach comtorting and counſelling how to labour 
for the better , and to abide the worſe, But ſo tell itout, that as they were caried by 

the tide (which there ſeconded by the ſtorme ran exceeding lwiftly ) Au/idorms lec- 


ing (as he thought) Pyroclesnot wellvpon the boord, as he would with his right. 


hand haye helped him on berter, he hadno foonec vnfaltened his holde , butthat a 
Io waue forciblic ſpoiled his weaker handot hold, &1o for a time parted tholt friends, 

cachcrving to the other , but the noiſe of the ſea drownedtheir farewell, But Pyro- 

cles (then carelcſſe of death , it irhad come by any means, bur his owne ) was ſhort- 

lebroughtourofthe ſeas furie tothe lands comfort , when ( in my conſcience [ 

know ) that comfort was bur bitter vato him :and bitter indecdit fellouteuen init 
15 ſelte robe vmto him. 


For being caſt on land much bruiſed and deaten both with the ſeas hard farewel,, 


andthe ſhores rude welcome; andeuen almoſt deadly tyred with the length of his 
yncomfortable labour , as he was walking vp to diſcover ſome bodie, towhom he 
mightgo for relicfe, there cameſtraight runningynto him certaine, who (as it was 
.20 after knowne ) by appointment watched ( with manie others) in diuerſe places a- 
| Jong thecoaſt: wholaid hands of him, and without cither queſtioniag with him, 
or Gening willtoheare him,(like men fearefull toappeare curious) or which was 
worſe, hauingnoregard tothe hard plight he was in (being ſo wet and weake)they 
caried him ſome miles thence, to ahouſe of a principall officer of that countrie. 
25 Who with no more ciuilitic ( though with much more buſineſle then thoſe vnder- 
fellowes had ſhewed) began in captious manerto put interrogatorics ynto him. 
To which (he vnuſed to ſuch entertainment.) did ſhortly and plainely anfivere, 
whathewas, and how he came thither . But that no ſooner knowne , with num- 
bers of armed men to guard him ( for miſchiefe, not from miſchiefe) he was ſentto 
39 the kings Court , which as then was not aboue adayes journey off, with letters from 
that officer, containing his owne ſeruiccable diligence in diſcouering ſo greata 
perſonage, adding withall more then was true of his conicCtures,becauic he would 
cndeare his owne f{cruice. | | 
This countrie whereon he fell was Phrygia , and it was tothe king thereof to 
35 whom he was ſent, a Prince ofa melancholie confticution both of bodice & mind; 
wickedlic ſad, euer muling of horrible matters ;fuſpeCting, or rather condemnir 


all menofcuill , becauſehis mind had no eye to cſpie goodnefle : and therefore 


accuſing Sycophantes of all men did beſt fort ro hisnature z bur therefore nor ſee- 

' ming Sycophantes, becauſe of no cuil they ſaid, they could bringany new or doubt- 
40 full thing vnto him, but ſuch as already he had bene apt to determine ; ſoas they 
came bur as proofes of his wiſedoie : feartull and neuer ſecure; whitethe feare 

he had figuredin his mind had any poſlibilitie ofeuent Arode-like retiredneſlc, 
and cloſeneſle of mind; nature teachin £ the odiouſneſſe of poylon , and the.daun- 

- gerof odiouſneſle , Yerwhile yourh laſted in him the exerciſcs of thar age, and his 
45 humour (notyerfullie diſcoucred ) made him ſomertiing/the more frequentable, 
andleſſe daungerous.Bur after that yeares beganto come on with ſome , though 
more ſeldome thewes of a bloudie nature, andthattheprophecic of 2u/idorus de- 
Kinie came to his cares(deltucredvnto him, andrecceiued of him withthe hardeſt

| interpretation ,as though his ſubieQs did delight in the hearing thereof. )Then 
| gavehehimſeltc indeed tothe full currant of his diſpoſition ,eſpeciallie after the

| proceeded of their vnwillingneſle to haue him proſper : andthen thinking himſelfe 
comemned, (knowing nocountermine againſt contempr,bur terrour)began to ler 5 
nothing paſſe which might beare the colour of a fault, without ſharp puniſhment:

ſhould fall by like praiifes. Soas ſeruitude came mainly vpon that poore people, 
whoſe.deedes were not onely punithed , burwords corrected , and even thoughts 
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if by fome meane or other puld out of them : while ſuſpirion bred the mind of cruelry, 
$418 and the efteQts ofcrueltie ſtirred anew cauſe of ſupition, And in this plight ( full of 
[le watchfull fearctulneſle) didtheſtorme deliuer ſweet Pyrocles to the ſtormy minde 15. 
19-4 i of that Tyrant, all menthat did ſach wrong to ſo rare a ſtraunger (whoſe counte-

5 ſidorws, well ſhewed, thathe thoughthimlelie iniured, and nor relieuedby him:af-” | 
king him, what he hadcuerſeene in him, why, he could notbearethe cxtremitics 


of morcali accidants as well as any man? and why heſhould enuy him the glorie of 
ſuffering death for his friends cauſe, and(as it were)rob him of his owne poſſeſſion? 
Butinthis notable contention (where the conqueſt muſt be the conquerers deſtru- 

10 cion,and ſatetythe punithment of the conquered) Mnſidorw preuailed:becauſe he 
was amore welcoine prayeto the vniuſt king, and as chearefully going towards, as 
Pyrocles went frowardly troward his death, he was deliuered to the king, who could 
not be enough ſurc othim,withourhe ted his own eyes vpon one, whom he had be- 
gun to feare , aſſoone as the other began to be. ' 

I5 Yetbecauſe heewould inone act , both make oftenration ofhis owne felicirie 
(into whoſe hands his moſt tearedenemy was fallen)and withall cur off ſuch hopes 
from his ſuſpeted ſubiefts (when they ſhould know eertainlic he was dead) with 
much more skiltull cruelrie , and horrible folemnitie hee cauſed each thing to be 
prepared for his triumph ot tyrannie. And ſothe day being come, he was leti forth 

- 20 by many armed men(who often had bene the fortifiers ofwickedneſle)to the place 
of execution : where comming with a mind comſorted in that he had done fuch fer- 
uice to Pyrocles , this ſtrange encounterhe had. \ | 

The excelling Pyrocles was no ſooner delivered by the kings ſervants to a place 
of libertic, then: he bent his wit and courage (and what would not they bring to 

25 paſſe?) how either todeliuer My/idorrs , orto periſh with him. And ( finding he 
could ger inghat countric no forces ſuificient by force toreſcue him) to bring him- 
ſelfe todiewith him ,(lirle hoping of better eucnt) he pur himſelte in poote ray- 
ment, and by the helpe of ſome few crownes he tooke of that noble-man (who full 
of forow , though norknowing the ſecret of his intent, ſuftered him to goin ſuch 

39 order from him ) he (euen he, borne to the greateſt expeCarion,and ofthe greateſt 
bloudthar any Prince might be) ſubmitted himſelfero be ſeruant to the executio- 
ner tharſhoauld puttodeath Muſiaorms: a farre notabler proofe of his friendſhip, 
conſidering the height of his mind, then any death could be. That bad ofheer nor 
ſulpeting him , being arayed fit for ſuch an eſtate, and haning his beautie hidden 

35 by many toule ſpots he artificiallie put vpon his face, gaue himleaue noronely to 
weare a ſword himſfelte , but to beare his ſword prepared for the iuſtified mur- 


ther. Ando 7yrocles taking his time, when CMuſidoarus was vpon the ſcaftold ({epa-: 
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rated ſomewhat from the reſt as allowed to fay flomething) he ſtepr vnto him, and 
putting the {ſword intohis hand not bound (a point of ciuility the officers vied 

. $0 towards him, becauſe they doubted no ſuch entetpriſe) Auſtdores, faid he ,die 
noblie. In truth, neuer man betweene ioy before knowledge what to be glad of,and _ 
feare after contidering his caſe, had ſuch a contuſion of thoughts , as I had, when I \. | 64 

ſaw Pyrocles, ſoneare me. But with that Dorws bluſhed, and Pamela (miled : and of 

©. Deyusthe morebluſhed at her ſmiling, and ſhe rhe more ſmiled athis bluſhing; ' 
| 45 becaule he had (with the remembrance of that plight hewas in) forgotten in ſpea- \ Hs 
king ofhimfelte tovſc the third perſon. But MHuſidorss turned againe her thoughts Gels 
from his cheekes to his rongue'in this ſort : But, ſaid he, whenthey were with 621 1.08 
ſwordes in hands ,notturning backes one tothe other (for there they knew was no £42.08 
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place of defence) but making it a preſeruation in not hoping to be preſerued, and 
now acknowledging themſclues ſubieR to death, meaning onely to do honour to 
their. princelic birth , they flew amongſt them all (for all wereenemies) and had 
quicklic cither with flight or death, left none ypon the ſcaffold ro annoy them, 
Wherein Pyrecles (the excellent Pyrocles)did ſuch wonders beyond beleete,as was 5 
able to lcade Muſidorws to courage,though he had bene borne a coward. But indeed 
iuſt rage and deſeperate vertue did ſuch effects , that the popular ſort ofthe behol- 
ders began to be almoſt ſuperſtitiouſlic amazed,as at effefts beyond mortal power. 
Bur the king with angrie threatnings from out a window (where he was not afha>. 


med the world ſhould behold him a beholder) commaunded his guardand the reſt Id. 


of his ſouldiers to haſten their death. Burt many of them loſt their bodics to looſe 
their ſoules, when the Princes grew almoſt ſo wearie,as they were ready tobe con- 
queredwith conquering. 

- Butas they were ſti]! tighting withweake armes and ſtrong hearts, ithappened, 
that one of thefouldicrs(commaunded to go vp after his fellowes againſt the Prin- 15 
ces) hauing recciued alight hurt, more wounded in his heart, went backe withas 


much diligence,as he camevp with modeſtie: which another of his fellowes ſeeing, 


to picke a thanke ofthe king ,ſtrake him vponthe face, reuiling him, that ſo accom- 
panyed, he would runne away from fo few.But he (as manictimes itfals out) onlie 
valiant , when he was angrie, in ——_ chruſt him chrough: whichwith his death 20 
was ſtraight reucnged by a brother of his; and that againe requited by a fellow of 
the others . There began to be a great tumule among(t the ſouldiers; which ſecne, 
and not vnderſtood by the people ( vied to feares;butnor vſed to be bolde in them) 
ſome began to crietreaſon ; andthart voice ſtraight multiplying ir ſelfe, the king (6 


the cowardile of aguiltie conſcience ) before anie man fer_vpon him , fled away. 25 


Wherewith a bruit (cither by arte of ſome well meaning men; or by ſuch chaunce 

as ſuch things ofren fall our by) ran from one to the other, that the king was ſlaine; 
wherewith certaine young men of the braueſt minds, cried with loud vayce, Liber- 
tie; andencouraging the other Cxizens to follow them, ſer vpon the guard and 
ſouldiers,as chicte inſtruments of tyrannie: and quicklic ayded by the Princes they 30 
had leftnone of them aliue, nor any other in thecirie, who they - brag had in an 

ſort ſerhis hand to the worke of their ſeruirude,and(God knowes) by the blindnefſs 

of rage, killing many guiltleſſe perſons, either tor athnitie to the tyrant, or enmi- 

tie tothe tyrant-killers . Bur ſome of the wiſer ( ſecing thata popular licenceis in- 


. deed the many-headed tyrannie ) preuayled with the reſt to make TMw/idorwe their 35 


chicfec : chooling one of them (becauſe Princes) to defend the; and him becauſe el- 
der and meithated of the Tyrant, and by him to be ruled : whom forthwich they lif- 
ted vp, Fortune (Ithinke) ſmiling at her worke thercin, that a ſcaffold of executi- 
on ſhould grow a ſcaffold of coronation. Xi 
Butbyandby there came newes of more certaine truth, that the king was not 46 

dead, bur fled toa ſtrong caſtle of his, neare hand, where he was gathering forces'in 
all ſpeed poſſible to ſuppreſſe this mutiny, But now they had runne themfelues roo 
farre out of breath, to go backe againe the ſame careere; and too wel they knewthe 
ſharpenefle of his memorie to forget ſuch an iniurie ; therefore learning vertue of 


_neceſlity , rhey continued reſolute to obey MHuſidorms. W ho ſeeing what forces 45 


were inthe citie,withthem iſſued againſt the cyrant,while they were in rhis heare; 
9 PIER might be vſed todiſſeuerthem :and with them metthe king , who 
ſc hoping litle to preuaile by time , knowing and finding his peoples hate,

ment as they promiſed themlelues of him. of 

Burt he thinking it a greater greatneſſe to giue akingdome,then get a kingdome, 

ynderſtanding that there was lett of the bioud 4 ,&next tothe ſucceſtion,an a- 

10 ged Gentleman of approucd goodnefſe(who had gotten nothing by his coulins po- 

wer but danger from him,8& odiouſneſle for him)hauing paſt his time in modeſt ſe- 

crecy,& as much from intermedling inmatters of gouernment,as the greatneſle of 

\ his bloud would ſuffer him, did (afcer hauing receiued the fnll power to kis owne 

*bands) celigneall tothe Nobleman; but with ſuch conditions ,and cautions ofthe 


15 condirions,as might aſſurerhe people(with as much affurance as worldly matters | 


bears) thatnotonly chat Gouernour, of whom indeedthey looked for all good, bur 
the nature of the gouernment, thould be no way apt to decline totyranay. 


This doing ſer forth noleſſe his magvificence , then the other at didhis mag- 


nanimitie; ſorhar greatly praiſed of all, andiuſtlic belovedof the new king, who 
20 jnall both wordsand bchauiour proteſted himſelterheir Tenant , and Liegeman,

For they were broughttothe king of that countrey,a Tyrant alſo, not through

And by and by were they made great 
Courriers , and in the way of minions , when aduauncement (the moſt morrall of- 
fence roenuie) ſtirred vp their former friend ,toouerthrow his owneworke in the; 
taking occaſion ypon the knowledge ( newlie come tothe Courr) of the late death 
ofthe king of Phrygia deſtroyed by their wwo Lords , who hauing bene a neare 3 
kinſman to this Prince of Pomrws, by this enuious Counſellour, partly with ſuſpiti- 
onofpratiſe , partly with goric of in-part reuenging his couſins death, the Lin 
was ſodainly turned, and cueric turne with himwas a downe-fall ) ro locke them vp 
inpriſon-, as ſcruants to his enemies, whom before he had neuer knowne, nor (till 
chattime one of his owne ſubies hadentertained and dealt for them)did euer rake 10 
heed of. Butnow carneſt in cuerie preſent humour, and making himſelfebraue in 
his liking , he was content to giue them. juſt cauſe of offence, when they had power 
co make iuſt reuenge . Yet didthe Princes ſend-vnto him before they entred into 
warre, deſiring their ſeruants libertie, But heſwelling in their humbleneſle, (like a

knowing humanitie , cauſed their heads ro be ſtriken off, by the aduice ofhis enui- 
ous Counſellour (who now hated them ſo much the more as heforeſawe their ha 
pineſſe in hauing ſuch, and ſo fortunate maiſters) andſenr them with vnroyall re- 
proches to Mu/idorms and Pyroeles, as if theyhad done traiteroullie, and not heroj- 
cally in killing his tyrannicall couſin, | ED 

- | But that iniurie went beyond all degree of reconcilement; ſo that they makin 
forces in Phrygia( a kingdome whollic at their commandement, by the louc of the 
people, and gratefulneſle of the king) they entred his countrie 3-and whollie con» 
quering ir (with fiich deeds as ar leaft Fame ſaid were excellent) rooke the king;8: 
by Muſidorws commandement(Pyrocles heart more enclining to pitie)he was laine 2 5 
ypon the tombe of their two true ſeruants; which they cauſed to be made for them 
with royall expences, and notable workmanſhip to preſeruetheir dead lives.

Among thereſt,two brothers ofhuge both greatneſle and force,therefore com- 
monlie called Giants, who kept themſelues ina caſtle ſeated vponthe top of a rock 
impregnable, becauſe there was no comming ynto it but by one narrow path, 
where one mans force was able to keepe downe an armie, Theſe brothers had 2 
while ſerued the king of Ponrws, andin all his affaires(eſpeciallic ofwarre, where- 
unto they were only apt) they had ſhewed asvnconquered courage, fo atude faith- 
fulneſſe: being men indeed by nature aprerto the faults of rage, then of deceit; nor 5 
greatly ambitious, more then tobe well and vprightly dealt with ; rather impati- 
cntofiniurie , then delighted with more then ordinarie curteſiesz andin iniuries/ 
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more ſenſible of ſmart orloſle;then of reproch or difgrace.Theſe men being ofthis 
nature (and certainely jewels toa wiſe man, conftdering what indeed/ wonders 
they were able to pertourme)yet were diſcarded by that vnworthy Prince,after ma- 
nienotable deſerts, as not worthie the holding. Which was the more euidenrto 
5 them; becauſe it ſodainlie fell from anexcefle of fauour, which (manic examples 
hauing taught them) neuer ſtopt his race till it came to an headlong ouerthow:they 
full of rage,rctired themſelues vnto this caſtle: wherethinking nothing iuſter then 
reuenge,, nor more noble then the effectes of anger, that(according to thenature) 
fullof inward brauerie and fierceneſle, ſcarcelie inthe glaſſe of reaton, thinking ir 
I ſelfe faire,but when it is terrible, they immediatly gaue themlelues to make all the 
countric about them (ſubie& rotharking)to ſmart tortheir Lords follic: nor caring 
howinnocent they were, but rather thinking the more\innocent they were, the 
more it ceſtified rheir ſpite , which they deſired to manifeſt, And withvſe of euill, 
growing more and more euill, they rooke delight in flaughter, and pleaſed them- 
I5 {clues in making others wracke the eftect of their power : fo thatwhere in thetime 
that they obeyed a maiſter, their angerwas aſeruiceable power of the mind to do - 
publike good; fo now vnbrideled, and blind tudge of itlelte , it made wickedneſle 
violent, and praiſedirfſelfe in excellencie of miſchicte; almoſt rothe rwine of the 
countrie , not greatly regarded by their careleſle and loucleſle king; Tillnow theſe 
20 Princes finding them fo fleſhed in crueltie;, asnotto be reclaimed FAecretly\vn der- 
rooke the matter alone :for accompanied they wouldnot haue ſuftered them to 
haue mounted; and ſo thoſe great fellowes ſcornefullic receiuing them, as fooliſh 
birds fallen into their net, itpleaſed the eternall iuſticeto make them ſuffer death.

It were thepart of averic idle Orator toſer forththe niibers of well deviſed ho- 
nors done vnto them:but as high honor is not onlie gotten and borne by.paine and 
danger,but muſtbe nurſt by the like,or elſe vaniſhethas ſoone as it appeares to the 
world: ſo the naturall hunger thereof (which was in Pyroc/es ) (uftered him notto

Bur as Zelmane was comming to the latter end of her ſong, ſhee might ſee the 
ſame water-ſpaniell which before had hunted, come & ferch away one of Philocleas 
gloues; whole fine proportion , ſhewed well what adaintic gueſt was wont there 15 
to be lodged. It was a delight to Ze/mane, toſcethatthe dogge was therewith de- 
lighted , and ſo let him go alittle way withall, who quickly caried it our of fight a- 
mong certaine trees and buſhes,which were verie cloſe together. Bur by and by he 

came againe,and amongſt the raiments (Miſo and Hopſa being preparing ſheets 
againſt their coming out)the dog lighted vponalirrle booke of four or five leaues 16 
of paper,and was bearing that away too.But then Zelmazxe (not knowing what im- 
portance it might be of)ran after the dog,who going ſtreight tothoſe buſhes , ſhe 
might ſee the dog deliuer it toa Gentleman who ſecretly lay there . But ſhe haſtily 
comming in,the Gentleman rofe vp,& witha curteous (though ſad) countenance 
preſented himſelfe vato her. Zelmanescies ſtreight willed herminde to marke him: 25 
or ſhe thought,in her life ſhe had neuer ſeene a man ofa more goodly preſence, in 
whom ſtrong making tooke not away delicacie, nor beautic hierceneſle : being in- 
deed ſucharightmanlike man,as Nature oftenerring , yet ſhewesſhe would faine 
make.Bur when ſhe had a while(not without admiratton ) viewed him, ſhe deſired 
him to deliver backe the gloue andpaper, becauſe they were the Ladie Philocleas; +9 by 
telling him withall,thatſhe would notwillingly letthem know of his cloſe lying in 
that prohibired place, while they were bathing themſelues 3 becauſe ſhee knew 
they would be morrally offended withall, Faire Ladie (anſwered he) the worſt of 
the complaint isalready paſſed,ſincel feele of my fault in my ſelfe the puniſhment, 
Bur for theſe things aſſure you,it was mydogs wanton boldnes, not my preſump- 35 
tion. Vith that he gaue her backe the paper: But tor rhe gloue (ſaid he) ſinceit is 
my Ladie Phi/ocleas, giue me leaue to keepeit,fincemy hart cannotperſwade it ſelf 
to part from it, And Ipray youtell the Lady (Lady indeedof al} my deſires ) that 
owes it, thatT willdire& my life to honour this glove with ſeruing her. O villaine 
(criedout Zelmane,madded with finding an vnlooked-for Riuall,andthathe would 
make her a meſſenger) diſpatch (faid ſhe) anddeliuer it; or bythe life of her that 
owes it, L wil make thy ſoule(though too baſe aprice)pay forit. And with that drew 
out her ſword, rhich(amazon-like)ſhe ever ware about her:The Gentleman reti- 
redhim ſelfinto an open place fro among the buſhes; &thendrawing out his too,

A hard caſe (ſaid he) roreach my ſword thar leſſon, 
which hath euer vſedto turne ir ſelfetoa ſhield in a Ladies preſence . But Ze/mane , 
harkening to no more wordes, began with ſuch witrie furie ro purſue him with 
blowes and thruſts , that Nature and Vertue commanded the Gentleman to looke . 
to his ſaferic.Yerſtill courteſie, that ſeemed incorporate in his heart, would not be 
perſwaded by daunger to offer any offence, but only to ſtand vpon the beſt deten- 
flue gard he could; ſomrimes going backe, being content inthar reſpect to rake on 
the "on of cowardiſe; ſomtime with ſtrong and well-met wardes ; ſomtime cun- 
ning auoidings of his body;and ſomrtimes faining ſome blowes,which himſelfpuld 
backe before they needed to bewithſtood . And ſo with play did he a; good while 
fight againſt the fight of Ze/mane who(more ſpiced with that curteſie, that one that 
didnothing thould be able roreſiſt her) burned away with choller any motions, 
which might grow out of her own ſweet diſpotition,, determining to killhim if he 
fought no berrer; and ſo redoubling her blowes,draue the ſtrangerto no other ſhift 
then to ward,8& go backe; at that time ſeeming the image of innocencie againſt vi- 
olence, Bur at length he found,that bothin publike 8& priuate reſpects, who ſtands 
only vpo defence, ſtands vpo no defence:for Ze/mane iecming to ſtrike at his head, 
and he going to ward it, withall ſtept back as he was accuſtomed,ſhe ſtopt her blow 


in the aire,and ſodainly turning the point,ran full arhis breaſt; ſoas he was driven 


with the pomell of his ſword(hauing noother weapon of deterice to beat it downe: 
but the thruſt was ſo ſtrong, that he couldnot ſo wholy beate it away, but that it 
met with his thigh , thorow which it ranne . But Ze/maze retiring her ſworde,and 


25 ſeeing his bloud , victorious anger was conquered by the before-conquered pitriez 
and harrily ſorie, and guen aſhamed with her ſelfe ſhe was , conſidering how little 
he had done, who well ſhe found could haue done more. In ſo much that ſhe faid, 
truly Iam forie for your hurt, but your ſelfe gaue the cauſe , both in refuſing to de- 
liver the gloue, and yetnot fighting as I know you could haue done. But (ſaid ſhe)

This Prince(while yet the errors in his nature were excuſed bythe greeneneſſe of 


his youth , which tooke all the faultvpon itſelfe) loued a priuate mans wife of the 
principall City of that kingdome, if that may bee called loue , whichhe rather did 
rak2 into himſelfe willingly,then by which he was taken forcibly, It ſufficerh, that 
the yong miperſwaded himſelfhe loued her:the being a womi beamitull enough 

» ifit be poſſivle,that the only outſidecan iuſtly entitle a beauty . But finding ſuch a 
chaſe as only fl:d to bee caught,the young Prince brought his aftetionwith her to 

that point, which ought to engrauexemorſe in her hart,& to paint ſhame vpon her

the 01d goucrneſle of Dane is painted , when ſhe ſuddenly ſaw the Por ſhowre, 20 


O heauenly woman, or carthly Goddeſle ( ſaydhe) letnot my preſence be odious 
vnto you.nor my humble fuite ſeem of ſmall weight in your eares. Vouchſafe your 
cies ro deſcend ypon this miſerable old mi, whoſe life hath hitherto bin maintayned 
but roſerue as an encreaſe of your beautifull triumphs. Youonly haue ouerthrowne 
me,& in my bondage conſiſts my glory.Suffer not your own worke to be deſpiſedof 25 
you, but looke vpon him with pitty,whoſe life ſerues for your praiſe. Zelmane ( kee- 
ping a countenance aſcanſes,ſhe vnderſtood him not ) told him, It becameher euill 
toſuffer ſuch exceſſive reuerEccofhim, bur that it worſe became her tocorre him, 
to'whom the owedduety: that the opinion ſhe had of his wiſdome was ſuch,as made 
hereſteeme greatly oft his words; but that the words themſclues ſounded fo, as ſhe 30 
could not imagine what they might intend.

Bur Philocles( whoſe delight of hearing and ſeeing was before a ſtay from 
interrupting her)gaue her ſelfe to be ſeene vnto her,with ſuch a lightning of beauty 
vpon Zelmane, that neither ſhe could looke on, nor would looke off. Arlaſt Philo- 
clea(hauing alitle muſed how, to curthe threede cuen, betweene herowne hope- 
leſſe affe&tion,and her fathers vnbridled hope) with eyes, cheekes, and lips (where- 
ofeachſang theirpart ,ro make vp the harmonie of baſhfulneſle ) began ro ſay, 
My Father to whom I owe my ſelfe,and therefore, when Zelmane(maki nga woma- 
niſh habite to be the Armour of her boldneſle,giuing vp her life tothe lips of Phj- 
hecles, and taking it againe by the ſweereneſle of thoſe kiſſes ) humbly beſought 
her to keepe her ſpeach for awhile within the Paradiſe of her mind . For well thee 
knew her fathers errand , who ſhould ſoone recciue a ſufficientanſwere .

breake my heart) compellme, not only roembrace the ſmallelt time, but to paſle 
by the reſpects due vnto you, in reſpeCt of your poorecaitifes life, who is now , or 
neuerto be preſerued. I do therefore vowvnto you, hereafter neuer moreto omir 
all dutifull forme : do you only now vouchfafe to heare the matter ofa minde moſt 
perplexed. If euer the ſound of Loue haue come to your eares , or if euer you haue 
vnderſtood, what force ithath had to conquer the ſtrongeſt hearts, and change 
the moſt ſerledeſtates: receiue here an example of thoſe itrange Tragedies; one, 
that in himſe!fe containeth rhe particularities of all thoſe misfortunes ; and from 
hencefoorth belecue that ſuch a thing may be, ſince you ſhall ſee it is, You ſhall ſee 


20 (1 ſay) aliuing image, and apreſent ſtory of what Louc can doe, when he is bentto 


ruine, 

But alas , whither goeſt thou my tongue > orhow doth my heart conſent to ad- 
uenture the revealing his neereſttouching ſecret? Bur peace Feare, thou commelt 
too late, when already the harmeis taken. Therefore Ilay againe, 6 onely Prin- 
ceſle, attend here a miſerable miracleof affetion. Beho!d here betore your eyes 
Pyrocles, Prince of Macedon , whom you onely haue brought ro this game of For- 
tune, and vnufed Meramorphoſis : whom you onely haue made neglect his countrie, 
forgethis father, and laſtly , forſake to bee Pyrocles: the ſame Pyrocles , who(you - 
heard )was betrayed by:being pur in aſhippe, which being burned , Pyrocles was 


» drowned.O moſt true preſage for thefe' traytors , my eyes, putting meinto a thip 


d 


of Deſire, which dayly burneth, thoſe eyes ( Ifay) which betraied me, will never 
leauerillchey haue drowned me. Butbenot, bee not { moſt excellent Ladie ) you 
that Nature hath made to bee the Load-ſtarre of comfo rt, bee not the Rocke of 
ſhipwracke :youwhom vertue hath made the Princeſle of felicitie, bee not the mi- 


5 niſter of ruine : you. whom my-choiſe hath made the Goddeſle of my ſafery , oler 


not,let not, fromyou be powred vpon me deſtrudtion . Your faire face hach manie 
tokens in itofamazement at my words: thinke then what his amazementis, from 
whence they come: fince no words can carry with them the life of the inward fee- 
ling . Idefire, that my deſire may bee waicdin the ballances of Honour, andlert 


, Vertuehold them . For ifthe higheſt Louce in no baſe perſon may aſpire rograce, 


then may Thope your beautic will not be withpittie. If otherwiſe you bee (alas bur 
crit be ſo) refolued, yet ſhall not my death bee comfortleſle , receiuing it by your 
ſentence. | "268 

The ioy which wrought into Pygmalions mind , while hee found his beloued, 


4 image was ſofter,and warmer inhis tolded armes.till at length iraccomplithed his 


gladneſſe with a perfe&t womans ſhape(ſtil beaurified with the former perteRions,) 
was euenſuch, as by cach degree of Zelmanes words crecpingly entred into hylo- 
les: till her pleaſure was fully made vp with the manifeſting of his being; which

was ſuch as in hope did ouercome_Hope.. Yer Doubt would faine haue playd his 
partin hermind, andcald in queſtion, how ſhe ſhould bee aſſured that Zelmane 
was Procles,But Loue ſtreight ſtood vp and depolſed,that alie could not come from 
the mouth of Zelmane. Belides,a certaine ſparke of honour, which roſe in her well- 
diſpoſed mind,made her feare to be alone with him , with whom alone ſhe deſired 5 
to be(with all che other contradictions _ in thoſe minds, which neither ab- 
ſolutely clime the rocke of Vertue, nor freely {inke into the ſea of Vanity) bur that 
ſparke ſoone gaue place , oratleaſt gaue nomore light in her mind, thena candle 
doth in the Sunnes preſence, Buteuen ſicke with a ſurfertioy, and fearefull of ſhe 
knew notwhat(as he that newly finds huge treaſures,doubrs whether he fleep ornoz 10 
or like a fearetull Deere , which then lookes moſt about,when he comes to the beſt 


. feede ) with aſhrugging kind of tremor through all her principall parts, ſhe gaue 


theſe afteionate words for anſwer . Alas, how painetull a thing it is to a deuided 
mind to make a well-ioyned anſwer ? how hard it is tobring inward ſhame toout- 
ward confeſſion? andwhat handſomneſſe-rrow you can be obſerved in that ſpeech, 15 
which is made one knowes not to whom ? Shall I ſay 0 Zelmane? Alas your words 
be againſt it, Shall I ſay Prince Pyrocles?wretch thar I am,your ihew is manifeſt a- 
gainſt it, Butthis, this I may well lay; It had continuedas I ought, / hiloclea, you 
hadeitherneuer bene, or cuer bene Ze/mane:you had either neuer attempted this 
change,ſet on with hope,or neuer diſcouered it,ſtopt with deſpaire, But I teare me, 29 


' my behauiour il] governed , =_ you the firſt comfort: I feare me,my affeQion ill 


hid,hath giuen youthis laſt aſſurance: I feare indeed,the weakeneſle of my gouern- 
ment before , madeyouthinke ſuch a maske would be gratefull vato me: andm 
weaker governmentſince, makes you to pull off the vifar, Vhart ſhall Idoo then? 
ſhall I ſecke far-ferched inuentions ? ſhall I labour to lay marble colours ouer my 25 
ruinous thoughts?or rather,though the pureneſle of my virgin-mind be ſtained,let 
me keepe the true ſimplicity of my word. Lrue it is,alas too true it is,0 Ze/mane(for 

ſo [ love to call thee,fince inthat name my loue firſt began, and in the ſhade of that 
name my loue ſhall beſt lie hidden.) that euen while fo thou wert ( whateye be- 


' witched me [know not) my paſſions werefitter to deſire, then to be deſired. Shall I ; 9 


fay then,l am ſory, or that my lJoue muſt be turned to hate, fincethou art turned to 
Pyrocler how may that well bee, ſince when thou wert Ze/mane, the deſpaire thou 
mighteſt not bethus, did moſt rorment me. Thou haſt then the victory: vſe it with 
vertue.Thy vertue wan mezwith vertuepreſeruc me. Dooſt thou loue me? keepe me 
then ſtill worthy to be beloued. 3 
Then held ſhe her tongue, and caſt downeaſelf-accuſing looke,finding,that in * | 
her lelfe ſhe had ( as it were )thotoutof the bow of her affeQtion, amore quicke 
opening of her mind, then ſhe minded to haue done. But Pyrocles ſocaried vp with 
ioy,that he did not enuy the Gods felicity, preſented her with ſome jewels of right 
princely value, as ſome little tokens of his loue , and quality: and withall ſhewed 40 
herlerters from his father king Ewarchus , vnto him, which cuen in the Sea had a- * 
mongſt his iewels bin preſerued. Burt little needed thoſe proofes toone, who wold 


-hauefalle our with her ſelf,rather then make any contrary conieCtures to Ze/manes 


ſpeeches;ſorhatwith ſuch imbracements,as it ſeemed their ſoules deſiredto meer, 
and their harts to kifle,astheir mouthes did: which fainePyrocles would haue lealed 45 
with the chiefe armes of his deſire, but Philociea commanded the contrary; and yet 


 theypaſſed the promiſe of mariage. | 
*- Andthen at Fhilocleas intreaty , who. was willing to purloine all occaſions of 


remayning

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remaining with Zelmane , ſhe told her the ſtorie ofher life, fro thetime of their de- 
parting from Erona,for the reſt ſhe had already vnderſtood of her ſiſter. For(faid ſhe) 


[ haue vnderſtood, how youfirſt in the companie of your noble coulin Ma/idorus, - 


partedfrom Theſſalie, andot diuerſe aduentures, which with no more danger then 
gloric you paſſed through, till your comming tothe ſuccour of the Queene Erong; 
and the end of that warre (you might perceiue by my ſelte ) I had vnderſtood of the 
Prince P/angws. But what lince was the courſe of your doings, vntill you came, after 

ſo many victories, to make a conqueſt of poore me, that I know nor, the fame 
thereot hauing rather ſhewed it by peeces, then deliuered any ful forme ofit, Ther- 
fore,deare Pyrocles (for what can my earcs be lo ſweetly fed with, as to heare you of 
you) be liberall vnto me of thoſe things, which haue made you indeed precious to 
the world , and now doubtnot to tell of your perils, tor ſince I haue you heere our 
of them, euen the remembrance of them is pleaſant. Pyrocles eaſily perceived ſhe 
was content with kindneſſe,to pur off occaſion of further Lindneſſe

; wherein Loue 


15 ſhewed himſelfe a cowardly boy , that durſt not attempr for feare of oftending. Bur 


rather Loue proued himſelfe valiant , ;at durſt with the ſwordof reuerent dutic 
gaine-ſtand the force of ſo manic enrageddefires , Bur fo itwas, thatthough hee 
knew this diſcourſe was to entertaine him from a more ſtraight parley, yet he durſt 
not but kiſſe his rod,& gladly make much of that entertainement which ſhe alotred 
26 vnto him: & therefore wich a deſirous {igh chaſtening his breaſt for too much deſt- 
ring : Sweet Princeſſe of my life (ſaid he) what Trophees , what Triumph, what 
Monuments, what Hiſtories might cuer make my fame yeeld fo ſweer a Muſike to 
my cares, as that it pleaſeth youto lend your minde to the knowledge of any thing 
touching Pyrocles, onely therefore of value, becauſc he is your Pyroc/es > And ther- 
25 fore grow I now ſoproud, as to thinke it worth the hearing , ſince you vouchſafe to 
giueitthehearing. Therefore (onelic height ofmy hope) vouchſafe toknow , that 
after the death of T jridates,andſcrling Erongin her gouernment, for ſetled we left 
her, howſocuer {ince (as I perceined be your ſpeech the laſt day) the vngratefull 
treaſon of her ill-choſen husband ouerthrew her(athing in truth neuer til this tima 
30 by meeither hcard, or ſuſpected) for who could thinke, without hauing ſuch a mind 
as Antiphilus, that ſo greata beautie as Eronas (indeed excellent) could not haue 
held his affection? ſogreat goodneſle could not haue bound Ee ? and 
ſo high aduauncement could not hauefatisfied his ambition ? But therefore true 
itis, that wickedneſſe may well be compared to a bottomleſſepit, into which it is 
35 farrecaſier to keepe ones ſelfe from falling, then being fallen,to giue ones ſelfe any 
. Ray from falling infinitely, But for my couſin and me, vpon this cauſe we parted 
from Erona. ; 


Euardes ( the braue and mightie Prince, whom it was my fortune tokill in the * 


combat for Erona) had three Nephewes, ſonnes to a ſiſter of his; all three ſer a- 
40 mong the foremoſt rankes of Fame for great minds to attempt, and'greart force to 
perfourme what they did attempt, eſpecially the eldeſt , by name £Anaxine , to 
whom all men would willinglie haue yeelded the height of praiſe , bur that his na- 
ture was ſuch , as to beſtow it vpon himſelte, before any could _ For of ſo vn- 
ſupportable a pride he was, that where his deedes might well ſtirre enuie , his de- 
45 meanour did rather breed diſdaine. And if itbe true thatthe Gyants euer made war 
* © againſt heauen,he had bene a fit enſigne-bearer for that company. For nothing ſee- 
med hard tohim,though impoſſible ;and nothing vniuſt, while his liking was his 
lultice, Now he in cheſs wars had flatly refuſed his aid;becauſe he could not brooke,

| that the worthy Prince Plangwe was by his choſen Tridates preferred before him. 
= Forallowing no other weights, but the ſword and ſpeare iniudging of. deſert, how 
much he eſteemed himſelte before Plangre in that, ſo much wouldhe haue had his 
allowance in his ſeruice. | | 
Hi Butnow that he vnder{tood that his vncle was flaine by me, I think rather ſcorne 5 
_ thatanyſhould kill his vncle, then any kindnefle (an vn-vſed gueſt to an arrogant 
ſoule ) made him ſeeke his reuenge; I muſt confeſle in maner gallant enough. For 
heſenta chalenge vnto me tomeet him at a place appointed, inthe confines of the 
| kingdomeof Zyc#a , where he wouldproue vpon me, that I had by ſome treachery 
| ouercomehisvncle, whomelſe many hſidreds ſuch as I, couldnot haue withſtood. 16 
' Youthand ſucceſle made me willing enough to accept anic ſuch bargaine, eſpeci- 
allie, becauſe had heard that your couſin Amphialus (who for ſome years hath vni- 
uerſally borne the nameof the beſtknighrin the world) had diverſe times fought 
with him, andneuer bene able romailter him ; but ſo had ett him, that euery man 
thought Azaxizs in that one vertue of curtefie farre ſhort ofhim, in all other his 15 
match; ©Anaxins (till deeming himſelte for his ſuperiour. Thertfore ro him Iwould 
- and I wouldneeds goalone, becauſe {gl vnderſtood for certaine , he was ; and 
(I muſt confeſle)defirous ro do ſomething ythourthe companie of the incompa- 
rable Prince Muſidorus,becauſe.in my heart Rgcknowledge that I owed more to his 
preſence , then to auy thing in my ſelfe, whatioeuer before I had done. For of him 20 
indeed(as of any worldly cauſe) muſt grant, as received, what euer there is,or may 
be good in me. Heraught me by word, and beſt by example, giuing me in him 1o 
liuely an image of vertue, as ignorance couldnot caſt ſuch miſt over mine eyes, as 
not to ſee, and to loue it, andall with ſuch dearefriendthip and care, as (6 heauen) 
if va how can my lite euerrequite vnto him? which made me indeed find in my felfe ſuch 25 
RX |} | akindofdependingypon him, as without him I found aweakneſle, anda miſtruſt

him. VVhich humour perceiuing toouer-rule me, I ſtraue againit it; not thatI was 
vnwilling to depend vpon him in judgement, but by weakeneſſe I woldnot z which 
thoughic held me to him, made me ynworthie of him. Therfore I'defired his leaue, 3o 
andobrained it; ſuch confidence hee hadin me, preferring myrepuration before 
his own tenderneſle; 8& ſo priuatelie went fro him,he determining(as after Iknew)

him(like ſo manie Eagles vpon an Oxc) were nine Gentlewomen) trulie ſuch , as 
one might wel enough ſay,they were handſome.Each of them held bodkins in their 
hands,wherewithcontinually they pricked him,hauing bene before hand vnarmed 
of anie defence from the walks vpward,but onely of his ſhirt: ſo as the poore man 

5 wept andbled, cried and prayed, while they ſported themſelues in his paine,and de- 
| lighted in his prayers as the arguments of their victorie. 

I was moued to compaihon , and ſo much the more that he ſtraight cald ro me 
for ſuccour, deſiring me atleaſt to kill him , ro delinerhim from thoſe tormenters. 
Bur before my ſelfe could refolue., much leſle any other tel] what Iwou!d refoluc, 

Io there came in cholcrike haſte towards me about ſeuen or eight knights; the fore- 
moſt of which willed me to get me away, and not to trouble the Ladies,while they 
weretaking their duc reuenge , but with ſo ouermaiſtring a maner of pride, as tru- 
lie my heart could not brooke it : and therefore (anſwering them , thathow I would 
haue defended him from the Ladies I knew not, but trom them I would) Ibegan 

15 acombarte firſt with him particularlie, and after his death with the others (that had 
lefſe good maners) iointlie, But ſuch was the end of it, that I kept the field with the 
dcathof ſome, and flight of others. Inſo much as the women ( atraid, whar angrie 
victoric would bring forth) ran all away, ſauing onely one ; who was ſo fletht in ma- 
lice ,thatneither during , nor after the fight, ſhe gaue anie truce to her crueltie, but 

20 ſtill vſed thelitle inſtrument of her great ſpight, to the well witneſt paine of the im- 
patient patient: &was now about toput out his eyes, which all this while were ſpa- 
red , becauſe they ſhould do him the diſcomfort of ſeeing who preuayled ouer him. 
When I came in, andafter much adoe, brought her to ſome conference,(tor ſome- 
time it was before ſhe would hearken, more before ſhe would ſpeake; and moſt, be- 

25 fore ſhe would in her ſpeech leaue off the ſharpe remembrance ofher bodkin) bur 
atlength when I puldoff my head-peece, and humblie entreated her pardon, or 
knowledge why ſhe was cruell; out of breath more with choller(which increaſed in 
his owne exerciſe)then with the paine ſhe tooke, much to this purpoſe ſhe gaue her 
gricfe vnto my knowledge. Gentleman (ſaid ſhe) much it is againſt my will to for- 

30 beare any time the executing of my iuſt reuenge vpon this naughty creature,a man . 
innothing, but in deceiuing women. But becauſe Ice you are young, and like e- 
nough to haue the power (ms wold hauethe mind) to do much moremilſchicte ' 
then he, I am content vpon this bad ſubiect to reade a lecture to your vertue. 

This man called Pamphilus,in birth I muſt confeſle is noble (but what is that ro 

35 him, if it ſhall be a ſtaine tohis dead anceſtors to hane left ſuchan oft-ſpring) in 
ſhape as you ſee, not vncomely (indeed the fit maske of his diſguiſed falſhood) in 
conuerſation wittily pleaſant, and pleaſantly gameſome; his eyes full of mery ſim- 
plicitie, his words-of heartic companableneſle; and ſuch a one, whoſe head one 
would notthinke ſo ſtayed, as tothinke miſchieuouſlie:delighted in all ſuch things, 

40 which by imparting the delightto others, makes the vſertherofwelcome; as, Mu- 
ſike, Dauncing, Hunting, Feaſting, Riding, and ſuch like. Andto conclude, ſuch a 
one, as who can keepe him at armes end, need neuer wiſh a better companion, Burt 
vnder theſe qualities lies ſuch a poyſonous Adder , as I will tell you , For by thoſe 

_ .. giftsof Nature and Fortune(being in all placesacceptable )hecreepes, nay (to ſay 

45 truly)he flies ſo into the fauour of poore filly women , that I would beroomuch a- 
ſhamed to confeſſe,if I had not revenge in my hand,as well as ſhame in my cheeks, 
For his hart being wholie delighted in deceiuing vs, we.couldneuer be warned, but 
rather one bird caught, ſerued for a ſtale to bring in more. For the more he gat, the .

more ſtill he ſhewed, thathe (as itwere) gaue away to his new millreſſe , when hee 
betrayed his promiſes tothe former. The cunning of his flatterie, the readineſſe of 
his teares,the infiniteneſſe of his vowes, were but among the weakeſt threeds of his 
net. Bur the ſtirring our owne paſſions , and by the entrance ofthem, to make him- 
ſelfe Lord of our torces; there lay his Maiſters part of cunning , making vs now $ 
jealous, now enuious , now proud of what we had , deſirous of more; now giving 


- onethetriumph , toſce him that was Prince of many, Subie&toher z now with 


an eſtranged looke, making her feare the loſſe of that mind , which indeed could 
neuer be had :. neuerceafing humbleneſle and diligence, till he had imbarked vs in 
ſome ſuch diſaduantage , as we could not returne drie-ſhod ; &then ſodainly aty-

rant , but a craftie tyrant. For ſo would he vſe his imperiouſneſle, that we had a de- 


' lightfullfeare &an awe, which madevs lothto loſe our hope. And,which is ſtran- 


geſt (when ſometimes with late repentance 1 thinke of it) I muſt conleſſe , even in 
the greateſt tempeſtofmwy iudgement was I neuer driven to thinke himexcellent 
andyetſo couldſctmy mind, both toget and keep him, as though therein had laine 
my felicitie; like them I haue ſeene play at the ball, growextreamely carneſt, who 
ſhould have the ball, and yet eueric one-knew it was but a ball. But in end, the bit- 
rer ſauce of the ſport was, thatwe hadeither our hearts broken with ſforow, or our 
eſtates ſpoyled with being at his direction , or our honours for euer loſt, partly by 
our owne Pules, but principally by his faultie viing of our faultes. For neuer was 29 
there manthat could with more ſcornefull eyes behold her, at whoſe feete hee had 
lately laine , nor with a more vnmanlike braueric vic his tongue to her diſgrace 
which lately had ſung toners of her prailes : being ſonaturally inconſtanr, as | Fn, 
uell his ſoule findes rot ſon way to kill his bodie, whereto ithad bene ſo long wni- 
ted, For ſo hath he dealt with vs (vnhappy fooles) as wee could neuer tell, whether , 
he made greater haſte after he Dnce liked,to enioy, or afterhe once enjoyed, to for- 
ſake. But makinga glorie of his owne ſhame, it delighted himto be challenged of 
ynkindneſle : itwas a triumph vnto him to haue his mercie called for : & he thought 
the freih colours of his beautic were painted in nothing ſowell, as in the ruines of 
his louers: yetſofarre had we engaged our ſelues (vnfortunare ſoules) that we li-

\ ſtednot complaine, ſince our complaints couldnot but carie the greateſt accuſati- ; 


onto our ſelues. Bur cueric of vs(cach for her ſelfe) laboured all means how to reco- 
uer him,while he rather dayly ſentvs companions of our deceit, then everreturned 
in any ſound & faithfull maner, Tillatlength he concluded all his wrongs with be- 
trothinghimſelfe to one (I muſt confeſſe ) worthie to be liked, if any worthineſſe 
might excuſe ſo vnworthy achangeableneſle; leauing vs nothing but remorſe for ” 
what was paſt, and deſpaire of what might follow, Then indeed the commonin- 
jurie made vs all ioyne in fellowſhip , whorill that time, hademployedour ende- 
uours one againſt the other, For we thought nothing was a more condemning of 
vs, thenthe iuſtifying of his louc to her by mariage: then Deſpaire made Feare yali- 
ant, andReuenge gaue Shane countenance: whereupon , we ( thatyou ſawe here) F 
deuiſed how to get himamog vs alone : which he(ſuſpeCing no ſuch marter ofthe, 
whom he had by often abuſes, he thought , made tame to bee ftill abuſed) eaſilic

And a man may ſee, cuen inthis , how ſoone Rulers growproud, and in their 
pride fooliſh: he came with ſuchan authority among vs, as if the Planets had done 
enough for ys, thar by vs once he had bene delighted. And when we began in cur- 
teous maner,one after the other,to lay his vnkindneſle vnto him, he ſeeing himſelfe 
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confronted by ſo many (like a reſolute Orator)went not to deniall, but to iuſtifie his 
crucll falſhood,& all with ſuch ieſts,8 diſdainfull paſlages,thart ifthe iniurie could 
not be made greater, yet were qurconceits made the apter to apprehendir, 
Among other of his anſwers (torſooth) I ſhall neuer forget, how he woldproue 
' itwasno inconſtancie tochaungefrom one loue to another, buta grear-conſtan- 
cie 3 and contraric,that which we call conſtancie, tobe moſt changeable, For (ſaid 
he) I euerloued my delight, and delighted alwayes in what was louclic: and where-. 
ſoeuer I found occaſion to obtaine that, I conſtantly followed it. But theſe conſtant 
| fooles you ſpeakeof, though their Miſtreſle grow by ſickneſle foule, or by fortune 
miſerable, ver {till will loue her, and fo commit the abſurdeſt inconſtancie that 
may be, in chaurging their loue from faireneſſe to foulneſle.;and from lowlincſle 
to his contraric 3 like one rot content to leaue a friend, but will ſtraight give over 
himſelfeto his mortall enemie : where I (whom you call inconſtant) am' euer con- 
ſtant; ro Beauric, in-others ; and Delightin myſelfe . Ando in this iollic ſcofing 
I5 braueric he went ouer vs all, ſaying he lefrone, becauſe ſhe was ouer-wayward : a- 
nother. becauſe the was too ſoone wonne : a third, becauſe ſhe was not merie e- 
nough: a fourth, becauſe the was ouer gameſome: the fift, becauſe ſhe was growne 
with gricfe ſubiect ro ſickneſle :the fixt, Fecauſe ſhe was fo fooliſh, as to be icalous 
ofhim:the ſeuenth, becauſe ſhe had refuſed tocarie a letter for him to another that 
20 heloued:the eight, becaule ſhe was not ſecrer:the ninth, becauſe ſhe was notſiberal; 
bur to me,who am named Dzao, and indeed have mer witha falſe Aeneas, rome, 
fay(6the vngrateful villanie) he could find no other tault ro obieR,burthar(perdie) - 
he met with manie fairer, | | : 

But when he had thus plaid the careleſſe Prince, we (hauing thoſe ſeruants of 

25 ours inreadineſſe, whomyoulately ſo manfully overcame) laid hold of him; be- 
ginning at firſt bur that trifling revenge, in whichyoufound vs bulie 3bur meaning 
afterwards to haue mangled him fo, as ſhould haue loſt his credite foreucrabuſing 
more, But as you haue made my fellowesflie away, ſo for my partthe greatneſle of 
his wrong over ſhadowes, in my judgement the greatneſle of any daunger. For was 

30 itnotenough for him to haue deceiued me, and through the deceit abuſed me,and 
after the abuſe forſaken me, but that he muſtnow, ofall the companie, and before 
allthe company, lay want of beauty to my charge? Many fairer? I trow even in your 
iudgement, Sir, (if your eyes do not beguile me)not many fayrerz and {know (who- 
ſocuer ſayes the contrary) there are not many fayrer. And of whom ſholdI receiue/ 

35 this reproch, but of him , who hath beſt cauſe to know there are not manie fayrer ? 
And therefore howſocuer my fellowes pardon his iniuries, for my part Iwilleuer 
remember , and remember to reuenge this ſcorne of all ſcornes. With, that ſhe ro 
him afreſh; and ſurely would haue put out his eyes ( who lay mute for ſhame, if he 
didnor ſometimes criefor feare ) if Thad not leapt from my horſe, and minging 

40 force with intreaty,ſtayed her fury, 

But while I was perſiwading her to meekeneſle, comes anumber ofhisfriends,to 
whom he forthwith cried, that they ſhould kill that woman, that had thus betrayed 
and diſgraced him. But then I was faine to forſake the enſigne, vnder which Thad 
before ſerued,and ro ſpend my vttermoſt force in the proreRing of the Lady;which 

45 ſowell preuayled for her,rharin endthere wasa fairhtul peace promiſed of all ſides, 
Ahd fo leauing her ir aplace of ſecurity (as ſhe thought) went on my journey to- 
wards Anaxius, forwhom [ was faine toſtay two dayesin the appointed place,hee 
diſdaining to waite for me, till he was ſure I werethere.

I didpaticntly abide hisangrie pleaſure, til about thar ſpace oftime hecamein- 
deed , according to promiſe) alone: and(that Imaynot ſay too litle , becauſc he is 
wont to ſay too much) lixe a man, whoſe courage was apt to clime ouer,any daun- 
ger. And aſſoone as eucr he came neare me, in fir diſtance for his purpole, hee 
with much furic,(but with furie $kilfullic guided) rad vpon me; which I (inthe beſt 5 
fort I could) reſiſted, hauingkepr'my ſelte readie for him, becauſe] had vnderſtood 
thar he obſeruced few complemetrs in matter of armes, but ſuch as a proud anger did 
indite vato him. And fo putting our horſes into a full carcere, we hir _ other 
vpon the head with our Launces: I thinke he felt my blow, for my part (I muſt con- 
feſle) Incuer recciued the like: bur I thinke though my ſenſes were aſtoniſhed, my x9 


mind forced them to quicken themſclues,becaule I had learned of him, how litle fa- 


uour he is wont to ſhew in any matter of aduantage. And indeed he was turncd,and 
comming vpon me with his ſword\drawne , both our ſtaucs hauing bene broken at 
that encounter: but [ was fo readie to an{were him, thattrulie I knownot who gaue 
the firſt blow. But wholocuer gaue the firſt, was quicklic ſeconded by the ſecond. 15 
And indeed (cxcellenteſt Ladie) I muſt ſay trulie, for a time itwas well fought be- 
rweene vs 3 he vndoubredlic being of ſingular yalour, (Iwould ro God it were not 
abaſedby his roo much loftineſle ) butas bythe occafion of the combate, winning 
and loſing ground, wechaunged places, his horſe hapned to come vpon the poinr 


of the broken ſpeare , which fallen to the ground, chauncedto ſtand vpward, foas 20 | 


itlighting vpon his heart,the horſedied, He driuen todiſmount, threarned, if Idid 
notthe like, rodo as much for my horſe, as fortune had done for his. But whether 
for that, or becauſe I would not be beholding to Fortune for any part of the vito- 

ric, I deſcended. So began our foot-tight inſuch ſort that we were well entred to 
bloud of both fides,when there comes by that m__ Pamphilus , whom I had 25 
deliuercd (calie to be knowne, for he was bare-faced )witha dozen armed men af- 
ter him ; butbefore himhe had Dido (that Ladie , who had moſt ſharpely puniſhed 
him) riding vpon apalfrey,hefollowing her with moſtvnmanlike cruckie; beating 
her with wands he had in his hand ,ſhe crying for ſenſe of paine , or hope of ſuc- 
cour : which was ſo pitifull afight vnto me, that itrmoued me to require C124xim 30 
to deſerreour combateti}l another day , and now topertormethe duties of knight- 
hood in helping this diſtreſſed Lady. Eut he that diſdainesto vbey any thing but | 
his paſſion (which he cals his mind ) bad me leaue off that thought; butwhen hee 
had killed me , hewould then (perhaps) go to her ſuccour. But I well finding the 
fight would belong berweene vs (longing in my heart ro deliner the poore Drao) 35 


- giuinghim ſogreat ablowe , as ſomwhart ttayed him,(ro terme it aright) 1 flatly ran

_ away fromhimrowardmy horſe, who trorting afterthe company, in mine armour, 
- T was putto ſome paine, bur that vſe made me nimble vnro ir. But as I followed 


my horſe, Anaxtus followed me; but his proud heart did fo diſdaine that exer- 
cile , that I had quickly ouer-runne him, and overtaken my horſe; being (\I muſt 46 
confeſle ) aſhamed-ro ſee a number of countrie folkes , who happened to'paſſe 
thereby , who hallowed and howted after me as atthe arranteſt.-coward that cuer 
ſhewed his ſhoulders to his enemic. But whenl had leapt on myhorſe (with ſuch 


ſpeedy agility,thar they all cried;O ſee how feare giues him wings)I turned to Ana- 


xi and aloud promiſed him to retumne hither againe,as ſoonas I had relieved the 45 
iniuried Lady,Buthe rayling at me, withall the baſe words angric contempt could 
endite;I {aid no more, but, Anaxiws, aſſure thy ſelf,I ncither feare thy force,nor thy 
Opinion. And ſo viing no weapon of aknight as at that time but my "ey I ranne 
inmy knowledge after Pamphilws, but in all their conceits irom Anexime , which as

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far as Icouldheare, I mightwell hearereſtified with ſuch laughters & games, that 

] was ſome few times moued to turne backeagaine, ; 
| Butthe Ladies miſerie ouer-balanced my reputation ſo that after her I went, and 
with {1x houres hard riding(through ſo wild places , as irwasratherthe cunning of 
5 myhorſe ſomrimes,then of my ielte.ſo rightly to hitthe way)/I ouergatthem a lit- 
tle before night, neere to an old i}-tauoured caſtle,the place where I perceiued they 
meantto performe their vnknightly errand, For there they begantoſtripher ofher 
clothes,when I came in among them, and running through the firſt with alaunce, 
the iuſtneſſeof the cauſe ſo enhabled meagainſt the reſt (tal{e-harted in their owne 
ro wrong doing)thatT had, inas ſhort time almoſt as [ had bene fighting with onely 
to the other world , thatamonglt men ſecretwrongs are notalwaies left vnpuni- 
ſhed. As tor Pamphilis ne hauing once ſeene, & (as it ſhould ſeeme) remembred 
me,cucn from the beginning beganro bein the rereward , & before they had left 
15 fighting, he was too far ofito giue rhemthanks fortheir paines, But whE I had deli- 
uered tothe Ladie a full liberric, both inefteR, &in opinion, (for ſometime itwas 


before ſhe could aſſure her ſelte ſhee was out of their hands , who had laid ſo vehe- 


ment apprehenſion of death vpon her)ſhee then told me, how as ſhe was returning 
roward her fathers,weakely accompanied (as too ſoone truſting tothe falſhood of 
20 reconcilement)Pamphilus had ſet _ her,8& killing thoſe that were with her, car- 
riedher ſelfe by ſuch force,& with ſuch manner as I had ſeene, to this place, where 
he meant in cruell & ſhamefull manner to kill her, in the fight ofher owne Father; 
to whom he had alreadie ſent word of it,that out ofhis caſtle window ( for this ca- 
ſtle,ſhe ſaid, was his) he might haue the proſpeR of his onely childes deſtruftion , if 
25 my comming,whom (ſhe ſaid) he feared ( as ſoone as he knew meby the armour) 
hadnot warranted her from that neere approching crueltie, I was glad Thad done 
ſo good adeede for a Gentlewoman notvnhandfome, whome betore I had inlike 
ſort helped. But the night beginning to perſwadeſomeretiring place, the Gentle- 
woman,cuen out of countenance before ſhe began her ſpeach, much afterthis ma- 
03 ner inuited meeto lodge that night with her father, £1 
Sir ({aid ſhe) how much I owe you , can be but abaſed by words, fince the lite I 
haue,[ hold itnow the ſecond time of you : and therefore needenot offer ſeruice vn- 
ro you, but onely to remember you,that Iam your ſeruant: andI would, my being 
ſo, might any way yeeld any ſmall contentment vnto you. Now onely I can burde- 
35 fireyou ro harbour your ſelfe this night in this caſtle ; becauſe the time requires it; 
and in truth this countrie is verie daungerous for murthering theeues, to truſt a 
fleeping life among them . And yerI muſt confeſſe, that 2s the loue I beare you 
makes me thus inuite you , ſorhe ſame Joue makes me aſhamed to bring: you to 
aplacc, where you ſhal be ſo (not ſpoken by ceremony bur by truth ) miſerably en- 
49 tertairfed, VVith that ſhee told me, that though thee ſpake of her father (whom ſhe 


named Chremes) ſhe would hidenotruth from me, which was in ſumme, that as he 


was of all that region the man of greateſt poſſeſſions(andriches,ſo was he either by 
nature,or ancuillrecciued opinion,giuento ſparing, in ſovnmeaſurable forte, that 
he did not onely barre himſelfe fromthe delightful , but almoſt from the neceſſa- 
45 Tie vie thereof; ſcarcely allowing hi ſelte fitte ſuſtenance of life , rather then he 
would ſpendofthoſe goods for whoſe ſake only he ſeemedto ioy in lite, Which ex- 
rreame dealing ( deſcending from himſelte vpon her ) had eriuen her to- pur 
herſelfe witha great Lady of that countrie , by which occaſion ſhehad ſtumbled

Anaxins,deliuered her frothole injurious wretches : moſt of whom carriednewes.

jos ſuch miſchances,as were little forthe honor either of her,or her familie. Bur 
Owiſe had he ſhewed himſelfe mo ,as while he found his daughter maintained 
wichout his coſt, he was content tobe deafeto any noiſe of infamie: which though 
it had wronged her much more then ſhe deſerued,yet ſhe could not denie, bur ſhe 


' was driyenthereby ta receiue more then decent fauours,She concluded,that there - 5 


at leaſt I ſhould be free from iniuries , & ſhould be aſſured ro her-ward to abound 
as. much inthe true cauſes ofwelcomes,as I ſhould find wantof the effects thereof. 

I, who had acquainted my ſelfe to meaſure the delicacie of foode and reſt , by 
hunger and wearineſle,at that time well ſtored of both, did not abide long entrea- 
tie; bur went with herto the Caſtle : which I found of good ſtrength, hauing a 10 
great mote round about it; the worke of a noble Gentleman, of whoſe vnthriftic 
{onne he had bought it, The bridge drawne vp, where we were faine tocriea good 
while before we could haue aunſwere,and to diſpute a good while before aunſwere 


. would be brought to acceptance, Ar age a willingneſle, rather then a ioy to re- 


cciue his'daughter,whome he had lately ſeen ſo neere death, &an opinion brought 15 
into his head by courſe, becauſe he heard himſelte calleda Father; ratherthen any 
kindneſle rhathe found in his owne hart , madehim take vs in; for my part by that 
time growne ſo weatie offuch entertainment,that no regard of my ſelfe, but onely 
the importunitie of his daughter made me enter. VVhere I was met with this 
Chremes, 2 driucling old fellow, leane, ſhaking bath of head and hands , alreadie 20 


halfe carth,, & yet then moſt greedic of Earth: who ſcarcely would giue methankes 


for what I had done, for feare Iſuppoſe,that thankfulneſſe might haue an introdu- 
ion of reward. But wich a hollow voice,giuing mea falſe welcome, I mightper- 
cciue in hiseye to his daughter,thatit was hardso ſay , whether the diſpleaſure of 
hercompanic did not ouer-way the pleaſure of her owne comming . But on he 25 
brought me;into ſo bare a houſe, that it was the picture of miſerable happineſle, 
and rich beggerie(ſerued onely by a companie ofruſticall villaines, full of ſweat & 
duſt, not one of them other,then a labourer) in ſumme(as he counted it) profitable 
drudgerie : andall preparations both for foode and lodging ſuch , as would make 


one deteſt nigardneſle, it is ſoſluttiſhavice. Histalke of nothing but of his pover- 3o - 


tic, for fearc belike leaſt I ſhould haue proued ayong borrower. In ſumme, ſuch a 
mad,as any enimie could not with him worſe then to be himſclfe , Bur there that 


i . nightbid I the burthen of being atedious gueſtto a loathlome hoſt z ouer-hearing 


him ſometimes bitterly warne his daughter of bringing ſuch coſtly mates vn- 
der his roofe : whichthee gricying at , delired much to know my name, Ithinke 35 
partly of kindnefle . to remember who had done ſome thing for her , and partly, 
becauſe ſhee aſlured her ſelfe I was ſucha one as would make euen his miſer-mind 
contented with what he had done, And accordingly ſhee demaunded my name, 
andeſtare, with ſuch earneſtneſle , that I whome Lone hadnot as then ſo robbed 


meofmy ſclfe, as tobe another then] am, told her dire&tly myname and eondi- 40 


tion; wherof the was no more glad then her father,as I might wel perceiue by ſome 
ill fauoured cherefulnefſe,which then firſt began to wrinkle itſelfe in his face, 

Bur the cauſes of their ioyes were farre different 3 for as the ſhepheard and the 
butcher both may looke ypon one ſheepe withpleafing conceipts , but the ſhep- 
heard with minde toprofit himſelfe by preſeruing ,-the butcher with killinghim: 45

5 terminedto betray me, ſo well deſerving of him tor to have thatwhich he was de-- 


termined neuer to vie, And fo knowing that the next morning Ll was reſolued to go 
tothe place where I had left Anaxiwms, he lent in all ſpeed toa Captaine of a Gurri- 
ſon neere by ; which though it belonged to the King of 1berra,.( yer knowing. the 


Captaines humor to delight ſo inriotous ſpending , as he cared not how he came. 
10 by the meanes to maintaine it) doubted not that tobe halte with him irthe gaine, 


he would play his quarters partin the treaſon , And therelore thatnight agreeing 


ofthe ficte{t places where they might ſi urpriſe me the morning, the old caitiffe was 
rowne ſo ccremonious,as he would needsaccompanie me ſome myles in my way; 

a ſufficient roken to me, if Nature had mademe apt to ſuipect; ſince achurles cur- 

15 tclie rarely comes, bur cither for gaine, or falſhood. Bur I fuſered him to ſtumble 
into that point of good manner: to which purpoſehe came out with all his clownes, 
horſt vpon ſuch cart-iades,and ſo furniſhed,as in good faith Ithought with mylelf, 
ifthat were thrift, I wiſhrnone of my friends or ſubie&seuerto thrive.

(hauing many times torne the vaile of modeſtie ) it ſeemed, for alaſt delight, that! 
ſhedelighted in infamy :which otren the had vied to her husbands thame, tiling, 

all mens cares(burhis)with his reproch ; while he hoodwinkt with kindnefle) ieaff | 
ofall men knew who ſtrake him.Bur her firſt degree was , by ſetting forth her beau- | 
ties,trnely in nature not to be miſliked, but as much aduancedto the eye ,as abaled 
tothe judgement by art)thereby to bring vs (as willingly-caughtiihes) robite ar | 
15 her bair. Aad thereto had ſhee that ſcutchion of her delires ſupported by certaine 
badly-diligent miniſters , who often cloyed oureares with her praiſes, and would 

. needs teach vs a way of felicitie by ſeeking her fauour, But when ſhe found.char we 
were as deafe to them as dumb rouher; then the liſtedno longer {tay mrhe fuburks 

of her foolith deſires,bur directly entxed vponthem ; making her ſelte an impudent 
20 furcr,authorizing herlſelie very much with making vs {ce thar all fauour & power in 
thatrealme,ſo depended vpon her,thatnow (being in herhands) we were either to 
keepe,orloſeour liberty,at her diſcretion; which yeta while the ſo tempted, as that 
we might rather ſuſpect,then ſhethreaten. Bur when our wounds grew to , as that 
they gaue vs [caueto traue!l, & that ſhe found we were purpoſed to vie all meanes 

25 wecould todepartthence, ſhe(with more & more importunatneſle)craued. which 
inall good maners was cither ofvs tobe defired,or not granted. Trucly (moſt faire 
&euery way excellent Lady)you would haue wondred to haue ſeene,how before vs 
ſhe would confeſſe the contentionin her owne minde between that loucly (indeed 
molt louely)brownnefle of Mafidorws his fage,& this colour of mine,which ſhe (in 

z0 the decejuable ſtile of aftetion)would intitle beautifull : how her eyes wandred like 
2a glutton at a feaſt)}from the one rothe other; & how her words would begin halfe 

ot the ſentence to Muſidorus,& end the other halte to Pyrocles: not aſhamed)feing 
the friend{hip berweene vs)to defirecither of vs to be'a mediator tothe other; as if 
we ſhould haue playedone requeſt at Tennis betweene vs: and often wiſhing that 

$5 the mizhr be the angle,where the lines of our friendſhip might meer ; and be the 
knot waich might tic our hearts together. Vhichprocceding of hers I do the more 
largely fer before you(moſt deare Lady)becaufe by the foile thereof, you may tee 

thenobleneſſe of my defire to you, andthe warrantableneſſc of your fauour tome, 

Artrthat Fhiloclea ſmiled, with alittlenod. But(ſaid Pyrocles)when the perceiued 

49 no hope by ſuite to preuaile , then ( perſivaded bythe rage of affeCtion, and en- 
couraged by daring to do any thing ) ſhee found meanes to hane vs acculedto 
the King, as though wee went about ſome practiſe tro ouerthrowe him in his 
owne "oh . Which becauſe of the ſtrange ſucceſſes wee had had in the King- 
domes of Phrigia, Pontus andGulatia) ſeemednot vnlikely to him, who (butskim- 

45 ming anything thartcame before him)was diſciplinedro Jeaue thethrough-hand- 
ling ofall rohis gentle wife : who foorthwith cauſed ys to be purin priſon, hauing 
(while we ſlept)depriued vs of our armes : a priſon, indeed iniurious,becaule apri- 
fon þur els well teſtifying affetion,becauſe 1h al reſpeRs as comodious as a priler: 
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tell ſhe ro ſauce her deſires with threatnings , ſo that we were in a great hy porn 
tie, reſtrained to ſo vaworthie a bondage,and yer reſtrained by loue, which (

miphtbe:and in deede fo placed ,as ſhe might ar all houres (not ſeene by ma- 
ny, though ſhe cared not much how many had ſeene her) come vnto vs , Then

Andhow 5 
much that loue might moue vs, ſomuch, and more that faulrineſle of her mindere- 
moued vs;her beauty being balanced by her ſhameleſneſſe.But that which did(as ir 
were)tie vs in a captiuitie, was,that to grant,had bin wickedly iniurious to him,that 
had faued our lives : and to accuſe a Ladythartloued vs, of her loue vntovs, we e- 
ſteemed almoſt as diſhonorable: and bur by one of thoſe waies. we ſaw no likely- 10 
hood of going out of that place, where the words would be inturious to your cares, 
which ſhould expreſle the maner of her ſuite: while yet many times carneſtnes died 
her cheekes with the colour of ſhamefaſtneſle ; and wanton languiſhing borrowed 


- of hereyesthe down-caſt looke of modeſtie. But we in the meanetime facre from 


louing her,an& often aſſuring her , that we would not ſo recompence her huf- 15 


| bandesſauing of our lines ; to ſuch a ridiculous degree of truſting her, ſte had 


brought him,rhat ſhe cauſed him ſend ys word, that vpon our lives , we ſhould 
doo wharſocuer ſhe commaunded vs : good man ,not knowing any other, but 


| thatall her pleaſures were direCted to the preſeruation ofthis eſtate. But when that 
made vs rather pitric, then obey his folly , then fell ſhe to ſeruile entreating vs, as 29 
| though torce could haue bene the ſchoole of Loue, or that an honeſt 'courage 


would nor rather ſtriue againſt, thenyecld ro iniurie. All which yet could not make 
vs accuſc her, though it made vs almoſt pine away for ſpight , ro looſe any of our 
time in ſo troubleſome an idleneſle. | 

But while we were thus fullof wearineſle of what was paſt, and doubt of what 25 
was to follow , Loue (that I thinke inthe courſe of my life hath a ſport ſometimes 


 topoyſon me with roſes , ſometimes to heale me with wormewood) brought 


foorth aremedie vnto vs : which though it helped me out of thar diſtreſſe, alas the 
concluſion was ſuch, as I muſt euer while Lliue, thinke it worſe then a wrack, ſoto 
haue bene preſerued. This King by this Queene had a ſonne of tender age , but of 3o 
greatexpectation, brought yp in the hopeofthemſclues, and alreadie acceptation 
ofthe inconſtant people,as ſucceſſor of his fathers crewne :wherof he was as wor- 


thie,confideringhis parts,as vnworthie, in reſpect of the wrong was thereby done 


againſtthe moſt noble F/angws: whoſe great deſerts now either forgotten, or vn- 
gratefully remembred, all men ſer their failes with the fauourable winde, which 35 
blewe onthe forrune of this young Prince , perchaunce notin their harts, but ſure- 
lynot in their mouths, now giuing Plangws (who ſome yeares before was their onely 


-champion)the poore comfort of calamitie,pittie . This youth therefore accounted 


Prince of that region,by name Palladime, did with vehement afteRion louea yong 


Lady, brought vp in his fathers court, called Ze/mane, daughter tothat miſchie- 40 


uoufly vnhappic Prince Plexirtws ( of whome alreadie I haue , and ſometimes muſt 
make, but neuer honorable mention) left there by her father, becauſe of the intri- 
cate changeableneſle of his eſtate; he by the motherſide being halfe brother to this 
Queene Andromans , and therefore the willinger committing her to her care. 
Burt as Loue (alas) doth not alwayes refle& ir lk, ſo fell it outthat this Zel/mane, 45 
(though truely reaſon there was enough to loue Pelladims) yet could not ever per- 
fwadeher heart toyeeld thereunto : with that paine to Palladiwe , as they feele, 
that feele an vnloued loue . Yet louing indeed , and therefore conſtant, hee vſed

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ſtill the interceſſion of diligence and faith, euer hoping , becauſe he would notpur 
him ſelfe into that hel],ro be hopeleſle: yntill the time of our being come, andcap- 
rived there, brought toorth this ende, which truely deferues of me aturther de- 
grce of ſorrow then reares. 

5. Suchwasthere in my ill deſtinie, that this young Ladie Ze/mane (like ſome vn- 
wiſely liberal,that more delight ro gine preſents, then pay debts)the chole (alas for 
the pitic) rather to beſtowe her loue)ſo much vndeſerued.asnot deſired)vpon me, 
then to.recopence him, whole loue(beſtdes many other things) might ſeeme (euen 
inthe court of Honour)iuſtly to claime irof her, But ſoit was (alas that ſo it was) 

10 whereby it came to paſle(that as nothing doth morenaturallyfollow his cauſe,then 
care to preſerue,andbenefite doth follow vnfained afteCtion) the tele with me,whar 
] telc op capivicis; and (treight laboured to redreſſe my paine, which was her 
paine : which the could do by no better meanes, then by viing the helpetherein of 
Palladius : who(true Louer) conitdering what, and not why, in all her commaunde- 

15 ments; andindeed thee concealing fromhim her —_— ( which ſhee intituled 
copaſhion,) immediatly obeyed to imploy his vttermoſt credite to relicue vs: which 
though as great,asa beloued ſonne with a mother, faultic otherwiſe, butnor hard- 
harted toward him,yet it could nor preuaile roprocure'vs hibertie, Wherefore he: 
tought to haue that bypraQtiſe, which he couldnot by prayer. Andſo being allowed 

20 oftento vilite vs(for indeed our reſtraints were more,or Iefſe,according astheague 
ofher paſſion was either inthe fitor intermiſſion ) he vied the oportunitic of afit 
time thus todeliuer vs. | 

The time of the marying that Queenewas euery yeare, bythe extreame loue of 
her husbid,& the ſeruiceable loue of the Courtiers, made notable by ſome publike 

25 honours,which did{(as itwere) proclaime tothe world, how deareſhe was to that 
people. Am6g other,none was either more gratefull ro the beholders, or more no- 
ble in ir ſelfe,then iuſts,both with ſword &launce,maintained for a ſeuen-night to- 
gether: wherein, that Nation doth ſoexcell, both for comelineſle and ableneſle, 
that from neighbor-countries they ordinarily come,ſome to ltriue, ſometo learne, 

39 ſome to behold. | | 

This day ithappenedthat divers famous Knights came thither fro the Court of 
Helen,Queene ot Corinth; a Lady, whom fame at that time was fo deſirous toho- 
nor,thar the borrowed all mens mouthes to joyne with the ſound of her Trumper. 
For as her beautie hath wonne the prize fro all women, that ſtand in degree of com- 

35 pariſon(for as for the two liſters of Arcadia, they are far beyond all conceit of com- 
pariſon)ſo hath her gouernment bene ſuch as hath bene no leſle beautifull ro mens 
wdgements, then her beautie to the eye-ſight. Forbeing brought by righr of birth, 
a woman,a yong woman, afaire woman,to gouerne a people,innature mutinouſly 
proud ,and alwaies before ſo vſcd to hard gouernours, as they knewnot how to obey 

40 without the ſworde were drawne. Yetcould ſhe for ſome yeares ,o caxy her (clfe 
among them, that they found cauſe in the delicacie of her ſex, ofadmiration,not of 
contempt : & which was notable, euen inthe time that many countries about her 
were full of wars (which for old grudges .to Corinth werethought ſti] would con- 
clude there) yerſo handled ſhethemarter, thatthe threatens euer ſmarted inthe 

45 threatners; ſhe vſing ſoſtrange, and yet ſo well-ſucceeding atemper, that ſhemade 
her people by peace, warlike ; her courtiers by ſports, learned; her Ladies by Loue, 
chaſt, For by continuall marriall exerciſes withourbloud, ſhe made them perfect in 
that blodyart.Her ſports were ſuch as caried richesof Knowledge ypon the ſtream 
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of Delight : &ſuch the behaujour both ofher ſelfe ane herLadies, as builded their 
chaſtitic not vpon waiwardneſle, but choice of worthineſle : So as it ſeemed, that 
court to haue bin the mariage place of Loue & Vertue,& thather ſe!fe was a Diana 
apparelled inthe garments of Yenzs.And this which Fame only celiveredvnto me, 
(for yer I haue neuer ſeeneher)I amthe willinger to ſpeake of to you,who(I know) 2 
know her better, being yourneere neighbour, becauſe you may lee by her example 
(in her ſelfwiſe, & of others beloued)thatneither folly is the cauſe of vehemet love, 
nor reproch the effe.For never({ think)was there any woman, that with more vn- 
remouable determination gaue her ſelf to the counſelof loue , after ſhee had once 
ſer before her mind the worthineſle of your colin Amphialus ;, & yet is neither her 10 
wiſcdome doubted of,nor honor blemiſhed. For(O God what doth better become 
wiſdome,then to diſcerne what is worthy the louing?whart more agreablero good- 
neſle,then to lou it ſodiſcerned? & whar to greatneſle of hart, then to be conſtant 
in it once loued? Butat that time,that loue of hers was not ſopublikly known, as the 
deathof Philoxenus & her ſearch of Amphialws hath made it : but then ſeemed to 
haue ſuch leaſure to fend thither diuerle choite knights of her court, becauſe they 
might bring her,at leaſttheknowledge,perchance the honor of that tri: ph. V\ her- 
in {o they behauedthemſc}uesas for chreedaies they caried the prize; which being 
come from ſo far aplace todiſgrace her ſeruants, Palladimus (who himfelte had never 
vicd armes)perſwaded the Queene Anayomena to be content (for the honor ſake of 26

| hercourt)to ſufferys two to haue our horſe & armour, that he with vs might vncer- 


takethe recouery oftheir loſthonour : which ſhe granted; raking our othto gono 
further thenher ſonne,nor cuer to abandon him. VVhich ſhe didnot more tor ſa- 
ning him, then aces 525. foe andyer not ſatisfied with our oth, appointed a band of 


' horlemento hauveeye,that we ſhould not go beyond appointed limits . We were 25 


willing to gratific the yong Prince,who(we ſaw) loued vs, Andſothe fourth day of 

- thatexerciſe,we came into the fie!d : where (Iremember)the manner was, thatthe 

forenoone they ſhold runarttilr,one afterthe other: the afternoone ina broad field 
in maner ofa batte]},til either the firangers, or that countrie Knights wan the field, 
The firſt thatran was abraue Knight, whoſe deviſe was tocome in , allchayned 30 


| witha Nymphleadinghim : his /mpreſa was 


| Againſt him cameforth an /Feriaw,whoſe manner af entring was, 
with Bagpipes in ſteed of trumpets; a ſhepheards boy before him: for a Pa ge, and 
by him a dozen apparelled like ſheph: ards for the fathion,thoughrich in ſtuffe,who 
caricd his Launces , whichthough ſtrong to giue a Jauncely blow indeed , zerſo 35 
were they coloured with hookes neere the mourne , that they pretily repreſented 
ſheephooks. His owne furniture was dreſt over withwooll , ſoenriched with Iewels 
artificialiyplaced, that one would haue thought ir a mariage betweene the loweſt 
and the higheſt: His /mpreſe was a Sheepe marked with pitch, with this woord Sper- 
ted to be knowne. And becauſe I may tell youout his conceipt(though that were not 40 
done.till the running for that time was ended) before the Ladies Ceparted from the 
windowes, among whom therewas one (they ſay) that was the Syey , whereby his 
courſe was onely dire&ted. The Shepherds attending vpon PHIZISIDES went 
among them, and ſang an eclogue; one of them anſweringanother, while the other | 
ſhepherds pulling out recorders.( which poſſeſt the place of pipes ) accorded their 45 


' \ mulike totheothers voice. The Eclogue had great praiſe :I onely remember ſixc 


yerſes, while hauingqueſtionedonewith the other, of their fellow-ſhepheards ſo- 
dainc growinga man of armes,and the cauſe of his ſo doing they thus faid, =

Thus I haue digreſt, becauſe his manner liked me well : But when he began to 

run againſt Ze{zws, ithad neere growne (though greatloue hadeuer bene betwixr 

10 them)to aquarrell. For Ph1/iſzdes breaking his ſtaues with great commendation, 
Lelins ( who was knowneto be {ſecond tonone in the perfection ofthat art ) ranne 
cuer oucr his head,but fo finely to the skilfull eyes , that onemight well ſee he ſhe- 
wed more knowledge in miſſing, thenothers did in hitting . For with ſo gallanta 
grace his ſtaffe came ſwimming cloſe ouer the creſt of the Helmet , as ifhe would 


15 repreſent the kiſſe,, andnorthe ſtroke of Hays. Burt Philifides was much moued 


with it, while he thought Zeliws would ſhew a contempr of his youth: till Zeljzs, 
(who therefore would ſatisfie him,becauſe he was his friend ) made him know,thar 
toſuch bondage he was for ſo manycourſes ryed by her , whoſe difgraces tohim 
were graced by her exccliencie, and whoſe iniuries he could neuer otherwite re- 
20 turne,then honors, | | 
Burt ſo by Lelivs willing-miſling was the oddes of the /bera» fide, and continued 
ſoin thenext by theexcellentrunning ofa Knight , thqugh foſtred ſo by the £414- 
ſes , as many times the very ruſticke people let both their delights and profits to 
; harkento his ſongs,yet could he ſo wellperforme all armed ſports, as if he had ne- 
25 uer had any other pen, then a Launce in his hand. He came in like a wilde man ; bur 
ſuch a wildeneſle, as ſhewed hiseye-fight had tamed him,full of withered leaues, 
which though they fell not, ſtill threatned falling. His /zprefa was, a mill-horſe (till 
bound to goe in one circle; with this word,Data fata ſequuts. But atter him the Co- 
rinthian knights abſolutely preuailed,eſpecially a great noble man of Corinth, whoſe 
30 deuice was to come without any deuice,all in white like anew Knight, as indeed 
he was; butſonew , as his newnes ſhamed moſt of the others long exerciſe . Then 
another from whoſe tent Iremembera birde was mace flie, with ſuchart to carry 
a written embaſlage among the Ladies , that one might ſay, Ifa liue bird, how fo 
taught? ifa dead bird , how ſo made? Then he, who hidden, man and horſe in a 
35 great figure liuoly repreſentingthe Phenix: the fire tooke foartificially, as it conſu- 
med the bird,and left himtoriſe as it were,out of the aſhes thereof. Againſt whom 
was thefine froſen Knight, froſen in deſpaire; but his armour ſo naturally repreſen- 
ting Ice, and all his furniture ſoliuely anſwering thereto, as yet did [ncuer ſee any 
thing that pleaſed me better.

49 Burthedelight of thoſe pleaſing fightes, haue caried me too farre into an vn- 
neceſſary diſcourſe.

So ((aid he) parting from that place beforethe Sunne had much abaſed himſelte 
ofhis greateſt height, we ſaweſitting vpon the drie ſandes) which yeelded at that - 
time averiec hotre refleion ) a faire Gentlewoman , whole geſture accuſed her of 
much ſorow, aud euery way ſhewed ſhe carednot what paine ſhe puther body to, 
15 fincethe better parte ( her minde) was laide vnder fo much agonie : and fowas 
ſhe dulled withal , that we could come ſo neare, as toheare her ſpeeches, &yer 
ſhenotpercciue the hearers ofher lamentation . But wel we might vnqerſtand her 
at times ſay. Thou doſt kilkme with thy vnkinde falſhood : and,lIt greeues me not to 
 die,butir greeues me that thou art the murtherer : neither doth mine own paine ſo 
20 much vexe me,as thy errour. For God knowes,it would nottrouble me to be ſlaine - 
for thee, but much ittorments meto beflaine by thee, Thouart vntrue, Pamphilus, 
thou art vntrue,and woe is me therefore . How oft didſt thou ſweare vnto me, 
that the Sunne ſhould looſe his light, andthe rockes runne vp and downe like little 
kiddes,before thou wouldeſt falfiie thy faith to me? Sunne therefore pur out thy 
25 ſhining,and rockes runne madde for ſorrow, for Pamphilwisfalle . But alas the fun 
 keepes his light,though thy faith be darkened; therockes ſtand ſtill; though chou 
change like a wethercocke. O foole tharI am that thought I could graſpe water,and 
bindethe winde, I might well haue known thee by others, but I would not; and 
rather wiſhed to learne poiſon by drinking it my felfe, while my loue helped thy 
39 words todeceiue me. VWell,yet I would thou hadſt made a better choiſe when thou 
didſt forſake thy vnfortunate Lewcippe. But it isno matter, Baccha(thynew miſtres) 
wil teuenge my wrongs.But do not Baccha, let Pamphilas live happy thoughl dye. 
And much more to ſuch like phraſe ſhe ſpake, but that I (who had occaſion to 
know ſomething of that Pawphilus) ſtept to comfort her : and though I could nor 
35 doothat, yer I got thus much knowledge of her , that this being the ſame Lewcijp- 
pe,ro whome the vnconſtant Pamphilus hadbetrothed himſelfe., which had moued 
the other Ladiesto ſuch indignation as1 olde you:neither her worthineſſe (which 
in trueth was great)norhis owne ſuffering for her (which is woont to endeare af- 
fection(could ferter his fickleneſſe,but that before his mariage-daye appointed, he 
40 had taken to wife that Baccha , of whome ſhe complained; one, thar in diuers pla- 
ces Thad heard before blazed, as the moſt impudently ynchaſte woman of all A/7z, 
and withall, of ſuch an imperiouſneſle therein, that ſhe would nor ſticke to employ 
them whome ſhe made vnhappie with her fauour) to draw more companions 
of their follie :in the multitudeofwhome ſhe did no lefle glorie , then a Captaine 
45 would doo, of being followed by braue Souldiers : waiwardly proud; and there- 
fore bold, becauſe extremely faultic : and yet hauing no good thing to redeeme 
both theſe,and other vnlouely partes,but alittle beautie,diſgraced with wandering 
eyes,and vnwaied ſpeeches; yet had Pamphilue (for her oy Lewcippe,&withall,letr 
.3 
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his faith: Lexcippe,of whom one looke (inaclee re iudgement)would haue binmore 
acceptable, then all her kindneſles ſo prodigallie beſtowed , For my ſelte , the re- 
membrance of hiscruell handling Djds,joyned tothis , ſtirred me ro ſecke ſome re- 


\ uenge vpon him, but that Icrhought, ir ſhouldbe a gaine rohimtoloſe his life, be- 


ing ſo matched: and therefore (leauing him to be puniſhed by his owne eleion) 5 


' we conueyed Lewcippe to a houſe thereby,dedicatedtoYeFaf Nunnes, where ſhee 


reſolued to ſpendall her yeares(which her youth promiſed ſhould be many ) in be-. 


- wailing the wrong and yet praying for the wrong doer. 


But the next morning,we(hauing ſtriuE with the Sunnes carlineſſc)were ſcarce- 
ly beyondthe proſpect of the high turrers of that building , when there ouertooke 19 
vs a young Gentleman, for ſohe ſeemed to vs, but indeede ( ſweete Ladie ) itwas 
the faire Zelmane, Flexirtus daughter ; whom vnconſulting afteQion(vafortunate- 
ly borne to me-wards ) had made borrowe ſo much of her naturall modeſtie, as to 
leaue her more-decent rayments, and taking occaſion of Andromanas tumultuous 
purſuing vs, had apparelled her ſelte like a page, with apitifull crueltie cutting off x5 
her golden haire,leauing nothing, butthe ſhortcurles , ro couer that noble bead, 
but that ſhg ware vpon ita faire head-peece, aſhiteld at her backe , anda launce in 
herhand, els diſarmed, Her apparell of white, wrought vpon with broken knots, 
her horſe,faire and luſtie, which the rid ſo,as might ſhew a fearcfull boldnes,daring 
to doo that, which ſhe knew that ſhe knew not how to doo: and the ſweeteneſle of 25 
her countenance Cid giue ſuch a grace to what ſhe did, thatit did make handſome 
the vnhandſomnes, and make the eye force the minde to beleeue, that there was 
prailc in that vnskilfulneſle, Bur ſhe ſtraight approached me,and with fewe words 
( which borrowed the helpe of her counteance tomake themſclues vnderſtood) 
ſhe defired me to accept her into my ſervice; telling me ſhe was anoblemans ſonne 
of tberia, her name Daiphantus who hauing {een what I had done in that court, had 
ſtolne from her father,to follow me. I enquired the particularitics of the maner of 
_Andromanas foliowing me,which by her Ivnderſtood,ſhe hiding nothing(but her 
ſexe)from me. And ſtill me thought I had feenethat face,but the greatalteration of 
her fortunc,made her far diſtant from my memorie: bur liking veric well the yong . ; 
Gentleman (ſuch I rooke her to be) admitted this Daiphantws about mie , who well ' 
ſhewcdrhere is no ſeruice like his,that ſerues becauſe he loves, For though born of 
Princes bloud,brought vp with rendereſt educati6,vnaprt to ſeruice ( becauſe awo- 
man)and full ofthoughrs(becauſe in aſtrange eſtate,) yet Loue enioyned ſuch dili- 
gence,thatno apprentice, no, nobond{laue could ever be by feare more readie at 
all commaundements,then that yong Princeſſe was. How often (alas) did her eyes 
ſay vato me,that they loued ? and yer, (I not looking for ſuch a matter) hadnotmy 
conccipt.open to vnderſtand them:how often would ſhe come creeping ro me,be- 
tweene gladneſle to be neare me, & feare tooffend me?Truly I remember,that then 
I maruailed to ſec her receive my commandements with ſighes , and yer do them 
with cheercfylneſle: foinetimes anſwering mein ſuch riddles, as Ithen thought a 
childiſh inexperience: bur ſince returning to my remembrance they haue come 
more cleere vnto my knowledge: and pardon me(onely deare Lady ) that I'vſe ma- 
ny words: forher aftetion to me deſerues of me an afteRionarte ſpeach. 

But in ſuch ſort did the ſerue me in thatkingdom of Bythinza, for two monethes 
ſpace: in which time we broughtto goodend, acruell warre long maintained be- 
tweenethe king of Bythiniaandhis brother. For my excellent couſin, & I (diuiding 
our ſelues to cither ſide)found meanes(after ſome triall we had made of our ſelucs) 
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to get ſuch credite with them , as we broughtthem to as great peace betweene the- 
{elues, as loue towards vs, for hauing made the peace, YVhich done,we entended to 
returne through the kingdome of Ga/atza, roward 7 hrace ,rocaſe the care of our ta- 
ther and mother , who (we were ſure) firſt with the ſhipwracke , andthen with the 

5 other daungers we dayly paſt, thould haue litle reſt in their thoughts rill they ſaw 
vs.But we were not entred into that kingdome, when by the noiſe of a great hehe, | 
we were guided to a pleaſaut vally, which like one of thoſe Circuſles,which in grear 
Citics ſome where doth giuea pleaſant ſpectacle of running horſes ; ſo of cither 
ſide ſtretching, it. ſelfe ina narrow length was it hemd in by wooddy hilles; as if in- 

10 deed Natuxe had meant therein to make a place for beholders. And there we 
beheld one of the cruelleſt fights betweene two Knights , that cuer hath adorned 

- the moſt marrtiall ſtorie. So as [ muſt confeſle,a while we ſtood bewondgred,another 
while delighted with the rare braueric therof; till ſeeing ſuch ſtreames of bloud , as 
threatned a drowning of lite, we galloped toward themrto part them. Bur we were 

15 preuenred by adozen armed knights or rather villaines, who vlingthis time of their 
extreame feebleneſle, altogether ſer vpon them. But common daunger brake off 
particular diſcord ,fothat (though with a dying weakneſle) with a lively courage 
they reſiſted , and by our helpe draue away , or flue thoſe murdering attempters: a- 
mong whom we hapt torake aliuerhe POR But going to difarme thoſe wo 

30 excellent knights, we found with no leſie wonder to vs, then aſtoniſhment to them- 

- ſelnes, that they were the two valiant, and indeed tamous brothers , Tyders and 
Telenor; whoſe aduenture(as afterward we made that vngracious wretch conteſle) 
had thus fallen our, | 

Afterthe noble Prince Leonatws had byhis fathers death ſucceeded in the king-. 

25 dome of Galatia, he ( forgetring all former iniuries ) had receiued chat naughty Ple- 
xirtws intoa ſtraight degree of tauour, his goodneſle being as apt to be deceined, ' 
as the others craft was to aeceiue, Till by plaine proofe finding, that the vngrateful 
man went aboutto poiſon him , yet would not ſutter his kindneſle to be ouercome, 
not by iuſtice it ſelte : bur calling him to him, vied words to this purpoſe. Plexir- 

30 rs (laidhe) this wickedneſle is tound by thee z no good deedes of mine haue bene 
able to kecpe it downe in thee : all men counſell me totake away thy life, like- 
ly to bring forth nothing , but as daungerous;, as wicked effects , bur I cannot find 
it inmy heart,remembring what fathers ſonne thou arr : bur tince itis the violence 
of ambirion , which perchaunce pulsrhee fromrthine owne 1udgement , I will ſec, 

35 whetherthe ſatisfying that, may quier the ill working of thy ſpirits. Not farre 
hence is the great citie of Treb;ſond; which , with the terricorie aboutit, auncient- 
ly pertained vnto this crowne , now vniultly poſſeſſed, andas vniuſtly abuſed by 
hoſe , who haue neithertitle to hold it , nor vertueroruleit, Tothe conqueſt of 
that for thy ſelfe I will lend thee force, and give thee my right: Go theretore , and 

40 with leſſe vnnatuiralveſle glut thy ambition there; and thar done, it ir be poſſible, 
learne vertue. | - | 

Fexirtws mingling forſworne excuſes with falſe-meant promiſes,gladlyembra- 
cedthe offer: and haſtily ſending backe: for thoſe. two brothers ( who at that time 
were with vs ſuccouring the gracious Queene Eroxns) by their vertue chieflte (it not 


45 onlie ) obrainedthe conquelt of that goodlie dominion, Which indeed done by 


them,gaue them ſuch an authoritie , that though he raigned, they in efie& ruled, 
moſt men honouring them, becauſe they only deſerued honour; and manic, thin- / 
king therein to pleaſe Plexirins , conſidering how much he was bound vato them: 
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_ while they likewiſe (witha certaine ſincere boldneſle of ſelf- warranting friendſhip) 
accepted all openly and plainely, thinking nothing ſhould eucr by Plexirrw be 
choughttoo much inthem, fince all they were,was his. 

But he who by the rules ofhis owne mind, could conſtrue no other end ofmens_ 
doings , but ſelfe-ſecking) ſodainly feared what they could do, andas ſodainlie ſu- 5 
ſpeed, what they would do, andas ſodainly hated them , as hauing both might, 
and mindto do. Bur dreading their power, ſtanding fo ſtrongly in their owne va- 
lour, andothers affeion, he durſtnotrake open way againſt them, and as hard it 
was to takeafſecret, they being ſo continually followed by the beſt, andeverie way - 
ableſt ofthat region ,and therefore vſed this diuelith fleight (which Iwilltel! you) 10 
not doubting (moſt wicked man) to turne their owne friedſhip toward him to their 
owne deſtruction. He (knowing that they well knew, there was no friendſhip be- 
tweene him and the new king of Poptwe , neuer fince he ſuccoured Leonatus and vs, 
to his ouerthrow) gaue them to vnderſtand that of late there had paſſed ſecrer defi. 
ance betweene them, to meet priuately at aplace appointed. Which thoughnotfo I5 
fit a thing for men of their greatneſle , yet was his honour ſo en gaged ,as he could 
not go backe. Yet fainingto find himſelfe weake by ſome counterfeit infi rmitie,the 
. day drawing neare, he requeſtedeachofthem to go in his ſtead ; making either 
of them ſweare to keepe the matter ſecrer, euen each fromother , delivering the 
ſelfe ſame particularities to both , butthar he rold Tydews, the king would meet him 19 
in a blew armour; and Te/enor, that it was a blacke armour : and with wicked ſubril- 
ty (as ifithadbene ſoappointed) cauſed Tydews to take ablacke armour, and Te- 
lenor a blew ; appointing them wayes how to go, ſo as he knew they ſholdnot meer, 
till they came to the place appointed, where each hadpromiſedto keep ſilence jeaſt 
the king ſhould diſcouer it was not Plexirtw: and there in awaithad hee laidtheſe 1 5 
murtherers, that who ouerliued the other, ſhould by them be &ifpatched :henor 
daring truſt more then thoſe with thatenterpriſe , andyetthinking them too few; 
till themſelues by themſclues were weakene Dew | 

This we {carncd chieflie , by the chiefe of thoſe way-beaters , after the death of 
thoſe two worthie brothers , whole loue was no leſſe then their valour: but well we ,, 
might find much therof by theirpitifulllamentation,whe they knew their miſmee- 
ting, and ſaweach other (in deſpite ofthe ſurgerie we could dovntothem) ſtriuing 
whoſhould run faſteſtrothe goaleof death :each bewayling the other, and more 
dyinginthe other, then inhimlſelte: curſingtheir owne hands for doing, andtheir 
bicaſls for not ſooner ſuffering: deteſtingtheir vnfortunately-ſpent time in hauing 
ſerued fo vngratefull a Tyrant , 8 accuſingtheirfollic in hauing belecued, he could , 
faithfullic loue, whodid nor loue fairhfulneſle: withing vs to take heed, how we pla- 
cedour goodwill vpon any other ground, then proofe of vertue : ſince lengthofac- 
quaintance ,mutuall ſecrecies, nor height of benefits could bind aſauage heart; no 
man being good toother, that is not goodin himſelfe. Then (while an y hopewas) ,g 
beſeeching vs to leaue the care of himthat befought, and onlic looke to the other. q 
But when they found by thEſelues, and vs,no poſſibility they defiredto be ioyned; 
and ſo embracing &craving that pardon eachof other, which they denied to them- 
ſelues , they gaue vs a moſt ſorowfull ſpeRacle of their death; leauing few inthe 
world behind thE,their matches in any thing,if they had ſoone enough knownethe 
ground & limits of friedſhip. But with woful harts we cauſed thoſe bodies tobe c6- 
ueyed tothenext town of Bythinje,where we lerning thus much(as I haue told you) 
caufedthe wicked Hiſtoriantocodude his ſtory with his owne wel-deſerned death. 


But 
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But then (1 muſttell you) I found ſuch wofull countenances in Deiphantes, 
that Lcould not but much maruell ( finding them continue beyond the firlt af- 
ſaulrof pitic) how the caſe of ſtrangers ( tor turther] did not conceiue) could fo 
deepely pierce. But the truth indeed is ,thatpartly withthe ſhame and ſorow ſhe 

5 rooke of her tathers faultinefie, partlie with the feare, that the hate I conceiued 
againſt him, would vtterlie diſgrace her in my opinion, whenſocuer I ſhould know 
her, ſo vehemently perplexed her , that her faire colour decayed , and dayly and 
haſtilie grew into the verie extreme working of forowfulneſſe : which oft I ſought 
to learne , and helpe. But ſheas fearefull as louing , ſtill concealed it; and fo de- 

10 caying {till more and more inthe excellencie of her faireneſle , but that wharſoe- 
uer weakenefle tooke away, pitie ſeemed to adde: yet ſtilthe forced her ſelfro waite 
on me, with ſuch care and diligence, as might well ſhew had bene taught in no 0- 
ther ſchoole but Loue, | 

While we returning againe toembarke our {clues for Greece, vnderſtood that the 

I5 mightic Orazes { brother to Barzanes flaine by Mn/idorws, in tize battell of the ſixe 
Princes) hadentred vpon the kingdome of Poptres,partlicvpon the preterces he had 
rothe crowne, bur principaliy, becauſe he wold revenge vponhim (whom he knew 
weloued)ths lofle ofhis brother:thinking(as indeed he had cauſe) that wherſocuer 
we were , hearing of his extremitie, we would come torelicue him; in{pitewher- 


20 of he doubted not ro preuaite , not onely vpon the confidence of his owne vertue 


and power, but eſpeciallie becauſe he lad in his companietwo mighty Grants, ſons 
t9acouple, who we {luc inthe ſame realme,they having bene abſent at theirfathers 
death, and now returned, willinglie entredinto his feruice,hating (more then he) 
both vs, and that king of Ponrws, We therefore with all ſpeed went tkitherward, 
25 butby the way this fell out, which whenſoeuer I remember without ſorow , I mult 
forget withall, all humanitic, _ | 
pie Daiphantus tell extreme ficke , yet would needs conquert he'delicacie 
of her conſtitution, and force her ſelte ro waite on me: till one day going toward 
Pongzes, we met one, who in great haſte went ſecking for Tydews and Telenor, whole 
30 death as yet wasnot knowne vnto the melſienger; who ( being their ſeruant, and 
knowing how dearelie they loued Plexirras) brought them word, how fince their 
departing , Plexirtus was in preſent daunger of acruell death, it by the valiantneſle 
of one of the beſt knights of the world, he were not reſcued: we enquiredno further 
of the matter(being glad he ſhold now to his loſſe findwhat an vnprofitable treaſon 
35 ithad bene vnto him, todiſmember himſelf of two ſuch friends) and ſolet the melſ- 
ſengerparte , not ſticking to make him know his maiſters deſtruction by the fal- 
ſhood of Plexirizs. | 
. But the griefe of that ( finding a bodie alceadie brovght to the laſt degree of 
 weakneſle) jo ouerwhelmed the litle remnant of the ſpirits left in Dazphantes, that 
49 ſhe felLſodainlie into deadlie ſowndings; neuer comming to her feltc, but that 
withali ſhe returned to make moſt pititull lamentations 3 moſt ſtraunge vnto vs, 
becauſe we were farre from gueſſing the groundthereof, But finding her {icknefle

ſomething there-was , which ( whenlI ſaw a picture of yours) brought againe her 
figure into my remembrance, and made my hart as apt to receiuc the wound, as the 

15 power of your beautie with vnreſiſtable force to pierce. 
Bur we in wofull (and yet priuate) maner burying her, performed her commaun- 
dement: and then enquiring ot her fathers eſtate, certainely learned thathe was 
preſently to be {ucconred , or by death topaſle the need of ſuccor. Therfore we de- 
rermined to denide ourſelues; I, according to my vow, tohelpehim , and <Muſe- 
20 dorws rowardthe King of Pontws , who ſtood in noleſle needthen immediate ſuc- 
cour, & even ready todepart one fromthe other,there came a meſlenger fromhim, 
who after ſome enquirie found vs, giuing vsto vnderſtand,that he truſting vpon vs . 
two, had appointed thecombate betweene himand vs, againſt Ozaxes andthe two 
Giants. Now the daywas ſo accorded, as it was impoſſible for me both to ſuccour | 
25 Plexirtmas , and be there , where my honour was not only ſo farre engaged, bur (by 
the ſtraunge working ofvniuſt fortune } I was toleaue the Randing by Mn/iaorws, 
whom better then my ſelfe I loued ,to goſaue him , whom for juſt cauſes Ihated. 
But my promiſe giuen, & giuen to Ze/manx, and to Zelmare dying, prevailed more 
with me, then my friendſhip to Muſraorw: though certainely I' may affirme, no- 
39 thing had fo greatrule in my thoughts as that, But my promiſecaried methe eaſier, 
becauſe Hu/idorus himſelfe wouldnor ſuffer me to breake it, And fowith heauic 
minds (more carefull each of others ſucceſle, then of our owne) we parted; I ro- 
ward the place, where LvnderſtoodP/exirtme was prifoner toan ancient Lord, ab- 
ſolutely goucrning a goodly Caſtle, wich a large territorie about it, whereot he ac- 
35 knowlcdged no other ſoueraigne but himſelte ; whoſe hateto plexirtus grew fora 
kinſman of his, who he malicioufly had murdered, becauſe inthe time that he raig-, 
ned in Galatia,he found him aptto praiſe forthe reſtoring of his vertuous brother - 
Leonatres, This o!d knight, ſtill thirſting for reuenge, vſed (as the way toit) apolicy, 
which this occaſion I will tell you, prepared for him. Plexirtzs in his yourh had ma- 
40 ried Zelmanes mother, who dying ofthat onely child-birth, he a widower ,andnot 
yet aking, haunted the Court of Armenia; where (as he was cunning to winne fa- 
- your) he obtained great good liking of Artaxia, which he purſued, till (being cal- 
led home by his father) he falſly got his fathers kingdome ; and then neglected his 
former loue: till throwne out of that (by our means) before he was deeply rootedin 
45 it, and by andby againe placed in Trev:/ond, vnderſtanding that: Artaxi4 by her 
brothers death was become Queene of Armenta,he was hotter the ever inthat pur- 
ſuit, which being vaderſtood by rhisold knight, he forged ſuch aletter, as mightbe 
written from 4rtax/4,corcating his preſent (butverie private) repaite thither,

giving him faithfull promiſe of preſent mariage : athing fatre from her thought, 
hauing faithfullic and publikely proreſted , that ſhewould neuer marie anie, bur 
ſome ſuch Prince who would giue ſure proofe , that by his means we were deſtroy- 
ed. Buthe (no more wittic to frame , then blind ro iudge hopes ) birhaſtilic at the 


baite, andin private maner poſted rowardher, but by the way hce was mer by 5 


this knight , farre better accompanied, who quicklie laid hold of him, and condem- 
ned him to- death, cruell enough, it any thing may be both cruell and iuſt. For hee 
cauſed him tobe kept in a miſerable priſon , till a.day appointed, at whichtime he 
would deliuer himto bee denoured by a monſtrous beaſt of moſt vglie ſhape, ar- 
medlike a Rhinoceros ,as ſtrong as an Elephant , as fierce as a Lion, as nimble as a 10 
Leopard, and as cruell as a Tigre: whom he hauing kept in a ſtrong place, from the 
firſt youth of it ,now thoughtno fitter match , then ſucha beaſtlie monſter with a 
monſtrous Tyrant : proclaiming yet withal, that if any ſo well loued him, as to ven- 
rure their liues againſt his beaſt, tor him, if they ouercame,he ſhould be ſaued: not 
caring how many they were (ſuch confidence he had in that monſters ſtrength) 15 
bur eſpeciallie hoping to entrap thereby the-grear courages of Tydews and Tele- 

0 of © 42 henolefle hated, becauſe they had bene principall inſtruments of the 
others power, % 


I dare ſay, if Zelmane had knowne what daunger I ſhould have paſſed, ſhe wol!d 


rather haue let her father periſh , then me ro haue biddenthar aduenture. Bur my 29 


word was paſt, andtrulie, the hardneſle of the enterpriſe was notſo much a bir as 
a ſpurre ynto me; knowing well, that the journey of high honour liesnor in plaine 


wayes. Therfore, going thither,andraking ſuſhcient ſecuritie that P/exjr1zs ſhould 


be deliueredift Iwere victorious , Ivnderrooke the combare: and (to makeſhorr, 
excellent Lady , and not to trouble youreares with recounting a terrible matter) 25 


ſo was my weakneſſe bleſſed from abone , that without dathgerous wounds I >. 


fluethar monſter , which hundreds durſt nor attempt :to ſo great admiration of 


je (who fromaſafeplace might lookevn)) that there was ordergiuen, rohaue 


the fight both by ſculpture and picture, celebrated in moſt partes of 4a. Andthe 
old Noble-man fo well liked me, that he loued me; only bewayling, my vertue had ; 9 
bene employed to fauc a worſe monſter then Ikilled: whom yet (according to faith 
ginen) hedeliuered , andaccompanied meto the kingdome of Poxrur, whither I 
wouldneeds in all ſpeed go, to ſee whether it were poſſible for me (if perchance the 
day had bene delayed) ro come to the combare : but that (before 1 came) had bene 
thus finiſhed. \ 

The vertuous Leonates vnderſtiding two ſo good friends of his were to be in that 
daunger , would perforce be one himſelfe; where he did valiantly, andſo did the 
king of Poptwz. Bur thetruth is, that both they being ſore hurt, the incomparable 
Muſizorms finiſhed the combate by the death of both the Giants , andthe raking of 
Otanes priſoner. To whoas he gauc his life, ſo he gota noble friend , for ſohe gaue 49 
his word tobe, and he is well knowne to thinke himſelfe greater in being ſubie&to 
thar, then in the greatneſſe of his Principalitie. \_ 

But thither (vnderſtanding of ourbeing thefe)flocked great multitudes of many 
great perſons , andeuen of Princes ;eſpeciallie thoſe , whom we had made behol- 
ding vnto vs: as, the Kings of Phryz7a, Bythinia, with thoſe two hurt , of Pontus 
and Ga/etis , and Otanes the priſoner , by Muſidorus ſet free; and thither came Ple-

wires of Trebiſond , and Antiphilus then king of Lycia; with as manie mo great 


Princes drawne either by our reputation , or by willingneſſe to acknowledge 
: ES them- 
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* rhemſclues obliged vnto vs, for what we had done for the others.So as in thoſe parts 


ofthe world, Ithinke , in many hundreds of yeares there was not ſcene ſo royall 
an aflemblic : where nothing was let paſle ro do vs the higheſt honours, which 
' ſuchperſons (who might commaund both purſes and inuentions) could performe. 


5 All from all tides bringing vnto vs right royall preſents (which weero auoid borh | 


vnkindnelle and importunitic, liberallic receiued) & not content therewith; would 
needs accept, as from vs their crownes , and acknowled geto hold them of vs: with 
manie other exceſſiue honours, which would nor ſuffer the mcaſure ofthis ſhorc 
leiſure to deſcribe vnto you, | | 
30 But wequickly awearie thereof , haſted toGreece-ward, ledthither partly with the 


deſire of our Parents, but haſtened princ1pallie, becauſe I vnderſtood that Anaxime' 
with open mouth of defamation had gone thicher toſceke me , & was now come to. | 
Peloponneſus, where fro Court to Courthe made enquiric of me , doing yethinfelt 


ſo ble deeds,as might hap to authorize an ill opinio of me, Ve therefore ſuffered 
bur ſhort delayes, defiring totake this countrie in our way, fo renowmed ouer the 
world , that no Prince could pretend height, nor begger lowneſle, to barre him 
from the ſound thereof: renowmed'indeed, nor ſo much forthe ancientprailes at- 
tribured thereunto , as for the hauing in it CArgalus and CAmphialus (two knights 
of ſuch rareproweſle, as we defiredefpecially roknow) and yet by farre not ſo much 
20 forthat, as without ſuffering of compariſon for the beautie of you and your fiter,

which makes all indifterent judges, that ſpeake thereof, account this countrey as a ' 


temple of deities. But theſe cauſes indeed mouing vs to come by this land , we em- 
barked our ſelues in the next port, whither all thoſe Princes(ſauing Antiphilus, who 
returned, as he pretended, not able to tarie longer from Erexa) conueyed vs. And 
25 there found weaſhip moſt royallic furniſhed by Plexirrws, who had made all things. 
ſo proper (as well for our defence, as caſc) that all the other Princes greatly com- 
mendedhirm for it: who ſeeming a quite altered man) had nothing but repentance 
in his eyes , friendſhip in his geſture, and vertue in his mouth: ſo that we who had 


> promiſed the ſweet Zelmane topardon him, now not onely forgaue , butbegan to 


:o fauor; perſwading ourſclues with a youthfull credulity, that perchance things were 


notſo euill as we tooke them, and as it were, deſiring our owne memorie that it. 


mightbe ſo. But ſo were we licenſed from thoſe Princes, trulie not withour teares, 
eſpeciallyofthe vertuous Leonate, who with the king of Pontus would haue come 
with vs, butthatwe (in reſpe& of the ones young wite , and both their new ſetled 

35 kingdomes ) would norſufter it. Then would they haue ſent whole fleetes to guard 
Vs: Ko we, that defired to paſle ſecretly into Greece , made them leauethar motion, 
when they found that more ſhippesthen one would beciſplealingynto vs. But ſo 
committing our ſelues to the vncertaine diſcretion of the wind , we (then determi- 
ning asſoone as wecame to Greece, to take the names of Daiphantus and Paladins, 

40 as well for our owne promiſe to Zelmane, as becauſe we delired rocome vnknowne 
into Greece) left the A/jian ſhore full of Princely perſons, who euen vpon their knees 
recommended our ſafeties to the deuotion of their chiete deſires: among w 
none had bene ſo officious (though Idare affirme, all quite contrarie to his vnt@- 
fulncſſe) as Plexirtns. | NT 

45 And fohauing failed almoſt two dayes, looking for nothing but when we might 
looke vpon the land, a graue man (whom we had ſeene of ercat truſt with Pl/exirime, 
and was ſentas our principall guide ) came vnto vs, and Sh 


2 certaiine kind man- 


ner mixt with ſhame, andrepentance, began to tell vs,thathe had taken ſuch aloue 
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vnto vs (conſidering our youth and fame) that though he were aſeruant and a ſer- 
uantof ſuchtruſt about ?lex:iriwe.as that he had commirted vnto him euen thoſe ſe- 
crets of his heart, which abhord all other knowledge ; yet he rather choſe to 
reueale atthis time a moſt pernicious counſel , then by concealing it bring to ruine 
thoſe, whom he couldnot chooſe but honour, So went he on, and told Vs, that P/e. 5 
xirtws (in hope thereby to haue Arraxia, endowed withthe great kingdome of Ay- 
menia, to his wife) had giuen him order when we were neare Greece, to find ſome 0- 
portunitie to murder vs, bidding him totake vs aſleepe , becauſe he had ſeene what 
we could do waking. Now firs ({aid he) I wouldrather a thouſand times loſe my life 
then haue my remembrance (while I liued) prone with ſuch a miſchiefe: and 10 
therefore if itwere only I, that knew herein thekings order, then ſhould my diſo- 
bedience be a warrant of your ſafetic . Burto one more (faidhe) namely the Cap- 
raine of the ſhip , Plexirtss bath opened fo much rouching the eftet ofmurdering 
you,though 1 think laying the cauſe rather vpo old grudge.thE his hope of Ara@x74. 
Andmy ſelfe, ( before the conſideration of your excellencies had drawne loue and I; 
pitic into mind)imparted ijttoſuch,as I thoughrfitteRt for ſuch a miſchiefe. There- 
fore, I wiſh you to ſtand vpon your gard,aſluring you, that what I can do for your 
faferie, you ſhall ſee ( ifir come to the put) by rae pertormed, We thanked him, 
as the matter indeed deſerued,& from that time would no more diſarme our ſe! ues, 
northe one ſleep without his friends eyes waked for him:ſothat it delayed the g0- 20 
ing forwardofrheir bad enterpriſc,while they thought itrather chaunce, then pro- 
uidence, which made vs ſo behave our ſelues, | 
But when we came within halfe a dayes fayling of the ſhore, ſo that they ſaw it 
was ſpeedilie,ornot atall to be done. Then(% remeber itwas abourthe fir{t watch 
in the night) came the Capraine and whiſpered the Councellour in the eare :But 25 
he ( as it ſhould ſeeme) diſſwading him fro it, theCaptaine(who had bene apyrate 
from his youth, and often blouded in it) with a loud voyce ſware, that if Plexirrus 
bad him, he would not ſticke to kill God himifelfe. Andtherewith cald his mates, 
and in the kings name willed them to take vs aliue or dead; encoura ging them with 
the ſpoyle of vs, which heſaid (and indecd was true) would yeeld manie exceeding 30 
richiewels, Bur the Councellour according to his promiſe)commandedthem they 
ſhouldnot commitr ſuch a villanie, proteſting that he would ſtand betweene them 
and the kings anger therein. Wherewith the Captaine enraged: Nay (ſaid he)then 
we multbegin with this traitor himſelfe: andtherewith gave him a ſore blow 'vpon 
the head, who honeſtly did the beſt he couldto reuenge himſclte. OT: 
Burt then we knew it time rather to encounter, then waite for miſchicfe . And | 
ſo againſt the Captaine we went, who ſtraight was enuironed with moſt part of fS, 
the Souldiers and Mariners. And yetthe trueth is, there were ſome, whom either 
the aurhoritic ofthe Councellour, doubt of the Kings mind, or liking of vs, made 
draw their ſwords of our {1de: ſothatquicklie it grew a moſt confuted fight. For 40 
the narrowneſle of the place, the darkneſle of thetime, and the vncertaintie in 
ſuch a tumult how to knowe friends from foes, made the rage of fwordes rather 
' Luide then be guided by theirmaiſters, For my couſin and me, trulie I thinke we | 
neuerperformed leſle in anyplace, doing no other hurt then the defence of our 
ſelues, and ſuccouring them who came for ic, draue vsto: for not diſcerning per- 45 
fealie , who werefor, or againſt vs, we thought it leſle cuill ro ſpare a foe, then 
/ ſpoileafriend. Burfrom the higheſt to the loweſt part of the ſhippe there was no 
place left, withoutcries of murdering,and murdered perſons, The Captaine I hapr 
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ARCADIA; Lib. >. 195 
a while to fight withall , but was driven to part with him, byhearing thecrie ofthe 
Counſellour , whoreceiued a morcall wound, miſtaken of one ot his owne fide. 
Some ofthe wiſer would call toparley , and with peace, but while tlie words of 
peace were in their mouthes, ſome of their cuill auditors gauethem deathfor their 
hire. So that no man almoſt could conceiue hope of liuing, bur by being laſt alive; 
and therefore cueric one was willing to make himſelfe raome , by diſpatching al- 
moſt any other : ſo thatthe greatnumber in the ſhip was reduced to exceeding tew, 
when of thoſe few the moſt part wearie of thoſe troubles leapt into the boat,which 


was faft ro the ſhip: but while they that were firſt were cutting off the rope thar ti- 
ed it, others came leaping in ſodiſorderlie , that they drowned both the boate and

But while cuen in that litle cemnant (like the children of Cadrmwus) we contmued 


ſtill to [lay one another, a fire, which (whetherby the deſperate malice of {6me, or 
intention to ſeparate, or accidentallie while all things:were caſt vp and/downe) it 


15 ſhould ſeeme had taken a good while before, bur neuer heededot vs,/(who onely

thought to preſerue or revenge ) now violentlic burſt out in many places, & began

' 25 by andbyirhad burnedofthe maſt, which allthis while hadproudly bornethe ſaile 
(the wind, as might ſeeme, delighted tocatic fire and bloud im his mouth) but now 


itfe!! ouer boord, andthe fire growing nearcr vs,it was not onely terrible in reſpect. 


of what we were to attend, but inſupportable through the heat of it. 
So that we were conſtrained tobide irno longer, but difarming and ſtripping

betwixtthe force ofloue, and rage of icalouſic. Many times was ſhe about to ſatisfy 
the ſpite of her mind, & tell Ba/ilivs, how ſhe knew Zelmene to be far otherwiſethe 
the outward appearance. Bur thoſe many times were all put backe by the manifold 
objections of her vehement loue. Faine ſhe would haue bard herdaughters hap, . 
but loth ſhe was to cut off her owne hope, Butnow, as ifher life had bene ſet vpon a 
wager of quicke rifing,as weake as ſhe was, ſhe gat vp; though Baſilis (withakind- 
neſſe flowing only from the fountaine of vnkindneſle, being indeed deſirous to win.” 
his daughter as much time as might be) was loth to ſuffer it, ſwearing he ſaw ſicke- 
neſle in her face, and therfore was loth ſhe ſhould aduenture the ayre. 

But the great and wretched Lady Gyneciz, poſleſied with thoſe diuels of Loue 
and lealouſie, did rid her ſelfe from her tedious husband: andraking no body with

Alas it\is thy 
breeders power which plants thee there: it is the flaming agonie of aftection, that 
works the chilling acceſle of thy feuer, in ſuch ſort, that nature givesplace ;the gro- 
wing of my da ughter ſeemes the decay of my ſelfe; the bleſſings of a mother turne 
tothe curſes of a competitor ; and the faire face of Philocleas appeares more horri- 
ble in my {1ghe then the image of death. Then remembred ſhe this ſong, which (he

Bur full abaſhedwas poore Philoclea(whoſe conſcience now began to know cauſe of 
bluſhing)for firſt ſalutation, receiuing an eye from her mother,full of the ſame diſ- 
dainetull ſcorne,which Palas ſhewed topoore Arachre,that durſt contend with her 


| fortheprize of well weauing: yetdid the force of loue ſo much rule her,thar though 5 
| for Zelmanes ſake ſhe did dereſt her, yet for Zelmenesſake ſhe vſed no harder words 
| to herthen to bid her go home,and accompany her ſolitary father. 


Then began ſhe to diſplay to Zelmazethe ſtorchouſe of her deadly defires , when 
ſuddenly the confuſed rumor ofa mutinous multitude gaue iuſt occaſion to Zelma- 


towards the lodge . Yet before we”! could winne the lodge by twentic paces, they 
were ouertaken by an vnruly ſort of clownes , and other rebels, which like a violent 
floud,were caried,they themſclues knew not whiter .

Zelmanz ( whole vertuous courage was cuer awake) drewout her ſword, which 
ypon thoſe il-armed churles giuing as many wounds as blowes, & as many deathes 
almoſt as wounds(lightning courage, and thundring ſmartvpon them)kepr them 
at a bay,while the twoLadies got themſclues into the lodge: out of the which Baſi- 25 
lizs(having put on an armourlongvntried)came to proue his authoritie among his 
ſubie&ts,or atleaſt,to aduEture his life with his deare miſtreſſe,tco whom he brought 
a ſhield, while the Ladies treblingly attended the iſſue of this dangerous aduenture. 
ButZ e/mane made them perceiue the ods betweene an Eagle and a Kite, with ſuch 
a nimble ſtayedneſſe,and ſuch an aſſured nimbleneſle, thatwhile one was running 30 
wx feare,his fellow had her ſwordin his guts. Ks 
Andby and by was both herheart and helpe well encreaſed _ comming of 
Dorwus , who hauing beene making of hurdles for his maiſters ſheepe, heard\the 
horrible cries ofthis madde multitude; and hauing ſtreight repreſented before 
theeyes of his carefull loue, the perill wherein the ſoule of his ſoule might bee,hee 35 
went to Pamela lodge, but found her in a caue hard by, with £Hopſa and Dametas, 35 
who at thattime would not haue opened the entrieto his father. And thereforelea- 
uing them there (as ina place ſafe, both for being ſtrong, and vnknowne) heranne \ i | 
as the noiſe guided him . But when he ſaw his friend in ſuch danger among them, | 
anger and contempt ( asking no counſell bur of courage) made him runne among 40 
them,withno other weapon but his ſheephooke,and with thatouerthrowing one of 
the villaines,tooke away a two-hand ſword from him,and withall,helpthim trom c- 
uer being aſhamed of looſing it. Then lifting vp his braue head,and flaſhing terror 
into their faces, he made armes andlegs go complaine to the earth, how cuill their 
maiſters had kept them. Yetthe multitude ſtill ns g, and the very killingweary- 45 
ing them(fearing,leaſt in long fightthey ſhold a9 10m with conquering)they 
drew backe towards the lodge;but drew backe in ſuch ſort,thar ſtill their terror went

halte dronke ) ſee the lucke ofa good fellow , and with that word, ran with apitch- 
fork2 at Dorws: but the nimbleneſſe of the wine caried his head (o faſt.that it made it 
ouer-runne his feete ſothat he fell withall,;iuſt betweenethe legs of Dorws: who ſet- 
ting his foote on his necke ( though he offered two milche kine, and foure fat hogs 
for his life)rhruſt his fFyord quite through, from one eare to the other; which tooke 
itvery vnkindlie,to feele ſuch newes betbee they heard of them, in ftead of hearing, 
tobe pur to ſuch feeling, But Dorw ( leauing the miller rovomir his ſoule out in 
wine and bloud)with his two-hand ſword Qrake off another quite by the waſte, who 
the night before had dreamed he was growne a couple,and (interpreting it that he 
ſhould be maried) had bragd of his dreame that morning among his neighbours, 
Bur thatblow aſtoniſhed quite a poore painter,who ſtood by with apike in his hads, 
, Thispainter was to counterfeit the skirmiſh betweene the Centaures and Lapither, 

3? and had bin very deſirous to ſee ſome notable wounds,to be able the more Kug]yro 
expreſle them; and this morning(being caried by the ſtreame of this company) the 
fooliſh fellow was cuen delighted to ſee the effect of blowes. Bur this laſt (hapning 
neare him) ſo amazed him,rhat he ſtood ſtocke ſtill, while Dorws (with a turne ofhis 

- ſword)ſtrake off both his hands. And ſo the painter returned, well skilled in wounds 
but withneuer a hand toperforme his skill. | 
In this manerthey recouered the lodge,and gaue therebels a face of wood of the 
out{ide.But they then(thoughno more Noi more couragious when they ſaw 
noreſiſter)went about with pickaxe to the wall,& fireto the gate,to get themſclues 

0 entrance. Then did the two Ladies mixe feare with loue,eſpecially Philoclea , who 

4® euer caught hold of Ze/mane, ſo(by the follic of loue ) hinderingthe ſuccour which 
ſhe deſired.

Sofaid a crafty fellow am6gthE, namedClinias, 

to himſelf, when he ſaw the word no ſooner out of Ze/manes mouth , but that there 

- were ſome ſhours of toy with, God ſaue Baſis, & divers of them with much jolliry 
10 growne tobe his guard that burlittle before meant to be his murderers. ; 


This C/zzi25 in his youth had bene a {choller ſofarre, astolearnerather wordes 


then maners, and of words rather plentic then order; and oft had vſed robe an 

ator in Tragedies , where he had learned, beſides aflidingnefle of language, ac- 

quaintance with many paſſions and to frame his face ro bearethe figure of them: 

15 long vſedto the eyes andeares of men, and to reckenno fault, but ſhamefaſtneſle, 

jn nature,a moſt notable Coward, and yet more ſtrangely then rarely venturous in 
privie practiſes, 

This fellow was become of neere truſt to Cecropia,_Amphialus his mother, ſo that 


he was priuy toal the miſchieuous deviſes, wherewith the went aboutto ruine Baſ## 


20 lis and his children , for the aduauncing ot her ſonne : andthough his education 
had made him full of tongue , yer his loue to be doing, tanghthim in any enillto be 
 ſecretzand had by his mittrefſe bene vſed(euerfince the ſtrange retiring of Baſalims ) 
rowhiſper rumours into the peoples eares: and this time (findinggreataptneſſe in 
the multitude)was one of the chicte that ſer them in the vprore(thoughquite with- 

25 outthe coſcr of Amphialus, who would not forall the Kingd6s of the world fo haue 
aduentured the life of philoclea.) But now perceiuing the loodot their furic began 

ro ebbc, hethought itpolicietotake the firſtofthe tide, forhatnoman cried lowder 
then he vpon Baſilzus, And ſome of the luſtieſt rebels noryer agrecingto the reſt, 

he cauſed twoor threeof his mates that were at his commaundement to lifthim 

:0 vp,and then as if he had had aprologue tovtter , he began with anice grauitie to 
demaund audience. But few attending what he ſaid with vehement geſture, as if he 
wouldrearethe ſtarres from the skies, hefell to crying out ſo lowde,that not onely 

. Zelmane, but Baſilrzes might heare him, O vnhappie men, more mad then the Gi- 
ants that would haue plucked Jupiter out ofheauen,how long ſhall this rage conti- 

35 nue? Why do younotall throw downe your weapons,8& ſubmit your ſelues ro our 
good Prince,or good Ba/ilius,the Pelops of wiſdom, and Mimos ofall good gouern=

ment? when will you begin to belecue me,and orher honeſt & faithful ſubies,thar 


haue done all we could to ſtop your furie | 
The farmer that loued Zelmane could abide him no longer. For as at the firſthe 
40 was willing to ſpeake of conditions, hoping to haue gotten great ſouerainties, and 
among the reſt Ze/mane : lonow perceiuing, that the people, once any thing down 
the hill from their furie,would neuer ſtay til they came tothe botrome of abſolute 
yeelding , and fothathe ſhould be nearer feares of puniſhment, then hopes of 
ſuch aduancement,he was one of them that ſtood molt againſt the agreement: and 
45 to begin withall,diſdaining this fellow ſhould play the preacher, who hac bin one 
ofthe chicfeſt make-bates, ſtrake him a great wound vpon the face with his ſword. 
The cowardly wretch fell downe,crying for ſuccour, and (ſcrambling through the 
legs of them that vere about him)gatto the throne,where Ze/mare tooke him,and 
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comforted him, bleeding for that was paſt,and quaking for feare ofmore. 

But as ſoone as that blow was giuen(as if ous had broke open the doore to ler 
all his winds ont) no hand was idle, ech one killing him that was nexr, for feare he 
ſhould do as muchto him. For being diuided in minds and not diuided in compa- 


nies,they that would yeeld to Baſilius were intermingled with them that would not 5 


yceld. Theſe men thinking their ruine ſtood vpon it; thoſe men to get fauour of 
their Prince, conuerted their vngracious motion intotheir owne bowels, and by a 
rrue iudgement grew their owne puniſhers . None was ſooner killed then thoſe 
that had bene leaders in the diſobedience: who by being ſo,had taught them , that 


they did leade diſobediEceto the ſame leaders, And many times it fell out that they 1, 


killed them that wereof their owne faftion, anger wherting , and doubr haſtening 
their fingers . But then came downe Zelmane; and Baſilius with Dorws iſſued, and 


| ſomtimes ſecking to draw together thole of their party, ſomrimes laying indifferet- 


ly among them,made ſuch hauocke {among the reſt Zelmane ſtriking the farmer to 
the hart with her {word as before 

rhey of the contrary {ide were put to flight, and fledto certaine woods vpon the 
frontiers; where feeding wildly , and drinking only water, they were diſciplined 
for their dronken riots; many of them being flaine in the chaſe,abour a ſcore onely 
eſcaping. But when theſc late rebels, now ſouldiers, were returnedfrom the chaſe, 


Baſilizs calling them togither,partly for policy ſake,bur principally becauſe Ze/ms- 2% 


ne before had ſpoken it (which was tohim more thena divine ordinance) he pro- 
nounced their generall pardon, willing themto returnetotheir houſes, and there- 
after be more circtimſped in their proceedings: which they did moſt ofthem with 
ſharp marks oftheir folly, But imagining Cliniasto be one ofthe chiefethat had 


bred this good alteration , he gaue him particularthanks, and withall willed him to 2, 
- make him know thisfrenzic had entred into the people. 


Clinias purpoling indeede to tell him the truthof all , ſauing what didtouch 
himſelfe,or Cecropia,firſt dipping his hand in the blood of his wound, Now bythis 


* blood(ſaid he)which is moredeareto me then althe reſt that is in my body,fince ir 
is ſpent for yqur ſafety :thisrong (perchance vnfortunate, butneuer falſe)ſhall not 39 


now begin to lie vnto my Prince,of me moſt beloued. Then ſtretching outhis hid, 
and making vehement countenances the vihers to his ſpeeches,in ſuch maner of 
rearmes recounted this accident. Yeſterday (faidhe) being your birth-day, in the 
goodly greene two mile hence beforethe ciric of Eniſpue,to dohonour to the day, 


were a foure or five thouſand people(of al conditios,as I think)gathered together, - 
ſpendingall the day in dancings & other exerciſes: & when night came,vndertents 
and bowes making great cheare, and meaning to obſerue a waſlaling watch all that 


night for your ſake.Bacchws(the learned ſay)was begen withthunder: Irhinke, that 
made himeuer ſince ſo full of ſtur & debate . Bacchws indeed it was which ſounded 


the firſt trumpettothis rude Alarum, For that barbarous opinion being generally zo 
among them,to think with vice to do honor,& with aCtiuitic in beaſtlinefſe toſhew 


abundance of loue,made moſt of them ſecke ro ſhew-the depth of their affe&io in 
the depth of their draught.Bur being once wel chafed with wine(hauing ſper al the 
night,& ſome peece of the morning inſuch revelling)& imboldned by your abſen- 


ted maner of liuing,there was no matter their cares hadeuer heard of that grew not 45 
tobea ſubicoftheir winie conference. I ſpeake it by proofe : for I take witneſſe of 


the Gods(who neuer leaue periuries vnpuniſhed)thar I oftE cried out againſt their 
impudencie,8 (when that would notferue) ſtopt mine cares, becauſe I would yo 
= the 


ehad done with hereyes) that in awhile all x

25 your ſelfe ofthe trouble ? There would not want ti:oſe that woul 
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be partaker oftheir blaſphemies,til with buffers they forced me to haue mine eares 


and cies defiled.Publike affaires were mingled with priuat grudges,neither was any 


man thoughtof wit, that did not prerende ſome cauſe of millike. Rayling wascoun- 
ted the frune of freedom, and ſaying nothing had his vttermoſt praiſe in igno- 
rance. Atthe length, your ſacredperſon(alas)why did 1 live to heare it? alas howe 
do breath tovtter it? But your commandement doth not only enioyn obedience, 
bur giue me force: your ſacred perſon (I ſay)telto betheir table-talke:a proud word 
ſwelling in their ſtomacks,& difdainfulreprochesagainſt ſo great a greatnes, having 
put on the ihew of greatneſle in their little minds: til at length the very vnbrideled 


20 vic of wordes hauing increaſed firein their mindes ( which God wor thought | 


their knowledge notable , becauſe they had at all no knowledge to condemne their 
owne want of knowledge)they deſcended (Oneuertobe forgotten preſumption) 
to a direct millike of your liuing from among them. Whereupon it were tedious to 
remember their far-ferchedconſtructios,Bur the ſumme was, you diſdained them : 


25 andwhat were the pompes of your eſtate,iftheir armes maintained younot?VWho 
would call you aPrince,it youhad not a people? When certaine of them of wret- 


chedeſtates,and worſe mindes(whoſe fortunes change could not 11opaire ) began 
to ſay, that your gouernement was to be lookediinto; how the great treaſures(you 
had leuied m—_ chem)had bene ſpent; why none bur greatmen and gentlemen 
into counſell,that the commons(forſooth) were roo plaine hea- 

ded to ſay their opinions : but yet their blood and ſweat muſt maintaine all. Who 
could rellwhether you were not betraied in this place, where you liued? nay whe- 
ther youdid live or go? Therefore that it was time to come and lee; andit you were 
here,to know(if. Arco were growne lothſome inyour fight) why you didnot rid 
{ take ſo faire a 


cumber in good parte. Since the Countrie was theirs, and the gouernement an ad- 


| herentto the countrie, why ſhould th:y not conſider of the one as well as inhabite 


the other? Nay rather(faid they) letvs begin that, which all Arcadia will tollowe. 
Let vs deliuer our Prince from daunger of praQtifes , andour felues from want of a 


zo Prince Letvs do that,which all thereſt thinke. Letitbefaid, that we onely are nor 


aſtoniſhed with vaine titles, which haue their force but in ourforce. Laſtly, ro haue 
faidand heard ſomuch, was as dangerous , as to haue attempted: and toattempt 
they hadthe glorious name of libertie with the, Theſe words,beingſpoken (like a 
furious ſtorme)preſently carried away their weil inclined braines.VVhat I,and ſome 


5 otherofthe honeſter ſort could do, was no morethen ifwith a pufe of breath , one 


ſhould go about to make a ſaile go againſt a mightie winde: or, with one hand, ſtay 
theruineofa mightiewall . So generall grewe this madneſſe among them, there 
needed nodrumme, where each man cryed, each ſpake to other that ſpake as faſt to 
him,and the diſagreeing ſound of fo many voices was the chiefe token of their vn- 


o Meete agreement. Thus was their banquet turned toa battaile, their winie mirthes 


to bloudie rages, and the happie prayers for your life to monſtrous threatning of 
youreſtate; the ſolemnizing your birth-day,tended to haue bene the cauſe of your 
funerals. Butas adrunken rage hath ( beſides his wickedneſſe) that follie, that the 


' more it ſeckes to hurt, the lefſe it conſiders how to be able to hurt : they never way- 
5 ed how toarmethe mſelues buttooke vp euery thing for a weapon, that furie ofte-* 


red totheirhands. Many ſwordes, pikes, and billes there were : others tooke pitch- 
forkes and rakes,conuerting husbandrie to ſouldicrie , fome caught hold of ſpittes 


(things ſeruiceable for life) to be che inſtruments of death , And there was ſome

ſuchone , who held the ſame por wherein he dranke to your health,to vic it ( as he 
could) ro your miſchiefe. Thus atmed , thus gouerned forcing the vnwilling,and 
| | harrening the willing,adding furic to furic, andencreaſing rage with running, they 
| | cameheadlong toward this lodge :noman (I dare fay)refolued in his owne heart, 
| | what wasthe vttermoſt he would doo when he came hither . But as milchiefe is of 
| Tuchnarure, thatircannot ſtand butwith ſtrengthning one euill by an other, and Th 
 ſomultiplieinir ſelf till itcometorhe higheſt,and then fall with his owne weight: 
| foratheirmindes (once palled the boundes of obedience) more and more wicked-

* } formeyou, (I ſpeake it in my conſcience, and with a bleeding hart) now thoughtno ;g 
vs |  ſaf*rie for them, without murdering you.

| | rhepreſeruation of Arcad/a) had notſhewed their miraculous power,and that they 
{ / hadnorvſedfor inſtruments , both your owne valour (not fir ro be ſpoken of by fo 
}  mcanc amouthas mine)andſome (I mult confeſle) honeſt minds, (whom alas why 
 ſhouldI mention,fince what we did, reached nottothe hundred part of our duty?) x 
| } | ourhandes(ltrembletothink of it)had deſtroyedallrhat,for which we haue cauſe 
3h torcioyce that we are CArcadtians, | 
||| - Withtharthetellow did wring his hands; and wrang outteares: ſo as Baſilizs,thar 
wasnot the ſharpeſt piercer into masked minds,tooke a good liking to him; and fo 
much the more as he hadrickled him with praiſe in the hearing of his miſtres. And 26 
therefore pitying his wound, willed him to get him home,and looke well vnto ir, & 
make the beſt ſearch he could, to know it there were any further depth in this mat- 
. ter,for which he ſhould be well rewarded.Bur before he went away ,certaine of the 
ſhepheards being come(for that day was appointed for their paſtorals) he ſent one 
of them to Fb:/anax,and another to other principallnoble-men, and cities therea- 25 2: 
bouts, to make through-inquirieof this vprore,and withall,toplace ſuch garriſons 
in all the townes and villagesneere vnto him, that he might thereafter kceepe his 
; folitaric lodge in moreſecuririe, vpon the making of a fire, or ringing of abell,ha« 
uing them in a readineſle for him, oo 
| This,C/rzias(hauing his care one way when his cycwas an other) had perceiued , Zi 
&trheretore haſted away, with mind tortell Cecropra, that ſhe was to take ſome ſpee- 5 
dic refolution,orels it were daunger thoſe examinations would oth diſcouer,and 
ruine:her : and fo went his way, leauing rhart little companie with embracements, 
and praiſing, of Ze/manes excellent procceding,to ſhew, thatno decking ſets foorth 
any thing fo much,as affection. For as , while ſhe ſtoodear the diſcretion of thoſe 35 3 
vndiſcreete rebelles, every angry countenance anyof them made, ſeemed a knife 
> laydevpon their owne throates, ſovnſ{peakable was now their toy , that they ſawe 
| (beſides herfſafetie and their owne) the ſame wrought , and ſafely wrought by her 
meanes,in whom they had placed all their delights. What examples Greece could 
eueralledge of witte and fortitude, were ſctin the ranke oftrifles, being compared 46 4 
ro this ation, 
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Bur as they were in the midſt of thoſe vnfained ceremonies,a Gitterne,il-played

They had ſoone found it was Dametas,who came with no lefle lifted vp counte- |

was a rule with him, that after agreat ſtorme there cuer tall a fewe drops before it 
be we finiſhed.But Pame/a(who had nowexperienced how much care doth ſolli- 


citea Lovers heart)vſed this occaſion of going to her parents & liſter,indecd afwel 
20 for that cauſe,as being vnquier, til her eye might be aſſured how her ſhepheard had |

Baſilzzs was glad of it; butnotwilling to hauc him,nor a- | 


ny other ofthe Noble men,ſce his Miſtreſſe) he himſelſe went out of the Lodge, 


and ſo giningorder vnto him of placing garriſons , and examining theſe martrers; | 


and Philanax with humble earneſtneſle beginning to entreat him toleaue oft this 


35 ſolitarie courſe(which alreadic had bene ſo daungerousvnto him,) Well (ſaid Ba- 


filims)it may be ere long I will condifcend vnto your defire.In themeane time, take 


you the beſt order you can to keepe me ſafe in my ſolitarinefle, But(faid he) do you | 


remember,how earneſtly you wrote vnto me, that I ſhould not be moued by that 


Oracles authoritie , which brought me to this reſolution ? Full well Sir(anſiwered 
40 Philanax)for though it pleaſed younot as then to let me know , what the Oracles 


words were, yet all Oracles holding (in my conceipt) one degree of reputation, it 
ſufficed me to know, it was but an Oracle,whichled youfro your owne courſe, Vl 
(ſaid Baſilizs) I will now tell youthe wordes z which beforeT thought nor good to 
do; becauſe when all the euents fall out (as ſome alreadie haue done) I may charge 


45 you with ydur incredulitie. So he repeated them inthis fort,

For you forſooth(ſaid he)when T told you,thar ſome ſupernaturallcauſe ſent me 19 
ſtrange viſions , which being confirmed with preſagious chaunces, Ihad gone to 
Delphos,& there receiued this anſwere, you replied ro me; that the only ſupernatu- 
rall cauſes were the humors of my body,which bred ſuch melancholy dreames; and 
that both they framed a mindful of coceipts, apt to make preſages of things,which 
in chemſelues were meerly chaunceable:and withall as I faic, you remember what 15 
you wrote vnto me,touching authoritie of the Oracle: but now I haue ſome nota- 
bletriall ofthe truth thereot , which hereafter I will more largely comunicate vnto 
you. Only now,knov? that the thing I moſt feared is already pertormed; I mean that 
a torraine ſtate ſhould poſleſſe my throne. For that hath bene done by Ze/maze, but 
notas lfeared,to my ruine,but ro my preſeruation, But when he had once named 29 
Zelmane,chat name was as good as apully,tomake the clock of his praifes run on in 
ſuch ſorr,that (Ph:1anax tound) was more exquiſite then'the onely admiration of 
vertue breedettwhich his faithfull hart inwardly repining at, made him ſhrinke a- 

as ſooneas hecould, to go about the other matters of importance, which Ba- 


filim had enioyned vnto him. 25 


Bail; returned into the Lodge, thus by him ſelfe conſtruing the oracle , that in 
thathe ſaid, his eldercare ſhauld by Princely meane be ſtolne away from him, and 
yet notloſt, it was now perfourmed, ſince Zeimane had as it were robd from him 
thecare of his firſt begotten child ;yer was itnotloſt, ſince in his hart the ground 
of irremained. That his yonger ſhould with Natures blifle embrace theloue of z 5

Aſſoone as he had endedhis denotion(all the priviledged ſhepherds being now .

15 theſhepheards prepared themſelues in their beſt manner, Baſileus tooke his daugh- 
ter Philocles afide,and with ſuch haſt , as if his cares hunted for words, defiredto 
know how ſhe had found Zelmane. She humbly anſwered him, according to the a-_ 
greement betwixt them,thatthus much forher fake Ze/mane was content to del- 
cendfro her former reſolution,as to heare him, whenſocuer he would ſpeak;& fur- 


. 20 ther then that(ſhe ſaid)as Zel/mane had not graunted, fo ſheneither did , noreuer 


would defire. Baſilzus kiſt her with more then fatherly thanks , and ſtraight (like a 
hard-kept warde new cometo his lands) would faine have vied the benefite of thar 
graunt,in laying his {icknefle before his only phyſition, Bur Ze/mene (thathad nor 
yet fully determined with her ſelfe, how to beare her ſelfe roward him.) made him 

25 ina few words vnderſtand.that the time in reſpe& of the company was vnfit for ſuch 
a parley,and therefore to keepe his braines the buſier, letting him vnderſtand whac 
ſhe had learnedofhis daughters,touching Eronas diſtreſſe (who in her trauaile ſhe 
had knowne, and bene greatly beholding to) ſhe defiredhim to finiſh the reſt, for 
ſofar as Plangus had told him; Becaule ſhe ſaid(and ſhe ſaidtruly)ſhewasfulofcare 

30 for that Ladie, whoſe deſert (only except an ouer-baſe choiſe) was nothing agree+ 
able'to misfortune. Ba/ilixa glad that ſhe would command himany thing, but more 
glad,that inexcuſing the vnhitneſle of that time, ſhe arguedan intention, tograunt 
a fitter, obeyed her in this manner. | : 


Madain(faid he)itis verie true, that ſince yeares' enabled mee to iudge what is, 


33 or isnotto bepiticd. Ineuer ſaw any thing that more mouedmeto iuſtifie a vehe- 
ment compaſſion in my ſelfe,then the eſtate of that Prince,whom ſtrong againſt all 
his owne afflitions (which yet were great, as I perceive youhaue heard) yer true 
andnoble louc had ſopulleddowne , as tolievnder ſorrow for another.In ſo much 
as I could nottemper my long idle pen in that ſubie& , which Iperceiue you haue 

40 ſcene. Butthen to leave that vnrepeated, which I find my daughters haue toldhou : 
It maypleaſe you to vnderſtand, fince it pleaſeth you todemand, that _Lntrphilue 
being crowned, and ſoleftby the famous Princes Mwſidorus and Pyrecles(led thence 
by the challenge of Anaxius, whois now intheſe prouincesof Greece , making a dif- 
honorable enquirie after that excellent prince Pyroc{esalreadie periſhed) Antiphitus 


45 (Ifay) being crowned, anddeliuered from the preſence of thoſe two, whoſever- 


rues(while they were preſent , good ſchoolmaſters) ſuppreſſed his vanities , he had 
not ſtrength of mind enough in him to make long delay of diſcovering what maner 
of man hee was. Bur ſtreight like one caried vp to ſo hie aplace, that hee looſeth the 
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_ . dinghim,itwasenuie andfeare of his expected greatneſſe) made him haſt away 
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diſcerning of the ground ouer which heis ; ſo was his mind lifted fo far beyondthe 
leuell of his owne diſcourſe, that remembring onely that himfelfe was in the high 
ſcare ofa King,he could notperceiuethat he was a king of reaſonable creatures,who 
would quickly ſcorne follies, and repine at injuries . But imagining no fo true pro- 
pertie of ſouereigntic,as todo what he liſted,and to liſt what ſoeuer pleaſed his fan- 5 
tie , he quickly made his kingdome a Teniſcourt , where his ſubietsſhould be the 
balles,not in truth cruelly, butlicenciouſly abuſing them, prefuming ſo far vpon 
himſelfe,that what he did was liked of cuery bodie : nay, that his diſgraces were fa- 
uours,& all becauſe he was aKing, For in Nature not able to conceiue the bounds 

of great matters (ſuddenly borne into an vnknowne Ocean of abſolute power) he 19 
was ſwayed withall(he knew nothow)as euery winde of paſſios pufted him. Where- 


ronothing helped him better,then that poyſonous ſugar of flatterie : which ſome 


vicd,out ot the innate baſeneſſe of their hart, ſtraight like dogges fawning vpo the 

greateſt; others ſecretly hating him,and diſdaining his great riſing ſoſuddenly,ſo 
yndeſerucdly(finding his humour)bent their cxalting him onely to his ouerthrow; x Woo 
likethe bird that caries the ſhel-fiſh high, tobreakehim the eaſier with his fall. Bur | 
his minde (being an apt matter to receive what forme their amplifying ſpeeches 
would lay vp0 it) daunced fo pretiea muſick to their falſe meaſure,that he thoughr 
himſelfe the wiſeſt, the worthieſt,and beſt beloued,that eucr gaue honor toa royall 
ticle, And being but obſcurelyborne,he had found out vabluthing pedegrees, that 29 
madehim not only of the blood royall, but true heire though vniultly diſpoſleſt by 
Eronas aunceſtors , &like the fooliſh birde , that when ir ſo hides the headthat ic 
ſeesnotit ſelfe,thinks no bodie elle ſees it: ſo did he imagine, that no bodicknewe - 
his baſeneſle,while he himſelfe turned his eyes from it, 

Then vaineneſle(a meagertriend to graretulneſle) broughthim ſo to deſpiſe E- 25 
rona, as of whome he had receiued no benefic,that within half a yeares mariage he 
began to pretend barrenneſle:& making firſt an vnlawfull law of hauing mo wives 
then one, he ſtill keeping Erona,vnder-hand, by meſſages ſought avraxia, whono 
leſſe hating him,then louing(as vnluckie achoiſe)the naughtie King P/exiriws, yer 
to bring ro po-_ what ſhee purpoſed, was content to traine him into falſe hopes, 36 
till alreadie his imagination had crowned him King of _Uſrmenis, & had made that 
bur the foundation of more & more monarchies;as if fortune hatlanly gotteneyes 
to cheriſh him. In which time a great aſſembly ofmoſt part of all the Princes of A/is 
being to do honour to the neuer ſufficiently praiſed Fyrocles & Muſidorus,he would 
be onenot to acknowledge his obligation( which was as greatas any ofthe others,) 35 ; 
but looking to haue bin yong-maſtered among thoſe greateſtates, as he wasamog 
his abuſing vnderlings. But fo many valorous Princes,indeed far neerer to diſdaine 
him then otherwiſe, he was quickly (as ſtanding vyponnotrue ground, inwardly) + 
out of countenance with himſelfe,till his ſeldom-comfortleſle flatterers ( perſwa- 


from that company , and without further delay appointed the meeting with ,HH- 
taxia; ſoincredibly blinded with the ouer-bright ſhining of his royaltic , that he 
could thinke ſuch a Queene would be content to be ioyned-patent with an other 
to haue ſuch an husband. Poore Eroxato all this obeicd , either vehemencie of af- 
fetion making her ſtoop toſo ouerbaſea ſeruitude , or aſtoniſhed with an vnloo- 45 4 
ked for fortune , dull ro any behoofefull reſolution, or ( as many times it falles out 

euen in great harts when they can accuſe none but themſelues) deſperatly bent to 


|  maintainc it. Forſo went ſhe on inthatway of her loue, thar (poore Lady) robe

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beyond all other examples of ill ſer affeion , ſhewas brought towrite to Arrexiz, 
that ſhe was content; for the publike good, to be aſecond wife, and yeeld the firſt 
place to her; nay tocxtoll him, and cuen woo Axraxis for him. L 

But Artaxis (mortally hating them bothfor her brothers ſake) was content to 
hide her hate, till ſhe had time ro thewit: and pretending thatall her grudge was 
againſt the two paragons ot vertue, AHu/idorims and Pyrocles ,euen met them halfe 
way in excuſing her brothers murther, as nortbeing principall aors ; & of the 0- 
ther ſide, driuen to what they did by the euer-pardonable neceſlitie: and fo well 
handled the matter, as though ſhe promiſed nothing, yer Antiphilzcs promiſed 

X himſelfe all that ſhe would haue him thinke. And ſo a folcmne enteruiew was ap- 
pointed: But (as the Poets ſay) Hymen hadnot there his ſaffron-coloured coar. For 
Artaxialaying men ſecretly (& cafily they might be ſecrer,fince Antiphilus thought 
ſhe ouer-ran him in louc) when he came cuen ready toembrace her (ſhewing ra- 
ther a countenance of accepting then offering) they came forth, and (having much 


15 aduantage bothinnumber, valure, and forepreparation) putall his company tothe 


ſword, bur ſuch as could flic away. As for Aztiphilus ſhe cauſed himand Exona both 
to be put in yrons, haſting back toward her brothers tombe, ypon which ſhe meanc 


to ſacrifice them ; making the loue of her brother ſtand betweene her and all other 


motions of grace, from which by nature ſhe was alicnated. 

20 Burgreardinerſitiein them two quicklie diſcouered it ſelfe for the bearing of 
| was ready to fall faſter thencalamitie could thruſt him with fruitleſſe begging of 
life (where reaſon might well aſſure him his death was refolued) and weake bemo- 


ning his fortune, to give his enemies a moſt pleaſing muſike, with manie promiſes 


25 and proteſtations , toas litle purpoſe, as from alitle mind. But Eroxaſad indeed,yer 
like one rather vſed, then new fallen toſadneſle ( as who hadthe ioyes of her hearr 


alreadie broken ) ſeemed rather to welcome then to ſhun that endof miſerie, ſpea- 
king litle, byt what ſhe ſpake was for Ctiphilus,remembring his guiltleſneſic,be- 


ingatthattime priſoner to Tjr/aates, when the valiant Princes flue him: to the dif- 
30 grace of men, ſhewing that there are women both more wile to iudge what isto be 
expected, arid more conſtant to beare itwhen it is happened. | 


Bur her witendeared by her youth, heratfliction by herbirth,and her ſadneſſe by - 


her beautie , made this noble Prince Plawgus , who (ncuer almoſt from his coulin 
CArtaxia ) was now preſent at Eronas taking , to perceiue the ſhape of louclineſſe 


33 more perfectlic in woe , then in ioyfulneſle (as in a pifture which receiues greater | 


life by the darkeneſle of ſhadowes , then by more glittering colours) and lecing to 
like, and liking to loue, and louing ſtraight ro feele the moſt incident effets of 
loue, toſerue and preſerue , So borne by the haſtietide ofſhort leaſure he did ha- 
ſtilie deliucr together his affection , and afteCtionate care. Burſhe (as ithe had ſpo- 
40 ken of a ſmall marrer , when he mentioned her life , to which he had notleaſure to 
attend ) deſired him it he loued her , roſhewit, in finding ſome way to ſaue _2ne;- 
philas.For her, ſhe found the world but a weariſome ſtage vnto her,where ſhe play- 
ed apartagainſt her will : and therefore beſought him, not to caſt his love in ſown- 
fruirful aplace, as could not loue it ſelf: but for a teſtimonie ofconſtancie,8& a fura- 
bleneſſe ro his word , todo ſo much comfort to her mind, as that for her ſake _21n- 
tiphilas were ſaued.

but when ſuch acauſe couldbe allied tono reaſon , yer loue would needes make it 
ſelfe acaulſe, and barre her rather from hearing, then yeeldthat heſhould;yeeld to 
ſuch arguments : he likewiſe in whom the power of Loue(as they ſay of ſpirits)was 
ſubie&ro the loue in her,with griefe conſented, and(though backwardly) was dili- 
gentto labor the helpe of Antiphilzs : a man whom he notonly hated, as atraytor to 
Erona,butenuiedas a poſleſſor of Erona.Yer Loue ware, his hart,in ſpite ofthis hart, 
ſhold make him becomea ſeruant to his rival. And ſo did he,ſeeking all the meanes 
ofperſwading Artax/a,which the authority of ſoneare , and ſo vertuous a kinſiiian 
could giue vnto him.But ſhe to whom the eloquence of hatred had giuen revenge 
the face of delight, reieQted al ſuch motios;but ratherthe morecloſely impriſoning 19 
them in her chiefe ciry,where ſhe keptthem with intention at the birth-day of Tire- 
dates (which was very neare)to execute Antiphilus,% at the day of his death (which 
was about halfe a yeare after) to vie the ſame rigortowards Erene . Plangws much 
grieucd(becauſe much louing)attempred the humors of the Zycians,to ſee, whether 
they would come in with forces toſuccor their Princeſle. But there the next inhe- 15 
ritor tothe crown(with the true play that is vied in the game of kingdomes)had no 
ſoonerhis miltreſle in capriuity, but he had vſurped her place, and making her odi- 
ous to herpeople, becauſe of rhe vnfiteleCtion the had made, had foletc no hope 
there: but which is worſe, had ſent to Arfax/a,perſwading the iuſticingher,becauſe 


 thatyniuſticemight giue his title the name of iuſtice. Wantingthat way , Plangm 20 


practiſed with ſome deare friends of his to ſaue Antiphilu out of priſon , whoſe da 
becauſe it was much nearer then Erozaes,and that he well found,ſhe had twiſted her 
life vpon the ſame threed with his,he determined firſt co get him our of priſon: and 

to that end hauing prepared all matters as well as in ſuch caſe he could, where Ay- 
taxia had ſet many of Tiridates old ſeruants to haue well-marking eyes, he confer- 25 
red with Antiphilzs,as ( by the authority he had)he found meanes to do;z& agreed 
with him ofthe time & maner,how he ſhould by the death of ſome ofhis iaylors eſ- 
cape. Bur all being well ordered , and Plargw willingly putting himſelfe into the 
greateſt danger, Antiphilus(who,like a bladder,ſweld ready to breake, while it was 
full ofthe windof proſperity,that being out,was ſo abieed, as apt to betrod on by 39 
euery body)when it came to the point, that with ſome hazard, he might be in appa- 
rant likelihood to auoid the vttermoſt harme, his hart fainted, and(weakefoole,nei- 
ther hoping,nor fearing as he ſhould)gat aconceipr,that with bewraying this pra- 
Riſe,he might obtaine pardon: and therefore, euen alittle before Plague ſhould 
haue come vnto him,opened the whole practiſe to him that had the charge withvn- . . 
pitiedreares idely proteſting, he had rather die by Artaxias commandement, then 3, 
againſt her wilbeſcape : yet begging life ypon any the hardeſt,and wretchedeſt con- 
ditions that ſhe would lay vpon him, His keeper prouided accordingly , fo that whe 
Plangws came, he was like, himſelfe to haue bin entrapped : but that finding (with a

ſtood vpon his gard,as he had good cauſe. For, _Arraxia(accounting him moſt yn- ht 


gratefull,conſidering that her brother and the had not only preſerued him againſt 
the malice of his father,bur euer vied him much likerhis birth,then his fortune)ſent 
forces to apprehend him.Buthe among the martiall men had gotten ſo greatloue,

Bur Plangwe well perceiuing that Artaxiaſtayedonly tor the appointed day, thar 
the faire Eraxas bodie(conſumed to ates ſhold make a notorious teſtimonie, how 
deepely her brothers death was engrauen in her breaſt , he aſſembled gaod num- 
Io bers of friends , whom his vertue (though a ſtranger) had tied vnto him, by force 
ro giue her libertie, Contrariwiſe, Artexia, to whom Anger gaue more courage 
then her ſex did feare , vied her regall authoritie (the moſt the could) to ſuppreſle” 
that edition, & hauc her will: which (ſhe thought) is the moſtprincelie thing that 
may be, But Planzus, who indeed (as all men witneile) is one of the beſt Capraines 
t5 (borh for policie and valour) that are trayned in the ſchoole of Hrs, in a conflict 
ouerthrew Artaxias power, though of farre greater number : and there tooke pri- 
ſoner a baſe ſonne ot her brothers, whom ſhe dearly aftected , & then ſent her word 
that he ſhould run tize ſame race of fortune (wharſceuer itwas) that Eyona did : and 
- happie was that rhreatning for her; for elſe Artaxia had haſtened the day of her 
30 death, in reſpe& ofthoſe tumuls. - ID | 
Butnow (ſome principall Noblemen of that countrie interpoſing themſelues) 
it was agrecd, that all perſons elſe fully pardoned, andall priſoners (except Erona) 
delivered ,ſhe ſhould be pur into the hands of a principall Nobleman, who hada 
caſtle of great ſtrengrh,vpon oath,that if by the daytwo yeare from Tiridates death, 
25 Pyrocles and Muſidorus did not in perſon combat,and ouercome two knights, who 
ſhe appointed tomaintaine her quarell|againſt Er9na & them, of having by treaſon 
deftroyed her brother, that then Erona ſhold be that ſame day burned to athes : but 
ifthey came, and had the victorie, ſhe ſhould be delivered; bur vpon no occaſion, 
neither freed, norexecuted till that day, And heretoof both figes, all tooke folemne 
32 oath, and ſothe peace was concluded; they of P/ang partic forcing him to agree, 
though he himſelfe the ſooner condiſcended, knowing the curtehe ofthoſe two 
excellent Princes, not to refuſe ſo noble a quarrell, and their power ſuch, as two 
- mere (like the other two) were not able torefift. But Artaxzawas more, and vpon 
betrer ground, pleaſed with this aftion; for ſhe had euennewly receiued newes fro 
35 Plexirtws,that vpon the fea he had cauſed them both to perith,& therefore ſhe held 
her ſelfe ſure ofrhe match, : T 
. Butpoore Planguwsknew not ſomuch , and therefore ſeeing his partic ( as moſt 
times it falles out in like caſe) hungrie of any conditions of peace, accepted them; 
and then obtained leaue ofthe Lord, that indifferentlic kept her, ro vifite Erona, 
40 whom he found full of deſperate ſorow, not ſuffering neither his vnworthinefſe,nor 
his wrongs, norhis death ( which isthe naturall concluſion of all worldlic aCts) ci- 
ther to couer with forgetfulneſſe, or diminiſh with conſideration, the afietion ſhe 
had borne him: but euenglorying in affliction, &ſhunning all comfort,ſhe feemed 
to haue no delight, but in making her ſelf the picture of miſeric, So that when Plan- 
45 gwscame to her ,the fell in deadlie traunces, as if in him ſhe had ſeene the death of 
Antiphilas , becauſe he hadnot ſuccoured him: and yer (her vertue ſtriuing) ſhe 
didat one time acknowledge her ſelfe bound, andprofeile her ſelfe injured; in ſteed 
of allowing the concluſion they had made, or writing to the Princes (as he wiſkr

her to do) crauing nothing; but ſome ſpeedie death to follow hex in ſpite of juſt

| SothatPlangwhauing nothing bur a rauiſht kiſle from her hand at their parting, 
went away toward Greece, whitherward he vnderſtoodthe Princes were embarked. 
Burt by the way it was his fortuneto interceptletters, written by Artaxzato Plexir- 3 
tw: wherin ſhe ſignified her accepting him to her husband , whom ſhe hadeuer 
fauoured, ſo muchthe rather , as he had perfourmed the conditions of her mari- 
age, in bringing totheir deſerued end her greateſt enemies: withall , thanking the 
ſea, in ſuchrearmes as he might well perceiue it was by ſome treaſon wrought in 


_ Plexirtns (hip, Whereupon (to make more diligent ſearch) he rooke ſhip himſelfe 19 


and came into Laconia, enquiring, and by his enquirie finding, that ſuch a ſhip was 
indeed with fight and fire-perithed , none (almoſt) eſcaping. But for Pyrocles and 
CMuſidorms , it was aſluredlydetermined that they were caſt away : for the name of 
ſuch Princes (eſpecially inGreece) would quicklic elſe have bene a large witneſle to 
the cotrarie. Full of oriefe with that, forthe loſle of ſuch, wholeftthe world poore 15 
of perfection : but more ſorie for Eronas ſake, who now bythemcould not berelie- 
ved. Anewaduertiſement from CAymenia ouertooke him , which multiplied the 
force ofhis angyiſh. Itwasa meſſage from the Nobleman who had Erora inward, 
ining him roynderſtid} that ſince his departure, Artaxra(viingthebenfitoftime) - 
had beſieged him in his Caſtle , demaunding preſent deliuerie of her , whom yer 29 
for his faith giuen , he would nor, before the day appointed, if poſſiblie he could re- 
fiſt, which he forcſaw, long he ſhould nor do for want of viftuall, which hehad nor 
ſo wiſely prouided , becauſe hetruſtedvpon the generall oath taken for two yeares 
ſpace: and therefore willed him to mak= haſte to his ſuccour , and come with no 
ſmall forces; for all they that were ofhis fide in Armenia were conſumed, and Ar- 25 
taxiahadencreafed her might by mariage of P/exirtws , who now crovened king 
there, ſtickt not to-gloric in the murder of Pyrocles and Mwuſidorms ,as having uſt 
cauſe thereto, inreſpe& ofthe deaths of his fiſter Andromana, her ſon his nephew, 
and his ownedaughter Zelmane, all whoſe loſle he vniuſtly charged them withall, 
andnow openly Rick notto confeſſe , what areuenge his wit had brought foorth, 40 
Plangius much aſtoniſhed herewith , bethoughthim ſelfe what to do: for toreturne 
to Armenia was vaine, fince his friendes there were vtterly ouerthrowne. Then 
thought he of going to his father; buthe had alreadie (cuen ſince the death of his 
ſtepmother, and brother) attempted the recouering of his fauour, and all in vaine, 
For they that had before ioyned with Axzdromana to do him the wrong, thought 35 
pow no life for them if he returned , and therefore kept him ſtill (with new forged 
ſuſpitions) odious to his father.So that Plengus reſcruing that fora worke of longer 
time, then the ſauing of Eronacould beare, determinied to go to the mightie and 
good king Evarchw: who lately having (tohis eternall fame ) fully, not onely con- 
queredhis enemies, but eſtabliſhed good gouernementin their countries, he ho- 40 
ped he might haue preſent ſuccour othim , both for the juſtneſſe of the cauſe, and 
reuenge of his childrens death, by ſo hainous a treaſon murthered. Therfore with 
diligence he went to him, andby the way (paſſing through my countrey) it was my 
haptofind him, the moſt ouerthrowne man with griefe , thateuer I hope to ſee a- 
gaine ;-Forſtill it ſeemed he had Erorg at a ſtake before his eyes; ſuch an appre- 45 
henſion he had taken of her daunger; which in deſpite of all the comfort I could 
ive him,he powred out in ſuch lamentartions, that I was moued notto Jet him paſle 


tillhe had made fulldeclaration, which by peeces my daughters & Ihaue deliuered

(in whom the whole eſtate, as next heires thereunto, had no leſle intereſt then him-

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(ſeduced by Philanax)interprete of it: he proteſting, that whatſoeuer he ſhould do 
for his owne defence,ſhould be againſt Philanax,and no way againſt Ba/liue, 
To this efiet,amplified with arguments andexamples, and painted with rheto- 
ricall colours, did hee fow abroade many diſcourſes : which as they preuailed with 
ſome of morequickethen ſound conceipt, torun his fortune with him; ſo in many 
didit breed a cooleneſle, to deale violently againſt him,8: a falſe-minded neurrality 
toexpectthe iſſue,Bur beſides the wayes he vied to weaken the aduerſe party,he 0- 
mitted nothing for the ſtrengthning of his owne. The chicte truſt whereof{becauſe 
he wanted men to keepe the field)he repoſed in the ſurety ofhis caſtlezwhich at leaſt 


10 would win him much time,the mother of many mutations.Torhat therfore he benc

both his outward and inward eyes,ſtriuing to make Art ſtriue with Nature, tro whe- 
ther of them twothat fortification ſhould be moſt beholding, The ſeat Nature be- 
ſtowed,but Art gauethe building: which as his rocky hardnefle would nor yeelde 
to vndermining force, ſoto open aſſaults he tooke counſel] of skill, how to make all 
———_—_— not impoſlible, yet difficult; as well atthe foote of the caſtell,as round 
about the lake,to giue vnquiert lodgings to them, whom onely enmity would make 
neighbours. Then omitted he nothing of defence , aswell imple defence , as that 
whichdid defend by offending, fitting inſtruments of miſchiefe toplaces, whence the 
miſchiefe mightbe moſt liberally beitowed.Neither was his ſmalleſt care for victu-

Butwherein he ſharpned his wits tothe piercingeſt point, was touching Mis men.

makes all the reſt to ſtir;zand that therfore inthe Arrof man ſtood the quinteſſence, 
andruling skill ofall proſperous gouernment, eitherpeaceable, or militafy ) hee 
choſe innumber as many as without peſtring ( and ſo daunger of infeftion ) his 
victuall would ſerue for two yeare to maintaine; all of able bodies, and ſome few 


of able minds todire,notſecking many commaunders, butcontenting himſelte, 


thar the multitude ſhould have obeying wittes, cuery one knowing whom hee 
ſhould commaund, and whom he thould/ obey , theplace where, and the matter 
wherein; diſtributing each office asneare as he could, to the diſpoſition of the per= 
ſon that ſhould exerciſe it : knowingno loue, daunger, nor diſcipline can ſuddenly 
alter an habite in nature. Therefore would he not employ the ſtill man to a ſhitting 
practiſe, nor the liberall manto be a diſpenſer ofhis victuals , nor the kind-narted 
manto be a puniſher: butwould exerciſe their vertues in ſorts, where they might 
be profitable,employing his chiefe care toknow them all particularly, & through- 
ly, regarding alſothe conſtitution of their bodies; ſome being able better to abide 


 watching,ſome hunger, ſome labour,making his benefit of each hability,& nor for- 


_—_— power. Time to cuery thing by iuſt proportion he allotred, and as well 
in thar,as in everything elſe,no ſmall error wincktar,leaſt greaterſhould be anima- 
ted. Euen of vices he made his profir,making the cowardly C/iasto haue care of 
the watch,which he knew his owne feare would make him very wakefully performe., 
And before the ſiege began,he himſelfe cauſed rumors to be ſowed,andlibels to be 


- you againſt himſelfe, fullerof malice, then witty per{waſion : partly ro know 
r 


oſe that would be aptto ſtumble at ſuch motions , tharhe might cull them from 
the faithfuller band; bur principally, becauſe in neceſlitie they ſhould not know 
when any ſuchthings were in carneſt ADE ob it were,or not of his owne

The onely ods was , that when others tooke breath , heſighed; and when others 
reſted, he crolt his armes. For Loue paſſing thorow the pikes of Daunger,and tum- 
bling it ſelfe in the duſt of Labour, yer ſtill made him remember his ſweete deſire, 
and beautifull image . Often when he had begun ro commaund one, fomewhar 
before halfe the ſentence were ended, his inward gueſt did ſo entertaine him , that 
hee would breake it off, and apretty while after end it , when hee bad ( to the mar- 
uellof the ſtanders dy) ſent hiraſelfe in totalke with his owne thoughts, Somtimes 
when his hand was litted vp todo ſomething, as if with the ſight of Gorgons head be

would he ſay, all you har aftect the title of wiſdome,by vngratefull ſcorning the or- 
naments of Nature,am I now piping in g ſhadow? ordoo flouthfull feathers now , 
enwrap me? Is not hate before me , and doubt behind me? Is not daunger of the 
one ſide, and ſhame ofthe other?

priſoner Zelmane , for the commaunding Ampbialus. SOthat both ſides being de- 


ſicous, and neither graunters, they brake off conference, Cerropia ſucking vp more | 
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and more ſpite out ofher deniall, which yer for her ſonnes ſake , ſhe diſguiſed 
with a viſard of kindneſle , leaving no office vnperfourmed , which mighteither 
witneſſe,or endearcher ſonnes afteCtion , Vhatloeuer could be imagined likely to 
pleaſc her , was with liberall diligence perfourmed: Muſickes at her window, and 
eſpecially ſuch Muſickes,as might(withdolefull embaſſage) call the mind othinke 
of ſorrow,and thinke of it with ſweetneſle; with dittics ſo ſenſibly exprefling ,1m- 
phialms cale , that eucry word ſeemed to be buta diuerſifying of thename of ſm- 
phialus, Daily preſents, as it were oblations , topacific an angrie Deitie , ſent vnto 
her : wherein,ifthe workmanſhip ofthe forme, had ſtriuen with the ſumprtuoulneſle 
of the matter ,'as much didthe inuention in the application, contendto hauethe ,, 
chicfe excellencie: for they were as ſo many ſtoriesot his diſgraces,and her perfeRi- 
ons; where the richneſle did inuite the eyes, the faſhion did entertaine the eyes,and 
the deuice didteachthe eyes,the preſent miſerie ofthe preſenter himſelfe awfull 
ſcruiceable : which was the more notable,as his authority was manifeſt, And for the 
bondagewherein ſhe liued, all meanes vied ro make knowne, that ifit were abon- 
dage, it was a bondage onely knit in loue-knots : but in hart alreadie vnderſtanding 
no language but. one, The Muſicke wrought indeede a dolefulneſſe , bur it was a 
dolefulneſſe to be in his power :thedittic intended for Amphialme , ſhe tranſlated to 
Zelmane:che preſents ſeemed fo many tedious clogs of a thralled obligation : and

alu affeQionately languiſhed, and Cecropia ſpitefully cunning diſdained at the bar- 25 
renneſſe of their lucceſſe, | 
Which willingly Cecropza would haue renenged,bur that ſhe ſaw , her hurt could 
not be deuided from her ſonnes miſchiefe : wherefore , ſhe bethought her ſelfero 


attempt Pamela,whoſe beautic beingequall,ſhe hoped,ifſhe might be won,thather 


ſons thoughts would rather reſt on a beautifull gratefulneſſe,then ſtillbe tormented +, 
with a diſdaining beauty. Therefore,giuingnew courage to her wicked inventions, 
andvſing the more induſtry,becauſe ſhe had miſt inthis, andtaking euen precepts 
of preuailing in Pamela,by her fayling in Philocles ſhe went to her chamber,and(ac- 
cording to her owne vngracious method of ſubtile proceeding)ſtoodlliſtning at the 
dore, becauſetharour of the circumſtance of her preſent behauiour, there might 35 
kindly ariſe a fir beginning ofher intended diſcourſe. 

And ſo ſhe mightperceiue that Pamelz did walke vp & downe,full of deep(though 
patient)thoughts. For her looke & countenance was ſerled,her pace ſoft and almoſt 
ſtill of one meaſure,withour any paſſionate geſture,or violent motion : till at length 


(as it were)awaking,8ſtrengrhning her ſelte, Well{(ſayd ſhe)yet this is the beſt Sod 40

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yniuſt enemy the miniſter of thy Iuſtice\, But yet, my God, if in thy wiſdome,chis 
be the apteſt chaſtiſement for my vnexcuſable folly ; it this low bondage bee fic- 
teſt tor my ouer-high deſires; it the prideof my not-inough humble harr,be thus 
to be broken, Lord,lyeeld vnto thy will, and ioyfully embrace what forrow thou 
wilthauc me ſuffer, Onely thus much let me craue of thee (letmy crauing,6 Lord, 


3 beacceptedof thee, ſince cuen that proceedes from thee) let me craue,cuen by the 


nobleſtitle, which in my greateſt affliction I may giue my ſelte,that I am thy crea- 
ture, and by thy goodneſle ( which is thy ſelfe) thatthou wilt ſuffer ſome beame 


of thyMaieſty ſo to ſhine into my mind,that it may ſtil depend cohidently vpon thee. * 


Let calamity be theexerciſe but not the overthrow of my vertue:let their power pre= 


T0 aaile,but preuaile not to deſtruRis:let my greatnes be their pray:let my pain bethe 


ſweernes of their reuenge:let them{if ſo it ſceme goodvnto thee)vex me with more 
and more puniſhment. But, 6 Lord, letneuertheir wickedneſfle haue ſuch ahand, 
but chat I maycary apure mind in a pure body, (Andpauſinga while ) Ando moſt 
gracious Lord (fayd ſhe)what eucr become of me,preſerue the vertuous Hudorms, 
hart heldit, as ſo jewel-like atreaſure; rhat it would ſcarce truſt herowne lippe: 

withall, But this prayer,ſent to heauen,from ſo heauenly a creature,with ſuch a fer+ 
uent grace,as if Deuotion had borowed her body , ro make of it ſeite amoſt beau+ 
tifull repreſentation 3 with hereyes:ſo lifted to the skie-ward,that one would haue 


0 thought they had begun to flie thitherward, to take their place among their fellow 


ſtarres;her naked hands raiſing vp their whole length,and as itwere kiffing one and% 
ther,as ifthe right had bene the picture of Zeale, and the left;of Humbleneſſe,which 
both vnited themſelues ro make their ſuites more acceptable . Laſtly , all her ſenſes 


 beingrathertokens then inſtruments of her inward,motions , altogerher had ſo: 
25 ſtrange aworking power, that cuenthe hard-harted wickedneſſe of Cecropta, if it 


foundnota loue of that goodneſle,yet it felt an abathment at that goodneſle,and if 
ſhchadnota kindly remorſe,yet had ſhe an yrkſome accuſation of her owne naugh- 
tineſle,ſo that ſhe was put from the bias ofher fore-intended leflon . For well the 


found there was no way at thattimeto take that mind;butwith ſome,at leaſt,image 
39 of Vertue,and what the figure thereofwas,herhartknew nor. 
Yerdid ſhe prqgligally ſpend her vttermoſt eloquence, leauingno argumentyn- | 


proued, whichmight with any force inuade her excellent itudgement: the iuſtnes 
ofthe requeſt being, but for marriage; the worthineſle of the ſuiter; then her owne 
preſent fortmme,which Thould notonly haue amendment, bur felicity:beſides fallely 


35 making herbeleeue, that herſiſter would thinke her ſelfe happy, itnow ſhe might 


haue his loue which before ſhe contemned : and obliquely rouching, what daunger 
icſhould be for her , if her ſonne ſhould accept Philocleain marriage, and lomatcly 
thenext heire apparant, ſhe being in his power : yet plentifully periuring how ex= 
treamely her ſonne loued her,andexculing the little ſhewes he made of it, with the 


49 duetifull reſpect he bare vnto her; and taking vpon her ſelfe that ſhe reſtrained him, 


fince ſhe found ſhe could ſer no limits to his paſſions , And as ſhe did to Philecles, 
ſo did ſhe to her, with the tribute ofgifts, ſeeke to bring her mind into ſervitude: 
and all other meanes,that might cither eſtabliſh a beholdingnes , or atleaſt awake 
a kindneſſe;doing it ſo,asby reaſon oftheir impriſonment, one ſiſter knew:not how 


3 theotherwas wooed, buteach might thinke,that only ſhe was ſought. But if Phylo- 
clea with ſweete and humble dealing did auoide their afſaults,ſhe withthe Maicty - 
of Vertue did beatethem off, | | 
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horſe,& fiue hundred footmen,embuthed his foormen in the falling ofa hill, which 
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But this day their ſpeech was the ſooner broken of, by reaſon that he,who ſtood 
as watchypo the top of the keep, did nor only ſee a great duſt ariſe(which the earth 
ſent vp,as if it would ſtriue to haueclowdes as wel as the aire)burmight ſpie ſome- 
times,efpeciallywhen the duſt(wherin the naked wind did apparel it {elf)was caried 
a ſide from them, the ſhining of armour; like flaſhing of lightning, wherewith the 5 
clowdes didſceme to be with child;which the Sun guilding with his beames,it gaue 
a iightdelightfull roany,butto them that were to abide the terrour . But the watch 
gauea quicke Alarum to theſoldiers within,who praQtiſe already hauing prepared, 
began each,with vnabaſhed hartsor at leaſt countenances,to looke totheir c arge, 
or obedience,which was allotted vnto them. 10 
Only Clinias and Amphialus did exceede the bounds of mediocrity: the one in his 
naturall coldneſſe of cowardiſe, the other in heate of courage. For Clinias (who 
was boldonly in buſie whiſperings,andeuen inthat whiſperingneſle rather indeede 
confidentin his cunning, that it ſhould not bee bewraied, then any way bold, ife- 
ueritſhould bee bewrayed) now that the enemy gaue a dreadfull aſpe& vnto the 15 
caſtle, his eyes ſaw no terror,nor care heard any martiall ſound, but that they mul- / 
tiplied the hideouſheſle of it to his mated mind.Before their comming he had ma- 
ny times felt a dreadfull expeRarion , but yet his mind (that was willing to cafe 
it ſelfe of the burden of feare )did ſomtime faine vnto it ſelfepoſlibility of let; asthe 
death of Baſilius , the diſcord ofthe nobility , and {when other cauſe fayled him ) 20 
the nature of chaunce ſerued as a cauſe vnto him :and ſometimes the hearing other 
men ſpeake valiantly, and the quietneſle of his vnaſlailed ſenſes, would make him- 
ſelfe belecue , thathedurſt doo ſomething, Burnow, that preſent daunger did 
diſplay it ſelfe vnto his eye , andthat a daungerous dooing muſt be the onely meane = 
to preuent the danger of ſuffering , one thathad markedhim would haue iudged, 25 
that;his eyes would haue run into him,and his ſoule out of him; ſo vnkindly did ei- 


ther take a ſent of danger. He thought the lake was too ſhallow, and the walles too 


thin: he miſdoubted each mans treaſon,and coniefured cuery poſhbilityof misfor- 
rune,not only fore-caſting likely perils , but ſuch as all the Cm together could 
ſcarcely haue conſpired: and already began to arme himſelte, though it was de- 30 
termined he ſhold tary within dores;and while he armed himſelf, imagined in what 
art of the vault he would hide himſelfe, if the enemies wonne the caſtle. Defirons - 
he was,that cuery body ſhould do valiantly,but himſelfe;and therefore was afraid to 
ſhew his feare,but for very feare would haue hid his feare;leaſt it ſhould diſcomfort 
others: but the more he ſought to m_— it, the mote the vhſutablneſle of a weake 35 
brokenvoice to high braue words,and of a pale ſhaking countenance toa geſture of 
animating did diſcouer him. | 
Burquite contrarily Amphialus,who beforethe enimics came,was careful, proui- 

dentlydiligent,&not ſomtimes with out doubting of the iſſue;now the nearer dan- 
ger approched( like the light ofa glow-worme) the leſſeſtill it ſeemed: and now his 40 
courage began to boile in choler, and with ſuch impatience to deſire to powre out 
both vpon the enemy,that he iſlued preſently into certaine boates he had of purpoſe 
andcarying with him ſome choiſe men , went tothe fortreſſe he had vpon the edge 
ofthe lake, which hee thought would be the firſt thing, that the enemy would at- 
tempt, becauſe it was a ave Par 8 commanding all thatſide of the country,and 45 
being loſt would ſtop victuall, or other ſupply,thatmight be brought into the caſtle, * 
& in that fortreſſe hauing ſome force of horſemen, he iſſued out with two hundred

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wasSouer ſhadowed with a wood he with his horſinen went a quarter of a mile fur- 
therzalidehand of which he might perceiue the many troupes of the enemy , who 
cane but to take yiew where beſt to encampethemſelues. | 


Bur as if the ſight of the enemy had bene a Magnes ſtone to his courage, he could 


5s notcontainehimſelte, burſhewing his face to the enemy, and his backe to his ſoul- 
diers, viedthat action, as his onely oration, both of denouncing warreto the one, 


and perſwading helpe of the other. Whofaithfully following ancxample of ſuch - 


authority,they made the earth to gronevnder their furious burden,and the enemies 
to begin to be angry with them,whom in particular they knew not. Among whom 
10 there was a young man, youngeſt brother to Philanax,whole face as yetdid not be- 


wray his ſex, with ſo muchas thew of haire; of a mind hauing noJimits of hope, | 


not knowing why to feare; full of iollity inconuerfation, and lately growne a Lo- 


ver. His name was Agemor,of all that army the moſt beautifull: who hauing ridden 
inſportfull conuerſation among the foremoſt, all armicd ſauing that his beaver was | 
15 YP,tohaue his breath in more freedome,feeing Amphialus come apretty way before | 
his copany,neither ſtaying the commandement ofthe Capraine , norrecking whe- | 


ther his face were armed, orno, ſer ſpurs to hishorſe , and with yourhfull bravery 
caſting his ſtaffe about his head, pur it then in his reſt,as caretull of comely carying 
it,as itthe marke had beene but a Ring, and the lookers on Ladies. But _Amphialus 


20 launce was already come tothe laſt of his deſcending line,and begah to make the ful | 


point of death againſt the head of this young Gentleman, when Amphialus percei- 


ving his youth and beauty, Compaſſion forcbated the edge of Choller , thathee | 
ſpared that faire nakedneſſe,andlerthis ſtaffe fall ro Agenors vampalt: fo as both with 


braue NORTON hurtleſlie have performed that match, but that the pirtileſſe | 


25 launce of Amphialus ( angry with being broken) with an vnlucky counterbutte full 
of vnſparing ſplinters,lighred vpon thar face farre fitter for the combats of Venus gi- 
uingnot onely a ſudden,buta fowle death, leauing ſcarcely any tokens of his for- 
mer beauty : buthis hands abandoning the reynes, and his thighes the ſaddle, hee 
fell ſideward from the horſe. Which git comming to Leontius, a deare friend of 


30 his, who in vaine had lamentably cried vnto him toſtay, when he faw him begin- 


ther, held as then the ſoueraigntie in his paſſions;, But while he directed his eye to 
his friend , and fs hindeto his enemy , ſo wronglie-conlorted apower couldnor 
reiift the ready minded force of Amphialus:who perceining/his il-directed direction 
againſthim, ſo payd him his debt before it was lent , thathe allo fellro the earth, 


his careere, it was hard to ſay , whether pirty of the one, orreuenge ich 0- 


onely happy that one place, andone time, did finiſh both their loues and liucs to>. 


gether, | | 
But by this time there had benea furious meeting ofcither ſide: where afrerthe 
terrible ſalutation of warlike noyſe, the ſhaking of hands was with ſharpe weapon: 
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40 ſome launces according tothe metrallthey met, and skill ofthe guider , did {taine 


themſclues in bloud; ſome flew vp in peeces, as if they would threaten heauen, be- 
cauſe they fayledon earth. Buttheir office was quickly inherited, cicher by (the 


Prince of weapons ) the ſword , or by ſome heany male, orbiting axezwhich hun- | 
ting ſtil the weakeſt chaſe ſought euer to light there,where ſmalleſt ceſiſtace might | 


- worſepreuent miſchiefe . The claſhing of armour , and cruſhing of {taues;the iuſt- | 


45 ling ot bodies,the reſounding of blowes , was the firſt part of that ill agreeing mu- 
ſicke, which was beautified with the griflineſle of wounds , the riſing ofduſt; the 


hideous falles and grones ofthe dying . The very horſes angie iatheir maiſters | -

anger, with loue and obedience brought foorth the effects of hate and reſiſlance; 


_ and with minds of ſeruirude,did as it they aftected glory. Some lay dead vnder their 


dead maiſters, whom vnknightly wounds had vniuſtly puniſhed for a faithfull duty, 
Some lay vpon-their Lords by like accidents, and in death, had the honour to be 
borne by them,whom in life they had borne, Some hauing loſt their commanding 5 
burthens, ranne ſcattered abour the field, abaſhed with the madneſle of mankind. 
Theearth itſelte(wontto be a buriall of men)was now(as it were)buried with men: 


| ſo was the face thereothidden with deadbodies, towhom Death had come masked 


in diverſe manners. In oneplace lay dilinherited heades, diſpoſſeſſed of their 
naturall ſcignories: in another, whole bodies to ſee to, bur that their harts wont to 10 


| beboundall ouer ſocloſe, werenow with deadly violence opened : in others,fowler 


deaths had ouglily diſplayed their trayling guts. There lay armes,whoſe fingers yet 


 moued, as if they would feele for him that made them feele:and legges,which con- 


<< 


trary to common reaſon, by being diſcharged of their burden , were growne hea- 
vier. But no ſword payedſolarge atribure of ſoules to the eternall Kingdome, as 15 
that of Amphialus who like a Tigre, from whom a company of Woolues did ſeeke 

to rauiſh a new gotten pray; ſo he (rerhembring they came to take away Philoclea) 
did labour ro make valure,ſtrength,choller and hatred, to anſwer the proportion of 
his loue,which was infinite. ET 

"There died ofhis hands the old knight Fſchylus , who though by yeares might 20 
well haue bene allowed to vie rather the exerciſes ofwiſedome , then of courage; 
yet hauing a luſty body anda merry hart, he euer tooke the ſummons of Time in 
zeſt,orelſe it had ſocreepingly ſtolen ypon him, that he had heard ſcarcely the noiſe 
of his feete,and therefore was as freſh in apparell , andas forward in enterpriſes, as 
afarre yonger man: but nothing made him bolder , then acertaine prophecie had 25 
beene told him, that he ſhould die in the armes ot his ſonne,, andtherefore feared 
the leſſe the arme of an enemy, But now when Amphialus (word was paſſed through 
his throate,he thought himſelte abuſed; but that before he died, his ſonne, indeede 
ſecinghisfather begin to fall , held him vp in his armes , till apitileſſe ſouldicr 
of the other ſide, with a mace brained him, making father and ſon become twinnes 
in theneuer againe dying birth, As for Drialus, *emnon, Niſus and Policyates;the 


' firſt hsd hiseyes cut out ſo,as he could not ſee to bid the neare-following death wel- 


come: the ſecond had mer with the ſaine Prophet that old A/thylws had, and ha- 
uing found manyot his ſpeeches true , beleeued this to, that hee ſhould neyer bee 
killed, but by his owne companions: and therefore no man was more valiant then 35 
he againſt an enemy,no man more ſuſpicious of his friends:ſo as he ſeemed to ſleep 
in ſecurity, when he wentto a bartell;, and to enter into a battell, when he began to 


. ſleepe, ſuch gards hee would ferabout his perſon; yer miſtruſting thoſe verie gards 
leaft they would murther him. Butnow Amphial/us helped to vnridele his doubts; 


for he ouerthrowing him from his horſe , his owne companions comming with a 40 


- freſhſupply,preſſed him to death. N;/us graſping with _Umphialus,was with a ſhort 


dagger {laine, And for Policrates , while he ſhunnedas much as he could, keeping 
ſh his place for feare of puniſhment, _Amphialus with a memorable blow ſtrake 
off his head,where,with the conyulſions of death ſetting his ſpurres to his horſe , he 
gaue ſobraue a charge vpon the enemy, as it grewa prouerbe , that Policrates was 45 
onely valiant after his head was off, Butno man eſcaped fo well his hands as Fbe- 
bilus did: for he hauing long loued Phzlecles, though forthe meanneſle of his eſtare 
he neucrdurſt reueale it, now knowing Amphialus, ſetting the edge ofa riuall vpon 
* ; the - 


10 
_ throwne, when Phi/anax( who was the marthall of thearmy) came in, withnew 
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the ſword of an enemy, heheld ſtrong fightwith him. But Amphialws had already 
in the daungerouleſt places difarmed him, and was lifting vp his ſword to ſend him 
away from himſelte, when he thinking indeedeto die, 6 Fh:/eclea (fayd he) yerthis 
joyes mee, that I die forthy ſake. The name of ph1/oclea firit ſtaied his fivord, and 
when he heard him out,though he abhord him much worſe then before,yet could 
he not vouchſate himthe honour of dyingfor philocles, but turned his ſword ano» 
ther way , doing himno hurt for ouer-much hatred , Burwhar good did thatto 
poore Phebilws,ifeſcaping valiant hand, he was (laine by baſe ſouldier , who ſeemg 
him ſodiſarmed,thrult himthrovgh ? | 

But thus with the well-fo!lowed valure of Amphialus were the other almoſt ouer- 


force renuing the almoſt decayed courage of his ſouldiers. For crying to them(and 
asking them whether their backes or their armes were better fighters) he himſclfe 
thruſt intothepreſle, and making force and turic waite vpon diſcretion and go- 
uernement,he mighrſeeme a brauc Lion, who taught his yong Lionets, how inta- 
king ofapray, to ioyne courage with cunning, Then Fortune (as itſhe had made 
chaſes inow of the one ſide of that bloudy Teniſcourt) went of the other {ide the 
line, making as many fall downe of Amphialus followers, as before had done of Phz- 
lanaxs, they looling the ground, as taſtas before they had wonit , onely —y 


20 them to keepe it, who had loſtthemſclues in keeping ir. Then thoſe that had kille 


oh)

inherited the lot of thole that had beene killed;and cruelldeaths made them lie qur- 
etly together, who molt in their liues had ſought to difquiet each other; and many 
of thoſe firſt ouerthrowne; had the comfort to ſee the murtherers oucrrun them to 
Charons ferric, | 

Coarws , Cteſphon, and Milo, loſt their liues vpon Philanax his ſword : but 
no bodies caſe was more pitied , then ofa young eſquire of {mphralus , called 
Iſmenus, who neuer abandoning his maiſter, and making his tender age aſpire 
roactes of the ſtrongeſt manhood , inthis time that his ſide was put to the worſt, 
and that .Amphializs his valure was the onely ſtay of them from delivering them- 
ſelues ouer to a ſhamefull flight, hee ſawe his maiſters horſe killed vnder him. 
Whereupon, asking no aduiſe ofno thought, bur of faichfulneſle and courage, 
hee preſently lighted from his owne horſe, and with the helpe of ſome choite 
and faithfull ſeruants, gat his maiſter vp . But in the multitude that came of either 


ſide, ſome to ſuccour, ſume to ſaue TAmphialue, hee came vnder the hand 


of Philanax : and the youth perceiuing hee was the man that did moſt hurt to his 
partie ( deſirous euento change his life forglorie ) ſtrake athim , as hee rode by 
him, and gaue hima hurt vpon the leg, that made Phzlanax turne toward; him;bur 
ſeeing him ſo young, and of a moſt louelie preſence , herather tooke pitty of him; 
meaning to take him priſoner , and then to giue him tohis brother Agenoy to bee 
his companion , becauſe they-werenot much vnlike , neither in yeares, nor coun- 
renance . Bur as hee looked downe vpon himwith that thought,he ſpied where 
his brother lay dead, and his friend Leontizs by him , euen almolt vader the {quicrs 


feete. Then ſorrowing not onely his owne ſorrow , but the paſt-comfort ſorrow . 


which he fore-knew his mother would take (who with many teares , and miſgiuing 
ſighs had ſuffred him to go with his elder brother Ph/lanax) blotted our all figures 
ofpitty our ofhis mind,and putting forth his horſe(while menus doubled twoor 
three more valiant,then well ſer blowcs) ſaying to himſelfe. Ler other mothers be- 
waile & vntimely deathas wzll a s mine:he thruſt him through. And the boy fierce,

though beaurifull;and beaurifull,though dying, nor able to keepe his failing feete, 
felldowne to theearth, which he bit for anger,repining at his fortune , and as lon 
as he could reſiſting death, which might ſeeme vnwilling tozſo long he was in taking 
away his yong ſtruggling foule, _ | 
Philanax himſclte could have wiſhed the blow vngiuen,when he ſaw him fal like 5 
afaire apple,which ſome vicurteous body{breaking his bow)ſhould throw downe 
before irwere ripe. But the caſe of his brother made him forget both that , & him+ 
felfe: ſo asouerhaſtily preſſing ypontheretiring enemies, he was(ere he was aware) 
further engaged then his owne ſouldiers could relicue him; where being ouer- 
throwne by Amphiatas, Amphialus glad of him,kept head againſt his enemies while 10 , 
fome of his men caried away Fb:/anax, 
Bur ?hilanax-his men as ifwith the loſle of Philenax they had loſt the fountaine 
of their valure,had theircourages ſo dried vp in feare;that they began to ſet honour 
at their backs, and tovſe the vertue of patience in an vntimelytime : when intothe 
preſſe comes ( as hard as his horfe, more afftraide ofthe ſpurre , then the ſworde 15 
could cary him) a _ in armour as darke as blackneſle could make it, followed 
by none,and adorned by nothing; ſo farre without authority that hee was without 
knowledge, But vertue quickly made him knowne, andadmiration bred him ſuch 
authority, that though theyot whoſe {ide hecame knew him nor, yer they all knew 
it was fit to obey him:and while he was followed by the valianteſt,hce made way for 29 
the vileſt. For, raking part with the beſtegers, he made the Amphia/zansbloud lerue 
for a caparifon to his horſe, and adecking to his armour, Hisarme no oftner gaue 
blowes, then the blowes gaue wounds , thenthe wounds gaue deathes :o terrible: 
was his force,and yet was his quickreſle more forcible then his force,and his iudge- 
ment more quicke then his quickeneſſe . For though his ſworde went faſter then 25 
eyc-{ight could follow it, yet his owne iudgement went ſtill before it. There dyed 
of his hand, Serpedon, Pliſtonax, et wp and Hrppolitus , men of great proofe in 
warres, and who had that day vndertaken the gard of _Amphrialus. Bur while they 
ſought to ſaue him , they loſtthe fortreſſes that Nature had placed them in, Then . 
{lew he Megalus who was alitle before proude,toſee himſelf {tained in the bloud of 2g 
his enemies: but when his owne bloud came to be married totheirs , he then felt, 
thar cruelty doth neuer enioy a goodcheape glory. After him ſent he Palemon who 
hal that day vowed(with fooliſh brauery)to be the death of cen : and nine already he 
hadkilled,and was careful ro performe his(almoſt performed)vow,when the blacke 
knight helpt him to make vp the eh himſelfe. | 35 
Andnowthe often-changing Fortune beganne alſo to chaunge the hew of the 
battels. Forar the ficſt, though it were terrible , yer Terror was deckt ſo braueclie 
with rich furniture, guilt {words , pining armours, pleaſant penſils, that the eye 
with delighthad ſcarce leafure tobe aftraide: But now all vniuerſally defiled with 
duſt, bloud, broken armour, mangled bodies, tooke awaythe maske, and ſerte 40 
foorth Horror in his ownehorrible manner. But neither could daunger be dread- 
full ro THmphialushis vndilmayable courage, nor yet ſeeme ouglyto him , whoſe 
truely-aftefted minde, did ſtill paint ic ouer with the beauty of Philocles. And 
therefore hee, rather enflamed then troubled with the increafe of daungers, and 
whom he mightealily find : for he, like a wanton rich man , that throwes downe

Therefore , they approa-| 
ching oneto the other , as in two beautifull folkes, Loue naturally ſtirres a deſire 
of toyaing , ſo in their two courages Hate ſtirred adeſire oftriall . Then began 
there a combat betweene them , worthy to haue had more large liſtes ,'and 
more quier beholders: for with the ſpurre of Courage, and the bitte of Reſpect, 
each ſo guided himſelfe, that one might well ſec, the delire ro ouercome, made. 
them not forger howto overcome: in ſuchtime and proportion they did employ | 
their blowes , that none of Ceres ſeruantscould morecunningly place his flaile «| 
while the left tvote ſpurre ſer forward his owne horſe , the righrſet backeward the 
contraryhorſe, euen ſometimes by the aduantage of the enemieslegge, while 
che left hand (like him that held the ſterne ) guided the horſes obedient cou- 
rage: All done in ſuch order, that it might ſceme, 'the mind was a right Prince 
indeede, who ſent wiſe and diligent Lieutenants into each of thoſe well goucrned 
partes , But the more they fought, the more they deſi:edro fight; andthe more 
they ſmarted, theleſle they felre the ſmarte: andnow werelike to make a quicke 
proofe, towhom Fortuneor Valour would ſeeine moſt friendly , when in comes 
an olde Gouernour of CAmphialus, alwayes a good Knight , and carcfull of | 
his charge ; who giuing a fore wound to the Blacke Knights thigh, while hee 
thought not ofhim, with another blow ſlewe his horſe vnder him © Amphialus 
cried to him , that hee diſhonoured him : You ſay well ( anſfivercd the olde Knight) 
to ſtand now like apriuate ſouldier, ſetting your credit vpon particular fighring, 
while you may ſce Baſ#zze with all his hoſte , his getting betweene youand your 
towne, He looked that way, and found rthattrue indeede, that the enemy was 


* beginning toencompaſle him about, and ſtoppe hisreturne: and therefore cauſing 
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the retreate tobe ſounded, his Gouernour ledde his men homeward , while hee 
kept himſelfe ſtill hindmolt, as if hee had ſtood at the gate of a ſluſle , to letthe 
ſtreame goe, with ſuch PP , as ſhould ſeeme good ynto him: and with 
ſomanfull diſcretion perfourmed it, that (though with loſſe of many of lis men ) 
he returned in himſelfe ſafe, and content, that his enemies had felte, how (harpe 
the ſworde could bite of Philocleas Louer. The otherpartic being focic for the 
lofle of Philanax , was yet ſorier when the Blacke Knight could not bee found. 
For he hauing gotten a horſe, whom his dying maiſter had bequeath:d ro the 
word, finding himſelfe fore hurt, and not defirous to beknowne, bad: in the 
time of the enemies retiring , retired away alſo: his thigh not bleeding bloud fo 
faſt, as his heart bledde reuenge, But Ba/7/zus hauing atremprted in vaine to barre 
the ſafe returne of Lmphialus , encamped himſelfe as ſtrongly as he could, while 
he (to his gricte) might heare the ioy was made in the Gows his owne lubiect, 
that he had that day ſped no better , For Amphialus (being well belouzd of char 
people) when they ſaw himnor vanquiſhed, they eſteemed him as victorious , his 
youth ſercing a flouriſhing there ypo: his worthinſle , and his great nobiliry enno-

Bur the ficſt ching Amphia/m did, being returned, was to vilite philoclea,and ficit 
preſuming to cauſe his dreame to be ſong vnto her(which he had ſeen the night be-

But while that-deliberation was handled , according \rather to the humour 

then the reaſon of each ſpeaker,Philocles comming to knowledge of the har. plight 

wherein Philenax ſtood , ſhe defired one of the gentlewomen appointed to waite 10 

ypon her,to goin her name,and beſcech Amphialzs, that ifthe loue of her had any 

power of perſwaſton in his mind,he would layno furtherpuniſhment, then impri- 

ſonment vpon Philanax. This meſlage was delivered cuen as Philanax was entring 

ro the preſence of Amphialus,comming (according to the warning was giuen him) 

ro receiue a iudgement of death.But when he with manfull reſolution attended the 15 

fruite of ſuch atyrannicall ſentence , thinking it wrong', but no harme to him that 
ſhoulddie inſo gooda cauſes Amphialus turned quite the fourme ofhis pretended 

ſpeech, andycelded him humble thankes, that byhis meanes he had cometo that 

happines, as to receiue a commandement of his ___ therefore he willingly 
gaue him liberty to returne in ſafety whither he would,quitting him, not only of 29 

all former grudge,burt aſſuring him that he would be willing to do him any friend- 

ſhip and ſeruice:only deſiring rhus much ofhim,that he would lethim know the diſ- 

courle and intent of Baſilime his proceeding. 

Truely my Lord ( anſwered Phzlanax) it there were any ſuch knowne to mee, ſe- 

cret in my maiſterscounſell , astharthe revealing thereof might. hinder his good 2$ 
ſucceſſe,] ſhould loath the keeping of my bloud , with the loſle of my faith, and 

would thinke the juſt name ofatrayror a hard purchaſe of a few yeares liuing , But 

fince it is ſo,that my maiſter hath indeedenoway of priuic praQtiſe, but meanes 0- 

penly andforcibly to deale againſt you, I will not ſticke in few words to make your 

required declaration. Then told he him in what a maze of a mazement,both Baſilixs 20 

and Gyneeta were when they miſt their children and Zelmene. Sometimes apt to ſu- 

ſpect ſome praftiſe of Zelmane becauſe ſhe was aſtranger;ſomtimes doubtingſome

my maiſter his nephew; andthatT wiſh you well in all cauſes bur 45 
this. You know his natureis as apt to forgiue, as his power is able to conquer. Your

And thinke you: fo indeede (fayd Pamels balfe ſmiling )-I 
promiſe youT wrought it, butto make ſome tedious houres belecue,thart I thought 
not of them: for elle I valued ir, but evenasaverie purſe. It isthe rightnature (ſayd 
Cecropia) of Peauty , tro worke vnwitting effects of wonder. Truly (ſayd Pamels) I 
neuerthoughttill now, that this outward glaſle, intitled Beauric, which ir pleaſeth 15 
youto lay to my (as I rhinke) vnguiltie charge, was bur apleaſant mixrure ofnatu- 
xall colours, delightfull rotheeye ,.as muficke is tothe care, without any further 
conlequence : ſince it is a thing, which nor onely beaſtes haue; but cuen ſtones and 


_ trees many of them do greatly excell init That other things ( anſwered Cecropia) 


hauc ſome portion of it, takes not away the excellencie of it, where indeede ir doth 19 
excell: ſince we ſee,that euen thoſe bealts,trees, and ſtones, are in thename of Beau» = 
ty onely highly praiſed.But that the beauty of humaine perſons be beyond all ether 
things,there is great likelihood of redſay; ſince tothem onely is giuen the iudge- 
mentto dilcerne Beautic; and among reafenable wights , as it ſeemes,that our ſexe 
hath the preheminence,ſothat in that preheminence, Nature counteruailes al other 25 
liberaliries, wherein the may bee thonght to hauedealte more fauourably roward 
mankind. 'How do men crowne ( thinke yott) rhemſelues with glorte, for hauing 
either by force brought others to yeeld rorheir mind, or with long ſtudie, and 
premeditated orations,perſwadedwhat they wouldhaue perſwaded?and ſce,a faire 
woman ſhall not onley commaund withour authority, but perſwade without ſpea- 35 
king. She ſhall not needeto procure attention,for their owne eyes will chaine their 
eares vntoir.Men venture lines toconquerezſhe cofqueres lives without venturing, 
She is ſerued and obeyed, which is the moſt notable,not becauſe the lawes ſocom- 
maund it, but becauſe they become lawes themſelues to obey her; not for her pa- 
rents ſake,burt for her owne ſake, She neednortdiſpute, whether to gouecrne by Feare 35 
or Loue,fince without her thinking thereof, their loue will bring toorth feare, and 
thcir fearewill fortifie their loue: and ſheeneede not ſecke offenſiue, or defenſiue 
force,ſince her only lippes may ſtandfor ten thouſand ſhields, and ten thouſand 
vacuitable ſhot goe from her eyes.

The marter of your letters ſo fir 
for a worthy mind,and the maner ſo ſutable tothe nobleneſle of the matter giue me 
cauſe to thinke how happy I might accountmy ſelfe, if I could get ſucha friend, 
whoeſteeme itno ſmall happineſſe to haue met with ſo noble an enemie. Your 2 
|  chalengethallbe aunſiwered,and both time,place,and weapon accepted , For your 
| fſecuritiefrom any treacherie (hauing no hoſtage worthie to counteruaile you) take 
| my word, which I ſteeme aboue all reſpects. Prepare thereforeyour armes to fight, 
but not yourhart to malice; ſince true valure needes no other whetſtone, then de-

in F ving writte and ſcaled his letter, hedeliuered ittorhe Herauld , and with- 
| all rooke a faire chaine from off his owne necke, and gaue it him, And fo 
with fafe conuoy ſenthim away from out his Citic: and he being gone, _Amphialus 
| ſhewedvntohis mother, and ſome other ofhis chicte Counſellours, whathe had jg 
{| received, and how hee had aunſwered: telling them withall , that hee was deter- 
\|.|  minedto aunſwerethe challenge in his ofine perſon, His mother with prayers 
\| authorizedby motherly commaundement ; his olde gouernourwith perſ' aur dap 
\, mingled with reprehenſtons (that hee would rather affe& the gloric ofa priuate 
| fighter, thenofawiſe Generall) C/znias with falling downe at his feete, and be- 
|  Teechinghim toremember, that all their lives depended vpon his ſafetic, ſought 
all to diſſwade him. Put Lmphialus ( whole heart way enflamed with courage, 
and courage enflamed with afteCtion ) made an imperious reſolution cutte off 
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the tediouſneſle ofreplies,giuing them'in charge, what they ſhold dovpon all occa- 
fions, and particularly todeliuer che Ladies, if otherwiſe then well happened vnto 
him : onely deſiring his mother, that ſhe would bring Philocles to a window, 
whence ſhe might with eaſe perfectly diſcerne the combat, And ſo, as ſoone as the 
5 morning began to draw dew from the faireſt greenes to waſh her face withall 

againſt the approach of the burning Sunne , he went to his ſtable , where himſelfe 
choſe out a horſe, whom (though he was neere twentie yeare old ) he preferred 
for a peece of ſure ſeruice, before a greatnumber of yonger, His colour was of a 
browne Gr thicke with blacke ſpots; his forhead marked with a white ſtars 

is bodie there was no part ſutable, butthe left foote before ; his 

mane and taile blacke, and thicke,of goodly,and well proportioned greatneſle. He 
cauſed him tobe trimmed with a ſumptuous ſaddle of tawnie, and gold ennamel], 


enriched with precious ſtones: his furniture was made intothe faſhion of the bran / 


ches ofa tree, from which the leaues were falling: and ſo artificially were the leaues 

15 made,that as the horſe moued, it ſeemed indeedthatthe leaues wagged, as when 
_ thewind plaies with them;& being made of apalecloath of gold,they did beare the 
ſtraw-colouredlliuerie ofruine. His armour was alſo of tawnie and gold, bur for-. 
med into the figures of flames darkened , as when they newly brake the priſon of a 
ſmokie fornace, Inhis ſhield hee had painted the Torpedo fiſh, Ando appointed, 

20 he cauſed himſelte, with his trumpet and ſquire( whom hee had taken ſince the 
dcath of //menws) to be ferried ouer intothe Iland: a place well choſen for ſuch a 
purpoſe, For, it was ſoplaine,as there was ſcarcely any buſh, or hillocke, either ro 
vnleucll, or ſhadow it: of length and breadth enough, totrie the vttermoſt bothof 
Launce and ſword, and the one end of i2 facing the Caſtle, the other extending ir 

2, lelte toward the campe,and no acceſle to it,but by water: there could no ſecret tre»

- but thatvpon his ſhoulder and withers,he was freckned with red ſtaines ,as whena

taile to be died in carnation; his reynes were vine branches , which ingendring one 

with the other, atthe end,when it came tothe bir,there,for the boſle,brought forth 

acluſter of grapes , by the workeman made ſoliuely , that it ſeemed, as the horſe 

champed on his bir,he chopped for them, and that ic did make his mouth water, to 

35 ſeethegrapes ſo neere him, His furniture behind was of vines, ſo artificially 

made,as it ſeemed the horſe ſtood inthe ſhadow of thevine, ſo pretily were cluſters 

of rubie grapes diſperſed among the trappers which embraced his ſides.

Bur asſoone as Amphialuslanded,hefent his ſquire to Phalantwe, totell him, that 

there was the Knight, ready to know whether hee had any thing to ſay to him, Phe- 

lntw'anſwered, thathis anſwere now muſt bee in the language of launces; and fo 


| 45 eachattended the warning of the trumpets, which weretoſound ar the appoine- 


ment of foure iudges, who with conſideration ofthe ſame,had deuided the ground, 
Phalantm-his horie young, and feeling the youth of his maiſter , ſtood coruerting, 
| whichbcing well gouerned by Phalanrs, gaucſuch a glittering grace, as when the

Sunne in a cleare day ſhines vpon a wauing water. Ampbialns-horle ſtood pawing 
vpon the ground, with his further foote betore, as it he would for his maiſters cauſe 
begin to make himſelfe angry : till the trumper ſounding together, Together they 
 ſer{purres totheir horſes, togerher tooke their Launces S otheir taighes,conney- 
_ edthemyvp intotheir reſts rogether, together let them ſinke downward;ſo as it was F 
a delectable {ifht,in a dangerons eftect;anda pleaſant conſideration;that there was 
ſo perfectagreement, in ſo-mortall diſagreement: like a muſicke madeof cunning 
diſcords. But their horſes keeping an euen line their maſters had skiltully allotted 
vnto them, paſſed oneby another without encountring,although either might teele 
the angry breath of other. But the ſtaues being come to a iuſt deſcent, buteuen 10 
when the markewas ready to meet them, Amphialus was runne through the vam- 
late,and vnder the arme : ſo as theſtafte appearing behind him,it ſeemed tothe be- 
holders he had bene in danger. But he ftrake Pha/antws iuſt vpon the gorget,ſo as he 
battred the lamms thereof, and made his head almoſt rouchthe backe of his horſe, 


- Burcither {ide hauing ttayed the ſpur,and vied the bit to ſtop ther horſes fury, ca- 15 


ſting away the troncheons of their ſtaues,& drawing their {words,they attended the 


|: ſecondſummonsofthe death-threatningteumper, which quickly followed; and 


they aſſvone making theirhorſes aunſwer their hands, with a gentle gallop.ſetone | 
' toward the other,tilbeing come in the neareneſle of litle morethen aſtaves length, 
Amphialus truſting more to the ſtrength, then to the nimbleneſle ofhis horſe , put 29 
him foorth with ſpeedie violence, and making his head joyne to the others flanke, 
guiding his blow with diſcretion, and ftrengthning it with the courſeof his horſe, 
ſtrake Pha/antus vpon the head,in ſuch ſort, that his feeling ſenſe did both dazell his 
ſight,and aſtoniſh his hearing, But Phalantm( not accuſtomed tobe vngratefull ro 
| ſuchbenefits )ſtrake him vponthe fide of his face, withſuch force, that he thought 25 
his iaw had bene cut aſunder: though the faithfulneſſe of his armour indeede gar- 
ded him fromfurther damage . And fo remained they awhile , rather angry with 
fighting, then fighting for anger, till Amphialus-his horſe, leaning hard vpon the 0- 
ther,aud winning ground, the other horſe feeling himſelfe preſt , began to riſe alit- 
tle before, as hee was wont to doin his coruet: which aduantage CAmphialus ta- 25 
king, ſet forward his owne horſe with the further ſpurre , ſo as phalantm-his horſe 
cane ouer with his maiſter vader him. Which {Hmphialas ſeeing, lighted , with 
intention to helpe Pha/antus. But his horſe that had faulted, rather with vntimely 
art,then want offorce , gat vp from burdning his burden, ſo as Phal/antw (inthe 
fall hauing gotten his feexe free off the ſtirrop )could (though ſomething bruiſed) 25 
ariſe and ſecing Amphialuwncere himyhe asked him, VVhether he had giuen him any * 
helpe in remouing his horſe . Amphzalus ſayd No. Truely fayd Phalantns,l asked ir, 
becauſe I would notwillingly haue fought with him,thathad had my life in his mer- 
cy. But now(ſayd Phalantus) before we proceede turther,letme know who you are, , 
becauſe neuer yet did any man bring metro the like fortune . Amphiatre liſting to | - 
keepe himſelte vnknowne told himhe was a Gentleman, ro whom Amphtalus that L 
day had giuen armour and horſe totrie his valour, hauingneuer before bene in any 
combat worthy remembgrance.Ahſayd Phalantus in arage) And muſtI be theex- 
erciſc of your prentiſ-age ? and with that, choler rooke awayeither the bruſe,or the 
feeling ot the bruſe,ſoas he entred afreſh intothe combar,%& boiling into his armes 
the dildaine of his hart,ſtrake ſo thicke vpon Amphialrs, as it eueryblow would faine 
haue bene foremoſt. But Amphialus(thatmany like trials had taughr,prear ſpending

ſtood by Ph:locles, and had lately left Pameizin another roome, whence alſo ſhe 
might ſee the combvar)Sweert Lady (ſayd ſhe) now you may ſee, whether you haue 
cauſe to loue mylon,who then lies vnder your feete,when he ſtands vpon the necke 
ofhis brauzſt cacmies.

Yet (knowing the deſperate melancholy of _Amphialas in like caſes) framedro 

him a very thankfull meflage, powdring it with ſome hope-giuing phrafes ; which 
were of ſuch joy to Amphialus,that he (though againſt publikereſpe&, and impor- 
tunity ofdiſſwaders ) preſently cauſed it to bee made knowneto the campe , that 

35 whatſoeuer Knight would tric the like fortune as Pha/artws did; he ſhould in like 


ſort be anſwered: ſo as diuers of theyalianteſt, partly of themſelues,partly atthe in- 
ſtigation of Beſiliws, attempted the combat with him: and according to euery 


ones humour, ſo were the cauſes ofthe challenge grounded: one laying treaſon

The meflenger made ſpeede,and found Argalw ata caſtle ofhis owne , fitting in 
a parler withthe faire-Parthenia,he reading in a booke the ſtories of Hercules the by 
him,as to heare him reade; but while his eyes looked on the booke, ſhee looked on 15 
his eyes,and ſumerimes ſtaying him,with ſome prety queſtion, not ſo much to bee 
reſolued of the doubt; as to giue him occaſtonro looke vponher. Ahappy couple, 
he toying in her, ſhe ioying in her ſelfe , but in herſelfe, becauſe ſhee enioyed him: 
both encreaſed their riches by.giuing to each other; each making one life double,

Bur when the meſſenger came in with letters in his hand,and haſt in his counte- 
nance,though ſhe knew not what to feare,yer ſhe feared, becauſe the knew nor;burt 
the roſe, and went aſide, while he deliuered his letters and meſlage; yet a far oft ſhe 25 
looked, now at the meſlenger,and then at her husband: the ſame teare,which made 
herloth to haue cauſe of teare,yet making her ſecke cauſe tonourith her feare.

bird ſeemed roflic, His petrell and raines, were embrodered with feathers ſutable 
vnto it: vpon his right armehe ware atleeue,which his deare Partheniahad made for 
him,to be worne in aiuſtes, inthertime that ſucceſle was vngratefullto their wel- 
deſerued lone:itwas tullof bleeding harts,thoughneuer intended ro any bloudy en- 
terpriſe. In his thield{as his own deuice) he had two Palme-trees,neere oneanother, 
with a word {ignifying, /n that ſort flourizhing . His horſe was ofa firie ſorrell, with, 
blacke feere, and backe liſt on his back, who with open noſtrels breathed war,before , , 
he could ſee an enemy: and now vp with one leg, and then with another , ſeemed to 


complaine of Nature, that ſhe had made him any whit earthie. 


Bur he had ſcarcely vewed the ground of the [land , and conſidered the aduan- 
ra2es{it any were)thereof, before the Caſtell boate had deliuered Amphzalu, in all 
points prouidedto giue ahard entertainment, Andthen fendingeach toother their xg 
Squires in honourable maner,to know whether they ſhould attend any further ce- 
remonie; the trumpets ſounding, thehorles with ſmooth running, the ſtaues with 
vnſhaked motion, obediently pertormed their cholericke commandements , Bur 


\ when they drew neere, Argalus horſe being hot , preſt in with his head : which Am- 
phialus perceiving knowing if he gaue him his {ide,it ſhould bero his diſaduantage, ,, 


preſt inallo with him,ſoas both the horſes and men met ſhoulder to ſhoulder,ſo as 
the hories ( hurt as much with the ſtriking, as being ſtriken) tumbled downe to the 
earth,dangeroully to their maiſters, but that they by ſtrengthnimble , and by vſe 
Skilfull;in the falling ſhunned the harme of the fall, and without more reſpite, drew 
outtheir ſwords witha gallant braueric,cach ſtriuing toſhew himſelte rhelefle en- ,; 
damaged,and to make knowne that they were glad , they had nownothingelleto 
truſt ro,but their owne vertue, Truc it is, that Amphzalze was the ſooner vp,but Ar- 


/ ga/xs had his fword out the ſooner: and then tell they ro the cruelleſt combat, that 


any preſent eye had ſeene. Their ſivords firſt, like Canons, battering downe the wals 
of their armour,making breaches almoſt in euery place for troupes of wounds to ,, 
enter. Among the reit,_Args/iz gaueagreat wound to THmpbialus diſarmed faces 
though partot the force of it Amphralus warded vpon his thield , and withall ( firſt

caſting his eye vp to Fhi/ocleas VV indow, as it he had ferchedhis courage thence ) 
feyning toentend the fame fortot blow, turned his fword, and with amightie re-

yeelding to the ſwords ſtrong guided  ſharpneſle. But though the bloud accuſed 
the hurt of Arga/us,yer would he in no aCtion of his confeſle it: but keeping himlelfe 
ina lowerward, ſtood watching with timely thruſtes to repaire his loſle ;, which 
quickly he did. For Amphialas ( following his fawning fortune) layd on fo thicke vp- 
on Argalzs,thathis thield had almoſt fallen peece-meale tothe earth, when Argalws zo 
comming in with his right foot,andſomthing ſtowping to comeynder his armour, 
thruſt himinto the belly daungeroufly,and mortally it would haue beene, but that 
with che blow before, LAmphiaias had ouer (triken himſelte ſo, as he tell ſfide-ward 
downe, and with falling faued himſelfe from ruine, The ſwordby that meanes 
flipping attde,and not piercing more deepely. _Argalws ſecing him tall, threaming z5 


withvoyce andfſword, bad him: yeeld, Buthe ſtriving without aunſivere toriſe, 


realus ſtrake with all his might ypon his head.Buthis hurt arme nor able to mai- 
ſer ſo ſounda force, letrhe ſword fall ſp.,as Hmptzalus, though aſtoniſhed with

| weneneereto his old occupation of digging the carth,, but with the creſt of his hel- 


| mer. Clinias when he was paſt him,not knowing whathe had done, but fearingleaſt 
| Dametzs were at his backe turned with a wide turne ; and ſeeing him on the-ground,

he choughtrhen was his time, orneuer , totreade him vnder his horſes feete; and 
withallathe could)hurthim with his Launce,which had nor broken;the encounter

| ren vp)perceiuing,drew out his ſword,prying whichway he might beſt come to kill 
| Clznias behind, Bur the horſe that lay vpon him,kept ſuch a pawing with his feete , 
| rhat Dametas durit nor approch, but very leyſurely; ſo as the horſe (being luſtic)gat 
| vp,& withall fel roſtrike,and leape,that Damerasltarted backe a good way,and gane

as faſt as his backe and heeles couid leade him. But as Clzn;.zstound that, he began 
to thinke a poſſibility in the victory,and therefore followed with the cruell haſt ofa 


| preuailing coward; laying vpon Dametas, who didnothing but cry out to him to 


hold his hand: ſometimes thathe was dead, ſometimes that he would complaine to 


Baſili:s:b ur ſtill bare the blowes vngratefully,going backe till at length he came in- 
tothe water with one of his feete. 


' Bur then anew feare of drowning tooke him,ſo that not daring to 90 backe, nor 


| todeliberat (theblowes ſtill fo lighted on him) nor to yeeld ( becauſe of the cruell 


threatnings of C/;nizs) teare being come to the extremity, fell ro a madneſſe of de> 


| ſpaire: ſo that (winking as hard as euerhe could) he began to deale ſome blowes, 
and his arme{bcing vied to a flaile in his youth) layd themon fo thicke,that C/inias 


now began with lainen:able eyes to ſee hisowne bloud come out in many places, 
and before he had loſt halfe an ounce, finding in himſelfe that he fainted, criedour 
aloud to Dametas,that he yeelded. Throw away thy ſword then(fayd Dameras) and I 


| will faue thee; burſtill laying on,as faſt as he could.C/in;as ſtraight obeyed, & hum- 
bly craued mercy telling him , his ſword was = Then Dametas firſt opened his 


eyes, andſceinghim indeed vnweaponed, made him ſtand a good way off from it; 


| andthenwilled himtolie downe vpon the earth as flatas he could. Clinias obeyed; 
| | and Dameras (who neuer could thinke himſelte ſafe,till C/zn;as were dead) began to 
' thinke with himlſelfe,tharifhe ſtrake athim with his ſword, ifhe did nor kill kim at 


the firſtblow, thatthen C/znzas might happeto ariſe, and reuenge himſelfe, There- 


{ | fore he thought beſttokneele downe vpon him, and with a great whittle hee had 
4 1IF (having

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hauing difarmed his head) to cut his throate, which he had vſed ſo with Calves as 
he had no {mall dexteritie in it. Butwhile he ſought for his knife, which vnder his 
armour he couldnor well findout, and that C/zn/45 lay with fo fleepith a quietneſle, 
aSit he would haue beene glad to haue his throate cur for feare of more paine , the 
; __ ges came in, and tooke Damer 45 from off him , telling him he did againſt the - 
law of Armes, hauing promiſed life, ifhe threw away his iword. Damet as was loath 
to conſent.till they ſware,they would not ſufter him ro fight any more, when he was 
vp: and then more forced, then perſwaded,helethim rife, crowin g ouer him, and 
warning him totake heede how he dealt any more with any that came ofhis fathers 
to kinred . Butthus this combat of cowaraes being finiſhed, Dametas was with much 
mirth and melody receiued into the campe as victorious,neuer a Page there failing 
to waite vpon this Triumph. | 
Bur Clinias rhoughhe wanted hart to preuentſhame, yethe wantednot witto 
feele thame; nor ſo much repining arit forthe abhorring of ſhame, as for the dif 
15 commodities that to them that are ſhamed, enſue. For well he deemed, it would be 
agreatbarre to his practiſe, indapulling on of iniuries,when menneedednor care, | 
how they vſed him. Infom uch, that Clinias ( finding himſelfe the ſcorning-ſtocke of © 
»  eterycompany) fell with repining to hate the cauſe thereof; and hate in a cowards 
hart,could ſer it ſelfe no other limites, but death . Which purpoſe was well cgged | 
20 on by repreſenting vnto himfelfe , what Ganger he lately was in; which ſtill kept no - 
lefſe ougly figure 11. his mind, then when it was preſent :and quickly (cuen in his 
diſſembling countenance) might be difcerneda concealed\grudge, For though he 
forced in himſelfe a farre more diligent ofhiciouſneſſe roward Amphia/ws, then cuer 
before, yeta leering eyevponthe one {11deathim,a countenance ſtillframed to fmi- 
25 ling betore him(how little cauſe ſocuerthere was of {miling)and grombling behind - 
him,at anyofhis commandements, with an vncertaine manner ofbehauiour : his 
words comming out,though full offlatterie, yer ſlowly, and hoarcely pronounced | 
might well haue blazed,what armes his falſe hart bare. But deſpiſed: becauſe of his h 
cowardlineſſe,and not marked, becauſe deſpiſed, he had the freer ſcope of practiſe, 
30 Which he did che more deſperately enter into, becauſe the daily dangers Amphialus 
did ſubmitre himſelfevnto, made Clinizs afluredly looke for his ouerthrow . and 
for his owne conſequently,ifhe didnot redeeme his formertreaſon to Baſilius wich 
2 more treaſonable talſhood toward Amphialus, His chiefe care therefore was to 
find out among all ſorts of the Amphialians whom cither like feare, tediouſneſle of 
35 the ſiege, or dilcontentment of ſome vnſatisfied ambition would make apt to di 
intheſame mine that he did: and ſome already of welthy weary folkes , and vncon- | 
ſtantyouths (who had not found ſuch ſudden ſucceſle as they had promiſed them- 
ſelues)he had made ſtoupe tohis lure. Burofnone he made ſo good accoiit as of 4y- 
; teſia,ſiſter to the late {laine 1/men,& the chiete of the fixemaides,who had traineg -| 
0 oucthe Princeſſes totheir banker of miſerie: ſo much didthe ſharpneſſe ofher wir 
*counteruaile ( as he thought) any other defeCts of her ſex: for ſhe had vnde rtaken 
that dangerous practiſe by the perſiwaſion of Cecropia, who aſſured her that the two 
Princeſſes ſhould be made awayzand then _Admphialius would marry her: whichſhe 
was the apter to belceue, by ſome falſe perſwaſion her glaſſe had giuen her of her / 
45 owne incomparable excellencies , and by the great fauour ſhe knew he bare toher 
brother 1/menw ,which(like aſelt-flattering woman)the conceiued was done for her. 
ſake.But when ſhe had atchieuedheratrempr, &thatſhe found the Princeſſes were | | 
ſofar from their intended death, asthatthe one ofthe was like to be her ſoucrai ene, It 
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andtharneicher her ſcruice had won of Amphjalas much more then ordinary fauors 
nor herouer large offring herſelfe toa mind otherwiſe owed, had obtained aloo*® 
ked-for acceptation;diſdaine to be diſdained ſpite ofa fruſtrate hope, and perchance 
vnquenchedluſt-growne rage, made her vnquiet thonghts find no other reſt , but 
malice: which was increaſcd by the death other brother, whom the judged neither 5 
ſuccouredagainſt Philanax , norreuenged vpon Ph;lanax . But all thele coles were 
well blowne by the company ſhe eſpecially kept with Ze/mane all this time ofher 
impriſonment. For finding her prefencevncheerfull to the mourning Fhilocles,and 
condemned of che hic hartcd Pamela, ſhe ſpent her time moſt with Ze/mare. Who 
though atthe firſt hardly brooking the inſtrument of their miſerie, earning cun- , g 
ning intheſchoole of aduerſitie,in time framed her ſelfetoyeeld her accepta ble en- 
| | rertainment, For Zelmane, when ſhee had by that ynexpe&ed miſchietc her 
*|| body impriſoned,he valure ouer maiſtred, her wit beguiled,her deſires barred) her 
_ ||  Joueeclipſedzafſured ofcuil,fearing worſe,able to know Fhitocleas misfortune,& not 
' | || abletoſuccourher,ſhe was a great while, before the greatneſſeotherhartcould def-\,, 
| | * cendto ſorow,but rather roſeboyling vp in ſpite and difdaine; Reaſon hardly ma- *\. 
' | king Couragebelecue, that it was diſtreſſed: bur as if the walles would be afraid of 
her, ſo would her lookes ſhoote outthreatnihg vpon them. But the ferters of ſerui- # 
tude (growing heauier with wearing)made her feele her caſe, andthe lutle preuai- \ 
- lingofrepining: & then griefe gate aſeate in herſoftned mind, making fweetneſle ,, S 
| ofpaſſedcomforts by due title claimeteares ofpreſent diſcomforts: and fince her 
fortune made her able to helpe as lictle as any body , yet to be able to waileas much 
as any body ſolitarte Sorrow,with a continuall circle in her ſelte , going our at her 
owne mouth, tocome in againe atherowne cares, Then was the name of Phzlocles 
graued in the glafle windowes , and bythe foolith idolatrie of affe&ion , no ſooner , 
written,then adored;and no ſooner adored,then pitied: all the wonted praiſes(ſhe 
was wont to giue vato her)being now bur figures of rhetorike to ampl:fic the iniu- 
© ries of misfortune; againſt which being alone,ſhe would often make inueCiue de- 
| clamations,methodizedonly by raging ſorrow. 
Si Butwhen Arte/ia did inſinuate her ſelfe into her acquaintance, ſhe gauerhe go- ,, 
| | uernmentofhercourageto wit,and was content to familiarize her ſelfe with her: ſo 
\ | muchthe rather.as thatthe perceiucd in her certaine flawes of i|-concealed diſcon- 
| |  tentment.Inſomuch that whe Zelmane wold ſweeten her mouth with the praiſes of 
| | thefiſters,cfpecially ſerting forth their noble gratefulnes in neuer forgetting welin- 
| | " xendedſervices,& inuoking the iuſtice of the gods,not to ſuffer ſuch treaſures to be 
\ | wrongfullyhidden,&lomrimes with a kind vnkindnes,charging Arre/iathat ſhe had 
| bin abuſed to abuſe ſo worthy perſons: Arteſia (though fallly)would proteſt, tharſhe 
fi | hadbin beguiled in it,neuer _—_— other matter then recreation:& yet withal(by 
alleaging how vogratefully ſhe was dealt with)it was eafie tobe ſeene,it was the vn- 
rewarding,andnot theeuill employing her ſeruice,which grieued her, But Ze/mane 40 
(vſing her own bias to bowle neer the miſtreſſe of her own thoughts)was contentrto 
lend her beleefe,and withall,to magnifie her deſert,ifwillingly the would deliver, 
whom vowillingly ſhee had impriſoned; leaving. no argument which might tickle 
- ambition, or flatter reuenge. So that Arze/ia ( puſhtforward by Clinies and drawne 
onward by Zelmane)bound her ſelte to that practiſe; wherein Zelmane (for her part) 45 
deſired no more,but to haue armour and weapons brought into her chamber, not 
doubting therewith toperforme anything , how impoſlible ſocuer,which longing

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But Clinias (whoſe faith could neuer comprehend the miſteries of courage ) 
perſwaded {rrefiawhile he by corruption had drawne the guard of one gate, to. 
open it(when he would appoint the time ) to the enemy: thatſhe ſhould impoyſon | 
 Amphialus , which ſhe mightthecaſier do, becauſe the herlelte hadviedro make | 

5. the broaths,when Amphialas ( either wearied or wounded) did vie ſuch dier, And. 
all things already were ready pars 55 inexccution, when they chought beſt to | 


breake che matter with the two excellent ſiſters, not doubting ot theirconſent in a 
thing lo behoofefull to themſelues: their reaſons being, thatthe Princeſſes know- 


ing their ſeruice, might be ſure topreſerue them from the furyofthe cntring ſoul- 
Io dicrs: whereof Clinzas ( cuen ſo) could ſcarcely be ſufficiently certaine: and with- | 
all, making them priuicto their ation, to bind them atterwards toa promiled | 


gratcfulneſſe towards them. They went therefore at one time,when they knew ther 


' tobe alone, Clinias to Philoclea and Arteſia to Pamela: and Clinias , with no fewe'\, 


words, did ſer foorth what an exploite was intended tor her ſeruice. But Phloclea

guided bypride,and followed by vniuſtice.For by a ſtrange compoſition of mind, 


there'was no man more tenderly ſenſible in any thing offered to himſelte , which in 
the fartheſt-fert conſtruftion , might be wreſted rothe name of wrong ; no man,that 
in his owne actions could worſe diſtinguiſh betweene Valqur and Violence : So 
proud,as he could not abſtaine from a Thraſo-like boaſting , andyet ( ſo vnluckie a 
lodging his vertues had gotten) he would neuer boaſt more then he would accom- 
pliſh: falfly accounting an vnflexible anger, acouragious conſtancie: eſtceming 
feare,and aſtoniſhment,righter cauſes of admiration, then Loue and Honour, This- 
man had foure ſundrie times fought with Hmphia/ms, but Marshad bene fo vnpar- 


as thinking fo well of himſelfe , he couldnot chooſe but like him, whom he found 
a match for himſelfe: which arlaſt grewto as much friendſhippe cowards hun, as 
could by a proud heart be conceiued.' So as in this trauell (ſeeking Pyrocles to be re- 
nengedot his vncles dearh ) hearing ofthis {iege, neuer taking paines to examine 
the quarrell (hike a man whole will was his God, and his hand his Jawe,taking with 
him his two brothers ( men accounted lirtleinferiourto himſelte in martiall mat- 
ters) and two hundred choſen horſemen ( with whom hee thought himſelfe able 
ro conquerethe world ) yet commaunding the reſt ofhis forces to follow , he him- 


. tiall an arbiter,that neither fide garte aduantage ofthe other, Bur inthe end it hap- , _ 
'ned;that Anaxizs found CAmphiaius (.ynknowne ) ina great danger, and ſaued his 
life: whereupon(loning his owne benefit) began to fauour him, fo much the more

ſelfe vpon ſuch an vnexpeRedſuddenneſſe entred invpon the backe of Baſilims, that Py 


many with great vnkindneſle tooke their death, notknowing why, nor how the 
were ſo murdred. There if ener,did he make knownethewonderfulneſle of his force. 
But thevaliant,and faithfull Phz/anax,with well gouerned ſpeed made ſuch head a- 
oainlt him,as would haueſhewed, how ſoone Courage falles in the ditch which 
hathnot theeye of VViſedom : but that _4mphialus ar the ſame time iſſued our,and 
winningwirh an abundance of courage one of the ſconſes, which Baſ#/zzs had buil- 
ded, made way for his friend Anaxims withgreatloſſe of both fides;bur eſpecially of 
the Baſilians;luch notable monuments hadchoſe two ſwords eſpecially left of their 
Maiſters redoubted worthineſle. ' N

There with the reſpec firto his eſtate, the honour due to his worthineſſe and 50 


the kindneſle which accompanies friendſhip ((madefaſt by enterchaunged benefits) 
did _Amphialus enforce himſelte{as muchas ina beſieged trowne he could)ro make 
Anaxiusknow,that his ſuccour was not ſo needefull, as his preſence gratetull. For 
cauſing 
fouldiers and Magiſtrates.in their countenancesto ſhew their gladneſſe of him) 
heeledhim to his mother,whom hee beſought toentertaine him with no leſſe loue 
and kindneſle,then as one, who once had ſaued her ſonnes life , andnow came to 
ſaue both life and honour. Tuſh (ſayd Azaxim , ſpeaking alowde, looking vpon his 
brothers )I am onely ſoriethere ars nothalte a dozen Kings more about you : that 
what An4x7#u can do,might be the better manifeſted. His brothers ſmiled, as thogh 
he had ouer-modeltly ſpoken farre vnderneath the pitch of his power. Then was Fe 
diſarmed at theearneſt requeſt of Amphialus: for Anaxims boiled with defireto iflue 
out ypon the enemies, perſwading himſelte , that the Sun ſhoujdnorbe ſet, before

he had ouerthrowne them. And _ repoſed himſelfe, 4mphialu asked him,whe- 45

ſoue with me. AndI that in my hart ſcorne them as a peeviſh paltry ſexe, notwor- 
thic to communicate with my vertues, would not doo you the wrong : fince (as I 
heare) you do debaſe your ſelte ſo much as to affet them. The curteous Amphialus 
could haue beene angry with him for thoſe words ; but knowing his humour, ſuffe- 
red him to daunce to his owne muſicke : and gaue himſelfe toentertaine both him 

3 andhis brothers, with as cheerefull a manner, as could iſſue from a mind whom yn- 
luckic loue had filled with melancholie. For to Anexiw he yeelded the direQion of 
all. He gaue the watchword, and if any grace were graunted, the meanes were to 
be made to Anaxins, And that night when ſupper was ended, wherein CAmphialus 

g would needes himlelte waite vpon him , he cauſed in Boates vpon the Lake an ex- 
cellent muſicke to be ordered: which , though Anaxime might conceive was for his 
honour ,yet indeede he was but the Bricke-wall to conuey it tothe cares of the be-

The muſicke was of Cornets, whereof one aunſwering the other , with a ſiveere

But Anaxizs (ſeeming awearie before it was ended) told _Amphia/ns , that for 
his parthe liked no muſick,but the neighing of horſes, the ſound of trumpers,and 
the cries of yeelding perſons : and therctore defired , that the next morning they 
ſhould iſluevpon the lame place, wherethey had entred that day , not doubting to 
make them quicklyaweary of being the beſiegers of Azaxins. Amphialus, who had 5 
no whit lefſz courage,though nothing blowne vp with pride, willingly condifcen- 
ded,&lothe next morning(gining falſe alarum to the other {ide ofthe campe) Am- 
phiales at Anaximearnelt requelt,ſtaying within the townero ſee it garded, Anaxius 
and his brethtE, Zycargus,and Zoilus fallicd out with the beſt choſen men. But Baſ- 


| Jius(bauingbin the laſt day ſomwhat vnprouided)now had better fortified the ouer- 


throwne {conſe;zand ſo well had prepared euerything for defence, that it was impol. 
ſible for any valour from within,to preuaile. Yet things were performed by Azaxius 
beyondche credite of the credulous. For thriſe ( valiantly followed by his brothers ) 


multicude,and aduantage of the place, but eſpecially by the comming of three vali- 
ant Kaights,he were driuen downe againe . Numbers there were that day, whoſe 
dceathes and onerthrowes were exculed by rhe well knowne ſword of Angy7us : bur 
the relt by the lengthot time &1miury of Hiſtorians, haue bin wrapped vp in darke 
forgettulneſſe: only Treſ/ennimes is ſpokenot, becauſe when all abandoned the place, 
he only made head to Araxiu5till hauing loſt oneof his legs,yetnot loſt the hartof ,, 
fighting, Lycargus(ſecond brother to Anaxim)crucllic murthered him; Anaxms him 


ſelfe dildayning any furcher todeale with him, 


Butſofar had Azaxiwz ar thethirdtime preuailed,that now the Ba/z/zans began to 
lettheir courage deſcend to their feete,Baſilizs & Philanax in vaine (triuing withre- 
verence of authority to bridle the flight of aſtoniſhment,andto teach Feare diſcre- , 
tion: ſo that Amphialus, ſceing Victory thew ſuch a flattering countenance to him, 


came out with all his force; hoping that dayto end the iicge. 


But that fancie altered quickelie by.the ſudden comming tothe other ſide of 


three Knights, whereofthe one was in whitearmour, the other in greene, 


and the

_ Gidhe ſet yp his banner vpon the rampire ofthe enemy: though thriſe againe by the

third by his blackearmour anddeuice ſtreightknowne tobe the notable Knight, ,, 
who the firſtday had giuen Fortune ſo ſhort a ſtoppe withhis notable deedes and ©? 


fighting handto hand the deemed inuincible Amphzalus. For the very cowards no 


ſooner ſaw him,but as borrowing ſome of his ſpirit,they went like young Eagles to 
the pray,vnder thewing of their damme. For the three aduenturers, not content 
to keepe them trom their rampire , leaptdowne among them, andentered into a 
brauc combate with the three valiant brothers. But towhether fide Fortune would 
haue beene partiall, couldnot be-determined, For the Baſ#zans, lightened with the 
beames of th:1e itrangers valure,followed fo thicke,that the Amphialians were glad 
with ſome haſt to retire to the walles-ward: though Anax1iz neither reaſon, feare 


nor example, could make him aſlwage the furic ot his fight: vntill one ofthe Ba/ili- 15 © 


ens(vnworthy to haue his name regiltred, ſince hee did it cowardly, ſideward, when 
he leaſt looked that way) almoſt cut oft one of his legges : ſoas hefell downe , blaſ« 
pheming heauen,that all the influences thereof had power to ouerthrow him,and 


there dearth would haue ſeazed of his proud hart , bur that Amphializs tooke 


in hand 


the blacke knight, while ſome of his ſouldiers conuciced away Anzx#s, ſo requiting ys 


life for life voto him. 


And for the loue and example of Amphiaius the fight began to enter intoanew 


[| fitte of heate: when B{i#s (that thought inough to bee done for that day 
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retraite t8be ſounded, fearing leaſt his men following ouer-earneſtly, might be the | 


loſſe of thoſeexcellent Knights whom he delired to know. The knights as ſoone as | 


they heard rhe retraite(though they were eagerly ſer, knowing that courage with- 
out diſcipline is nearer beaſtlineſle then manhood)drew backe their ſwords though 
hungrie of more bloud;eſpecially the blacke knight, who knowing Amphz;alus could 
not refraine to tell him, that this was the ſecondtime heeſcaped/our ot his hands, 
but thathe wouldthortly bringhim a bill ofall the former accounts. Amphialus ſee- 
ing it fitto retire alſo(moſt of his people being hurt,both inbodies and harts)with- 
drew himſelfe, with ſo well ſeated are{olution,that itwas as far from anger,as from 

1o diſmayedneſſe;an{veringno other tothe blacke knights threats, bucthat when hee 
brought him hisaccount;he {hould find a good pay-mailter, 


The fight being ceaſled, and cach {ide withdrawne within their ſtrengths, Baſilina 


ſent ?hilansx toentertainethe (trange knights,andto bring them vnto him, thar he 
mightacknowledge what honor was due to their vertue.But they excuſed the(el ues, 
x5 deiiring to be knowne firſt by their deeds,betore thejr names ſhold accuſe their yn- 


worthineſle: and though the other replied according as they deſerued;yer{ finding 


that vawelcome curtelie isadegrec of injury) he ſuttered them to retire theſelues 

to atent of their owne without the campe, where they kept themſelnes ſecrec: hi- 

lanex himfelfe being called awayto another ſtrange knight; ſtrange not only by the 
20 vnalookedforneſle of his comming, butby the ſtrange maner of his comming. 


For he had beforc him foure damoſels,8&o many behind him, all vpon palfraves * 


and all apparelled in mourning weeds;each of them a feruant of each fide,with like 
liucries of ſorrow . Himlelfe in an armour, all painted ouer with ſuch a eunning of 
ſhadow, that itrepreſented a gaping ſepulcher, the turniture of his horſe was all of 
25 Cypreſſe braunches:wherewith in olde time they were wont to dreſle graucs . His 
\ Baſes ( which heware ſo long, as they came almoſt to his ankle) were embrodered 
onely with blacke wormes,which ſeemed to crawle vp and downe, as rc ady alrea- 
die to dcuoure him. In his ſhield for /-preſa, he hada beautitull child , but haui ng 
two heads;whereon the one thewed, that it was already dead: the other aliue, but 
30 intharcaſe,neceſlarilylookingtor death. The word was,Ne way to ber:d from death, 
but by death. : | 
This Knight of the tombe ( for ſothe ſouldiers termedhim) ſent to Baſilims to 
demaundleaue toſend in a damoſell into the rowne , to call out Amphialus , accor- 
ding as before time ſome others had done , Which being graunted ( as glad any. 
35 would vndertake the charge, which no bodie elſe in that campe was knowne wil- 
ling to do) the damoſell went in, & hauing with teares fobbed outa braue chalenge 
to Amphialus, from the knight of the Tombe, Amphialus, honourably entertaining 
the Gentlewoman/and deltring to know the knights name ( which the dolefull 
Gentlewoman would not diſcouer ) accepted the chalenge, onely deliring the Gen- 
go tlewoman to ſay thus much tothe ſtraunge knight from him, thar if his mind 
were like to his title,therewere more cauſe ofathnity, then enemic betweene them. 
And therefore preſently ( according as he was wont ) as ſooneas he perceiued the 
knight ofthe Tombe, with his Damoſels and Indge , was come into the Iland, hee 
alſo went ouer in accuſtomed maner: and yet for the curtelie of his nature , deſired 
45 toſpeake with him, 

Bur the Knight of the Tombe, with filence, and drawing his horſe backe,ſhewed 
no will to heare, nor {peake: but with Launce on thigh, made him knowe , ic was 
fitte for him to go tothe other ende of the Carecr,whence wayting the art ofthe

| a pretie-while with equall fiercenefle . But Amphialus (ro whom the earth broughr

But Amphialu (with a hart oppreſſed with griefe , becauſe of her requeſt ) with- 
drew himſelfe, but the Iudges,as full of pity;had bene all this while difarming her, 
and her gentlewomen with lamentable cries ; labouring to ſtanchthe remedilefle 
20 wounds: anda while ſhe was dead before they perceiuedit; death being able to di- 
uide the ſoule,butnot the beauty from that body . But when the infallible rokens of 
death aſſuredthem of their loſſe,one ofthe women would haue killed her felte, bur 
that the ſquire of Amphzalus perceiuing, by force held her. Others that had as ſtrong 
paſſion, though weaker reſolution, tell to caſt duſt vpon their heads, to teare their 
25 garments:alltalling vpon theearth 8 crying vpon their ſweetmiſtres;as iftheir cries 
© couldperſivadethe ſoule to leane the celeſtiall happineſle,to come againe into the 
elements of ſorrow: onetime calling to remembrance hervertue,chaſtneſſe.ſweer- 
neſſe, goodnes torhem:another time accurfing thEſe]ues,that they had obeyed her, 
they hauing bene deceiued by her words,who afſured them,that it was reucaled vn- ; 
+ 20 toher;thar ſhe ſhouldhaue her harts defire in the battell againſt Amphialw , which 
they wrongly vaderſtood. Then kifling her cold hands and teete,wearie ofthe world, 
fince ſhe was gone,who was their world, the verie heauens ſeemed with a cloudie | 
countenance,to loure at the lofle, and Fame itſelte (though by nature gladto tell 
ſuch rare accidents,yerJcould not chooſe but deliver it in lamentable accents, & in 
35 ſuch ſort went itquickly all ouerthe Campe: &, as if the aire hadbene infeted with 
 forrow,no hart was ſo hard, but was as ſubject to that contagion; the rareneſſe of 
the accident, matching together(the rarely matched together) pittie with admirati- 
on, Baſilius himſelte came forth, and broughtthe faire Gynecia with him, who vas 
come into the campe vnder colour of viſiting herhusband,&hearing of her daugh- 
qo ters: but indeed Zelmane was the SainCt, to which her pilgrimage was intended : 
curſing, enuying, bleſling , andin herhart kiſſing the walles which impriſoned her, 
bur both they with Phzlanax, & the reſt of the principall Nobility,wenrt out,to make 
Honour triumph ouer Death, conueying thatexcellent body{whereto Ba/i/rus hime- 
ſelfe would needs lend his ſhoulder) to a Church a mile from the Campe, where 
a5 the valiant Argalus hay intombed ; recommending tothat ſepulcher the bleſſed 
reliques of faithfull and vertuous Loue , giving order for the making ofthe marbie 
images,to repreſent them,and each wayenriching the tombez vpon which, Baſilzues 


himfelfe cauſed this Epitaph to be wricten, _

Then with eyes full of teares, and mouthes full of her praiſes , returned they to 
the campe,with more and more hate againſt Amphialws : who (poore Gentleman) 


hadtherefore greater portion of woe then any of them . For that courteous heart, , 


| which would haue grieued but to hauc heard the like aduenture, was rent with re- 


membring himſelfe tobe the author: ſo that his wiſdome could nor ſo far temper 
his paſſion,but thathe tooke his ſword, countedthe beſt in the world ( which with 


| much bloud he had once conquered of amighty Giant) and brake it into many 
| peeces (which afterwards he had good cauſe torepent ) ſaying,that neither itwas ,, 
| worthy toſerue the noble exerciſe ofchiualrie , nor any other worthy to feele that * 


ſword,which had ſtroken ſo excellent a Lady : and withall , baniſhing all cheereful- 


| neſſe of his countenance, he returned home . Where he gate him to his bed,nort ſo 
- muchtoreſthisreſtleſle mind,as to auoid all company,the ſightwherof was tedious 
| vntohim. And then melancholy (onlyrich in vnfortunate remembrances)brought 35 


| before him allthe miſhaps, with which his life had wreſtled: taking this , not onely 

| asaconfirmingof the former , but apreſage of following miſerie; and to his heart 

| (already ouercomeby ſorrowfulneſle) euen trifling misfortunes came, to fill vp the 
rolle of a grieued memorie,labouring only his wits to pierce farther & farther into 

| his owne wretchedneſle.So as all that night(in deſpite of darkneſſe)he held his eyes 40

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This being written , and delivered, the meſſenger told him that his Lord would

ſwaſions, he furniſhed himſelfe tor the fight , butnot in his wonted furniture, For

things; tell methecauſe, that makes you thus eager to fight with me. Becauſe I | 
affirme ( anſweredthe forſaken Knight ) that thou doſt moſtrebellious iniurie ro | 
thoſe Ladies, towhom all men owe Econ Youſhall not fight withme ( ſayd Am- | 
40 phials ) vpon the quarrell: forT confeſle the ſame too: butit proceeds from theic | 
owne beautie,to inforce Loue to offer this force. maintaine then(ſayd the forſaken 
Knight)thar thou art not worthie ſoro loue.

'|| neither could their amazed eyes diſcerne motion inthe Sunne, and nobreath of

more cruell,fince both Loue and Hatred conſpired to ſharpen their humours, that

conding their terrible blowes with cunning labouring the horfes, to winne 
groundoftheenemie; now vnlooked-for parting one fromthe other, towinne ad-

| || ſoenterchangeably encountred, that it was not cafie to determine , whether enter- *

But Amphialus ſecing the blow comming , ſhunnedir with 
nimble turning his horſe aſide; wherewith the forſaken Knight ouer-ſtrake himſelte 
ſo, as almoſt he came downe with his owne ſtrength, But the more hungrie of 
his purpoſe, the more he was bardthe food of it :dildaining the refiſtance, both of

Excuſethy ſelte for vilerfaults ( anſwered the forſaken Knight ) and 
vie this poore — the beſt thou canſt; for thou thalt quickly tinde thou haſt 
neede of more. Thy folly (ſayd Amphialus) Ihallnotmake me forget my ſelte : and 

_ therewith(trotting alittle afide) a ghred from-his horſe , becauſe he would not 
20 haue fortune come toclaime any part ofthe victory. Which curtcous a&t would 
" | have mollified the noble heart ofthe torfaken Knight, ifanyother had done it, 
beſides the Iaylor of his miſtreſſe : but that was a ſufficient defeazaunce for the 
firmeſt bond of good nature; and therefore he was no looner. alighted, bur that he 
rannevnto him, reentring into as cruell a fight, as eye\did euerſec, or thought 
2; could reaſonably imagine; farre beyond the reach of weakewords to be able to ex- 
preſſe it, For what they had done on horſebacke, was butas a morſel! to keepe their

But when he ſtrake, 
which came ſo thick;as ifeuery blow would ſtriueto be foremaſt, his arme ſeemed 
25 ſtill apoſtillion of death, The forſaken Knight ſhewedwith like skill, like geſture, 
keepinghimſelfe in continuall motion, proportioning the diſtance berweene them 
to any thing that Amphialus _— eyc guided his foote, and his foote con- 
ueighed his hand;and ſince naturehad made him ſomething the lower of the two, \. 
he made art follow, andnot ſtrive withnature : ſhunning rather then warding his | 
go blowes; likea cunning raaſtiffe, who knowes the ſharpnes of the horne & ſtren oth | 
of the Bulfights low to get his proper aduantage; anſwering mightines with nim- 
blenes,and yetat times imploying his wonderfull force , wherein he was ſecondto' | 
none. In ſumme, the blowes were ſtrong , the thruſts thicke , and the auoydings | 
cunning, But the forſaken Knight ( thatthought it adegree of being conquered ro = 
45 belong in conquering) ſtrake him ſo mightie a blow,that he made Admphzalus put 
knee tothe ground, without any humbleneſle. But when he felthimſelfe ſtiriken 
downe,and ſaw himſelfe ſtriken downeby his riuall , then ſhame ſeemed one arme, 
anddiſdaine another;fury in his cyes,and reuenge in his heart ; Skill and force gaye 
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place,and they tooke theplace ofskill and force: with ſo vnweariable a manner, that 
the forſaken Knight alſo was driuen to leaue the ſterne of cunning,and giue himſelf 


\wholly to be guidedby the ſtorme of fury : there being in both (becauſe hate would 


not ſuffer admiration)extreame diſdaine to find themſelues fo matched. 


Whart(ſayd Amphialusto himlelfc) am I Amphialus, before whom ſo many mon- g 


ſtersand Gyants haue falne dead, when Lonely ſought cauſeleſle aduentures? and 
can one Knighthow withſtand me in the preſence of Philoclea, and fighting for Phi- 
toclea*or ſince I loſt my liberty, haue Iloſt my courage ?hauel gotren the heartofa 
{lave.aswell as the fortune ? If an army were againſt mein the ſight of Phzlocles, 
could it refift me? O beaſt,one man reſiſts thee: thy riuall reſiſts thee,or am T indeed 
Amphialus? hauc not paſſions kild him,and wretched I ( I know not how) ſucceeded 
into his place? Of the other ſide,the forſaken Knight withno lefle ſpite, fell outwith 


- himſelfe; Haſt thou broken ( ſayd he tohimſelfe ) the commandement of thy onely 


Princelſe to come now into herpreſence, and inherpreſence to prove thy ſelfe a 
coward? Doth 4/ and Zeypt ſervp Trophies vnto thee, to bee marched here by a 
traytor ? O noble Barſanes , how ſhamed will thy ſoule be, thar he that ſlew thee, 
ſhould bereſiſted by this one man ? O incomparable Pyrocles , more gricued wilt 
thoube with thy friend#fhame , then with thine owne impriſonment, when thou 
ſhaltknow how little I have bin able todo for the deliuery of thee and thoſe heauen- 
ly Princeſſes. Am I worthy to be fried tothe moſt valorous Prince that euer was en- 
tituled valorous, and ſhew my ſelfe ſo weake a wretch? No, ſhamed Muſidorws, wor- 
thie for nothing, but tokeepe ſheepe, get thee a ſheephooke againe,ſincethou canſt 
vie a ſword no better, | 
_ Thus attiines did they,now with one thought,then with another, ſharpen their 
ouer-ſharpe humors;like the Lion that beates himſelfe with his owne taile,co make 
himſelfe the moreangrie. Theſe thoughts indeedenot ſtaying , but whetting their 
 angric ſwords, which now had put on the apparell of Crueltie: they bleeding 
ſo aboundantly , that euery body that ſaw them, fainted for them, and yer they 
fainted not in themſelues : their ſmart being more ſenſible to others eyes, then to 


their owne feeling, Wrath and Courage barring the common ſenſe from bringing ,, 


any meſſage of their caſe to the mind:Paine,Wearineſſe,& Weakneſſe, not daring 


to make knowne their caſe (though already in the limits of death)in the preſence of 


ſoviolent furie: which filling the veines withrage, in ſteede of bloud, and making 
the mind miniſterſpitites to the body, a great while held out their fight, like an ar- 
row ſhotte ypward by the force of the bow, tboughby his owne nature hee would 
godowneward. The forſaken Knight had the more wounds, but © Amphialus had 
the ſorerz which the'other ( watching time andplace ) had cunningly giuen vnto 
him.VWhoeuer ſaw a well-mand Galley fighe with atall ſhip,might make vnto him- 
ſelfe ſome kind of compariſon of the difference of theſe two Knights ; a better cou- 


ple then which the world could not bragge of . Amphialus ſeemed to excell in zo 


ſtrengrh,the forſaken Knight in nimbleneſle;and yetdid the ones ſtrength excell in 
nimbleneſle,&rhe others nimbleneſle excellin ſtrength : but now, ſtrength & nim- 
bleneſſe were both gone and exceſle of courage onelymaintained the fight. Three 
times had ©_{mphialus with his mighty blowes driuen the forſaken Knight to goe 


ſtaggering backward, buteuery one of thoſe times hee requited paine with ſmart yg 


and ihame with repulſe. And now,whether he had cauſe, or that ouer-much confi- 
dence(an ouer-forward ſcholler of vnconquered Courage) madehim thinke he had 


cauſe,he began to perlwade himſelte he had the aduantage of the combar, though

the aduantage he tooke himſelfe to haue,was only thathe ſhould be the later to die: 
which hope, Harte (as vnſecretas Loue) couldnot conceale, but drawing himlſelfe a 
licle backe from him, brake our in theſe maner of words.

Ah Amphialus (ſaid the forſaken knight) this third time thou ſhalt not eſcape me, 

5 butthy deathſhall ſarisfie thy iniurie and my malice, and pay for the crueltie thou 
ſhewedſt in killing the noble Argalus and the faire Parthenia.In troth (ſaid Amphia- 
lus) thou art the beſt knighr that euer I fought withall , which would make me wil- 
lingto grant thee thy life, if thy wit were as mY as thy courage;(that beſides other 
follies) layeſt that to my.charge, which moſt againſt my will was committed, Bur 


20 whether my death be inthy power, orno, let this tell thee; and vpon the word way- 


teda blow, which parted his ſhield into two peeces; & deſpiſingthe weakereſiſtice 
of his alreadie broken armour, madea greatbreach into his heart fide, as if he wold 
make a paſlage for his louc ro getoutar. | 
But paine rather ſeemed to increaſe life, then to weaken life in thoſe champions. 
15 Forthe forſaken knight comming in with his right leg, & making it guide the force 
of the blow, ſtrake Amphialus vpon the bellic ſo horrible a wound, that his gutscame 
out withall. Which Amphialus perceiuing (fearing death, onely becauſe it ſhould 
come with ouerthrow) he ſeemed to conture all his ſtrength for one moments ſer- 
uice ; and fo, lifting vp his ſword with both hands, hit the forſaken knight vpon the 
20 head,a blow, wherewith his ſword brake. But (as if it would do a notable ſervice be- 
fore it died) it preuayled fo, euen in the inſtant of breaking, that the forſaken knight 
fell rothe ground , quite for that inſtant forgetting bothloue and hatred : & Amphz- 
a/us (finding himſeltfe alſo in ſuch wealneſle, as he looked for ſpeedy death) glad of 
the victorie, though litle hoping to enioy it, puld vp his viſfar, meaning with his dag-

ued his ſpirits, thar comming to himlelfe, and ſeeing his preſent danger, with a life 
conquering death, hetooke Amphialus by the thigh, and together roſe himſelfe and 
ouerturned him.But Amphialus ſcrambled vp againe, both nowſo weake indeed, as 
their motions rather ſeemed the after drops to aſtorm, the any matterof great fury, 


50 But Amphialus might repent himſelfe of his wiltull breaking his good (word: for, 


the forſaken knight ( hauing with' the extremitie of iuſtlie-conceiued hate, and the 
vnpitifulneſſe of his owne neare-threatning death, blotred out all complements of 


curteſie ) ler flie at him ſocruellie , that though the blowes were weake, yet, weake-/ 
neſſe vpon a weakned ſubie,proued ſuch ſtrength,that Amphzalushauing attemp- | 
35 red invaine, once or twife tocloſe with him, receiuing wound vpon wound, ſent his | 
whole burthen to ſtrike the earth with falling , ſince he could ſtrike his foeno better 


in ſtanding : givingno other tokens of himſelfe ,then as of aman cuen ready rotake 
his oath to be deaths true ſeruanr, 


Vhich when the hardie brothers of Anaxius perceiued, not recking law of 
40 armes, nor vſe of chiualrie,they flew into defend their friend,or revenge theirloſſe | 


of him. But they were forthwith encountred with the two braue companions of the 


forſakenknight, whereof the onebeing all in greene, both armour and furniture, it | 
ſcemeda pleaſant garden , wherein grew Orange trees; which with their ow | 
ealing 


fruites,cunningly beaten in and embroydered, greatly inriched the eye-p 
45 colour of greene. In his ſhield was a ſheep feeding in apleafant field with this word 


Without feare or enuie. And therfore was called the Knight of the ſheepe, The other | 
knight was all in milke white, hisattiringelſe all cut inſtars, whichmade of clothof | 
filuer , and filuer ſpangles , each way ſeemed tocaſt manie aſpeRts. His deuice was | 
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the verie Poleir ſelfe, about which manie ſtarres ſtirring, but the place it ſelfe left 
void. The word was, The beſt place yet reſerued.But theſe toure knights inheriting the 
hate of their friends, began a moſt fierce combat: the forſaken knight himſelte not 
able ro helpe his ſide , but was driuen to {ithim downe, with the extreame faint- 
neſſe of his more and more fainting bedy. Bur thoſe valiant couples ſeeking honour 5 


' by diſhonouring , andtobuild fatetie vypon ruine, gaue new appetites to the al- 


molt glutted eyes ofthe beholders: andnow bloud began to pur wear from the full 
poſſeition of their outitdes , no.aduantage being yerto beſcene; onely the knight 
ofthe ſheepe ſeeming molt deliuer , and afteting molt all that viewed him , when 


- acompanieof ſouldiers ſentby Cecyopia , came out in boates to the Iſland; and all 15 


came running tothe deſtruction of the threeknights , whereof the one was vtterlie 
vnableto defend himfſclie. | 
But then didthe other two knights ſhew their wonderfull courage and fidelitie, 
For turning backe to backe, andborh beſtriding the blacke forſaken knight(who had 
fainted ſo long til he had loſtthe fecling of faintneſſe)rhey held play againſtthe reſt, x5 
though the:two brothers vnknightly helped them ; till Phi/anax (who watchfully ar- 
rended ſuch traiterous practiſes ) ſent lil ewile ouer, both by boat and{wimming,fo 
choice a number asdid put moſt of the other to the ſword, Onely the two brothers 
with ſome ofthe braueſt of them, carying away the body of Amphialus , which they 
wou!drather haue died , then haue lett behind them. 20 
_ Sowasthe forſal.enknight (laid vpon clokes) caried hometothe campe. But his 
two friends knowing his earneſt deſire net to beknowne,, covering him from any 
bodies eyes, conucyed him totheir ownerent: Ba/i/aws himlelfe conquering his ear- 
neſt deſire to ſec him , with feare to difpleaſe him, who had fought ſonorablie in 
his quarell. But Fame ſctthe honour pon his backe, which he would not ſufferto 25 
ſhinc in his face: no mans mouthbeing barraine of praiſestothe noble knight, that 
haſt battered the moſt eſteemed knight in the world : euerie body praying for his 
life , and thinking that therein they prayed for themſclues. Buthe himſelic , when 
by the diligent care of friends, and well applyed cunning of Surgeons , he came to 
renew againe theleague betweene his mindand todie; then fell he to a freſh warre 30 
with his owne thoughts , wrongfully condemning his manhocd , laying cowardile 
to himſelfe, whom the impudenteſtbackebiter would not ſo haue wronged. For his 
courage (vicd tovſe victorie as an inheritance) could brooke no reſiſtance at any 
time: but now that he had promiſed himſelfe nor only the conqueſt ot him, but the 
ſealingof thewalles, and deliuerie of Pame/a, though he had done beyond all o- - 5 
thers expeCation , yet ſoſhort was he of his owne, that he hated to looke vponthe 
Sunne, that had ſeene him dofo weakely :and fo much abhorred all viſitation or 
honour, whereof he thought himſelfe vaworthy, that he beſought his twonoble 
friends to cary him awayto a caſtle not faroft, where he might cure his wounds, and 
neuer be knowne till he made {ucceſſe excuſe this(as he thought) want in him, T hey 40 
louingly obeyed him, leauing Befilizs andall the campeverie ſorie for the parting 
oftheſe three ynknowne knights , in whoſe proweſle they had repoſed greateſt trult 


| ofvictorie, 


But they being gone , Baſirwsand philanax gave good orderto the ſtrengthning 
of the ſiege, fortifying themſclues , fo as they feared no more anyſuch lodaine 0n- 45 
ſet, as that of Anzxims . And they within (byreaſon of Anaxiws hurt; bur eſpecial- 


lie of Amphzialmr-is) gaue thElelues only to diligent watch & ward,makingno allies 


out, but committing the principall truit to Zoz/me & Lycurgs, For Anaxiu was yet

forced tokeepehis chamber, And asfor Amphialus, his bodic had ſuch wounds, & 
he gaue ſuch wounds to his mind , as eafilie it couldnot bedetermined, whether 
death or he madethe greater haſte one tothe other :for when the diligent care of! 
cunning Chirurgians had brought life to the poſlefſion of his owne right, Sorow | 

5 and Shame ( like two corrupted ſeruants)came waiting of it, perſwading nothing | 
but the giuing ouerot it ſelt to deſtruCti6 . They laid before hiseyes his preſent caſe, | 
painting euery peece of it in molt vgly colours : they ſhewed him his loue wrap- | 
ped in deſpaire, his fame blotted by ouerthrow; ſo that it before he languiſhed,be- 
cauſc he couldnort obraine his deſiring, he now lamented , becauſe he durſt not de- | 

10 firethe obtaining. Recreant Amphzalus (would he ſay to himlelte) how dareſt thou | 
entitle thy ſclte the louer of ”hzloclea , thathalt neither ſhewed thy ſelfe a faithfull 
coward, nor avaliant rebell, but both rebellious and ws whichno law can | 
quite ,nor grace hauepitic of? Alas life, whar litle pleaſure thou doeſt me, to giue | 
menothing bur ſenſe of reproch, and exerciſe of ruine I would (\weet Ph7loclea) I 
15 haddied, before thy eyes had{cene my weakneſle : and then perchance with ſome | 
ligh thou wouldett haue confeſſed, thou haditIoſt a worthy ſeruant. But now, cay- 
titethatT am, what euer.I haue done, ſerues but to build vp my riuals glorie. To 
theſe ſpeeches he would couple ſuch geſtures of vexation, & would fortihie the ge- 
ſtares with ſuch effects of furie, as ſometimes oftiring to teare vp his wounds, fom- 
20 times to refuſe the ſuſtenance of meat, and counſell of Phyfitions, that his perple- 
xed mother was driuen to make him by force to be tended, with extreame corſey to 
her ſelfeand annoyance to him : till inthe end he was contented ro promiſe her, he 
would attempt no violence vpon himſelf, ypon condition he might be troubled by 
no body but only his Phyfitions : his melancholy deteſting all companie, ſoasnor 
25 thevery Chirurgiansnor ſeruants durſt ſpeake vnto him in doing him ſeruice: only 
he had prayed his mother, as ſhe tendred his Jife,ſhe would procurchim grace,and 
that without that, ſhe would neuer comeat him more. 
His mother, who had confined all her loueonely vnto him, ſet only ſuch about 
him, as were abſolutely at her commandement , whom ſhe forbad to.let him know 
;0 any thing that paſſed inthe caſtle, till his wounds were cured, but as ſhe from time 
rotime ſhouldinſtru&t them: ſhe (for her ſelf) being reſo]Jued, now ſhe had the go- 
uernement of all things in her owne hands, to farisfie her ſons loue by their yeel- 
ding, or ſatisfic her owne reuenge in their puniſhment. Yer firſt, becauſe ſhe wold 
be the freer from outward force , ſhe ſenta meſſenger to the campe ro denounce 

35 vnto Ba/lirs , that if he did not preſentlie raiſe his {1ege, ſhe would cauſe the heads 

ofthe three Ladies, priſoners, to be cut off before his eyes. And to make him the 
more feare a preſent performance, the cauſed his two'daughters and Ze/maneto be 
led vnto the walles, where ſhe had made a ſcaftold, eafie to be ſeene by Ba/ilins: and 
there cauſed them to be kepr, as ready for the ſlaughter , till anſwer came from Ba- 
40 /ilins. A ſight full of pitie it was, toſee thoſethree (all excellingin all thoſe excel- 
'  lencies, wherewith Nature can beautifie any body: Pame/z giuing ſweetneſſe ro 
maieſtie, Phz/oc/eaenriching noblenefle with humbleneſle, Zelmane ſetting in wo- 
| manly beauty manlike valour)to be thus ſubiectedto the baleſt injurie of vniuſt for- 
tune. One might ſee in Pamela a willingneſle ro die, rather thErto haue life atothers 
45 diſcretion , rhough ſometimes a Princelie diſdaine would ſparkle out of her Prince- 
lie eyes, that it ſhould be in others power to force her todie. In philocleaaprety 
feare came vp, toendamaske her rofie cheekes: but it was ſuch afeare, as rather ſee- 
meda kindly childto her innatehiibleneſle, then Fi other diſmayedneſle: or if the

{| were diſmayed, itwas more for Zelmane, then for her ſelf;or ifmore for her ſelf, ir 
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| was becauſe Zelmane ſhould loſe her. As for Ze{mane,as ſhe went with her hands 
| bound (for theydurſt nor adventure on her well knowne valour, eſpeciallie among 
|. a people, whichperchaunce might be moued by ſuch a ſpectacle ro ſome revolt) 
ſhe was the true umage of oucrmaiſtered courage, and of ſpite, that ſces no remedy. 5 
For her breaſt ſwelled withall , the bloud burit out at her noſe, and ſhe looked 
aler then accuſtomed, with her eyes caſt on the ground, with ſuch a grace, as if ſhe 
were fallen out with the heauens, for ſuffering ſuch aniniurie. The lookers on 
| wereſo mouedwithall, as they miſliked whatthemſclues did, and yer ſtill did whar 
| themſelues miſliked. Forſome glad torid themſclues of the dangerous annoyice of 10 
this ſiege, ſomewilling toſhorten the way to Amphia/us his ſucceſſion (whereon 
they were dependants) ſoine and the greateſt ſome, doing becauſe others did, and 
ſuffering becauſe none durſt begin to hinder, did in this fort fettheir hands ro this 
(in their owne conſcience) wicked enterpriſe. 
| But when this meſſage was brought to Baſu, andrhat this pitifull preparation 15 
| wasaſufficientletrer of credite for him to belecue it, he called vntohim his chicfe 
Councellours : among which, thoſe he chieflie truſted were Philanax and Kalsndey 
lately cometothe campe at Ba/ilizs commEMdement , andin himſelte wearie of his 
ſolitaric life, wanting his ſonnes preſence , &neuer hauing heard from his beloued 
neſts ſince they parted from him ) Now in this doubt what he ſhould do,he willed 29 
Kalender togiue him his aduiſe :who ſpake much to this purpoſe . Youcommaund 
me ſir (faid he) to ſpeake, rather becauſe you will keepe your wonted graue and no- 
ble maner, todo nothing of importice without counſel thEthatin this cauſe (which 
indeed hath but one way) your mind needs to haue any counſel:fo as my ſpeech ſhal 
| ratherbetoconfirme what you haue already determined, then to argue againſt anie 25 
 pollibiliticofother determination. For what ſophiſtical ſcholler can find any queſti- 
| on inthis, whether you will haue your incoparable daughters liue, or die? whether 
ſince you be hereto cauſe their deljuerice, you will make your being here the cauſe 
of their deſtru&tion ? for nothing can be more vnſenſible , then to thinke what one 
- doth, and to forget the end why it is done, Do therefore as I am ſure you meaneto 30 


do, remoue the {tege, &afterſeeke by practiſe, or other gentle meanes, to recouer 
that which by force yourannot: & therof is indeed (when it pleaſe you) more coun- 
ſelltobe taken. Once, in extremities the winning of time is the purchaſe of life,and 


maze as inwardly perplexed, at laſt thus delivered his opinion, 


Tfeuer 1 could wiſh my faith vntried, & my counſell vntruſted, it ſhould be at this 40 


| worſe by no meancs then their deaths can befall vnto you, A man might vſe more 
words,if it were to any purpole to gyld gold,orthat I had any cauſe to doubt of your ; 5 
mind: butyou are wife, and are a father.He ſaidno more, for he durſt not attempt

|| Therefore astoaPrincelI ſay, thatthe graue &(1I well know) true-mindedcountell 
of myLordXa/anderhad come in good time when you firſt tooke armes, before all 45 


your ſubjects gate notice of your intention, before ſo much bloud was f; pent, & be- 
fore they were driuen to ſeckethis thifr for their laſt remedie. Bur/ifnow, this force

He would haue' proceeded <n ,when Gywecie came running in amazed for her 
daughter Pamela, but mad for Zelmane: and falling at Baſiliusfteer, belought him to 
make no delay; viing ſuch geſtures of compaſſion in ſteed of ſtopped words,thar Ba- 
filirs , otherwiſe enoughtender minded, eafilie grantedto raite theftege , which he 
46 ſaw daungerous to his daughters; but indeed more carefull for Zelmane, by whole .

But in-vaine was all her vaine oratoric unployed. Pamelzs determination was 15 
built vpon ſo braue a rocke, that no ſhot of hers could reach vnto it : and Philecles 
(though hiiblie ſeared) was ſo inuironedwith fweet riuers of cleare vertue, as could 
neither be battered, nor vndermined; her wittie perſwaſtons had wiſe anſwers ; her 
eloquence recompenced with fweetneſle ; her threatnings repelled with diſdaine 
in the one, andpatience in the other; her gifts cither not accepted, or accepted to 29 
obey, but not to bind. Soas Cegropia innature violent , cruell, becauſe ambitious; = 
hatefull , for old rooted grudge to their mother, & now ſpiteful, becauſe ſhe could 
not preuaile with girles, as ſhe counted them ; laſtly, drawne on by her loue to her 
ſonne, and held vp by a tyrannicall authoritie , forthwith followed the byas of her 
owne crooked diſpoſition, and doubling & redoubling her threatnings, fell rocon- 2g 
firme ſome ofher threarnedeffecs: firſt withdrawing all comfort, both of feruants 


| andſeruice from them, But that thoſe excellent Ladies had bene vied vnto, cuen ar 


home, and then found in themſclues how much good the hardneſle of education 
doth to the reſiſtance of miſerie. Thendiſhonourablic viing them both in diet, and 
lodging, by acontempt to pull downe their thoughts to yeelding,But as before, the » g 
con{ideration of aprifon had diſgraced all ornaments, ſo now the ſame conſiderati- 
on made them attend all diſeaſtulneſſe.

great ſuite to an enemie, when but death js defired. I crave but that, andas for the 
graunting your requeſt, know forcertaine you loſe your labours, beingenery day 
furtherof-mindedtrom becomming his wite,who vſeth melike atlaue. Burthar in 
ſtead of getting grace, renued againe Cecropias fury: ſo that (excellent creature)ſhe 


25 wasnewly againe tormented by thoſe helliſh monſters : Ceeropia viing no uther | 


words, but that ſhe was a proud and vngratefull wench : and that ſhe would reach 
her toknow her owne good,fince of herſelf ihe would not conceiue ir. Sothar with 
 filence andpatience(like a faire gorgeous armour, hammered vpon by an ilf2uored 
Smith)ſhe abode theirpirrileſle dealing with her : till , rather reſcruing her tor 

Zo more, then meaning to end , theyleft her to an vncomfortableleifare,to corf1de 
with her ſclfher fortunc;both helpleſſc her (elf, being a priſoner, &hop-lell2, ſince 
Zelmane was a priſoner: whotherein onely was ſhort of the bottome of raiterie, 
that ſhe knew not how vnworthily her Angell;by theſe deuils was abuſed: but wan- 
ted(God wot)no ſtings of griefe , when thoſe words did but ſtrike vpon her hearr, 

25 that Philoclea was a captiue,8& ſhe not able to ſuccour her, For well ſhe knew the 
confidence Philoclea had in her,& well ſhe knew, Phzloclea had caute to haue conti- 
dence: and all troden vnder foot by the wheele of ſenſelefſe Fortune. Yet it there be 
that imperious power in the ſoule,as it candeliner knowledge to another, without 
bodily organs ; ſo vehement were the workings of their ſpirites, as one mer with 0- 
40 ther,though themſelues perceiued itnor,but only thought it to be the doubling of 
their owne louing fancies. And that was the only worldly thing , whereon Phzlocles 
reſted her minde,that ſhe kneiv ſhe ſhould die beloved of Zelmare, and thould dic, 
rather thenbe falſe ro Zelmare. And ſo this moſt daintie Nimphe,caſing the paine 
ofher mind with thinking of anothers paine ; and almoſt forgetting t1epaine of 
45 her bodie, through the paine ofher minde, ſhe waſted , euen longing for the con- 
cluſion of her redious tragedie. * LT | 
Bur for a while ſhe was mnuiſited , Cecropia employing her rimein viing the like 
eruekic vpon Pame/e, her heart growing not onely to debire the fruit of punithing

||| rhem,buteuentodelightinthe puniſhing them » Butif euerthe beames of perfe. 
| || Eton ſhinedthrough theclowds of affliction, xt euer Vertue tooke a bodieto ſhew 


his (els vnconceiuable)beautie,it was in Pamela. For when Reaſon taught her there 
was no reliſtance; (forto iuſt reſiſtance firſt her heart was enclined ) then with ſo 
heavenly a quietneſle,and fo graceful] acalmneſle, dic ſhe ſufter the divers kindces 5 
of torments they vſed to her , that while they vexedhter faire bodice, it ſeemed, that 
ſhe rather directed,then obeyed thevexation, And when Ceerepiacnded,andasked 
whether her heart would yecld: ſhe a hitrle ſmiled, but ſucha ſmiling as ſhewed no 
loue, and yetcould not but be louely. And then, Beaſtly woman (ſaid ſhe) followe 
on, do what thou wilt, andcanſt ypon me: tor I knowthy power isnot vnlimitted, x9 
Thou maiſt wellwracke this ſillic bodice, butme thou canſt never ouerthrow. For 
my part,I will not do thee the pleaſure to deſire death of thee: but aſſure thy ſelfe, 
both my life and death, ſhall criuwph with honour, laying ſhame vponthy dereſta- 
bletyrannic, / "EA 775/08 

And fo, in effet,conqueting their doing with her ſuffering while Cecropiatried x5 
as many forts of paines, as/might rather vexethem, then ſpoile them(tor that ſhee 
would not do while the were in any hope to winne either of them for her ſonne) 
Pamela remained almoſt as much contentwith triall in herſelfe, whatvertue could 
0,5 grieuedwiththe miſeric wherein ſhe found her ſelte plunged, onely ſome- 


timesher thou. hts ſoftned in her, when with open wings they fleweto Muſidorm. 20. 


For then ſhe wouldthinke with her ſelf, how grieuouſly CMu/idorius would take this * 
her milerie; arid ſhe,that weptnor for her ſelte, wept yet Muſidorme teares, which 

he would weepe for her. For gentle Loue did caſlier yeeld to latnencation, then the 
conſtancie of yertuc would elsadmitte. Then would ſhe remember the caſe where- 

in ſhe had lefther pooreſhepheard, and the that wiſhed death for her ſelfe , feared 25 
death for him 3\. and ſhe that condemnedin her ſelte the feebleneſle of ſorrow, yet 
thought itgreat reaſon to be forie for his ſorow: andſhe that long had prayed for 
the vertuous ioyning themſelues together , now thinking to die her ſelfe, hartely 
prayed,that long time their fortunes might be ſeperated. Liuelong my Muſidorus 
(would the ſay)and let my name liue in thy mouth, in thy heart my memorie ,Liue , 
long;thatthou maiſt loue long the chaſt loue of thy dead Pamele, Then would ſhe 
wiſh toherſelfe,that no other woman might ever poſſeſſehis hart :and yet ſcarce- 
lythe with was made a wilh, when her ſelte would finde fault with it, as being too 


yniuſt, chat fo excellent a man ſhouldbe baniſhed from the comfort of life. Then 
| would the fortifie het refolution,wirh bethinking the worſt , taking the counſellof 35 
' vertue, andcomtort of loue, "” 


 Sothele Diamonds of the world whom Nature had made tobe precioully ſet in 

the eyes ofmen, to be the chiete workes of her workemanſhip , the chiefe orna- 
ments of the world, and Princeſles of felicitic,by rebellious iniurie were brought ro 
the vttermolt diltreſle that an enemies hart could with , ora womans ſpite inuent: 40 
Cecropiadaily in one or otherſort punithing them, ſtill with her cuill corments gji- 
ving them feare of worſe,making the feare it ſelfe the foreſt rormentof all; that in 
the end wearie of their bodies , they ſhouldbe contentto beſtow themat her ap- 
pointment.But as in labour,the more one doth, exerciſcit , the more by the doing 
one is enabledro do; ſtrength growing vpon the worke, ſoas what atficſt would 45 
haue ſeemed impoſlible, after growes caſie: ſo theſe Princefles ſecond to none, and © 
farfromany ſecond,only to be matched by themſeclues., with the vſe of ſuffering 
their mindes,gate the habit of ſuffring ſo,as all feares and rerrors were tothembur 
Tummons 
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ſummons to a batraile, whereof they knew before hand they would be victorious, & 
which in the ſuffering was painefull, being ſuffered, was a trophee to it felte : wher- 
by Cecropia found her ſelfe ſtill further oft: for wherear firſt ſhe might perchaunce 
haue perſwaded them tohaue viſited her ſonne, and hauc giuen him ſome comfort 

5 inhisſickneſſe, drawing necre to the confines of Deaths kingdome, now they pro- 
reſted, that they would neuer otherwiſe ſpeake to him, then asto the enemy,ot molt 
vniuſt cruelty towards them, that any time or place could euer make them knowe. 
This made the poiſon ſel in her cankred breaſt,perceiuing that(as in water)the 
more ſhe graſped the leſſe ſhe held: but yet now having run ſo long the way of ri- 

19 gor,it was too late inreafon , & too contrary to her paſhon,to returnetoa courſe of 


meekeneſſe. And therefore (taking counſell of one of her olde aſſociates who fo far + 


excelled in wickednefſle as that ſhe hadnot only loſt al feeling of conſcicce,bur had 
otten a very glory in cuill)in the cnde they determined,that beating,& other ſuch 
ſharp dealing did not ſo much pull downe a womans hart,as it bred anger,andthar 

15 nothing was moreeneiny to yeelding , then anger; making their tender harts take. 
onthe armour of obſtinacy : (for thus did their wicked mindes blind to the lighrof 
vertue,andowlycied inthenight of wickednefle interpretofit) and that therefore 
that was no moreto be tried. And for feare of death (which no queſtion would 


do moſt with them ) they had bene ſo often threatned , as they began tobe famili- ' * 


29 arly acquainted with it, and learned to efteeme threatning words to be bur words, 
Therfore the laſt,but beſt way now was,thatthe one ſeeing indeed the others death, 
ſholdperceiue,there was no dallying meant: & then there was no doubr,that a wo- 
mans ſoule would do much, rather then leaue ſo beautiful a body. 

This being concluded,Cecropia went to Philocleaand told her, that now ſhe was 

25 to come to the laſt part of the play: for her part,though the found her hard-hearted 

_ obſtinacieſuch,thar neither the ſweetneſſe of louing meanes,nor the force of hard 
meanes could preuaile with her , yet before ſhe would paſſe to a further degree of 
extremity, ſhe had ſought to win heriſter; in hope thather ſonne might be with 
time ſatisfied with the lone of fo faire a Lady; but finding her alſo rather more 

5 then leſſe wilfull,ſhe was now minded that one of theirdearhes ſhould ſerue for an 
example to the other, that deſpiſing worthy folks was more hurtfullto the de{pi- 
ſer, then the deſpiſed: that yet becauſe her ſonne eſpecially afteftedher, and thar 
in her owne ſelfe ſhe was more inclinable to pittic her , then the had deſerued, ſhe 
would begin with her ſiſter; whothat afternoone ſhould have her head curoff be- 

35 fore her face; it in the meane time one of them , did notpull out their il-wrought 
ſtiches of vnkindeneſle, ſhe bad her looke for no other,nor longertime the ſhe told 
her. There was no aſſault giuen tothe ſweere Phzlocleas mind, that entredo far,as 
this: for where to all paines and dangers of herſelfe , fore-ſight ( with his Licute- 
nantReſolution) had made ready defence, now with the loue ſhe bare her ſiſter, 

40 ſhe was driuen to a ſtay, before ſhe determined: but long theſtayed nor, beforethis 
reaſon did ſhine vnto her, that ſince in herlſelfe ſhe preferred dearh before ſuch a 
baſe ſeruitude, loue did teach her to wiſh the ſame to her ſiſter, Therefore croſſing 
her armes, and looking ſide-ward vpon the ground , Do what you will ({aid ſhe) 
with vs: for my part, heauen ſhall melt before I te remoued. Butif you will follow 

45 my counſell, for yourowne ſake ( for as for prayers for my ſake I haue felt how litle 
they prevaile) let my death firſt ſerue for example to win her , whoperchaunce is 
notſo reſolued againſt Amphialus, and fo ſhall you not onely iuſtlic puniſhme, 
(who indeede do hate both you and your fonne ) but , if that may moue you, 
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' wearie of their owne power of ſeeing : and her ſoule then drinking vp woe with - 


: 
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youſhall do more vertuouſly in preſeruing one moſt worthy of life , and killing 
an other moſt defirous of death : laſtly in winning her, in ſteed ofa peeviſh vnhap- 
pie creature, that Iam , you ſhall bleſle your ſonne with the moſt excellent woman 
inall praiſe-worthy things,that the world holderh. But Cecropia, (who had already 
ſet downe to her -ſelfe what ſhe would do) with bitter both termes , and counte- 5 


| © naunce,told her,that ſhe ſhouldnot need to woodeath ouer-eagerly:for if her ſiſter 


going before her did not teach her wit, herſelf ſhould quickly tollow.For ſince 
they were notto be gotten , there was no way for her ſonnes quiet, but toknowe 
that they were paſt getting . And fo {inceno intreating, nor threatning might pre- 


| uayle, ſhe badher prepare hereies for a new play,which ſhe ſhould ſee within fewe 10 


houres 1n the hall of that caſtle. 

A place in deed ouer fit for ſo vnfit a matter : for being ſo ſtately made, that the 
botrome ofit being euen with the ground , the roofe reached as hie as any part of 
the caſtle, ateither ende it had conuenient lodgings.In the one ende was(one ſtorie 


from the ground) Phzlocleas abode, inthe other ofcuen height, Pamelas,& Zelmanes 15 


in achamber aboucher : bur all ſo vaulted of ſtrong and thickly buileſtone, as one 


/- could noway heare the other : each of theſe chambers had alitle windowe to looke 


into the hall but becauſe the {iſters ſhould not haue ſo much comfort, as to looke 
one to another, there was(of the outſ1des)curtaines drawne , which they couldnot 


reach with their hands,fo barring the reach of theirſ1ght. Bur when the houre came 20 


= ; : 
that the Tragedie ſhould beginne,andcurtaynes were withdrawne from before the 


windowes of Zelmane, and of Fhzlocles : a ſufhcient challenge to call their eyes 
ro defende themſclues in ſuch an incounter . And by and bycame in at one ende of 


| thehall,with about a dozen armed ſouldiers a Ladie , led by acouple , with her 
| *handes bound beforeher : from aboue her eyes to her lippes mutfied with a faire 25 


kerchiefe, but from her mouth to the ſhouldersall bare : and ſo was led on to a 
ſcaftoldraiſed a gooddeale from the floore, & all couered with crimfin veluet. But 
neither Ze/mane, nor Philecleanceded tobetold whoſhewas : for the appare!l ſhe 


' ware,made them toowell aſſured, that it was the admirable Pamela. Whereunto 
 therare whitenefle of hernaked necke gaue ſufficient teſtimonie to their aſtoni- 30 


ſhed ſenſes. Butthe faire Lady being come to the ſcaffold,and then made to kneele 
downe, and fo left by her. vnkind ſupporters , as it ſeemed that ſhe was about to 
ſpeake ſomewhat (whereunto Phjloclea, poore ſoule,carneſtly liſtned,according to 
her ſpeach euen minding to frame her minde, her heart neuer till then almoſt wa- 


| ueringtoſauc herliſters life) before the vnfortunate Ladie could pronouncethree © 5 
- || wordes, the executioner cut off the ones ſpeech, and the others attention,with ma-  - 


king his ſworde do his cruel! office vpor that beautifull necke, Yet the pirtileſſe - 
ſworde had ſuch pittic of ſo precious anobie&, thatar firſt irdid but hir — 


| Butlittle auailedthat, ſince the Ladie falling downe aſtoniſhed withall , the crue 
| villaine forcedtheſivord with another blow to divorce the faire marriage of the 40 
| | headand bodie. | | 


And this was done fo in an inſtant, that the verie at did ouerrun Phzlocleas ſor- 


| gow (ſorrow not being able ſo quicklyto thunderbolt her heart thorough her ſen- 
| ſes, buthirſt onely oppreſt her with aſtorme of amazement) but when her eyes 


 fawe thattheydid ſee, as condemning themſelues to haue ſeeneit, they became 45 


 greatdraughts, ſhe fell downe to deadly traunces : but her waiting 1aylors with 
 eruell pittie brought lothed life vnto her; which yer many times tooke his leaue - 
| | thoug 
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though he would indeed deparrt:but when he was _ by force,he kept with him 
deadly Sorrow ,which thus exerciſed her mourning ſpeech . Pamela my ſiſter, my 
ſiſter Pamela, woe is me for thee, I would T had died for thee, Pamelaneuer more 
ſhal I fee thee : neuer more ſhall I enioy thy ſweet companie,andwiſe counſel, Alas, 
5 thou art gone to beautifie heauen , andhaſt left me here , who hauenothing good 
in me,bur that I dideuer loue thee,and cuer will lament thee, Letthis day be noted 
of all vertuous folkes for moſt vnfortunare : let itneuer be mentioned, but amon 
curſes; and curſed bethey that did this miſchiefe, and moſt accurſed be mineeves 
that beheld ir. Sweete Pamela; that head is ſtriken off, where only wiſedome might 
10 be ſpoken withall; thatbodieis deſtroyed , which was theliuing booke of vertue:; 
Deare Pame/a how hait thou left me to all wretchedneſſe and miſerie? Yet while 
thou liuedit, in tlice I breathed,of thee I hoped . O Pamela,how much did I for thy 
excellencic honour thee,more then my mother, and loue thee more then my ſelfe? 
| Neuer more ihallLlie withthee : neuer more ſhall we bathe inthe pleaſant river 
15 together: neuer more ſhall I ſee thee in thy ſhepheard apparel. Butthou art gone, 
and where am? Pamela is dead; andliueI? O my God, Andwith that the tell a. 
gainc inaſowne, ſoas it wasa great while before they could bring her to her ſelf a- 
gaine; but bring come to her ſelte, Alas(ſaid ſhe)vnkind women,finceyouhaue gi- 
uen me ſo many deathes,torment me not now with lite : for Gods ſake let me goe, 
230 & excuſe your hands of more blood. Let me follow my Pamela,whom ener I ſought 
tofollow, Alas Pamele,they willnoclet me come to thee.Bur it they keepe promiſe, 
Iſhall tread thine owne ſteps after thee, For to what am I borne (miſerable ſoule) 
but robe moſt vnhappie in my ſelfe, & yet more vnhappie in others? But 6 thata 
thouſand more miſeries had chanced vnto me,fathou haddeſt not died: Pamels,my 
25 ſiſter Pame/a. And ſo, like lamentable Fhilomela complained ſhe the horrible wrong 
done to her ſiſter, which if it ſtird notin the wickedly cloſed mindes of hertormen- 
tors, pirtic ofher ſorrow, yetbreditawearineſle of her ſorrow: ſoas only leauing 
one to preuentany harme ſhe ſhould do her ſelfe,the reſt went away, conſulting a- 
gaine with Cetrep/4,how to make profit of this their late bloudie a, w 
50 Intheende,that woman that vied moſtrokeepe company with Zelmane, tolde 
Cecropiathat ſhe found by many moſt ſenſible proofes in Zelmane ,that there was 
neuer woman fo loued another.as ſhe loued Philoclerwhich was the cauſe that ſhe 
(further then the commandement of Ceeropia) had cauſed Zel/manes curtaines to be 
alſo drawne : becauſe, having the ſame ſpectacle thar Ph//oc/eahad, ſhe might ſtand 
35 inthe greater feare for her,whom ſhe loued ſowell: and that indeed ſhe had hirthe 
needle in that deuiſe : for neuer ſaw ſhe creature ſo aſtonithed as Zelmane, excee- 
dingly ſory for Pamela, but exceedingly exceecingrthat excecdingneſle in feare for 
Phileclea . Therefore her aduice was, ſhethould cauſe Ze/maneto come &ſpeake 
with Philoclea.For there being ſuch vehemencie of friendſhip between them, it was 
40 moſt likely both to moue Ze/mane to perſwade,& Philoclesto be perlwaded, Cecro- 
pis liked wellof the counſell, & gaue order tothe ſame woman to go deale therein 
with Zelmane,&to aſſure her with oth,that Cecropia was determinedPhiloclea ſhold 
paſſe the ſame way that Pameiz had done,without ſhe did yeeld to fatisfie the extre- 
mitie of her ſonnes affetio : which the womadid, adding thereunto many (as ſhe 
45 thought)good reaſons romake Zelmanethinke Amphialus afitmatch for Fhloclea. 
But Zelmane(who had from time to time vnderſtoodthe cruel] dealing they had 
vſed to the ſiſters,& now hadher owne eyes wounded with the ſight of ones death) 


was ſoconfuſed withall(her courage {till rebelling againſt her wir, deſiring ſtil with 
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312 THE COVNTESSE OF PEMBROKES 
force todo impoſlible marters ) that as her defire was ſtopped with power, ſo her 
conceit was darkned with a miſt of deſire. For blinde Loue; and inuincible valure 
ſtill would cry our, thatit could not be , Ph;loclea ſhould be info miſerable eſtate, 
and ſhenot relieue her: and ſo while ſhe haled her wit to her courage , ſhe drew it 
from his owne limits . But now Phitocleas death ( a word able to marſhall all his 5 
thoughts in order) being come to ſoſhort apoint either with ſmall delay to be ſut- 
fred,or by the giuing her ſelte to another tobe preuented,ſhe was driven tothinke 
and ta deſire ſome leaſure of thinking: which the woman granted for thatnight vn- 
to her. Anight that was not halte ſo blacke, asher minde; not halte ſo filent,as was 
fit for her muling thoughts. Ar laſt he that would faine haue deſperatly loſt a thou- 15 
ſand lives for her ſake, could not finde in his heart,that ſhe ſhould looſe any life for 
her ownefake; and he that deſpiſed his ownedeathin reſpe& of honour,yet could 
wellnyediſpence with honour it ſelfe in reſpec of Phitecleas death : for once the 
thought could not enter into his hart,nor the breath iſſue out of his mouth, which 
could conſent to Phz/ocleas death for any bargaine. Then how to preuentthe next 15 
degree todeath(which was her being poſleſt by another)was the point of his minds 
Jabour:andin that he found no other way, but that Phzlocleaſhquld pretend a yeel. 
ding vato Cecroptasrequelt ; and fo by ſpeaking with Amphialus, and making taire 
(but delaying)promiſes, procure libertie for Ze/mane; who only wiſht but ro come 
by a ſword, not doubting then to deſtroy them al,and deliuer Phifoclea: 1o little did 20 
both the men,andtheir torces ſeeme in hereyes, looking down ypon them fromthe 
hightop of afteCtions tower, 

With that mindetherefore (but firſt well bound) ſhee was brought to philoclea, 
hauingalrcady plotted out in her conceit , how the would deale with her : and {o 
came ſhe with hart andeyes , which did each ſacrifice ejther to Lone vpon the altar 25 


| of Sorow: and there had ſhe the pleaſing diſpleafing fight of Philocles : Philoclea, 
| who already the extreame ſence of ſorow had brought to a dulneſle therin, her face 


not without tokens that beautie had bene by many miſeries cruelly battered,& 
yetſhewed it moſt the perfection of that beautie, which could remaine vnouer- 


throwne by ſuch enemies.But when Ze/mare was ſet downe by her,and the women 30 


gone away (becauſe ſhe might be the better perſwaded when no body was by,that 
had heard her ſay ſhe would not be perſwaded) then began firſt the eyes to ſpeake, 
and the harts tocric out: Sorow awhile would needes ſpeake his owne language 
without vſingrheir tongues to be his interpreters. At laſt Ze/mape brake ſi]Ece, but 
ſpake with the onely eloquence of amazement :for all her long methodized orati- 75 
on was inherited onely by ſuch kinde of ſpeeches, Deare Ladic,in extreame neceſ- 
fities we muſt not. Bur alas vnfortunare wretch that I am, that Iliue to ſce this day. 
And I take heaucn and earthto witneſle,that nothing : & with that her breaſt ſwel- 
led ſo with ſpite and griefe, that her breath had nor leafure to turne it ſelfe into 
words . Burt the ſweet Phzlocleathat had alreadie dyed in Pamela,&of the other fide 40 


| hadthe heauineſle ofher hart ſomething quickned in the moſt beloued ſight of Zel- 


mane, gheſled ſomewhat at Zelmanes mind;and therfore ſpake vnto her in this ſort: 
My Pzrocles ( ſaid ſhee ) Iknowe this exceeding comfort of your preſence, is not 
brought vnto mee for any good-will that is owed vnto me: but (as I ſuppoſe) to 


| make youperſwade me to ſaue my life with the ranſome of mine honour: although 45 


no bodie ſhould be fo vnfit a pleader in that cauſe as your ſelfe , yet perchance 
you would haue me liue. Your honour?God forbid (ſaid Zelmane) that ever, for 


. anycauſe, Iſhouldyceldto any touchof ir. Bur a while to pretend ſome __

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till time, or my libertic might work ſomething for your ſeruice: this, ifmy aſtoni- 
ſhed ſenſes would giue me leaue, I would faine haue perſwaded you. | 
To what purpoſe my Pyrocles? (ſaid Philoclea) of a miſcrable time what gaine is 
there ? Hath Pamela example wrought no more in me ? is a captiue life to much 
worth ? can euer it goe out of theſe lips, that I loue any other bur Pyroc/es? ſhall my 
tongue be ſo falſe a traitor to my heart, astoſay I loueany other but Pyrocies?

No my Pyroc/es ; and for 
that Ido thanke thee, and in my ſoule thanke thee ; tor I conteſle the loue of thee is 

15 herein my chicfeſt vertue. Trouble menor therefore deare Pyrocles, nor double nor 

my death by tormenting my reſolution: ſince I cannot liue withthee, I will die for 

thee, Only remember me,deare Pyroc/es, and loue the remembrance of me: and if 

I may craue ſo much of thee, lerme be thy laſt loue, for though I be not worthy of 

thee (who indeedart the worthieſt creature liuing) yet remember that my loue was 

20 aworthy loue. Bur Pyrocles was ſoouercome with forow ( which wiſdome and ver- 
true made inſt in ſo excellent a Ladies caſe, tull of ſo excellent kindneſle) that words 
were aſhamed tocome forth, knowing how weake they were to expreſle his mind, 
and her merit: and therfore ſo ſtayed in a deadly ſilence, forſaken of hope, and for- 
{aking comfort: till che appointed guardians came in, to ſec the fruites of Ze/manes 
25 labour: and then Zelmane warned by their preſence, fel againe to perſwade,though 
ſcarcely her ſelfe could rell what; but in ſumme, deſirous of delayes. But Phloclea, 
ſweetlycontinuing conſtant, andinthe end puniſhing her importunicic with (t- 
tence, Zelmane was faine to end. Yet crauinganother times conference,ſhe obtai- 
nedir, anddiuerſe others; till atthe laſt Ceeropia found it was tonopurpole, &ther- 
30 fore determined to follow her owne way. Ze/maneyer ſtill deſirous to win (by any 
means) reſpite, euen waſted with ſorow, & vncertaine, whether in worſe calc in her 
preſence, or abſence, being able todo nothing for Fhi/ocleas fuccour, but by ſub- 
mitting the greateſt c-urage of the earth tofall at the teet of Ceeropia, & craue ſtay 
of their ſentence till the vttermoſt was ſeene, what her perſwaſtons might do, 
J5 Cecropie ſeemed much to be moued by her importunirie, ſo as divers dayes were 
wonne of painefull life tothe excellent philoclea: while Zelmane ſuffered ſome hope 
tocheriſh her mind, eſpecially truſting vpon the helpe of Hu/idorms , who (ſhe 
knew) wouldnotbe idle in this matter , till one —_— a noiſe awaked Ze/mane, 
from whoſe ouer-watchfull mind, the tired body had ſtolne alitle fleepe: 8& ſtraight i 
o withthe firſt opening of her eyes,Care taking his wonted place ,(he ran tothe win- 
dow which looked into the hall (for that way the noyſe guided her) & there might 
ſhelee (the curtaine being left open euer ſince the laſt execution ) ſeyen or eight 
perſons in acluſter vpon the ſcaffold : who by and by retiring themlelues , nothing | 
;  wastobeſcenethereupon, bur a baſen of gold pirifully enamelled with bloud, and ny 
45 inthe midſt of it, the head ofthe moſt beautifull Phyloclea. The horribleneſle ofthe - 
miſchiefe was ſuch, as Pyrocles couldnot at firſt beleeue his owne ſenſes, but bene 11:20 
his wofull eyes to diſcerne itbetter : where too well he my ſee it was Philocleas b 
ſelfe, hauingnoveile, but beautie ouerher face , _ ill appeared to be aliue z

ſo didrhoſe eyes ſhine, cuen asrthey were wonr, andthey were wont more then any 
other : and ſometimes as they moued, it might well make the beholder tkinke, thar 
death therein, had borowed her beautie, and not they any way diſgraced by death, 
ſo ſweet and piercing a grace they caried with them, 
Itwas nota pitie,it was not an amazement, it was not a ſorow which then laid 
hold on Pyrectes, but awilde furic of deſperate agony, fothat he cried out, O ty- 
rant heaven, traitor earth, blind prouidence, no iuſtic, how is this done? how is this 


 ſuffered?hath this world a gouernment? If ir haue, letit powre outall his miſchiefs 
' vpon me,and ſee wherher it haue power tomake me more wretched then Iam, Did 


theexcell for this? haue I prayed for this? abhominable hand that did it ; deteſtable 
deuil! that commanded it; curſed lightthat beheld ir: & it the lightbe curſed, what 
are then mineeyes that haue feenc it ? And have I ſcene Philoclea dead, and do [ 
live? and hauclI lined, notto helpe her, butto talke of her 2and ſtand I ſtill ealking? 
And with that (caried with the madnefſe of anguith ,not hayinga readier way to 
kiilhimſelfe ) he ran as hard as everhe could with his head againſt the wall, with in- 
rention to braine himſelfe: bur the haſte to do it made the doing the ſlower, Foras 
he cameto ginethe blow , his footerript, ſoas it camenot with the ſull force : yet 
forcible enough to ſtrike him downezand withall rodeprive him of his ſence,ſo that 
he lay a while comforted bythe hurr, in that he felt nor his diſcomfort. 
And when he came againe.to himſeltfe, he heard,or he thought he heard a voyce. 
which cried , Renenge , Reuenge vnto him ; whether indeedit were his good 


{| Angell, which vied that voyce to ſtay him from vnnaturall murderingot himlclte; 
_ orthathis wandering ſpirits lighted vpon that conceit , and by their weaknefle ſub- 


1:& ro apprehenſtons) ſuppoſed they heard ir. But that indeed, helped with Ver- 
tie, and hervaliant ſeruant Anger , ſtopped him from preſent deſtroving himſelte: 
yeelding inreaſon and. manhood, firſtro deſtroy man, woman and child, that were 
any way of kinne to them that were acceſlarie to this crueltie; then to raze the Ca- 
ſtle, and ro builda ſumptuous monument for her ſiſter, and a moſt ſumptuous for 
herſelfe, and then himſelterodie vpon her tombe. This determining in himſelfe to 
do. andto ſeeke all meanes how (for that purpoſe) ro getout of prifon: he was con= 
tent awhile to beare the thirſtof death: & yet went he againe to the window, to kiſſe 


the beloued head with his eyes; but there ſaw he noyhingbutthe ſcaffold, all coue- 


redouer with ſcarſer,andnothing bur ſolitariefilence to mournethis miſchiefe,But 
then, Sorow hauing diſperſt it ſelfe from his heart, into all his noble parts ,it pro- 
claimed his authoritie , incries and teares,& with a more gentle dolcetulneſle could 
powre out his inwardeuill, \ TTY 

Alas (faid he) and is that head takenaway too,ſo ſoone from mine eyes? What, 


| mine eyes, perhaps they enuie the excellencie of yourſorow? Indecd, there is 


nothing now left ro become the eyes of all mankind, but teares: and woe be to 
me, if any exceed me in wofulnefle, I do conture you all my ſenſes, to acceptno ob- 
ie but of forow, be aſhamed, nay,, abhorre tothinke ofcomfort, Vnhappie eyes 
you haueſceneroo much ,that eucr the light ſhould be welcome to you : vnhap-

25 floore, and{ometimes vpon the bed: then vp againe, till walking was weariſome & 
reſt loathſome: and ſo neither ſuffering food, nor {leepe ro help his afflicted nature, 
all that day andnight he did —_—_ but weepe: Phloclea, ſigh Philoclea, and cric 
out Phyloclea till as it happened (at thattime vp0his bed) roward the dawning of

o perchaunce Philoclea is not dead, whom you ſo much bemone. I would we were 
both dead on that condition, ſaid Pyroc/es. Secthe folly of your paſſion (ſaid ſhe) as 
though you ſhould benearer to her, you being dead, and ſheealiue; then ſhee 
being dead,and you aliue : and ifthe be dead, was ſhe not borne todie ? whatthen 
do youcrie out for ? not for her , who muſt haue died one time or other; bur f=r 
45 ſome feweyeares: ſo as it isfime and this world, that ſeeme ſoloucly things, andnor 
Philocleavnto you. Onoble liſters (cried Pyrocles) now you be gone(who were the 
onely exalters ofall womankinde)whart is left in that ſex , but babling and bulineſle? 
Andrruely( faid (he) Lwill yet alittle longer trouble you, Nay, I prate you do ({aid

I my ſelfe might liue to heare my death bewailed ? and by whome ? by my deere 
Pyrecles . That I ſaw death was not ſtrong enough to diuide thy louc from me 2 

O my Pyrocles, I am too well payde for my paines I haue ſuffered: ioyfull is my 
woefor ſonoble a cauſe; and welcome be all miſeries, ſince tothee I am ſo wel- 
come, Alas how I pirtiedto heare thy pittic of mez and yeta great while I could g 
not finde in my heart to interrupt thee , but often had euen pleature to weepe with 
thee: and fo kindly camefforth thy lamentations, that they inforced me tolament 
ro, as if indeed I had bene a fooker on , to ſee poore Philocleadye. Till at laſt 1 
ſpake with you, to try whether I could remoue thee from ſorrow , till Thad almoft 
procured my lelfe a beating. And with that ſhe pretily ſmiled, which mingledwith 19 
her teares, one could not tell whether it were a mourning pleaſure, or a delightfull 
ſorrow: but like when a few Aprill drops are ſcattered by a gentle Zephzrw among 
fine coloured fiawers.Burt Pyrocles, who had felt (with ſo ſmall diſtance of time )'in 
himſe!fe the ouerthrow both of hope and deſpaire, knew not ro what key he ſhould 
tune his minde.,cither of ioy,or ſorrow, But finding perfite reaſon inneither, ſuffred x 
himſelfe to be caricd by the tide of his imagination, and his imaginations to be rai- 
ſedeuen by the ſway, which hearing or ſeeing,might giue vnto them : he ſaw her a+ 
liue,he was glad to ſee her aliue :he ſaw her weepe , he was forie to ſecher weepe: 

he heard her comfortable ſpezches,norhing more gladſome: he heard her progno- 
ſticating her owne deſtruction, nothing moredolefull, But when he had alittleta- 20 
ken breatlyfrom the panting motion of ſuch contrarietic in paſſions, he fellrocon- 
ſider with her of her preſent eſtate, both comforting her, that certainly the worſt of 
this ſtorme was palt,ſince alreadie they had done the worſt, which mans wit could 
imagine: and thatif they had determined to haue killed her, now they would haue 
done it:and alſocarneſtly counſellingher , andenabling his counſels with vehe- 25 
ment prayers, that ſhee wouldo farre ſecond the hopes of Amphialus,as that ſhee 


 \mightbutprocurc him libertie; promiſing then as much to her , as the liberalitie 
of louing courage durſt promiſe to himlelie, | 


But who could lively deſcribethe manner of theſe ſpeeches , ſhould paint out 


the l:ghtſome colours of affetion, ſhaded with the deepeſt ſhadowes of ſorrow, 
finding then betweenehope and feare, a kinde of ſweetneſle in teares ; till Phzlocles 
content to recciuc a kifſe andbut akiſle of Pyrocles, ſealed vp his moning lips, and 
cloſed themvp in comfort: and her-ſelfe ( for the paſſage was left betweene them 
open) went toherſiſter: with whome ſhee had ſtayed but a while , fortifying one 
another (while Phi/oclea tempered Pamelas iult dildaine, and Pamela ennobled Phi- 35 
lecleas fweete humbleneſle ) when Amphialus came vnto them : who neuer ſince 
he had heard Phz/ocleanamed , couldbequiet in himſelfe , although none of them 
about him ( fearing more his mothers violence then his power ) would diſcouer 
what had paſled : and many meſſages he ſentto know her eſtate , which brought 
anſwers backe,according as it pleaſed Cecropiato indite them, till his heart full of 40 
vnfortunate afteCtion , more and more miſgiuing him , hauing impacicntly borne 
the delayofthe nights vnfitneſſe,this morning he gat vp,and though full of v-ounds 
(which nor wichout danger could ſufferſuch exerciſe) he apparelled himſelfe, and 
with a countenance, that ſhewed ſtrength innothing but in griefe, he camewhere 
the (titers were; and weakely kneeling downe, he befought them to pardon him, 1t 45 
they hadnot bene vſedin that caſtle according to their worthineſle, and his duetic; 
beginning toexcuſe ſmall matters ,poore Gentleman , not knowing in whatſort 
they had bene handled, a '

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But Pamelas high he art (having conceiued mortall hate for the iniurie offeredro 


her and her ſiſter) could ſcarcelie abide his fight, much lefle heare out his excuſes; - 


but interrupted him with theſc words, Traitor (ſaid ſhe) tothine owne blood , and 
falſe tothe profeſſion of ſo much loue as thou haſt vowed , donot defile our cares 
with thy excuſes; butpurſue on thy crueltie , that thou and thy godly mother have 

_ vſedrowards vs: for my part, aſſure thy ſelfe, and ſodol anſwer for my ſiſter (whoſe 
mind I know) I donot more deſire mine owne fafetie then thy deFruction. Ama- 
zed with this ſpeech, he turned his eye, tull of humble forrowtulneſſe, to Ph/locles, 
Andis this ( moſt excellent Ladie) your doome of me alſo? She, ſweet Ladie, fate 

To weeping : for as her moſt noble kinfman ſhe had euer favoured him, andloued 
-  hisloue, though ſhe couldnot bein loue with his perſon; and now partly vakind- 
neſle of his wrong, partly pitie of his caſe, madeher ſweet mind yeeld ſome teares, 
beforc ſhe could anſwere ; and heran{were was noother, burthat ſhe had the ſame 
cauſe as her lifter had. Hexepliedno further, but deliuering from his heart two or 


T5 three (vntaught) ſighes, role, and with molt low reuerence , went out of their 


chamber: and ſtraight by threatning torture, learned of one of the women , in 
what terrible maner thoſe Princeſſes had bene vſed, But when he heard it , crying 
out, O God; and then not able to-ſay any more { for his ſpeech went backe to re- 
bound woe vpon his heart) he needed no judge to go ypon him: forno man could 
Do cuer thinke anic other worthy of greater puniſhment, then he thought himſelfe, 
|  Fulltherefore of the horribleſt deſpaire , whicha moſt guiltie conſcience could 
breed, with wild lookes promiſing ſome terrible iſſue, vnderſtanding his mother was 


ypon the top of the leads, he caught one of his ſeruants ſwords from him, and - 


none of them daring to ſtay him, he went vp, caried by furie ,in ſteed of ſtrengrhz 

235 where ſhe was at that time , mufing howto gothorough with this matter , andre-

But when ſhe ſaw him come in with a ſyord drawne, and a looke more terrible

thine owne hands, and ſo excellent and vertuous a Lady as the faire Parthenia was : 
thou haſt lined to ſee thy faithful 7/menus flaine in ſuccouring thee, and thou nor a- 
ble to defend him: thou haſt liued to ſhew thy ſelfe ſuch a coward, as that one yn- 
known knight could onercome thee in thy Ladies preſence :thou haſt lived to beare 
armes againſt thy rightful Prince, thine own vncle: thou haſt liued to be accounted, 5 
& iuſtly accounteda traitor , by the moſt excel|erperſons that this world holdeth: 
thou haſt linedto be the death of her, that gaue thee life. Butah wretched Amphia- 
lus, thou haſt lived for thy ſake, and by thy authoritie , to haue Phz/oc/eatormented, 

O heauens ,in Amphzalas caſtle, where Amphialus commaunded; tormented, tor- 
mented ? Torment of my ſoule, Philaclea tormented; and thou haſt had ſuch com- 16 


fort in thy life, as to live allthis while, Perchance this hand ( vied onelyto miſchie- 


vous as) thinks it were too.gooda deedto kill me ; or elſe filthy hand, onely wor- 
thy to kil women, thou arr affraid to ſtrike a man. Feare not cowardly hand,for thou 
ſhalt kill but a cowardly traitor; and do it gladly; for thou ſhalt kill him whom Phi- 
bocleahateth, Wirh thatfuriouflic he tare open hisdoublet,and ſcrring the pommel x5 
of the ſword to the ground, and the point to his breaſt, hefellvpon it. But the fword = 
more mercifull then he to himſelf, with the ſlipping of thepommel, the point ſwar- 
ved; and razed him but vpon the fide: yet with the fall, his other wounds opened ſo, 
as he bled in ſuch extremitie, that Charons boat might veric well be caricd in that 


floud: whichyerheſoughtro haſten by this means. As he opened his doubler & fel, 26 


there fell out Philocleas kniues,which Cecropiaar the firſt had taken from her,& deli- 
vered to her fonne; & he had euer worne them next hishearr, as the onely relike he 
had of his Saint: now ſecing them by him (his ſword being fo, as weakeneſle could 
not well draw it out from his doubler) he tooke the kniues, and pulling one of them 
out, and manie timeskiſling ir, and rhen, firſt with the paſſions of kindneſle and vn- 25 
kindneſle melcing in teares: O deare kniues, you are come in a good time, to reucge. 
the wrong I have doneyau all this while , in keeping you from her bleſſed ſide,and 
wearing you without your miſtreſle leaue. Alas,be witneſſe with me,yet before Idie 
(and wellyoumay, for you haue laine next my heart ) that by my conſent, your ex- 
cellent miſtreſſe ſhould haue had as much honour as this poore place could haue 
brought forthfor ſo high anexcellencic; and nowTI am condemnedto die by her 
mouth. Alas, other, farre other hope would my deſire often haue giuen me; but o-

© thereuent it hath pleaſed her to lay vponime. Ah Phzloclea (with that his teares gu- 


ſhedour, as though they would ſtrive roouerflow his bloud) I would yet thoukne- 
welt how Eloue thee. VaworthieI am, vnhappieI am, falſe I am; butto thee alas, I 35 
'am not falſe;But what a traitor am I, any way toexcuſe him, whom ſhecodemneth > 
Since there is nothing lefr me,wherin I may do her ſervice, but in puniſhing him, 
who hath ſo offended her. Deare knife, then do your noble miſtreſſes commande- 
ment. With that, he ſtabbed himſelfe into diverſe places of his breaſt and throte, 
yntill thoſe wounds (with the old, freſhly bleeding) brought him to the ſenceleſſe 40 
gate of death, By which time, his ſeruants hauing (withfeare of his fury) abſtained 
a while from comming vnto him, oneof them (preferring dutifull affeion be- 
fore fearefull dutie) came in, and there found him wimming in his owne bloud, gi- 


- ving a pitifull ſpeRacle , where the conqueſt was the conquerours overthrow,and 


ſelfe-ruine the onely triumph ofa barraile , fought betweene him and himſelfe. The 45 
timefull of daunger, the perſon fullof worthineſſe , the maner full of horror , did 
greatly aſtoniſh all the beholders: ſo as by andby, all the rowne was fullof it, and 
then of all ages came running vp to ſee the beloued body; cucrie bodie thinking

Bur when it came,(8& quickly it came)to the eares of hi sptoud friend Anaxime,

5 exceedingly vexed,cither with kindneſle, or (it a proud heart be not capable there- 
of) with difdaine,that he, who hadthe honor to be called the friend of THnaxims, 
ſhould come to ſuch an vnexpected ruine: Therefore, then comming abroad, with 
afacered inanger , andengrainedin pride, with liddes raiſed, and eyes leuelling 
from rop to toe of them that met him, treading, as though he thought to make the 
10 earth ſhake vnder him, with his hand vpon his ſword; ſhort ſpeeches, and difdain- 
full anſwers, giuing ſtreight order to his two brothers, to gortake the oath of obe- 
dience,in his name,of all the ſouldiers, and Citizens inthe towne : and withall, ro 
ſweare them to revenge the death of Amphialus, vpon Baſilius. He himſelfe went 
to ſee him,callingfor all the ſurgeons andphylicions there; ſpending ſometime in 
15 viewing the body, and threatning them all ro be hanged, it they did not heale him. 
But they ( taking view of his wounds, and falling downe at Anaxias feete ) aſſured 


him,that they were mortall, and no pollible meanesto keepe him aboue two daies - 


alive: and he ſtood partly in doubr, to kill,or ſaue them, berweene his owne furie, 
andtheir humbleneſle . Bur vowing, with his owne hands to kill the two ſiſters,as 

20 cauſers of his friends death : when his brothers came to him,and told himthey had 
done his comaundement,in hauing receiued the oath of alleageance, with no great 
difficultic : the moſt partterrified by their valure, and force of their ſeruants,and 
many that had bene torward actors in the rebellion, willing ro do any thing, rather 
then come vnderthe ſubieRion of Ba/U7us againe 3 and ſuch fewe as durſt gainſay, 

25 being cutoff bypreſent{laughter, | | 
_ . Butwithall(asthechicfe matteroftheir commingtohim) they told CA#axins, 
that the faire Queene Helen was come, with an honourable rertinue, to the towne : 
humbly deſiring leaue to fee Amphialus , whome ſhe had ſought in many places of 
the world;& laſtly,being returnedinto her own countrie, the heard together of the 

30 lateſiege,and of hiscombat with the ſtrange Knight , who had dangerouſly hurt 
him. herupon,full of louingcare ( which ſhe was content euen to publith co the 
world, how vngratefully ſoeuer he dealewith her) ſhe had gotten Jeaue of Bz/ilins, 


 tocome byhis frontiers, to cary away Amphialu5 with her, tothe excellenteſtſur-" 


con then knowen,whom ſhe had in her countrey,but ſo old,as nor able totrauaile: 
35 hr had giuen her {oucraigne annointments , to preſerue his body withall, till he 


mightbe brought vnto him : and that Baſilzus had graunted leaue: cithernaturall 


kindnefſepreuailing ouerall the offences done,or rather glad to make any paſſage, 
which might leade him out of his countrie , & from his daughters. This diſcourſe 
Lycargus vaderſtanding of Helen, deliuered tohis brother, with her vehement de- 
o deſire to fee the bodie, and take her laſt farewell of him. Anaxins , though he were 
fallenour with all womankind (in reſpect ofthe hate he bare the liſters ,whome he 
accounted murtherers of Amphizlas ) yet athis brothers requeſt, graunted her 
leaue. And ſhe (poore Lady) with grieuousexpeQation, and languiſhing defire, 
caricd her faint legs tothe place where helay,ceither not breathing, or in all appca- 


45 rance breathing nothing bur death. 


In which piteous plight when ſhe ſaw him, though Sorow had ſetbeforcher 
mind the pitifulleſt conceit thereof that ircould paint, yet the preſent fight went 
beyondall former apprehenſions 2 ſo that beginning to knegle by the bodic , hep 
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ſight ranne from her ſeruice, rather then abide ſuch afight; and ſhe fell ina ſowne 
vpon him, as if ſhe could not chooſe but dye of his wounds, But when her breath 
(aweary to be cloſed vp in woe) broke the priſon of her faire lips, and broughr 
memorie (with his ſeruant ſenſes) ro his naturall office, ſhe yer made the breath 
conuey theſe dolefull wordes with it. Alas (faidſhe) Amphialas , what ſtrange 5 
diſaſters be rheſe , that hauing ſoughtthee (o long, I ſhould benow forie to finde *

Now,woc 
worth the cauſe that brings me ſoneere thee, Often, alas,otten haſt thou diſdained ,, 
my teares : butnow , my deare Amphialus, receiue them : theſe eyes can ferue for 
nothingelſe, but to weepe for thee 3 {ince thou wouldeſt never vouchſafe them 
thy comfort, yet diſdaine not them thy forrow . would they had bene more deare 
vnto thee; for then had(ſt thou lined . Woe is me that thy noble heart could loue 
who hated thee,and kate who loued thee . Alas,, why ſhould not my faith to thee |, 15 
couer my other defects, who only ſought to make my Crowne thy foot-ſtoole, my ©. 

ſelte rhy ſeruant ? that was all my ambition 3; and alas thou diſdainedſt it to ſerue 
them, by whome thy incomparadle ſelte wert diſdained, Yet (0 Philoclea)where- 
ſoeucryouare , pardon me, if I ſpeake in the bitrernefle of my foule, excellent may 
yoube inall other _ (andexcellent ſure youare ſince he 16ued you) your want ,g 
of pittie, where the fault onely was infiniteneſle of deſert, cannot be excuſed, I 
would , 6 God, I wouldthat you had granted kis deſerued fuire of marrying you, 
and that I had bene your ſeruing-maide, ro haue made my eſtate the foile of your 
felicitic,ſo he had liued, How many weary ſteps hauec I trodden after thee, while 
my onely complaint was, that thou wertvnkinde ?

but the beamesthereot ſo ſtrake his eyes , with ſuch a counterbuffe vnto his pride, 
that ifhis anger could not ſoquickly louc, nor his pride ſo caſily honor, yet both 
were forced to finde a worthineſle. | | 
Which while it bred a pauſe in him,Zelmane (who had readie inher minde both 
' whatandhow to ſay)itepr out vnto him,and with areſolute ſtayedneſſe)voideither 


of anger,kindneſſe,diſdaine,or humbleneſle ) ſpake in this ſort. Anaxiwm (ſaid (he) 35 


if Fame haue not bene ouerpartiall torhee , thou art a man of exceeding valour. 
Therefore I do call thee even before that vertue,& will make itthe judge betweene 
vs. And now I do afftirme.thatto the eternall blotof all the faire ates that thou haſt 
done,thou doeſt weakely, in ſecking without daunger to reuenge his death,whoſe 


life with _ thou mightſt perhaps haue preſerued : thou doeſt cowardly .in 40 


going abour by the death of theſe excellent Ladies, toprenent the iuſt puniſhment 
that hereafter they by the powers, which they better then their father,or any other

ready taught him ſome regard. But when ſhe entredinto bravery of ſpeech, hce. 


thought arfirſt, a mad & rayling humor poſleſt her; rill, finding rhe ſpeeches hold 
well together, & at length come to flatchallenge of combat, he ſtood leaning back 
with his body & head,fometimes with bent browes looking vp6 the one {ide other, 

10 ſometimes of the other, beyond maruell maruelling, thathe, who had neuer heard 
ſuch ſpeeches from any knight, ſhould be thus rebutted by a woman;8 that maruel 
made him heare out her ſpeech:which ended, he turned his head to his brother Zo#- 
lar,% laid nothing,but only litting vp his eycs,{miled. But zelmanetinding his mind, 
Anaxtas ({4id ihe) perchance thou difdaineft to anſwere me, becaule (as a woman) 

15 thou thinkeſt me nor fit to be fought withall, But I tell chee,that I have din trayned 
vp in martiall matters,withſo good ſucceſle,thatI hane many times ouercome bra- 
ver Knights then thy ſelte: and am well knowne to be cquall in teatesof armes,tothe 
famous ?yrecles: who flue thy valiant Vncle,the Giant Ewaraes , The remembrance 
ofhis Vacles death ſomething netled him,ſo as he anſwered thus, 

209 Indeede(layd he ) any woman may be as valiant as that coward, and trayterly 
boy, who flue my Vncle trayterouſly, and after ranne from me inthe plaine- held, 
Five thouſand ſuch could not haue ouercome Euardes,but by fallhood, But I ſought 
him all ouer A/a,following him ſtill from one of his cony hojes toanother,rill com- 
ming intothis Countrie, I heard ofmy triends being beſieged, and ſo came to blow 


- 25 away the wretches that troubled him. But wherefocuer the miſerable boy flic,hea-, 


ven, nor hell, ſhall keepe his heart from being torne by thefe hands. Thou lyeſt in 
thy throate(fayd Ze/mane)that boye, where eucr he went, did ſo noble aCts;, as thy 
heart (as proud as it is)dares notthinke of , much lefle performe. Bur to pleaſe thee 
the better with my preſence, Itellthee, nocreature can be neerer of kinne to him, 

39 then my {el{c: and fo well we loue, that he would not be ſorter tor his owne dearth 
then for mine: I being begotten by his father, ofan Amazon Ladie. And therefore, 
thou canſtnotdeuiſe to reuenge thy ſelte more vpon him,then by killing me:which 
itthou dareſt do , mantullie doo it, otherwiſe, it thouharme theſe incomparable. 
Ladies, or my ſelfe without daring to fightwith me, bprotelt before theſe Knights, - 

35 and before heaven andearth (that will reueale thy ſhame) tharthou artthe beggar- 
lieſt daſtardly villaine, that dithonourcth the earth with his ſteps: and if thou lerteſt 
me ouerliue them, ſo will Iblaze thee, Butal this could not moue Araxzus,burt that 
he onely faid , Euill ſhould it become the terrourof the world to fight, much worſe

42 Bur(ſaidhe) for thedeath of theſe ſame (pointing'to the Princeſſes)of my grace 
I giuethem life, And withall, going to Pamela, and offering tortake her by the chin, 


Andasfor you, Minion (faid he) yeeldbur gently to my will, andyou thall not on: 
lie live, bur live ſohappilie, He would haue ſaid further, when Pamela, diſpleaſed 
both with words, matter and maner, putting him away with her faire hand, Prond 
45 bealt ( ſaid the) yet thou playeſt worſe thy Comedie, thenthy Tragedic. For my 
part, aſlurethy ſelfe, ſince my deſtinie is ſuch, that at each moment my life and 


dcath ſtand in equall ballance, I had rather haue thee, and rhinke thee far fitter tobe

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. my hangman, then my husband. Pride andanger would faine haue cruellie reven- 
gedſo bitter an anſwer, but already Cupiahad begun ro make it his ſport, topull his 
plumes :fo that, vnuled roa way ot curtelie , and put otit of his byas ot pride, he ha- 
ſtile went away , grumvl: ng to himſelte; betweeric threatning & wiſhing; leauin 
his brothers with them : the elder of whom Lyeurgas, liked 7 buloclea, & Zoiluswold 5 
needsloue Zelmane, orart leaſt, entertaine theſclues with making them belceue fo, 
Lycurgus more braggard, & neexe his brothers humour, begaii, with ſetting forth 
their blood, their deeds how many theyhad deſpiſed of moſt excellent women;how 
much they were bound to them, thatwould fecke that of them. Inſumme;, in all his 
ſpeeches, more like ws beſiver then the delirer of felicitie, VV hour was an excel- 
lent paſtime ( 'tothoſe that would delight inthe play of vertve) toſce with what a 
wittic ignoranceſhe would not ynderſtand;& how,acknowledging his perfetions, 
ſhe would make that one of his perteCtions, notto bei ziurious to Ladies Bur when 
he knew not how to reple, tnenwouldhe tail ro rouching ard toying, {till viewin 
his graces inno glaſſzbur ſelf-liking. To which Fhilecleas ſhamefaſtneſſe and hum- 
bleneſſe,were as ftrong refiſters as choller and di{daine:tor though the yeelded nor, 
he chovght [hexvas to be ouercome: and that thought awhile ſtayed 1m fromfur- 
ther violence;But 7 Zelmanehad cycto his behauiour,angſetit inher memorie vpon 
the ſcore ofreucnge, while ſheherlelfe was noleſſe attempted by Zoilws z who lefſe 
full of brags was forwardelt in oftcing (indeed) dithonorable violence. 29 

"But when after their fruitleſe labours they had gone away called by their bes- 
ther,(who beganto be perplexed between new conceived deſires, and di{daine to 
be diſdained) Zelmare ( who with molt aſlured quietneſle of indgement looked in-

| / totheir preſent eltatc) earneſtlyper{waded|the two ſiſters, that to auoide the miſ- 


Entetes of proud outrage, they would onely ſofarre ſute their behaviour to their e- 25 
ſtates, as they might wintie time; which as it could not bring them to worſe caſe 
then they were, {o it migat bring forth inexpectedreliete, And why (laid Pamela) 

ſhallweanie longer Qatter aduerlitie ? Vhy ſhould we delight to make our ſelues 
any longer balles to iniurious Fortune, ſince ourowne parents are content to be ty- 
rants ouer vs, lince our owne kirine are content trayterouſly to abuſe vs? Certainly 30 
in miſhapit may be ſome comfort to vs that we are lighted in theſe fellowes bands, 
who yet will keepe vs from hauing cauſe of being miſerable by our friends meanes. 
Nothing gricues me more, then that you, noble Ladie Zelmane, (to who the world 
migit have midevs able to do honour) lhould recciue onely hurt by the contagi- 
onofour miferie. As formee and my ſiſter , vndoubtedly it becomes our birthto 35 
thinke ofdying nodly, while we haue done or ſuffered nothing , which might make 
ur ſoule aſhamed at the parture from thele bodies, Hope is the fawning traytor 
ofthe mind, while vndercolour of friendſhip, it robs itof his chiefe force of reſo0« 
lution. Vertuous and faire Ladie (ſaid Zelmane) what you ſay is true, and thattruth 
may well makevp apartin the harmonie of your noble thoughts. But yetthe time 40 
(which oughtalwayes to be one) isnot tuned for it; while that may bring forthany 
good,donot barre your ſeclt thereof: for then wilbe the timetodicnoblic when you 
cannot line noblie , Then fo carneſtlic thee perſwaded with them both , to reterre 
thein-ſclues to their fathers conſent (in obtaining whereof they knew ſome while 
would beſpent) and by that meanes to teinper the mindes of their proud woers; 45 
that in the end Pamela yeelded to her becaulc ſhe ſpake reaſon ;z and Phileclea yeel- 
ded to her realon becauſe ſhe ſpake it,

And ſo when they were againe ſolicited in that litle-pleaſing petition, Pame/e 
forced herſelte to make anſwere to Anaxis that it her father gaue his conſent ſhe 
would make her ſelfe beleeue, that ſuch was the heauenly determination, ſince ſhe 
hadno meanes to auoide it, Anaxius (whowas the molt franke promiler to him- 
5 ſelfc of ſucceſle) nothing doubredot Bajilizs conſent, but rather aſſured himſelle, 
hee would be his Orator in that matter : and therefore hee chole out an officious 
ſeruant( whom he eſteemed veric wile, becauſe he neuer found him but iuſt of his 
opinion ) and willed him to be his Embaſſadourto Bſilizs,andto make him knoiy, 
that if he meant to haue his daughter both ſafe and happie, and deſired himſelfe tg 
" Io haue ſuchaſonne inlawe , as would not onely protect him in his quietcourſe, but 
(ithe liſted to accept it) would giue him the monarchie of the world , that then heg 
ſhould receiue Anaxi/mu, who neuer before knew what it wasto pray any thing, 
That if he did not, he would make him know, that the power of Anaxius was ine 
ucriething beyond his will, and yethis willnor to be reſiſted by any other power, 
3 15 His ſeruant with ſmiling and calt-vp looke , deſired Godto make his memoric able 
rocontaine thetreaſure of that wiſe ſpeech; and therefore beſoughthim to repeate 
it againe, that by the oftener hearing ir, his mind might be the better acquainted 
with the diuineſſe'therof,and that being graciouſlic graunted, he then doubtednot 
by carying with him inhis conceit, the grace wherewith Azaxius ſpake it, to per- 
0 20 ſwade rockic minds to their owne harme : ſolitle doubted he to win Baſi/zus to that, 
which he thought would make hint thinke the heauens openes, when he heard bur 
the proffer thereof. Anaxius gravely allowed the probabilitic ofthis coniefure,and 
therefore fent him away, promilmg him heſhould haue the bringing vp of his ſe- 
| cond fonne by Pamela. | Ex”, PE TN | 
3 '25\ Themeſſengerwith ſpeed perfourmed his Lords commanndementto Ba/7l;ms, 
who by nature quiet, and by ſuperſtition made doubttull, was loth to take any mar- 
ter of armes in hand, wherein already he had found fo flowe ſucceſle; though rhz- 
lanax vehemently vrged him thereunto, making him ſee that his retiring backe did 
| encourage iniuries . But Baſilizs betwixt the feare of Anaxius might, the paſſon| 7, 
y zo ofhis loue, andicalouſtc of his eſtate, was ſo perplexed, that not able todetermine, 
he tooke the common courſe of men, to flic onelythento deuotion, whenthey 
want reſolution: therefore derainingthe meſſenger with delayes , he deferred the 
directing ofhis courſe to the counſell of 4polo , which becaule himſelte at thar 
bf tim2couldnat well goto require, heentruſted the matter to his beſt truſted Fhila-| 
5 35 nax: who (as one in whom obedience was a futhicient reaſon vnto him) went with. 
diligence to De{phos, wherebeingentred intothe ſecret place of the Temple, &ha- 
uingperfourmed thefſacrifices vſuall, the ſpirit thatpoſleſt the prophecying wo-1 | 
man, with a ſacred furie attended not his demand,bur as if it would argue him of in-'! *. 
credulitte, rold him, not in darke wonted ſpeeches, but plainly to be vnderſtood, ' 
o What he came for, andthat he ſhould returne to Baſilias, and will him to denic his 
daughters to Anaxzzs and his brothers, for that they were reſerved for ſitch as were | 
better beloued of the Gods. Thathe ſhould not doubt, for they ſhould returne vn- | 
to him ſafely and ſpeedily. And thathe ſhouldkeepe on his folitarie courſe, ti!l both 
5 Philanax and Baſilias fullieagreed in the vnderſtanding of the former prophecie: | 
45 withal commanding Ph;lanax trom thencetforward to giue tribute, but not oblatio 
| to humane wiſdome. | EF | 
Philanax then finding that reafon.gannort ſhew it ſelfe more reaſonable; then to 
leauc reaſoning in things aboueTeafon, returnes to his Lord, and like one that

preferred truth before the maintayning of an opinion, hid nothing from him, nor 


from thenceforth durſt any more diflwadehim trom that which he tound by the ce- 
| Teſtiallprouidence directed ; bur he himſelte looking to repaire the gouernment as 


much as in ſo broken an eſtate by ciuill diſſention he might, and turtifying with 
notable arte, borh the Lodges; ſqas they were almoſt made vnapprochable , hee 
left Ba/ilius to bemone the abſence of his daughters, andto bewaile the impriſon- 
ment of Zelmane :yet whollic given hohly ro obey the Oracle, he gaue a refolure 
negative vnto the meſſenger of Anaxius , who all this while had waited for it, yetin 


£00 rermes deſiring him to ſhew himſelfe, in reſpect ofhis birth and profeflion - 
ſoprincelie a Knighr, as without forcing him to ſecke the way of torce, to deliuerin 


noble ſort thoſe Ladies vato him, and fo ſhouldthe iniuric haue bene in Amphialns, 
and the benefite in him, 

The meſſenger went backe withthis anſivere , yethauing ever vſed to ſuger an 
thing which his Maiſter was torecetue, he told him, that when Baſ#zus firſt vnder-. 


Rood his deſires , he did ouer-reach fo farre all his moſthopetull expeations, thar 
he thought it were too great aboldneſſe ro hearken to ſuch a man, in who the hea- 


uens had ſuch intereſt , without asking the Gods counſlell, and therefore had ſent 
his principal! Councellerto De/phes , who although he keptthe matter neuer ſo ſe- 
cret, yet his diligence, inſpired by Anax7us priuiledge ouer all worldly things, had 
found out the ſecrete , which was , that he ſhouldnot preſume to marie his.daugh- 
rers toone,, who already was enrolled among the demie-gods, and yet much leſle 
he ſhould dare the attempting totakethem our of his hands. 

Anaxins ,whortill then had made Fortune his creator, and force his God ,now 
b-ganto find another wiſdome to be aboue, that iudged fo rightlie of him : and 
where in thistime of his ſervants wayting for Ba//jesrelolution, he and his brothers 
had courted their Ladies, as whom they vouchſafed ro have for their wines, he re- 
{olued now to dallic nolongerindelayes , but to make violence his Oratour, ſince 
he had found perſwa{tons had gottznnothing but anſwers, Which intention he 0- 
penedto his brothers, whohauing all this while wanted nothing to take that away 
bur his aurhoritie, gaue ſpurresto his running; and (vnworthy men) neither feeling 
vertue in themſelves , nor tendering it in others , they were headlong to make that 
euill conſort of loue and force, when Canaxius had word, that from the Tower 
there weredefcried ſome companies ofarmed men, marching towards the townez 
whereforc he gaue preſent order to his ſeruants and fouldiers, rogo to the gates 
and walles, leauing none within bur himlſeltc and his brothers: his thoughts then 
ſo full of their entenced pray, thateMars-his lowdelt trumpet could ſcarcely haue

But when her ſword made demonſtrations aboue all flatterie of arguments, and 
thathe found ſhe preſt ſo vpon him , as ſhewedrthat her courage ſprang not from x 
blinde deſpaire , bur was garded both with cunning and {trength : ſelt-loue then 
firſt in him divided itſelfe trom vain-glory, and made him finde that the world of 


worthineſſe had not his whole globe compriſed in his breſt, bur that it was nece(- 


farie tohaue ſtrong reſiſtance againlt fo ſtrong aſſailing, And ſo berweenethem,for 


a fewe blowes Mars himſelfe might haue bin delighted to looke on. But Zelmane, 20 


who knew thatin her caſe, flownelle of victory was litle better then ruine, with the 
bellowes of hare, blew the fire of courage, and he ſtriking a maine blow ar her head, 
the vwarded itwith the ſhield , but ſowarded, thatthe ſhield was cut intwo peeces,

And having now two {words againſtone thield , meaning nor fooliſhly ro be vn- 
gratctull to good fortune}, while he was no more amazed with his being vnweap- 
ned.tnen with the {uddainneſle thereof,ſhe gaue him ſuch a wound vpon his head, * 
in deſpite ofthe ſhields ouer-weake reliſtance, that withall he {e!] to the ground, a- 
ſtonithed withthe paine,& agaſt wich feare. Bur fecing Ze/mane ready toconclude 
her victory in his death, bowing vp his head to her,with a countenance that had for- 
gotten all pride,Enough excellent Lady,ſaid he,the honor is yours : Whereof you 35 
thal wantrthe beſt witneſle, if you kil me; As you haue taken from men the glory of 
manhood,returne ſo now againe to your own ſex,for mercy. I will redeeme my life 
of you withno ſmall ſeruices,for I will vndertake to make my brother obey all your 
comandements.Grant life I beſeech you, for your own honor, and for the perſons 
fake thatyou loue beſt.Zehmanereprelt awhile her great hart;cither diſdaining tobe 40 


. cruel,orpitiful,8& thertore notcruek:& now the image of humane condition, began 


to be an Orator vnto her of copaſſion,when the ſaw,as he lifted vp his armes with a 
ſuppliats grace,about one of thE,vnhappily tied,a garter with a Iewel, which(giuE 
to Pyrocles by his aunt of Theſſalia,& greatly eſteemedbyhim) he had preſentedto 
Philoclea 8 with inward rage promifing extreamehatred, had ſeene Lycurgus with 45

And therefore ſaying no more, bur 
No villaine, die: it 1s Ph7/ocleatharſends theethis token for thy loue. With that the 
made her {worddrinke the bloud of his hearr, though hewreſting his body , & with 
a countenance prepared toexcuſe, wold faine haue delayedthe receiuing of deaths 
Ambaſladours. But neither that ſtayed Zelmanes hand ,nor yet Anaxws cric vato 
her, who having made taſt the iron gate, euen then came tothe top ot the {taires, 
when, contrary to all his imaginations, hee ſaw his brother lie at Ze/manes mercic, 
Therefore crying, promiſing, and threatning to her ro hold her hand: the laſt grone 
of his brather was the only anſwer he could getto his vnreſpected cloquence, But 

Io then Pitie would faine hane drawne teares, which Furic intheir ſpring dried, and 
Anger would faine hare ſpoken , but that Diſdaine ſealed vp his lippes; butin his 
heart he blaſphemed heaven, that it could haue ſuch a power ouer him; no leſle a- 
ſhamed ofthe vitorie he ſhould haue ofher., then of his brothers overthrow: and 
no more ſpited,that it was yet vnreuenged, then that the reuenge thold beno grea- 

1« tcr then awomans deſtruction. Theretore with no ſpeach, but{uch a groning crie, 
asoften is the language of forowtull anger,he camerunning at Zelmane, vie of figh- 
ting thenſeruing in ſteadot patient contideration what to do, Guided wherewith, 
though he did not with knowledge, yet did he according to knowledge, preiling 
vpon Zelmanc in ſucha well defended maner, that in all the combats that euer the 

20 had fought, ſhe hadneuer moreneedofquicke ſenſes, and ready vertue, For be ing 
oneof the greateſt menot ſtature rhen liuing; as hee did fullie anſwere that ſtature 
in greatnefle of might, ſo did he exceed both in greatneſle of courage, which with 
acoumtenance formed by thenature both of his mind andbodie, toan almoſt hor- 
rible fierceneſle, was able to haue caried teare to any mind, that was not priuie to 

25 itſelfe of a true and conſtant worthineſſe . But Pyrocles, whoſe foule might well be 
ſeparated from his bodie , but.neuer alienated from the remembring ot what was 
comely, ifatthefirſthe didalicle apprehend the daungerouſneſleof his aduerſarie, 
whom once before he had ſomething tried, and now perfectly ſawe, as the veric 
picture of forcible furie : yet was that apprehenſton quicklie ſtayed in him, rather 

39 ſtreagrhening then weakning his vertue by that wreſtling; like wine , growing the 
ſtronger by being moued, So that they both, preparedin hearts, and able in hands, 
did honour folitarineſſe there withſuch a combar, as might have demaunded, as a 
right of fortune, whole armies of beholders. But no beholders needed there, 
where manhood blew the trumper, and ſatisfaction did whet as much as glorie, 

35 There was ſtrengrhagainſt nimbleneſſe; rage, againſtreſolurion; furie, againſt ver- 
tue; confidence, againſt courage ; pride, againſt nobleneſle: loue in both , bree- 
ding mutuall hatred, and deſire of reuenging the iniurie of his brothers ſhughter, 
to Anaxims , being like Philocleas captiuitie to Pyrocles, Vho had ſecne the one, 
would have thoughtnothing could haue reſiſted; whohad markedthe other, wold; 

, haue maruelled that the other had ſo long reſiſted. Bur like rwo contrarie tides, ci- 
ther of which are able tocarie worlds of thips , and men vpon them, with ſuch {witt- 
neſle, asnothing ſeemes able ro withſtand them: yer meeting one another, with| 
mingling their wartrie forces, &ſtruglingtogether , it is long toſay whether flream|  *\ 
gets the victorie: So betweene theſe if .Pa{/as had benethere , the could ſcarce-' 

45 lie hane told, whether ſhe hadnurſed better in the teates of armes, The Iriſh grey+ 
hound againſtthe Englith maſtiffe:the fword-fiſh, againſt the whale; the Rhino-. 
ccros againſt rhe Elephant, might be models, and but models of this combat , | 
naxizs was better armed defentiuclic : for C belide a ſtrong caske braucly couered,.

wherewith he couered his head )he had a huge ſhield, ſuch perchance, as #chiles 
ſhewed to the pale walles of Troy, wherewithall that great body was covered. Bur 
Pyrocles, viterly vnarmed for defence,to oftend had the aduatagefor,in either hand 


: hehadafword, and with both hands nimbly performed that office. And according 


as they were diuerſly furniihed,fo did they differ in the maner of fighting.For Ana- 
xitzs moſt by warding, and Pyrocles oftneſt by auoyding, reſiſted the adverſaries aſ- 
fault. Both haſtic to end, yer both often ſtaying for aduantage. Time, diſtance, and 
motion, cultome made them ſo perfect in, that as if they had bene fellow Counſel- 
lers, andnor enemies, cach knew the others mind, and knew how to preuent it, So 

as their firength fayled them ſooner then their skill , andyet their breath failed thE 15g 
{ooner then their ſtrength. And breathleſle indeed they grew, before either could 
complaine of any loſle of bloud. 

« Sorthatconſenting by the mediation of neceſlitie, to abreathing time of rruce, 
being withdrawnealicle one fro the other, Anaxims ood leaning vpon his ſword, 
wirh his grim eye 1o fetled ypon Zelmane, as is wonttobethe looke of an earneſt x 5 
thought . Which Zelmane marking, andaccording tothe Pyroclean nature, fuller 
of gay braveric in the midſt, then inthe beginning of danger; What is it (ſaid ſhe) 
Anaxins,that thou ſodeepely muleſt on 2 Doththy brothers example make thee 
thinke of thy fault paſt, or ofthy comming puniſhmet > Ithinke (ſaid he)what ſpite- 
full God it ſhould be, who enuying\my glorie, hath broughtme to ſuch a wayward 26 
caſe, that neither thy death can be a reuenge, nor thy ouerthrow a vitorie. Thou 
doeſt well indeed (ſaid Zelmane) to impute thy caſe ro the heauenly providence, 
which will haue thy pride find itſelfe (euen in that whereof thou art moſt proud) 
puniſhed by the weake ſexe which thou moſt contemneſt. = | 

Bur then, hauing ſufficiently reſted themſelues, they renewed againe their com- 25 
bat, far moreterrible then before : like nimble vaulters , who at the firſt & ſecond 
leape do bur ſtirre, and (as it were) awake the fiery and acrie parts, which after in 
the other leapes they do with more excellencie exerciſe, For in this. pauſing, each 
had brought to his thoughts the maner of the others fighting, andthe aduantages, 
which by that, and bythe quality of their weapons they might worke themſclues; 
and ſo againe repeated thelefſon they had ſaid before , more perfe&ly, by the ving 
of it. Anaxius ofrner vied blowes, his huge force (as it were) more dekofuing ther- 
in, and the large proteCtion ot his ſhield animating him vnto it. Pyrocles, of a more 
fine and deliver ſtrength, watching his time when to giue fit thruſts; as, with the 
quicke obeying of his body , to his eyes quicke commandement, he ſhunned anic 35 
harme Anaxjus could do to him:ſo wold he ſoon haue made an end of Anaxins,it he 
had not found him a man of wonderful, 8 almoſt matchleſſe excellencie in matters 
of armes . P3rocles vſeddiuerſe faynings tobring Anaxinson intoſome inconueni- 
ence : but Anaxiuskeepinga found manerof ror ,heuer offered bur ſecing 
faire cauſe , and then followed ir with well gouerned violence, Thus ſpent they 40 
a greattime,ſtriuing to do, and with ſtriuing to do, wearying themſelues /more_ 
the with the verie doing, Anaxims finding Zelmaneſonearevnto him,that with litle - 
motion he might reach her, knitting all his ſtrength together, at that time mainlic 
foyned at her face But Zelmaneſtronglie putting it by with her right hand ſword, 
eququing in with her left foore and hand, would haue giuen a ſharpe viſitation tO 45 
his right{1de, bur thathe was faine to leape away, Whereat aſhamed, (as hauing 
neuer done ſo muchbefore inhis life.) | .

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How this combate ended, how the Ladies by the coming of the diſconered forces were de- 
linered, andreſtoreato Baſilius, and how Dorus agarne returned to his old maiſler 
Damertas # altogether unknowne . VV hat afterward chaunced, out of the Authors 


owne writings andconceits hath bene ſupplied,as followeth. 


Frer that Ba{ilius ( according tothe oracles promiſe) had receiued home his | 
daughters, and ſerled himſelfe againe in his ſolitarie courſe and accuſtomed 
companie,there paſſednot many daics ere the now fully recomforted Dorus hauing 
waiteda timeof Ze/manes walking alone towards her little Arbor , tooke leaue of 
Io his maiſter Dametes hsbandric to follow her . Necre whereunto ounertaking her, 
and fitting downe together among the ſweet flowers whereof that place was verie 
plentifull, vnderthe pleaſant ſhade of a broad-leaued Sycamor , they recounted 
one to another their ſtrange pilgrimage of paſſions , omitting nothing which the 
_  openhartedfriendfhip is wont to lay forth, where there js cauſe ro communicate 
15 both joyes & forows, tor indeed there is no ſweeter taſt of friendihip,then the cou- 
ling offoulesin this mutualitie either of condoling or comforting: where the op- 
preſſed minde findes it ſelfe nor altogether miſerable, (ince ir isfure of one which! 
is feclingly ſorie for his miſerie: &the joyful ſpEds not his ioy,cither alone,or there: 
where it may be enuicd : but inay freely ſend it to ſucha well grounded obic, from 
20 whence he (hall be ſure to receiue a {weete reflection of the tae ioy, and, as ina 
cleere mirrorof ſincere good wil,ſee a liuely picture of his own gladneſle. Bur after 
much diſcourſe on either part, Doyws ( his heart ſcarceſeruing him tocome tothe _ 
point, whereunto his then comming had bene wholy directed , as loth inthe kin- | 
deft fort ro diſconer to his friend his owne vnkindneſle) ar length, one wordeem- 
25 boldening anothermade knowne to Zelmane, howPamelavpon his vehement oath 
toofi:rno force vnto her, till he had inuecſted her inthe Duchie of Theſ/a/;a, had 
condiſcended tohis ſtealing heraway tothe next ſea port. Thar beſides the ſtrange | 
humors ſhee ſaw her father more and morefalling into,and vareaſonablereſtraine 
of her libertic , whereofſhee knew no cauſe but light grounded iealouties , added 
» tothe hate of that manner of life , and confidence thee had in his vertue , the chie- 
felt reaſon had wonne her to this,was the late danger thee ſtoode in of looſing him, + 
thelike whereof (not vnlike tofall ifthis courſe were continued)ſhe chole rather to 
dye then againe tovndergoe. That now they waited for nothing elſe, bur ſome fir 
time for theireſcape,by the abſence of their three lothlome companions,in whom 
35 follic ingendred ſuſpicion . Andtherefore now, ſaid Dorus, my deere Colin, to 
whome nature began my friendſhip, education confirmed ir, and vertuehath made 
iteternall, here haue I diſconeredthe verie foundation whereupon mylite 1s built; 
be youthe ludge betwixt mee and my fortune , The violence of loue is not vn- 
knowne to you: And Iknow my caſe ſhall neuer want pittie in your conſideration. 
, How all the toyes of my heart doleaue mee, inthinking I mult fora time be abſent

from you, the erernall trueth is witnefle vnto mee , I know I thouldnot ſo len(i- 
bly feele the p:ngs of my laſt departure . Bur this enchantment of my reltlelle 
defire hath ſuch authoritic in my ſelfe aboue my ſelte , that I am become a ſlaue 
vnto it, I haueno more freedome in mine owne determinations. My thoughts 
are now all bent how to carrie away my burdenous bliſle, Yet, moſt beloued Co- 
3 fin ; rather then you ſhould thinke I doe herein violate that holie band of t:ue 
friendihip, wherein I vnworthic am knit vnto you, commannd mee ſtay. Per- 
chaunce ths force of your commaundement may "= impreſfion into my 
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heart , that no reaſon ofmine owne can imprint intoit. For the Gods forbid , the 
foule word ofabidoning Pyrocles,might euer be obieRted to the faithful Auſizorus, 
But if you can ſpare my preſence, whoſe preſenceno waylerues you, andby the di- 
uifion of theſe two Lodges is not oft with you :nay it you can thinke my abſence 
may.as it ſhall, ſtandyouin ſtead , by bringingſuchan armyc hither, as ſhall make 5g 
Baſiliws,willing or vawilling, roknow his owne happe.in graunting you //locleg : 
then I will cheerefullic goe about this my moſt delired enterpriſe,and ſhall thinke 


| the better halfe of italreadie atchieued, being begun in the fortunate houre of my 


friends contentment, Theſe words,as they were notknit together with ſuch a con- 
ſtant courle of Rowing cloquence,as Dore was wont to vic : fo was his voice inter- 19 
rupted with ſighes, & his countenance with enterchanging colour diſmayed . So 
much his own heart did finde him faultic to vnbend any way the continuall vie of 
their deare friendſhip, But Zelmane, who had all this while gladly harkened tothe 
other tydings of her triends happie ſucceſie, whenthis laſt dererminationof Doxws 
ſtrake her attentiue eares,ſhe ſtayeda greatwhile oppreſſed with adead amazemer, x 5 
Therecame [treight before her minde, made tender with woes , the images of her 
own fortune, Her tedious longings,her cauſes to deſpaire, the comberſome folly of 


' Baſilins the enraged icalouſic of Gyzecza, her lelfe a Prince withour retinue; a man 


annoved with the troubles of woman-kine ;lothſomly loued, and dangeroullylo- 
uing; And now forthe pertecting of all, her friend to be taken away by himſelte,to 20 
make the loſe the greater by the vnkindneſle . But within awhile ſhe reſolutely paſ- 
ſedouer all inward obieCtions, andpreterring her friends profit to her own delire, 
with a quiet bur hartic logke,ſhe thus anſwered him. If bare thee this Loue ver- 
tuous CItu/idorws, tor mincowne ſake, and thatour friend{hip grew becauſe I for 
my part,mightreioyce toentoy ſuch a friend,I{houldnow fo thoroughly feele mine 2 5 
owne loſle,that I ſhould call the heauens and earth to witneſle , how cruelly ye rob 
me of my greateſt comfort, meaſuringthe breach of friendihip by mine owne paſ- 
ſion. Bur becauſe indeedel loue thee forthy ſelte , and in, my judgement judge of 
thy worthineſle tobe loued, I am content to build my pleaſure vpon thy comtort:

theearth to drowne her ſelf for a ſmall way in this darke, but pleaſant manſion. The 
veric firſt ſhew of the place entiſed the melancholie mindof Zelmanetoyeeld her 


ſelfe ouer there tothe floud ofher owne thoughts. And thertore firting downe in = 


the firſt entrie ofthe Caues mouth, with aſong ſhe hadlately made, ſhe gaue adole-

61s, Zelmane no ſooner hard the name of Gynecia, but that with a cold ſiveat all oucr 
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her, as ifſhe had bene ready to tread vpon a deadly ſtinging Adder, ſhe would haue 
withdrawne her ſelfe , but her owne paſſion made her yeeld more vnquiet motions, 
then ſhe had done in'comming, So that ſhe was perceiued, and Gynecja ſodainlie 
riſcn vp, for indeed it was Gypecza, gotten intothis Caue, (the ſame Caue, wherein 
Dametas had ſatclic kept Pamelain the late vprore) to paſſe her pangs, with change 5 
of places. And as her mind ran fiil vpon Zelmane,her piercing louers eye had ſoone 
found it was ſhe. And ſecing in her a countenance to flic away, ſhe fell downe 

at her feete , and catching faſt hold of her : Alas (ſaid ſhe) whither , or from whom 
docſt thou flic away ? The: fauageſt beaſts are wonne with ſeruice, and there is

Am I ſovile a worme in your fight?no, no, truſt to it hard-hearted Tigre,] willnor 25 , 
bethe only Actor of this Tragedie:fince I muſt fall, I will preſſe downe ſome others 
with my ruines : ſince I muſt burne, my ſpitetull neighbours ſhall feele of my fire. 
Doeſt thounot perceiue that my diligent eyes have pierced through the clowdie 
maske of thy diſguſement? Haue I not told thee, o foole (it I were not much more

But 
10 on was his firſtſtudie,how to get away, wheretoalreadyhe had Pame/ascontent, 
confirmed and concluded vnder the name of eMopſain her owne preſence, Dorus 
taking this way,that whatſoeuer he would haue of Pamela he would aske her,whe- 
ther in ſuch a caſe itwere not beſt for Mopſa ſoto behaue her ſelfe, in that ſort ma- 
king Mopſas enuie, an inſtrument of that ſhe did enuie.So hauing paſſedouer his 


I5 firſt and moſt feared difficultic,he buſicd his ſpirites how trocome to the harueſt of 
his deſires, whereofhe had fo fairea ſhew, Andthereunto(hauing gotten leauefor 
ſome daycs ofhis maiſter Dametes, who now accompted him as his lonne itt lawe,) 
he romed round about the defart, to finde ſome vnknowne way , that might bring, 
him to the next Seaport,as much as might be our of all courſe of other paſſengers: 

20 which all very well ſucceeding him, &he hauing hired a Barke for his lives traffick, 
and prouided horſes to carrie her thither, recurned homeward , now cometothe

45 Therefore purting off his cap to him,which he hadneuer done before, and aſſtring | 
him he (hold haue 22pſa,thoughſhe had bin all made of cloth of gold, he beſought | 


Dorws not to hold him long in hope, for thathe found it a thing his heart was nor a- 


. ble to beare.Mailter, anſwered Dorws, you haue ſo ſatisfied me, with promiſing me .

the vttermoſt of my defiredbliſſe, that ifmy dutie bound menot, Iwere in og 
Cicntly rewarded, To you therfore ſhall my good hap be conuerted, and the ffvite 
ofall my labor dedicated. Therwith he told him,how vnder an anciet oke,(the place 
he made him caſily vnderſtand,by ſufficient marks he gaue vnto him) hehad found 
digging but alitle depth , ſcatreringly lying a greatnumber of rich Medailles , and 5 
that piercing further into the ground, he had metwith a great ſtone, which by the 
hollow ſound it yeelded, ſeemed to be the couer of ſome greater vault, & vpon it a 
boxe of Cypreſle , with the name of the valiant Arifomenes grauenvpon it : & that 
within the boxe , he found cerraine verſes, which {ignited that ſome depth againe 
vnder that all his treafures lay hidden, what time for the diſcord fell out in Arcadje, 19 
he lived baniſhed. Therewith he gaue Dametas certaine Medailles of gold he had 
long keptabouthim , and askedhim becauſeit was a thing much to be kept ſecrer, 
anda matter one man in twentic howers might cafily pertorme, whether he would 
hauc him go &ſceke the bottom of ir, which he had refrained to do till heknew his 
mind, promiſing he would faithtully bring him whathe found, orelſe thathe him- 15 
ſelfe would do it, and be the firſt beholder of that comfortable ſpeftacle. No man 
necd doubt which part Dametas would chooſe, whole fancic had already deuoured 
allthis great riches, and cuen now began to grudge at apartner, beforc he ſaw his 
owne ſhare. Therforetaking a ſtrong iade, loden with ſpades and mattockes,which 
he meant to bring backe otherwiſe laden, he wentin all ſpeed thitherward, taking 20 
leaueoftno body, only deftring Dorzs he wouid looke well tothe Princefle Pamela. 
promiſing him mountaines of his owne Jabour, which neuertheleſſe he litle meant 
to performe, like a foole, nor cottdering, that no manis to be moued with part,that 
negletts the whole. Thus away went Dametes, hauing alreadie made an image in 
his fancie, what pallaces he would build, how ſumpruouſlic he would fare, & among 25 
all other things imagined what money to employ in making coftersro keep his mo-, 
ney: his ten mile ſeemed twiſe ſo manie leagues, and yer contraric to the nature 
of it, though it ſeemed long, it was not weariſome. Many times he curſed his hor- 
ſes want of coſideration, that inſo important a matter wold makeno greater ſpeed: 
many times he wiſhed himſc|te the backe of an aſſe,to helpetocarie away the new 30 
ſoughtriches ( an vafortunate wiſher , for it he had aſwell wiſhed the head, it had 
bene graunted him.) Arlength being come tothe tree, which he hoped ſhould 
beareto golden Acornes, downe went all his inſtruments,and forthwith tothe ren- 
ting vp ofthe hurtlefleearth, where by and by he was caughtwith the lime of a few 
promiſed Medailles, which was ſoperte& a pawne vnto him of his further expeCta- 35 
tion , that hedeemed a greatnumberot howers well employed in groping further 
into it, which with logs andgreat ſtones was made as cumberſome as might be, till 
at length with ſweatic browes he came to the great ſtone. A ſtone, God knowes, full 
vuliketo the couer of a Monument, but yet there was the Cipreſle box with Ariſto- 
menes grauen vpon it, and theſe verſes written in it, 49

So 
that poore LHpollo was faine to leade a veric milcrable lite, vnacquainted to worke 
andneuer viedrobegge , thatinthis order having in time learnedtobe Admetmus 
heardman,he hadvpon occaſion of fetching a certaine breede of beaſtes out of Ar- 30 
cadia,come tothat veric defort,where wearted with trauaile, and reſting himſclfe in. ' 
the boughes of a pleaſant Aſhe tree, ſtoode little off from the lodge, he had with 
pittifull complaints gotzen his father Jupiters pardon, and ſo from that tree was re- 
cciued againe to his golden ſpheare, Buthauing that right nature of a God, neuer

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The ſweete Pamels was brought intoa ſweeteſleepe with this ſong which gaue 
Muſidoras oportunitie at leaſure ro beholdher excellent beauties , He thought her 
faire forchead was a field where all his fancies fought; and eucry haire ofher head 


ſcemed a ſtrong chaine that tied him. Her fairer liddes then hiding her fairer eyes, 


5 ſeemed vnto him ſweete boxes of mother of pearle, rich in themſelues, but contat- 


ningin them farre richer Iewels . Her cheekes with their colour moſt delicately * 


mixed would haue entertained his eyes ſomewhile, bur that theroſes of her lippes' 
(whoſe ſeparating was wontto be accompanied with moſt wiſe ſpeeches ) now by 
force drew his {ight to marke how aikage they lay one ouer the other, vniting their 
ro deuided beaurics: and thorough them the eye of his fancy delinered to his memo- 
riethelying ( as inambuſh) vnderher lippes of thoſe armedrankes, all armed in 


moſt pure white,& keeping the moſt preciſe order of militarie diſcipline. And leſt 


this beautie might ſeeme the picture of ſome excellent artificer,foorth there ſtale a 
ſoft breath,carrying good teſtimonie ofher inward ſweetneſſe: and fo ſtealingly ir 
x« Came out,as it ſeemed loath to leaue his contentfull manſion , but that it hoped to 
be drawne in againe tothat well cloſed paradiſe, which did fo tyrannize ouer Mu; 
doras aftets, that he was compelled to put his face as lowe to hers, as he could, ſuc- 
king the breath with ſuch ioy, that he did determine in himſclte, there had beneno 
life to aCemeleons , if he might be ſuffered toenioy that food . Butlonghe was not 
20 ſuffered being within awhile interrupted by the comming of acompanie of clow- 
niſh villaines, armed with diuers ſorts of weapons, and for the reſt both in face and 
apparell ſo forewaſted, that they ſeemed to beare a greatconformitie with the ſa- 
uages; who miſerable in themſclues, taughr to encreaſetheir milchiefes in other 
bodies harmes, camewith ſuch cries as they both awaked Pamela, and made Muſs 
2 5 dorus turne vntothem full ofa moſt violentrage, with the looke of a thee Tigre, 
when her whelpes arc ſtolne away. | | 
' BurZelmanewhomel left in the Caue hardly beſtead, hauing both great wittes 
and ſtirring paſſions to deale with,makes me lend her my penne awhile ro ſee with 
whar dexteritic ſhe could put by her dangers. Forhauing in one inſtant both to re- 


zo fiſt rage and go beyond wiſedome, being todeale with a Ladie that had her wits a- : 


wake 1n cuery thing, but in helping herowne hurt, ſhe ſaw now noother remedie 
in her caſe, butto qualific her rage with hope, &ro fatisfie her wit with plainneſle, 


Yetleſt roo abrupt falling into it, ſhould yeeld too greataduantage vntoher, ſhe 


thought good to come to it by degrees with this kind of infinuation.Your wiſe,bat 
35 very darke ſpeeches,moſt excellent Lady,are wouen vp info intricatea maner,as[ 
know not how to proportio mine anſwer vntothem: ſo are yourprayers mixt with 
threates,and ſo is the ſhew of your loue hidden with the name of reuenge,thenitu- 
raleffet of mortal hatred. Youſeemedifpleaſed with the opinion you have of my 


diſguiſing,and yet ifbe not diſguiſed , you muſt necdes be much more diſpleafed. 


40 Hope then (the onely ſuccour of perplexed mindes) being quite cur off,youdefire 
my affection , and yet you your ſelfe rhinke my affection alreadie beſtowed . You 
pretend cruecltic,before you haue the ſubieion, and are jealous of keepingrthar, 
which as yet you haue not gotten. And that which is ſtrangeſt in your icalouſie, is

Bur, alas,if I had the viſe of 
mine own reafon.then ſhould Inotneede, for want of it, to finde my elfe in this ' 
deſperate miſchiefe,but becauſe my reaſon is vaniſhed , ſo hauel likewiſe no po- x9 
wer to correct my vnreaſonableneſle. Do you therfore accept the proteCtion of my 
minde , which hath no other reſting place, and driue it not, by being vnregarded 
ro-puriclclfe into vnknowne extremities, I deſire but to haue my afteRion anſwe- 
red, and to haue a right refleftion otmy loue in you. That graunted aſlureyour 
ſelf: mine owne loue will cafily teach mee to ſecke your contentment: and make 15 
me thinke my daughter a very meane price to keepe ſti!] in mine eyes the foode 
of my {prits. But rake heede that contempt drive me not into deſpaire,the moſt 
violent cauſe of that miſcrable eftet. Zelmane that already ſawe ſome fruit of her 
laſt derermined fancie (fo farre as came toa mol:itying of Gyneczas rage) ſeeingno 
other way to ſarisfic ſuſpicion, which was held open with the continuall prickes of 20 
louc,refolued now with plainneſle ro winne truft, which truſt ſheemightafter de- 
cciue with a/greater fubtletic .

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weak props of their ouer-loden heads. Yet of all other were Ze/manes braines moſt 
rurmoyled, troubled with louc both aCtiue and paſſive; andlaſtlie , andeſpecially 
with care, how to vie her ſhort limited time to the beſt purpoſe, by ſome wiſe and 
happie diuerting her two louers vnwelcome deſires. Zelmane hauing had the nighe 
5 heronly counſeller inthe buſieenterprife ſhe was to vndertake, & hauing all Ts 
time muſed, andyetnot fullie reſolued, how ſhe might ioynepreuayling with pre- 
uenting,was offended with the dayesbold entrie intoher chamber,as if hehadnow 
by cuſtome growne an aſſured bringer of cuillnewes.

deuiſe, but tokeepethe clauſe of it forthe laſt inſtant,whe the ſhortneſle of the rime 
ſhould not giue her ſpirits leaſure tolooke intoall thoſe doubts, that eafily enter to 
an open inuention, But with ſmilingeyes, and with a delivered over grace, faynin 
4; 25 much loueto her , as ſhe did counterfeitlitle love to Philocles, the began with 
more credible then eloquent ſpeechto tell her, thatwith much conſideration of a 
matter ſo nearely importing her own fancie, and Gyweezas honor , ſhe hadnow con- 
cludedthatthe night following ſhould be the firreſt rime for the ioyning toge-

ther their ſeuerall deſires, what time ſleepe ſhould perfe&ly do his office vpon the 
King her husband,and that the one ſhould come to the other into the caue. Which 
place, as it was the firſt receit of their promiſed lone , ſo it might have the firſt _ 
nour of the due performance. That the cauſe why thoſe tew dayes paſt, ſhe had 
not ſought the like,was,leaſt the new change of her lodging,might make the Duke 5 
more apt to marke any ſodaine euent: which now the vie of it would take out of his | 
mind. And therefore now moſt excellent Lady (faid ſhe) there reſteth nothing bur 
that quicklie after ſupper ,you traine vp the king to viſite his Caughter Philocleg, 


 &thenfainingyour ſelfe.not well at caſe,by your going to beg, draw him not long 


to be after you. In the meane time I will be gone home to my lodging , where I will 16 | 
atiend you, with no lefle deuotion , but as I hope with better fortune , then Thisbe 
did the too much louing and too much loved Pyramns. The bloud that quickely 
came into Gynectas faire face, was the only anſwer ſhe made, but that one mighe 
eaſily ſee ,contentment and conſent were both to the full in her; which ſhe didte- 
ſlific with the wringing Zelmane faſt by the hand , cloſing her eyes , and letting her 15 
head fall, as ifſhe would giue her toknow, ſhe was not ignorant of her fault, al- 
though ſhe were tranſpoired with the violence of her euil. But in this triple agree- 
ment did the day ſeeme tedious of all ſides , till his never erring courſe, had gi- 
uen place tothe nights ſucceſſion; Andrhe ſupper by each hand haſted , was with 
no leſſe ſpeed ended, when Gynecia preſenting a heauie ſleepineſſe in her coun- 29 
tenance j ar vp both Be/ilizs and Zelmane to ſee Philoclen, (till keeping her 
bed , and farre more ſicke in mind then bodie, and more grieved then comforted 
with any ſuch viſitation. Thence Ze/mane wiſhing eaſefull reſt to Phil/oelea , did 
ſcemeto take thatnights leaueof this princelie crue , when Gynec/s likewiſe ſce- 
ming ſomewhat diſeaſed , deſired Beſiljus to ſtay a while with his daughter , while 25 
ſherecommended her ſickneſſe to her beds comfort , indeed deſirous to deter- 
mine-againe of the manner of her ſtealing away tono lefle comfort to Beſilime, 
who the ſooner ſhe was aſleepe , the ſooner hoped to come by his long purſued 
ye. Thus bothwere bent ro deceiue each other, and to take the aduantage of 
either others diſaduantage.But Gyzecia hauing taken Ze/mare into her bed-cham- 306 
ber, toſpeake a litle with her oftheir ſweet determination:Ze/mare vpon a ſodaine 
(asthough ſhe had neuer thoughtofit before, ) Now the Gods forbid (ſaid ſhe) 
ſo great aLadiec as you are ſhould come to me: or that I ſhould leaue tro the 
hands of fortune, it by cither the ill governing of your paſſion, or your husbands 
ſodaine waking, any daunger might happen vnto you. No ifthere be any ſuperio- 5 
ritie in the points of 9 2 , it ſhall chin ifthere be anie daunger, ſince 
my ſelte am theauthour ofthis deuiſe , it is reaſon it ſhould be mine. Therefore do 
you bur leaue with me the keyes of the gate, and vpon your felfe rake my vpper 
ent, that if any of Damcras houſe ſee you, they may thinke you to be my ff, 
and will preſently lie downe in your place, ſo muffled for your ſuppoſed fick- 
neſle, as the King ſhallnothing know me. And then as ſoone as he is aſleepe, will 
I (as it much better becomes me) waite vpon you. But if the vitermoſt of miſ- 
chiefes ſhould happen ,Ican afſure youthekings life ſhall ſooner pay for it, then 
your honour. And with the ending of her wordes , ſhe threw off her mantell , nor

giving Gynecia any ſpace to take the full image of this new chaunge into her ,. 


ce. But ſeeingnoreadie obieQion againſt it in her heart, and knowingthat 
there wasnotime then toſtand Jong diſputing ; beſides remembring the giuer 
was toorder the maner of his gift, yeelded quicklie to this conceit, indeed not 
| | | among

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among the ſmalleſt cauſes, tickled thereunto by a certaine wanton deſire , that her 
husbands deceit mightberhe morenotable. In this fort did Ze/mane nimbly difſa- 
raying her ſelfe, poſſeſle Gymecias place, hiding her head in ſuch acloſe maner , as 
gricuous and ouerwatched {ickneſle is wont to nuiteto it ſelfe the ſolace of {leepe. 
5 And ofthe other {ide the Queene putrihg on Zelmanesoutmoſt apparell, went firſt 
into her cloſer, there quicklie to beaurihie her ſelfe withthe beſt and ſweeteſt nighr 
deckings. But there caſting an haſty eye ouer her precious things,which euer ſince 
Zelmanes comming, her head otherwiſe occupiedhadletc vnſeene, ſhe hapned to 
ſee a bottle of gold, vpon which downe along were graucdthele verſes: Fo.

. Tet himarinke this, whom long in armes to fold 
Thou aceſt deſire, and with free power to hold, 


She remembred the bottle, for it had bene kept of long time by the kings of Cy- 
15 pri,as athing of rare vertue , and giuento her by her mother, when ſhe being ve- 
ricyoung maricd to her husband of much greater age, her mother perfwaded jr 
was of propertie to forceloue with loue effects, had made a precious preſent of jt 
to this her beloutdchild, though it had bene receiued rather by tradition to haye 
ſuch aqualitic, then by anyapproued experiment. This Gynecia (according tothe 
20 common diipolition, not only ( though eſpecially) of wiues, but of all other kinds 
of people, not to c{teeme much ones owne, but to thinkethe labour loſt, cmployed 
about it) had neuer cared togiue to her husband , but ſuffered his affeion to run 
according to his owne {cope, But now.that loue of her particular choiſe had awa- 
ked her ſpirits, and perchaunce the verie vnlawfulneſle of it hadalitle blowne the 
25 coale; among her other ornaments with glad mind ſhe tooke moſt part of this li- 
quor, purring it into a faire cup, all ſet with diamonds: for ..'atdares not loue vn- 
dertake,armed with the night, and prouokedwith luſt 2 Andthus downe ſhe wen 
to the Caue-ward , guided onely bythe Moones faire ſhining , ſuffering noother 
thought to haue any familiarity with herbraines zbutthat which did preſent vnto 
30 her a picture of her aproching cotentmet. She that had long diſdained this ſolitary 
lifcher husband had entred into, now wiſhed it much more folitarie, ſo the mighe 
only obtaine the priuate preſence of Zelmane.Shethat before wold nothaue gone 
ſo farre, eſpeciallie by night ,and to ſo datrke a place, now tooke apride in the ſatne 
courage , andframed in her minda pleaſure out ofthe paincitſelfe, Thus with 
35 thicke doubled paces ſhe went to the Caue, receiving to her ſelf, forher firſt con- 
tentment , the only lying where Ze/mane had done; whoſe pillow ſhekiſt a thou- 
ſandrtimes, for hauing borntheprint of that beloued head, And fo keeping with 
panting heart her trauelling fancies fo attentiue , that the windcould ſtirre no- 
thing, but that the ſtirred her ſelfe, as if ir had bene the pace of the longed for Zel- 
4 9 mane, ſheekepther {ide ofthe bed; defending onely and cheriſhing the other {ide 
with her arme, till after awhile waiting, counting with her ſelfe how many ſteppes 
were betwixtthe Lodge and the Caue, and oftaccuſing Zelmane of more curious 
ſtay then needed, ſhe was viſited with anvnexpeCted gueſt. Nog. 
For Ba/lizes , after his wife was departed to her fainedrepoſe , as long as hee re- 


45 mayned with his daughter, to giue his wite time of vnreadying her felfe, it was. ea- 


fily ſeene ir was a verie thorny abode he made there : and the diſcourſes with which 
he entertainedhis.daughter ,notvnlike to thoſe of carneſt players, when, inthe: 


middeſt of their game, trifling queſtions be put vnto them , his eyes ſtill looking \. 
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about , and himſelfe ſtill changing places, begin to ſpeake ofa thing, and breake ir 
off before it were halte done. To any ſpeech Phzloclet miniftred vato him, with a 
ſodaine ſtarting and caſting vp his head , make an anſwer farre our of all Grammer; 

a certaine deepe muling, and by and by out of it :vncertaine motions, vnſtayed gra- 
ces, Hauing borne out the limitofa reaſonabletime with as much paine as might 5 
be , he came darkeling into his chamber, forcing himſelfe totread as ſoftly as hee 
could. Bur the more curious he was, the more he thought euery thing creaked vn+ 
der him: and his mind being our of the way with another thought, and his eyesnor 
ſeruing his turne in thatdarke place, each Coffer or Cupbord he mer, one ſaluted 
his thinnes , another his elbowes: ſometimes readie in revenge to ſtrike them a- x5 
gaine with his face. Till at length, fearinghis wife wert not fullic alleepe, he came 
Iifring vp the cloathes as gently as (Ithinke) poore Pax did, when, in ited of Joles 
bed he came into the rough embracings of Hercules; and laying himſelfe downe, as 
tenderly as anew Bride, reſted awhile with a verie open eare,to marke cach breath 

of his ſuppoſed wife. And ſometimes he-himſelfe would yeelda long ferched I5 
ſigh , as though that had bene a muſike rodrawe on another roſlcep, till within a 
vericlitle while, with the other parties well counterfeirfleepe ( who was as willing 
tobe rid of him ,as he was to be gone thence (aſlyring himlclfe hee left all ſafe 
there, in the ſame order ſtale out againe, andpurting on his night gowne, with 
much gropingan d\crambling, he gat himſelfe out of thelitle houte , and then' 2g 
did the Moone-light ſerue to guide his feet. Thus with agreatdeale of paine , did 
Baſilius go to her whomhe. fled, and with much cunning left the pcrſon for whom 
he hademployedall his cunning.But when Baſis was once gotten(as he thought) 

int acleare coaſt , what toy he then made, how each tking ſeemedvile in his ſight, 

in compariſon of his fortune , howfarrealready he deemed himlelfe in the chicte 25 
tower of his deitres, it were tedious to tell : once his heart could not chooſe bur

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Thus imagining as then with him ſelfe, his ioyes ſo held himvp, thathe newer 


touched ground. And like a right old beaten ſouldiour, thatknewe well enqugh | 
the greateſt Captaynes do neuer vie long Orations, when it comes' to the very | 


point of execution, as ſoone as he was gotten into the Caue, and to the ioyf1 
5 (though ſilent)expeCation of Gywecia,come cloſe tothe bed,neuer recking his pro- 
miſe to looke for nothing but conference, helept intothat ſidereſerued for a more 
welcome gueſt, And laying his louingſt hold vpon Gyneeia:O Zeimane, ſaid hejem- 
brace in your fauorthis humble ſeruantof yours:hold within me my heart, which 
pantsto leauc his maiſter to come vnto you. In whart caſe poore Gyxeciawas, when 
I10 ſhe knew the voice , and felt the bodie of her husband, faire ladiesJit is better to 
knowe by imagination then experience , For {treight was her minde aſſaulted, 
partly with the being depriued of her vnquencheddeire, bur principallic withthe 
doubt that Zelmane had betrayed her to her husband, beſides the renewed ſting of 
icaloſic,what in the meanetime mi git befal her daughter. But of the other {ide j Ba 
15 loue with a fixed perſwaſion ſhe had, taught.her to ſceke all reaſon of hopes, 
And therein thought beſt before diſcouering of herſclfe, to marke the behauiour 
of her husband ; who, both in deedes and wordes ſtil vſing her , as taking herto be 
Zelmane , made Gynecia hope that/this mightbe Baſ#lzus owne enterpriſe, which 
Zelmane had not ſtayed, leaſt ſhe ſhould diſcouer the matter which might be per- 
20 fourmed at another time , Which hope accompanyed with Ba/i/zzs maner of dea- 
| ling, (hebeing atthattime fuller of liuelier fancies,then many years before he had 
bene)beſidesthe remembrance of her daughters ſickneſle, and late ſtrange coun- 
tenance betwixt her and/-Ze/mane , all comming together into her mind,which was 
loath to condemne itſelf of an vtter ouerthrow, made her frame her ſelte, not tru- 
25 lywith a ſugred ioy,but with a determinate patience tolet herhusbandthinkehe 
had found a verie gentle and ſupple-minded Zelmane; which he good man making 
full reckening of, did melt in as much gladneſle as ſhee was oppreſſed with diuers 
vngratefull burthens, | | | 
Burt Pyrocles who had at this preſentno more to play the part of Zelmane, ha- 
30 uing ſonaturally meaſuredthe maner of his breathing,that Ba/i/##5 made no doubr 
of his ſound{leeping, and lainea preatie while with a quiet vnquietneſle toper- 
forme his entendedenterpriſe , as ſoone as by the- debate betwixt Baſilzus ſhinnes 
and the vnregarding formes , he perceived that he had fully left the Lodge: after 
him went he with ſtealing ſteps, hauing his ſword vnder hisarme (ſtill doubting 
35 leſt ſome miſchaunce might turne Baſilias backe _ ) downe tothe gate of the 
Lodge.Whichnot content to locketaſt , he barred and fortified with as many de- 
uiſes,as his wit and haſte would ſufferhim , that ſo he might hauc full time both 
for making readie Phi/oc!ea, and conueying her to her horſe , before any might 
come in to findethem miſſing . For further ends ofthoſe ends, and whar might 
$0 enſue ofthis ation , his loue and courage well matched neuer looked after, hol- 
ding for an aſſured ground, that whoſoeuer in greatthings will thinke to preuent 
all obietions, muſtlyeſtill, and do nothing. This derermination thus wayed, 
the firſt part thus perfourmed, vp to Phylocleas chamber dore went Pyrocles, rapt 
 fromhimlſelfe with the exceſliue tore-fecling of his (as he aſſured himſelte ) neere 
45 comming contentment, V hat cuer paines he had taken , what daungers he had 
runne into,andeſpecially thoſe ſawcie pages of loue, doubrs, grietes, languiſhing 
hopes, and threatning deſpaires,came all now to his minde, in one ranke tobeau+ 


tifie his expeted blisfulneſle, and  toſerue for a moſt fit ſawce, whoſe foureneſle 
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might giue a kinde of life to the delightfullcheare his imagination fed vpon, All 
| the greateſtate ot his father , all his owne glorie , ſeemed vnto him bur arrifling 
pompe, whoſe good ſtands in other mens conceit,in copariſon ofthe true comfort 
he found in the depth of his mind,and the knowledge of any miſeric that might en- 
ſue this ioyous aduenture, was reckedot but as a {light purchaſe afpetiing the 
top of happineſſe: for ſo farre were his thoughts paſt through al perils,thar alrea 
| he conceiued himſelfe ſafely arrived with his Lady at the ſtately pallace of Pela, 
| among the exceeding ioyes of his tather,& infinite congratulations of his friends, # 
| *  Biuing order for the royall entertayning of Phzloclea, and for ſumptuous ſhewes & 
| rriumphes againſt their mariage.In the thought wherof as he found extremitic of 19 
ioy, ſo well found he that extremitie 1s notwithouta certaine ioyfull paine, by ex- 
tending the heart beyond his wonted limits , andby fo forcible a holding ll the 
ſenſes tooneobieR, that it confounds theirmutuall working, not withouta char- 
ming kindofrauiihing them,from the tree vſe of theirowne tunion . Thus grie- 
vedonely with too much gladneſle, being come tothe doore, which ſhould be the I5 
| entrie to his happineſſe , he was met with the latter end ofa ſong, which Philoclea 
like a folitaric Nightingale, bewailing her guiltleſſe puniſhment, & helpleſſe mil- 
fortune, had newly deliuered ouer , meaning none ſhould be tudge of her paſſion, 
but her owne conſcience.

If ſke fir ſtill, that is 
beſt,forſo is the conſpiracie of her ſeucrall graces held beſt rogether to make one 
5 perfect figure of beauty. If ſhe walke,no doubt that is beſt, for beſides the making 
happie the more places by her ſteps, the very ſturring addes apleſing lite to her na- 
tive perfectios. It ſhe be ſilent,that without compariſon is beſt, fince by that means 
the vatroubledeye ,moſt freely may deuour the tweetnefle of his obie, Bur if ſhe 
ſpeake, he will rake it vpon his death that is beſt, the quinteſſence of each word, 


to being diſtilled downe into his affected ſoule : Example of this was well to be 


ſcene inthe giuen-ouer Pyrecles,who with panting breath,and ſomrtime ſighes,not 
ſuch as ſorrowe re{trayning thedinward parts doth make them glad to deliver , but 
ſuch as the impacience of delay,with the vnſuretie of neuer ſo lure hope,is wont to 
breath out nowe being atthe doore, of the one fide, hearing her voice, which he 
15 thought if the Philoſophers ſaid true of the heauenlyſeuen ſphered harmony, was 
by her notonly repreſented, but farre ſurmounted, andottheother hauing his eyes 
ouerfilled with her beauric, ( for the king at his parting had left the chamber open, 
and ſhe at that time lay,as the heate of that countrie did well ſuffer, ypon the top 
of her bed , having her beauties eclipſed with nothing but with a faire ſmocke, 
20 wrought all in flames of aſh-colour ſilke & gold, lying ſo vpon her right ſide,thar 


the lettchigh downeto the foot, yeelded his delightfull proportion tothe full view, 


which was ſcene by the help of a rich lampe , which thorow the curtaines a licle 
drawnecaſt forth a light vpon her, as the Moone doth when it ſhines into athinne 
wood;) Pyrocles I ſay was ſtopped with the violence of ſo many darts, caſt by Cupid 
2; alrogethervpon him,that quite forgetting him ſclfe, and thinking therein alreadie 
he was inthe beſt degree of felicitic he would haue loſt much of his time, and with: 


roo much loue omitted the enterpriſe vndertaken for his louc , hadnot Philocleas 


itifull accuſing ofhim forced him to bring his ſpirits againe,to a new bias; for ſhe" 
$506 her hand vnder her faire cheek,vpon which there didpriuily ticklethe ſweet 

zo drops of her delightfull chough ſorrowfull teates, madethefe words waite vpon 
her moanefull ſong, And hath that cruell ryrocles ſaid (he, deferued thus much of 
me,that I ſhould for his ſake lift vp myvoice in my beſt tunes, and to him continu- 


ally,with powring out my plaint , makea diſdainedoblation? Shall my ſoule ſtill

Bur Pyroc/es that had heardhis name accuſed, &codemned by the mouth, which 
of all the world,and more then all the world, he moſt louedhhadrhen cauſe enoy 
to call his mindeto his home & with the moſt haſtehe could {for true loue feares x5 


the accident of an inſtant) to matchrhe excuſling of his fault, with declaration of 


his arrandthither. And thereforeblowne vp & downe with as many contrary paſ- 
fions,as Eotus ſentout windes vpon the Troian reliques, guided vp0 the ſea by the 
valiant Eneas , hewentinto her chamber with ſuch a pace as reuerent feare doth 
teach,where kneeling downe, & hauing prepareda long diſcourſe forher, hiseyes ,, 
were ſo filled with her ſight, that as if they would haue robbed all their fellowes of 
their ſervices both his hart fainted, andhis roung fayled inſuch ſort, that hecould 
notbring forth one word, but referred her vnderſtanding to his eyes language. But 
ſhe in extremitic amazed to ſeehim'there,at ſovndue a ſeaſon, & aſhamed thather 
beaurifull body made ſo naked a proſpeR, drawing in her delicate limmes into the , 
weake guard of the bed, andpreſenting in her face tohim ſuch akinde ofpitrifull 
anger,as might ſhew,this was only a fault,therfore becauſe ſhe had aformer grudge 
vnto him,turning away her face fr6 him ſhe thus ſaid vnto him: O Zelmane or Py-

£/a: &thart with ſuch akind of deceipt,as either might ſee the cauſe inthe other, but 
neither eſpie the efte& in themſelues. Thar all his fanors to them had tended onely 
to make them ſtrangers to this his acti: & al his ſtrangeneſle to her to the final ob- 
raining of her long promiſed, & now tobeperformed fauor. Which deuiſe ſeeing 
it had ſo well ſucceededto the remouing all other hinderances,that onely her reſo- 
lution remained for the taking theirhappie iourny, he coniured her by allthe loue

 _ faintedſofaſt, thatſhe was notable tovtter the reſt of her conceivedſpeech:which

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alſo turned 7yrocles choughts from expecting further anſwere,to the neceſſary care 
ofreuiuing her,jn whole tainting himfelf was more then ouerthrown. And that ha- 
uing eficted with all the fiveet meanes his wits could deuiſe , though his higheſt 
hopes were by this vnexpectea downtall ſynke deeper then any degree of diſpaire: 
yet Icitthe appearance othis tnward griete might occaſion her furthergiſcomfort, 
hauing rackedhis face toa more comfortable ſemblance, he fought ſome ſhewe of 
reaſon,to thew ſhe had no reaſon, either for him, or tor her ſclte foto be atflicted.

What an inward diſcountenance it was to maiſter Dametas, to find his hope of

ſhe went tothe Magiſtrate appointed ouer ſuch matters , and there with the moſt 
ſcolding inueCtiue , her rage rather then ve meme could bring forth, ſhe requi- 
35 redhis ayde to take Damerasr, whohadlefthi 
commit adulteric in the houſe of Cbaritas vncle, in the Oudemian ſtreete. Butnei- 
ther was the name of Charzzaremembred, nor any ſuch ſtreet knowne. Yer ſuch was 
the generall miſlike all men had of Dametras vaworthy aduancement, thateuerie 
man was glad to make himſelfe a miniſter of that, which might redound to his. 
40 ſhame, and therefore with Paxike cries & Jaughters,there was no ſuſpeed place in 
all the citic but was ſearched for vnder the ritls of Dametas; Miſo cuer formoſt en-

old age? Andeueramong ſhe would ſauce her ſpeeches with ſuch Baſtonados, that ,, 


poore Dametas began now to thinke , that either a generall madding wasfalne, or 


 elſethar all this was bura viſion, But as for viſions the ſmart of the cudgell put our 


of his fancie : andtherefore againe turning to his wife, not knowing in the world 
what ſhe meant, Az (ſaid he) hereafter thou maiſt examine me, do but now'tell 


me what is become of Pamela.

And then get- 
ting the oportunitic of their falling outro hold himſelte in ſuretic, who was in- 
decd the verieſt coward of the three , he renued his earneſt demaund ofthem.Bur 
itwasa ſport to ſee, how the former conceits Dorws had printed intheir imagina- 
tions , kept ſtill ſuch dominion inthem, that zo though now ſhe found andfelr it 
was her davghter XMopſa, yet did Charitacontinually paſſe through her thoughts, 
which ſhe vttered with ſuch crabbed queſtions to Dameras , that he not poſliblie 
conceiuing any partof herdoubt , remained aſtoniſhed, and the aſtoniſhmenten- 
creaſed her doubt.

25 this ſort didhe inuey agpins cuery thing, fomcrimes thinking torun away, while it 
was yet night: buthe that had ineluded all the world within his ſheepcorte,thoughr 
that worſe then any death: ſometime for dread of hanging he meant to hang him- 
ſelfe: finding as indecdir is, thatfeare is far more painetull tocowardife, then death 
toatrue courage. But his ne were nothing nimble in that aCtion, & any thing 

Jo was lercnough thereto, he bethga true louer of himſelf without any riuall, But laſt- 
lie, guided by a farre greater conſtellation then his owne, he remembred to ſearch 
the other lodge, where it night be Pamel/athat night had retired her ſelf. Sothither 

_ withtrembling hammes he caried himſelte, but employing his double key which 

\ theking for ſpeciall credit had vaworthily beſtowed vp6 him, he found all the gates 

35 ſobarred, that his key couldnot prevaile, ſauing onlie one trapt doore which went 
downe into a vaultby the ccller, which as it was vnknowne of Pzroc/es, ſohadhe left 
itrvnregarded. Burt Dametss that cucr knew the Burterie better then any other place 

tin that way,and paſing ſofclie to Phifocleas chamber , where he thought mo 
tkelyto find Pame/z, the doore being left open he entred in, and by the light of the 

49 lampe hemight diſcerne one on the bed by her: wich he although he tooke tobe 
Pamela yer thinking no ſuretie enough in a matter touching his necke, hee went 
hardtothe bed fide of theſe vnfortunate louers, whoat that time ng not much 
beforethe breake of day ( whether it were they were ſo diuinely ſurpriſed, tobring 
this whole matter to the deſtined concluſion , or thattheynreſiſtable force of their 

$4 ſorowes had ouerthrowne the wakefull vſe of their ſenſes) were as then poſſeſſed 
with a mucuall fleepe, yet not forgetting with vinie embracements, to giue any eye 
a perfe&t modell of affetion. But Dametas looking with the lampe in his hand 
butneither with ſuch afacenor mind vponthele excellent creatures, as ?zche did

vpon her vnknowne louer, and giuing euery way freedometo his fearfull eyes, did 
not onely perceiue it was Ze/mane , and therefore much different fromthe Ladiehe 


| ſought : but that this ſame Zelmane did more differ from the Zelmane he and others 


had cuer taken her for, wherein the change of her apparell chieflie confirmed his 0- 
pinion fatisficd with that, and not thinking it good to awake the IT Lyon, he 5 
went downe againe,taking with him Pyrocles ſword (wherewith ypon his ſleighe 
vnderſute Pyroclescame only apparelled thither) being ſuretoleaueno weapon in 
the chamber, and ſo making the dooreas faſt as he could on the out ſide, hoping 
with the reuealingofthis (as he thought greater fault) ro make his owne theleſle, 
or at leaſt that this iniurie wouldſo fill the kings head, that he ſhould not haue ley. 1, 
ſure tochaſtile hisnegligence (like a foole notc6{1dering that the more rage breeds 
the cruellerpuniſhment) he went firſt into thekings chamber, and not findinghim 
there, he ran downe crying with open mouth, the king was betrayed , and that Zel- 
mane did abuſe his daughter. The noiſe he made, being aman otno few words,ioy- 
nedtorheyelping ſound of Mio, and his vnpleaſant inheritrix brgught together 
ſome number of the ſhepheards, to whom he without any regardet reſeruing it for 
the Kings knowledge , ſpatteredoutthe bottome of his tomacke, ſwearing by him 
heneuer knew/that Zelmane, whothey had taken allthat while to be a woman, was

* as arranta man as himſelfe was, whereof he had feene ſuthcient ſignes andtokens; 


and that hewas as cloſe as aButterflie withthe Ladie Philoclea.The poore men iea- 19 
lous of their Princes honour, were ready with weapons to haue entredthe Lodge; 
ſtandingyer in ſome pauſe, whether it werenot beſt firſtro heare ſome newes from 
the king himſelfe, when by the ſodaine comming of other ſhepheards, which with 
aſtoniſhed lookesran from the one crie to the other, their grietes were ſurcharged 
with the cuilitidings of the kings death, Turning therefore all their minds and eyes 25 
that way, they ranne to the Caue where they ſaid he lay dead, the Sunne beginning 
now to ſend ſome promiſe of comming light, making haſte,l thinketo be ſpeCtator 


' of the following tragedies, For Baſ//;zs hauing paſt ouer the night more happie in | 


contemplation then action, having had his ſpirits ſublimed with the ſweet imagi- 
nation of embracing the moſt deſired Ze/mane, doubting leaſt the Caues darkneſſe 30 
might deceine him inthe dayes approch, thought it now ſeaſon toreturne to his 
wedlocke bed, remembring the promiſe he had madeto Zelmane, to obſerue duc 
orders towards Gy#ecia. Therefore departing, but nordeparting without bequea- 
thing by a will of words, ſealed with maniekiſles, afull gift of all his loue andlife 
to his miſconceined bedtellow, he went'to the mouth of caue ,there toapparell :5 
himfelfe z in which doing the motion ofhis ioy could not be bridled from wrtering * 
ſuch like words : Bleſſed be thou, onight, ſaid he, that haſt with thy ſweete wings 
ſhrowdedme in the vale of bliſe, it is thou that artthe firſt gotten child of time, 
the day hath bin but an vſurper vpon thy delightful inheritance, thou inuiteſt all li- 
uing things to comfortable reſt , thou art the ſtop of ſtrife , and the neceſſaric 40 
truce of approching batte]s, Andtherewith he ſang theſe verſes , toconfirme his 
former praiſes.

Be jealous no more 6 Gynecyn, 
bur yeeld to the preheminence of more excellent gifts , ſupport thy ſelf with ſuch 
marble pillers as ſhe doth , decke thy bre aſt with thoſe Alablaſter bowles that Zet- 
mane doth : then accompanied with ſuch a title, perhaps thou maiſt recouer the 
poſlefſion of myorherwile inclined loue.But alas Gynecia,thou canſt not ſhewſuch 
evidence, therefore thy plea is vaine, Gywecia heard allthis he ſaid, whohad caſt a- 


. bout her Zelmanes garmeEt , wherin ſhe came thither,8 had followed Ba/#ins to the 


Caues entcie, full of inward vexation, betwixt the deadlie accuſation of her owne 
euilrineſſe, and the ſpitefull doubt ſhe had Zelmane had abuſed her. Bur becauſe of 
the one fide (finding the king did thinke her to be Ze/mane,ſhe had libertie roima- 
gine it might rather be the kings owne vnbridled enterpriſe, which had barred Ze/- 
mane, then Zelmanes cunning deceiuing of her, and that of the other if ſheſhould' 
headily ſecke aviolent reuenge , her owne honour might be as much intereſſed , as 
Zelmane cndaungered: ſhe tell to this determination. Firſt with fine handlingofthe 
Kingtoſetrle in him a pertect good opinion of her, and then as ſhe ſhould learne 
how things had-paſled , to take into herſelfe new deuiſed counſell, but this being 
her firſt aftion, hauing giuen vnlooked for attendance tothe King , ſhe heardwith 
what partiality he did preferreher to her ſelf,ſhe ſaw in him how much fancy doth 
not only darken reaſon but beguileſence , ſhe found opini6 Miſtrefſe of the Louers 
indgement,which ſcruing as a good leſſon to her good conceit, ſhe went our to Ba- 
ſlius, ſerting her felfe ina grave behauiour and ſtarelic ſilence before him :vntil he 


'(whoar the firſt thinking her by ſo much ſhadow as he could ſee to be Ze/mane,was 


beginning his louing ceremonies)did now being helped by the peping light, wher- 
with the morning did ouercome the nights darkneſle , know her face and his error, 
which acknowledging in himſelt with ſtarting backe from her , ſhe thus with amo- 
Ceſt bitterneſle ſpake vato him: Alas my Lord, well did your words diſcipher your 
mind, and well be thoſe words confirmed with this geſtute, Verielothſome muſt 
that woman be, from whom a man hath cauſe to go backe; and litle better liked 
is that wife, before whom the husband preterres them he neuer knew. Alas hath 


my faithfull obſeruing my part of dutic made you thinke your ſelfe cuer a whit the 
Ke 
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more exempted?Hath that which ſhould claime grateſulneſſe, bene a cauſe ofcon« 
tempt? Is the being the mother of Pamela become an ccious nzme vnto you ? It my 
life hitherto led have not avoided ſuſpition, it my violated truthto yoube defcr- 
ving of any Ac gyr_ne , I refuſe not ro be chaſtiied with the moſt cruel] torment 
of your diſpleaſure, I refuſe not miſerie , purchaſed by mine owne merite. Hard 5 
I muſt needs fay (although till now Inever thought I ſhould haue bac cauſe to ſay) 
is thedeſtinie of womankind, the triall of whoſe ver tue mult ſtand vpon the louing 
of them that employ all their induſtrienotto be beloued, If Zelmanes young yeares 
had nothad ſo much grauity hidden vnder a youthfull tace, as your gray haires 
haue bene but the vizar of vnfitring youthtulneſle, your vicious minde had brought 10 
ſome fruits ofrepentance, & Gynee/a might then have bene with much more right 
ſo baſely deſpiſed. 

Baſilius that was more aſhamed zo ſee himſclte ſo overtaken , then Yulcan was, 
when with much cunning hee proucd himfelte a Cuckold, began to make certaine 


extrauagant excuſes : but the matter in it ſelte hardly brooking any purgation,with 15 


the ſodainneſſe of the time, which barred any good conmoyned inuention, made 
im ſometimes alleage one thing , to which by and by he would bring ina con- 
trary,one tirne with flat denial, another time with mitigating the fault ; now brave, 
then humble , vie ſuch aſtammering defenſ1ue, that Gynecza, the violEcg of whoſe 
ſore indeed ran another way, was content thus to faſten vp the laſt ſtitch of her an- 2g 
ger, VWell, wcll my Lord, faidſhe ,it ſhall well become you fo to gouerne your 
{elfe, as you may be fit rather to diret me, then tobe judged of me 3 and rather to 
be a wiſe maiſter of me , then an vnskiltull pleader betore me . Remember the 
wrong you haue cone is notonlie to me, bur to your children, whom you had of 
me : to your countrey, when they ſhall find they are commaunded by him, that 25 
cannot commanund his owne vndecent appetites: laſtlie , royour ſelte , fince with 
theſe paines you do but build vp a houſe of ſhame ro dwell in: if from thoſe 
moucable goods of nature (wherewith, in my firſt youth my royall parents be- 
ſtowed me vppon you ) bearing you children , and increaſe of -yeareshaue with- 
drawne me; conſider I pray you, thatas youare cauſe of the one, ſo in the other, 30 
time hath not left toworke his neuer failing efies inyou. Trulie, trulie (fir) verie 
vntimelicaretheſc fires in you: it is time for vs both to let reaſon inioy his'due ſo- 
ueraigntic, Let vs not plant anew thoſe weeds, which by natures courſe are con- 
rent to fade, $7; | 

Baſilius that would rather then his life the matter had bene ended, the beſt rhe- 35 
torikehe had, was flatdemanding pardon ot her, ſwearing it was the verie force 
of Apollos deſtinie which had caricd him thus from his owne bias; bur that now 
like as farre trauellers were taught to loue their owne countrie , he had ſuch a lef- 
ſon without booke,, of aftetion vnto her, as he would repay the debr of this error 
with the intereſt of a great deale more true honour then euer before he had done 40 
her, Neither am Ito gine pardon to you, my Lord (ſaid ſhe) nor yauto beare ho- 
nour to me. [ haue taken this boldneſle for the vnfained loue I owe vnto you,to de- 
liuer my ſorow vnto you; much more for the care I haue of your well doing , then 
for any other ſelie fancie . For well I know that by your good eſtate my life is 
maintained, neither , if. would , can I ſeparate my ſelte from your fortune. For 45 
my part therefore I claime nothing but that which may be fafeſt for your ſelfe; 
my lite, will, honor, and whartſoeuer elſe, ſhall be but a ſhacow of that bodie. How 
much B/z;us owne ſhame had found him culpable , and hadalreadie cuen in ow 
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reade his owne condemnation, ſomuch did this vnexpeed mildnefle of Gywecia 
captiue his heart vnto her , which otherwiſe perchaunce would haue growne to a 
deſperate careleſneſle. Therefore embracing her , and confefling that her vertue 
ſhined in his vice, he did euen with a true reſolued minde vowe vnto her, that as 
long ashe vnworthie of her did liue, thee ſhould be the turtheſt and onely limit 
of his affection, He thanked the deſtinies, that had wrought her honour out of his 
ſhame, and that had made his own {ſtriuing to go amiſle,to be the beſtmeane euer 
after to hold him in the right path, Thus reconciled to Baſis great contentation, 
who began ſomething to marke himſelte in his owne doings , his hard hap gui- 
ded his cyetothe cup of golde, wherein Gynecis hadputthe lickourment for Ze/- 
wane , and hauing failed of that gueſt, was now carrying it home againe, But he 
whom perchaunce ſorrow , perchaunce ſome long difaccuſtomed paines , had 
made extremely thirſtie, rooke it out of her hands, although ſhe dire&tly told him, 
both of whom thee had it, what the effetof it was, andthe little proofe thee had 
ſcene thereof; hiding nothing from him , but thatthe meantrto miniſter ittoan- 


| otherpacient . Butthe Duke, whoſe belly had no eares, and much drouth kepr 


from thedeſiring ataſter, finding it not ynpleaſantto his pallate , dranke it almoſt 
off, leauing verie little to couer the cuppes bottome. Bur within awhile that from 
his ſtomacke the drinke had deliuered to his principall veines his noylome vapors, 


- firſt with a painfull ſtretching, and forced yawning , then with a darke yellowneſſe 


dying hisskinne, and a cold deadly ſweat principally about his temples, his bodie 
by naturall courſe longing to deliuer his heauie, burthen to his earthly damme, 
wanting force in his knees, which vtterly abandoned him , with heauic fall gaue 
ſome proofe whether the operation of that vaknowne potion tended , For with 
pang-like grones , and gaſtly turning ofhis eyes, immediatly all his limmes ſtiffe- 
ned, and his eyes fixed, he hauing had time to declare his caſe onely in theſe 
wordes, O Gynecia Idye. Hauecare: of what or how much further he wouldhaue 
ſpoken, no man can tell. For Gyzecia hauing well perceiued the changing-of his 
colour, and thoſe other euill {ignes, yet had not looked for ſuch a Gig ouer- 
throw, but rather had bethoughther ſelte what was beſt forhim, when ſhe ſodain- 
ly ſaw the matter come to that periode , comming to him, and neither with any 
cryes getting a word of him, nor with any other poſſible meanes, abletobring any 
living ation from him, the height of all ouglie forrowes did fo horribly appeare 
before her amazed minde, that at the firſt, irdid not onely diſtract all power of 
ſpeech from her , but almoſt wit to conſider , remaining as it were quicke buried 
in a graue of miſeries . Her paintull memorie had ſtreight filled her with the true 
ſhapes of all the fore-paſt miſchiefes, her reaſon began to crye out againſt the fil- 
thie rebellion of ſinfull ſenſe , and toreareit ſelfe with anguiſh , for ni made 
ſo weake a reſiſtance, her conſcience aterrible witneſſe of the inward wickedneſle, 
ſtill nouriſhing this debatefull fire; her complaint now not hauing an end tobe di- 
rected vntoſomething to disburden forrow , but a neceſſarie downfall of inward 
wretchedneſſe.

Leade me therefore whither you will; only happy,becauſeI can notbe more 
wretched. Butneither ſo much wold the honeſt Shepheards do, but rather with ma- 

ny teares bemoned this encreaſe of their former loſſe.till ſhe was fainetoleade the, 

with a very ſtrange ſpectacle , cither thata Princeſſe ſhould be inthe hands of 

ſhepheards,or a priſoner ſhould direct hergardiens: laſtly , before either witnes or 

45 43 accuſer, a Lady condemne her ſelfe ro dearh But in ſuch monefull march'they 
went towards the other Shepheards, who in the meane time had leftnothing vn- 
aſſayed to reuiue the King, but all was bootleſle ; and their ſorrows encreaſed the 
more they had ſuffred any hopes vain|y toariſe, Mn 7 11 trials they madeto 
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death by their hands, well , ſaid ſhe, ir is but ſo much moretime of miſerie,for ny 
part ] wil not giue mytife ſo muchpleaſure from hEce forward as to yeeld to his de--

know atleaſt the cauſe ofhis end , having eſpied the vnhappie cup, they gauethe 
little liquor that was left roa dogge of Dameras , in which within a ſhort time ir 


wrought the like efie&t; although Dametaes did ſomuch to recover him, that for - 


veric louc of his life he daſht outhis braines. But now all together and hauing Gy- 


necia among them,who to make her ſelfe the more odious, did continually record 5 


trotheir minges the cxceſle of their loſle, they yeelded themſelucs over to all thoſe 
formes of lamentation that dolefull images do imprint in the honeſt, but ouer- 


tender hearts; eſpecially when they thinke the rebound of the euil falles to their 
. owne ſmart. Therefore af 


ter the auncient Greeke manner, ſome of them remem- 
bring the nobilitic of his birth, continued by being like his Aunceſtors : others 
his ſbape, which though not excellent, yet fauour and pittie drew all things now 
to the higheſt point; cthers his peaccable gouernement , the thing which moſt 
pleaſcth men reſolued to liue of their owne ; others his liberalitie,whichthough ir 
cannot lightypon all men, yetall men naturally hoping it may be they, make ita 
moſt amiable vertue, Some calling in/queſtion the greatneſlec of his power, which 
encreaſed the compailion to ſee the preſent change , (hauinga dolc{ull memorie 
how hc had tempered itwith ſuch familiar curteſie amog them, that they did more 
fecle the fruites,then ſee the pompes of his greatneſſe)all with one conſent giving 
him the {acred titles of good , juſt, merciful], the father of the people , the lite of 
his Countrie, they ranne abour his bodie , rearing their bearces and garments; 
ſome {ending their cryes ro heauen, other inuenting praticular howling muſicke; 
manie vowing to kill themſelues at the day of his funerals, generally giving a true 
teſtimonie, that men are loving creatures when iniuries put them notfrem their 
naturall courſe : and howeafily a thing it is for a Princeby ſucceſſion , deepelyro 
ſinke into the foules of his ſubieCts, a more lively monument then CManſelus 
Tombe , But as with ſuch hartic lamentation, they diſperſed among thoſe woods 
their reſounding ſhrikes, the Sunne the perfeGteſt marke of time,having now got- 
ten vp two houres iourney in his daily changing Circle , their voice helped with 
the onely aunſwering Echo, came tothe eares of the faithfull and worthic Gen- 
tleman Philanax: who atthat time was comming to viſite the King , accompanied 


* withdiuers of the worthie CArcadian Lords , who with him had viſited the places 


adioyning forthe more aflurance of Ba/iliz {olitarineſle,a thing after the late mu- 
tinie he had viſually done, and ſince the Princeſſes returne more diligently conti- 
nued, which hauing now likewiſe perfourmed , thinking it as well his duetie ro 
ſeethe King as of good purpoſe, being ſoneare, roreceiue his further direion: 
accompanied as aboue faide he was this morning commirg vnto him, when 
theſe vnpleaſant voices gaue his mince an vncertaine preſage of his neere ap- 
proching ſorrowe. For by and by he ſawthe bodie of his dearelyeſtcemed Prince, 
and heard Gyneczas lamenting : not ſuch as the turtle-like Joue is wont to make 


for the euer ouer-ſoone loſle of her onely Joued make , but with curſings ofher 49 


life, deteſting her owne wickedneſle, ſceming onely therefore not to deſire death, 
becauſe ſhee would not ſhew aloue of any thing. Shepheards , eſpecially 
Dametas, knowing him to be the ſecond perſon in authoritie, gaue foorthwith 
relation vnto him, what they knew and had proued of this 7 ks ſpectacle,

beſides the other accidents of his children . But he principally touched with his 45 | 


maiſters loſe , lighting from his horſe with a heauic cheare, came ard kneeled 
downe by him, where finding he could dono more then the Shepheards had for 
his recouerie, the conſtancie ofhis minde,ſurpriſed before he might call together 

| | his 
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his beſt rules, could not refraine ſuch like words, Ahdeare maiſter, ſaid hee, what 
change it hath pleaſed the Almighty Iuſtice to warke in this place! How foone 
(not ro your lofſe, who hauing lived long tonature, 8& totime longer by your well 
deſeruedglorie, but longeſt of all in the eternall manſion younow poſleſie.) But 
3 5 how ſoone Iſayto ourruine, haueyou leftthe fraile barke of your eltare '” that 
the words I in molt taithfull dutie deiiuered vato you, whenyou firſt entre 
litarie courſe , might have wrought as much perfwaſion ih you, as they ſprang 
fromtruth in me perchaunce your feruant, Ph/lanax thould notnowhauc cauſe in 
your loſle , to bewaile his owne overthrow, And therewith taking himſelte; andin- 
deed cuill firrerh it me (f{aid he) to let gomy heart to womannith complanes,ſince 
my Princebeing vndoubrzdly well, it rather ſhewes loue of my l{elte, which takes 
| mebewaile mine owne lofſe, No, thetrue love muſt bee proued in thehonour of 
- your memorie , and that muſt be ſhewedwith ſeeking iuftireuenge vpon your vn- 
iuſt and vnnaturall enemies, and farre more honorable itwiil be tor your 'Tombe, 
ro haue the blood of your murtherers ſprinkled vpon it, then the teares of your 
friends. And if your ſoule looke downe vpon this miſerable earth, I doubr nor ir

had much rather your death were accompanied with well deſerued puniſhment of- 


the cauſcrsofir, then with the heaping onit more ſorowes with the end of them, to 
whom youvouchſafed your affe&ion , letthem lament that have woucn theweb 
26 Of lamentation; lettheir owne deathes make them crie out for your death, that 
werethe authors of it. Therewith carying manfull ſorow and vindicatiue refolu- 
riof1in his face, he roſe vp, fo lookingon the poore guiltleſle Princeſſe tranipor- 
ted with an vniuſt juſtice, thathis eyes were ſufficient Heraulds forhim, to de- 

25 nounce a mortall hatred. She (whom furies of loue, firebrands of her conſcience, 
2; ſhamc ofthe world, with che miſerable loſſe of her husband, towards whom now 

the diſdaine of her ſelfe bred more loue; with the remembrance of her viſion, 
wherewirh ſhe refolued aſſuredly the Gods had appointed that ſhameful.cndto be 
herreſting place, had ſether mind ronoother way but todeath)vſ:d ſuch like ſpee- 
ches to I hilanax, as (hee had beiore tothe ſhepheards ; willing him not to looke 

» Vpon her as a woman, but a monſter; not as a Princeſle, buta traitor tohis Prince 3 
not as Br/aliwewite , but as Baſil;us murtherer, She told him how the world required. 
athis hands, the iuft demonitrarion of his triendſhip , if he now forgot his Prince, 
he ſhould ſhew he had neuer loued bur his fortune: like thoſe vermine that-ſucke 
of the lining bloud , andleaue the bodie afloone as it is dead, poore Princeſle 
37 2 needleſly ſceking to kindle him , who did moſt deadlie deteſt her, which he 'vt- 
tered inthis bitter anſwere . . Madame (ſaid he) you do well ro hate your ſelfe, for

you cannot hate a worſe creature ; and though we feele enough your hellith diſs 


polition, yet we need not doubt youareof counſeil to yourſelf of much worſethen 
we know, But now feare not, you ſhallnot long be cumbred with being guided by 
\ » ſocuill aſoule , therefore prepare your ſelfe thar if it be poſſible you may deliver vp 
your ſpirit fo much purer, as you more waſh your wickedneſfle with repentance. 
Then hauing preſently giuenorder forthe bringing from Mantinea,a greatnumber 
of rents, for thereceit of the principall Arcadians: the maner ofthat countrie be- 
ing, thatwhere the Prince died,there ſhould beorders taken for the countries go- 
45 45 vernment,& in the place any murther was committed, the iudgementſhold begi- 
uen there, before the bodie was buried, both;concurring in this matter, and alrea- 
die great part ofthe Nobility beingariued, he deliueredthe Princefle toa Gentle- 


mi of great truſt, and as for Damezas taking from him the keyes ofboth the Lodges,

1 | calling him the moth ofhis Princes eſtate ,& onely ſpor of his judgement, he cauſed 
By him with his wife and daughter, to be fettered vp in as manie chaines andclogs , as 
they could beare, and euerie third houre to be cruellie whipr, til] the determinate 
judgement ſhold be giue of all theſe matters. That done,having ſent already at his 
commyng,to all the quarters ofthe countrie to ſeeke Pamela, Es, with ſmall 5 
hope of ouertaking them, he himſelfe went well accompanied to the Lodge where 
| the two vnfortunate Lovers were attending a cruell concluſion of theirlong, pain- 
vl full, and late moſt painfull affetion. Dametas clowniſh eyes, hauing bene the 
only diſcouerers of Pyrocles ſtratagem, had no fooner taken a full view ot thE(which 
in ſome fights would rather have bred any thing , then an accuſing mind) and loc- 19 
kedthe doore vpon theſe twoyoung folkes, now made priſoners tor loue, as before 
they had benepriſoners toloue; but that immediatly vpon his going downe ( whe- 
ther with noiſe Damertas made, or with the creeping in ofthe light , or rather rhar 
as extreme griefe had procured kisfleepe, ſo extreame care had meaſured his fleep, 
gining his ſences a very early ſa/ie tocome to thEſe]Jues)Pyroclesawakedzand being 
| {| vp, theficlt euill hanſellhe had ot the ill caſe wherein he was, was the ſeeing him- 
| | ſelfe deprived of his ſword , from which he had neuer ſeparated himſelfe in any oc- 
| caſton, and even that night firſt by the Kings bed, and then there hadIlaid it , as hee 
thought ſafe:putting great part of the truſt of his well doing in his owne courage fo 
arined. For indeed the confidence inones ſelteis the chiefe nurſe of magnanimitie, 20 
which confidence notwithſtanding doth not leave the care of neceſlarie furnirures 
for it: andtherefore of all the Grecians Homer dotheuer make Ach,{{esthe beſt ar- 
med. But that , as I ſay, was the firſt i] token : but by and by he perceived he was a 
priſoner before znie arreit , for the dore which he had left open , was made fo faſt 
of the outſide, that for all the force he could employ vnro it, he could not vndo Da- 25 
metas doing; then went he to the windowes, to fee if that way there were any eſcape 
. forhimand hisdeare Ladie, butas-vaine he found all his employment there, nor 
haning might to breake out but only one barre ; wherein notwithſtanding he ſtrai- 
nedhis ſinewes to the vttermoſt, And that he rather rooke outto vie for other ſer- 
| © * uice, then for any pollibilitie he had to eſcape; for euen then' it was that Dametas 39 
| having gatheredtogether the firſt comming ſhepheards , did blabber our what he 
had found in the Lady Philecleas chamber. Pyroctes markingly hearkened to all that 
Dametas faid , whoſe voice and mind acquaintance had taught him ſufficiently to 
| | know. But when he aſſuredly perceived chathis being with the Ladie Philorl/es was 
| fullie diſcouered;& by the folly or malice , or rather malicious folly of Dametas her 35 
| © honourthereintouched in the higheſt degreezremebring withall the cruelty of the 
"  Arcadian lawes, which without exception did condemne all to death, who were 
| found (as Dametas reported of them) in at of __ without ſolemnitie of mari- 
|. - age; aſſuring himſelfe beſides the law, the king andthe Queene would vſe ſo much 
 morehateagainſttheir daughter, as they had found themſelues fotted by him in 49 
the purſute of their loue. Laſtly ; ſeeing they werenot only inthe way ofdeath, but 
firly incaged for death, looking with a hartie griefe vpon the honour of loue, the fel- 
lowleſle Fhiloclea (whoſe innocentſoule now enioying his owne goodnefſſe did lit- 
| tleknowthe danger othis euer faire then ſleeping bn A his excellent wit ſtreng- 
1 thened with vertne, but guided by lone, had ſoone deſcribed ro himſclfe a perfect 45 
|| viſionoftheirpreſentcondition, wherin hauing preſently caſt a reſolute reckening 
ofhis owne partof the miſcrie,notonly the chiefe but ſole burthen of his anguiſh 


coliſted in the vnworthy caſe, which was like to fall vpo the beſt deſeruing 7 hiloc/ea. 
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He ſaw the misfortune not the miſmeaning ofhis work, was like to bring thatcrea- 
rure toend,in whomthe world(as he thought) did begin toreceiue hanour; heſaw 
the weake iudgementof man, would.condemne that as death-Cejeruing vicein her, 
which had in trothneuer brokenthe bonds ofa true liuing vertue, & how often his 
eye turned to his artractiue adamanr,(o often did an vnſpeakeable horrour (trike his 
noble heartto conſider ſo vnripeyeares,(o faulticſle a beautie, the manſion of fo 
pure goodneſle, ſhould haue her yourh fo vnrimely cur oft, her naturall perfetions 


wnnaturally cotu med, herverrue rewarded with ihame; ſometimes he would accuſe 


/ himſelfofnegligence, that had nor more curioutly looked to all the houſe entries, 
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& yet could he not 1magine the way Dametas was gotten in : andro call vacke what 
might haue binto aman of wiſdo &courage,carics þtit avain inadow of diſcourſe; 
ſointimes he could not chuſe bur with a diſſolution of his inward might lamentably 
conſider with whar face hemight looke vpon his (till then) toy Ph:lcctea, when the 
next light waking (hold deliver vnto her, tholdperchace be the !alt ct herhurtleſle 
life: And that the fir!t time the ſhould bend her excelienteyes vpon himſhe ſhould 
ſcerhe accurſed author ofher dreadful end;&euen this confideration more the any 
other,did fo fer it {clfe in his well difpoted mind, that diſperſing his thoughts to all 
the wayes that might be other fafery,finding a vety ſmail difcourie info narrow li- 
mits of tiqze & place, ar |Ez7h in many dithculries he faw none beare any likelihood 
for her life, bur his deathtFor then he thought it wold tat our, that when they found 
his bodie dead, haningno accuſer but Damets,asbyhis ſpeech he found there was 
nor,it might iuſtly appeare that either Philocles in detengingher honour,orelſe he 
himſelfin deſpaireof atchicuing,hadleft his carcaſle proot of his intent, but witnes 
ofher clearnefſe,hauing a ſmall while ſtayed vpo.the greatneile of his re{olytion & 
looked to thefurtheſt of it:Be it ſo(ſaid the valiat Pyroc/es; never lite tor berter cauſe, 
nor tobetterend was beſtowed, for if death be totol/ow this doing,whichno death 
of mine could make meleaue vndone, who is todie {o iuſtly as my ſelf? and if I muſt 
die,who can be ſo firexecutioners as mine owne hands? which as they were acceſla- 
ries to rhe doing, fo in killing me they ſhall ſuffer their owne puniſhment, But then 
aroſe there a new impediment,tor Dametas hauing cariedaway any thing,waich he 
thought might hurt as tender a man as himſfelfe, he could find no fit inftrument 
which might gjue him a finall diſpatch, at length making the more haſte, leaſt his 
Lady ſhould /awake, taking the yron barre, (which being ſharper ſomething at the 


one end then the other, he hoped toyn'd to his willing ſtrength ,.might breake off 


the feeble threed of mortallitie: rculy (faid he) fortune thou hatt well perſeucred 
mine enemy,that will graunt me notortune,to be vnformunate, nor let me-have an 
ealy paſſage now Lamto trouble thee no more. But faidhe,o bar bleſſed iarharchou 
ha{tdone leruicetothe chamber of the paragon ot life,fince thou couldeſt not Help 
me to make a perfcCer eſcape,yetſerue my turnel pray thee, thar I may eſcape fro 
my ſelfe, therwithall yet once looking tofetch the laſt repaſt of his eyes, and new a- 
gaine tranſported with the pitiful caſe he left her in , kneeling downe he thus pray- 
ed, O great maker and great ruler ot this world (ſaid he) to thee doT ſacrifice this 


bloud of mine, and ſuffer(Lord) the errours ofmy youth, to paſle away therin,and. 


letnot the ſoule by thee made,and euer bending vnto thee,benow reiected of thee, 
neither be offended that I do abandon this body,to the gouernment of which thou 
had(ſt placed me, without thy Icaue, fince how can I know butthar-thy vnſcarcha- 
ble mindis, I ſhonld ſo do, fince thou haſttaken from me all meanes longer to 2- 
bide init2And fince the dierence {tands but in a ſhort time of dying,thou that ha{k

framed my ſoule inclined to do good, how can1I in this ſmall ſpace of mine, bene- 
fire ſo much all the hamane kind, as in preſeruing thy perfeGteſt workmaſhip,their 
chiefeſt honour? O iuſtice it ſelfe, howſocuer thou determineſt of me, let this ex- 


cellent innocencie not be oppreſſed! Let my life pay her loſſe, 6Lord giue me ſome 


ſigne that I may die with this comfort. ( And pawlſing alitle as if he had hoped for 
ſome token) and whenſocuer to the eternall darkneſle of theearth ſhe doth follow 
me, let our ſpirits poſſeſle one place, andlet them be more happie inthat vniting. 
With that word ſtriking the barre vpon his heart fide with.all the force he had, and 
falling withalkvpon. ro giue it the thorower paſſage , the barre introth was too 


\ blunt ro do the effe&;altho ugh it pierced his skinne,and bruiſed his ribs verie ſore, 


fo that his breath was almoſtpaſt him. Butthenoiſe of his fall draue away ſleepe 


from the quiet ſences of the deare Philocles, whoſe {weet ſoule had an early ſalurari? 


on of a deadly ſpeCtacle vnto her, with ſo much more aſtonithment,as the falling a- 
{leepe but a little before ſhe had retired her ſelfe from the vttermoſt point of wotul= 
neſle, & ſaw now againe before her eyes the moſt cruell enterpriſe that humane na- 
ture can vndertake, without EY cauſe therof.Burthe liuely print of her 
affetion had ſoone taught her not to ſtay long vpon deliberation-in ſo vrgent ane- 
ceſſitie, therefore getting with ſpeed her weake, though well accorded limmes out 
of her ſweetned bed, as when Tuels are haſtilie pulled out of ſome rich coffer, ſhee 
ſpared not the nakednefle of her tender feer, but I thinke Borne as faſt with deſire as 
feare caried Daphpe, ſhe came running to Pyrocles, and finding his ſpirits ſomthing 
troubled with the fall ; Me pur by the barre thatlay cloſe to him, and ſtraining him 
in her moſt beloued embracement, My cofort,my ioy, my life ({aid ſhe) what haſte 
haue youto kill your Philoclea with the moſt cruel! rormet that ever Lady ſuffered ? 
Doyounotyet perſwade your ſelfe that any hurt of yours is a death vnto me? And

that yourdeath ſhould be my hell > Alas, ifany ſodaine miſlike of mee (for other - 


cauſe I ſee none )) haue cauſed you to loath your ſelfe, if anyfaultor defet of mine 
hath bred this terribleſt rage. in you , rather let me ſuffer the birterneſle of it, for fo 
ſhall the deſeruer be punithed, mankind preſerued from ſuch aruine, and I for my 
part ſhall haue thar coinforr, thatI die by the nobleſt hand that euer drew ſword. ?y- 
rocles grieued with his fortune, that he hadnot in one inſtant cut off all ſuch delibe- 
ration, thinking his life only reſeruedto be bound to be the vnhappie newes-teller: 
Alas (faid he) my only ſtarre, whydo you this wrong to God, your ſelfe, andme, to 
ſpeake of faults in you; no, no, moſt faultlefſe, moſt perfet Ladie, it is your excel- 
lencie that makes me haſten my deſiredend, it is the right I owe tothe generall na- 
rure (that though againſt priuate rev oag, ueee mee ſeekethe preſeruation of all 
thar ſhe hath done in this age, lerme, letme die. There is no way to ſaue your 
life (moſt worthy to be coſerued) then that my death be your clearing, then did he 
with far more paine and backward loathneſle, then the ſoneare killing himſelfe was 


{but yet driuen with neceſſiticto make her yeeld, to thathe thought was her fatety) 40 


make her a ſhort, bur pithie diſcourſe, what he had heard by Damer as ſpeeches, co- 
firming the reſt with a plaine dem6ſtration of their impriſonment. Andthe ſought 
he new means of ſtopping his breath; but that by Philocleaslabor,aboue her force, 
he was ſtayed to heare her.

ny thing burthen his heart tarre ſtronger then tortune, having with vehementem- 
bracings of her,got yet ſome fruit of his delayedend, he thus aunſwered the wiſe 


innocencie of Ph:loc/ea. Lady moſt worthienot only of life, but robe the very life of 


all things the morenotable demonſtrations you make of the loue , ſo farre beyond 
my deſert, with which it pleaſeth you to ouercome fortune, in making me happicz 
the more am I cuen in courſe of humanitie (to leaue that loues force, which Inei- 
ther can nor will leaue)bound to ſeekerequirals witnefle,that I amnot vngrateful 
todo which the infiniteneſle of your goodnefle being ſuch as it cinot reach vato it, 
yet doing al I can,&paying my life, which is all I haue, though it be farre (withour 
meſurc)ſhort of your deſert,yet (hal [not dye in debt,to mine own dutie. And truly 
the more excellent arguments you made,to keepe me from this paſſage, imagined 
far more terrible then it is; the more plainly it makes me ſee what was, [ haue, to 
preuentthe loſle not only of Arcadza, bur all the face of the earth ſhould receive, if 
ſuch atree(which euen in his firſt ſpring,doth not one!y beare moſt beaurifullbloſ- 


4; ſoms,bur molt rare fruits) ſhould be ſo vntimely cut off, Therfore,0 moſttruelybe- 


loued Lady,to whom I delice for both our goods, that theſe. may be my laſt words, 
gee m2your conſenteuen out of that wiſedome which muſt needs ſec, that / be- 
fides your vamatched berterneſle,»hich perchaunce you will not ſee)it is fitter one 
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diethenboth , And ſince you haue ſufficiently ſhewed you love me, let meclaime 
by thatloue,youwil be content rather to let me die contentedly, then wretchedly: 
rather with acleare & ioyful conſcience, then with deſperate condemnation in my 
ſclfe,rhat I accurſedvillaine , ſhould be the meane of baniſhing from the fight of 
menthe true example of vertue. And becauſe there isnothing lett me to be imagi- 5 
ned, which I ſo much deſire, as that the memory of Pyrec/es may euer haucan al- 
lowed place in your wiſe judgement, am content to draw ſo much breath longer, 


- as by anſwering the ſweete obieCions you alledged, may bequeath ( as Ithinke) a 


rightconceite vntoyou, that this my doing is out of indgement , and not ſprong 
of paſſion. Your father you ſay, was wont to fay,that this like aCtion doth more pro- 
ceed of feare of further cuil or ſhame,then ofa true courage: Truly firſt, they put a 
very gefſing caſe ſpeaking ofthem who caneuer after come to tel, with what mind 
they didit. And as for my part, I call the immorrall truth to witneſle, thatno feare 
of rorment can apall me:who know ir is but diverſe manners of apparelling death: 
& haue long learned,to et bodily paine but in the ſecond forme of my being. And 15 
as for ſhame, how can I be aſhamed of that,for which my wel meaning conſcience 
wil anſwere for me ro God,and your vnreſiſtable beautie to the wor1d? But rotake 
that argument in his owne force, and graunt it done for auoiding of turrher paine 
ordiſhonor, (tor as tor the name of feare , it is but an odious title of a paſſion, gi- 
uen to that which true iudgement performeth)graunt, I ſay,it is, roſhunne a worle 25 
caſe,&truly I donor ſee, but thattrue fortitude,loking into al humaine things with 
a perſiſting reſolution, carried away neither with wonder of pleaſing things,nor a- 
ſtoniſhmenr of the vnpleaſant, doth not yer depriue itſelfe of the diſcerning the 
difference of cuil,bur rather isthe only vertue, which with an aſſured tranquilitic 
ſhunnes the greater by the valiantentring into the lefſE, Thus for his countries ſaf- 25 
tiche wil ſpend his life for the ſauing of alim, he wil notniggardly ſpare his goods; 
for the ſauing ofall his bodic,he wilndt ſpare the cutting of a limme, where indeed 
the weake harted man wilrather die,then ſee the face of a m_ whomightwith 
as good reaſon ſay,thatthe conſtant man abides the paintulffurgery, for teareofa 
further euill: but he is content to waite for death itſelfe.butneither is truezfornei- 36 
ther hath the one any feare,buta well chooſing iudgement; nor the other hathany 
contentment, but onely feare;and not hauing a heart aftiuely to performe a matter 
of paine,is forced paſſiuely to abide a greater damage. For to co, requires a whole 


| hart; to ſuffer falleth eafilieſt in the broken minds. And if in bodily torment thus, 


much more in ſhame; wherein ſince valure isa vertue, and vertue1s ever limited, 35 
we muſt not runne fo infinitely, as to thinke the valiant man is willingly to ſuffer 
any thing,fince the verie ſuftcring of ſome things is a certaine proofe of want of 
courage, And if any thing vnwillingly among the chiefeſt may ſhamego: forif 
honour beto be held deere, his contrarie is to be abhorred, and thatnot for feare, 
bur of a true eleftion. For which is the leſſe inconuenient, either the loſſe of fome 49 
yeares more or leſle ( for once we know our lives be not immortall ) or the ſub- 
mitting our ſelues to each vnworthie miſerie,which the fooliſh world maylay vp6 
vs? As for their reaſon , that feare is contrarie to hope , neither do defend feare, 
nor much yeeld to the authoritie of hope ; to either of which great inclyning 
ſhewes bur a feeble reaſon, which muſt be guided by his ſeruants; and who builds 45 


| notypon hope , thall feare noearthquake of deſpaire. Their laſt alleaging ofthe 


heauenly powers, as itbeares the greateſt name, ſoit is the onely thing, thatar all 
bred any combatein my minde.And yetI donor ſee, but thatif God hath made vs 
| maiſters

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maiſters of any thing, it is of our owne liues ; out of which without doing wrong 
to any bodic,we are to iſſue atour owne pleaſure, And the ſame argument would 
aſmuch / ongrras roſay we ſhould for no neceihtie lay away from vs ,any of our 
joynts, {ince they being mace of him, without his warrant we ſhould not depart 
from them or if that may be, for a greater cauſe we may paſſe toa greater degree. 
Andifwe be Lieutenants of God, inthis little Caſtle, do you not thinke we mult 
take warning of him to giue ouer our charge when he leaues vs vnprouided of 
good meanes totarrie init? Nocertainly do I not, anſwered the forowfull phi- 
laclea, (1nce it is not for vs to appoint that mightie/Maieſtie, what time he will help 
79 Vs: the vttermoſt inſtant is {cope enough for him , toreuoke euerything to ones 
owne deſire. And therefore ro preiudicate his determination , is but a doubt of 
goodneſle inhim,who isnothing but goodneſle.But when in deede he doth either 
by ſickneſſe, or outward force lay death vpon vs, then are we totake knowledge 
that ſuch is his pleaſure,and to know that all is well that he doth .. That we ſhould 
x5 be maiſters ofour felues , we can thewart all notitle, norclaimes fince neither we 
made oitr felues, nor bought ourſelues , we can ſtandvponno otherrightbuthis 
gift, which he mult limite as ir pleaſerh him.Neither is there any proportion be- 
twixt the loſſe ofany other lime andthar, ſince the one bends tothe preſeruing 
all.che other tothe deſtruction ofall; the one takes not away the minde from the 
20 ations for which itis placed in the world , the other cuts off all poſlibilitie of his 
working, Andtruely my moſt deare Pyroc/es,l muſt needes proteſt vnto you, that'I 
cannot thinke your defence eyen in rules of vertue ſufficient , Sufficient and excel-/ 
lent it were, if the queſtion were of two outward things, wherein a man might by 
natures freedome determine, whether he would preferre ſhame to paine; preſent 


25 ſinallertorment,co greater following,or no.Buttothis (beſides the compariſon of 


the matters valures) theres added of the one parta dire euill doing, which ma- 
keth the ballance of that _ much vnequall : ſince a vertuous man withour 
anyreſpect, whether the gricte be leſſe or more, is neuer to do-that which he can 
not aſſure himſelte is allowable betore the euerliuing rightfulneſle; bur rather is 
39 to thinke honours or ſhames, which ſtand in other mens true or falſe iudgements, 
paines ornot paines , which yet never approach our ſoules, to benothing in re- 
gard of anvnſpotred conſcience. And theſereaſons do I remember, I haue heard 
good men bring in , that ſince ithath nothis groundinan aſſured vertuc, it pro- 
ceedes rather of ſome other dif; guiſedpaſſion, Pyrocles was not ſo much perſwaded 
as delighted , by her well concejued\and ſweetely pronounced ſpeeches 3 bur 
when the had cloaſed herpirritull diſcourſe, andas it wereſealed yp her delight- 
full lippes,with the moiſtneſle of her teares,which followed ſtill one another ke a 
precious rope of pearle , now thinking it, hye time. Be it as you ſay (aide he 


moſt vertuous beaurie) in all the reſt , but never can God himlſelte perſwade me, 


, that Pyrocleslife is not well loſt, for topreſerue the moſt admirable rhilocles. Ler 
that be if ir be poſſible written on my Tombe,ind I willnot enuye Codrws honour. 
Wirh thar he would againe haue vſed the barre \, meaning if that failed , toleaue 
his braines vpon the wall. When Phzlocles now brought tothat ſhe moſt feared, 
kneeled downe vnto him , and embracing fo his legges , that without hurting 

4; her, (which fornothing he would haue done) he could not ridde himſelfe from: 


her, ſhee did with all the coniuring words, which the authoritic of loue may 


lay, beſeech him , he would not, now fo cruelly abandon her , he would. nor 
leaus her comfortleſTſc inthat miſeric , to which he had\brought her . Thatthen

in deede ſhe would euen in her ſoule accuſe him, to haue moſt fouly betrayed 
her; that then ſhe ſhould have cauſe rocurſe the time that euer the name of ?5- 
roclescameto her earcs,which otherwiſe no death could make her do. Will you 
leaue me, {aid ſhe, not onely diſhonoured as ſuppoſed vnchaſte with you, but as 
a murderer of you? Will you giue mine eyes ſuch a picture ofhell, before my 5 
neerc approaching death, as-to ſee the murdred Bodie of him I loue more then 
all the liues rhat nature can giue 2 Vith that ſhe ſware by the hyeſt cauſe of all 
deuotions, that if he did perleuere in that cruel] reſolution, ſhe would (though vi- 
truly) not onely conteſle to her father,that with her coſentthis acte had bene com- 


| mirted,but if that wouldnot ſerue ( after ſhe hadpuld out her owne eyes,made ac- 10 


curſed by ſucha fight) ſhe would giue her ſelte ſoterrible a death, as ſhe might 
thinke the paine of it wouldcounteruaile the neuer dying paine of her mind. Now 
therefore kill yourſelfe , tocrowne this vertuous aCtion with infamy:kill your ſelfe

vile , he retired himlelfe , with as much tranquilitie from it, asbefore he had 
gonevnto it . Like aman, that had ſet the keeping or leauing ofthe bodie, as a 
thing without himſelfe , and ſo had thereof a freed and yntroubledconſideration, , 
Therefore throwing away the barre from him , and taking her vp from theplace,

that matter , all paſſeth toone end , & hereafter we (hal haue leafure by torments 
toſeeke the truth, ifthe loue of truth ir ſelfe will not bring you vnto it. As for my 
Lady Philocles,if it fo fal out as you lay,it ſhal be the more fit for heryears,& come- 
ly for the great houſe ſhe is come of, that an 11] gouerned beautie hath not cance]- 
led the rules of vertue.But howſoeuer itbe, it is not'for you to teach an Arcadzan, 
what reuerent duty we owe vntoany of that progeny.Bur,ſaid he,come youwirh me - 
without reſiſtance,for the one cannot auaile,and the other may procure pitie.Pitic?

Arcadian,] can quickly hane pitie ofmy ſelfe, and I would thinke my life moſt mi.

Fhila- 
nax with an inward ſcorne thinking it moſt manifeſt they were both, he at leaſt,of 
counſel with the kings death, VWel.faid he,you ſpeake much to me of the king: 1 do 
here ſweare vnto you, by the loue I haue cuer borne him, ſhe ſhall haue no worle, 
howſocuer it fal our,then her owne parents, And vpothat word of yours I yeeldfaid 
the poore Pyrocles, decciued by him that ment notto deceive him, Then did Phila- 
nax deliuerhim into the hands of a noble man in the copany, euery one deſirous to 
hauc him in his charge,ſo much did his goodly preſece(wherin true valure ſhined) 
breed a delightful! admiration in all the beholders. 7 h:/anax himlelfe ſtayed with 
phjleclea.to ſee whether of her he might learneſomedilcloſing ofthis former con- 
cluſion, Bur ſhe fivect Lady whome firſt a kindly ſhamfaſtneſſe had ſeparated from 
Pyrocles.(hauing bene left in a more open view then her modeſty wouldwell beare) 


then the arrending her fathers coming, & ſtudying how to behaue her ſelf towards 


| him for both their ſaferies,had called her ſpirits all within her : now thatvpon a ſo- 


daine Pyrecles was deliuered out of the chamber from her,at the firit ſhe was fo ſur-

But whe indeed Pyrocles was quite drawn fro her eyes,&that her 
vitalſtr©2rh begi to return vntq her now notknowing what they did ro Pyroc/es,but 
according torhenature of loue) fearing the worſt, wringing her hands,& letting a- 
bundance of tearcs be the firſt part of her eloquEce, bending her amber-crowned 
head ouer her bed {ide to the hard-harted Philanax:O Philanax,/ bilanax, ſaid ſhe,1] 
know how much authoritie you haue with my father : there is noman whoſe wiſdo 
heſomucheſteemes , nor whoſe faith ſo much herepoſerhvpon., Remember how 
oft you haue promiſed your ſeruicevnto me, how oft you haue giuen me occaſion 
ro beleeue that there was no Lady in whoſe fauor you more defired to remaine : 
andifthe remembrance be nor vnpleaſant to your mind, or therehearfſall vofitting 
for my fortune , remember there was a time when I could deferue ir, Now m 

chaunce is turned, letnotyour truth rurne. I preſent my felfevnto you, the mo 

humble and miſerable ſuppliant liuing, neither ſhall my defire be great: I ſecke for 


" no more life then I ſhal be found worthy of. If my bloud may waſh away the diſ- 
honor of Arcada,ſpare itnot, although through me it hath indeed ncuer bene dif- 


honored.My only fute is, you wil be a meane for me, that while I am ſuffered ro en- 
ioy this life, I may not be ſeparated from him , ro whom the Gods haue ioyned me, 
andthar you determine nothing of him more cruelly then you do of me. It you 
rightly indge of what hath paſt, wherein the Gods (that thould haue bene ofour 
mariage) are witneſſes of our inngcencies: then procure, we may liue together. 
Bur if my father will not ſoconceiue of vs,as the fault(if any were) was vnited,ſo let 
the punithment be vnited alſo. There was no man that ever loued either his Prince, 
or any thing pertaining to him with atruer zeale then Phz/anax did.This made him 
euen to the depth of his heart receiue amoſtvehemet griefe,to ſee his maſter made 

as it were more miſerable after death. And for himſelfe,callingro mind in what fort 

his life had bin preſerued by Philoclea whar time take by Amphialus he was like to ſut 


fer acruel death,there was nothing could hauc kept him from falling to all tender

of theſtate,andpuniſhment ofhis maſters murderers,lay al

and being daughrer to ſuch a tfarher . But fince among your ſelnes you haue taken 


him away,in whom was the only power to haue mercie, you muſt. now be clothed 
in your,owne working : and looke for none other, then thar which dead pitileſle 
laives may allot vato you. For my part, ] loued you tor your vertne , but now where 
15 that? loued you in reſpeRt of a priuate benefir,whar is that in compariſon of the 
publike loſle?l loued you tor your father, vnhappy folks you haue robbed the wor!d 
of him. Theſe words of her father were fo little vaderſtood by the onely well vnder- 
ſtanding Philoclea,thar ſhe deſired him to tell her, what he meant to ſpeake inſuch 
darke ſort vnto her of her lord and father,wholc diſpleaſure was more dreadful vn- 


20 toher,chen her puniſhment: thar ſhee was free m her owne conſcience , ſhee had 


neuer deſeruedeuill of him , nonor in this laft fa&t : wherein if it pleaſed him to 
proceed with patience, he ſhould finde her choile had not bene vnfortunate. He 


that ſawher words writtE in the plaine table of her faire tace,thovght it impoſlible - 


there ſhould therein be contained deceit: and therfore ſo much the more abaſhed: 


2; Why,ſaid he, Madame, wo uld you haue me thinke,you are not of conſpiracy with 


the Pcincefle Pamelas flight,and your fathers death ? with that word the ſiveer Lady 


. . gaue apirifull cry, hauing ſtreight in her face & breaſt abundance of witneſles,that

miſerably following you? Philanax perceiued the demonſtration ſo liuely & true in 
her,that he eaſily acquited her in his heart of that fat, andthe more was monedto 
ioyne with her in moſt harrie lamentarion, But Re R, that the burthen 


he,Madame,] can donothing,withour all the ſtates of xreadra: what they will de- 


. termine of you, I knowe not, for my part your ſpeeches would much preuaite with 


me, butthar I find not how to excule your giuing ouer your body tohim,that for 
the laſt proofe of his treaſon, lent his garmentsro diſguiſc your miſerable mother, 
inthe moſt vile fact ſhe hath comitred. Hard ſure it will be ro ſeparate your cauſes, 


, with whomyou haue ſo neerely ioyned your ſclte . Neither do I deſire it, faidthe 


ſweetly weeping Philoclea.: whatſocuer you determine othim , do thatlikewiſe to 
me; for I knowe, from the fountaine of vertue nothing but vertue could euerpro- 
cced; onely as you find him faultleſſe, let him find you fauorable, and buildnor 
my diſhonor vp6 ſurmiſes. Philanax feeling his hart more & more mollifying vnto 


45 her,renewed the image of his dead mailter in his fancy, & vſing thatfor the ſpurres 


of his reuEgefull choller,went ſuddEly,without any more ſpeech,from thedeſolate 
Lady, towhom nowe fortune ſeemedto threaten: vnripe death , and yndeſerued 


ſhame among her leaſt cuils . But Philanax leauing good guard vpon the Lodge,

went himſclfe to ſee the order of his other priſoners, whom even then as he iſſued, 
he found increaſed by this vahoped meanes. 

The noble Pamela hauing deliueredouer the burthen of her fearfu:!) cares to the 
naturallcaſe of a well refreihing ſleepe , repoſed both mind & bodie vpen the tru- 
ſed ſupport ofher princely ſhepheard, when with the braying cries of a raſcall 5 
copany ſhe was robbed of her | Unc that at one inſt ſhe opencdhereyes,& the 
enraged CMn/idorgs roſe trom her, enraged betwixt the doubt he had what theſe 
men would go abour, and the ſpite he conceiued againſ? their il-pleafing preſece, 
Butthe clownes having with their higcous noyſe brought them both to their feer, 
had ſoone knowledge what gueſts they had found,for in deed thele were the skum- 10 
myremnant of thoſe rebels, whoſe naughtie minds could not truſt ſomuchtothe 

oodnefle of their Prince,as to lay their hangworthie necks vpon the conſtancy of 
Ris promiledpardon. Therefore when the reſt ( who as ſheepe hadbur followed 


their fellowes)ſo ſheepiſhly hadſubmitted themſelues,theſe only committed their 
ſaferie to the thickeſt part of thoſe deſert woods,who as they were in the conſtitu- 1 5 


tion of their mindes little bertcr then beaſts, ſowere they apt to degeneratetoa 
bealtly kind of life, hauing now tramedtheir glutronith ſtomacks tolzave for food 
the wilde benefites of nature, the vtrermoſt endthey had,being but to draw out(as 
much as they could) the line ofa tedious life, . In this ſort vagabording, in thole

As for Pamela, they 25 
had many times ſeeneher. Thus firſt ſturred vp with aruſticallre uenge again{t 
him, andthen deſire of fpoyle, to help their miſerablewants, but chicfly thinking it 
was the way to confirme their owne pardon , to bring the Princeſle backe vnto - 


' father (whom they were ſure he would neuer haue fent(o farre ſolleightly accom- 


panied) withour any other denouncing of warre , ſet altogether vpon the worthie 36 
CHMnſidorus . ho being before hand atmuch enflamed againſt them , gaue them 
ſo braue a welcome, that the ſmart of ſome made the reſt ſtand further off, crying 
and prating againſt him, bur like bad curres, rather barking then cloaſinghe in the 
meane time placing his trembling Lady to one of the Pyne trees ,/and ſo ſetting 
hinfelfe before her,as might (hewe the cauſe of his courage grew in himſelfe, but 35 


 theeffeft was onely employed in her defence. The villaines that now had aſecond

'Muſidorus. Who finding them ſome alreadie touch,ſome fall ſoneere his chieſeſt

to make aroring lamEration that his morter-treading was marred for euer.Athird 

finding his feet too ilowe, aſwell as his hands too weake, ſodainly turned backe, be- 

ginning to open his lippes for mercic. But before he had weil entredarudely com. 
piled oration , Mufiarras blade was come betweene his iawes into his throar, .and 
io the poore maa reſted there for euerw:tha verie cuill mouth full of ah-an{wer, 
Maiboras in this furious chate would have followed ſome other of theſe hatetull 
wretches , but that he heard his Lady crie for helpe , whom three of this villanous

5 2; thewrong to do her any hurt, which in no time or place will cuer be a, uen you, 
They thar yer truſted not to his curteſie, bad him ſtand further off from his ſword, 
which he obediently did, Sotarre was loueaboucall other thoughts m him. Then 
did they calltogetherthe reſtof rheir fellowes , whothough they were few , yer 
accordingto their number poſleſled many places. Andthen began theſe ſauage 

Ex zo Senators ro makea conſultation , what they thold do: fome wiſhing to ſpoile them 
of their jewels andlet them go on their _ (tor that ifthey caried them backe, | 
they were ſure they ſhould haue leaſt part of their pray) others preferring their old 
homes to aay thing , deſired to bring them to Ba/izus as pledges oftheirſurety:and ;

35 »« thy thraldome were theſe great and exceller perſonages brought.But the moſt parr 
reliſted toriie killing of che Princeile, fore-ſeeing their lives would never be ſafe af- 
ter ſuch a fact commirted : and beganto with rather the ſpoile then death of Mu- 

fidorus :winen the villaine thar had his leg cut off, came ſcrawling towards them, & 
being helped to them by one of tae companie , began with agroning voice, and 

10 a disfigured face, to demaund the reuenge of his bloud , which fince he had ſpent 

with them in their defence ,it were no reaſon he ſnould be ſuffered by themto die 
diſcontented. The only contentment he required was that by their helpe with his 
owne hands he might put his murtherer ro ſome crue!| death, he would faine haue 
cried more again(t Hufdorus, but that the much loſle of bloud helped on with this 

45 4; veheiencie, choked vp the ſpirirs ofhis life, leauing him to make berwixt his body 
and ſoule an ill fauoured particion. But they ſeeing their fellow in that fort die be- 
fore their faces; did ſwell innew morrtall rages : All refolued to kill him, bur now 
onely conſidering what maner of terrible death ey ſhould inuent for him. Thus 
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was a while the agreement of his ſlaying, broken by diſagreement of the maner of 
it; and extremitie of cruelty grew for atime to betheſtop of cruelty . Arlegth they 
were relolued, euery one tohauca peece of him, & to becomeall aſwe]|hangmen, 
as iudges : when. Pamelatcaring her baire, and falling downe among them , ftome- 
"rimes wich all the ſort of humble prayers, mixt with promiſes of great good turnes 5 
(which they knew her ſtare was able to pertorme) ſometimes threatnirg rhem,thar 
it they kild him andnot her, ſhe would not only reuenge it vpon them, but vpon all 
their wiues and children : bidding them conſicer that though they mighrthmk ſhe 
was comeaway in her fathers diſpleaſure, yet they might be fure he weouldener 
ſew himfelfe afather, thatthe Gods would neuer it ſhe lived, puther info baſe c- 10 , 
fate,but thatſhe ſhould have abilitieto plague ſuch as they were,returning afreſh 
to prayers & promiſes, and mixing the fame againe with threatnings,brought the 
who were now growne colder in their fellowes cauſe, whowas paſt aggravating 
the matter, with his cries) to determine with themſelues there wasnoway, kutcy- 
ther to kill them both or ſauerhem both. As for the killing, alreadie they having an- 15 
{wered themfſelues that that was a way to make them Citizens of the wocds for e- 
uer; they did in fine conclude they would returne them backe againe ro the king, 
which they did not doubt,would be cauſe of a great reward , beſides their ſafetie 
from their fore-deſerued puniſhment.

' reſtimonie with me that my ceſire though in extreameſt vehemencie,yer didnot fo 


ouercharge my remebrance, but thatas far as mans wit mightbe exrEdcd,I ſought 40 
to prevent all things that might, fall to your hurt.Bur now that all the euil fortunes 
ofeuill fortune haue croſled my beſt framed inter, I am moſt miſerable in.char,that 

I cannot onlynot give you help, but which is worſt of all , am barredfrom giving; 
ou counſel]. For how ſhould I open my mouth to counſell you in that. whercin 

by my counſell you are moſt vndeſeruedly fallen? The faire & wiſe Pamela,although 45 


full of cares ofthe vnhappie turning of this matter, yet ſeeing the griefe of I/u/40- 


rw onlie ſtirred for her, did ſo tread downe all other motions with the rruc force of 
vertue, that ihe thus anſwered him, having firſt kiſſed him , which before ſhe had 
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loueſo commanding her,which doubred how long they ſhouldenjoy one another; 
or of aliuely ſparke ofnobleneſle,to deſcend in moſt fauour roone,when he is low- 
eſt in affliction. My deare, and cuer deare Ms/idorrs ({aid ſhea greater wrong do 
you to your ſelf, that wil rorment youthus with grietefor the fault of fortune. Since 
a man is boundnoturther tg himſeltc, then to do wiſely ;chance 1s onely to trouble 
them that ſtand vpon chance, But greater1s the wrong (at ieaſtif any thing that 
comes from you may beare the name of wrong) you dovato me, to thinke me ei- 
ther ſo childith, asnotto perceine your faichfull taultleſneſle ; or perceining ir, ſo 
baſely difpoſed,as to let my heart be agerthrowne, ſtanding vpon itſelf in ſo vyf| POt- 
red apureneſſe. Hold tor certain,moſt worthy Mn/idorns,it 1s your (elf I loue,which 
canno more be diminithed by theſe {ſhowers of cuill hap , then flowers are marred 
with the timely raincs of Aprill. For how can I want comfort thathaue the true and 
living comfort of my vnblemiſhed vertue? And how can I want honour, as long as 
Muſrdorus in whom indeed honouris, doth honor me? ys bee from my ſelf 
can diſcomfort me: and fooles gpinions I willnot recken as dithonour, Au{idorus 
looking 1p to the ſtarres, O mind of minds {faidhe)the livingpower of all things, 
which doeſt with al theſe eyes behold our euer varying actios,accept into thy fauos 
rablecares this praier of mine: It I may any loger hold out this dwellingon the earth 
which is called alife, grant me abiliry to deſerue at this Ladies hands the grace ſhe: 
hath ſhewed vato me, grantme wiſdome to know her wildomezand goodnefſle fo | 
roencreaſe my loue ot her goodnefle , that all mine owne choſen defires ,be to my 
ſelfe bur ſecond to her determinations. VVharſoeuer I be,lct it be to her ſeruice , ler 
me hcreinbe ſatisfied , that for ſuch infinite fauours of vertue , Ihaue ſome way 
wroughther fatisfaCtion.Butifmy laſt time approcheth,andthar I amno longerto: 
beamonelt morcall creatures, make yet my death ferue her toſome purpoſe , that 
hereafter ihe may not haue cauſe to repent her ſclt that ſhe beſtowed {o excalicaly 
mind vpon Muſidorws.Pamelacouldnot chuſe but accord the coceit of their fortune 
to theſe patſionare prayers, inſo much that her conſtant eyes ycelded ſome teares, 
which wiping from her faire face with 2/a/idorres hand, ſpeaking ſoitlie vnto him, 
as if the had feared more any body. ſhould be witneſle of her weakneſle, then of ak 
ny thingelſc ſhe hadſayd, Youlee,faid ihe, my Prince and onely Lord, what you 
worke in me by your too much gricuing for me, I pray youthinke Ihaueno ioy kat 
in you, and if you fill that wich forow, what do you leaye for me 2 What is prepared 
for vs we know nor; but rhat with forow we cannot preuent it, we know.Now let vs 
turne fro theſe things, &rhink you how youwill haue me behaue my ſelf towards 
you in this matter. 4u/idoras finding the authoritic of her ſpeech confirmed with 
dirctneceſſitie, the firlt care cameto his mind was of his deare friend and couſin 
Pyrocles: with whom long before he had concluded whatnames theyſhould beare, 
if ypon any occaſion they were forced to giue themſclues out for great men, and. 
yertnot make theſelues tully known. Now fearing leaſt if the Princeſſe ſhould name 
him for M«/idorws, the fame of their two being together , would diſcouer Pyrocles; 


holding her hand berwixt an he a good while together: Idid notthinke moſt: 
o ha 


excellent Princefle, ſaid he, to have made anie further requeſt yntoyou, for hauing 
bene alreadie royou fo vnfortunate a ſuiter , I know not what modeſtic can beare 
anie further demand. But the eſtate of one yong man, whom (next to you,far aboue 
my ſeife)1loue more then all the world, one worthie of all wel being for the nota- 
ble conſtitution ofhis mind, and moſt vnworthy to receiue hurt by me , whom he 
doth in all faich &conſtancyloue , the pitie of him onely goes beyond all refolutis 
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tothe contrarie. Then did he to the Princeſſe great admiration tell her the whole 
ſtorie as fatre as he knew of it and that when they made the grieuous difiunion of 
their long companie, they had concluded, Mu/idorws ſhold entitle himſelf Paladjas 
Prince of 1beri4,and Pyrocles (ſhould be Dajphantwe of Lycia. 
Now (ſaid Muſidorw:) he keeping a womans habit is to vic no other name then 
Zelmane, but I that find it beſt, ot the one fide for your honor, you wentaway with 
a Prince and not with a ſhepheard : ofthe other {ide accounting my death leſle e. 
uill then the betraying of that ſweet friend of mine, will take this meane betwixr 
both,and vſing the name of Paladrws, ifthe reſpeQt of a Prince will ſtop your fathers 
furie, that will ſerue as well as Muſidorws, vntill Pyrocles fortune being ſome way e- 19 
ſtabliſhed, I may freely giue good proot that the noble colitry of Theſ/alia is mine: 
and ifthat will not mitigate your fathers opinion to mewards (nature I hope wor- 
king in your excellencies will make him deale well by you) for my part the image 
of death is nothing fearfull vnto me : andrhis good (hall haue reaped by it, that I 
ſhal leaue my _ eſteemed friend in no danger to be diſcloſed by we. And beſides x5 
(finceImuſt confeſle, I am not without a remorſe of her caſe)my vertuous mother 
ſhallnot know her ſonnes violent death hid vnder the fame will go of Pal/adiws, But 
as long as her yeares now of good number, be counted —m— the living, the may 
joy her ſelfwith ſome poſſibility of my returne. Pamela promiſinghim vpon no oc- 
calion euer toname him, fell into extremitie of weeping, as if her eyes had bene 29 
content to ſpendall their ſeeing moiſtnefle ,nowthat there was ſpeech of the loſle 
of that, which they heldas their chiefeſt light. Sothat Muſidorws was forced to re- 
paire her good counſels with ſweet conſolations, which continued berwixt them 
yntill it was about midnight, that ſleepe hauing ſtolne into their heavie ſences and 
now abſolutely commanding in their vitallpowers left them delicately wound one 25 
inanothers armes quietly to waite for the comming of the morning:which as ſoone 
as ſhe appeared to play her part, laden (as you haue heard) with fo many well occa- 
ſioned lamentations. Theirlobbiſh euard(whoallnighthad kept thElelues awake, 
with prating how valiant deeds they had done when they ran away: and how faire 
adeath their fellow had died , who at his laſt gaſpe ſuedro be a hangman) awaked 30 
them, and ſet them vpon their horſes, to whom thevery ſhining force of excellent 
'verrue, though ina verie harriſh ſubie&t, had wrought akind of reverence in them 
Muſidorns as he rid among them( of whom they had no other hold but of Pamels) 
thinking it want of a wel ſquared iudgemert,toleaue any meane m— of ſauin 


their liues, torthis purpoſe ſpaketo his vnſcemely gardians, viing a'plaine kind of 35 - 


phraſe to make his ſpeech the more credible. My mailſters (faid he) there is no man 
that is wiſe, but hath in whatſoeuer he doth ſome purpoſe wherto he dire@ts his do- 
ings, which ſo long he followes, till he ſee that either that purpoſe is not worth the 
paines, orthat another doing caries with ita better purpoſe. That youare wiſe in 
. whatyou take in hand, I haue to my coſt learned :that makes me deſire you to tell 49 
me what is your end incarying the Princeſle & me backe to her father. Pardon ſaid 
one, reward cried another, VVell (ſaid he)take both ; although I know you are ſo 
wiſe torememeber, that hardly they both will go together , being of ſocontrary a 
making, for the ground of pardon is an euill, neither any man pardons but remem- 
bers an euill done, the cauſe of reward is the opinion of ſome good a, and whoſo 45 
rewardeth,thar holds the chiefeplace of his fancie. Now one man of one compa- 
nie,to haue the ſame conſideration bothof good and euill , butthat the conceit of 
pardoning,, if it be pardoned , will take away the mind of rewarding, is verie hard, 
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ifnot impoſſible.For cither cuen in iuſtice will he puniſh the fault as well as reward 
chedeſert, orclfe in'mercie ballance the one bythe other : ſotharthe nor chaſtiſing 
ſhallbe a ſufficient ſatisfying . Thus then you may ſeethatin your owne purpoſe, 
reſts great vncertainty. But I will graunt that by this your deed youſbal!l obraine 
your double purpoſe. Yet conſider I pray you whether by anotherineane,that may 
not betrer be obtained, andthen I doubtnor your wiſdomes will teach you to take 
holdofrthe better. I am ſure you know , any bodie were better haucno need of a

Now it you wil(I doubt not youwil, for you arewile) turne your courſe, gard my 
Lady Pamela thitherward, whither the was going: firſt youneednor doubt to ag- 
venture your fortunes where ſhe goes,and there thall you be aſſured in a countrey 


as good andrich as this, of the fame maners and language, to be fo far from the | 


conceit of a pardon, as we both ſhall be forced ro acknowledge we haue receiued 


by your meanes what ſoeuer we hold deare in this life. And'ſo for reward judge 


you whether ir be not morelikelie, you ſhall there receiuc'it where you liaue done 
no euill, but ſingular & vndeſerued goodneſley or here where this ſeruice of yours 
ſhal be diminiſhed by yourdutie, and blemiſhed by your formerfaulc.Yes I proteſt 
and ſweare ynto you, by the faireeyes of that Lady, there ſhallno Gentlemen in all 
that country be preferred: youſhall haue riches, caſe, pleaſure, and that which is 
beſt to ſuch worthy mindes , you ſhall not be forced tocrie mercie for a good tact.

they hold haue,whatſubſidics they ſhold pay:others totalkoftheir wiues,incoubr \ 


whether it were beſt to ſend forthem, ortotake new wherethey went: molt (like 
fooles) not readily thinking what was nextto be done, but imagining what cheare 
they would make when they camethere , one or two of the leaſt diſcourſes begin- 
ning to turne their faces towards the woods which they had lefr. But being now, 


come within the plaine neare to the Lodges, vnhappily they eſpied a troupe of \, 


horſemen. Bur then their falſe hearts 12d quickly for the preſent feare, forſaken 
theirlaſthopes, and therefore keeping on the way toward the Lodge,with ſongs of 
cries and ioy , the horſmen, who were ſome of them philanax had lentoutto the 
ſearch of pamelz,came galloping vnto themz maruelling who they were that in 
ſuch a generall:nourning , durſt ſing joyfull tunes , and in ſopublike a ruineweare 
the lawrell tokens of victorie. And that which ſeemed ſtraungeſt, they might ſee 
twoamong them vnarmed like priſoners , but riding\like Captaines. But when 
they camenearer, they perceiued the one was aLadie,and the Lady Pame/a. [Then 
glad they had by hap found that which they fo licle hopedro meete withal!, taking 
theſe clownes (who firſt reſiſted the , for the deſire rhey had tobe the deliuerers ct

therwo excellent priſoners , learning that they were of thoſe rebels , which had 
made the daungerous vprore, as well vnder colour topuniſh that, as this their Jaſt 
withſtanding them, bur indeed their principall cauſe being, becauſe they them- 
ſelues would have the onely praiſe oftheir owne queſt, they ſuffered not one of the 
ro liue, Marie three of the ſtubborneſt of them they left their bodies hanging vpon 5 
the trees, becauſe their doing might cariethe likelier forme of iudgement. Such an 
vnlooked for end did the life of iuſtice worke , for the naughty minded wretches,by 
{ubics to be executed, that would have executed Princes : and to ſuffer that with- 
out Jaw, which by law they had deſerued. And thus theſe yong tolkes twiſe prifo- 
ners, before any due arreſt, delivered of their iayJovrs, butnot of their iayle , had 16 
rather change then reſpite of milerie , theſe ſou]ciers that rooke them with vecrie 
few words otentertainment,haſting to carie them to their Lord 7hilanax:to whon) 
chey came, cuen as he going ont of the Ladie philocleas chamber , had ouertaken 
Pyrocles, whom before he had deliuered to the cuſtodic of a Nobleman of that 
countrie, V\ hen Pyroc/es led towards his priſon, ſaw his friendCHuſidorw,with the 15 
noble Ladie Pamela in that inexpected ſort returned, his griete, (if any griefe were 
mamind, which hadplaced euerie thing according to his naturall worth ) was ve- 
rie much avemented , for beſides fome ſmall hope he had, if 34#/idorms had once 
benecleareof Arcadia, by his dealing and authoritie to hauc brought his onely 
gladiome deſires to a good iflue: the hard eſtate of his friend didno lefle , nay ra- 26 
ther more vexe him then his owne, For ſo indeed it is euer found, where valure 
and friendſhip are perfe&tly coupledin one heart, the reaſon being,that the reſolute 
man, having once diſgeſted in his iudgement the worſt extremity of his own caſe, 
and hauingeither quite expelledorat leaſt repelled all pathon, which ordinarilie 
followesarrouerthrowne fortune , not knowing his friends mindes ſowellashis 25 
owne,nor with what patience he brookes his caſe , (which isas it were the materi- 

all cauſe of making a man happie or vnhappie)doubrs whether his friend accompts 
not himſelfe more miſerable , and fo indeed bee more lamentable . But aſſoone as 
Muſidorus was brought by the ſouldiers neere vnto I hilanax, Pyroclesnortknowing 
whether cuer after hee ſhould be ſuffered roſee his friend, and determining there 30 
cov|dbe no aduantageby diflembling a not knowin got him,leapt ſodainlic from 
theirhands that held him , andpaſling with a ſtrength ſtrengthened with a true af- 
feion, through them that encompaſſed Mrſidorns, he embraced him as faſt as he 
could in his armes. And kiſſing his cheekes; O my.Paladizs (ſaid he) letnor ovr ver- 


' tnenow abandon vs;3 letvs proue our minds areno flaues to fortune, but in aduer- 35 


ſfirie can triumph oucraduerſity. Deare Dajphantws anſwered CMuſidorns (ſecing by 
his apparell his being aman was renealed ) I thanke you forthis beſt care of my belt 
part:but feare not, I haue kept too Jong companie with you to want now a thorow 
determination of theſe things; I well know there is nothing euill but within vs , the 
reſt is ether naturall or accidentall. Phi/anax finding them of fo neare acquain- 49 
tance, began preſently to examine them apart: but ſuch reſolution he met within 
them , thar by no ſuch meanes he could learne further then it pleaſed them to de- 
liver, So thathe thought beſt to put them both in oneplace, with eſpiall of rheir 
words and behauiour, that way to ſift out the more of theſe forepaſſed miſchiefs, 


Andfor that purpoſe gaue them both vnto the Nobleman, who before had the 45 


cuſtodie of Pyrocles , by name Smpathus, leauing atruſtie ſervant of his owne to 
give diligent watch to what might paſſe betwixt them. No man that hath euer paſ- 
edthorow the ſchoole of afteion,needs doubt what a tormenting griefe itwasto 
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thenoble Pamela, tohaucthe companie ofhim taken from ber, to whoſe.vertuons 
companie ſhe had bound her life.But weighing with her ſelfe, it was fit for het ho- 
nour, till her doing were clearely manifeſted, that they ſhould remaine ſeparate , 
kept downe the riſing tokens of griefe; ſhewing paſſion in nothing bur her cyes, 


5 which accompanied Myſidorus enen vnto the tent, whither he and Pyrocles were, 
led. Then witha countenance more princely then ſhe was wont,according to the \ 


wont of higheſt hearts (likethe palme tree ſtriving moſt vpward, when he is moſt 
burthened) ſhe commaunded Ph;/anax, to bring her to her father and morher,that 
ſhe might render them account of herdoings . Philanax ſhewing a ſullen kind of 
10 reuerence vnto her, as a man that honoured her as his Maiſters heire , but much 


miſliked her for her {in his conceit) dithonourable proceedings, told her what was + 


paſt , ratherto anſwer her , then chat he — ſhe was ignorant of it. Buther' 
good ſpirit didpreſently ſuffer a true compaſſionare atfliftion of thoſe hardaduen- 


rures: which with croſling her armes, looking a great while on the ground, with |. 


15 thoſe eyes which let fall many reares , ſhe well declared. But in the end remembring 


how neceſlarie it was for her,norto loſe her ſelfe in ſuch an extremitic, ſheſtreng-! 


thened her wellcreated heart, and ſtoutly demaunded Phil/anax, what authoritie: 
then they had to.lay hands of her perſon, who being the vadoubred heire , was 
then the lawfull Princeſle of that kingdome . Philanax anſwered, her Grace 


20 knew the ancient lawes of Arcadia bare , ſhe was to hauc no ſway of gouernement 


till ſhe came to one and twentie yeares of age, or were tnaried. And maried | am, 
replyed the wiſe Princeſle, therefore I demaundyour due alleageance, The gods 
forbid (ſaid Philanax, Arcadia ſhould be a dowrie of ſuch mariages. Beſides ck 
told her,all the States ot her country were cuil ſatisfied touching her fathers deat! 
25 which likewiſe according tothe ſtatutes of Arcadie,was euenthat day to be iudg 
of, before the body were remoued to receiue his Princely funerals. After that 
palt, ſhe ſhould haue ſuch obedience, as by the Jawes was due vntoher , defiring 
God ſhe would ſhew her ſelfe better in publike gouernement, then ſhe had done 
in private. She would haue ſpoken tothe Gentlemen and people gathered about 


70 her : but Pbi/anax fearing leaſt thereby ſome commotion might ariſe , or at leait- | 


ahinderance of executing his maiſters murderers, which he longed after more 
then any thing , halted her vp tothe Lodge , where her ſiſter. was , and there with 
a choſen companie of Souldiers to garde thTplace , lefther with Philoclea, Þa- 
mela proteſting they layd violent hands of her, and that they entred into rebel- 
35 lious atrempres againſt her, But hightime it was for Phzlanax {oro do : for al- 
readie was all the whole multitude falne into confuſed and daungerouy di- 
uiſtons. | | 
There was a notable example, how great diffipations, Monatchall gouernement 
| tsſubiectvnto. For riow their Prince and guide hadlett them , they had nor expe- 
40 rienceto rule, and had not whom to obey, Publike matters had ever benepri- 
vatelie gonerned , ſothat they had no liuely taſte what was good for themſelues, 
But euerie thing was either vehemently defirefull , orextreamely terrible. Neigh- 
bours invaſions , ciuill difſention, crueltic of the comming Prince , ane whartloe- 
ver incommon ſencecariesa dreadfullſhew, was in all mens heads, but ingiey 
45 howto preuent : harkening on every rumour , ſulpecting euerie thing, conde 
ningthem whom before they had honoured , making ſtrange and impoſſible tales 
of the kings death, while they thought — in danger, wiſhing nothing 
| SG ; oP | 
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burſafety, aſſcone asperſwaſion of ſafety tooke them,defiring further benefites, as 
amendment of forepaſſed faultes (which faultes notwithſlanding none could tel! 


| eitherthe grounds or effects of) all agreeing in che vniuerſall names of liking or 
| miſliking, bur of whatin cſpeciall points, infinitely diſagrecing, Alrogether hke 


atalling fteeple, the parts whereof, as windowes, ſtones, and pinnacles were well, 5 
but the whole maſſeruinous. And this was the generall caſe of all, wherin notwith- 
ſtanding was an extreame medleyof diverſified thoughts;the great men looking to 
make themſclues ſtrong by faftions ,the Gentlemen ſome bencing tothem, ſome 
ſtiding vpon theſclues, ſome defirous to owerthrow thoſe few which they thought 
were ouer them, the ſouldiers deſirous of trouble , as the nurſe of ſpoyle, and not xo 
much vnlike to them, though in another way, wereall the ncedie fort,the rich fear- 
full, the wiſe caretu'l, This compoſition of conceites, brought forth a dangerous 
rumult , which yer would haue bene more daungerous , but that it had ſo manic 
parts, that no body well knew againſt whom chicflie to oppole themſelues. For 
ſome there were thatcried to haue the ſtate altered, and governed no more by a 15 


' Prince; maricin the akeration, many would have the Lacedamonian gouernment 


of a few choſen Senatours; others the _Arbenian, wherethe peoples voyce held the 
chicfc authoriry. But theſe were rather the diſcourlingſort of men,then the aQtiue, _ 
being a matter ndrein imagination then practiſe, Bur they tharwent neareſt to | 
the preſent caſe , (as in a countriethat knew no gouernement withouta Prince) 20 
were theythat ſtroue whom they ſhouldmake . VWhereof a great number there 
were that would haue the Princeſſe Pamele preſently ro enioy it : ſome diſdaining 
that ſhe hadas it were abandoned her owne countrie, enclining more to Philoclea: 
and there wanted not of them, which wiſhed Gynec/4 were deliuercd, and made Re- 
gent till Pamela were worthil y maricd. But great multitudes there were, which 25 
hauingbene acquainted with the iuſt gouernmenrof Fbilenax, meant toeſtabliſh 
him as Lieutenant of the ſtare : and theſe were the moſt popular fort, who iudged 
by thecommodiries they felt . But the principall men in honour and might , who 
had long bctorcenuied his greatnelle with Beſiliws , did much more ſpurne againſt 
any ſuch prefermentof him. For yet before their enuy had ſome kind of breathing 30 
out his rancour, by Jaying his greacneſle as a faulr tothe Princes iudgement, who 
ſhewed in Dametas he might eaſilic be deceiuedin mens value. But now if the Prin- 
ces choice, by ſo many mouthes ſhould be confirmed, what could they obieCt ro ſo 
rightly eſteemed an excellencie? They therefore were diſpoſed, ſooner to yeeld to 
anything , then to his raiſing: and were content ( for to croſle rhilanax) to ſtop 35 
thoſe actions , which otherwiſe they could not but thinke good. Philaraxhimſelte, 
as much hindred by thoſe , that did immoderately honour him, (which brought 
both more enuie, and ſuſpition vpon him) as by them that did maniteſtly reſiſt 
him(bur ſtanding onelyvpon a conſtant defice of iuſtice, and a cleare conſcience) 
went forward ſtoutly in the ation of his maiſters revenge , which he thought him- 49 
ſelfe particularly bound to. Forthe reſt, as the ordering of the gouernment, he ac- 
counted himſclfe but as one, wherein notwithſtanding he wouid employ all his loy- 
all endeuour, | 
But among the Noblemen, he that moſt openly ſet himſclfe againſt him, was 
namedTimautus,a man of midle age, but of extreame ambirion,as one that had pla- 45 
ced his vttermolt good in greatneſle , thinking ſmall difference by what mcanes he 
came by it. Of commendable wit, if he had not made it aſeruant to vnbrideled 
deſires, Cunning to creepe into mens fauours, which he prized onely as they 
were *

20 
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were ſeruiceable vnto him, Hee had bene brought vp in ſome ſouldierie , which he 
knew how to ſet out with more then deſerucd oftentation. Seruile (though enui- 
ous) to his betrers: andnolefſe tyrannically minded rothem he had aduantage of, 
Counted reuengetull, but indeed meaſuringboth reuenge and reward , as the par- 

5 tic might cicherhelpe or hurt him. Rather ſhameleſle then bold,and yet more bold 
in practiſes, then in perſonall aduentures. In ſumme, a man that could be as cuill as 
he liſted , and liſtedas much as any aduancement mightthereby be gotten, As for 
vertue, he counted it but aſchoole name. He euenat the firſt aſſembling together, 
finding the great ſtroke Philanaxcaried among the people, thought it his readieſt 
10 way of ambition, to ioyne with him: which though hispride did hardly brooke, yet 
the other vice carying with it a more apparant obiect, preuailed ouer the weaker,ſo 
thatwith thoſe liberall proteſtations of friedihip, which menthatcare not for their 
word are wont to beſtow , he offered vnto him the choiſe in mariage of cither the 


ſiſters ,ſohe would likewiſc help him to the other, and makeſuch apartition of the 


15 Arcadiancſtate. Wiſhing him, thatſince he loued his maiſter , becauſe he was his 
mailſter, which ſhewed the loue began in himſelte, he ſhould rather now occaſion 
was preſented, ſecke his owne good ſubſtantially, then affect the ſmoke of a glory, 
by ſhewing an vntimely fidelitic to him that could not reward it; and haue' all the 
fruit he ſhould getin mens opinions , which would be as diuerſe, as many; few a- 

20 preceing toyeeld him due praiſe of his true heart. But Philanax, who had limited 
his thoughts in that he eſteemed good(to which he was neither caried by the vaine 
rickling of vncertaine fame, nor from which he would be tranſported by enioying 
any thing,wherto the ignorat world giues the excellentname of goods) with great 
miſlike of his ofter, he made him ſo peremptorie an anſwer, not without threat- 

25 ning, ithe found him foſter any ſuch fancie , that Tzmautwus went with an inward 
ſpite from him , whom before he had neuer loued; and meaſuring all mens mar- 
ches by his owne pace , ratherthought itſome further fetch of Phi/anax ( as that 
would haue all to himſelfe alone) then was any way taken with the louely beautie 
ofhis vertue; whoſe image he hadſoquitedefaced in his owne ſoule, that he had 

20 lefthimſelfe nocyes to beho[dit, bur ſtaid waiting fit oportunitie tocxecute his 
deſires both for himſclfe and againſt Ph;lenax , which by the bringing backe of 
Pamela, the people being deuided into manic motions (which both with murmu- 
ringnoyſes, and putting themſclues in ſeucrall troupes, they well ſhewed) he 
thought apt time was laid before him, the waters being (as the prouerbe faith) 

35 troubled, and ſothe bertterfor his fiſhing. Therefore going amongſt the chickeit 
Lords , whom he knew principally torepine at Pbr/anzx, and making a kind of con- 
uocation of them , he inueighed againſt his proceedings, drawing euerie thing to 
the moſt malicious interpretation, that malice it ſelte could inftruct him to do. 
He faid, it was ſeaſon for themto looke toſuch aweed, that elſe wouldouergrow 

4 © them all. Itwas not nowtime to couſult ofthedead, but of the liuing: ſince ſuch 
aſlie Volfe was entred among them, that could make iuſticethe cloake of tyran- 
nie, andloue ofhis late maiſterthe deſtructionot his nowbeing children. Doyou 
not ſee({ayd hee) how fatre his corruption hath ſtretched, that hee hath ſuch a 


number of raſcallesvoyces to declare him Lieuteuant , readieto make him Prince,- 


45 butthathe inſtructs chem , matters are nor yetripe foric? Asforvs, becauſe we 
are toorich tobe bought, hethinks vs the firrer to be killed. Hath Arcadia bred 
no man but Philanax? is ſhe become a ſtepmorher to all the reſt, and hath given 
all her bleflings to Philanex? Orit there _ amongſt vs, let vs ſhew wee 
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diſdaine to be ſeruants toa ſeruant, Let vs make him know , we are farre worthi- 
ernetto beſlaues, thenhe tobe a maiſter, Thinke you he hath made ſuch haſte 
in theſe matters, to giuethem ouerro another mans hand? Thinke you, he durſt 
become the Laylor of his Princeſle, but either meaning to bether maiſter , or her 
murtherer? And al this forthe deare good wil (forſoorh) he beares to the kings me- 5 
morie, whoſe authoritie as he abuſedin his life, ſo he would now perſeuer to abuſe 
his name after his death. OnotableafteCtion, forthe loue of the father ro kill the 
wife, anddifinherite the children !O fingle-minded modeſtie to aſpiretono leſle 
then to the Princely Diademe! No, no, he hath vired all this while , but tocome 
| the ſooner to his afteted end, Butler vs remember what we be, in qualitic his to 
\equals, in number farre before him ; letvs deliuer the Queene' and ournaturall 
Princeſſes, and leaue them no longer vnder his authoritiez whoſe proceedings 
would rather ſhew that he himſelte hadbene the murtherer of the King , then a 
fc Gardicnof his poſterity. Theſe words pierced/much into the minds, alreadie 
inclined that way ; infomuch that moſt part of the Nobilitie confirmed Trimas- 15 
tus ſpeech, and were readic to execute it: when Philanax came among them, and 
with a conſtant, bur reuerent behaviour ,/ defired them they would nor ex- 
erciſe priuate grudges in ſo common a neceſſitie. He acknowledged himſelfe a 
man, andafaulrie man , to the clearing or. ſatisfying of which, hee would at all 
times ſubmir himfelte ,fince his end was to bringall m_ to. an vpright iudge- 20 
ment , it ſhouldenill fit himro flie the judgement. Burfſaid he , my Lords , letnot 
Tymautws rayling ſpeech ( who whatſoeuer he findes euill in his owne ſoule, can 
with eaſe lay it vpon another ) make me looſe your good fauour,.Confider thatall 
welldoing ſtands ſointhe middle betwixt his two contrary euils, that itisarca- 
die matter to caſt aflaunderous ſhade vpon the moſt approucd vertues, Who 25 
hath ancuill rongue, can call ſeueritie, crueltic , andfaithfull diligence, diligent 
ambition , Bur myendisnot\to excuſe my ſelfe , nor to accuſe him : for both 
thoſe, hereafterwill be time enough. There is neither of vs, whoſe purging or pu- 
niſhing may ſo much import toCgreadia. Now requeſt you , for your owne | 
nours ſake, and require you by the dutic you owetothis eſtate , that you do pre- 30 
ſently (accordingtothe lawes) take in hand the chaſtiſement ofour maiſters mur- 
therers, and laying orderfor the gouenetnent : by whom ſocuer it be done, fo it be 
done ;and iuſtly done, I amfatisfied. My labourhath bene to frame things ſo, as 
you might determine: now it is inyou todetermine. For my part, I call the hea- 
uens to witnelſe,the care of my heart {tands to repay that, wherin both I, and moſt 35 
of you were tycdtothat Prince ; with whom all my loue of worldly action is dead, 
As Philanax was ſpeaking his laſt words,there came one running to him witho. 
pen mourh,S fearful eyes,telling him, that there were agreat niiber of the people, 
which were bent to take rhe yong men out of Simparhus hands, &as it ſhould ſeeme 
by their acclamations, were like enough to proclaime them Princes. Nay, ſaid 7hi- 45 
lanax, (ipeaking aloud,and looking witha iuſt anger vpon the other Noblemen) ir 
is nowſcaſontoheare Temautue idle flaunders while ſtrangers become our Lords, 
and Bz/ilias murtherers fit in his throne. But whoſoeuer is a true Arcatian, let him 
follow me. With that he went roward the place he heard of , followed bythoſe that 
hadecuer loued him 8& ſome of the Noblemen. Someother remayning withT imea- 45 
tw, whointhe meane time was conſpiring by ſtrong hand to deliuer Gynecs 
of whom the weakeſt guard was had. But Philanex where he went , found 
themall in an vprore , which thus was falne our . The greateſt multitude + |

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people,that were come tothe death of Zaſilims, were the Matineans , as being the 


neareſt Citic tothe lodges. Among theſe, thechiete man both in authoritie and. 


loue was Kander, he thatnot long before had bene hoſt to the two Princes, who 
though he knew not ſo much as by name, yer belides the obligation he ſtood bound 

g tothemin, for preſeruing the liues of his ſonne & nephew , theirnoble behauiqur 
had bredſuch loue in his heart towards them, as both with teares he parted from 
them, when they lefrhim (vnder promite to returne) and did Repe their jewels and 
apparell as the relikes of two demy-gods, Among others, he hadentredthe priſon, 
and feene them , which forthwith ſo inveſted his ſoule,both with ſorow & deſire to 

to helpe them (whom he tendred as his children) that calling his neighbors the Marn- 
tineans vnto him, he told them all the prayſes of thoſe two young men, ſwearing, 

he thought the Gods had prouided for them better, then they rthElelues could haue 
imagined.He willed them to cider, that when all was done, Baſis children muſt 
enioythe ſtate; who ſince they had choſen, and choſen fo,as all the world could nor 

15 mendtheir choiſe, why ſhould they reſiſt Gods doing, & their Princeſſes pleaſure 2 
This was the only way to purchaſe quietneſle without bloud, where gtherwiſc they 
ſhould at one inſtantcrowne Pame/awith a Crowne of gold, &a diſfonored title 2 
which whether euer ſhe wold forget, he thought it fit tor thEro weigh:ſuch(ſaidhe)

\.ceſſe, worthie for their nave + compaſiion, for their beautic, of admiration, for 
theirexcellent vertue to be Monarkes of the world , ſhall we not be content with 

25 our owne bliſſe 2ſhallwe purout our eyes becauſe anotherman can not ſee? or ra- 
ther like ſome men, when too much good happens vnto them, they thinke them- 
ſelues in a dreame, and hauenot ſpirits to taſte their owne goods ? No, no, my 
friends, beleeue me, Iam ſo vnpartiall, that I know not their names, but ſo ouer- 
come with their vertue, that I ſhall thenthinke, the deſtinies haue ordaineda per- 

20 petuall flouriſhing to Arcadze, when they ſhall allot ſuch a gouernour vntoit, This 
ſpoken by a man grane in yeares,greatin authoritie, neare allyed to the Prince, $& 
known honeſt, preuailed fo with all the Mantineans, that with one voyce they ranto 
dcliuer the two Princes.But Phi/anax came in time to withſtand the, both fides yer 
ſtanding in armes , & rather wanting a beginning, then minds toenter into a blou- 

35 die conflict. Which Philanax foreſecing, thought beſt roremove the priſoners ſe- 
cretlie, and ifneede were, rather without forme of iuſtice to kill them, then againſt 
iuſtice (as he thought) to haue them vſurpe the ſtate. Burtthere againe aroſe anew 
trouble. For Sympathus (the noble man that kept them) was ſo ſtricken in compaſſi- 

on with their excellent preſence,that as he wold not falſthe his promiſe to Philanax, 
40 togiue them libertie, ſo yerwould henot yecld them to himſelte, fearing he would 
dothemwviolence, Thus tumult vpon tumulrariſing, the Sun (Tthinke) awearic ro 
ſee their diſcordes, had already gone downe'to his Veſterne lodging. Bur yetro 
know what the poore ſhepheards did, who were the firſt deſcryers of theſe mat- 

ters, will not to ſome cares perchance be a tedious digreſſhon,

your beſt dayes are now paſt : now youmult becomethe victuallot an armie, and 
perchaunce an .armie of forraine enemies: you arenow not onely to feare home- 
Volucs, but alien Lyons; now (Ifay)now that our right B/i{zws is deceaſed. Alas, 
ſwcer paſtures, ſhal ſouldicrs that know not how to vie you, poſleſſe you? Shall they 


that can nor ſpeake Arcadianlanguage be Lords ouer your ſhepheards? For alas , 


with good cauſe may we looke for any euill, ſince Baſi{zas our onely ſtrength is ta- 
ken from vs, Tothat allthe other ſhepheards preſent vtrered pititull voyces , eſpe- 
ciallie the veric borne Arcadians, For as forthe other, though humanitie moued 
them topitic humanecaſles , eſpeciallie in a Prince, vader whom they had founda 
refuge ot their miferies, and iuſtice equally adminiſtred : yet could theynot ſo na- 
turally fecletheliuely touch of forow, Neuertheleſle,of that numberone Agelaſius 
notably noted among them, aſwell for his skill in poetrie, as for an auſterelymain- 
tained {orgwtulnetle, wherewith he ſeemed to.deſpile the works of nature,framing 
an vaiuerſall complaint in that vniuerſall miſchief, vtrered itinthis Seſtine ;

Gentleman, who in ſhort, but pithy manner deliucred vnto him, that the renow- 


med Enarchus, King of Matedon, purpoſing to have viſited his olde frend aydcon- 
federatethe King Ba/ilius,was now come within halfe a mile of the Lodges, where 25 
hauing vnderſtood by certaine Shepheards,the ſodain death of their Prince , had 
ſentvnto him,(of whoſe authoritie & faith he had good knowledge)deliring him to 
aduertiſehim , in what ſecuritic he mightreſtthere for thatnight, where willingly 
he would(if ſafely he might) helpe tocelebratethe funerals ofhis auncient com/1a- 
nion & allie,adding he need not doubr,fince hehad eb. ©> but twenty in his com- 30 
pany , he would be ſo vnwiſe as to enter into anyforcibleatrempr with ſo ſmall 
force. Philanax hauing entertayned the Gentleman, alwell as in the middelt of ſo 
many tamults he could , pauſing awhile with himfelte, conſidering how it ſhould 
not onely be vniuſt, and againſt rhe awe of Nations, not well toreceiue a Prince 
whom good will had brought among them, but (in reſpeQ of the grearneſle of his 35 
might )very dangerous to giue him any caule of due offence ; remembring withall 
the excellent trials of his equitie, which made him more famous then his victories, 
hethoughthe might be the fitreſt inſtrument to redreſſe the ruines they were in, 
ſince his goodneſſe put him withoutſuſpition, and his greatneſle beyond enuie, 
Yer wocking with him ſelfe how hard many,heads were to bebridled , and that in 40 
this monltrous confuſion ſuch miſchicfe might be attempted; of which late repen- 
taunce ſhould after be but a ſimple remedy : he iudgedbeſt firſt ro knowe howthe 
peoples mindes would ſway tothis determination. Therefore deſiring the Gentle- 
man to returne to the King his maiſter, andto befeech him ( though with his 
paynes) to ſtay for an houre or two , where he was , till he had ſetthings in better 45 
order torecciue him: he himſelfe went firſt to the Noblemen, then to Ka/ander 
and the principal! 24antineans , who were moſt oppoſite vnto him; deſiring ans 
tat 
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that as the night had moſt bleſſedly ſtayed them fro entring into ciuil bloud, ſothey 
would be contet in the night to aſſemble the people together to heare ſomenewes, 
which he was todeliuer vntothem. There is nothing more deſirous ofnouelties, 
then aman that feares his preſent fortune. Therefore they,whom muruall diffidence 
5 made doubrfull of their vtter deſtruction , were quickly perſrvaded'to heare of any 
new matter, which might alter ar leaſt , ifnot helpe the nature of their teare, Name../ 
ly the chicfeit men,who as they had moſt to loſe, ſo were moſt icalous of their owne. 
caſc,and were already growne as weary tobe followers of Timautus ambitio,as be< 
fore they were enuiers of Philanax worthineſle , As for Kalander & Sympathus,as ins 
10 the one a vertuous friendihip had made him ſeeke to aduance,in the other anatural 
commiſeration had made him willing to protect the excellEr (though vnfortunate) 
priſoners, ſo were they not againſt this conuocation. For hauing nothing bur juſt 
deſires in them , they did not miſtruſt the iuſtitying of them.Onely Timautus labou- 
red to haue withdrawne them fromthis aſſembly, ſaying, it was time to [top their 
I5 eares fromthe ambitious charmes of *hi/anax , Let them firſt deliuer Gynecia, and 
|  herdaughters,which were fit perſons to heare,and then they might begin to ſpeake. 
That this vas but Philanax comming,tolinke broyle vp broyle, becauſe he might 
auoyd the anſwering ot his tre paſſes, which ashe had long intended,ſo had he Pre- 
pared coloured ſpeeches to diſguiſe them. Bur as his wordes expreſſed rather avio- 
20 lenceof rancour,then any iuſt ground of accuſation ,ſopierced they no further, the 
to ſome partiall eares,the multitude yeelding goodattetio to what Philanax would 
propoſe vnto them : Who, like a man whole beſt building was a well-framed con- 
ſcience,neither with plauſible wordes,nor fawning countenance,but euen with the 
grauc behauiour ofa wiſe father, whomnothing bur loue makesto hide, thus ſayd 
25 yntothem. I haue(fayd he) a great matter to deliuer vntoyou, and thereout am Ito 
make a greater demaund of you : But truely fuch hath this late proceeding bene of 
yours,that I know not what is not to bedemaunded of you , Me thinkes I may haue 
reaſon to require of you, as men are wont among Pirates, that the life of him that 
neuer hurt you, may be ſafe, Methinkes I am notwithout apparence of cauſe, as if 
39 you were Cyc/opes or Cannibals , to defire that our Princes body, which hath thirtie 
yeares maintained vs in a flouriſhing peace, be not tornein peeces, or deuoured a- 
mong you, bur may be ſuffered to yeeld itfelte, which neuer was defiled with any of 
ade lama, to the naturall reſt of the earth. Me thinkes , not as to Hreadians, re- 
nowmed for your faith ro Prince, and loue of countrey,butas to ſworne enemies of 
35 this ſweet ſoyle, I am to delire you, that ar leaſt, if you will haue ſtraungers to your 
Princes,yet you will not deliuer the ſeignorie of this goodly Kngdome toyourno- 
ble Kings murtherers . Laitly, Ihauereaſon,as if l had toſpeake tomad men ,ro de-: 
fire you to be good to your ſelues:For before God, what either barbarous violence, 
or vnnaturall tollie,hath not this day had his feate in your mindes, and left his foot-- 
49 ſteps in your ations?Bur introth IHoue you too well, toſtand long ditplayingyour 
faults:I would you your ſeluesdid forget them,ſo you did not fall againe intothem, 
For my part,I had much rather be an Orator of your prayſes. But now ( if you will 
ſuffer arrentiue iudgement , and not foreiudging pation, to be the waigher ofmy 
wordes)l will deliuer vnto you what a blefled meane the Gods hane ſent vnto you,if 
45 you liſtro embrace ir. Ithinke there is none amog youſo young.citherin yeares, or 
vnderſtiding,but hath heard the true fame of that iuſt Prince Ewarchus king of Me- 
cedon. A Prince with whom our late maiſter did euer hold moſt perfect alliance. He, 
eucn he , is this daycome , having but twentie _ with him, within two myles of 
| Q 
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this place, hoping to haue found the vertuous Baſiljm aliue , burnow willing to do 
honour to his death . Surely , ſurely the heauenly powers haue in ſo full a time be- 
ſtowed him on vs,tovnite our diuifions. Formy part therefore I wiſh , that ſince a- 
mongour ſelues we cannot agree in ſo manifold partialities ,we do putthe orde- | 
ring of all theſe things into his hands , aſwell touching the obſequies ofthe King, $ 
the puniſhment ofhis death, as themariage and crowningofour Princeſle, Heis 
both by experience and wiſedome taught how to diret this greatneſle ſuch, asno 
man can diſdaine to obey him : his equitie ſuch , as no man needeto feare him. 
Laſtly, as he hath all theſe qualities to helpe, ſo hath he(though he would) no force 

to hurt. If therefore you ſo thinke good, ſince our lawes beare that our Princes mur- 10 
ther be chaſtiſed before his murthered body be buried , we may inuite himto fit 

to morow in the judgement feate; which done, you may after proceede to the 
buriall. VWVhe rhilanax firſt named Enzrchus landing, there was a muttring murmur 
among the people,as though in that euill ordered weaknes of theirs he had come to 


- conquer their countrey, But when they vncerſtood he had ſo ſmall a retinue , whit- 15 
\ pringone with another, and looking who ſhould begin to confirme 7hil/anax pro- 


poſition,at length Sympathus was the firſt that allowed ir,rhen the reſt of the Noble- 
men , neither did Xa/andey ſtriue , hoping ſoexcellent a Prince could not bur deale 
graciouſly with two ſuch young men ,whoſe authoritie ioyned to Philanax ,allthe 
popular fort followed . 7 imanutws ſtill blinded with his owne ambitious haſt (not 20 
remembring factions areno longer tobe truſted, then the fatious may be perſwa- 
deditis fortheir owne good) would needes ſtriue againſt the ſtreame , exclaiming 
againſt Phi/anax,that now he ſhewed who it was,that would betray his countrey to 
ſtraungers . But well he found, that who is roo buſie in the foundation of an houſe, 
may pull the building about his cares . For the people alreadie tyred with their 25 
owne Ciuilions, ( of which his clampring had bene aprincipall nurſe) and begin- 
ningnow to eſpyea hauen of reſt , hated anything that ſhould hinder them from 
it :asked one another whether this were nothe , whoſe euill roung no man could 
eſcape ? whether it were not 7 7mautms that made the firſt mutinous Oration, to 
ſtrengthen the troubles? whether 7 zmautws, withouttheir conſent , had not gone 39 
abouttodeliuer Gimecza? And thus inflaming one another againſthim , they threw 
him our of the afſemblie, and after purſued him with ſtones and ſtaves, forhatwith 
lofle of one of his eyes, fore wounded andbearen , he was faine to flye to Philanax 
feete , for ſuccour ofhis life: giuing a truelefſſon , tharvice it ſelfe is forced to 
ſeeke the ſanCtuarie of vertue . For Phi/anax who hated his cuill , butnort his per- 35 
fon ; andknew thata iuſt punifhment might by the maner be vniuſtly done ; re- 
membring withall, that alchough herein the peoples rage might haue hicrightly, 
yet if it werenourithed in this , no man knew towhat extremities it might ex- 
rend it ſelfe : with earneſt dealing .and employing the vttermoſt of his authoritie, 
he Cid proteCtthe trembling 7 ;7mautws , And then having taken a generall oath, 4s 
that they ſhould in the nonage of the Princeſle, or till theſe things were ſertled, 
yeeldfull obedience to Emarchus , ſo farre as were not preiudiciall tothe lawes , cu- 
ſtomes,and liberties of Arcadia: and haui ng taken a'particular bond of Sympathius 
(vnder whom he hada feruaunt of his owne)thart the priſoners ſhould bekepr cloſe, 


_ without conference with any man:he himſelf honorably accompanied with a great 45 


number of torches went to the king Euerchus , whoſe comming in this ſort into Ar- 

caadiahad thus fallen our. 
The wotull Prince P/argns receiving of Baſilime no orher ſuccours but onely cer- 
aine 


WY 
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taine to condudt him to Ewarehws , made all poſſible ſpeede towardes Byzantium, 
where he vnderſtood the King , hauing concluded all his warres with the winning 
of that rowne,had now for ſome good ſpace made his abode, But being farre gone 
on his way , he receiucd certaine intelligence , that Ewarchme was not onely foine 

5 dayes before returned into £Hacedop, but fince was gone with ſome haſt ro viſie 
that coaſt ofhis countrey that lay towards /taly. The occaſion giuen by the Lateres, 
who hauing alreadie gotten into their handes , partly by conqueſt, andpartly by 
confederacie', the greateſt partof /ralie , andlong gapedtoceuoure Greece ailo 
(obſcruing the preſent oportunitie of Evarchwabſence, and Baſilizs(olitarineſle, 

To which two Princes theyknew to bein effetthe whole ſtrength of Greece ) were 
euen ready to lay an vniuſt gripe vpon it , which after they might beautifie with 
the noble name of conqueſt , Which purpoſe though they made not knowne by 
any ſolemne denouncing of warre , butcontrariwiſe gaue many rokens of conti- 
nuing ſtill their former amitie: yer the ſtaying ofhis ſubicctes thippes, traffiking 


15 as Marchants os mae ny ,together with the dayly preparation of ſhipping, 


and other warlike prouiſtons in Portes , moſt conuenient for the tranſporting of 
ſouldiers , occaſioned Ewerchus (not vnacquainted with fuch practiſes) firſt roſt1- 
ſpcQ, then to diſcerne, laſtly, to ſeeke to preuent the intended milchicte . Yet thin- 
king warreneuer to be accepred ,vntill ir be offcred by the hand ofnece:licie, he de- 


20 termined ſo longopenly to hold them his friends, as open hoſtilitic bewrayed them 


not his enemies;notceaſing inthe meane time by letters and meſſages ro moue the 
States of Greece by vnicing their ſtrength, to make timely prouiſion againſt this pe- 
rill:by many reaſons making them ſce,that,though in reſpeCt of place ſome ofthem 
miohtſeeme further remoued from the firſt violence ofthe ſtorme, yet being im- 
25 barked inthe ſame ſhip, the finall wracke muſt needs be common to them all ., And 
knowing the mighty force ofexample, with the weake effect of faire diſcourſes not 
waitedon with agreeable aCtions, what he perſwaded them, himſelfe performed, 
leauing in his owne realme nothing either vndone or vnprouided , which might be 
thought neceſſary for withſtanding an inuaſion.His firſt care was to pur his people 
30 in a rcadineſſefor warre,and by his experienced ſouldiers to traine the vnskilfull ro 
marriall exerciſes . For the better effecting whereof ,as alſo for meeting with other 
inconueniences in ſuch doubrful times incident tothe moſt ſetled ſtates, making of 
the diuerſe regions ofhis whole kingdome ſo many diuifions as he thought conue- 
nient he appointedthe charge ofthemto the greateſt, and of greateſt truſt he had 


35 abouthim: armingthem with ſufhcient authoritieto leauie forces within their ſe- 


nerall goucrnements,both forrefifting he inuadingenemy, and puniſhing the dif- 
ordered ſubie.Hauing thus prepared the body , and aſſuredthe heart of his coun- 
rrey againſt any miſchiefe that might attaint it , he then tooke into his carefull con- 
fideration theexternall partes, giningorder both for the repairing and increaſing 

40 his nauy, and for the fortifying of ſuch places , eſpecially onthe ſeacoalt , as cither 
commoditie of landing,weakeneſle of the countrey, or any other reſpect of aduan- 
tage was likelicſt ro draw the enemy vnto . But beingnone of them who thinke all 
things done, for which they haue once giuen dire&ion , he followed euery where his 
commandement with his preſence,which witneſle of every mans ſlackneſle or dili- 

45 gcce,chaſtifing the one,% encouraging the other, ſufferednot the fruite of any pro- 
ble ink for want of timely raking to be lolt, Andthus making oneplace 


ſucceede another in the progreſie of wiſdome & vertue, he was now come to Aulon 
a principall port of his realrae when the poore Plangw - xtreamely weaticdwith his 
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| long journey (deſire of fuccouring Erowano morerelicuing , then feare of notſucs 
| couringherintime aggrauating his trauell) by a lamentable narration of his chil- 


drens death,called home his cares fromencountring forreine enenues,to luppreſle 
the inſurrection of inward paſſions . The matter ſo hainous, the maner ſo villanous, 
the loſſe of ſuch perſons, inſovnripe yeares, ina time ſo daungerous tothe whole 5 
ſtate of Greece, how vehemctly it moucd to griete and copaſlio others,only not blind 
to the lightof vertuc,nordeafe tothe voyce of their country, mightperchanceby a 
morecuuning workmanin liuely colours be deliuered. Bur the tace of Ezerchuslor- 
row,totheone in nature;toboth in atfteRion,a father,8& indging the world ſo much 
the morevnworthily depriuedof thoſe excellecies,as himfelt was better iudge of ſo 10 
excellEr worthines, can nootherwiſe be ſhadowedour by the skiltulleſtpencell the 
by couering it ouer with the vaile of filEce. And indecd that way himſelf cooke, with 
ſo patient aquiernes receiuingthis pitifultrclation,that all words ofweakenes ſup- 
preſſed, magnanimitie ſeemed ro triumph ouer miſery . Only receiving of Plangus 
perfit inſtruction ofallrhings cocerning Plexirtus & Artaxia,with promilenotonly 15 
to aide him in delivering Erona,but alſo with vehemet proteſtatio,neuer to returne 
into Macedon,tillhe had purſued the murtherers to death-he diſpatched with ſpecd 
a ſhip for Byzatium,comading the gouernour to provide all neceſſaries for the war 
againſt his owne comming,which he purpoſed ſhould be verie ſhortly , In this ſhip 
Plangus would needs go, impatient of ſtay , for that in many dayes before he had vn- 20 
derſtood nothing of his Ladies eſtate. Soone after whole departure , newes was 
broughtto a, Þ , thatall the ſhips detained in /#a{e were returned. For the Zs- 
hind Tnding by Ewarchusproceedings their inter to be fruſtrate(as before by his ſo- 
dainereturne they doubred it was diſcouered)deemingit no wiledome to ſhew the 
will,not hauing theabilitie to hurt, had not only infree & friendly maner difmiſled 25 


_ them,butiorthe time wholly omitted theirenterpriſe,attending the oportunitic of 


fitter occaſion,By meanes wherof Euarchus,ridfrothe cumber of that war (likely o- - 
therwiſe to haue ſtayed him longer) with ſo great a fleete as haſt would ſuffer him 
toaſſemble, forthwith imbarqued for Byzantium . And now followed with freſh 
winds he had in ſhort time run a long courſe , when on anightencountred with an 30 
extreametempelt , his ſhips were ſoſcattered,that ſcarcely any two wereleft toge- 
ther. As for the Kings owne ſhip,depriued of all company , ſore bruſed , and wea- 


_ ther-beaten,ableno longer to brooke the ſeas churliſh entertainment, alitle before 


day it recouered the ſhore. The firſt light made the ſee it was the vnhappy coalt of 
Laconis:for no other country could haue ſhown the like euidcce of vnnaturall war, 35 
Which hauing long endured berweene the nobility andthe Helotes,and once com- 
pong by Pyrocles,mnder the name of Dajphantzs,immediatly vpon his departure 
ad broken out more violently then cuer before.For the King taking the oportuni- 
tic oftheir Caprainesabſence, refuſed to performe the conditions of peace, as ex- 
torted from him by rebellious violence, Whereupon they were againe deepelycn- 40/ 
tredintowarre , with ſo notable an hatredtowardes the very name ofa King, that 
Eutrchus(though aſtraunger ynto them ) thought irnot ſafe there to leaue his per- 
fon, where neither his owne force could be a defence, northe ſacred name of Ma- 
teſtic, aprotection , Therefore calling to him an Arcadjan(one thatcomming with = 
Plengys had remained with Ewarchas , deſirousto ſee thewarres) hedemaunded of 45 
him for'the nextplace of ſuretie , where he mightmake his ſtay, varill he might 
heare ſomewhat ofhis fleete, or cauſe his ſhip to be repaired. The Gentleman glad 
to haue this occaſion of doing [eruice to Exarchus, and honour to Baſilitzs (ro whom 
| | he

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heknew he ſhould bring a moſt welcome gueſt )rold him, that if it pleaſedhim to 


- commit himſelfe ro Arcad/a,(a part whereof lay open tothcir vew)he would vnder- 
take erethe next night were tar ſpentto guide him fafelyto his maſter B2/7/zus . The 


preſentneceſſirie much preuailed with Euarchwyer more a certaine vertuons defire | 


5 tocrie,wherher by his authoritic he might withdraw Bg/ilizs from burying himſelte 
aliue,and to imploy the reſt of hisold yeares in doing good, the onely happic ation 
of mans life, For befides the vniuerſall caſe of Gyeece,deprined by this meanes ofa 
principall piller,he weighed andpitied thepitifull ſtate of the Arcadianpeople, who 


were in worle caſe then if death had taken away their Prince. For ſo yet theirneceſ: - 


10 fitie would haue placed ſome one tothe helme: now , a Prince being,and not doin 
like a Prince,keeping and not exerciſing the place, they were in ſo much more euilf 


caſe,as they could nor prouidefor their euil. Theſe rightly wiſe & vertuous conſide- 


rations eſpecially moued Exzrchwustotake his journey towards the deſert, where ar- 
riuing withinnight , and vnderſtandingto his great griefe, the newes of the Princes 
15 death, he wayrted for hisfate condudt from Ph#lenax t inthe meanetime taking his 
reſtynder atree,withno more aftetedpompes , then as a manthar knew, howſoe- 
uer he was exalted, the beginning andend of his body waseartly.. Bur 7h/anzx as 
ſoone as he was in ſight of him, lighting from his horſe,preſented himſelfe vnto him 
in all thoſe humble behaniours,which not onely the great reuerCce of the partic, but 
20 theconceit of ones owne miſerie,is wont toframe . Euarchms raſe vp vnto him with 
ſo gracious a countenaunce,as the goodnefle of his mindeſhad long exerciſed him 
vnto:carefull ſo much more to deſcend in all curteſies,as he ſaw him beare alowre- 
preſeacation ofhis afflicted ſtate, But to Phrlanax , alloone as by neare looking on 


him,he mightperfectly behold him, the grauitie of his countenaunce,& ycares, not 


25 nauchynlike to his late deceaſſed , bur ener beloued maſter, brought his forme ſo 
lively vato his memorie,and reuiued fo all the thoughts ofhis wonted joyes within 
bim,that in ſteede of ſpeaking to Euarchws, he ſtood a while like a man gone a farre 


tourney fro himlelt,calling as it were with his minde an account of his loffes;imagi- 


ning thatthis painenceded nort,ifnature had not binviolentlyſtopped ofher owne 

39 courſe:&calting more louing then wife conceits,what a world this would hauebin, 
ifthis ſudden accident had not interrupted it . And fo far ſtrayed he into his rauing 
melancholie that his eyes nimbler then his roung,ler fall a floud of teares, hisvoyce 
being ſtopped with extremitie of — much had his ny caried him to 

' Bajilizs, that he thought no age was timely for his death. Burat length raking the oc- 
35 caiton ofhis owne weeping,he thus did ſpeake to Enarchus, Let nor my teares moſt 
worthily renowmed Prince make my preſence vnpleaſant , or my ſpeech vnmarked 

of you. For the iuſtneſſe of the cauſe, takes away the blame of any weakeneſle inme; 
and the affinitic that the ſame bearerh to your greatneſle , ſeemes even lawfully ro 
claime pitie ia you: A Prince ofa Princes fall,alouer of iuſtice, of a molt vniuſt yio- 

40 lece. And giueme leaue excellet Exerchus to ſay, I am but the repreſenter of allthe 
late floriſhing Arcadia, which now with mine eyes doth weepe,with my toung dorh 
complaine,with my knees doth lay itſelf at your feete, whichnener haue bin ynrea- 

dy tocarie you to the vertuous proteCting of innocents. Imagine,vouchſafe roima- 
gine,moſt wiſe and good King, that here is before your eyes, the pirifull ſpectacle of 

45 a molt doloroully ending tragedic : wherein I do bur play the part of all the new 


miſerable prouince, which being ſpoiled of their guide, doth lye like a (hip withour 


a Pilot, tumbling vp and downe in the vncertaine waues, till iteitherrunne irfelfe 
vpon the rockes of {eltc-diuilion , or beouerthrowne by the ſtormie winde of for-

reine force . Arcadia finding her ſelfe in theſe deſolate termes, doth ſpeake, and [ 
ſpeake for her , ro thee nor vainly puiſlant Prince, that fince now ſhe is not onely 
robbedofthe naturall ſupport of her Lord, but ſo ſuddenly robbed , that ſhe hath 


_. not breathing time to ſtand forher ſafetie: ſo vnfortunately , that it doth apall 


| 


: \ 


', domebeinganeſſentiall andnot an opinionate thing , made him rather to bend to 


their mindes, though they had leiſure : and ſomiſchicuouſly, that irdoth exccede $ 
both the ſuddenneſlc and infortunateneſle of it: thou wilt lend thine arme vnto her, 
and as a man ,take compaſſion of mankind , as a vertuous man chaſtice moſt abho- 
minablevice, and as a Prince protect a people , which all haue with one voyce cal- 
led for thy goodneſſe:thinking, that as thou art onely able, ſo thou art fully able, to 
redrefle cheir imminent ruines . They do therefore with as much confidence as ne- 10 
ceſſitie, flic vnto you for ſuccour, they lay themſelues open to you: to you , I meane 
your ſelfe,ſuch as you haue ever bene:thar is to ſay,one,that hath alwaycs had his de» 
terminations boundedwith equirie . They onely reſerue the right to Baſi/ime bloud) 
the manerto theguncient preſcribing of their lawes, Forthe reſt without cxcepri- 
on,they yceld ouer vntoyou,as tothe eleRed proteCtour of this kingdome, which 15 
nameand oftice they beſeechyoutill youhaue layd a ſufficient foundation of tran- 
quilitic to take vpon.you z the particularitie both of their ſtatutes and demaundes 
you ſhall preſently after vnderſtand.Now only Iam to fay vnto you , that this coun- 
trey falls to be a faire field, to prooue whether the goodlie tree of yourvertue , will 
liucinallfoiles, Herel fay will beſcene, whether either feare can make you ſhort, 20 
or the likerouſneſle of dominion make you beyond iuſtice. And I can for conclu- 
ſion ſay no more bur this, you muſt thinke vpon my wordes and your anſwere ,de- 
pend not only the quiet,butthe lives of ſo many thouſands , which for their aunci- 
entconfederacie,in this their extreame neceility,deſire neither the expence of your 
treaſure,nor hazard of your ſubies,but onely the benefit of your wiledome,whoſe 25 
both glory and encreaſe ſtandes in the exercilingofit. The ſumme of this requeſt 
wasvtterly vnlooked for of Exarcbus , which made him the more diligent in mar- 
king his ſpeech, and after his ſpeech take the greater pauſe for a perfect reſolntion, 
For as of the one {ide , he thoughtnature required nothing more of him then that 
he ſhould bea helpe tothem of like creation, and had his heart no whit commaun- 30 


 dedwithfeare , thinkinghis life well paſſed , hauing ſatisfied the tyrannie oftime 


with the courſe of many yeares, the expeQation of the world with more then ex- 
peed honour, laſtly che tribute due to his owne minde with the, dayly offering of 
moſt vertuous actions : ſoof the other he wayed the iuſt reproch that followed 
thoſe who eaſily enter into other folkes buſineſle, with the opinion might be con- 
ceined, loue of ſeignorie rather then of juſtice , had made himembarke himſelfe 
thus , into a matter nothing pertaining to him, eſpecially in a time when earneſt 
occaſion of his owne buſineſſe ſo greatly required his preſence. But in the end wiſe- 


what was in irfelfe good,then what byeuill mindes mightbe judged not good. And 40 
therein did fee, thatthough that people didnot belong vnto him, yer doinggood 
which isnot incloſed within any termes of people didbelog vntohim,& if neceſſi- 
ty forced him forſome time toabide in Arcadia,theneceſſitic of Arcadja might iuſt- 
ly demaund ſome fruite of abiding.Tothis ſecret aſſurance ot his owne worthineſſe 
(whichalchough itbe neuer ſowell cloathed in modeſtie, yet alwayes liues in the 45 
worthyeſt mindes }did muchpuſh him forward, ſaying vnto himſelte, the treaſure 
of thoſe inward giftes he had, were beſtowed by the heauens vpon him, to be bene- 
ficiallandnotidle, On which determination reſting and yer willing before he wa- 


ded 


—_—— 
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ded any further,to examine well the depth of the others profter ; he thus with that 
well appeaſedgeſture,vnpaſſionate nature beſtoweth vpon mankind, made anſwere 
to Philanax moſt vrgent petition. Although long experience hath made me know, 
all men(and ſo Princes which be but men)to be ſubiect to infinite caſualties, the ve- 

5 ry conſtitution of our liuesremaining in continuall chaunge: yetthe affaires of this 
countrey,or atleaſt my meeting ſo iumply with them , makes me abaſhed with the 
ſtraungeneſle ofit . With muchpaine Iam come hither toſee my long approued 
friend, andnow I finde if I will ſee him, I muſt ſee him dead:after, for mine owne ſe- 
curity,I ſecke to be warranted mine ownelite:and there ſuddenly am I appointed to. 

10 beaiudge of other mens liues,though a friendtohim , yet am I a ſtraungertothe 
countrey, and now of aſtraunger you would ſuddenly makea director, I might ob- 
ie royour deſire my weakeneſle, which age perhaps hath wrought in minde and 
bodie : and juſtly I may pretend the necefſitie of mine owne affaires, which as I am 
by alltrue rules moſt nearely ryed, fo can they not Ibg beare the delay of my abſence, 

15 But though I would and could _ with theſe difficulties, what aſſurancecan [ 
haue of the peoples will? Which hauing ſo many circles of imaginations can hard- 
ly be incloſed in one point. VVho knowes a people , thatknowes not ſudden opi- 
nion makes them hope , which hope ifit be not anſwered , they fall in hate > Chu- 
fing and refuling, ereting, and ouerthrowing , according as the preſentneſle ofany 

20 fanciecaries them, Euen this their haſtie drawing to me,makes me thinke they wil. 

. be as haſtily withdrawen from me, for it is but one | rms of inconſtancie, ſoone 
to take or foone to leaue , It may be they haue heard of Evarchme more then caule: 
their own eyes wilbe perhaps more curious iudges ,out of heareſay they may haue 
builded many conceits, which I can not,perchaunce will not performe,then will vn. 

25 deſerued repentance be a greater ſhame and iniuricvnto me, then their vndeſerued 
proffer is honour , And toconcludeI muſt be fully informed , howthe patient is 
minded, before I can promiſe to vndertake the cure , Philanax was not ofthemo- 
derne mindes,who make ſuters magiſtrate; :but did euer thinke the vnwilling wor- 
thy man, was fitter then the vndeſeruing deltrer, Therefore the more Evarchus drew 

39 backe, the more hee found in him that the cunningeſt pilot doth moſt dread the 
rockes, the more earneſtly he purſued his publique requeſt vnto him . He defired 
him not to make any weake excuſes of his weakeneſle, {ince ſo manyexamples had 
well proued his minde wasſtrong to ouerpaſſe the greateſt troubles, and his bodie 
ſtrong inough to obey his minde; and that ſo long asthey were toyned rogether,he 

35 knew Exarchys would thinke it no weariſome exerciſe, to make them veſſels of ver- 

' tuousaCtios, The dutie to his countrey,he acknowledged,which as he had fo ſetled, 
as it was not to feareany ſudden alteration, ſo ſince it did wanthim, as well it might 
endure a fruitfull as an idle abſence . As for the doubt he conceiued of the peo- 
ples conſtancie in this their eleion,he ſay it was ſuch a doubtas all humane aQi- 

40 ons are ſubiec vnto : yet as much as in politique matters , which receiue not Geo- 
metricall certainties, a man may aſſure himſelfe there was euident likelyhood to be 
conceiued,of the continuance, both in their vnanimitie,and his worthineſſe:where- 
ofthe one was apt to be held, and the other to hold, joynedto the preſent neceſſitie, 
the firmeſt band of morrall mindes.In ſumme,healledged fo many reaſons to Exar- 

45 chus his minde,(alreadie inclined to enter into any vertuous ation)that he yeelded 
to take vpon himſelfe the iudgement ofthe preſent cauſe , ſoas he might finde in 
deede that ſuch was the peoples deſire out of indgement and not faction, Therfore 
mounting on their horſes,they haſted torhe ge oY they found, though late

inthe night, the people wakefullic watching forthe iſſue of Philanex Embaſſage, 
No man thinking the matter would be well done,wirhour he had his voice in it,and 
each decming his owne eyes the beſt gardiens of his throat in that vnaccuſtomed 
tuinulc.Bur whe they ſaw Pb/anex returne, hauing on his right hand the king Egar- 
chus,on whom they had now placedthe greateſt burthen of rheir feares , with toy- 
full ſhoutes and applauding acclamations , they made himand the world quickly 
know,that one mans ſufficiencie is more auailable then ren thouſands multitude, 
So cuill ballanced be the extremities of popular mindes: andſo much narurall im- 
periouſneſle there reſtes in a well formed ſpirit . For as if Ewarchws had bene borne 
of the Princelie bloud of Arcadia, or that long and well acquaintedproofe had in- 16 
grafted him in their country , ſo flocked theyabout this ſtraunger,moſt of them al- 
readie,fro deiected feares,rifing to ambitious conſiderations,who thould catch the 
ficſthold of his fauour. And then from thoſe crying welcomes to babling one with 
the other , ſome praying Philanax for his ſucceeding paine, others liking Euarchus 
aſpect ,\and as they 9 ab his age by his face, ſo judging his wiſedome by his age, 15 
Euarchus paſled through them like a man thar did neither diſdainea people not yet 
was anictliingrickled with their flatteries. But alwayes holding his owne , a man 
might reade aconſtant &:terminarion in his eyes . Andin that ſort diſmounting a- 
mongthem,he forthwith demanded the couocation to be made, which according- 
lie was done,withas much order and ſilencezas it might appeare, Neptune had not 26 
more force to appeaſe the rebellious winde , thenthe admiration of an extraordina- 
tic vertuc hath, totempera diſordered multitude , He being raiſed vp vponaplace 
more high then thereſt, where he might be beſt vnderſtood , in this fort ſpake.vnto 
them.I vnderſtand ſaid he;faithtull Arcadians,by my L.7hilanax,that you have with = 
cne conſent , choſen me to bethe iudge of the late euils hapned: orderer of the pre- 25 
ſent diſorders:and finallie proteQor ot this countrie,till therein it be ſeene what the 
cuſtomes of Arcadia require. He could ſayno further, being ſtoppedwith a generall 
crie,that ſo it waszgiuing himall the honorable ticles,and happic wiſhes they could 
imagiic ,, He beckned ynto them for ſilence, and then thus againe proceeded, well 
{aid he, how good choiſe you haue made,the attending multbe in you,the proofe in 39 
nie . But becauſe it manytimes fals out ;we are much deceiucd in others,we being 


| rhefirſt ro deceiue our ſelues, I am torequire you, not to haue an ouerthooting ex- 


pectation of me, the moſt cruel| aduerfarie of all honourable doings. Nor promiſe 
your {clues wonders out of a ſudden liking : but remember Iama man, thatisto 


| ſay,acreature,whoſe reaſon is often darkned witherrour . Secondly, that you will 35 


lay your hearts voyde of foretaken opinions:elſe whatlocuer I do or ſay, will be mea- 
ſured by a wrong rule,likethem that haue the yellow Taundiſe,cuery thing ſeeming 


| yellowvntothem. Thirdly, whatſoeuer debates haue riſen among you, may be vr- 


terly extinguiſhed, knowing that cucamong the beſt menarediuerſities of opinios, 
which arc no more intrue reaſon to breed hatred, then one that loues black, ſhould 49 
beangric with him that is cloathed in white, for thoughts and conceits are the verie 
apparell ofthe minde.Laſtly , that yon donot ealilic tudge of your judge, bur ſince. 
you will haue me rocommaund, thinke it is your part toobey , Andin reward of 
this, wil promiſe and proteſt vato you that tothe vttermoſt of my <kill;both in the 
generall lawes of nature,eſpecially of Greece, and particular of Arcadia (wherein | 45 
mult confeſſe ] am not vnacquainted)I will not onely ſee the paſſed euils duly puni- 
ſhed,and your weale hereafter ctabliſhed; bur for your defence init, if neede ſhall 


| require,L wil imploy the forces and treaſures of mine owne countrey.la the meane 


time, 
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time,this ſhalbetheficſt order Iwilltake, thatno man vnder paine of grieyons pu- . 
niſhment,name me by any other name but Protectour of LH cad/a. For I will not 
leauc any poſſible colourzto auy of my naturall ſucceſſours , tro m.ke claime torhis, 
which by treeeletionyou haue beſtowed ypon me. AndſoIvow vnto you , tode« 

ſe my ſelfe of it aſſoone as the iudgement is paſſed, the King buried , and tus law- 

ull ſucceſſour appointed.For the firſt whereof, I meane thetrying which be guiltie 

of the Kings death, and theſe other haynous treſpaſles, becauſe your cuſtomes re- 
uire ſuch haſtI willno longer delay it, then till co morrow as-ſoone as the Sunne 

ſhall giue vs firoportunitic , You may therefore retire your ſelues to your reſt, that 

Io youwaybe readiertobepreſent, at theſe ſo great important marters, With many 
allowing tokens was Ewarchu ſpeech heard, who now by Philanax (that tooke the 
principall care of doing all due ſeruices vnto him )was offered a lodging made rea- 

dic for him, (the reſt of the people aſwell as the ſmall commodirie of that place 
would ſuffer, yeelding their weary heads to loops ) when loethe night throughly 

15 ſpent intheſe mixed matters, was for that time baniſhed the face of the earth , and 
Euarchus (ceing the day begin to diſcloſe his cotortable beauties , deſiring nothing 
more,then to joyne ſpeed with iuſtice,willed Phz/anax preſently to make the iudge- 
ment place be put in order: & aſſoone asthe people (who yet were norfully diſper- 
ſed)might be brought _—_— , to bring forththe priſoners and the Kings bodie, 

20 Which the maner was , ſhouldin ſuch caſes be heldin ſight though couered with 
blacke veluer , vatill they that were accuſedto be the murtherers were quitted or 
condemned,whether the reaſonof the law were to ſhewthe more gratefull loye to 
their Prince,or by that ſpetacle,the more to remember the iudge of his dutic. Phz- 
Anex whonow thought in himſelfe , he approched by the iult me x he ſo much 

25 delired, wentwithall care & diligence to perens his charge.Bur ficit it ſhalbe well 
toknow,how the poore and Princely priſoners, paſled this tedious night. There was 
neuer tyrant exerciſed his rage with more grieuous torments,vpon any he-moſt ha- 
ted,the afflicted Gyneciadidcrucific her owae ſoule, after the guiltineſle of herhearr 
was ſurcharged with the ſuddenneſle of herhusbids death,for although thar effect 

39 camenot from her minde,yet her minde being euil,and the effe euwll ſherhought 
the iuſtice of God had for the beginning of her paines coupled them together. This 
inceſſantly boyled in her breſt,but moſt of all, when Philanax hauing cloſely impri- 
ſoned her, ſhe was left more freely to ſuffer the firebrands ofherowne thoughts, 
eſpecially when it grew darke,and had nothing lett by her but alittle lampe , whoſe 

35 ſmalllight coa perplexed minde,might rather yeeld fearefull ſhadowes , thenany 
aſſured{ight.Then began the heapes »fher mileries,to weygh down theplatforme 

of her iudgemenr,then begandeſpaire tolay his ougly clawes vpon her , the began 
then,to feare the heauenly powers((he was wont to reuerence)nor like a child , but 
like an enemie ,neither kept (he her ſelfe from blaſphemous repyning againſt her 

40 creation. O Gods would ſhe cry out , why did you make me todeſtruction ? If you 
loue goodneſle,why did you notgiue me a good minde?Or if I cannot haue it with- 
out your gift , why do you plague me? Isir in meto reſiſt the mightineſle of your 
er?Then would the imagine ſhe ſaw ſtrange fights,andthat ſhe heard the cries 
ofhellith ghoſts,then wouldthe skritch our for ſuccour , burno man comming vn- 

45 to her ſhe would faine hauckilled her ſelf, butknew not how. Ar ſometimes againe, 
the very heauineſle ofher imaginations would cloſe vp her ſenſes to a litrle Ge 
but then did her dreames become her tarmentours . One time itwould feeme vnto 
her,Philanax was haling her by the haire ofthe head, and hauing put our hereyes,

was ready tothrow her into a burning fornace. Another time ſhe would thinke ſhe 
faw her husband making the complaint of his death to F/uto, and the magiſtrates of 
that infernall region,contending in great debate,to what eternall puniſhment rhey 
ſhould allother.Bur long her dreaming would not hold, but that it would fall 
Zelmane:to whom the would thinke ſhe was crying for mercy,andthat ſhe did paſſe $ 
wy by her in ſilence without any ſhew of pitying her miſchicfe , Then waking out

of abroken ſl:epe,and yer wiſhing ſhe might euer have ſlepr,new formes,but of the 
ſame miſeries ,would {eazc her minde, ſhe feared death,and yet defired death, ſhe 
had paſled rhe vttermoſt of ſhame & yer ſhame was one of her cruelleſt aſfaulters, 
ſhe hated Pyrocles as the originall of her morrall ouerthrow : & yertthe lone ſhe had 10 
conceined to him,hadftill a high authoritie ofher paſſions. O Zelmane , would ſhe 
fay(not knowing how neare he himſelfe was to as greata daunger) now ſhalt thou 
glurthy eyes,with the diſhonoured deatlofthy enemie! Enemie alas enemy, fince 
{othou haſt well ſhewed,thou wilt haue me account thee, couldeſtrhounor aſwell 
haue giuen me a determinate deniall,as to diſguiſe thy firſt diguifing,with a double 15 
diſlembling?Perchaunce if I had benevrterly hopelefle the vertue was once in me, 
might hauz called together his forces, and not haue bene led captiue to this mon- 
ſtrous thraldome of puniſhed wickednefſe. Then would her owne knowing of 
inflame anew the rageofdeſpaire: which becomming an vnreſfiſted Lord m her 
breaſt, ſhehadno hes comfort butin death , which yer ſhe had in horrour, when 26 
ſhe thoughtof.Burt the weariſome deteſting of her ſelf,made her long for the dayes 
approch, at which time ſhe determined to continue her former courſe,in acknow- 
ledgingany thing which might haſtEher end:Wherein althorgh ſhe did not hope 
for the end ofher torments , fecling already the beginning of hell agonies; your 
cording to the nature of paine , the preſent being molt intollerable, ſhe defiredto 25 
change that, and put to aduErure theenſuing. And thus reſted the reſtleſſe Gywecia; 
noleſſe ſorrowfull , though lefle ragefull were the mindes of the Princeſle Pamela, 
& the Lady 7hiloclea, whoſe onely aduantages were, thatthey had not conſented to 
ſo much euill,and ſo were at greater peace with themſelues: and that they were not 
lefralone , but might mutually beare partofeach others woes. For when 7h:lanax 39 
notregarding Pamelas Princely proteſtarions,had by force lefther vnder gard with 
her ſiſter,and that the twoſiſters were matched,afwell in the difgraces of fortune, as 
they had bene in the beſt beauties of nature : thoſe things thacril! then , baſhtul. 
nefle and miſtruſt had made them hold reſerued one fromthe other,now feare, the 
vnderminer of all determinations , and neceſſitie the vitorious rebell of all Jawes, 35 
forced them enterchangeably to lay open . Their paſſions then ſo ſwelling in them, 
as they would haue made Auditors of ſtones , rather then haue ſwallowed vp in 


| filence, the choking aduentures were fallen vnto them, Truely the hardeſt hearrs,* 


which haue at anytime thought womans teares to be a matter of fleight compaſſhs 
(imagining that faire weather will quickly after follow ) would now haue bene 46 
mollitied:and bene compelled to conteſſe , that the fairer a Diamondir., the more 


| ee itisirſhould receiue ablemiſh , Although nodoudbr, their faces didrather 


utific ſorrow,then ſorrow could darken that , which euen in darknefle did ſhine. 
Bur afterthey had fo long ,as.their other aflitions would ſuffer them,with dolefull 
ceremonies bemoned their fathers death : they ſate downe together apparrelled as 45 


'- their mifaduentures had found them ., Pamela in her iournying weedes now Ccon- 


uerted toanother vic:Phzloclea onely in her night gowne,which ſhe thought ſhould 
bethe rayment of her funcrals, Burwhenthe excellent creatures, had after much 


panting

panting( with their inward trauell ) gotten ſo much breathing power, as tomake a 
pitifull diſcourſe one tothe other,what had befallen them, & that by theplaine c0- 
paring thecaſe they were in,they throughly foiid, that their grieues were not more 
like in regard of themſelues then like in reſpect of the ſubiect the two Princes ( as 


5 Pamelahad learned of Muſidores ) being ſo minded , as they would cuer make both -+ 


their fortunes one)itdid more vnite ,& ſo ſtrengthen their lamentarion: ſecing the 
one could not be miſerable , bur that it muſt neceſſarily make the other iniſerable 
alſo. That therefore was the firſt matter their ſweet mouthes deliuered, the decla- 
ring the paſſionate beginning , troubleſome proceeding, and daungerous ending, 
10 their neuer ending loues had paſſed. Andwhen atany time they entred intothe 
prayſes of theyong Princes,too long it would haue exerciſed their toungs, but that 
their memory forthwith warned them,the more prayſeworthy they were themore 
atthattimethey were worthy of lamentation. Then againe to crying and wringing 
ofhands; & then anew,asvnquiet griefe ſought each corner , tonew diſcourſes,tro 


15 diſcourſes to wiſhes, from wiſhes to prayers. Eſpeciallythe tender Phi/oclea,who as 


ſhe was in yeares younger , and had neuer lifted vpher minde toany opinion of fo- 
ueraignetie,ſo was ſhe the apter to yeeld to her misfortune;hauing no ſtronger de- 
bates in her minde, then a man may ſay a moſt wittie childhood is wont ronouriſh: 
as to imagine with her ſelfe , why Philanax and the other noble men , ſhould deale 
20 ſocruelly by her,that had neuer deſeruedeuillof any of them. And how they could 
finde in theic hearts,to impriſon ſuch a perſonage,as ſhe did figure Pyrocles, whom 
ſhe thought all the world was botid to loue,as well as ſhe did. But Pamela although 
endued with a vertuous mildneſſe,yet the knowledge of her ſfelte, and what was due 
vnto her,made her hearr full of a ſtronger diſdaine,again(t her aduerſitie, | 
25 Sothatſheioyned the vexation for her friend , withrhe ſpite to ſee her ſelfe as 
ſhe thought rebelliouſly detained , and mixed deſirous thoughts to helpe , with 


reuengefull thoughts ifihe could not helpe . And as in pangs of death,the ſtronger | 


heart teeles the greater torment, becauſe it doth the more refiſtro his oppreſſour; 
ſo her minde, thenobler it was ſet, and hadalreadyembracedthe higher thoughts, 
39 ſomuch more it did repine; and the more it repined , the more helpleſſe wounds it. 


gaue ynto it ſelfe . But when great part of the night was paſled ouer the dolefull 


Muſicke of theſe ſweete Ladyes complaints , andthat leaſure though with ſome 
ſtrife , had brought Pamelato know, that an Eagle whenſhe is in a Cage, muſt not 
thinke todolike an;Eagle,remembring with themſelues , thatit was likelythe next 


35 day,the Lords would proceede againſt thoſe they had impriſoned, They imployed 


thereſt of thenight , in writing vato them, with tuch earneſtneſle as the matter re- 
quired, but in ſuch ſtiles as theſtare of their thoughts was apr to faſhion - In the 
meane time , Pyrocles and Muſidorws, wererecommended tofoſtrong a guard, as 
they might well ſee. it was meant, they ſhould pay no lefle price then theirliues, 
49 for the getting out of that place , which they like men indeede, ( fortifying cou- 
rage with the true Rampier of patience ) didſo endure, as they did rather appeare 


gouernours of neceſlitie , then ſeruaunts to fortune. The whole ſumme of their 


thoughts reſting vpon the fafetic of their Ladies , and their care one for the other: 
wherein ( if at all) their hearts did ſeemeto receiue ſome ſoftneſle . For ſomerimes 
45 HMw/idorus would fecle ſuch a motion to his friend, and his vnworthy caſe, that he 
wouldfall into ſuch kinde ſpeeches. My Pyrocles would he lay , how vnhappy may 
Ithinke Theſ/ali«, that hath bene as it were , the middle way to this evill eſtate of 
yours 2 For if you had not bene there broughtvp , the Sea thouldnor haue had 
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this power, thus to ſeueryou from your deare father. I haue therefore, (if com-

plaints do at anytime become a mans heart) moſt cauſe to complaine , fince my 
countrey , which receiued the honour of Pyrocles education, ſhould be a ſtep ro 
his overthrow, if humane chaunces can be counted an overthrow to him , thar 
ſtandes vpon vertue . Oh excellent Mu/idorus anſwered Pyrocles ,, how do you F 
reach me rather, to fall out with my ſelfe, and my fortune , ſince by you | haue re» 
ceiuedall good, you onely by me this affliction? ro you and your vertuous mother, 
I in my tendreſt yeares , and fathers greateſt troubles, was ſent for ſuccour. There 
did L[learne the ſivecte myſteries of Philoſophic; there had Iyour liuely example, 
eo confirme that which I learned; there laſtly had I your friendſhip , which no vn- 19 
happineſle can ever make you fay , but that hath made me happy . Now ſee how 
my deſtinie (the Godsknow ) not my will, hath rewarded you: my father ſendes 
for you away out of your land , whence but for me you had not come : what after 
followed , you know .Itwas my louenotyours, which firſt ſtayed you here ; and 


therefore if the heauens ever held a iuſt proportion, it wereI and not you , that I5 


ſhould feele the ſmart .O blamenor the heauens , ſiweete Pyrocles ſayd Muſidorus,as 
their courſe never alters , fo is there nothing done by the vnreachable ruler of 
them,bu: hath an cuerlaſting reaſon for it. Andto fay the truth of theſe things,we 


- ſhould deale vngratefully with nature, if we ſhould be forgetfull receiuers of her 


giftes, and diligent Auditors of the chaunces we like not. We haueliued, and haue 206 
lived to be good to our ſelues,and others:our ſoules which are put intothe ſtirring 
earth of our bodies, haue atchieued thecauſes of their hither comming : They haue 
knowne,and honored with knowledge,the cauſe of their creation, andto many men 
(for in this time, place, and fortune, it is lawfull tor vs to ſpeake glorioully) it hath 
bene behouefull,that we ſhould live. Since then eternitic isnot tobe had in this 25 


-coniunCtion , what is to be loſt by the ſeparation, but time? which fince ithath his 


end, when that is once come. all what is paſt is nothing : and by the protraCting no- 
thing gotten, but labour and care. Do not me thereforethat wrong,(whofomthing 
inyeares, but much inall other deſertes , am fitter to dye then you) as to ſay,you 
haue brought me to any cuill:{ince theloue of you , doth ouerballance all bodily 39 
milchiefes, and thoſe miſchiefes be but miſchiefes ro the baſer mindes, roo much 
delighted withthe kennell of this life. Neither will Iany more yeeld to my paſſidof 
lamenting you , which howſoeuer it might agree to myexceeding friendſhip, ſure- 

ly it would nothing to your exceeding vertue , Adde this royournoble ſpeech my 
deare Colin, fayd Pyrocles, thatif we complaine of this our fortune, or ſeeme to 35 
our {clues faultie, in haningone hurtthe other , we ſhewea repentaunce of the 


| Joue we beareto theſe matchleſſe creatures, or at leaſt a doubt, it ſhould be over 


dearely bought,which for my part(and ſo dare I anſwere for you)I call all the Gods 
to witneſle,] am ſofarre from,that noſhame,no torment, no death, would make me 
forgorhe leaſt part ofthe inward honour , eſſentiall pleaſure , and living life, I haue 40 
enioyedin the preſence ofthe faultleſſe 7hiloclea . Take the preheminence in all 
things,but in true loving , anſwered My/idorws , for the confeilion of thatno death 


ſhall getofme, Ofthar anſwered Pyrocles ſoberly ſmiling, I perceive we ſhail have 


a debate intne other world , ifat leaſt there remaine any thing of remembraunce 
inthatplace. I donor thinkethe contrarie ſaydMuſidorus , although you know, 45 
itis greatly held , thatwith the death of bodie and ſences { which are not onely the 
beginning, but dwelling and nouriſhing of paſſions, thoughts and imaginations) 
they fayling,memocic likewiſe failes,wluch riſeth onely out of them:&then is __

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left nothing, but the iatelleCtuall part or intelligence, which voide ofall morall ver- 
rues, which ſtandin the meane of perturbations, doth only live in the contempla- 
riue vertue, and power of the omnipotent good, the ſoyle of foules, and vniuerlall 
life of this great worke,& therefore is vtterly void, fromthe poſſibility of drawing to 

5 irſclfe,thele ſenſible conliderations.Certainly anfivered Pyrocles, I catily yeeld,that 
we hall not know one another, and much leſle rheſe paſſed things , with a ſenſible 
or pailionate knowledge. For the cauſe being taken away,the eftects followe . Nei: , 
ther do [I rhinke ,ve thall haue ſuch a memory,as now we haue,which is but arelicke * 
ofthe {ſes,orrather a print the [cles haue let ofthings paſſed in our thoughts, but | 
10 it ſhallbe avirall power of thatvery intelligence; which as while it was here, itheld 
the chicfe ſeate ofour lite,and was as it were the laſtreſort,to which of all our knows-. 
ledges, the higheſt appeale came,and ſo by that meanes was never ignorant of our & 
actions, though many times rebellioutly reliſted, alwayes with this priſon darkened: 
fo, much more being free of that priſon,and returning tothelife ofall things,where 
I5 all inftaice knowledge is, it cannot bur be a right intelligence, which is both his 
name and being, of things both preſent and paſled,though voide of imagining to it 
ſelfe any thing, but even growne like to his Creator, hath all things, with a ſpiritu- 
all knowledge beforc it. Ihe difference of which is as hard for vs to conceiue, as it 
had for vs, when we were in our mothers wombes, tocomprehend (if any body 
20 would haue tolde vs) what kind of light we now in this lifeſee , what kind of know- 
ledge we now haue,yet now we do not only feele our preſentbeing,bur we conceiue 
whatwe were before we were borne , though remembrance make vs not do it, but 
knowledge,and though weare vtterly without any remorſe of any miſery we might 
then ſuffer. Euen ſuch and much more ods, ſhall there be at that ſecond deliuery of 
25 ours; when voide of ſenſible memory, or memoratiuepaſlion, we thallnort ſec the 
colours', bur lifes of allthings that haue bene or can be: and ſhall (as Thope) knowe 
our friendſhip, though exempt from the earthly cares of friend({hip, h auing both

Thus did they like quiet Swannes;ſing their owne,obſequies ,and vertyoully en- 
able the ir minds againſt all extremities , which they didthinke would fall ypon 
them, clpecially refoluing, that the firltcare they would have, ſhould be by ta- 
king the faultvpon themlelues, to clearc the two Ladies , of whoſe caſe {as of no- 
thing elſe that had happened) they had not any knowletge, Although their triend- F 
ly hoſte, the honeſt gentleman /Xa/ander, ſecking all meanes how ro helpe them,had 
endeuored to ſpeake with them,andto make them know who thould be their judge, 
But the curious feruant of Philanax forbad him the eatry,vpon paine of death, For 
ſo itwas agreed vpon, thatno\man ſhould haue anyconterence with themtor feare 
otnew tumults. Infomuch that Xalazdey was conſtrayned to retire himiclie,hauing 10 
yet obtained thus much,that he would celiuer vnto the two Princes , their apparel] 
and jewels,which being letrwith him at 24antinea (wilely conlidering that their dife 
guiſed weedes, which were all asthen they had, would make them more odious in 
the (1 ghr of the judges)he had that night ſent for,and now brought vnto them. They _ 
accepred their owne,with great thankfulneſle, knowing from whence it came, and 15 
attiredrhemſelues in it againſt che next day , which being indeed rica and Pripcely, 
they accordingly determined to maintaine the names of Palad;us and Daiphantus, 
as before it is mentioned , Then gane they themſelues roconſider , in what fort. 
they might defend their cauſes, torthey thought itno lefle vainero with death, 
then cowardly to care it, till ſomething before morning, aſma!l ſlumber taking 286 
then, they were by and by after called vp tocometo the aunſwere , oinolefle then 
their lines imported. But in this fort was the iudgement ordered. As ſoone as the 
morning had taken full poſſeſſion of the Element , Euarchus called vnto him 
Philanax, and willed him to draw out into the middeſt of the greene (betore the 
chiete lodge ) the throne of judgement ſeate, in which Baſ#/zzwwas wont to fit, 25 
and according to their cuſtomes , was euer carried with the Prince. For Exarchus 
did wiſely conſider , the people to be naturally taken with exterior ſhewes, farre 
more then with inward conſideration of the materiall pojnts. And therefore in 
thisnew entrieintoſo entangled a matter, hee wouldleaue nothing which might 
be either anarmour or ornament vnto him, and in theſe pompous ceremonies 39 
hewellknew a ſecret of gouernment much to conſiſt, That was performed by 
the diligent Philanax, andthercin Ewarchw did ſet himſelteall cloathed in blacke, 
with the principall men, who could inthat ſuddenneſle provide themfelues of 
ſuch mourning rayments, The whole people commaunded to keepe an ordeyly 
filence ofeach fide, which was duly obferued ofthem , partly tor the detire they 
hadroſce agood concluſion of thefe marters , and partly ſtriken with admiration, 
afivell atthe grave and Princely preſence of Ewarehwus , as at the greatneſle of the 
cauſe, which was then to comein queſtion, As for Philanax, Euarcnus would 
have done him the honour tofirby hun , buthee excuſed himſelte, deliring to be 
the accuſer of the priſoners inhis mailters behalte; ard therefore fince hee made A 
himſelfea partie, it was not conuenient for himto firin the iudiciall place , Then 
was it awhile d*liberarted,wherher the two young Ladies, ſhould be brought forth 
inopenpreſence, but thit was ſtopped by Philanax whole loue and fairh, did dil- 
cend from his maiſter to his children, and only defired,the ſmart ſhould ligh1t.vypon 
the others, whom hee thought guiltie ofhis death and diſhonour, alleaging tor 
this, that netther wiſedome would, they ſhould bee brought in preſence of the 
people, which might hereupon growto new vprores :nor iuſtice required, they 
ſhouldbe drawne to any thame;, till fome body accuſed them. And as for Pamela,

he proteſted the lawes of Arcadia, would not allow any iudgement of her, although 
ſhcher ſelfe were to determine nothing rill age or marriage enabled her. Then the 
Kings body being layd vpon a Table, iuſt before Evarchw,and all couered ouer with 
blacke, the priſoners, namely the Queene, and two young Princes , were ſent forto 

5 appeare in rhe Protectors name: which name was the ca uſe' they came not to 
knowledge,how neare akinſema was to iudge of them,butthought him to be ſome. 
Nobleman,choſen by the Country,in this extremity.So extraordinary courſe, had 
the order of the heauens producedat this time, that bothnephewand fon,werenot 
only priſoners,but vnknowne,totheir vncle and father,who of many yeares had not 

10 ſcene the, And ryrocles was to pleade for hislife before that thrqne,in which throne 
larely before he had ſaued the Kings life, But firſt way Gymecia led forth,in the ſame 
weeds that the day and night before ſhe hadworne, ſuing that inſtead of Ze/manes 
garment in which ſhe was found ſhe had caſt on a long cloak,which reached rothe 

round of ruſled courſe cloath , with apoore felthat, which almoſt coueredall her 

15 face, moſtpart of her goodly haire (on which her hands had layd many a ſpitefull 
hold) ſo lying vpon her ſhoulders, as a man might well ſee, had no artificiall care- 
leſneſle. Her eyes downe onthe ground , of purpoſe not to looke on Pyrocles face, 
which the didnot ſo much thun, for the vnkindneſle ſhe conceiued ofher awne 0- 
uerthrow.as for the feare, thoſe motions inthis ſhort time of her life, ſhould be re- 

20 uiued,which ſhe had with the paſlage of infinit forowes mortified, Great was the 
compaſlion the people felt, to ſeetheir Princeſle ſtate,and beauty, ſo deformed by 


fortune and her owne deſert , whom they had cuer found a Lady moſt worthy of all | 
honour. But by and by the ſight of the other two priſoners, drew moſt of the eyes to 


that ſpectacle.?yrocles came outled by Symparime,cloathed after the Greeke maner, 

25 ina long coate of whiteveluec, reaching to the ſmall othislegge, with great bur- 

tons of Diamonds all along vpon it: His neck without any coller,not fo much as hid- 

de with aruffe, didpaſle the whiteneſle of his garments, which was not much in fa- 

ſhio vnlike to thecrimſon rayment,our Knights of the order firſt put on.On his feet 

he hadnothing but ſlippers, which after the auncient maner , were tiedvp with cer- 

39 taine laces, which were faſtened vnder his knee, hauing wrapped about (with ma- 

ny prety knots) his naked legs. His faireauberne haire ( which hee ware in great 

length, and gaue atthattime adelighttull ſhew,with being ſturd vp & downe with 

ST of a gentle wind) had nothing vpon it, bur a white Ribbin , in thoſe dayes 

vſcd for a Diademe, Which rolled once or twice about the vppermoſt part of his 

35 forchead, fell downe vpon his backe, cloaſed vp at each end with the richeſt pearle 

were tobe ſcene inthe world. After him followed another Nobleman, guiding 

_ thenoble CHuſidorms , who had vpon him along cloake, after the Al ion of 

_ thatwhich wecall the Apoſtles mantle , made of purple Satten ; nor that purple 

which we now haue , and is but a counterfet of the Geruliaw purple ( whichyet was 

40 farre the meaner in price andeſtimation)bur ofthe right Tyria» purple, which was 

neareſt toa colour berwixt our murry and ſcarlet. On his head , which was blacke 

and curled , he warca Per/ian T tara, all ſer downe with rowes of fo rich Rubies, 

as they were inoughto ſpeake for him, thatthey had fo iudge of no meane per- 
onapge. | 


45. . In this ſort with ereted countenances, did theſe vnfortunate Princes ſoffer 


_  themſclues to be ledde, thewing arigit by the comparif on of them and Gynecia, 


how to diucrs perſons, compailion is diuerfly to be ſtirred, For as roGynecia , a 
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Lady knowne 'of greateſtate ,and greatly eſteemed , the more miſerable repreſen- 
tation was made ot her fudden ruine, the more mens hearts were forced to bewaile 
ſuch ancuident witneſle of weake humanity: ſoto theſe men, not regarded becauſe 
ynknowne, but rather (beſides the dereſtation of their tact) hated as ftrangers, the 
mocethey thould haue tallendowne in an abie& ſemblance, the more in ſteed of 5 
compaſſion they thould haue gotten contempt: buttherefore,were ts vie(as I may | 
tcrme it) the more violence of magnanimirie, and fo toconquer the expectation of 
the lookers, with an extraordinarie vertue . And ſuch efte& indeede it wrought in 
the whole aſlemblie , their eyes yet ſtanding as it were in ballance, to whether of 


_ /themthey thould moſt direct their fight . <3:uſidoras was in ſtature ſomuch higher 10 
' then Fyroces ,as commonly is gotten by one yeares growth. His face now begin- 


ningtohaue ſome tokens of a beard, was compoſed toa kinde of manlike beautie, 
His colour was of awell pleaſing browneneſle, and the features of it ſuch, as they 
caricd both delight and maieſtic : his countenaunce ſeuere, and promiſtng a minde 
much giuento thinking . Tyrocles of a pure complexion,and of ſuch a chearetull fa- 15 
uour, as might ſeeme cithera womans face on a boy , or an excellent boyes face in 
awoman, His looke gentle and baſhfull,which bred the more admiration, having 
ſhewed ſuch notable proofes of courage . Laſtly, though both had borh, ifthere 
were any oddes, 'Maſidorus was the more goodly, and Pyrocles the more lonely.But 
aſſoone as 41u/:dorus law hiraſelte ſo farre torth led among the people,thathe knew 20 
ro a great number of them his voyce ſhould beheard, miſdoubring their inter:tion 

to the Princefle Pamela, (ofwhich he was more carefull then of his owne life,) 
euen as he went (though his leader ſought to interrupt him ) he thus with a lowde 
voyce {pake vntothem . And is it poſhble 0 Areadians , layd he, that you can for- 
getthe naturall dutie you owe to your Princefie Pamels ?: bath this ſoyle bene fo 25 
little beholding to her noble Aunceſters? hath ſo long a time rooted no ſurer lone 

in your hearts tothat line? VVhere is that faith toyour Princes bloud , which hath 
not onely preſerued you from all daungers heretofore , but hath ſpread your tame 

to allthe nations in the world > VVhere is that iuſtice the THrcad/ans were wont to 
flouriſh in , whoſe nature isto render to cuery one hisowne? Will you nowkeepe 39 
the right from your Prince,who isrheonely giuer ofiudgement, the key of iultice, 
and liie of your lawes? Do you hope in a few yeares, to ſet vp ſuch another race, 
which nothing but length of time caneſtabliſh > Will you reward Baſazas children 


with vngratefulnefle, the verie poyſon ofmanhood?Will youberrayyour long ſet- 


led repmation,, with the'fowle name oftraytours?Is this your mourning for your 35 
Kings death, toencreaſe his loſle with his daughters miſerie > Imagine your Prince 
do looke out of the heauens vntoyou , what do you,thinke he could with more at 
your handes then that you do well by his children ? And what morehonaur | pray 
youcan you do to his obſequies, then to ſatisfic his ſoule witha louing memorie, 
as you do his body with an ynfelt ſolemnitie > What haue you donewith the Prin- 46 
cells Pamela? Pamelathe iuſt inberetrix ofthis Countrey, Pamela whom this earth / 
may be happic ,that it ſhall be hereafter ſayd,ſhe was borne in Mrcad/a,Pamelain / 
her ſelte your ornament, in her education your foſter child, andeuery way your” 
onely Princeſlz, what account-can you render to your ſelucs of her ? Truly 1,do 
not thinke that you all know what is become of her: ſo ſoone may a Diamond be 45 
loſt 2/oſoone may the fayreſt light in the world be put out? Bur looke , looke vnto 
it , 0 CLrcadtans, be nor {0 wilfully robbed of your greateſt treaſure, make not 
your {clycs munilters to priuate ambitions , who dobur vie your ſeluesto pur on 
your 
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your owne yokes, Whatſoeuer youdetermine of vs'(who I muſt confeſſe are bur 
ſtraungers) yet let not Baſilis daughters be ſtrangers vnto you. Laſtly howſoeuer 
you barre her from her publike ſoueraigntie, ( which if you do, little may we hope 
ofcquitie where rebellion raignes) yet deny notthat childs right vnto her, that ſhe 

' 5 may come and do the laſt duties to her fathers body.Deny not that happines (if in 
ſuch a caſe there be any happineſle) royourlate King , thathis body may hauc his 
laſt touch of his deareſt child. With ſuch like broken maner of "<7 was and ſpee- 
ches,was Muſidorus deſirous as much as in paſſing by them he could,to moue the 
peopleto tender Pamelas fortune. Bur atlength , by that they cameo the iudge- 

10 ment place,both Sympathus and his guider hadgreatly ſarisfedhim,with the afſu- 
rance they gaue him, this aſſembly of people had neither meaning nor power , to 
do any hurt tothe Princeſſe , whom they all acknowledged as their ſoucraigne 
Lady.Butthatthe cuitome of Arcadza was ſuch, till Mehad more yeares, the ſtate 
otthe countrey to be guidedby a ProteCor , vnderwhom , he and his fellow were _ 

15 toreceiue theiriudgement, That caſed Muſidorws hart of his moſt vehement care, 
when he found his beloued Ladie to be out of daunger, But Pyrocles aſloone as the 
Queene of the one ſide, he and £Hu/idorws of the other, were ſtayed before the 
face oftheir judge , ( hauing onely for their barre the Table onwhich the Kings 
bodie lay ) beingnorthing leſle vexed with the doubt of Philoclea, then CMnſidorus 

20 was for Pamela, inthis ſort with a lowly behauiour,and onely then like aſupplianr, 
he ſpake to the Protector, Pardon me moſt honoured Tudge, ſaith he, that vncom- 
maunded I begin my ſpeech vnto you, ſince both to you and me, theſe wordes of 54. 
mine ſhall be moſt neceſlary,” To you hauing the ſacred exerciſe of iuſtice in your ? 
hand,nothing appertaines more properly,then truth nakedly andfreely ſer downe. 

25 Tome , being enuironed round abour with many daungerous calamities , what 
can be more conuenient , then at eaſt, tobe at peace with my ſelfe , in hauing dif- 
charged my conſcience, in a moſt behouetull veritie, Vnderſtand therefore, and 
truly vnderſtand ,/that the Lady Phj/ocles (to whoſe vnſtained vertue ithath bene 
my vnſpeakeable miſerie, that my name ſhould become a blot) if ſhe be accuſed, 

39 is moſt vniuſtly accuſedot any diſhonorable fat , which by my meanes ſhe may 
be thoughrro haue yeelded vnto.VV hatſocuer hath bene done, hath bene my only 
attempr; which notwithſtanding was neuer intended againſt her chaſtitie. But 
whatſocuerhath bene informed, was my fault, AndI arreſt the heauens, to blaſ- . 
pheme which I am not now in firtune, that ſo much as my comming into her 

35 chamber, was wholly vnwitting vnto her. This your wiſedome may withall con- 

/ der, if I would lye, I would lye for mine owne choofe, Iamnot foolde, as to 
be wearie of my ſelte; butrthe verie ſting of my inward knowledge ioyned with 
the conſideration I muſt necdes haue, what an infinite loſle it thould be toall 
thoſe who loue goodneſſe in good folkes, it ſopure achild of vertue ſhould wrong- 

40 fully be deſtroyed, compels me to vſe my tongue againſt my ſelfe,and receive the 
burden of what euill was , vpon mine owne doing. Looke therefore with pittitull 
eyes vyppon fo faire beames,, and that misfortune which by me hath fallen vppon

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- firmed withan vnite& murmure Pyroc/es demaund,longing(for the loue generally 
was borne Philoclea) ro know what they might hope of her. Ezerchus though nei- 
IS | ther regarding a priſoners paſſionate prayer , nor bearing ouerpJauſible cares to a 
IT | many headed motion, yet well enough content, to winne their liking with things 
|! | ©— jnrhemſclues indifferent, he was content: firſt , ro ſecke as much as might be of 5 
Phitecleas behauiour in this matter: which being cleared by Pyrocles,& bur weakly 
- gainſayd by Philenax(who had framed both his owne and Dametas cuidence moſt 
lf for her fauour , and iri truth could haue gone no further then conieQure, ) yer fin- 
[| ding by his wiſedome; that ſhe was not altogether faulrleſſe, he pronounced, ſhe 
| ſhould all her life long , be kept priſoner among certaine women of religion like 10 
the Veſta//Nunnes ,foto repay the touched honour of her houſe ,with well obſer- 
uingaftri& profeſſion of chaſtitic. Alchough this were a great preiudicating of 
Pyrecles caſe , yet was he exceedingly ioyousotit, being aſluredof his Ladies life; 
and in the depth ofhis mind not foric ,that what end ſoeuer he had , none ſhould 
obrainethe after cn1oying that lewell whereon he had ſethis liues happines.Aﬀter 1 5 
it was by publike ſentence Celiuered, what ſhould be done withthe ſweete Phi- 
loclea, the lawes of Arcadia bearing ,that what was appointed by the Magiſtrates 
in thenoneage of the Prince,couldnot afterwards be repealed) Euarchwe ſtill vſing 
| to himſelfe no other name but proteCtor of Arcade , commaunded thoſe that had 
to {ay againſt the Queene Gywectato proceed, becauſe both her eſtate required ſhe 20 
ſhould be firſtheard, and allo for that ſhe was taken to be the principall, in the 
greateſt matter they were to judge of. Ph:lanax incontinently ſtepped foorth,and 
ſhewing in his greedie eyes, thar he didthirſt for her bloud , began a well thought 
on ciſcourſcother (in his iudgement)execrable wickedneſle,But Gymeciaſtanding 
vp before the iudge,caſtingabroad her armes,with hereyes hidde vnder the bredth 25 
of her vnſeemely hat, laying open in all her geſtures the deſvairefull atflition, to 
which allthe might ot her reaſon was conuerted,with ſuch like words ſtopped Phj- 
| lanax ,as he wasentring into his inuectiue oration, Stay, ſtay Philanax, laidſhe, 
| do nor defile thy honeſt inouth , wich thoſe diſhonorable ſpeeches thou art about 
Tb) rovtter, againſt a woman, now moſt wretched, lately thy Miſtrefle, Let either the 30 
|} remembrance\how great ſhe was, moue thy hartroſome reuerence;or the ſceing 
| how low ſhe is,ſtirre in thee ſome pitie. It may be truth doth make thee deale vn- 
truly; and loue of juſtice frames vniuſtice in thee , donot therefore (neither ſhalt 
| thou neede tread vpon my deſolate ruines. Thouſhalt haue that thou ſeekeſt 3 and | 
yet ſhalt not be oppreſſour of her, who cannot chooſe bur loue thee, for thy ſingu- 35 
lar faith tothy maiſter, 1 donot ſpeake this ro procure mercic ,or to prolong my 
life, nono, I ſay vnto you Iwillnor live , butI am onelyloth , my death ſhould be 
engreeved with any wrong thou thouldeſt do vnto me. I haue bene too painefull 
a judge over my ſelte,to deſire pardon m others judgement. haue bene too cruell 
anexecutioner of mine owne ſoule , to deſire thatexecution of iuſtice ſhould be 40 
ſtayed for me, Alas, they that know how ſorow can rentthe ſpirits, they that know 
what firy hels arecotainedin aſelf condemning mind,need not fearethat feare can 
keepe ſuch a one, from defiringto be ſeparared from that,whichnothing bur death 
can ſeparate. I therfore ſayto thee ( 0 iuſt Iudge) that Iand only I, was the worker 
of Baſile death. They were theſe hands that gaue vntohim that poiſonous po- 45 
tion,that hath braught death to him, and loſſe to Arcadja, itwas I andnone but I, 
thathaſtened his aged yeares,to an vnnaturall end,and that haue made all his peo- 
ple orphans of their royall father, Iam the ſubic thar haue killed my Prince, l am 
the 
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the wife thathaue murdered my husband, I ama degenerate woman, an vndoer of 
this countrey, a ſhame of my children, What wouldſtthou haue ſayd more, oh 
Philanax? and allthis I graunt,there reſteth then nothing elle to ſay, but that I de- 
ſire you , you will appoint quickly ſome to rid me of my lite , rather then theſe 


5 hands, whichelſc are deſteniedynto it, and that indeedit may be done with ſuch

ſpced as I maynot long die in this life, which Ihaue in fo great horrour : with that 
ſhe croſſedher armes, and fate downe vpon the ground , attending the Iudges 


anfiver, But a great while it was, betore anic bodie could be heard ſpeake, the 


whole people concurring ina lamentablecrie, ſo much had Gynectas words and 
behautour ſtirred their hearts to a dolefull compaſhon , neither introath could 
molt of them intheir iudgements tell , whether they ſhould be more ſorie forher 
fault or her miſerie:: {or the loſle of her eſtate , or loſle of her vertue. But moſt 
were molt moued , with that which was vnder rheireyes; the ſenſe molt ſubiect 
to pitic. Butar length che reuerent awe they ſtood in of Ewarchw , droughtthem 
to a ſtlent wayting his determination, who hauing well confidered theabhomi- 
nation of the fact , attending more the manifeſt proofe of ſo horrible a treſpaſle; 
confeſſed by her ſelfe,and proued by others;then any thing relenting ro thote tra- 
gicallphraſes of hers (apter to ſtirre a vulgar pitie,then his mind, which hatedeuil, 
in what colours fo cuer he found it ) having conſidered a while with the principall 


20 men of the countrey, and demaunded their allowance, he definitinely gaue this

ſentence. That whereas bothin private and publike reſpeCts,this woman had moſt 
hainouſly offended, (in priuate,becauſe mariage being the moſt holy coniunCtion 
that fals to mankind, out ofwhich ail families, and ſo conſequent]y all ſocieties do 
proceede, which not onely by communitie of goods, but communarie of children, 
isto knitthe minds in amoſlt perfect vnion, which who ſo breakes , diflolues all 
human:tic , no man liuing free from the daungerof ſoneare ancighbour, ſhe had 
not onely broken 1t, but broken it with death, and the moſt pretended death thar 
might b2*ln publ:ke refpe&, the Princes perſons; being in all monarchall go- 
uernements the. very knor of the peoples welfare, and lighrof all their doings, to 
which they are notonly in conſcience, but inneceſſitie bound to be loyal,the had 
traitcrouſly empoiſoned him , neither regarding hercountreys profite, her owne 
dutie,nor the rigor ofthelawes,) That therefore, aswell for the due ſatisfaftionto 
erernal iuſtice.and accomplitkment of the Arcadzranſtatures,as fortheeuerlaſting 
example to all wives and ſubie<ts , ſhe ſhouldpreſently be conueyed to cloſe pri- 
ſon, and there bekept with ſuch food as might ſerue to ſuſtaine her alive,vntill the 
day of herhusbands buriall,at which time,ſhe thould be buried quicke, inthe ſame 
tombe with him: that ſo his murder might be a murder to her ſelfe , and ſhe for- 
ced tokeepe companie with the body from which ſhe had made ſo deteſtable a ſe- 
verance; and laſtly death might redreſle their diſtoyned conjunction of marriage. 
His indgement was receiued ofthe whole aſſembly , as not with difliking, ſo with 
great aſtoniſhmer, the greatneſle of the matter and perſon as it were ouerpreſſing 
the might of their conceits, But when they did ſet it to the beame , with the mon- 
ſtrouſneſle of her ougly miſdeed,they could not but yeeld in their harts, there was 
noouerballancing, As for Gynecza,who had already ſerled her thoughts , not onely 


5 tolooke but Jong forthis euent, having in this time of hervexation, found aſweer- 


nes in the reſt ſhe hoped by death, (with a countenance witneſling ſhe had before- 
hand ſo paſſed through all the degrees of forow., that ſhe had no newe looke to fi- 
gure forth any morc)raſe yp , and offered forth her faire handsto be bound ot led 
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as they would, being indeed troubled with noparr of this iudgement,but thather 
death wasas ſhethoughr long delayed. They that were appoinredfor it conueyed 


 -herto the place ſhe was in before, where the guard was telecued, andthe number 
encreaſed tokeepe her more ſure for the time of her execution : None of them all 


thatled her,though moſt of them were ſuch, whoſeharrs had bene long hardened 5 
withthe often exerciſing ſuch offices,being able to barre teares fro theireyes,and 
other manifeſt tokens of compaſſionate ſorrow. So goodly avertue is a reſolute 
conſtancie, thateuen incuill deſeruers, it ſecmes thar partie might haue bene no- 
rably well deſeruing.Thus the excellent Lady Gynecia,hauing paſſed fiue and thir- 
tie yeares ofher age,cuen to admiration ofher beautifull mind and bodie, and ha- 10 
uingnot in her owne knowledge , cuer ſpotted her ſoule with any wilfull vice, bur 
her immoderatlouc of Ze/mane,was brought, firſt by the violence of that illanſwe- 
red paſſion,and then by the diſpairing conceir ſhe rooke of the indgement of God 
in her husbands death and her owne fortune, purpoſely to overthrow herſelfe, 
andconfirme by a wrong confeſſion , that abhominable ſhame, which with her 15 
wiſedome , ioynedtothe truth, perhaps ſhe might haue refelled, Then did Ewar- 
chas aske Philanax, whether it were he that would charge the rwo yong priſoners, 


-or that ſome other ſhould do it, and he fit according tohiseſtare, as an aſfiſtanr 
inthe judgement. Phi/arax told him as before he had done, that he thought no 


man could lay manifeſt the naughtineſſe of thoſe two yong men, with ſo much ei- 20 
ther truth or zeale as himſelfe,and therfore he defired he might do this laſt ſeruice 

to his faithfully beloued maſter, as to proſecute the traiterous cauſers of his death 
anddiſhonour; which being done, forhis part he meant to giueyp all dealing in 
publike affaires, ſince that man was gone who had madehim loue them. Philanax 
thus beingreadie to ſpeake, the two Princes were commandedrto tell theirnames, 25 
who anſwered according to their agreements, that they were Darphanras of Lycia, 
and Palladius Prince of 1beria. Which when they had ſaid,they demanded to know 

by whar authoritiethey could iudge of them , ſince they werenot onely forreiners 
and ſonor borne vnder their lawes , but abſolute Princes , and therefore not to be 
rouchedby lawes. But aunſiver was preſently made them , that _4readza lawes, 30 
were to haue their force vpon any were foundin readies: fince ſtrangers haue 
ſcope to know the cuſtomes of a countrey, before they put themſelues in it:& when 
they once are centred, they muſt know, that what by many was made, muſt not for 
one be broken. And ſomuich lefle fora ſtraunger , as he is to looke for no priui- 
ledgein that place,to which intime of neede, his ſeruice is not tobe expeRted, As 35 
for their being Princes,whether they were ſo or no, the beleefe ſtood in theirown 
words, which they had fo diuerſely falſified , as they did not deſerue beleefe. But 
what ſocuer they were , ©Arcadia was to acknowledge them. butas private men, 
ſince they were neither by magiſtracy nor alliance to the princely bloud,to claime 
any thing inthat region. Therefore if they had offended, (which now by the plain- 40 
tife and their defence was to be iudged) againſt theJawes ofnations ; by the lawes 
ofnarions they were to be chaſtiſed: ifagainſt the peculiar ordinances of the pro- 
uince, thoſe peculiar ordinances were to lay hold ofthem. The Princes ſtood a- 
whilevponthat,demaunding leafſure to give perfet knowledge of their greatnes; 
but when they were anſwered, that in acaſe of a Princes death, the lawe of that 
countrey had euer bene, that immediate triall ſhould be had : they were forced to 
yeeld, reſoluedthat in thoſe names , they wouldas much as they could , couer the 
ſhame of their royall parentage, and keepe as long as might be(ifeuill were _

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mined againſt them) the cuill newes from their carefull kinsfolke , wherem/the 
chiefe man they confidered was Ewarchus : whom the ſtraunge and ſecret wotking yt 
of iuſtice had broughtto be the iudge ouer them , in ſucha thadow, orrarherpir | ; VTH# 
of darkencſle , the wormiſh mankind liues, that neither they know how ts foreſee, _ ..

Shall we doubr ſo many ſecrete 
conferences with Gypeczs , ſuch tained fauourto the ouer-ſoone beguiled Baſilins, 
Io a Cane madea lodging, and the fame lodging madea temple of his religion, 
laſtly ſuch changes and trauerſes , as aquiet Poet could {carſehill a poeme withall, 
were dircted toany leſleſcope, then to this monſtrous murder ? Q i[nakie am- 
bition, which can windrthy ſelfe in ſo: many figures , to {lide thither thou detireit 
to come *O corrupted reafon of mankind, that can yeeld ro deforme thy ſelte with 
15 fo filthie delires!

My accuſers tale , may well beare witneſſe with me, moſt rightfull Indge, in 
how hard acaſe, and inuironed with how many troubles, I may eſteeme my lelfe, 
For it he, who (hewes his tongue is not vnacquainted with rayling,was inan agony 
in the beginning ofhis ſpeech, with the multitude of matters he had to lay vnto me, 
wherein notwithſtanding the moſt euill could fall ynro him , was, that he ſhould 
notdofo much evill as he would; how combred do you thinke may | acknowledge 
my ſelte, who in things noleſſe importing then my life, muſt be mine owne aduo- 
cate, without leaſure to anſwer, or forcknowledge what ſhould be obieted? In 
things I ſay promoted with ſocunning contuſion, as hauing mingledtruths with 
fallchoods, farmiſes with certainties , cauſes ofno moment with matters capitall, 
ſcolding with complayning , I can abſolute' neither graunt nor denie, neithercan 1 


tell, whether I come hither to be iudged,or before iudgement to be puniſhed, being 


compelled to beare ſuch vnworthy words, farre more grieuous then any death vn- 


ro me. Zur {incethe forme of this gouernment , allowes ſuch tongue 
him, I will picke afivell as Ican our of his inueQtiue thoſe few points, which may 
ſeeme of ſome purpole in the touching of me, hoping that by your ealic hearing of

no more loue to the chaſte 2h1/oclea\, then Baſilzus deceined in my ſexe, ſhewedto 
me,infomuch that by his importunacy, I could haue no time ro obrayne the like fa- 
uour ofthe pure Phztoclea, till this policie I found, taking vnder colour of ſome 
deuotions,my 1ooging, to drawe'Ba/ilizgthither , with hope to cnioy me, which 
likewiſe Ircucaled to the Queene, that ſhe' might keepe my place, and ſo make her 
husband ſee his error, While I inthemeanetime, being delivered ofthem both, 
& huing lockt ſo the dores as I hoped if the immaculate Philoc/es would condil- | 
cend to go with me, there ſhouldbe nonetohinder our going. Iwas made pri- 
ſoner there, I know not by what meanes, when being repelled by her dinine ver- 
ruc, would faineſt haueeſcaped, Herehaue you the thread to guide you in the - 
Labyrinth, this man ofhistoung,had made ſo monſtrous. Here ſee you the true 
diſcourſe,which he mountebanke faſhion doth make ſo wide a mouth ouer. Here 
may you concelue thereafon,why the Queene had my garment, becauſe in her go- 
ing to the caue, in the Moone-ſhine night , ſhe might be taken for me , which he 
vſeth as the knotjof all his wiſe aſſertions : ſo that as this double minded fellowes 
accuſation was double, double likewiſe my anſwer muſt perforce be , tothe mur- 
ther of Baſilzws & violence offred tothe inuiolate Phzlocles . For the firſt, O hea- 
uenly gods, who would haue thought any mouth could haue bene found ſo mer- 
cenarie , as to haue opened fo ſleight proofes of fo horible martters ? his firſt 
argument\.is a queſtion who would imagine that Gyneci« would accompliſh 
ſuch an Acte , without fome acceſlaryes ? and if any , who bur I ? Truely 1 
am ſo farre from imagining any thing , that till I ſawe theſe mourning tokens, 
and heard Gynecias confeſſion, I neuer imagined the King was deade, Andfor 
my part ſo vehemently, and more like the manner of pafſionare, then guiltie folks, 
I ſee the Qu1zene. perſecute her ſelfe , that I thinke condemnation may goe too 
haſtily ouer her, confidering the vnlikelyhood , if not impoſlibilitie , her wiſe- 
dome,and vertue fo longnourithed, ſhould in one moment throw downe ir elfe 
tothe vttermoſt end of wickedneſſe.But whatſocuer the hath done (which as I ſay, 
I neuer belecued) yet how vniuſtly ſhould that aggravate my fault.

as neceſlſaric arelation as betweene father and ſonne, and as there is no mana fa- 
45 ther,but rohis child, fo is nota Prince a Prince, butto his owne ſubies.There- 
fore is not this place to acknowledge in them anieprincipalitie, without it ſhould 
attheſamerimeby a ſecret conſent contefle ſubieftion. Yet hereto may be obie- 
Red, that the vniucrſall ciuilicie ,the law of nations {all mankind being as irwere 
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coinhabitors or world-citizens together)hatheuer required publike perſons ſhould 
| be of all parties eſpecially regarded, ſince notonly in peace, but in warte,not only 
princes , butheralds and trumpets, arewith great reaſon exempted from injuries. 


This point is true, bur yer ſo true, as they that will receive the benefit of a cuſtome, 


| muſt not be the firſtto breake it. For then can theynot complaine, if they bee 5 
hot helpe by that which they themſelues hurt.Ita Prince do actes of hoſlilitie,with- 


outdenouncingwarre, ithe breake his oath of amitic, or innumerable ſuch other 


| things contrary to the law of armes, he muſt take heed how he fall into their hands 
| 


whom he ſo wrongeth ,for then is curteſic the beſt cuſtome he canclaime;z much 


moretheſe men, whohaue nor only leftro do like Princes, but to be like Princes, r6 


| not onelyentred into Arcadza, and fo into the Hreadzen orders, but into domelti- 


call ſernices, and ſo by making themſc]ues priate, depriued themſelues of reſpect 
due totheir publike calling. For no proportion it were of juſtice , that a man might 
make himſelfe no Prince when he would do enill, and might anew create himſelfe 

a Prince, when he would not ſuffer euill. Thus therefore by all lawes of nature and 15 
nations, and eſpeciallie by their owne putting themſclues our of the ſanQuarie of 
them , theſe young men cannot iniuſtice auoide the wdgement: but like priuate 
men muſt haue their doings either cleared, excuſed , or condemned. There reſterth 
then the ſecond point, how to iudge well. And that muſt vndoubtedly be done,not 

by a free diſcourſe of reaſon and skill of philoſophie : but muſt be ricd to the lawes 20 
of Greece, and municipall ſtatutes of this kingcome.Foralthough out of them theſe 
came, andto them muſt indeed referre their off-ſpring, yet becauſe philoſophicall 
diſcourſes ſtand inthe generall conſideration of things, they leaue to euerie mana 
ſcope of his owne interpretation, Wherethe lawes applying themſe]ues to the ne- 
ceſarie vſe , folde vs within aſſured bounds, which once broken , mans nature in- 25 
finitelyrangeth. Iudged therefore they muſt be, and by your lawes judged. Now 
the ation offerethit ſelfe to due ballance , betwixt the accuſers twofold accuſation 
and their anſwere accordinglie applied. The queſtions being the one of a fact ſ1m- 
plie, the other of the qualitic of a fad. Tothe firſt they vie dire deniall,to the ſe- 
condqualification and excuſe. They deyy the murther of the king; and mighty a- 30 
gainſt preſumprions bring forch ſome Fobable anſwers , which they do principally 
fortific with the Queenes acknowledging her ſelfe only culpable. Certainly as in e- 
qualitie of conieCtures , we arenot totake hold ofthe worſe, bur rather to bee glad 
we may findany hope that mankindisnot growne monſtrous (being vndoubredly 
leſſeevill 2 guiltie man ſhould eſcape, then a guilrleſle perith) ſo it inthe reſt they 35 
be ſpotlelle, then is ho farther to be remembred. But if they haue aggrauated theſe 
ſuſpitions with new euils, then are thoſe ſuſpitions ſo farre to ſhew theraſelues, as 


_ tocauſlethe other points tobe throughly examined, and with leſle fauour wayed, 


ſince thisno man can denie, they haue bene accidenrall, ifnot principall cauſes © 
of rhe kings death, Now then we are to determine of the other matters, which are 40 
laid to them, wherein they donot denie the fact, bur denic,or atleaſt diminiſh the 
faulr, but firſt I may remember (though it were nor firſt alleaged by them) the ſer- 


vices they had before done, truly honorable, and worthie of great reward,bur not 


worthy to counteruaile with a following wickednefle. Reward isproper to well do- 
ing ,puviſhmenttoeuill doing, which muſt not be confounded , no morethen 45 
poodandenill are to be mingled. Therfore hath bene determined in all wiſdomes, 
thatno man becauſe he hath done well before, should haue his preſent euils ſpa- 
red, butrather ſo much the more punished, as hauing ſhewed he knew how to a"

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good , would againſt his knowledge benaught. The fa&t then is nakedly withour 


paſſion, or partiality to be viewed : wherin without all queſtion they are equally cul- 
able. Forthough he that tearmes himſelfe Dajphantws,were ſooner diſappointed of 

is purpoſe of conueying away the Lady ?2hiloclea ,then he that perſwaded the Prin- 

5 celle Pamelato flic hercountric, and accompanicd herin it: yer ſecing in cauſes of 
thisnature ,the will by the rules of iuſtice ſtanderh for the deed, they are both alike 
to be found guiltie , and guiltic of hainous rauiſhment, For though they rauiſhed 
them not from themſelues, yet they rauiſhed the from him that owed them , which 
was their father. An act puniſhed by all the Grecian lawes, by the lofle of the head, 

10 25 amoſtexccrable theft, For if rhey mult die, who ſteale trom vs our goods, how 
much more they , who ſteale from vs that, for which we gather our goods , and if 
our lawes haucir ſo in the priuate perſons , much more forcible are they to be in 
Princes children , where one ſteals as it were the whole ſtate and well being of that 
people, being tied by the ſecret of along vſe, tobe gouerned by none but the next 

15 ofthat bloud. Neitherlet any man maruell, our anceſtors haue bene fo ſeuerein 
theſe caſes, ſince the example of the Phenician Europa , but eſpecially of Grecian 
Helene, hath taught them, what deſtroying fires haue growne ofſuch ſparkles. And 
alchough Helene was a wife,8& this bur a child, that booteth not zfince the princi-. 
pall cauſe of marying wiues is,that we may haue childrE of our own. But now let vs 

20 ſee how theſe yong men (truly fortheir perſons worthie of pitie,if they haue right- 
lie pitied. themſclues) do go abour to mitigate the vehemencie of their errours. 
Some oftheir excuſes are common to both, ſome peculiar onely ro him that. was 
the ſhepheard. Both remember the force of loue, and as it were the mending vp 
of the matter by their mariage:if that vnbrideled deſire which'is inticuled loue, 

' 25 mightpurgeſuch afickneſfe as this, ſurely we ſhould have many louingexcuſes of 
hatefull miſchiefe. Nay rather no miſchiete ſhould be committed, that ſhould not 
be vailed vnder thename of loue, For as well he that ſteales might alleage thgloue 
of mony; he that murders theloue of rcuenge;, he that rebels,the loue of greatyeſle, 
as the adulterer the loue of a woman. Since they do in all ſpeeches aftirine theres 

39 that, which an ill gouerned paſſion maketh Qem to follow: but Joue may haue no . 
ſuch priuiledge. Thar ſweet and heauenly vnitingof the minds , which properly is 
called loue , hath noother knot but vertue, and therefore if it be a right love, it can 
neuer {lide into any ationthat isnot vertuous, The other, and indced rnore efte- 
Ctuall reaſon is, that they may be maried ynto them, & ſo honorably redrefſe the di- 

35 ſhonor ofthem, who this matter ſeemeth moſt to rouch, Surely if the queſtio were, 
what were conuenient for the parties , and not what is iuſtinthe neuer changing 
juſtice, there might much be fd in it, Butherein we muſt conſider, that the lawes 
looke how to preuent by due examples, that ſuch things be not done : and not how 
to ſalue ſuch things whe they are done.For if the gouernors of juſtice ſhall take ſuch 

40 aſcope, as to meaſure the foote of the law by a ſhew of conueniency, and meaſure 
that conueniency not by the publike ſocierie, but by that which is fitreſt for them 

| which offend: young men, ſtrong men, and rich men, ſhalleuer find private con- 
ueniences howto palliate ſuch committed diſorders, as to thepublike ſhall not on- 
lybe inconucnicnr, but peſtilent. The mariage perchance might be fit forthe, 
bur verie vnfirt were it to the ſtate, to allow a patterne of ſuch procurations of ma- 
riage. And thus much do they both alleage. Further goes hee that went witlt the 
Princeſſe Pamela, and rd the benefit of a Counſeller, who hath place of free 
perſwaſion; &the reaſonable excuſg ofa ſeruant,that did but wait of his miſtreſle, 
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force, from carying away the Princes, vntill it were heard what new matters theſe \_ 


 wherehe was, gefling the li

Without all queſtion, as counſellours haue great cauſe to take heed how they ad-. 
uiſe any thihg,direCtly oppoſit tothe forme of that preſent gouernement,cſpecial- 
ly whenthey doit finglie without publike allowance , ſo yeris the caſe much more 
apparant *{ince neither ſhe was an cffeCuall Princeſle, her farher being then alive, 
and though he had bene dead, ſhenot come ro the yeares of authoritie, nor he her 5 
ſervantin ſuch maner to obey her,but by his own preferment firſt belonging ro Da- 
metas, and then totheking, and therefore ifnot by Arcaaje lawes , yet by houſhold 
orders, bound to haue done nothing without his agreement, Thus therefore ſince 
the deeds accompliſhed by theſe two, are both abhominable and inexculable, I co 
inthebchalfeof iuſtice , and by the force of Arcadia lawes pronounce , that Daz- Io 
anti (hall berhrowne out of a high tower to receiuehis Ceath by his fall. Pafadr- = 
#5 (hall be beheaded, the time before the ſunne ſet: the place, in Martine: the exe- 
cutioner, Damet.as: which office he ſhall execute all the dayes of his lite , for his 
beaſtly forgetting the carefull duty he owed to his charge. This ſaid, he turned 
himſelfe ro Philanax ,and twoof the other Noblemen, commanding themto ſee 15 
the iudgement preſently performed./ h:lanax more greediethen any hunter of his 
raic , went ſtraight to lay holdof the excellentprifoners , who caſting a farewell 
ooke one vpon the other, repreſented in their faces asmuch vnappalled conſtancy, 


- asthe molt excellent courage can deliuer in outward graces. Yet it at all there were 


«a 


any ſhewof change inthem , it was that Pyroc/es was ſomewhat nearer to baihtul- 25g 
neſle, and Mu/idorws to anger; both ouer-ruled by reaſon &reſoJution. But as with 
greatnumber of armed men, Philanax was deſcending vnto them;and that Mw/ido- 
rw was beginr.ing to ſay ſomething in Pyrocles behalfe, behold Kalander, that with 
armes caſt abroad, and open —_ came crying to Ewarchus holding aftranger in 
his handthat cryed much more then he,defiring they might beheard ſpeake before 25 
the priſoners were remoued, euenthe noble Gentleman Simparhus aided them in 
it, and taking ſuch as he could commaund, ſtopped Philanax berwixt entreaty and 


men did bring. So againe mounting to the Tribunall, they hearkened tothe ftran- . 
gers vehement ſpeech, orrather appaſibnate exclaiming. Itwas inceed Kaloaulus, 30 
the faithfull ſeruant of MHuſidorus, to whom his mailter, when in deſpite of his beſt 

ounded determinations he firſt became aflaueto afteftion , had ſentthe ſhep- 
heard Menslc45 to be arreſted: by the help of whoſe rayment in the meane time he 
aduanced himſelteto that eſtate, which he accompted moſt high, becauſe it might 
be ſerviceable to tharfancie , which he had placed moſt high in his mind. For Me- 35 
naleas hauing\faithfullyperformed his errand, was as faithfully impriſoned by Ka- | 
lodulus. But as Kalodulus perfourmed the firſt part of his dutie in doing the com- 
mandement of his Prince: ſo was he with abundance of ſincere loyaltie extreame- 
ly perplexed when he vnderſtoodofeMenalcas the ftraunge diſguiling of his belo- 
ved maiſter. Foras the a&ts he and his couſin Pyrocles had done in ©4/a, had fil- 40 
led all the cares ofthe Theſſalians and Macedonians withnolefle ioy then admira- 
tion : ſo was the feare of their loſſe no leſſe grieuous vnto them, when by the noiſe 
of report they vnderſtood of their lonely committing themſelues to the ſea, the i(- 
fue of which they had no mY learned, Butnow that by CMenalcas he perceiued 

e of Pyrocles , comparing the vnuſedneſle of this at 45 

with the vneipeneſſe of their age, ſecing in generall conieQure they could do it for 
nothing that mighrnor fall out dangerous: he was ſomewhile troubled with him- 


felfe, whatto do, betwixt doubt of their hurt, and doubt of theirdiſpleaſure, Often 
he 
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he was minded(as his ſafeſt and honeſteſt way).coreuealc it to the king Exarchus 
that both his authoririe might preuent anic domage to them, and vnder his wings 
he himſelfe might remaine ſate. Burconſidering a journey to Byzantium (where as 
yet he ſuppoſed Ewerchus lay) would require more time, then he was willing to re- 


5. maine doubrtull of his Princes eſtate, he refolued atlength to write the matrer to 


Euarchus, and himſelfe the whilero go into Arcade: vncertaine what ro dowhen 

he came thither, but determined to do his beſt ſeruiceto his deare maiſter, if by 

anie good fortune he might finde him, And ſo it happened, that being euen this 

day come toMantinea, andas warily and attentiuelie as he could, giuingeare to 

P 10 all reports , in hope to heare ſomething of them he ſought, he ſtraight receineda 
ſtrange rumour of-theſe rhmgs : but ſo vncerrainlie , as popular reports carieſo 
rare accidents. But this by all men he was willed,to ſecke out Kalandey a great Gen- 

tleman ofrhat countrie, whowold ſooneſt ſatisfie him of all theſe occurrents. Thus

nic teares made a dolefull recitall vnto him, both of the- Amazon and ſhepheard, 


ſetting forth their naturall graces, and lamenting their pitifullvndoing. Bur his. 


deſcription made Kalodu/us immediately know the ſhepheard was his Duke, and 

25 ſoiudging the other robe Pyroc/es, and ſpeedilie communicating it to Ka/axdey, 
who he ſaw did fauour their caſe, they brakethe preaſe with aſtoniſhing everie 

man with their cries. And being come to Euarchus, Kalodulme fell at his feet, telling 

him thoſc he had iudged,were his owne Sonue and Nephew ; the one the com- 

fort of Macedon, the other the only ſtay of Theſ/alza.. With many ſuch like words, 

39 but as from a man that aſſured himſelfe in thge matter he ſhould need ſmall ſpeech. 

\ While Kalarder made it knowne to all m@1i ,what the priſoners were towhom

force to change theneuer changing iuſtice . No,no,Pyrocles and Muſidorm, I pre- 
ferre you much before my life, bur I preferre juſtice as farre before you , while you

' rus hauing the hope othis ſafety, and recouering of the Princefle Pamela, which 
made him moſt deſirous to live, ſo ſodainly daſhed ; but eſpeciilly moued for his 
deare Pyrocles, for whom he waseuerveſolued his laſt ſpeech ſhould be, and ſtirred A 
vpwith the rage of vnkindneſſe, he thus ſpake: Enioy thy bloudycoqueſt tyrannicall 
Ew arch, ſaid he; for neither is conuenient the title of a king to amurtherer,northe 

remembrance of kindred toa deſtroyer of his kindred. Goioe and glory,thar it 
hath bene in chy power , ſhamefully to kill 24#/idorws.”Let thy flattering Orators 35 
dedicate Crownes of Lawrell vntothee, thatthe firſt of thy race ,thou haſt ouer- 
thrownea Prince of Theſſalza .

A child ,cried out TMuſidorrs ,to lim that 
killes Pyrocles? with that he fel againeto intre ate for Pyrocles, and Prooeles as faſt for 
Huſidorus,each imploying his wit howto ſhew himlelfe moſt worthie to die ,1 ,to

ſuchan admiration of allthe beholders, that moſt of the examining the matter by 
their owne paſſions,thought Ewarc hus(as 0iten extraordinaryexcellencies,not be- 
ing rightly conceiued, do rather oftend chen pleaſe)an obſtinare hearted man, and 
ſuch an one, who being pirileſle, his dominion mult necds be inſupportable. Bur 
Euarchius that felt his owne miſerie more then they, and yetloued goocreſle more 
then himſelte , with ſuch a fad aflured behauiour as Caro killed himſelte withall, 
when he had heard the vtrermolt of rhatrheir ſpeech tended vnto: he commaun- 
ded againe they thould be caried away, riſing vptromthe ſeate ( which he would 
much rather haue withed ſhould haue bene his grave) and looking who would 
take the charge , whereto euerie one was exceeding backward, But as this pitiful] 
matter was entring into, thoſethat were nextthe Dukes bodie, might heare from 
ynder the veluct wherewith he was couered,/a great voice of groning. V\ hereat 
eucric man aſtonithed (and their ſpirits appalled with theſe former miſeries, apr 
rotake any ſtrange conceir) when they might perfectly perceive the. bodie ſtirte. 
Thidhwne began ro teare [pirits , {omero looke for a miracle,moſt ro imagine they 
knewnot what. But Philanax and Kaſarder, whole eyes honeſt loue' (though to 
digerſe parties) held moſt attentive, leapt to the table, and putting off the veluer 
couer,” might plainely difcerne , with as much wonder as gladnefle, that the Duke 
lined. For{o it was ,that the drinke he had recetued, was neither as Gyzecza firlt j- 


magined, a love potion, nor a5Atwas atterthought a deadly poiſon , but a drinke 


made by notable Arte, and as/it was thoughtnot without naturall magicke,topro- 
cure forthirtic houres ſuch adcadly fleepe,as ſhould oppreſle all thew ot lite. The 
cauſe ofthe making ofthisdrinke had firſt bene, thar a Princeſlc of Cypras , grand- 
morher to Gy#cc/4, beingnorablic learned, (and yernorable with all her learning 


ro anfwer,the obiecuons of C#pia)did furioutly loue a yong nobleman ot her fathers 


Court, VVho tearingthe kings rage, andnot once daring either ro attempt or ac- 
cept fo high a place, ſhe made that {leeping drinke, and found meanes bya truſty 
ſeruant of hers (who of purpoſe inuired him to his chamber ) to procure -him, thar 


| ſiſpetedno ſuch thing , rorecetueir. VVhich done, heno way abletorefiit , was

ſecretly caried by him ito apleaſznt chamber, in the midſt of a garden ſhe had of 
purpoſeprouided for this enterpriſe, where thar ſpace of time, pleaſing her ſeite 
with ſeeing and cheriſhing of him , waen the time came of the arinkes end of wor- 


king, andhe more aſtonithed then it he had faine fromthe cloudes, thebadhim 


chooleether then to marie ber, and ro promiſe to fie away with herin a barke ſhe 
had made ready, orelfe the wouid preſently cric out, and ther in what place he 


was with oth he was come thither ro rauiih her. The Nobleman in thele itraights, 


herbeaurie preuailed, he maried her, and eſcapedtherealine with her, And after 


many ſtrange aduentures , were reconciled to the kmg her father, afrer whoſe 


Ceath they raizned. Burthe gratetully remembring the ſeruice that drinke had done

5 ing1n alltheſe matters his owne fault had bene the greateſt. The firſt thing he did, 
was with all honorable pompeto ſend for Gynecia: who (poore Lady) thought the 
was leading forth to her liuing buriall : and ( when ſhe came) to recount betore all 
the people,the exceller vertue was in her,which ſhe had not only maintained all,her 
life moſt vnſpotted,but now was coteted ſo miſerablyto die,to follow her husband.

15 loue. Which though in that point vndeſcrued, ſhe did inthe remnant of her lite 
daylic purchaſe, with obſeruing all duric and faith rothe example and gloric of 
Greece: {ovncertaine are mottall iudgements, theſame perſon moſt infamous , and 
molt famous, and neither juſtly, Then with Princely entertainement to Euarchas, 
and manic kind words to Pyrec/es,who (till he dearly loued though in a more vertu- 
20 ous kind , the mariage was concluded, tothe ineſtimable ioy of Evarchm,(towards 
whom now Muſidorus acknowledged his fault) betwixt the peereleſſePrinces and 
Princeſſes. Philanax tor his Fagan 26 faith euerheld deare of B/i/zz5 while he lived, _ 
andno leſle of Muſidorus , who was to inherite that kingdome,, and therein confir- © 
medto him and his the ſecond place of that Prouince , with great increaſe of his 1i- 
25 uingto maintaine it, Which like proportion he vſed to Kaledulus in T beſſalia:high- 
lic honouring Kalander while he liued: andatter his death continuing in the ſame 
meaſure to loue & aduice his ſon C/;tophon,Bur as for Sympathas, Pyrocles(to whom 
his father in his ownetime gaue the whole kingdome of T hrace) held him alwaies 
about him, giuing him in pure gitt, the great Citie of Abdera. But the ſolemnities 
3o of theſe mariages with the Arcadianpaſtoralles, full of manie comicall aduentures 
hapning to thole rurall louers, the ſtrange ſtoriesof Artaxiaand Plexirtus , Erons 
and Plangws , Helene and Amphialas ,with the wonderfull chances that befellthem: 
The ſhepheardiſh loues of Menalcas with Kalodulus daughter ; the poore.hopes of 
the poore Philiſides in the purſuit of his affeCtions; the ſtrange corinuance of Klajus 
35 and Strephons deſire . Laſtly, the ſonne of Pyrecles ,named Pyrophilus aud Melide- 
rs, the faire daughter of Pamels by Muſidorws ,whoeuen at their birth entred into 
admirable fortunes; may awake ſome other ſpirit to exerciſe his pen un that,where«

So among the Romans were init Andronicus,and Ennis, lo in 
the Icalian language, the firſtchat made itto aſpire to be a treaſure-houſe of Sci- 
ence were the Poets Dante, Bocace , and Petrarch. Soinour Engliſh were Gower 
and Chawcer , after whom , encouraged and delighted with their excellent fore- ,5 
going, others hauc followed ro beautifie our mother tongue, as well in the ſame 
kind as other artes. T his did ſonotablyihew it ſelfe,thatthe Philoſophers of Greece 
durſtnor a long time appeare to the world , but vnder the maske of Poets. So 
T hates. Empeaotles, and Parmenides,lang their naturall Philoſophie inverſes. So 
did Pzth-goras and Phocillides their morall Counſels . Sodid 7 irtewsin warre mat- 25 
| ters, and Solo; in matters of policie , or rather they being Poets, did exerciſe their - 
| del1ghtfull veine in thoſe points of higheſt knowledge, which before them lay hid- 
| den tothe world , For that wiſe Se/opwas directlic a Poet, it is manifeſt , having 
written in verſe the notable Fable of the x7/antiche liland, which was continued 
by Plato. And trulie euen F/ato whoſoever well confidereth, ſhall find that in the 30 
| bodie of his workethough the inſide and ſtrength were Philoſophie , the «kinne 
{Wil as it were and beautic , depended moſt of Poctrie . For all ſtands vpon Dialogues, 
if wherein he faignes manie honeſt Burgeſles of Athens ſpeake of fuch matters,that 
| ifthey had bene ſet on the racke, they would never haue contefled them : beſides 
his Poeticall deſcribing thecircumſtances of their meetings, as the well ordering 35 
ofabanquet,the delicacie of awalke, with enterlacing meere Tales, as Gyges Ring 
and others,which, who knowes notto be flowers of Poetrie, did neuer walke into 
<Apolios Garden, Andeuen H#oriographers, although their lippes ſoundofthings 
done , and verity be written intheir forcheads, haue bene glad to borow both ta- 
ſhion and perchaunce weight of the Poets. So Herodotws entituled his Hiſtorie 40 
| bythename ofthe nine Muſes, & both he and all the reſt that followed him, either 
| ſtale, or vlurpedof Poetrie , their paſſionate deſcribing of, paſſions, the many par- 
| ticularities of battels which no man could affirme , or it that be denied me, long 
Orarions put in the mouths of great kings and Capraines,which it is certaine, they 
neuer pronounced, So that truly neither Phz/oſepher,nor Hiitoriographer cou!d at 45 
the firſt haucentred into the gates of popular iudgmets,if they had notrakE a great 
| paiport of Poetric, which in all Nations at this day, where learning flouriſleth pct, 
| | is

is plaine to beſeene: in all which they haue ſome feeling of Poctrie, ln Turkre, 
beſides their Law-giving Diuines, they hauenoother writers but Pocts.:In our 


neighbour countrie Jre/ard , where truely learning goes veric bare, yetare their 
Poets held in a deuoutreucrence , Fuen 


5 Indians , where no writing is, yet haue they<heir Poets, who make and ling 


19 promiſes of much knowledge , will little perſwade them that know notrhc fruits 


ſongs, which they call _2rertos, bothof their Anceſtors deeds, and praiſes of 


their Gods. A ſutficient probabilitic , that it euer learning come amongthem, it 


muſt be by hauing their hard dull wittes ſofrenedand ſharpened with the {weete. 


delights of Poetric, for vntill they find apleaſure in the exerciſe of the mind, great 


of knowledge . In Yates , the true remnant of the ancient Br/ttons , as there 
are good authorities to ſhew , the long time they had Poets which they called 


Bardes: {othorough a!l the conqueſts of Remanes, Saxons, Danes, and Normans, 


ſome of whome did ſeeke to ruinea!ll memorie of learning from among them, 


15 yer dotheir Poets cuen tothis day laſt: ſo as itis notmore notable inthe ſcone 


beginning , then in Jongcontinuing , Þur ſince the Authours of moſt of our Sci- 
ences, were the Romanes ,and betorethem the Greets, let vs alittle ſtand vppon 
their authorities, bur cuen ſo farre as to {ce what names they haue giuen vnto 
this now ſcornedskill , Among the Romanes a Poet was called Tates, which is as 


20 muchas aÞiuiner, foreſeer, or Prophet ,as by his conioyned words Yatrcinium,

and Yaticinars, is manifeſt , ſo heauenly a title did that excellent people beflow 
vppon this heart-rauiſhingknowledge, and ſo farre were theycaried into the ad- 


miration thereof, that they thought inthe chaunceable hitting vppon of any ſuch 


verſes, great foretokens of trio fortunes were placed, Whereuppon 
grew theword of Sortes Virgiliane , when 
lighted vppon ſome verſe of his , as it is reported by manie , whereof the Hi- 
ſtories of the Emperors liues arefull, As of C4/binus the Gouernour of our Iland, 
who in his childhood met with this verſe: | 

C41M4 amens capio, ner ſat rations 11 4arm:y, | | | 
And inhisage performed it,alchough it were a very vaine and godlefſe ſuperſtition 
as allo it was ,to thinke ſpirits were commanded by ſuch verſes, whereupon this 
word Charmes dcriued of Carmina, commeth: fo yer ſerueth itto ſhew the great 
reuerencethoſe wits were held in, and altogether not without ground, fince both 
the Oracles of Delphos and Sybzlles prophecies , were wholly delivered in verſes, 
for that ſane exquiliteobſeruing of number and meaſure in the words ,- and that 
high flying libertie of conceit properto the Poct,did ſeemeto hauc ſome diuine 
force init. And maynot I prefumea little farther , to ſhew the rcaſonableneſle of 
this word Yetes , andſay that the holy Daw/as Plalmes are a diuine Poeme? It I do, 
I ſhallnor doit without the teſtimonie of great learned men both ancient and 
moderne , Butcuenthe nameof Pſalmes will ſpeake for me, which being inter- 
preted , is nothing but ſongs : then thar it is fullic writtenin mceter , as all lear- 
ned Hebritians agree, although the rules be not yet fully found .Laftly and princi- 
pally , his handling his prophecje, which is meerely Poericall, For whatelſe is the 
awaking his mulicall Inſtruments, che often and free changing of perſons, his 
notable Proſopopzigs, when he maketh you as itwere ſee God comming in his 


maieltie, his telling of the beaſts ioyfulneſle, and hilles leaping , but a heauenly . 
Pozlic, whergin almoſt he ſheweth himlſelte a paſionate loucr of that vaſpeakable

y ſodaine opening Yirgi/s booke, they |

andeuerlaſting beautie, to be ſeene by the eyes of the mind, onely cleared by 
faith? But truly now having named him, I feare I ſeeme to prophanethar holie 
name, applying itto Poetrie, which is among vs throwne downe to ſo ridiculous 
an eſtimation . Butthey that with quiet iudgements will looke a litle deeper in- 
to it, ſhall find the end and working of it ſuch, as being rightly applied, deſer- 5 
uethnot to.be ſcourged our of the Church of God . Butnow letvs ſee how the 
Greekes haue named it , and how they deemed of it. The Greckes named him 
«nl;v , which name hath , as the moſt excellent , gone through other languages, 
it commeth of this word re: , which is to make : wherein I know not whether 
by lucke or wiſedome , wee Engliſhmen haue met with the Greckes in, calling 10 
him a Maker « Which name , how high and incomparable atitle it is, I had 
rather were knowne by marking the ſcope of other ſciences , then by any partiall 
allegation, There is no Arte delivered vato mankind, that hathnor the workes of 
nature for his principall obie&t, without which they could not confiſt , and on 
which they ſo depend, as they become Actors and Players, as it were, of what Na- 
. rurewill haue ſer forth. So doth the _&ſtronomey looke vppon the ſtarres, and by 
| that heſecth, ſer downe whatorder Nature hath taken therein.So doth the Geome- 
tricianand Arethmericianin their diuerſe ſorts of quantities. So doth the £314- 
ſitien_in times tell you , which by Nature agree, whichnot. The naturall 7 hi{c- 
ſepher thereon hathhis name, andthe moral Phz/oſepheyſtandeth vpon the natu- 256 
rall vertues, vices, or paiſions of man : and follow nature ſaith he, therein, and thou 
ſhalt noterre. The Zewyer ſaith, what men haue determined, The Hiſtorian, what 
men hane done, The Grammarian , ſpeaketh onely ofthe rules of ſpeech, and the 
Rhetoritian and Logitian , conſiderirg what in nature will ſooneſt proue\, and 
perſwade thereon , giue artificiallrules, which ſtill are compaſſedwithinthe cir- 25 
cle'of aqueſtion, according to\the propoſed matter. The Ph1/;an weigheth the 
. nature of mans bodie, andthe nature of things helptull or hurrtull vnto it. And the 
HMetaphy/icke though it bec inthe ſecond and abſtratnotions, and therefore be 
counted ſupernaturall, yer doth he indeed build vpon the depth of Nature, Onely 


the Poer diſdaining ro be tied to anieſuch ſubieRion , lifted vp with the vigour of 30 - 


his owne inuention , doth grow in effe\into another nature ; in making things ej- 
ther better then. Naturebringeth forth, or quite anew,formes ſuch as neuer were 
in nature : as the Heroes, Demi-gods , Cyclops , Chymeras, Furies, and ſuchlikez fo 
as he goeth hand in handwith Nature , not incloſed within the narrow warrant of 
her gitts, but freely ranging within the Zodiacke of his owne wit, Nature neuer 35 
ſer torth the earth inſo rich Tapiſtrie as diverſe Poets haue done, neither with 
ſo pleaſant riuers, fruitful] trees, ſweete-ſmelling flowers, nor whatſocuer elſe 
may make the too much loued carth more louely : herworld is braſen, the Po- 
ets onelydeliuera golden .. Bur let thoſe thingsalone, and goto man, ſor whom 
as the other things ate , fo ir ſeemeth in him her vttermoſt cunning is imploy- 40 
ed: andknow whether ſhec haue brought forth ſotrue a louer as Theagenes, fo - 
conſtanta friend as Pylades , ſo valiant a manas Orlando, fo right a Princeas Xe- 
nophons Cyrus and ſo excellent a man cuery way,as Yirgils deneas.Neither let this 
be ieſtingly conceiued , becauſe the works of the one be eſſentiall, the other in imi- 
tation or fiction : for cuery vnderſtanding knoweth the skill of each Artificer ſtan- 45 
deth inthar des, or foreconceit of the worke,& not in the worke it ſelfe. And thar 
the Poet hath that /d+4, is manifeſt, by the delivering the forth in ſuch excellency 

45 
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as hehad imagined them : which deliuering foorth , alſo is not whollie ima- 
ginatiue, as wee are wont to ſay by them that build Caſtles in the aire : but ſo. 
tarre ſubſtantiallic it worketh , not onely to make a Cyrws , which had bene but a 
particular excellencie,as nature might haue done, but to beſtow a Cyrus vppon 
5 the world to make many Cyru//es, it they will learne aright , why and how that 
maker made him. Neither let itbe deemed tooſfawcica compariſon , to ballance 
rhe higheſt point of mans wit with the efficacie of nature: but rather giue right 
honourtothe heauenly maker of that maker , who hauing made man to his owne 
likeneſſe , ſet him beyond, andouer all the workes of that ſecond nature, which in 
Io nothing he ſheweth ſo muchas in Poetrie; when withthe force of a dinine breath, 
he brjngeth things forth ſurpaſſing her doings: withno ſmall arguments to the 
incredulous of that firſt accurled fall of Aa, lince our erefted wit maketh ys 
know what perfection is, and yet our infected wil keepeth vs from reaching vn- 
toir, Butthele arguments will by few be vnderſtood , and by fewer graunted: 
15 thus much I hope will be giuen me, that the Greekes with ſome probabilitic of 
reaſon , gane him the name aboue all names of learning . Now let vs goto a 
' more ordinarie opening of him, that the truth may bee the more palpable : and 
ſo I hope, though wee get not ſo vnmarcheda praiſe , as the Erzmologze of his 
names will graunt, yethis verie deſcription, which no man will denie, ihall nor 
20 jultly be barred from aprincipall commendation. Poe/ze therefore , is an Arte 
of /mitation: forſo LA4riſterle tearmeth/it inthe word wiuners , thatis to ſay, a re- 
preſenting, counterfeiting, or figuring forth to ſpeake metaphorically. A ſpea- 
king Pidture, with this end, toteachand delight. Oftthis haue bene three gene- 
rall kinds, thechiefe both in antiquitie and excellencie, were they that did imi- 


25 tatethe ynconceiuable excellencies of| God , ſuch were Daurdinhis Plalmes, S4- 


lomon'in his Song of Songs, in his Eccleſiaſtes and 'Prouerbes. Moſes and Debora 
intheir Hymnes, andthe writer of #6 . Which beſide other, the learned Ema- 
nuell T remelima , and Fr. Junins do emitle the Poericall part of the Scripture : a- 
gainſt theſenone will ſpeake thathaththe holie Ghoſt in due holie reverence; In 
39 this kind,though ina full wrong Diuinitie, were Orpheus, Amphion, Homer in his | 
Hymnes, and manie other both Gyeekes and Romanes. And this Poeſze mult be vſcd 
by whoſoeuer will follow Saint Pawles counſaile, in finging Plalmes when they are 
merie ,and [know is vſed with the fruit of comfort by ſome , when in ſorowfull 
pangs of their death-bringing finnes , they find the conſolation of the-neuer- 
35 m_— goodneſſe . The ſecond kind is of themthar deale with matter Philoſo- 
phicall, either morall, as 7 irtews'; Phocilides ; Cato: or naturall, as Lucretine, 
.and Uergils Georgikes 3 or Aſtronomicall, as Maniline and” Pont an; or Hilto- 
ricall, as Zacen: whichwho miſlike, the fault:is in their iudgement, quiteout 
oftaſte, andnot in the ſweer food of ſweetly vrtered knowledge. But becauſe this 


40 ſecond ſort is wrapped within the folde of the-propoſed ſubject , and rakes nor 


the free courſe of his owne inuention ,whether rhey-properly bee Poers-orno, let 
Grammarians diſpute ; and'go to the third indeedright Poets z of whom: chieflie * 
this queſtion ariſerh: betwixe whom and rheſe ſecond, is ſuch. a kinde of dilfe- 
rence , as betwixt the meaner-ſort of Painters ; who counterfeit onelyſncii fa- 


45 ces as ate ſer before them, andthe "more excellent; whohauing no lawbixwit, 


beſtow rhat incolours vpon you ; which is firrteſt for the eyero-ſee , ay the con- 
ſtant, though lamenting looke of ZLucretie when ſhee-puniſhed in her elle, 
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anothers fault: wherein hepainteth-not Zacreris', whom heneuer ſaw, butpain- 
teththe outward beautie of ſuch a vertue . Fortheſe third be they , which moſt 
properlic do imitate toteach anddelight: and to imitate , borownothingof whar 
is, hath bene, or ſhall be , but range only, reyned with learned diſcretion, into 
the diuine conſideration of what may be & ſhould be, Theſe bee they that as the 5 
firſt and moſtnoble ſort, may iuſtly bee termed Yates: ſothelſe are waytced on in 
the excellenteſt languages and beſt vnderſtandings, with the fore deſcribedname 
of Poets . For theſe indeed do meerely make to imitate, and imitate both to de- 
light andrteach, anddelightro moue men to take that goodneſle in hand, which 
wichour delight they would flic as from a ſtranger; and teach to make them know 19 
that goodneſſe whereunto they are mooued : which being the nobleſt ſcope 
to which euer any learning was directed , yet want there not idle tongues to barke 
atthem. Theſe be ſubdivided into ſundry more ſpecial] denominations, The moſt 
notable be the Heroicke, Lyricke,Tragicke,Comicke, Satyricke, lambicke, Elegiacke, 
Paſtoral, and certaine others: ſome ofthele being tearmed acording tothe matter | . 
they deale with , ſome by the ſort of verſe they liked beſt to write in: for indeed 
the greateſt part of Poets , have apparclled their Poeticall inuentions , in that 
numbrous kind of writing which is called Yerſe. Indeed but apparelled Verſc-, be- 
Ingburan ornament, andno cauſe to Poetrie, fincethere haue bene manie moſt 
excellent Poers thatneuer verſified, and now ſwarme many verſifiersthat necdne- 26 
ueranſwertothe name of Poets. For Xexophon who did imitate foexcellentlic as 
to giue vs Effigiemiuſti impery, the portraiture of a iuſt Empire , vnderthe name 
of Cyrus ,as Ciceroſaith of him , made therein an abſolute heroicall Poeme. So did 
Heliodoriis in his ſugred inuention of that picture of loue in Theagenes and Chari- 
cles , andyet both theſe wrote in Proſe» which 1 ſpeake to ſhew , that itis not , 
rymingand verfing that maketh a-Poet, (nomore then a long gowne maketh an 
Aduocate , whothough hee pleaded in armour , ſhould bee an Aduocare and 
no Souldier: ) bur it is that faining notable images of vertves , vices, or what 
elſe, wich that delightfull reaching , which mult bethe right deſcribing note to 
know a Poet by . Although indecd the Senate of Poets haue choſen verſe as their 
firteſt rayment : meaning as in matter they-pafſed all in all, ſo in manner to go 
beyondthem : not ſpeaking table-talke faſhion, or like men in adreame, wordes 
as theychanceable fall from the mouth , but peaſingeach ſillable of each word b 


- tuſtproportion, according to'the dignity ofthe ſubiet., Now therefore ir ſh 


not be amiſle , firſtro weigh this latter ſort of Poetrie by his workes , and then 35 
by his parts; andif inneither of theſe Anatomies hee be condemnable , I hope 
weſhall receiueamore fauourable ſentence, This purifying of wit,this enriching 
of memorie ;enabling of indgement, andinlarging of conceit, which commonly 
wecall leaming, vnder what name:1ſo cuerit come forth, or to what immediate 


end ſocuer it be:direed; thefinallend is, toleadeand drawyvs to as high aper- 40 


fe&ion , as our degenerate ſoules , made worſe by their clay lodgings , can be ca- 
pableof: "This according to the inclinationof tpan , bred many formed impreſſi- 
ons->-for fome that thought this felicity principallic to be gorten by knowledge, 
and no knowledgeto/be fo high or heauenly , as acquaintance with the ſtarres; 
gauethemlſclues tro IAfronomic : 'othersperiwading themſelues to. be Demi-gods, 4 


' if theyknew the cauſes of: things, became naturall and ſupernaturall rhileſs- 
phers,” Some an admirable delight drew toUHnjrke : and ſome the certaintic of

demonſtration to the ce Mathematihes but all one and other hauing this ſcope ro 


know, and by knowledge to lift vprhe mind from the dungeon of the bodie, ro 


theentoyinghis owne diuine eflence . Bur when by rhe ballance of experience it 
was found, thatthe _4ſtronomer looking tothe (tarres mightfall in a ditch: that 
the enquiring Philoſ.pher might bee blind in himſelfe: and the £Marthe matieian 
might draw torth aſtraighrt line with acrooked heart. Then loe did Proofe, the 0- 
uer-ruler of opinions maxe maniteſt, that all theſe are but ſeruing ſciences; which 
as they hauec apriuare end inthemſclues, ſoyer are they all directed to the high- 
clt end of the miſtreſle knowledge, by the Greekes «;;,inwnyui, which Rands as I 
179 Finke, in the knowledge of a mans ſelte ,inthe Ethicke and Poliricke conſtderarti- 
on ,with the end of well doing, andnot of wellknowing onely. Eucn as the Sad- 
lers nextend is to make a good ſaddle, bur his furtherend , toſferue a noblcr facul- 
tie, which is horſmanſhip : ſo the horſmans ro ſouldierie : and the ſouldicr not 
onely to hauethe $kill, but ro perfourme the practiſe of a ſouldicr. So that the en- 
15 ding endot all carthly learning , being vertyous ation, thoſe $killes that moſt 
{erue to bring forth that,haue a moſt iuſt title ro be OO all the reſt : where- 
in if wee canſhew, the Poer is worthy to haue it betore any other compe- 
ritors, among whom principallie ro challenge it, ſtep forth the moral! 7h1/o/0- 


phers, whom me thinkes , I ſcecomming towards me, with aſullen grauitie, as 


2c thoughthey could not abide vice by day-light, rudely cloathed, for to witneſle out- 
wardly their contempr of outward things, with bookes intheir hands againſtglo- 
rie, whereto they ſet their names: ſophiſtically ſpeaking againſt ſubriltie, and an- 


gric with any man in whom they ſec the foule faulrof anger. Theſe men caſting 


larges as they go of defizitions,, diuiſtons, and diſtinCtions, wich a ſcornefull in- ' 


2c terrogatiue , doſoberly aske, whether it be poilible to finde any path fo ready to 
leade a man tovertue as that which teacheth what vertue.is, and teacheth itnor 
onely by deliuering forth his verie being , his cauſes and eftefts , bur alſo by ma- 
king knowne his enemy vice , which mult be deſtroyed: and his cumberſome fer- 
uant Paſſton, which muſt be maſtered: by ſhewing the generalities that containes 


it, and by the ſpecialitics that are deriued fromit, Laſtly, by plaine ſetting downe 


how it extends itfelfe outof the limits of a mans owne little world, to the go- 
uernment of families, and maintaining of publike ſocieties. The Hiſtorian carce! 

gives leaſure tothe Atorali# to ſay ſo much, but that he loaden with old Mouſe- 

eaten Records, authoriſling himſelte for the molt part vpon other Hiſtories, whoſe 

2; greareſt authorities are built yppon the notable foundation Heare-ſay, having 

much adoto accorddiffering writers, and to picke truth ont of partiality;: better 

acquainted with a thouſand yeares ago, then with the preſentage , and yer berter 

knowing how this world goes, then how his owne wit runnes; curious for Anti- 

| quities, and inquiſitiue of Nouelties, a wonder to young folkes, anda Tyrant 

40 3 table-talke; denyeth in a great chafe ,that any man for teaching of vertue, and 


vertuous actions, is comparable to him, Iam Teftis remporum , lux veritatis, vits - 


memorie ,maziſtra vite , nunciavetuſtatis. The Philoſopher , faith hee ,teacheth a 
diſpuratiue vertue, bur I do an aftiue. His vertue is excellent in the daunger- 
leſſe _deademic of Plato: but mine ſheweth forth her honourable face inthe bar- 
; tels ofLMarathon, Pharſalia, Poietiers ,and dgincourt. Hee teacheth vertue by 
certaineabſtraft conſiderations: bur I onely bid you tollow the footing of them 


thathaue gone before you, Old aged WO gocth beyond the finc witted | 
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Thiloſepher: but I giuethe experience of manie ages. Laſtly , if he make the ſong 
booke, Iputthe learners handto the Lute, and it he bethe guide, I am the light, 
Thenwouldhealleage you innumerable examples , confirming ſorie by ſtories, 


how muchrhe wilelt Senators and Princes haue bene directed by the credite of 
Hiſtorie, as Bratws , _AH/phonſus of Aragon , (and whonotitneed be. ) Ar length, 5 
the long line of their diſputation makes a point inthis, that the one giveth the pre- 
cept, andthe other the example. Now whom ſhall we tind, ſince the queſtion ftan- 
deth for the higheſt forme in the ſchoole of learning to be moderator ? Trulic as 
me ſeemeth , the Poer, andifnot a moderator , cuenthe man that ought rocarie 
theritle fromrhem both :and much more from all otter ſeruing ſciences. There- 10 
fore compare we the Poet with the E:iftorran, and with the morall Ph/efopher: and 

it he go beyond them both , no other humane $kill can match him. For as tor tle 
Dine , with all reuercnce he is euer tobe excepted, not onely tor hauing his ſcope 

as farre beyondanie of theſe, as Erernitie exceedetha Moment: but even forpal- 
ſingeach ot theſe in themſelues. And for the Lawyer, thovgh 1s be the daugh- 15 
ter of /uſtice ,the.chiete of vertues; yet becauſe he ſcekes to make men good, ra- 
ther formidrnepene, then wirtutis amore: orto ſay righter, doth net endevor to 
make men good, bur that theireuil| hurt not others, haning no care ſo he be a good 
citizen , how bad aman he be. Theretoreas our wickednefle maketh him necet- 
farie, and neceilitiemaketh him honourable , fois he. not in the deepeſt truth ro 2g 
ſtand in ranke with theſe, who all endeuour totakenaughtineſle away, and plant 
goodneſſe euen inthe ſecreteſt cabinet ofour ſoules: & theſe foureare all thar any 
way deale in the conſideration of mens manners, which being the ſupreame 
knowledge, they that beſt breed it, deſerve the beſt commendation, The Philo- 
ſopher therfore, and the Hiſtorian , are they which would win the goale, the one by 25 
precept, the other by example: bur. both, nothauing both, do both halte. For the 
Philoſopher (etting downe with thornic arguments the bare rule, is ſo hard of vite- 
rance, and ſo myitie tobe conceiued, that one that hath no other guide bur him, 
ſhall wade in him tillhe be old, before he thall find futticient cauſe ro be honeſt. 
For his knowledge ſtandeth ſo vpon theabſtract and generall, that Jppic is that 3a 
man who may vncerſtand him, and more happy that can applie war he doth vn- 
derſtand. Onthe other fide, the Hzrſorzan wanting the precepr, is ſo tied notto what 
ſhould be , but to what is, tothe particular truth of things, and not tothe generall 
reaſon of things, that his example draweth no neceſſary conſequence, and there- 
fore a lelle fruittuli doctrine. Now doth the peereleſſe Poct pertorume both : for 35 
whatſocuer the Philoſopher ſaith ſhould be done , he gives a perfett picture of it 

by ſomeone, by whom he preſuppoſerh it was done, fo as hee coupſeth the gene- 
Tall notion with the particular example. A perfe picture (I ſay) for he yeeldeth to 
the powers of the mind an image of thatwhercofthe Philoſopher beſtowerh bur 


a worciſh deſcription, which doth neither ſtrike, pierce, norpolleſle the ſight ofthe 49 


ſouleſo much, as that other doth, For as in outward things to aman that had neuer 
ſcene an Elephant ,or a Rinoceros , who ſhould tell him moſt exquiſitely all their 
ſhape, colour, bigneſle and particular markes , or ofa gorgious pallace an Archi- 
zecture ,whodeclaring the full beauties, might well make the hearer able to re- 


\ peateas itwere by roat all he had heard, yer thouldneuer ſatistic his inward con- 45 


ceit,with being witneſſeto it ſelfeofatrue liuing knowledge : bur the ſame man, 
alloone as he might ſee thoſe beaſts well painted, or thar houſe well in modell, 
ſhould 
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ſhould ſtraightwaies grow without neede of any deſcription toa iudicial compre- 


hending of them, {o(no doubr)the Philoſopher with his learned definitions, beitof . 


vertues or vices, matters of publike policte or priuate gouernement, replenitherh 
the memorie with many infallible grounds of wiſedome , which notwithſtanding 
lye darke before the imaginatiue and judging power , it they be not illuminated or 
figured torth by the {peaking picture of Poeſze . Tully taketh much paines , and ma- 
nie times not without Poeticall helps to male vs know the force, loue of our coun- 
trey hath in vs, Letvs buthearc old Anchrſes, ſpeaking in the middeſt of Troyes 
flames, or ſec Y1iſ/es in the tulneſle of all Calipſoes delights, bewaile his abfence 
from barraine and beggarly /thece . Anger (the Srorkes laid) was a ſhort madneſle: 
let but Sephocles bring you Aiax on altage, killing or whipping ſheepe and oxen, 
thinking them the Armie of Greekes, with their chieftaines Agamemnon, and Me- 
nelans: and tell me if you haue not a more familiar inſightinto Anper,then finding 
in the ſchoolemen his Gezus and Difference . See whether wildome & temperance 
in /liſſes and Diomedes , valure in Achilies , triend(hip in Neſus and Eurialss-, euen 


tO at) ignorant man carie not an apparant thining : and contrarily , the reomrle of | 


conſcience in Oeajpus; the ſoone repenting pride in Agamemnon; the felfe devou- 


rivg crueltie in his tather Arrens; the violence ot ambition inthe two 7 hcbar bro- 


thers; the ſoivre ſweetnelle of reuenge in Meadea ; and to fall lower, the Terentian 
Gnato, andour Chaucers Pander lo cxpreſt, that we now vſe their names, to ſigni- 
fierheir Trades: And finally ,all vertues, vices, and paſſions, ſo in their ownenatu- 
rall ſtates, laid to the view , that we ſeeme not to heare of them, bur clearelyro ſee 
through them. But cucnin the molt excellent determination of goodneſle, what 


* Philoſophers counſell can ſoreadily direct a Prince, as the faigned Cyrus in Newo- 
2« phon,or avertuous man in all fortunes: as Xneas in Virgil, or awhole Comman-

wealth, as the Way of Sir Thomas Moores Ewtopia. 1 ſay the Vay, becauſe where 
Sir Thomas Moore erred, it was the fault of the man,and not of the Poer: for thar 
Way of patterning a Cominon-wealth, was molt abſolute, though he perchaunce 
hath not ſo abſolutely performedir, For the queſtion is, whether the fained image 
of Poetrie, or the regular inſtruction of Philoſophie , hath the more force in rea- 
ching . Wherein if the Ph;loſophers haue morerightly ſhewed themſelnes 7Philo- 


ſephers, then the Poets haue attained tothe high roppe of their proteſſion ( as in 


truth, Meatocribus eſſe poetis non Dy , non homines, non conceſſere columne,)itis (I 
ſay againe) notthe faulr of the Art , butthatby tewe men that Artcan be accom- 
pliſhed, Certainly, euen our Sauiour Chriſt could as well have given the morall 
common places of vncharitableneſſe and humbleneſle , as the diuine narration of 
Dines and Lazarus, or of diſobedience and mercie, asthat heaucnly ciſcourſe of 
the loſt child and the gacious Father , but that his thorough ſearching wiſdome, 
knew the eſtate of Dives burning in hell, and of Lazarw in Abrahams boſome, 
would more conſtantly as it were, inhabit both the memorie and 1udgement. Tru- 


ly for my ſelfe(me ſeemes) I ſee before mine eyes, the loſt childes dildainfull pro- 


digalitie turned to enuy a Swines dinner : which by the learned D/unesare thought 
not hiſtoricall as, bur inſtructing parables . For concluſion, I fay the Philoſopher 
teacheth, buthe teacheth obſcurely , ſo as the learned onely can vnderſtand him, 
thatisto ſay, he teacheth them thatare alreadietaught. Butthe Poet is the foode 
for the tendreſt ſtomacks, rhe Poer is indeed, the right popular Phi/oſophey, Vher- 
of Efops Tales giue good proofe ; whole prettie Allegories ſtealing vnder the for- 


mall Tales of beaſtes, makes many more beaſtly then beaſtes: begin ro hearethe

[| ouer to Darius, Much like matter doth Ziay record of Tarquinius & his fone Xeno- 45 
| | phonexcellently fainedſuch another ſtratagem, performed by Abradares inCyrus 
behalte. Now would Ifaine know,if occaſion bepreſented vnto you, ro ſerve your 
Prince by ſuchan honeſt diſſimulatis,why you & notas wel learne it of Xepephens 
| Hiction,asoftheothers veritie ; andtrucly ſo much the better,as you ſhallaue your 
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noſe by the bargaine-. For Abradztes didnot counterfer fo far, Sothen the beſt of 
the HiForian is (ubiect tothe Poet, for whatſoeuer aCtis or faRtio,whatſocuercoun- 
ſell, pollicie, or warre ſtratagem the Hiſtorianis bound to recite, that may the Poet 
ifhe liſt with his imitation make his owne; beantifying it both for further reaching, 
5 & moredelighting as it pleaſe him:having all fr6 Dante his heauEto his hell,vnder 
the authority of his pen, VVhich if I be asked what Poers have done ſo?as I might 
welname ſome\ſo yer ſay I,and = againe,[ ſpeake ofthe Art and not of the Artift- 
cer. Now tothat which commonly is attribured to the praiſe of Hiſtorie,in re{pe& 
. ofthe notable learning, is got by marking the ſucceſle, as though therein a man 


I9 ſhould ſce vertue exalted & vicepunifhed : truly that commendartionis peculiarto 


Poctrie,and farre off from Hiſtorie;for indeed Poetrie ever ſets vertue.ſo out in her 


beſt colours, making fortunc her wel-waiting handmaid, thatone muſt needes be 
enamoured ot her,VVell may youſce Y/ifes in aſtorme andin other hard plights, | 


bur they are bur exerciſes of patience & magnanimity,to'make the ſhine the more 
I5 inthe nearc following proſperitie. And of the contrary part,ifeuil men come to the 
ſtage, they cucr goc out (as the Tragedie writer anſweredto onethat miſliked the 
thew of ſuch perſons) ſo manicled, asthey litle animate folkes to follow them. But 
the Hiitorie being capriued tothe truth of a foolith world, is many times aterror 
from wel-doing , & an encouragement to vnbridled wickedneſſe . For ſee we not 
20 yaliant.Mzilciades rot in his fetters? The iuſt Phoczon & the accompliſhed Socrates 
put to death like traytors? The cruell Sexerus line proſperouſly? The excellent Se- 
werus miſerably murthered? Syla & Marins dying in their beds ? Pompey & Cicero 
ſlaine then when they would haue thonght exile a happinefle?Sce we nor vertuous 
Cato driuen to kill himſelfe , &Rebell Ceſar ſo aduaunced, that his name yer after 
25 1609yeares laſterh in the higheſt honor? And marke but even Ce/ars owne words 
of the forenamed Sy/la, (who in that onely did honeſtly to put downe his diſhoneſt 
tyrannie) Literas neſciutt :45 if want of learning cauſed him to dowel. Hemeant it 
not by Poetrie,which not content with earthly plagues, deuiſerh new pnniihments 
in hell for tyrants :nor yet by Philoſophy , which teacheth Ocerdenres eſſe , butno 
39 doubt by skil in Hiſtorie, for that indeed can afford you Cp/clus, Periander, Phalaris, 
Dioniſins, & 1 know not how many more of the ſame kennel], thatſpeed wel inough 
in their abhominable iniuſtice of oſurpatis.l coclude therfore that he excelleth hi- 
ſtoric,nor only in furniſhing the mind withknowledge , bur in ſerting it forward ro 
that which deſerues to be called & accounted good : which ſetting forward & mo- 
35 uingto wel-doing,indeed (etteth the Lawrel crown vp06 the Poets as viorious,not 
m__ ofthe Hiorian, but ouer the Philoſopher, howſocuer in reaching, it maybe 
queſtionable. For ſuppoſe itbe graunted, thatwhich I ſuppoſe with grearreaſon 


may be denied,thart the Philoſopher in reſpet of his methodicall procecding,gtcach 


more perfectly then the Poez,yet do Ithink,thatno man is fo much grxepraionper , as 
4o tocompare the Phz/oſopher in mouing with the Poes. And that mouing is ofa higher 

degreethen — it may by this appeare,that it is well nigh both the cauſe and 
effect of teaching, For who will be taught, if he be not moued with defire tobe 


taught? And what ſo much good doth thar teaching bring foorth, (I ſpeake ſtill of 


morall docrine)as that it moueth one to do that which it doth teach. For as Ari/to- 
45 tie ſaith, it is not yri-:5 but rea5:; muſt bethe frute : & how 7ez%%4 can be without 
being moued to prattiſe, it is no hard matter to conſider, The Philoſopher 
ſheweth you the way, he informerhyou ofthe particularities , as well of the te» 
diouſneſſe of the way, as of the pleaſant ladging you ſhall have when your jour- 
ney isended , asof the manie by-turnings that may diuert you from your way.

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But this is tono man but to himthat will reade him, & reade him with attentive 
ſtudious painfulnefſe,which conſtant deſire whoſocuer hath in him, hath alreadie 
paſt halfe the hardneſle of the way : and therefore is beholding to the Philoſopher, 
bur forthe other halfe. Nay truely learned men haue learnedly thought,that where 
once reaſon hath ſo much ouer-maſtered paſſion, as thatthe minde hath a free de- 5 
fire rodo well, the inward lighteach minde hath in it ſelfe, is as goodas a Philoſo- 
hers booke , ſince in Nature we know itis well, to dowell , andwhat is well, and 
what is cuill,alrhough not in the words of Art which Philoſophers beſtow vpon vs : 
for out of naturall conceit the Philoſophers drew it ; but to be moucd to do that 
which we know, or to be moued with defire to know . Hoe opus bic laboy eft . Now ,g 
therein of all Sciences I ſpeake ſtill ot humane (and accordingtothe humane con- 
ceit) is our Poet the Monarch. For he doth notonely ſhew theway , but giucth ſo 


| ſweertea proſpett into the way , as will intice any man toenter into it: Nay he 
| dothasif your journey ſhould lye — a faire vineyard, atthe verie firſt , give 


you acluſter of 4: nin full ofthat taſte, you may long to paſle further. He be- 5 
ginneth not wit obſcure definitions , which muſt blurre the margent with inter- 


| pretations,and load the memorie with doubtfulnefle: but he commethto you with 


words ſet in delightfull proportion, either accompanied with, or prepared for the 
well enchaunting skill of Mu/icke, and with a tale forſooth-he commeth vnto you, 
withatale, which holdeth children from play , and old men from the Chimney , g 
corner; and pretending no more,doth intend the winning of the minde from wic- 
kedneſle to vertue ; evenas the child isoftE brought totake moſt wholſome things 

by hyding them in fuch other as haue apleaſanttaſte : which it one ſhould begin 

to tellthemrhe nature of the Alves or Rhabarbarum they ſhould receive , would 
ſooner take their phiſicke at their eares thenat their mouth,ſo is it in men(moſt of » 
which are childiſh in thebeſt chings,till they be cradled in their graues) glad they 
will beto heare the tales of Hercules, Achilles, Cyrus, Fneas, & hearing them, muſt 
needes heare the right deſcription of wiſdome, valure, andiuſtice; which it they 
had bene barely(thar is to ſay Philoſophically) ſer out, they would ſweare they be 
broughrto ſchoole againe; that imitation whereof Poerrie is, hath the moſt con- 
ueniencie to nature of all other: in ſo much that as Ari/tor/eſaith, thoſe things og 
which in themſeluesare horrible, as cruel battels, vnnaturall monſters, are made 

in poeticall imitation, delightfull. Truely I have knowne men,that euen with rea- 
ding Amadis de Gaule which God knoweth,wanteth much of aperfc& Poefie, haue 
found their hearts moued to the exerciſe of curteſie, liberalitic , and eſpecially 35 
courage. Who readeth Xxeas carying old Anchiſeson his backe, that wiſheth not 

it were his fortune to performe ſo excellent an At > Whom doth not thoſe words 


| of Twrnw moue, (the Tale of 7 «raw having planted his image inthe imaginatio) 


furientem bac terra videbit? V [que adeone mori miſerum eſt? here the Fhiloſopbers

euen thoſe hard harted cuill men,who thinke vertue a ſchoole name, & know no 0- 
ther good but jndulgere genio, & therefore deſpiſe the auſtere admonitions of the 45 


| Phileſopher,&feele not the inward reaſon they ſtand vpon,yert will be content to be 
delighted, which is all the good fellow Poet ſeemes topromiſe ; & ſo ſtale to ſee 
| the formeof goodneſle,(which ſcene, they cannot bur loue ) cre themſclucs be 


aware, 
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aware, 2Sif they tooke a medicine of Cheries . Infinite proofes of the ſtrange ef 
fects of this Poeticall inuention might be alleaged: onely two ſhall ſerue , which 
areſo often remembred, as I thinke all men know them. The one of Menemus A- 
grips, who, when the whole people of Rome had reſolutely deuided themſelues 
trom the Senate, with apparantſhew of vtrer ruine , though he were for thattime 

an excellent Orator, came not among them vpon trult either of figuratiue ſpee- 

| ches, orcunning infinuations,and much lefſe with far fer Maximes of 7hiloſophie, 
which cfpecially if they were Platonike , they muſt haue learned Geometrrie before 
they could well haue conceiued: but forſooth , he behaveth himlſelfe like a homely 

10 andfamiliar Poet. Hetelleththem atale,that there was atime , when all the parts 
of the bodie made a mutinous conſpiracie againſt the belly ,:which they thought 
deuoured the frutes of each others labour : they concluded they would letſovn- 

profirable a ſpenderſtarue. Inthe end, to be ſhorr, for therale is notorious , and 

as notorious that it was atale, with punithing the belly they plagued themlclues; 

x5 this applied by him, wrought ſuch effect inthe people, as Incuer read, that only 
words brought foorth: burthen ſo ſudden and fo goodaan alteration , for vpon rea- 
ſonable conditions , a perteXteconcilement enſued. The other is of Nathanthe 
Pcopher,who when rhe holie Dauia, had fo farre forlaken God,as toconfirme adul- 
tcric with murther , when he was to dothe tendreſt office of a friend , inlaying his 
20 owne ſhame before his eyes ; ſent by Godto call againeſochoſen a feruant, how 
doth heit ? but by telling ofa man whoſe beloued lambe was vngratcfully taken 
from his boſome.The application moſt diuinely true, but the diſcourle it ſelfe fai- 
ned; which made Dauid(I ſpeake of the ſecond & inſtrumental caule) as in aglaſſe 
ſec his owne filthineſſe, as that heauenly Palme ofmercie weil teſtifieth , By theſe 

2 « therefore examples and reaſons, I thinke itmay be manifeſt , that the Poe with 
thatſame hand of delight, doth draw the minde moreeffectually then any other 
Arte doth, And ſo a concluſion , notvnfitly enſue , that as vertue is the moſtexcel- 
lentreſting place forall worldly learning to make his endot , ſo Poerry being the 
molt familiar to reach ir, & moſt Princely to moue towards it,in the moſt excellent 

2 worke, is the moſt excellent workeman . But Iam content nor onely to decipher 
him by his workes (although workes in commendation and diſpraiſe, muſt cuer 
hold a high authoritie) butmore narrowly will examine his parts, ſo that ( as in a 
man)though alrogether maycarrie apreſence full of maieſtic & beauty, perchance 

in ſome one defectuous peece we may finde blemiſh : Now in his parts, kindes, or 

35 ſpecies, as you liſt ro rerme them, it is robenoted, that ſome Peeſies haue coupled 
. together two or three kindes,as the Tragical and Comical, whereupon is riſenthe 
Tragicomicall, ſome in the maner hauemingledproſe and verſe , as Sayazareand 
Boetis ; {ſome have mingled matters Heroicalland Paſtoral, but that commethall 
ro one inthis queſtion, tor if{euered they be good, the coniundtiocannot be hurt- 
full : therefore perchaunce forgetting ſome, and leauing fome as ncedeleſle ro be 
remembred. It ſhall not beamiſle, in a wordto cite the ſpeciall kindes, to ſee what 
faults may be found in the right vie of them, Is it then the Paſtorall Poeme which 
is miſhked? (For perchaunce where the hedge is loweſt they wil ſooneſt leap ouer) 
is the poore pipe diſdained, which ſometimes out of Melibeus mouth , can ſhewe 
the miſerie of people,vnder hard Lords and rauening ſouldiers? And againe by 
T iterus, what bleſſedneſle is deriued tothemthat lye loweſt, from the goodneſle 
ofthem that ſic higheſt > Sometimes vnder the prettie tales of Wolues & ſheepe, 
caninclude the whole conſiderations of wrong doing & patience;ſomerunes ſhew 
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that contentions for trifles ,can get but atrifling victorie,where perchatnce aman 
- may {ce,that cuen Alexander & Darius, when they ſtrauc whoſhould be Cockeof 


this worlds dunghill,the benefit they got , was, that the after-livers may ſay, Hec 
memini & vidtum fruitra contenaere 7 hirſim . Ex illo Cortdop ,Coridon eſt tempore 
zobis. Or is it the lamenting El-giack, which in a kinde heart would move rather 
pittie then blame, who bewaileth with the great Philoſopher Heraclitms, the weak- 


. ncſſe of mankind, andthe wretchedneſle of the world : who ſurely isto be praiſed 


cicher for compaſſionate accompanying iult cauſes ofJamentations, or for rightly 
painting out how weake be the paiſions of wofuincſle > Is it the bitter but whole- 
ſome /awmbick, who rubbes the galled minde,in making ſb ame the Trumpet of vil- 
lanie, with boldand open crying out againſt naughtineſle > Or the Sazzrick , who 
Omne wafer vitium ridenti tangit atvico , who iportin ely ncuer leaueth,tilhe make 
a man laugh atfollie ; andatlength aſhamed, to laugh at himſelte ; which he can- 
not auo1d, without auoiding the {ollie ? who while C:rcum precoraza ludit , giueth 
vstofcelchow many headaches a paſſionate life bringeth vs to 2 How when all is 
done, E/t Viubris animus ſi nos nou deficit aquus . No perchaunce itis the Comich, 
whom naughtic Play-makers and ſtage-keepers , haue iuſtiy made odious. Tothe 
arguments of abuſe, I will after anſwer , onely thusmuch now is to be ſaid, that the 


Comady is animitation of the common errors ot our lite, which he repreſenteth in 2 


the moſt ridiculous and ſcornefull fort that may be: ſo as itis impeſſible that any 
beholder can be content to be ſuch aone. Now as in Geometrie, the oblique mult 
be knowne as well as the right, and in Arithmerick, the odde as well as theeucn, fo 
in the actions of our lite, who ſeeth not the filthineſle of euill, wantetha grearfoile 
to perceiue the beautie of vertue. This doth the Comcedie handle lo in our priuate 
and domeſticall marters , as with hearing it, we getas it were an experience what 
is to be looked for of a niggardly Demea, of a crattie Danys,of a flattering Gato, of 
avain-glorious Thrafo :and not onely to know what effects are to be expected, but 
to know who be ſuch, by the ſignitying badge giuen them by the Commadient, And 
licle reaſon hath-any mantofay, that men learne the enill by ſeeing it ſoſct out, 
ſince as I faid before; there is noman lining , but by the force truth hath inna- 
ture,no ſooner ſeeth theſe men play their parts, butwitheth them in Fitrinum,al- 
though perchancerthe ſack of his owne faults lie ſo Echind his back, that he ſeeth 
not himſeite ro dance the ſame meaſure : whereto yetnorhing can more open his 
eyes, then to ſee his owne actions conterptibly ſet torth, So tharthe right vie of 
Comedie, will Ithinke, byno bodice be blamed; and muchleſie of the high and ex- 
ccllent Trazeaze, that opencrh the greateſt wounds,and theweth foorth the Y/cers 
thatare covered with Tz/ue ,that maketh Kings feare to be Tyrants , and Tyrants 
manifeſt their ryrannicall humors , that with'ſtirringthe affeQs of Admiration & 
Commiſeration,teacheth the vncertaintie ofthis world, &vpon how weake founda- 
tions guilden rooſes are builded :that maketh vs know,Quſceptra ſenns duro impe- 
rioregit, Timet timentes,metus if authorem redzt. But how much it can moue, F/u« 
tarchyeeldeth anctable teſlimony ofthe abhominable Tyrant Alc xander Pherewus, 


 fromwhoſeeyes aTrageaze well made and repreſented,drew abundance of teares, 
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who withour all pittic had murthered infinite numbers, & ſomeofhis own bloud: 45 


ſo as hethat was not aſhamed to make matters for 7 rageazes , yet could not reſiſt 
the ſweete violence of a 7 rageaze. Andif it wrought no further good in him, it 
wasgthat he in deſpight of himmſelie , withdrew himſclfe from hearkening to that 
which might mollific his hardened hearr. Butitis notthe Trageaze they do millike, 
for 
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for it were too abſurd tocaſt out ſo excellent a repreſentation of wharſoener is 
moſt worrhieto be learned, Is itthe Zyricke that moſt diſpleafeth,who with his 
tuned Lyre,and well accorded voice, giucth praiſe,the rewardof vertue;to vertuous 
as? who giueth morall precepts and natural Problemes, who ſometime raiſerh vp 
his voyce tothe heightot the heauens, in {ingingthe laudes ofthe immortall Go? 
Certainly I muiF confeſſe mine owne barbarouſneſle, Incuer heard the old Song 
of Percy and Douzlas,that I found not my heart moued morethen with a Trumpet; 
andyetis it ſung bur by ſome blind Crowder, withno rougher voice, then rude 
ſtile: which being ſo euill ' apparelled in the duſt and Cobweb of that vnciuill 
age, what would it worke, trimmed inthe gorgeous eloquence of Pindare? In Hun- 
gariel hauc ſcene itthe mannerar @l Feaſtes and other ſuch like mcetings, to haue 
ſongs of their anceſtors valure, which that right ſouldierlike nation , thinke one of 
the chicfeſt kindlers of braue courage. The incoparable Lacedemonians did not 
only carriethat kind of Mu//zke ener with them to the field , buteuen at home, as 
ſuch ſongs were mace, fo were they all content. to be ſingers of them: when the 
luſtie men were to tell what they did, the old men whart they had dohe, and the 
young wit they would do . And where a man may ſay,that Pndare many times 
praiſeth highly Victories of ſmall moment, rather matters of {port then vertue, as 
it maybe anſwered, it was the fault of the Poer, and not ofthe Poerrie; fo indeed 
the chicfe fault was, in the time and cuſtome of the Greekes, who ſer thoſe toyes at 
ſo high aprice, that Philip of Macedon reckened a horſe-race wonne at Olympus, 
among his three fearetull telicities . But as the vnimitable Pixaare often did , 19 is 
that kind moſt capable and moſtfit, ro awake thethoughts from the ſleepe of idle- 
neſſe, ro embrace honourable enterpriſes. Their reſts the Herozeall, whoſe verie 
name Ithinke ſhould daunt all backbiters, For by what conceitcan a tongue be di- 
refedto ſpeake enil of that which draweth with him no lefle champions then 
Achilles , Cyrus, Aeneas , Turnns, T ideus, Rinaldo, who doethnot onely teach and 
moue to atruth, bur teacherh and mooueth to the moſt high and excellent truth : 
who maketh magnanimitic and iuſlice, ſhine through all miſtie fearefulneſſe and 
foggic deſices. Vho ifthe ſaying of 7/ato and Tully betrue , that who could ſee 
vertue, would be wonderfully rauithed with the loue ofher beautie. This man ſet- 
teth her outto make her more lonely inherholliday apparell, to the eye ofanie 
thatwill daine, not to diſdaine vntill they vnderſtand, But if any thing be alreadie 
ſaidinthe defence of ſweete Poerrze,a!l concurreth to the maintaining the Herozcal, 
which is not onely a kinde, butthe beſt and moſt accomplithed kindes of Poerrze. 
For as the [mage ofeach Actionſtirreth and inſtrufterh the minde , fo the loftie 
Image of ſuch worthies, moſt enflameth the minde with defireto be worthie : and 
enformes wich counſaile how to be worthie , Onely let Aeneas be worne in the 
Tablet of your memorie, how he gouerneth himſelfe inthe ruine of his Countrie, 
inthe preſcruing his olde Father, and carying away his religious Ceremonies, in 
obeying Gods Commandement, to leaue Dias, though not onely all paſſionate 
kindneſſe, but cuenthe humane conſideration of vertuous gratefulnefſe , would 
haue craued other of him :how inſtormes, how in ſports , how in warre, how in 
peace , how a fugiriue, how victorious, how beſieged , how beſieging, howto 
ſtraungers, how to Allies, how to enemies, how to his owne. Laſtly, how in 
his inward ſelfe , and how in his outward government , and Ithinke in a minde 


molt preiudiced wich a preiudicating humor, He will be found in excellencie 
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fruitfull. Yea as Horace ſaith , Melins, Chriſppo, & Crartore: buttruely, I ima- 
gine itfalleth out with theſe Poet-whippers, as with ſome good weme, whooften 
are ſicke, but in faiththey cannot tell where . So the name of Poerrie is odious to 
them, butneither his cauſe nor eftes, neither the ſumme that containes him, 


northe particularities deſcending from him , giue any faſt handle to their car- 5 


ping diſpraife, Since then Poerrie is of all humane learnings the moſt ancient, 
and of moſt fatherly antiquitie , as from whence other learnings have taken their 
beginnings ; Since it is ſo vniuerſall, thatno learned nation doth deſpiſe it , nor 
barbarous nation is withoutit.” Since both Romane and Greeke gaue ſuch Ciuine 


names ynto it, the one of propheſying , the other of making ; and that in ceece 19 


thatname of making is fit for him , conſiderivg , that where all other Arts re- 
taine themſclues within their ſubie, and receive as it were their being trom ir, 
The Toet onely , onely bringeth his owne ſtuffe, and doth not learne a Conceir 
out of a matter , but maketh matter fora Conceit . Since neither his deſcription, 


nor end, containing any evill, the thing deſcribed cannot be euill; fince his et- x5 


feds beſo good as toteach goodneſle, and delightthelearners of it; ſince there- 
in (namely in morall deatrine the chiefe of all knowledges )he doth not onely 
farre paſſe the 1/iforian , but for inſtruſting is well nigh comparable to the Phz- 
fofopber ,tor moving, leaueth him behind him. Since the holy Scripture (where- 


- inthere is no vncleanneſle ) hath whole parts in it Pocticall, and that euen our ,, 


* Saujour Chriſt vouchſafedtovſe the flowers of it : ſince all his kindes are not one- 
ly in their vnited formes , but in their ſercred d:fſetions fully commendable, I 
thinke, (and thinke I thinke rightly) the LaurelL,Crowne appointed for trium- 
phant Capraines , doth worthily of all other learnings , honour the Poets triviwph. 

-* Butbecauſe we have cares as well as toungs, and that the lighteſt reaſons that z 
may be, will ſceme to waigh greatly , if nothing be put in the _ counterbal- 

. ance, let vs heare, and as well as we can, ponder what obieQions be made a- 

gainſt this Art, which may be worthiccither of yeelding, or aunſuctirg . Firſt, 
truely Inote, not onely in theſe pwuoruion Poet-haters, but in all thatkinde of peo- 


ple who ſecke apraiſe, by diſpraiſing others, that they Co prodigally ſpenda great 30 


many wandring words in quips and ſcoffes , carping andraunting ateachthing, 
which by ſtirring the ſplene, may ſtay the braine from a through beholdingthe 
worthineſle of the ſubiect. Thoſe kinde of obieCtions, asthey arctull of a verie idle 
eahneſle, fincethere is nothing: of fo ſacred a maieſtic, bur that an itching tongue 
may rubitſelfe vpon ir, ſo deſerue they no other anſwer, but in ſteed of Javghing 3 


: atthe icaſt, rolaugh at the jeaſter, VVe know a playing wit can praiſethe difcretion 


; ofan Aſſe, the comfortableneſſe of being in debt, and the iolly commodities of 
beinglicke ofthe plague. Soof the contrarie ſide, ifwe willturne Owids verſe,Yr la- 
; Feat virtus, proximitate malt, that good lye hid innearnefle of the euil. Agrippa will 
| beas mery inthe ſhewing the vanitie of SciEce,as Era/mm was inthe commendin 
of folly: neither ſhall any man or matter, eſcape ſome touch of theſe ſmiling Ray- 
lers. But for Eraſmus and 42rippa, they had an other foundation then the ſuperti- 
ciallpart would promiſe, Marry theſe other pleſaunt fault-finders, whowill cor- 
rettheFerbe before they vndcrſtand the Nowne , andconfute others krowledge, 


' before they confirme their owne , I would have them .anely remember , that 4 


ſcoffing commerh not of wiſedome ? fo as the beſt title in true Engliſh they 
get with their meriments , istobe called good fooles : for ſo have our ou

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forefathers euer termedthat humorous kinde of icſters , But that which giuerh 
greateſt ſcope to their ſcorning humour, is ryming and verſing. Itis alreadie aid, 


(and as I thinke truly ſaid) it isnot ryming and verſing thatmaketh Poeſje : One 
may be a Poes-withoutverling , anda verifier without Petrie . But yet preſup- 


pole it were inſgparable,as indeed it ſeemerh Sca//jgey iudgeth truly, it were an in- * 


ſeparable commendation. For it Oratio , nextto Katjo,, Speech next toReaſon,he 
the greateſt gift beſtowed ypon Mortalitie , that cannot bepraileleſſe, which doth 
molt polliſh that bleſſing ot ſpeech; which conſidereth each worde , not onely as 
a man may ſay by his forcible qualitie, but by his beſt meaſured quantitic: carying 


Io cueninthemſelues a Harmonze, without perchaunce number, meaſure, order,pro- 


portion, be in our time growne odious. Burlaie aftdethe iuſt praiſe ithath, by be- 
ingthe onely fit ſpeech tor Muſicke, (Muſicke Tay, the molt divine ſtriker ofthe 
ſenſes.) Thus much is vndoubredly true, that if reading be fooliſh withour re-* 
membring, Memorie being the onely treaſure of knowledge , thoſe words which 


x5 are fitteſt for memorie, are likewiſe moſt conuenient for knowledge . Now that 


Verſe farre exceedeth Proſe, inthe knitting vp of the memorie , the reaſon is ma- 


nifeſt, the wordes (beſides theirdelight, which hatha great affinitie to memorie) | 


being ſo ſet as one cannot be Joſt, but the whole worke failes: which accuſing it {clſe, 
calleth the remembrance back to itſelfe, 8& ſo moſt ſtrongly confirmeth it. Beſides 


20 one word,ſo as it were begetting another, as be it inrime or mcaſured verſe, by rhe

former a man ſhall haue a neere geſle to the follower. Laſtly, euen they that haue 
raught the Art of memory, haue ſhewed nothing fo apt for it , as acertaine roome 
deuided into many places, well & throughly knowne : Now that hath the verſe in 
cffe& perfectly, cuery word hauing his naturall ſeat, which ſeat muſt needes make 
the word remembred. But what needes more ina thing ſo knowne to allmen? 
Who isit that euer was ſcho!ler, that dothnot carry away ſome verſes of Virzt, 


Horace , or Cato , which in his youth he learned, and cuento his old age ſerue 


him for hourely leflons, as Percontatorem fuzito nam garrulus id:meſt , Dum tibs 


guiſq; placet credula turba ſumas . But the fitneſſe ithath tor memorie , is notably 
prouedby all deliuery of Artes , wherein for the moſt part, from Grammer”, to Lo- 


gike , Mathematikes, Phiſike , and the reſt , the Rules chiefly neceſſarie*to be . 


borne way , are compiled in verſes, Sorhatverſe being init ſelfe ſweete and or- 
derly , and being beſt tor memorie, the onely handle of knowledge , it muſt be 
inic{t thatany man can ſpeake againſt it. Now then goe we tothe moſt impor- 
rant impurations laid to thepoore Poets, for ought I can yetlearne, they aretheſe. 
Firſt , thatthere being manie other more fruittull knowledges , a man mighr 
berter ſpend his time 11 them, then in this. Secondly , hone is the mother of 
lies. Thirdly, that it is the nurſe of abuſe , infeting vs with many peſtilent de- 
fires, with a Srrexe ſweetneſle, drawingthe mindeto the Serpents raile of finfull 
fanſies; and herein eſpecially Comeates giuethe- largeſt field to eare , as Chaucer 
ſich ,how both in other nations and in ours, before Poexs did ſoften vs , we were 
full of courage,giuen to martiall exerciſes, the pillers of manlike libertie , and 
not lulled aſlcepe in ſhadie idlenefſe with Poets paſtimes . And laſtly and chiefly, 
they cry out withopen mourh , as if they had ouer-ſhot Robjnhood , that Plato bas. 
niſhed themour of his Common wealth , Truely, this is much , if therebe much 
crueth in it, Firſt tothe ficſt , Thara man,might better ſpend his time, is a reaſon 
indeede: but it doth as they ſay, but perere principium, For if it be , as I afirme, 
that no [earning is ſo good , as that which teacheth & mouecthto vertue, and that 
EE, Vv 2 
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none can both teach and moue thereto ſo much as Poefie, then is the concluſion 
manifeſt; that inke and paper cannot be toa more profitable purpoſe imployed, 
Andcertainly though a man ſhould graunt their firſt aſſumprion, it ſhould follow 
{methinke) verie vnwillingly,that good is not good, becauſe better is better. Bur [ 


Rill and vererly deny, that there is ”y out of carth a more fruitfull knowledge. 5 
'Tothe ſecond therefore, that they ſhould be the principall lyers, I anſwere Pare- 


doxically, but truely, Ithinke truely : that ofall writers vnder the Sunne, the Poet is 
the leaſt lyer : and though he would, as a Poet can ſcarcely bealyer . The Airono- 
mer with his couſin the Geometrrician, can hardly eſcape, when they take vpon then 


to meaſure the height of the ſtarres . How often thinke you do the Phyſitians lic, to 


when they auerre things good for ſickneſſes,which afterwards ſend Charona great 
number of ſoules drownd in a potion, before they come to his Ferrie ? And no leſle 


- ofthe reſt, which take vpon them to affirme . Now for the Poer, henothing affir- 


meth,and therefore neuer lieth: foras I rakeit,to lie, is to affirme that to be true, 
which is falſe. So as the other Artiſtes, andeſpecially the Hiſtorian, affirming many 
things,can inthe clowdic knowledge of mankind, hardly eſcape from manie lies. 
But the Poet as I ſaid before, neuer affirmeth, the Poerneuer maketh any Circles 
about your imagination,to coniure youto belecue fortrue,whathe writerh: he ci- 
tethnot authorities of other hiſtories, but euen for his entrie, calleth the ſweete 


Muſes to inſpire vnto him a good inuention, In troth not labouring to tel you what zg 


is,0r is not, butwhat ſhould, or ſhouldnot be. Andtherefore though he recount 


things nottrue, yet becauſe he telleth them not for truce,he lierhnot: without we 


will ſay,that Nathan lied in his ſpeach before alleaged to Dauid, which as awicked 
man durſt ſcarce ſay,ſothink I none ſo ſimple, would ſay, that Eſopelied inthe tales 


thie to hauc his name Chronicled among the beaſts he writeth of, VVhar child is 
there, that comming to aplay, and ſeeing Thebes written in great letters vpon an 
old doore , doth belecue that it is Thebes ? If then a man can arriveto the childes 
age,to know that the Poets perſons anddoings , are but pictures, what ſhould be, 


ly,butallegorically and figuratiuely written; andtherefore as in hiſtoric looking 
fo truth, they may go away full fraught with falſhood : So in Poe/ze, looking bur ſor 
fiction, they thall vic the narration bur as an imaginatiue groundplat of a profitable 
ifivention.Bur hereto is replied , thax the Poers giue names to men they write of, 
which argueth a conceit ofan aQtuall truth, and ſo nor being true, prooueth a fal- 
ſhood. And doth the Lawzerlye then, when vnder the names of John of the Stile. 8 


Tohn of the Nokes,he putteth his Caſe ? But that is eaſily anſwered, their naming of 


men, is but to make their picture the more lively, and not to build anie Hiſtotie. 
Painting men,they cannot leaue men nameleſle : we ſee we cannot plaie at Cheſts, 


but that we muſt giue names to our Cheſſemen; and yet me thinkeshe were averic 40 


partiall Champion of truth, that would ſay we lyed,for giuing a peece of wood the 


reuerend title of a Biſhop. The Poet nameth Cyrus and Aeas, no other way, 
then to ſhew what men of their fames, fortunes , and eſtates , ſhould do. Their 


third is , how much it abuſeth mens wit, training it to wanton ſinfulneſſe, and 


luſtfull loue, For in deede that is the principall ifnot onely abuſe, I can heare al- 45 
d. They ſay the Comeates rather teach then reprehend amorous conccits.

a bealtlie tault , alchoughir bevery hard , fince onely man and no beaſt hath that 

5 gift rodifcerne beautie , grauntthat lonely name of loue todeſerue all hatefull 
reproches,although cuE tome of my mailters the Philoſophers [pent a good deale of 
their Lampoyle in ſetting forth the excellencie of ic, grauntI ſay , what they will 
haue graunted, thatnot onely loue , bur luſt, butvanitie, but if they liſt ſcurrilitie, 
Tf: many leaues of the Poets bookes, yerthinke I , when this is graunted, they 
19-will finde their ſentence may with good maners put the laſt wordes foremoſt ;zand 
not ſay, that Poerrie abuſerh mans wit, but chat mans wit abuſeth Poezrie . For Þ 
will not denie, but that mans wit may make Poefre , which ſhould be g1u«ciu3 , which 
ſone learned haue defined figuring torth good things to be gzvrecin? : which doth 
contrariwiſe infe& the tancie with vnworthy obietes, as the Painter ſhould giue 

15 tothe eye cicher ſomeexcellentperſpetiue,or ſome fine Picture fit for building or 
fortification,or containing in it ſome notable example,as Abraham lacriticing his 
ſonne 1/a«c,rudith killing Holofernes , Dauid fighting with Golias , may leaue thoſe, 

& vleaſe an ill pleaſed eye with wanton thewes of better hidden matters . But what, 
ſhall rhe abuſe of a thing , make the right vſe odious?Nay truly though Iyeeld that 
20 Poefie may not onely be abuſed , bur that being abuſed by the reaſon ofhis ſweete 
charming force,itcan do more hurt then any other armie of words,yer ſhall itbe ſo 
farre from concluding,thatthe abuſe ſhould giue reprochto the abuſed , that con- 
trariwiſe,it is a goodreaſon, that whatſoeugr being abuſed , doth moſt harme, 
being rightly vſed ( and vponthe right vſe, each thingreceiues his title ) doth 

25 moſt good. Do we not ſee skill of Philicke the beſt rampier to'our often aſfaul- 
red bodies , being abuſed, teach poyſon the moſt violent deſtroyer? Deoth nor 


knowledge of Law, wholeend is, to cucn and right all things, bcing abuſed 


grow the crooked folterer of horrible iniuries? Doth nor(to gointhe higheſt) 
Gods word abuſed , breede herefie , and his name abuſed, become blaſphe- 
50 mie? Trucly a Needle cannot do much hurt , and as truely (with leaue of Ladies 
beit ſpoken) itcannor do much good , Wirh a ſword thou mayeſt kill thy Fa- 
cher , and with a {word thou mayelt defend thy Prince and Countrey : fo that, as 
in their calling Poets, fathers of lyes, they ſayd nothing , ſoin this their argu- 
ment of abule, they proue the commendation. They alledge herewith , that be- 
35 fore Poets began to be in price , our Nation had ſet their hearts delight vpon 
ation, andnot imagination, ratherdoing things worthie tobe wricten, then wri- 
ting things fitto be done . VVhat that before time was, [I thinke ſcarcely Sphinx can 
tell : fince no memorte is{o auncient, that hath not the precedence of Poerrie. And 
cerrainc it is, that in our plaineſt homelineſſe , yet neuer was the _£1b;on Nation 
40 withour Petrie. Marry this Argument,though it be levelled againſt Poerrie,yer is it 
indeed achain-ſhot againſt all learning or bookiſhnefſle, as they commoly terme it. 


Ofſach mind were certaine Gothes,of whom it is written, that hauing inthe ſpoyle 


ofa famous citie,taken a faire Librarie, one hangman bclike fit to execute the fruits 

of their wits, who had murthered a great number of bodies,vould haue ſet firein it, 

45 Noſayd another very grauely,take heed what you do, for while they are buſie about 

thoſe toyes,we ſhall with moreleiſure conquer their countries, This indeed is the 

ordinary doctrine of ignorance, and many wordes ſomerimes T hauc heard ſpent in 

ir:buc becaulethis reaſon is generally againſt all learning, as well as Poerrje,or rathet

T artars, are delighted with Poetes. Homer a Greeke , fiourithed , before Greece flou-

that as by him their learned men tooke almoſt their firſtlight of knowledge , fo 


* theiraQtiue men recciued their firſt motions of courage. Onely He xanders ex» 


ample may ſerue , who by P/utarch is accounted of ſuch vertue , that fortune was 
not his guide , but his footeſtoole, whoſe Actes ſpeake for him , though Pluterch 

did not: indeede the Phenix of warlike Princes . This Alexander, lett his Schole- 1 5 
maiſter liuing, Ariſtotle behind him , but tooke dead Homer with him. He put the 
Philoſopher Cal/iFhenes to death , for his ſeeming Philoſophicall , indeedemuri- 
nous ſtubburneſle, but the chiefe thing he was cuer heard to wiſh for,was, that Ho- 
mer had bene aliue . He well found he receiued more brauerie of minde by the pat- 
terne of Achilles , then by hearing the definition of fortitude , And therefore it Ca- 20 
to milliked Fruluius for carrying Ennizs with him to the field , irmay be anſwered, 
that if Caro milliked it , the Noble Fulurm liked it, ore)ſc he had notdone it,for it 
was notthe excellent Cato Yercenſis, whoſe authoritic lwould much more haue re- 
uerenced: but it was the former, in truth a bitter puniſher of faultes , butelſe a 
manthat had neuer ſacrificed ro the Graces . He miſliked and cried out againſt all 25 
Grecke learning , and yetbeing foureſcore yeares old, began to learne it, belike 
fearing that Pluto vnderſtood not Latine. Indeed the Komane lawes allowed no per- 
ſon 4, $ carried tothe warres,but he that was in the ſouldiers Role . And therefore 
though Cato miſliked his vamuſtred perſon , he miſliked not his worke. And if he ' 
had, Scipio Naſical iudged by common conſent the beſt Romane) loued him :both 39 
the other Sczpio brothers , who had by their vertues no lefle ſurnames then of 4/iz 
and«<Ffricke , fo loued him, thatthey cauſed his bodie to be buried in their Se- 
pulture.So as Cafves authoritie being bur againſt his perſon, and that anſwered 


' with ſofarregreater then himſelfe, is herein ofno validitie . Butnow indeede my 


burrhen is great, that P/ato his name is layd vpon me, whom I muſt confeſle of all 35. 
Philoſophers, 1 haue ever eſteemed moſt worthie of reverence; and with good rea- 
ſon , finceof all Philoſophers he is the moſt Poezicall : yerifhe will defile the foun- 
raine out of which his flowing ſtreames haue anda » let vs boldly examine 
with what reaſons he didit. Firſt truly a man might maliciouſly obie&\ that Plats 
being a Philoſopher , was anaturall enemy of Poers . For indeede after the Philo- 40 
ſophers had picked out of the ſweete myſteries of Poetrie , the right diſcerning true 
points of knowledge ,they forthwith putting it in methode ,, and making a Schoole 
Artof that which the Poexs did onely teach by a divine delightfulneſle , begin- 
ning to ſpurne ar their guides, like vngratefull Prentices , werenot content\toſet 
vp thopforthemſelues , but ſoughtby all meanes to diſcredittheir maiſters, which 45 
by the force of delight being barred them , the lefſe theycould ouerthrow them, 
the more they hated them . For indeed they found for Homer , ſeuen Cities ſtraue 


HS who ſhould haue him for their Citizen , where many Cities baniſhed Philoſephers, 
as 
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asnot fit members toliue among them. For onely repeating certaine of Euripides 


Verſes,many Athenians had their lives ſaued ofthe Syracuſans , where the gHrbeni., 
ans themſelues thought many Philoſophers vrworthie toliue , Certaine Poets , as | 


Simonides , and Pindarus ,had ſo preuailedwith Hierothe firſt, that of a Tyranethey 
made him a iuſt King : where ?/at9 could doo little with Dion:/z44, that he Himſelte 

of a Philoſopher , was made a {laue . But who thould dothus , Iconfe flethould re- 
quite the obieions made againſt Poets 4 with like cauillations againſt Phuloſo+ 
phers : as likewiſe oneſhoulddo , that ſhould bid onereade Phearis or Simpoſjum in 
Plato ,or the diſcourſe of loue in Platarch , and ſee whether any Poet do authoriſe 

Io abhominablefilthineſſe as they do. Againe, a man mightaske , out of what Com- 
mon-wealth Plato doth baniſh them , in ſooth, thence where he himſelfe alloweth 
co:mmunitie of women. . So as belikethis baniſhment grew not forefteminate wan- 
tronneſle, ſince little ſhould Poericall Soxers be hurttull, when a man mighthaue 
what woman heliſted . BurT honour Philoſophicall inſtructions , and bleſſethe 

I5 wittes which bred them:ſo as they be not abuſed, which is likewiſe ſtretchedto Poe- 
trie . Saint Paule himfelfe ſets a watch-word vpon Philoſophie , indeede vpon the 
abuſe . So doth Plato vpon the abule, not vpon Poetrie, Plato found faulr thatthe 
Poets of his time; filled the world with wrog opinios of the Gods, making light tales 
ofthat vnſpotted eſſence ; and therefore would not haue. the yoirh: depraued with 

20 ſuch opinions : herein may much be ſayd ; letthis ſuffice . The Poers didnor in- 
duce ſuch opinions, but didimirate thoſe opinions alreadice induced, Forall the 
Greek: ſtories can well reſtifie,, thatthe veriereligionofthat time, ſtood vpon ma- 

ny , and many faſhioned Gods :. not taught ſo by Poets , but followed according 

to cheirnature of imitation. VVholilt may reade in Platareb , the diſcourſes of 1- 


(35 ſis and Ofirs, of the caule why Oracles ceaſſed, of the diuine prouidence, and ſee 


whether theTheologie of that nation, ſtood not vpon ſuch dreames, which the 
Poets indecde ſuperſticioully obferucd. And truely fince theyhad not the light of 
Chriſt;did much better in ic then the Philoſophers, who ſhaking off ſuperſtition, 
brought in _AMtheiſme , Plato therefore ,wholeauthoritie;I had much ratherjuſtlic 

39 conſtrue then vniuſtlie reſiſt, meantnor in generall of Poexs,in choſe words of which 
Iulins Scaliger ayth; Qu1 authoritate barbari quidim 4tq4e inſipid; abuti veling ad 
Poetas & Republica exizendos . But onely meantto drine out thoſe wrong opinions 
ofthe D:itie : whereoinow without further law, Chr:/tzanitie hath taken away all 
the hurtfull beliefe , perchaunce as he thought, nouriſhed by then eſteemed Poees, 

35 Anda man neede gono further thento Platohimlelteto know his meaning : who 
in his Dialogue called /o, giueth high , and rightly, diuine commendation vnto 
Poetrie So as Plato baniſhing the abule , nor the thing, nor banithing ir, bur gi- 
ving duc honour to it, (hall be ourPatron, and not our aduerfarie, For indeede, 

I had muchrather , ſince truely I may do it, ſhew their miſtaking of 7/ato , vnder 

49 whoſe Lyons skinne they would make an Aſlc-like braying againlt Poe/itrhen go a- 
boutto ouerthrow his authoritie ; whom the wiſer a man is , the more tuſt caule 

he ſhall finde to haue in adfniration* : eſpecially ſince he atrributeth vnto' Poefie 
more then my ſelfe do ; namely , to beaveric inſpiring of adiuine force , farre a- 
boue mans wit , as inthe forenamed Dialogue is apparant . Of the other fide, 
45 who would ſhew the honours haue bene bythe beſt ſort of iudgementes graunted 
them.,a whole (ea ofexamples would preſent themſclues ; AHexanders Ca/ars, Sci- 
pioes , all fauourers of Poets : Lelius, called the Romane Socrates himſelfe a Poet;

5. meliore luto on precoraia Titan, are better contert roſuppreſle the out-flowines of 
their wit , then by publiſhing them, to be accounted Knights ofthe ſame order. 
But Ithac before euer I durſt aſpire vnto the dignitie,; am admitted into the com- 
panie of the Paper-blurrers , do find theverie true cauſe of our wanting eſtimation, 
is want of deſert, taking vpon vs to be Poersin deſpite of Pal/as. Now wherein we 
19 want deſert, were athank-worthy labour to expreſle. Bur if 1 knew I ſhould hauc 
mended my lelfe, but as Ineuer deſired thetitle, ſo haueI negle&edthe meanes to 
comeby it , onely ouer-maſtered by ſome thoughts, I yeelded an inckie tribute vn- 
tothem . Marie they that delight in Peeſie itſelfe , ſhould ſecke to know whar they 
do: & how they do eſpecially looke-thElelues in an vnflattering glafſe ofreaſon, if 
x5 they be inclinable vnto ir, For Poeſiemuſtnot be drawn by the cars, it muſt be gerly 
led,or rather it muſt leade,which was partly the cauſe that made the ancict learned 
afhirme, ic was adiuine gifrandno humane skill; ſince all other knowledges lie rea- 
die for anic that haue ſtrengthof wit: A Poex no induſtrie can make , it his owne 
Genius benotcaried intoit. And therefore is an old prouerb, Orator fit, Pocta #aſ- 
20 citur. Yet confeſle T alwayes, that as the fertileſt ground muſt be manured, ſo muſt 
the higheſt flying wit hauc a Dedalws to guide him, That Dedalus they ſay both in 
this and in other, hath three wings to beare it ſelfe vp into the aire of due commen- 
dation: that is, Arte , Imitation and Exerciſe. But theſe neither Artificiall Rules, 
nor imitatiue patternes, we much comber our ſelues withall. Exerciſe indeed wce 
25 do, bur that verie fore-backwardly ; for where we ſhould exerciſc to know , we ex- 
erciſe as hauing knowne: and o is our braine delivered of much matter, which 
never was begotten by knowledge. Forthere being two principall parts , Matter to 
be expreſſed by words, and words to expreſle the matter: Inneither, we vie Arte 
or Imitation rightly , Qur matter is , Qwoaliber , indeedthough wrongly perfour-

Neuer marſhalling it intoany afſuredranke, that almoſt the Readers cannot tell 
where to find themſelues.

; myltie time could ſee ſoclearely, or thatwe in thiscleare age, goſo ſtumblinglic 
.after him. Yethad he great wants, fitto be forgiuen in ſo reuerentan Antiquirie. 1 
account the Mirrour of Magiſtrates, meetly furniſhedof beautifull parts. Andin 
the Earle of Surreis Lirickes, many things taſting of a noble birth , and worthy 
of anoble mind. The Shepheards Kalender hath much Poezrie in his Eclogues, 
indeed worthy the reading if Ibenot deceiued. That ſame framing of his ſtile ro 
an old ruſticke language, I dare not allow: ſince neither Theocritus in Greeke, 
Virgil in Latine, nor Senazarain Italian did affe&t it.Beſides theſe, I donotremem- 
ber to haue ſcene but few (to ſpeake boldly) printed that haue Poeticall ſinewes in 
them, For proofe whereof, let but moſt of the Verſes be putin Proſe , and then aske 
5 the meaning, and it will be found, that one Verſedid bur beget another,without 
ordering at the firſt , what ſhould be arthe laſt , which becomes a confuſed maſſe 
ofwordes , with a tingling ſound of rime,, barely accompanied with reaſon .
